FIRST  CONVENTION 

OF  THE 

GENERAL  COUNCIL. 


Representatives  from  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  which 
had  adopted  certain  "Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity,"  and 
a  proposed  Constitution,  agreed  upon  by  a  Convention  in  session, 
December  12,  13  and  14,  A.  D.  1866,  at  Reading,  Penn'a.,  met, 
according  to  notice,  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  "  Church  of  the 
Holy  Trinity,"  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkleman, 
Pastor,  on  Wednesday,  Nov.  20th,  A.  D.  1867,  and  were  called  to 
order  by  Rev.  G.  Bassler,  President  of  the  Reading  Convention. 

After  singing  Hymn  4,  from  the  "  Jubilee  Service,"  prepared  by 
Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  D.,  the  Convention  was  opened  according  to 
form  set  forth  in  the  Liturgy  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod. 

Credentials  were  offered,  and  the  following  Synods  and  repre- 
sentatives placed  upon  the

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  since  the  proper  documents  did  not 
reach  the  Augustana  Synod  in  time  for  their  adoption,  and  as  the 
purpose  of  that  body  is  manifest  in  the  presence  of  a  delegation  in 
our  midst,  that  its  delegates  be  received  as  members  of  this  Oon- 
ven  tion. 

The  names  of  the  several  delegations  were  now  called,  and  in 
accordance  with  a  motion  to  that  effect,  took  places  as  assigned 
them  in  the  body  of  the  church. 

President  Bassler  presented  his  report.  The  report  was  received 
and  its  further  consideration  deferred. 
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Report  of  the  President. 

Respected  and  dear  Brethren  : 

Thus  far  has  the  Lord  helped  us,  and  it  is  marvelous 
in  our  eyes.  God  has  done  great  things  for  us,  whereof  we  are 
glad.    Bless  the  Lord,  0  my  soul,  and  all  that  is  within  me,  bless 

his  holy  name. 

It  is  especially  wonderful  in  our  eyes  that  here,  at  Fort  Wayne, 
in  Trinity  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  where,  eighteen  months 
ago,  the  Mother  Synod,  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  was  most 
unjustly  deprived  of.  her  rights,  because  she  had  given  testimony  to 
the  pure  faith  of  our  Church,  and  where  the  minority  of  the  former 
General  Synod  were  made  to  realize,  that  in  that  body,  as  then 
constituted,  there  was  no  hope  for  the  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Un- 
altered Augsburg  Confession,  we  should  now  be  assembled,  dele- 
gates from  eleven  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods,  in  order  to  organize 
a  General  Council,  based  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Church  taken 
"in  their  own,  true,  native,  original  and  only  sense,"  to  form  a 
body,  whose  members  not  only  agree  to  use  the  same  words,  but 
to  use  them  and  understand  them  in  one  and  the  same  sense. 

That  so  many  persons  should  come  together — persons  who  have 
been  educated  in  different  institutions,  under  diverse  influences — 
even  in  different  countries  and  using  different  languages,  and  yet 
should  be  able  to  see  eye  to  eye,  so  far  as  to  use  the  same  words  in 
declaring  their  apprehension  of  God's  Word,  i.  e.,  in  the  confession 
of  their  faith  ;  and  not  only  to  use  the  same  words,  but  to  use  these 
words  in  one  and  the  same  sense,  is  certainly  the  work  of  God's 
Holy  Spirit.  To  God  belongs  all  the  glory,  and  to  Him  shall  be  all 
the  praise. 

And  shall  not  this  Jubilee  Year  of  the  great  Reformation  be 
marked  by  the  final,  successful  and  permanent  organization  of  the 
General  Council  ?  Shall  not  our  children,  at  the  next  Jubilee  of 
this  great  work  of  God,  among  other  great  events  in  the  history  of 
our  Church,  make  mention  of  this  also,  and  praise  God  for  this  re- 
vival of  the  pure  faith  of  our  Evangelical  Church  ?  This  is  our 
prayer,  this  is  our  hope ;  nay,  this  is  our  confidence. 

It  was  made  the  duty  of  your  Chairman  to  distribute  the  "  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Convention"  held  at  Reading  in  December  last, 
containing  the  Fundamental  Principles,  and  also  the  proposed  Con- 
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stitution,  prepared  by  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  same  Con- 
vention. In  accomplishing  this  most  important  work,  there  were 
unavoidable  delays,  through  which  these  documents  did  not  reach 
several  Synods  in  time  for  consideration  at  their  Conventions. 
None  were  more  disappointed  than  he  to  whom  this  duty  had  been 
entrusted.  What  influence  may  have  been  thus  exerted  upon  the 
action  of  those  Synods,  your  Chairman  is  not  able  to  decide ;  but 
we  confidently  entertain  the  hope  that  the  good  cause  will  not 
suffer  in  consequence  of  this  failure. 

The  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  except  the  English  District,  has  not 
adopted  the  Constitution,  and  therefore  is  not  prepared  to  unite,  as 
we  had  hoped,  fully  with  us  at  this  time.  But  they  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  invitation  to  send  delegates  to  sit  in  conference 
on  such  subjects  of  difference  as  may  exist  between  us.  One  with 
us  in  the  faith,  standing  upon  an  unequivocal  acceptance  of  the 
Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession,  we  have  but  little  doubt  that 
sooner  or  later  we  shall  welcome  them  to  full  membership.  In  the 
mean  time,  we  rejoice  to  see  their  delegates,  and  welcome  them  to  a 
seat  in  our  midst. 

The  several  Districts  of  the  Missouri  Synod  have  not  accepted 
our  invitation,  no  doubt  sincerely  believing  that  it  was  not  the  most 
suitable  time  to  discuss  the  important  questions,  on  which  they 
desire  a  full  and  free  conference,  so  that  there  may  be  no  misunder- 
standing subsequent  to  a  more  intimate  union.  The  joint  letter 
of  the  different  Synods  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  Convention,  for 
such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

There  are,  doubtless,  various  amendments  suggested  by  some  of 
the  Synods  adopting  the  proposed  Constitution.  As  the  Chairman 
has  not  been  informed  of  these  amendments,  except  in  the  case  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  he  would  express  the  hope  that  the  several 
delegations  will  present  these  when  the  several  sections  may  be 
under  consideration. 

The  Chair  would  most  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cordial  invi- 
tation which  this  Congregation  has  extended  to  the  Convention  to 
assemble  in  their  house  of  worship  and  to  enjoy  their  hospitality. 
May  He  who  has  declared  that  a  cup  of  cold  water  given  to  one  of 
his  disciples  in  the  name  of  a  disciple  should  not  be  unrewarded, 
abundantly  reward  these  Christian  brethren. 

In  conclusion,  may  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  the  Lord 
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Jesus,  smile  on  us  and  on  our  work ;  and  may  He  who  has  begun 

the  good  work,  carry  it  on  among  us  and  by  us  even  unto  perfection, 
and  to  Him  be  the  kingdom,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen.

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  were,  for  the  time,  constituted  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  of  this  body. 

Report  of  the  Committee  to  Prepare  a  Constitution. 

The  undersigned,  appointed  by  the  Convention  at  Reading,  De- 
cember 14th,  1866,  "to  prepare  a  Constitution,  in  the  usual  form," 
embracing  a  nnmber  of  points  prescribed  by  that  Convention,  re- 
spectfully report — That,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjournment 
of  that  body,  they  entered  upon  the  work  assigned  to  them,  and 
agreed  to  recommend,  as  the  result  of  their  labor  and  consultation, 
the  "Proposed  Constitution  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church  in  North  America."  Five  hundred  copies 
in  German,  and  the  same  number  in  the  English  language,  were 
printed,  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Rev.  G.  Bassler,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Reading  Convention,  by  whom  they  were  sent  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  respective  District  Synods  here  represented. 
Your  Committee  endeavored  faithfully  to  incorporate  the  items  re- 
commended by  the  Reading  Convention,  and  rejoice  that  the  work 
of  their  hands,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  has  received  such  general 
approbation  from  the  Synods  to  whom  it  was  submitted.

On  motion,  the  consideration  of  the  Constitution  was  made  the 
order  of  business  for  the  P.  M.  session. 
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On  motion,  the  representatives  from  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio, 
appointed  under  a  resolution  adopted  at  Reading,  were  received. 

The  time  for  meeting  and  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  was 
fixed  at  9  A.  M.  and  12  M.;  at  2  and  5  P.  M.

II  Session. 

Wednesday,  2  P.  M..  Nov.  20th. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  and  opened 
with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  A.  Roof. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  names  of  Synods  shall  now  be 
entered  upon  the  Register,  in  the  order  of  their  organization,  and 
those  hereafter  admitted,  in  the  order  of  their  reception. 

On  motion,  Resolved.  That  Lutheran  Ministers  present,  who 
are  with  this  body  in  the  unity  of  the  faith  as  defined  in  its  Funda- 
mental Principles,  be  invited  to  give  their  names  to  the  Secretaries, 
to  be  entered  upon  the  minutes. 

The  order  of  business  was  taken  up.  After  having  ascertained 
the  action  of  the  several  Synods,  the  President  declared  that  the 
"Fundamental  Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity"  had  been 
adopted  by  ten,  the  number  required  by  resolution  of  the  Reading 
Convention. 

Of  Art.  I  of  the  Constitution,  Sees.  1  and  2  were  declared  not 
adopted  ;  Sec.  3,  adopted. 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Gr.  A.  Wenzel. 

III  Session. 

Thursday,  9  A.  M.,  Nov.  21st. 
After  singing  a  German  hymn,  the  III  Session  was  opened  with 
prayer  by  Rev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D. 
The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  consideration  of  the  Constitution  being  resumed,  items  1 
and  2  of  Sec.  4,  Art.  I,  were  declared  not  adopted  ;  items  3  and 
4,  adopted.  Of  Art.  II,  Sees.  1,  4,  5  and  6  were  declared  adopted; 
Sects.  2,  3,  7  and  8,  not  adopted.  All  the  sections  of  both  the 
III  and  the  IV  Arts,  were  declared  adopted  ;  the  Preamble  not 
adopted. 
2 
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The  President  announced  that  the  several  sections,  now  adopted, 
were  in  force,  as  part  of  the  Constitution  of  this  body. 

The  parts  of  the  proposed  Constitution  not  adopted  by  the  re- 
quired number  of  Synods,  were  taken  up  and  considered,  according 
to  Art.  Ill  of  the  "Outline  Constitution."  (See  page  16  of  the 
"Proceedings  of  the  Reading  Convention.") 

Art.  I,  Sec.  1,  was  read.  The  desire  of  the  Illinois  Synod, 
that  the  same  word  should  be  retained  in  both  the  English  and  the 
German,  as  the  name  of  this  body,  was  made  known. 

After  discussion,  it  was  Resolved,  That  this  body  shall  be  known, 
in  English,  as  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  and  in  German,  as  the  Allgemeine  Versamm- 
lung  der  Evangelisch  Lutherischen  Kirche  in  Amerika. 

Sec.  2  of  Art.  I  was  read.  The  Pittsburgh  Synod  proposed 
one  clerical  and  one  lay  delegate  for  every  SO  (thirty)  of  the  sum 
total,  (a)  of  Pastors  connected,  with  Synod,  and  (b)  of  the  entire 
number  of  lay-delegates  to  which  the  Synod  grants  a  voice  and  a 
vote  in  its  Synodical  Conventions. 

The  Illinois  Synod  desired,  that  the  number  of  Congregations 
should  constitute  the  basis  of  representation. 

Considerable  discussion  ensuing,  the  article  was,  on  motion,  re- 
ferred to

Thursday,  2  P.  M.,  Nov.  21st. 

The  Council  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  G.  Eachtmann. 
Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Item  2,  of  Sec.  4,  Art.  I,  was  amended  and  adopted.  It  was 
ordered,  that  this  item  should,  in  the  German,  be  made  to  corres- 
pond with  the  English. 
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The  regular  order  being  suspended  for  this  purpose,  it  was  Re- 
solved, That  the  delegation  of  each  Synod  fill  the  place  of  then- 
absentee  in  the  Committee  on  the  English  Church,  and  the  German 
Hymn  Book.

Friday,  9  A.  M.,  Nov.  22d. 

After  singing  a  hymn,  the  V  Session  was  opened  with  prayer  by 
Rev.  Gr.  W.  Mechling.    Minutes  read  and  approved. 

Sec.  7  of  Art.  II  of  the  Constitution  was  adapted.  The  consid- 
eration of  Sec.  8  was  deferred  until  after  the  report  of  Com.  No. 
(1),  On  Art.  I,  Sec.  c2. 

Through  one  of  its  representatives,  Rev.  F.  A.  Herzberger, 
there  was  offered  the 

Paper  from  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio. 

To  the  Venerable  Greneral  Council  of  the  JEv.  Lutheran  Church  of 
North  America : 
The  undersigned,  Delegates  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Joint 
Synod  of  Ohio  and  adjacent  States,  present  the  following  to  the 
General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lujtheran  Church  of  North 
America,  in  order  that  the  Synod  which  they  represent,  as  may  be 
seen  from  the  minutes  of  its  last  Session,  held  in  Hamilton,  0., 
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A.  D.  1867,  heartily  desires  a  union  of  Lutheran  Synods  on  the 
Doctrinal  basis  as  recommended  by  the  General  Council,  and  there- 
fore sends  its  Delegates  to  this  Convention,  in  order  to  offer  it  the 
hand  toward  a  true  union. 

But  Synod  saw  practical  difficulties  in  the  way,  on  account  of 
which,  as  well  as  for  the  want  of  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
General  Council,  it  could  not  yet  instruct  its  Delegates  to  consum- 
mate its  connection  with  this  body  at  its  present  Session,  neverthe- 
less, in  the  mean  time  cherishes  the  hope,  that  the  Lord  will  enable 
it,  in  the  future  perhaps,  to  unite  with  other  Synods  to  carry  on 
this  glorious  work. 

Under  the  above-mentioned  difficulties,  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Joint 
Synod  of  Ohio  and  adjacent  States,  understands  "un-Lutheran 
doctrine  and  practice,  which,  as  experience  teaches,  despite  the 
reception  of  the  Confession,  or  '  Doctrinal  basis,'  nevertheless  is 
found  to  exist  in  some  Synods." 

The  Delegates  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio, 
would  therefore  respectfully  request  the  venerable  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  North  America,  to  favor 
us  with  information  on  the  following  points : 

1.  What  relation  will  this  venerable  body  in  future  sustain  to 
Chiliasm  ? 

2.  Mixed  Communion? 

3.  The  exchanging  of  pulpits  with  Sectarians  $ 

4.  Secret,  or  unchurchly  Societies  f 

Especially  would  we  earnestly  desire  a  decided  answer  with 
regard  to  the  last  item,'  inasmuch  as  the  Joint  Synod,  for  years 
already,  in  view  of  certain  relations  in  one  of  its  District  Synods, 
has  had  its  difficulties  in  consequence  of  four  pastors  belonging  to 
Secret  Societies,  and  would  not,  therefore,  again  burthen  its 
conscience. 

We  pray  that  the  Lord  may  overrule  all  to  the  glory  of  His  holy 
name,  and  to  the  welfare  of  His  Zion.

Report  of  Committee  No.  (2),  On  Communications  from  Synods 
invited  to  send  Representatives  to  this  Body. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  action  upon  certain  documents 
received,  one  from  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  one  from  the  four 
District  Synods  of  the  Missouri  Synod,  respectfully  report — That 
we  have  been  impressed  with  the  fraternal  sentiments  so  freely 
conveyed  in  the  said  documents,  and  after  careful  consideration  of 
them  propose  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Council  rejoices  that  the  Joint 
Synod  of  Ohio  regards  union  with  this  body  as  an  object  of  cher- 
ished hope ;  and  regrets  that  the  failure  to  receive  our  Constitu- 
tion, with  other  difficulties,  has  prevented  their  union  with  us  at 
this  time. 

Resolved,  2.  That  this  Council  is  aware  of  nothing  in  its  "  Fun- 
damental Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity"  and  Constitution, 
nor  in  the  relation  it  sustains  to  the  four  questions  raised,  which 
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justifies  a  doubt  whether  its  decisions  on  them  all,  when  they  are 
brought  up  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Constitution,  will  be  in 
harmony  with  Holy  Scripture  and  the  Confessions  o!  the  Church. 

Resolved,  3.  That  so  soon  as  official  evidence  shall  be  presented 
to  this  body,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  that  un- 
Lutheran  doctrines  or  practices  are  authorized  by  the  action  of 
any  of  its  Synods,  or  by  their  refusal  to  act,  it  will  weigh  that  evi- 
d  nee,  and,  if  it  finds  they  exist,  use  all  its  constitutional  power  to 
convince  the  minds  of  men  in  regard  to  them,  and  as  speedily  as 
possible  to  remove  them. 

Resolved,  4.  That  inasmuch  as  the  Synod  of  Iowa  has  offered  a 
constitutional  amendment  involving  most  of  these  same  questions, 
we  refer  our  beloved  brethren  of  the  Joint  Synod  of  Ohio  to  the 
action  which  the  Council  has  taken  in  their  case,  as  their  present 
answer  in  regar  1  to  these  points. 

In  reply  to  the  four  District  Synods  of  Missouri,  we  would 
recommend  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  reciprocate  the  kindly  expressions  of 
the  Synod  of  Missouri ;  that  we  sincerely  respect  the  honest  pref- 
erences of  our  brethren,  in  regard  to  the  best  means  of  uniting  our 
Church ;  and  that  we  are  willing  to  set  apart  a  time,  during  the 
future  sessions  of  this  body,  when  it  will  meet  them  simply  as  a 
Free  Conference.

In  order  to  effect  a  union  of  the  Church,  and  that  we  may  all 
truly  agree  in  the  principles  of  practice  as  well  as  of  faith,  without 
conditions,  the  Delegates-  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa  propose,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  instructions  of  their  Synod,  that  the  General  Coun- 
cil shall  expressly  acknowledge  what  is  according  to  the  under- 
standing of  the  delegates  of  said  Synod  virtually  acknowledged  in 
3 
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the  "  Fundamental  Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity"  adopted 
by  this  body,  viz.  : 

I.  That  according  to  the  Confession  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  there  must  be,  and  is,  condemned  all  church  fellowship 
with  such  as  are  not  Lutheran  ;  for  example,  ministers  serving  con- 
gregations such  as  are  mixed  and  not  purely  Lutheran,  receiving 
such  congregations  and  their  pastors  into  Synodical  connection,  the 
admittance  of  those  of  a  different  faith  to  the  privilege  of  commun- 
ion, the  permission  of  those  not  Lutheran  to  occupy  our  pulpits, 
&c. 

II.  According  to  the  Word  of  God,  church  discipline  be  exer- 
cised, especially  at  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion,  and 
be  likewise  exercised  towards  those  who  are  members  of  secret 
societies.y 

III.  That  resolutions  of  Church  government  by  Synods  in  gen- 
eral and  the  General  Council  in  particular,  shall  not  be  regarded 
as  legislative  but  only  as  advisory  in  their  power  over  congregations 
represented  in  such  Synods  or  General  Council,  inasmuch  as  these 
bodies  can  only  have  so  much  power  as  is  delegated  to  them  by  the 
congregations. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  twelve,  each  Synod 
to  select  a  representative,  be  constituted,  to  whom  shall  be  referred 
the  paper  from  the  Iowa  Synod,  with  instructions  to  report  on 
Monday,  at  9  A.  M. 

Revs.  E.  Carlson  and  D.  Worley,  with  Delegate  J.  J.  Bierer,  were 
granted  leave  of  absence. 

Adjourned  with  prayer  by  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth.

His  Providence,  we  shall  be  enabled,  throughout  the  whole  General 
Council  and  all  its  Churches,  to  see  eye  to  eye  in  all  the  details  of 
practice  and  usage,  towards  the  consummation  of  which  we  will 
direct  our  unceasing  prayers.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  GENEKAL  COUNCIL 

OF  THE 

^VANGELICAL    J^UTHERAN    J^HURCH    IN  y^MERICA. 

In  the  name  of  the  blessed  Trinity  and  adorable  Unity,  God  the  Fa- 
ther, God  the  Son,  and  God  the  Holy  Ghost,  We,  the  Synods  rep- 
resenting the  Congregations  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  which  desire  to  form  a  Union  on  the  basis  of  God's  Word,  and 
of  the  true  confession  of  the  same,  in  order  that  among  us  tbe  Gospel 
may  be  purely  preached,  and  the  sacraments  be  administered  conformably 
to  God's  Word;  that  a  thorough  harmony  in  faith,  worship  and  discip- 
line may  be  maintained,  and  that  all  holy  works  may  be  promoted, — do 
hereby  declare  the  principles  of  Doctrine  and  Polity  here  annexed  to  be 
fundamental  and  unchangeable,  and  in  accordance  with  them,  ordain  and 
establish  the  Constitution  thereafter  following. 

Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity. 

Of  Faith. 

I.  There  must  be  and  abide  through  all  time,  one  holy  Christian 
Church,  which  is  the  assembly  of  all  believers,  among  whom  the  Gospel 
is  purely  preached,  and  the  Holy  Sacraments  are  administered,  as  the 
Gospel  demands. 

To  the  true  Unity  of  the  Church,  it  is  sufficient  that  there  be  agree- 
ment touching  the  doctrine  of  the  Gospel,  that  it  be  preached  in  one 
accord,  in  its  pure  sense,  and  that  the  Sacraments  be  administered  con- 
formably to  God's  word. 

II.  The  true  Unity  of  a  particular  Church,  in  virtue  of  which  men  are 
truly  members  of  one  and  the  same  Church,  and  by  which  any  Church 
abides  in  real  identity,  and  is  entitled  to  a  continuation  of  her  name,  is 
unity  in  doctrine  and  faith  and  in  the  Sacraments,  to  wit:  That  she  con- 
tinues to  teach  and  to  set  forth,  and  that  her  true  members  embrace  from 
the  heart,  and  use,  the  articles  of  faith  and  the  Sacraments  as  they  were 
held  and  administered  when  the  Church  came  into  distinctive  being  and 
received  a  distinctive  name. 

III.  The  Unity  of  the  Church  is  witnessed  to,  and  made  manifest  in, 
the  solemn,  public  and  official  Confessions  which  are  set  forth,  to  wit: 
The  generic  Unity  of  the  Christian  Church  in  the  general  Creeds,  and 
the  specific  Unity  of  pure  parts  of  the  Christian  Church  in  their  specific 
Creeds  ;  one  chief  object  of  both  classes  of  which  Creeds  is,  that  Christ- 
ians who  are  in  the  Unity  of  faith,  may  know  each  other  as  such,  and 
may  have  a  visible  bond  of  fellowship, 

IV.  That  Confessions  may  be  such  a  testimony  of  Unity  and  bond  of 
Union,  they  must  be  accepted  in  every  statement  of  doctrine,  in  their 
own  true,  native,  original  and  only  sense.  Those  who  set  them  forth 
and  subscribe  them,  must  not  only  agree  to  use  the  same  words,  but  must 
use  and  understand  those  words  in  one  and  the  same  sense. 
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V.  The  Unity  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  as  a  portion  of 
the  holy  Christian  Church,  depends  upon  her  abiding  in  one  and  the  same 
faith,  in  confessing  which  she  obtained  her  distinctive  being  and  name, 
her  political  recognition,  and  her  history. 

VI.  The  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  is  by  pre-eminence  the  Con- 
fession of  that  faith.  The  acceptance  of  its  doctrines  and  the  avowal  of 
them  without  equivocation  or  mental  reservation,  make,  mark  and  iden- 
tify that  Church,  which  alone  in  the  true,  original,  historical  and  honest 
sense  of  the  term  is  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

VII.  The  only  Churches,  therefore,  of  any  land,  which  are  properly  in 
the  Unity  of  that  Communion,  and  by  consequence  entitled  to  its  name, 
Evangelical  Lutheran,  are  those  which  sincerely  hold  and  truthfully  con- 
fess the  doctrines  of  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession. 

VIII.  We  accept  and  acknowledge  the  doctrines  of  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession  in  its  original  sense  as  throughout  in  conformity 
with  the  pure  truth  of  which  God's  Word  is  the  only  rule.  We  accept 
its  statements  of  truth  as  in  perfect  accordance  with  the  Canonical  Scrip- 
tures :  We  reject  the  errors  it  condemns,  and  believe  that  all  which  it 
commits  to  the  liberty  of  the  Church,  of  right  belongs  to  that  liberty. 

IX.  In  thus  formally  accepting  and  acknowledging  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession,  we  declare  our  conviction,  that  the  other  Confes- 
sions of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  inasmuch  as  they  set  forth  none 
other  than  its  system  of  doctrine,  and  articles  of  faith,  are  of  necessity 
pure  and  scriptural.  Pre-eminent  among  such  accordant,  pure  and  scrip- 
tural statements  of  doctrine,  by  their  intrinsic  excellence,  by  the  great 
and  necessary  ends  for  which  they  were  prepared,  by  their  historical  posi- 
tion, and  by  the  general  judgment  of  the  Church,  are  these:  the  Apology 
of  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  the  Catechisms  of 
Luther,  and  the  Formula  of  Concord,  all  of  which  are,  with  the  Unaltered 
Augsburg  Confession,  in  the  perfect  harmony  of  one  and  the  same  scrip- 
tural faith. 

Of  Ecclesiastical  Power  and  Church  Government. 

L  All  power  in  the  Church  belongs  primarily,  properly  and  exclusively 
to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  "  true  Gcd  begotten  of  the  Father  from  eter- 
nity, and  true  man,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary,"  Mediator  between  God 
and  men,  and  Supreme  Head  of  the  Church.  This  supreme  and  direct 
power  is  not  delegated  to  any  man  or  body  of  men  upon  earth. 

II.  All  just  power  exercised  by  the  Church  has  been  committed  to 
her  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel,  through  the  Word  and  Sacra- 
ments, is  conditioned  by  this  end,  and  is  derivative  and  pertains  to  her 
as  the  servant  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  Church,  therefore,  has  no  power  to  bind  the  conscience,  except  as 
she  truly  teaches  what  her  Lord  teaches,  and  faithfully  commands  what 
He  has  charged  her  to  command. 

III.  The  absolute  directory  of  the  Will  of  Christ  is  the  Word  of  God, 
the  Canonical  Scriptures,  interpreted  in  accordance  with  the  "mind  of 
the  Spirit,"  by  which  Scriptures  the  Church  is  to  be  guided  in  every  de- 
cision. She  may  set  forth  no  article  of  faith  which  is  not  taught  by  the 
very  letter  of  God's  Word,  or  derived  by  just  and  necessary  inference 
from  it,  and  her  liberty  concerns  those  things  only  which  are  left  free  by 
the  letter  and  spirit  of  God's  Word. 
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IV.  The  primary  bodies  through  which  the  power  is  normally  exer- 
cised, which  Christ  commits  derivatively  and  ministerially  to  his  Church 
on  earth,  are  the  Congregations.  The  Congregation,  in  the  normal  state, 
is  neither  the  Pastor  without  the  People,  nor  the  People  without  the 
Pastor. 

V.  In  Congregations  exists  the  right  of  representation.  In  addition  to 
the  Pastor,  who  by  their  voluntary  election  is  already  ex  officio  their  rep- 
resentative, the  people  have  the  right  to  choose  representatives  from  their 
own  number  to  act  for  them,  under  such  constitutional  limitations  as  the 
Congregation  approves. 

VI.  The  representatives  of  Congregations  thus  convened  in  Synod,  and 
acting  in  accordance  with  those  conditions  of  mutual  congregational 
compact,  which  are  called  a  Constitution,  are  for  the  ends,  and  with 
the  limitations  denned  in  it,  representatively,  the  Congregations  them- 
selves. 

A  free,  Scriptural  General  Council  or  Synod,  chosen  by  the  Church, 
is,  within  the  metes  and  bounds  fixed  by  the  Church  which  chooses  it, 
representatively  that  Church  itself ;  and  in  this  case  is  applicable  the 
language  of  the  Appendix  to  the  Smalcald  Articles,  "The  judgments  of 
Synods  are  the  judgments  of  the  Church." 

VII.  The  Congregations  representatively  constituting  the  various  dis- 
trict Synods,  may  elect  delegates  through  those  Synods,  to  represent 
themselves  in  a  more  general  body,  all  decisions  of  which,  when  made  in 
conformity  with  the  solemn  compact  of  the  Constitution,  bind,  so  far  as 
the  terms  of  mutual  agreement  make  them  binding,  those  Congregations 
which  consent,  and  continue  to  consent,  to  be  represented  in  that  General 
Body. 

VIII.  If  the  final  decision  of  any  General  Body  thus  constituted  shall 
seem  to  any  Synod  within  it,  in  conflict  with  the  faith,  involving  violation 
of  the  rights  of  conscience,  it  is  the  duty  of  that  Synod  to  take  such 
steps  as  shall  be  needed  to  prevent  a  compromise  on  its  part  with  error. 
To  this  end,  it  may  withdraw  itself  from  relations  which  make  it  respons- 
ible for  departure  from  the  faith  of  the  Gospel,  or  for  an  equivocal  atti- 
tude towards  it.  Such  steps  should  not  be  taken  on  any  but  well  defined 
grounds  of  Conscience,  not  on  mere  suspicion,  nor  until  prayerful,  earnest 
and  repeated  efforts  to  correct  the  wrong  have  proved  useless,  and  no 
remedy  remains  but  withdrawal. 

IX.  The  obligation,  under  which  Congregations  consent  to  place  them- 
selves, to  conform  to  the  decisions  of  Synods,  does  not  rest  on  any  as- 
sumption that  Synods  are  infallible,  but  on  the  supposition  that  the  de- 
cisions have  been  so  guarded  by  wise  constitutional  provisions  as  to  create 
a  higher  moral  probability  of  their  being  true  and  rightful  than  the 
decisions  in  conflict  with  them,  which  may  be  made  by  single  Congrega- 
tions or  individuals.  All  final  decisions  should  be  guarded  with  the 
utmost  care,  so  that  they  shall  in  no  case  claim  without  just  grounds  to  be 
the  judgment  of  those  Congregations  in  whose  name  and  by  whose  author- 
ity they  are  made — in  the  absence  of  which  just  grounds  they  are  null 
and  void. 

X.  In  the  formation  of  a  General  Body,  the  Synods  may  know  and  deal 
with  each  other  only  as  Synods.  In  such  case,  the  official  record  is  to 
be  accepted  as  evidence  of  the  doctrinal  position  of  each  Synod,  and  ot 
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the  principles  for  which  alone  the  other  Synods  become  responsible  by 
connection  with  it. 

XI.  The  leading  objects  for  which  Synods  should  be  organized,  are, 

1.  The  maintenance  and  diffusion  of  sound  doctrine,  as  the  same  is 
taught  in  God's  Word  and  confessed  in  the  authorized  standards  of  the 
Church. 

2.  When  controversies  arise  in  regard  to  articles  of  faith,  to  decide 
them  in  accordance  with  God's  Word  and  the  pure  confessions  of  that 
Word. 

3.  The  proper  regulation  of  the  human  externals  of  worship,  that  the 
same,  in  character  and  administration,  may  be  in  keeping  with  the  spirit 
of  the  New  Testament  and  with  the  liberty  of  the  Church,  and  may  edify 
the  Body  of  Christ. 

4.  The  maintenance  of  pure  discipline,  to  the  fostering  of  holiness  and 
fidelity  in  the  ministry  and  people. 

5.  The  devising  and  executing  of  wise  and  Scriptural  counsels  and 
plans  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Church,  in  every  department  of 
beneficent  labor  for  the  souls  and  bodies  of  men,  at  home  and  abroad. 

All  these  things  are  to  be  done,  that  the  saving  power  of  the  Gospel 
may  be  realized,  that  good  order  may  be  maintained,  and  that  all  un- 
soundness in  faith  and  life  may  be  averted,  that  God  may  be  glorified, 
and  that  Christ  our  King  may  rule  in  a  pure,  peaceful  and  active  Church. 

Article  I. 

Sec.  1.  The  power  granted  in  this  Constitution  by  the  Congregations 
through  the  Synods,  shall  be  vested  in  a  body  which,  shall  be  called  the 
General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  delegates  chosen  annually  by  the 
Synods  represented  in  it,  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  ratio  of  one  ordained 
minister  and  one  lay  delegate  to  every  ten  pastoral  charges  connected 
with  a  Synod;  any  remainder  over  five  shall  entitle  to  two  additional 
delegates ;  but  in  any  case,  a  Synod  represented  shall  be  entitled  to  two 
delegates.  The  mode  of  filling  vacancies  in  a  delegation  shall  be  de- 
termined by  each  Synod  for  itself.  The  General  Council  shall  have 
power  to  reduce  the  ratio,  so  that  the  total  number  of  delegates  shall 
not  much  exceed  two  hundred.  The  President  of  each  Synod  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  delegate,  and  shall  be  oneof  the  regular  number  of  delegates 
to  which  a  Synod  is  entitled.  The  General  Council  shall  have  the 
power  of  extending  the  privilege  of  debate  to  the  representatives  of 
Synods  which  adopt  the  Fundamental  Principles,  but  which  have  not 
ratified  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  The  General  Council  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and 
place  as  a  majority  shall  determine  by  ballot.  In  extraordinary  cases,  the 
President,  Secretaries  and  Treasurer  may  change  time  and  place;  and 
should  a  necessity  arise  which,  in  the  judgment  of  three-fourths  of  the 
whole  number  of  officers,  ^demands  an  extraordinary  session  of  the 
body,  they  shall  be  empowered  to  call  it,  and  the  delegates  to  the  Con- 
vention last  held  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  it,  unless  new  ones  have  been 
chosen. 

A  majority  of  the  delegates  elect  shall  form  a  quorum.    If  only  a 
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minority  should  convene,  they  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  there 

is  a  quorum,  or  until  a  final  adjournment  becomes  necessary.  Provision 
shall  be  made  by  its  own  action  for  rules  of  order.  The  languages  in 
general  use  in  its  Congregations,  shall  have  equal  rights.  The  expenses 
of  delegates  shall  be  met  as  the  Synods  they  represent  shall  see  fit,  un- 
less some  other  plan  be  proposed  by  the  General  Council. 

Sec.  4.  The  Powers  and  duties  of  the  General  Council  shall  be 
these  : 

1.  To  guard  the  purity  of  the  Faith  and  the  right  administration  of 
the  Sacraments;  to  devise  and  execute  plans  for  the  increase  of  a  holy, 
able  and  effective  ministry,  especially  by  establishing  or  encouraging 
good  institutions  of  learning,  and  theological  schools  :  to  circulate  Evan- 
gelical truth  through  the  press  ;  to  promote  the  religious  training  of  the 
young,  especially  in  schools  under  the  control  of  the  Church,  and  in  the 
use  of  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  ;  to  provide  and  encourage  institu- 
tions and  agencies  for  the  relief  of  poverty  and  suffering,  especially  among 
orphans  and  widows,  and  the  families  of  superannuated,  disabled,  or  de- 
ceased clergymen  ;  to  carry  on  the  work  of  Missions  abroad  and  at  home, 
especially  among  the  scattered  members  of  our  own  Church,  and  to  solicit 
and  use  the  funds  necessary  for  these  and  other  purposes  defined  in  this 
Constitution. 

2.  To  recommend  or  prepare  suitable  books,  for  official  use,  in  conduct- 
ing public  worship,  so  that  uniformity  may  be  promoted  among  the 
churches.  No  Liturgy  or  Hymn  Book  should  be  used  in  public  worship 
except  by  its  advice  or  consent,  which  consent  shall  be  presumed  in  regard 
to  all  such  books  now  used,  until  the  General  Council  shall  have  formally 
acted  upon  them. 

3.  At  its  discretion,  to  receive  and  act  upon  questions  of  doctrine, 
worship  or  discipline,  referred  to  it  by  any  of  its  Synods;  to  decide  upon 
appeal,  on  any  of  these  points,  made  by  one  Synod  from  the  decisions 
and  acts  of  another,  and  to  receive  a  final  appeal  from  congregations  or 
individuals  whose  cases  have  passed  through  the  processes  required  respect- 
ively by  the  Constitutions  of  the  Congregations,  Conferences  and  District 
Synods  to  which  the  previous  decision  belonged;  to  summon  and  exam- 
ine any  clerical  or  lay  member  of  the  congregations  represented  in  it, 
whose  presence  it  shall  deem  necessary  to  the  decision  of  questions  com- 
mitted to  it. 

4.  To  collect  statistics  and  information  in  regard  to  the  Churches,  with- 
in its  own  bounds  and  elsewhere,  and  to  correspond  with  other  bodies 
in  the  unity  of  the  faith  with  it,  and  to  send  and  receive  delegates  to 
and  from  such  bodies. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  Officers  of  the  General  Council  shall  be  a  President,  Vice 
Presidents,  Secretaries  and  Treasurer,  all  of  whom,  except  the  Vice  Pres- 
idents, shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  Convention,  to  serve  until  the 
organization  of  the  next. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  shall  be  a  clergyman;  he  shall  preside 
at  all  sessions  of  the  General  Council,  shall  have  the  appointment  of 
committees,  unless  the  Council  otherwise  direct;  shall  make  it  the  object 
of  his  special  care  that  the  Constitution  be  observed,  and  that  the  resolu- 
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tions  of  the  General  Council  be  carried  out ;  and  shall  sign  official  papers, 
at  its  order. 

Sec.  3.  The  Presidents  of  the  District  Synods  shall  be  the  Vice  Presi- 
dents of  the  General  Council.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation  or  disa- 
bility of  the  President,  the  Powers  and  duty  of  his  office  shall  devolve  up- 
on the  Vice  President  from  the  Synod  oldest  in  organization,  and  if  he 
should  be  for  any  reason  unable  or  unwilling  to  assume  these  powers  and 
duties,  the  same  principle  of  the  time  of  Synodical  organization  shall  be 
observed  until  the  place  is  thus  supplied.  The  Synod,  from  whose  dele- 
gates the  President  is  elected,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  aVice  President. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretaries  may  be  chosen  from  the  clerical  or  lay  delegates. 
There  shall  be  one  Recording  and  one  Corresponding  Secretary  for  each 
language  in  general  use  in  the  Convention,  and  at  their  request,  the  Chair 
at  its  discretion  may  appoint  assistants. 

Sec.  5.  The  Recording  Secretaries  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  General  Council.  The  Corresponding  Secretaries  shall 
conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  body,  subject  to  its  order. 

Sec.  6.  The  Treasurer  may  be  chosen  from  the  clerical  or  lay  delegates. 
He  shall  hold  and  use  the  funds  of  the  General  Council,  subject  to  its 
order. 

Sec.  7.  The  Officers  of  the  General  Council  shall  form  the  General 
Executive  Committee,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  for  advice,  decision  or 
execution,  any  matters  which  a  majority  of  the  Council  may  see  fit  to 
commit  to  them  j  and  in  particular  questions  involving  Synodical  rights, 
the  Council  may  give  them  the  power  of  veto,  with  instructions  as  to  time. 
Any  resolution  vetoed  by  them  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Council  to  sustain  it. 

Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  The  District  Synods  forming  the  General  Council  shall  give 
full  faith  and  credit  to  official  records  of  each  others  acts,  unless  it  shall 
be  decided  by  the  General  Council  that  such  records  are  unworthy  of 
confidence. 

Sec.  2.  Ministers  and  members  of  its  Synods  shall  be  entitled,  on  due 
certificate,  to  the  rights  accorded  to  ministers  and  members  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  any  other  of  its  Synods  into  whose  bounds  they  may  move,  and 
the  discipline  of  ministers  or  members  administered  in  one  Synod  shall 
not  be  set  aside  by  another. 

Sec.  3.  The  bounds  of  Synods  shall  be  as  nearly  as  possible  geograph- 
ical, and  shall  be  determined  by  the  Synods  themselves,  unless  differences 
arise,  in  which  case,  on  appeal  of  both  or  either,  the  General  Council 
shall  decide.  No  division  of  Synods,  or  formation  of  new  Synods  within 
the  bounds  of  older  ones,  unless  with  the  concurrence  of  all  the  parties 
concerned,  can  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  General  Council. 

Sec.  4.  Synods  ratifying  this  Constitution  and  the  Fundamental  Arti- 
cles of  Faith  and  Church  Polity,  may  become  parts  of  the  General  Council, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  delegates. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  of  the  Synods  forming  this  body  shall,  by  acts  or  neg- 
lects, violate  this  Constitution,  the  General  Council  shall  call  the  attention 
of  the  Synod  involved,  to  the  fact,  and  may  advise,  admonish  and  reprove, 
as  the  case  may  require.  If  there  be  obstinate  persistence  in  violation  of 
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he  Constitution,  Synods  may  be  suspended  from  connection  until  the  wrong 
>e  corrected.  A  vote  of  two-thirds  shall  be  required  to  recommend  the 
suspension  of  a  Synod,  and  the  recommendation  shall  be  acted  on  at  the 
lext  annual  session,  and  a  vote  of  two-thirds  shall  be  required  to  sustain 
t.  Synods  under  charges  shall  have  the  full  rights  of  debate  and  vote 
intil  the  decision  is  made. 

Article  IV. 

Sec.  1.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  offered  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Council,  and  if  recommended  by  a  vote  of  bwo-thirds, 
shall  be  proposed  to  the  District  Synods,  and  if  ratified  by  three-fourths 
of  the  same,  shall  become  parts  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Fundamental  Articles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity  shall 
not  be  changed  j  and  if  it  shall  be  proposed  to  add  any  articles  to  the  Con- 
stitution, to  fix  their  meaning  still  more  precisely,  or  secure  their  object 
more  thoroughly,  such  Articles  shall  require  the  assent  of  every  Synod 
within' the  General  Council. 

The  Committee  On  the  German  Hymn  Boole  reported. 

The  report  was  taken  up  by  items.    Res.  6  was  adopted. 

Pending  adjournment,  on  motion,  Resolved,  That  a  Committee 
be  appointed  who  shall  make  the  German  translation  of  the  Funda- 
mental Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity,  and  Constitution,  to 
conform  with  the  English,  which  is  the  standard  copy.

X  Session. 

Monday,  7  P.  M.,  Nov.  25th. 

The  X  Session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel, 
D.  D.    The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  further  consideration  of  the  report  under  discussion  was  re- 
sumed, and  finally  the  report,  as  a  whole,  was  amended  and  adopted, 
as  annexed. 

Report  of  Committee  On  the  English  Church  Book. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  at  Reading  to  co- 
operate with  the  Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  in 
the  revision  of  the  English  Church  Book,  prepared  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  aforesaid  Ministerium,  would  respectfully  report — 
That  they  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  duty  assigned  them,  and 
propose  to  the  General  Council  the  following  action : 

1.  That  the  General  Council  heartily  concur  in  the  propriety  and 
necessity  of  the  publication  of  a  work  of  the  kind  proposed,  and 
hereby  accept  and  authorize  the  publication  of  the  English  Church 
Book  prepared  by  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. 

2.  That  its  title  be  "  Church-Book  for  the  use  of  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Congregations  ;"  and  that  it  shall  contain  : 

a.  So  much  of  the  Liturgy  as  is  needed  for  the  services  of  public 
worship. 

b.  The  text  of  Luther's  Small  Catechism. 

c.  The  Confession  of  Augsburg. 

d.  An  order  of  family  worship,  containing  prayers  for  the  days 
of  the  week  and  times  of  need. 

e.  A  selection  of  unmetrical  hymns  and  psalms,  and  a  collection 
of  metrical  hymns. 

3.  That  the  following  alterations  be  made  in  the  Order  of  Divine 
Service  as  published  by  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  : 

a.  Introits.  That  the  Introit  be  placed  after  the  Absolution 
and  be  followed  by  the  Kyrie,  and  that  the  arrangements  for  open- 
ing the  service  before  the  Confession,  be  left  for  decision  to  the 
Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. 

b.  Confession  of  Sins.  That  in  the  exhortation  to  confession,  the 
Scripture  statement  be  placed  at  the  beginning.  That  the  first 
form  of  confession  be  conformed  to  the  original  German.    That  the 
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second  form  be  omitted.  That,  in  the  order  of  evening  service,  the 
second  form  in  Lohe's  Agenda  be  introduced,  with  the  second  form 
of  the  Kyrie. 

c.  Collect.  That  the  series  of  Collects  for  each  Sunday  be 
omitted,  and  that  a  selection  from  the  old  Collects,  arranged  for 
festival  days  and  seasons,  with  general  and  special  Collects  from 
which  the  minister  may  select  for  ordinary  Sundays,  be  furnished. 
That  a  selection  of  versicles,  to  procede  the  Collects,  be  introduced. 

d.  Sentence  after  Epistle.  That  after  the  Epistle,  the  Hallelu- 
jah shall  always  be  sung  or  said,  and  that  for  festival  days  and 
reasons,  special  sentences  in  addition  be  provided.  That  where  de- 
sired, a  gradual  may  be  sung. 

e.  Creed.  The  Creed  may  be  sung  or  said. 

/.  Sermon.  The  sermon  be  closed  with  the  apostolic  votum. 

g.  General  Prayer.  That  it  shall  be  placed  after  the  sermon. 
That  the  general  prayer  in  the  Pennsylvania  Liturgy  be  inserted  in 
the  morning  service.  That  the  Litany  be  inserted  in  the  morning 
service,  for  use  especially  when  there  is  no  communion.  That 
the  precise  form  and  structure  of  Luther's  German  Litany  be 
followed,  with  the  insertion  of  the  additional  phrases  from  Luther's 
Latin  Litany.  That  the  general  prayer  be  at  the  altar.  That  the 
sermon  be  followed  by  a  hymn,  some  suitable  for  the  purpose 
being  inserted  or  indicated. 

h.  Exhortation  to  Communion.  That  the  parts  of  the  original 
text  of  the  exhortation,  as  found  in  Hofling's  Urkundenbuchy  p. 
82,  except  the  words  of  institution,  be  introduced. 

i.  Distribution.  That  where  the  communicants  approach  the 
altar  in  numbers  and  are  dismissed  to  be  succeeded  by  others,  the 
following  words  be  used  at  the  dismission  of  each  successive  num- 
ber, "  The  peace  of  God  be  with  you  all.  Amen." 

j.  Evening  Service.  That  the  evening  service  be  given  in  full, 
with  substitutes  for  corresponding  parts  in  the  morning  service. 

4.  That  the  Collection  of  Hymns  made  by  the  Ministerium  of 
Pennsylvania,  as  finally  revised  by  them,  be  inserted. 

5.  That  the  text  of  Luther's  Small  Catechism,  as  published  in 
1529  as  given  by  Hamack,  be  followed,  with  the  addition  of  the 
Questions  for  those  who  come  to  communion. 

6.  That  the  Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  be 
authorized  and  instructed  to  make  arrangements  for  the  publication 
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of  the  Church  Book,  the  copy-right  to  be  in  trust  for  the  General 
Council. 

7.  That  the  Committee  be  continued  and  instructed  to  complete 
the  revision  of  the  parts  of  a  full  Liturgy,  not  yet  in  the  Church 
Book,  for  the  future  action  of  the  General  Council.

XI  Session. 

Tuesday,  9  A.  M.,  Nov.  26th. 
The  XI  Session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  R.  Adelberg, 
after  the  singing  of  a  German  hymn.    The  minutes  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  report  of  the  German  Hymn  Book  Committee  being  the  or- 
der, it  was  considered,  amended  and  adopted  as  below : 

Report  of  the  Committee  On  the  German  Hymn  Book. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Council  to  report  on 
the  German  Hymn  Book,  has  the  honor  to  lay  the  following  before 
your  reverend  body: 

Resolved,  1.  That  in  the  Hymn  Book  to  be  published  by  the 
General  Council,  all  those  hymns  should  be  first  collected  which 
We  find  contained  in  the  best  Lutheran  Hymn  Books. 

2.  That  the  hymns  to  be  received  should  be  adopted  in  their 
original  form,  but  that  this  should  not  be  interpreted  as  allowing 
of  no  exception. 

3.  That  only  such  changes  should  be  made  as  are  already  em- 
bodied in  good  Lutheran  Hymn  Books. 

4.  That  hymns,  in  which  considerable  changes  are  necessary, 
should  not  be  embodied  in  the  Hymn  book. 

5.  That  a  sub-Committee  should  be  appointed,  which,  on  the 
basis  of  the  Canons  given  above,  and  making  use  of  the  books 
now  under  course  of  preparation  by  the  Synods  of  Ohio  and  Wis- 
consin, should  prepare  a  provisional  Hymn  Book. 

6.  That  the  Council  authorize  the  sub-Committee  to  have  the 
proposed  book  printed  with  the  necessary  changes,  adopted  by  the 
Committee. 
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7.  That  Rev.  Prof.  Jno.  Bading,  Rev.  G.  A.  Wenzel  and  Rev. 
Prof.  Gr.  Grossman,  form  the  sub-Committee. 

8.  That  the  sub-Committee  should,  so  much  as  possible,  follow 
the  rubrics  found  in  the  Hymn  Book  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  that  the  liturgical  service  in  the  German  Hymn  Book 
be  made  to  conform  to  that  of  the  English  Church  Book.

On  motion,  the  delegation  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  ex- 
cused from  appointing  a  representative  upon  the  Grerman  Hymn 
Booh  Committee,  and  the  Committee,  with  this  exception,  con- 
tinued. 

Report  of  Committee  No.  (5),  The  Financial  Committee. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  entrusted  the  duty  of  suggesting 
a  plan  to  raise  funds  for  meeting  the  expenses  of  the  Council,  re- 
spectfully report — That  the  first  object  to  be  attained,  seemed  to  be 
the  immediate  means  for  defraying  past  expenses,  in  printing  the 
German  Minutes  of  the  Convention  at  Reading,  and  for  the  Min- 
utes and  other  necessary  expenses  of  that  kind  of  the  present 
Convention,  for  which  the  sum  of  $400  to  $500  will  be  re- 
quired. 

In  accordance  with  the  only  plans  which  suggest  themselves, 
your  Committee  submit  for  consideration  the  annexed  resolutions  : 

I.  That  we  invite  immediate  voluntary  contributions  from  the 
friends  of  the  Church  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  publi- 
cation of  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Council. 

II.  That  until  a  permanent  revenue  is  provided,  all  necessary 
general  expenses  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Synods 
in  proportion  to  their  ratio  of  representation.

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Report  of  Committee  No.  (4),  On  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Missions  respectfully  report — 
That  owing  to  the  want  of  time  to  prepare  a  Constitution  at  this 
Convention,  and  arrange  the  details  of  a  permanent  plan  for  Do- 
mestic*Missions,  it  is  proposed  that  the  General  Council  give  its 
sanction  to  the  following  provisional  system: 

1.  That  the  General  Council,  at  this  Convention,  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions,  consisting  of  five 
ministers  and  three  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  entrusted  the  carry- 
ing on  of  the  domestic  missionary  work  not  now  provided  for  by 
the  District  Synods. 

2.  It  shall,  likewise,  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee,  to  prepare 
for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Council,  such  By-Laws  as  may 
be  necessary  to  conduct  its  missionary  operations  in  the  Future,  and 
also  to  recommend  a  uniform  plan  of  action  for  the  consideration 
of  the  District  Synods,  by  which  they  may  cooperate  with  this 
body. 

3.  It  shall  be  in  the  power  of  this  Committee  to  appoint  one  or 
more  superintendents  or  agents,  who  shall  devote  themselves,  either 
in  whole  or  part,  to  the  missionary  work  under  the  direction  of  the 
Committee,  in  the  exploration  of  new  territories,  the  supply  of 
vacant  fields,  and  the  collection  of  funds  for  the  general  work. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee  are  hereby  authorized  to  create  a 
provisional  treasury,  into  which  shall  be  paid  all  such  voluntary 
offerings  of  individuals  and  churches,  as  are  not  specially  made  to 
the  missionary  cause  in  the  District  Synods,  and  all  such  moneys 
shall  be  disbursed  by  the  Committee,  who  shall  make  a  minute 
report  of  the  same  to  the  Council  at  its  next  Convention. 

5.  It  shall  be  required  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  present  a 
report  of  their  labors  for  the  year  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council,  together  with  a  review  of  the  missionary  operations  in  the 
various  Synods,  and  such  suggestions  as  they  deem  advisable  for 
the  more  efficient  carrying  on  of  the  work  of  Christ  in  our  Church. 

6.  In  reference  to  Foreign  Missions,  it  is  respectfully  suggested, 
that  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Synod  be  requested  to  effect  arrangements  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  work  of  Missions  among  the  heathen  during  the  coming  year.

There  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  the  Minute 
of  the  Pennsylvania,  the  Wisconsin,  the  Augustana,  the  Pittsburgh, 
and  the  Iowa,  Synods. 

The  amendments  proposed  hy  several  of  these  Synods  having 
already  been  considered  by  the  General  Council,  in  the  discussion 
upon  the  Constitution,  there  remain  but  the  following  items : 

I.  The  Action  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod. 
" Resolved,  That  the  recommendation  of  our  President  in  reference 
to  the  propriety  of  opening  a  correspondence  with  our  Lutheran 
brethren  in  the  South,  who  stand  with  us  in  the  unity  of  our  Evan- 
gelical faith,  be  heartily  approved  of,  and  that  the  attention  of  the 
General  Council  at  its  next  Convention  be  respectfully  called  to 
the  propriety  of  such  a  correspondence." 

II.  Certain  Theses  of  the  Iowa  Synod  on  "  Our  relations  with  tee 
General  Council." 

It  is  recommended  (a)  with  regard  to  item  I,  that  the  Corres- 
ponding Secretaries  of  the  General  Council  be  directed  to  open  a 
correspondence  with  our  Lutheran  brethren  in  the  South,  looking 
toward  and  inviting  to  future  union  with  this  body. 
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(b.)  With  regard  to  item  II,  inasmuch  as  the  Theses  in  question 
are  of  great  importance  to  this  General  Council,  that  the  delegates 
of  the  Iowa  Synod  be  requested  to  send  a  printed  copy  thereof  to 
the  Presidents  of  the  Synods  here  represented,  for  their  further 
consideration.

Rev.  C.  P.  Krauth,  D.  D.,  and  Rev.  Prof.  T.  N.  Hasselquist, 
were  appointed  a  Committee  to  open  correspondence  with,  and 
to  gather  intelligence,  if  possible,  respectively,  of  the  Lutheran 
Churches  in  the  Danish  West  India  Islands  and  the  Russian  Terri- 
tory of  the  United  States. 

On  leave  granted,  there  was  presented  by  its  delegates  this 

Statement  of  the  Iowa  Synod. 

In  reply  to  the  decision  of  the  General  Council  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Synod  of  Iowa  for  the  explicit  avowal  of  certain  prin- 
ciples of  ecclesiastical  practice,  the  undersigned  delegation  of  the 
said  Synod  beg  leave,  respectfully,  to  present  to  the  reverend  Coun- 
cil the  following  explanation: 

In  accordance  with  our  deep  and  sincere  conviction,  which  is  at 
the  same  time  that  of  the  Synod  we  represent,  we  must  declare  it 
to  be  a  necessary  precedent  condition  of  an  official  ecclesiastical 
connection  between  synodical  bodies,  that  there  should  be  a  com- 
plete and  hearty  agreement,  not  only  in  the  principles  of  faith  and 
confession,  but  also  in  an  ecclesiastical  practice  accordant  with  such 
faith  and  confession,  as  set  forth  especially  in  the  first  of  the  pro- 
positions presented  by  us.  Our  Synod  has  therefore  affirmed,  in 
an  official  declaration  presented  to  the  reverend  Council,  that  it 
enters  into  connection  with  the  General  Council  only  upon  the  pre- 
supposition that  this  principle,  to  the  recognition  of  which  it  is 
bound  by  a  sacred  obligation  of  conscience,  is  officially  acknow- 
ledged by  all  the  Synods  represented  therein.  It  believes  itself 
warranted  in  this  pre-supposition  by  the  Fundamental  Principles 
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of  Faith  and  Church  Polity  proposed  at  Reading,  because,  in  its 
understanding  of  the  same,  they  really  embrace  the  principle  in 
question.  .  But  tlu  declaration  of  the  General  Council,  that  it  is 
not  prepared  at  once  to  accept  this  principle,  shows  this  pre-sup- 
position  to  have  been  incorrectyand  at  the  same  time  renders  in- 
complete the  contemplated  connection  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa.  In 
this  position  of  affairs,  the  Delegates  of  the  Synod  of  Iowa  are 
constrained  to  forego  the  privilege  of  a  vote  in  the  General  Council, 
and  to  withdraw  to  the  position  provided  for  in  Art.  I,  Sec.  2,  of 
the  Constitution.  We  do  this  with  painful  regret  that  it  is  not  yet 
permitted  to  our  Synod  to  labor  together  in  the  work  of  the  Gene- 
ral Council,  in  the  union  of  a  membership  in  the  same,  but  at  the 
same  time  with  a  joyful  determination,  within  the  prescribed  limits, 
to  walk  and  labor  together  with  our  esteemed  and  beloved  brethren, 
as  God  may  give  grace,  power,  and  opportunity.  And  we  enter- 
tain the  confident  assurance  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when,  by 
the  grace  and  mercy  of  our  God,  the  last  hindrance  to  a  complete 
union  will  have  been  removed.  The  principle  maintained  by  us 
has  not  been  rejected  by  the  General  Council,  but  acknowledged 
and  confessed  by  many  members,  and  even  by  some  entire  delega- 
tions. He  who  hath  begun  to  bring  us  together  in  the  unity  of 
the  truth  will  perform  it.  To  Him  and  His  good  Spirit  we  com- 
mend the  General  Council,  and  the  great  work  which  lies  before  it. 
His  blessing  and  His  peace  be  with  us  all.

Resolved,  That,  adding  as  it  did,  a  beautiful  feature  of  interest 
to  the  Communion  of  this  body,  the  General  Council  accept,  with 
thanks,  the  kind  and  thoughtful  present  of  Mr.  Lauer,  and  that 
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the  sentiments  expressed  by  Pastor  Kiindig  and  Mr.  Lauer,  be 
heartily  reciprocated,  and  their  letters  entered  upon  the  Protocol. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  this  body  were  voted  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  Press  and  the  several  Rail  Road  Companies,  for  privileges 
granted. 

On  motion,  the  Secretaries  were  instructed  to  convey  to  the 
Pastors,  Congregations  and  Christian  friends,  their  high  appreciation 
of,  and  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  General  Council  for,  the  generous 
hospitality  with  which  its  members  have  been  received  and  enter- 
tained during  their  stay  at  Fort  Wayne. 

On  motion,  Resolved,  That  a  Protocol  be  secured  for  the  English, 
and  one  for  the  German,  Minutes,  and  that  the  "Proceedings  of 
the  Reading  Convention"  be  likewise  transcribed  in  both  lan- 
guages. 

On  motion,  the  number  of  Minutes  to  be  printed,  and  the  man- 
ner of  their  distribution,  were  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Secre- 
taries. 

Upon  invitation  extended,  the  First  English  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Church,  Pittsburgh,  was  designated  as  the  place,  the  time  of 
next  meeting  being  left  to  the  officers  of  Council.

The  President  read  the  following  report: 

Report  offered  by  the  President. 

Beloved  Brethren  : 

A  little  more  than  four  years  ago  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, "  the  oldest  of  the  Lutheran  Synods  in  the  United  States," 
issued  a  fraternal  address  to  all  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods, 
ministers  and  congregations  in  the  United  States  and  Canadas, 
which  confess  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession,  inviting  them 
to  unite  in  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  union  of  Lu-r 
theran  Synods.  Representatives  of  thirteen  Synods  responded  to 
this  appeal,  and  met  in  convention  in  the  city  of  Reading,  in  De- 
cember, 1866.  Anxious  to  lay  a  good  foundation,  they  devoted 
days  to  the  careful  and  prayerful  consideration  of  "  principles 
touching  the  faith  of  the  Church  and  its  polity,"  which  they  believed 
"to  be  fundamental  and  of  necessity  presupposed  in  any  genuine 
union  of  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods ;"  and  the  history  of  our 
church  in  this  country  nowhere  presents  a  fuller  and  clearer  state- 
ment of  the  faith  of  our  church  than  that  which  is  exhibited  in  the 
Fundamental  Principles  of  Faith- and  Church  Polity,  adopted  at 
Reading,  nor  any  ecclesiastical  assembly  that  displayed  a  clearer 
comprehension  and  more  cordial  love  of  that  faith.  Having  reached 
this  cordial  and  unanimous  understanding  in  regard  to  the  funda- 
mental principles,  the  convention  believed  itself  providentially  con- 
strained to  take  steps  to  effect  the  organization  of  a  general  body, 
and  instructed  its  committee,  charged  with  the  preparation  of  a 
constitution  to  be  submitted  to  the  District  Synods,  to  draft  an 
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"  article,  embodying  and  setting  forth  the  Doctrinal  Basis  of  such 
general  body,  in  accordance  with  the  preliminary  principles  already 
unanimously  adopted  by  the  convention.'' 

Instead  of  preparing  a  new  article,  the  committee  incorporated 
the  "  Fundamental  Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity,"  as  the 
clearest  and  best  statement  of  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the  new  organ- 
ization, and  their  judgment  was  approved  by  the  District  Synods; 
and  the  General  Council,  as  subsequently  organized,  not  only  re- 
quires all  Synods  seeking  admission  to  ratify  its  constitution  and 
these  Fundamental  Principles,  but  solemnly  declares,  in  the  clos- 
ing words  of  its  constitution,  "  The  Fundamental  Articles  of  Faith 
and  Church  Polity  shall  not  be  changed."  Thus  deliberately,cleariy, 
unequivocally,  finally,  and  in  the  fear  of  God,  did  the  Genera^ 
Council  plant  itself  on  the  firm  foundation  of  our  fathers. 

But  notwithstanding  this  clear  and  positive  utterance,  there  were 
those  who  were  unwilling  to  be  satisfied  with  it,  until  the  General 
Council  had  declared  itself  satisfactorily  in  regard  to  doctrines  and 
practices  which  were  alleged  to  exist  in  some  Synods,  "  despite  the 
reception  of  the  Confession  or  Doctrinal  Basis."  Such  a  declara- 
tion was  asked  at  the  meeting  in  which  the  General  Council  was  or- 
ganized,  and  as  that  body  declared  itself  "  not  prepared  to  endorse 
the  declarations  "  of  some  who  had  been  associated  with'  it  in  the 
consideration  and  adoption  of  the  Fundamental  Principles,  and  re- 
ferred the  matter  to  the  District  Synods,  "  until  such  time  as  by 
the  blessing  of  God's  Holy  Spirit,  and  the  leadings  of  His  Provi- 
dence, we  shall  be  enabled  throughout  the  whole  General  Coun- 
cil and  ail  its  churches,  to  see  eye  to  eye  in  all  the  details  of  prac- 
tice and  usage,"  several  Synods  declined  to  become  members  of 
this  body. 

From  that  time  the  fidelity  of  the  General  Council  to  the  faith 
of  the  church  was  questioned  by  many,  although  it  was  evident  to 
every  candid  observer  that  its  ministers  and  congregations  were 
faithfully  striving  to  be  true  to  that  faith,  in  the  ministrations  of 
the  sanctuary,  and  in  daily  life.  Although  the  beneficent  influ- 
ence of  the  General  Council  was  felt  in  wide  circles,  especially  in 
our  English  congregations,  which  were  established  more  firmly  in 
the  good  old  ways  of  the  fathers,  many  refused  to  give  the  Gen- 
eral Council  any  credit  for  honest  Lutheranism,  because  it  failed  to 
express  itself  in  a  few  points  in  accordance  with  their  earnest  and 
honest  convictions. 
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At  the  Convention  at  Pittsburgh,  two  years  ago,  this  body  de- 
voted much  of  its  time  and  all  its  earnestness  to  these  points  of  dif- 
ference, and  endeavored  to  express,  in  the  clearest  manner  possible? 
the  ground  it  intended  to  occupy.  This  declaration  resulted  in  the 
withdrawal  of  one  Synod,  and  led  several  others  to  ask  a  more 
definite  and  satisfactory  declaration.  A  year  ago  the  General 
Council  was  formally  requested  to  give  such  an  explanation,  and 
want  of  time  alone  prevented  it  from  being  given. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  task  of  the  present  Convention  will 
be  to  give  this  answer.  The  General  Council  was  anxious,  from 
the  very  beginning,  to  give  no  uncertain  sound,  and  to  be  clearly 
and  fully  understood.  If  it  has  failed  in  this  endeavor,  it  was  not 
owing  to  any  want  of  earnestness  on  its  part,  or  to  any  disposition 
to  employ  ambiguous  terms. 

Most  of  those  who  stand  aloof  from  us  admit  that  we  have  spo- 
ken plainly  enough,  so  plainly  indeed,  that  on  the  one  side  we  are 
pronounced  unfaithful  to  our  Lutheran  confession,  while  on  the 
other  hand  our  declarations  are  looked  upon  as  an  ultra  Lu- 
theranismjntolerable  in  this  land  and  day.  But  there  are  others, 
within  and  without,  who  profess  to  be  in  doubt,  and  call  for  such  a 
declaration  of  our  understanding  of  points  of  difference,  that  our 
position  shall  be  entirely  unmistakable.  Although  the  General 
Council  has  tried  to  do  this  before,  let  it  make  another  and  final 
effort,  so  that  all  may  know  where  it  stands.  The  General  Council 
is  not  asked  to  make  a  creed  ;  for  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church* 
of  which  it  professes  to  be  a  part,  has  had  an  acknowledged  creed 
for  more  than  three  hundred  years. 

When  the  General  Council  was  called  into  being,  it  simply  en- 
deavored to  set  forth  its  relation  to  the  old  and  well  known  Luther- 
an faith,  and  planted  itself  squarely  on  the  old  foundation.  It 
knew  at  the  time  of  its  organization  that  much  remained  to  be  done 
to  make  this  faith  a  living  power  in  every  congregation  and  indi- 
vidual. It  remembered  that  the  Gospel  itself,  in  the  earliest  days 
of  the  Church,  did  not  immediately  bring  about  perfect  unity  "  in 
all  the  details  of  practice  and  usage"  among  believers,  and  that 
great  changes  were  wrought  in  the  Christian  Church,  and  through 
its  influence,  in  the  world,  by  the  gradual  but  sure  leavening  power 
of  the  truth.  It  believed  that  the  free  and  full  confession  of  the 
faith  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  made  by  so  many  Sy- 
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nods,  was  a  striking  evidence  of  that  "  unity  of  the  Spirit,"which  we 
are  to  endeavor  to  keep  "  in  the  bond  of  peace,"  and  hoped  that 
the  time  would  come  when  all  would  be  "  perfectly  joined  together 
in  the  same  mind  and  in  the  same  judgment,"  in  those  points  in 
regard  to  which  there  is  a  difference  among  those  who  profess  to 
be  sincerely  devoted  to  the  faith  of  our  fathers. 

If  it  is  possible  for  the  General  Council  to  define  its  position 
more  precisely  than  it  has  done,  it  will  do  so  honestly  and  in 
the  fear  of  God,  and  without  respect  of  persons. 

It  becomes  my  painful  duty  to  announce  to  you  the  death  of 
Charles  F.  Norton,  Esq.,  late  Treasurer  of  the  General  Council* 
As  a  prominent  member  of  the  delegation  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, he  attended  all  our  conventions  from  that  of  Reading  to 
the  one  in  Chicago,  and  it  is  not  saying  too  much,  when  I  assert 
that  not  one  of  our  numerous  and  zealous  laymen  took  a  more 
lively  and  devoted  interest  in  the  establishment  and  progress  of  this 
body,  than  our  lamented  brother.  He  will  be  missed,  not  only  in 
the  narrower  sphere  of  the  congregation  and  Synod  with  which  he 
was  more  immediately  connected,  but  in  the  conventions  and  work 
of  the  General  Council. 

And  now,  beloved  brethren,  may  you  be  filled  with  the  knowl- 
edge of  His  will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiritual  understanding,  that 
you  may  walk  worthy  of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleasing,  being  fruitful 
in  every  good  work,  and  increasing  in  the  knowledge  of  God. 
Amen.  G.  F.  Krotel. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  hold  an  election  for  officers- 
Rev.  R.  Hill,  and  P.  Kennedy,  M.  D.,  and  Mr.  S.  Gross  Fry, 
were  appointed  tellers. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  meet  daily  at  9  A.  M.  and  1J 
P.  M.,  and  adjourn  at  11J  A.  M.  and  4J  P.  M. 

A  communication  from  Rev.  R.  Jaeggli,  President  of  the  Texas 
Synod,  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  committee. 

Resolved,  That  Monday  evening  be  devoted  to  addresses  on  the 
subject  of  Education,  and  Tuesday  evening  to  addresses  on  the 
Mission  work. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  a  plan  for 
the  preservation  of  the  documents  and  papers  of  the  General 
Council.

The  following  Theses  on  Justification,  prepared  by  Rev.  C.  P. 
Krauth,  D.  D.,  according  to  the  instructions  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion, were  taken  up  for  discussion  : 

Theses  on  Justification. 

T.  "Jesus  Christ,  true  God  and  true  man,  truly  suffered,  was  crucified, 
dead  and  buried,  that  he  might  reconcile  the  Father  unto  us,  and  be  a 
propitiation  not  only  for  original  sin,  but  for  all  other  sins  of  men."  (Augs. 
Conf.  iii.  2,  3.) 

II.  "Men  cannot  be  justified,  or  obtain  forgiveness  of  sins  and  righteous- 
ness before  God  by  their  own  powers,  merits,  works  or  satisfaction." 
(Augs.  Conf.  iv.  1.) 

III.  "  We  are  justified,  obtain  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  become  righteous 
before  God,  jreely  out  of  grace,  for  Christ's  sake,  through  faith."  (Aug. 
Conf.  iv.  1.) 

IV.  "  We  are  justified  through  faitb  when  we  believe  that  Christ  hath 
suffered  for  us,  and  that  for  His  sake  we  are  received  into  God's  favor, 
our  sins  forgiven,  and  righteousness  and  eternal  life  granted  unto  us." 
(Aug.  Conf.  iv.  2.) 

V.  This  faith  God  will  and  doth  reckon  and  impute  for  righteousness 
before  him,  as  St.  Paul  saith  in  Romans  iii.  andiv.  (Aug.  Conf.  iv.  3.) 

VI.  That  this  faith  may  be  obtained,  God  hath  instituted  the  ministry, 
and  hath  given  the  Gcspel  and  Sacraments,  that  through  them,  as 
instruments  and  means,  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  given,  who  worketh  faith 
in  them  who  hear  the  Gospel,  wherein  is  taught  that  "not  for  the  sake  of 
our  merits,  but  for  Christ's  sake,  God  is  gracious  unto  us,  and  justifies 
those  wbo  believe  that  they,  for  Christ's  sake,  are  received  into  favor.' 
(Aug.  Conf.  vO 

VII.  Such  faith  as  justifieth  should  and  doth  bring  forth  good  fruits 
and  good  works,and  we  must  do  good  works  of  every  kind,  as  God  hath  com- 
manded and  because  of  God's  will.  (A.  C.  vi.  1.)  And  where  good 
works  follow  not,  there  is  the  faith  spurious.    (S.  A.  xiii.  4.) 

VIII.  Good  works  are  not  to  be  done  that  we  may  trust  in  them,  that 
through  them  we  can  merit  grace  or  justification  before  God.  (Aug. 
Conf.  vi.  1.) 

IX  This  is  the  ancient  doctrine  of  the  Christian  Church  that  God  hath 
ordained,  that  he  who  believeth  in  Christ  shall  be  saved,  without  works 
by  faith  alone,  freely  receiving  remission  of  sins.    (Aug.  Conf.  vi.  3.) 

X.  Justifying  faith  bringeth  forth  a  new  light,  life  and  power  in  the

heart  which  renews  the  understanding,  will  and  affections,  and  is  a  work 
of  the  Holy  Ghost :  it  cannot  consist  with  mortal  sin,  but  as  long  as  it  is 
present  produces  good  fruits,  and  makes  the  regenerate  man  a  new 
creature.    (Apol.  Conf.  98  64.) 

XT.  "  Christ  is  truly  our  righteousness,  neither  according  to  the  divine 
nature  alone,  nor  according  to  the  human  nature  alone,  but  the  whole 
Christ  according  to  both  natures,  in  that  sole  and  most  perfect  obedience 
of  His,  which  He,  both  God  and  man,  rendered  to  the  Father  even  unto 
death,  and  by  which  He  hath  merited  for  us  the  remission  of  all  our  sins, 
and  life  everlasting  "    (Formula  Concordiae,  584.) 

XII.  "  The  righteousness  before  God  of  faith  is  this,  that  man  a  sinner 
before  God  is  justified,  that  is,  absolved  from  all  his  sins  and  from  the 
judgment  of  a  most  just  condemnation,  and  is  adopted  into  the  number  of 
God's  sons  and  is  made  an  heir  of  eternal  life,  without  any  merit  or  wor- 
thiness on  our  part,  and  without  respect  to  any  works  of  ours,  preceding, 
attending  or  following,  out  of  pure  grace,  solely  on  account  of  the  alone 
merit,  most  perfect  obedienee,  most  bitter  sufferings,  death,  and  resurrec- 
tion of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whose  obedience  is  imputed  unto  us  for 
righteousness/'    (Formula  Concordiae,  674.) 

XIII.  '  Faith  alone  is  that  mean  and  instrument  whereby  we  lay  hold 
on  Christ  the  Saviour,  and  thereby  in  Christ  of  that  righteousness  which 
availeth  before  the  judgment  of  God,  since  for  Christ's  sake  that  faith 
is  imputed  for  righteousness.  Rom.  4  :  5,  24."  (Formula  Concordiae, 
584.) 

XIV.  "  This  justifying  faith  is  not  a  naked  knowledge  of  the  history  of 
Christ,  but  such  a  great  gift  of  God,  that  thereby  we  rightly  acknowledge 
Christ,  our  Redeemer  in  the  word  of  the  Gospel,  and  trust  in  Him,  to 
wit,  that  on  account  of  His  alone  obedience,  and  grace,  we  have  the  re- 
mission of  our  sins,  are  accounted  holy  and  righteous  before  God  the 
Father,  and  obtain  eternal  salvation."    (Form.  Con.  585.) 

XV.  "This,  therefore,  is  a  special  faith  by  which  each  one  believeth 
that  his  own  sins  are  forgiven  for  Christ's  sake."  (Apolog.  Confes- 
sion, 68.) 

XVI.  "  Faith  does  not  justify  or  save,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  a  work 
in  itself  worthy,  but  only  because  it  taketh  the  promised  mercy."    We  are 
not  justified  for  the  sake  of  our  faith,  but  for  Christ's  sake  only  (Apolog 
Confession,  70.) 

XVII.  "In  this  article,  by  usage  derived  from  courts  of  law,  to  justify 
signifieth  to  acquit  him  that  is  arraigned  and  pronounce  him  just,  and 
this  on  account  of  the  righteousness  of  another,  to  wit,  of  Christ."  (Apo 
log.  Confession,  125.)  (Prov.  17  :  15;  Isaiah  5  :  23;  Rom.  8  :  33.) 

XVIII.  "  Though  they  that  truly  believe  in  Christ  and  are  born  again 
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are  all  their  lifetime  subject  to  infirmities  and  faults,  yet  should  they  Dot 
doubt  either  of  that  righteousness  which  is  imputed  to  them  through 
faith,  nor  of  their  eternal  salvation,  but  rather  should  be  assured  that  for 
Christ's  sake,  according  to  the  promise  and  the  immovable  word  of  the 
Gospel,  their  God  accepteth  them."  (Formula  Concordiae.  585.) 

XIX.  1.  <k  To  preserve  the  pure  doctrine  of  the  righteousness  of  faith 
before  God,  it  is  necessary  that  the  exclusive "m particles  (by  which  the 
Apostle  Paul  absolstely  separates  the  merits  of  Christ  from  our  works, 
and  gives  the  glory  to  Christ  alone)  should  be  retained  with  all  diligence, 
as  when  Paul  writes  ;  '  By  grace,'  '-freely'  4  without  merits'  1  without  the 
law,'  1  without  works,'  1  not  of  works'  2.  All  which  are  summed  up 
in  this  :  That  by  faith  alone  in  Christ  we  are  justified  and  saved."  (For- 
mula Concordia,  585.)  (See  Eph.  2  :  5,  9;  Rom.  3{24;4:6;  Gal. 
3:11.) 

XX.  1.  "  Although  the  contrition  that  goeth  before  and  new  obedience 
that  folloiveth  after  it,  pertain  not  to  the  article  of  justification  before  God, 
yet  no  such  justifying  faith  is  to  be  feigned  as  can  be  and  remain  togeth- 
er with  an  evil  purpose,  to  wit,  of  sinning  and  acting  against  conscience." 
(For  Con.,  586.)  2.  Wherefore  they  have  no  true  and  saving  faith  who 
are  without  contrition ;  and  who  purpose  to  go  on  and  persist  in  their 
sins.  3.  For  true  contrition  precedes  faith,  and  justifying  faith  is  in  them 
who  truly,  not  feignedly,  repent."  (Form  Con.  688.)  4.  " After  a  man 
hath  been  justified  by  faith,  that  true  and  living  faith  worketh  by  love 
(Gal.  5  :  6),  and  good  works  always  follow  justifying^faith,  and  will  most 
surely^be  found  with  it."  (For.  Con.  586.)  5.  "Faith  and  works  are 
inseparably  connected,  but  that  which  apprehendeth  the  blessing  is  faith 
alone  without  works,  and  yet  it  never  is  alone."  (Luther,  quoted  in 
Formula  Concordiae,  692.) 

XXI.  "  It  is  no  less  necessary,  that  men  shall  be  invited  and  exhorted 
to  live  righteously  and  piously,  and  to  this  end  to  do  good  works  and  be 
shown  how  necessary  it  is  that  they  should  exercise  themselves  in  good 
works  to  show  forth  their  faith  and  gratitude  toward  God,  than  it  is  ne- 
cessary to  beware  that  good  works  be  not  mixed  up  in  the  matter  of 
justification.  For  meu  can  no  less  incur  damnation  by  an  Epicurean  per- 
suasion concerning  faith  than  by  a  Pharisaic  and  Papistical  trust  in  their 
own  works  and  merits."    (Formula  Concordiae,  591.) 

XXII.  1.  "  When  James  (2 :  24)  sayeth  1  that  by  works  a  man  is 
justified,  and  not  by  faith  only,'  he  speaketh  of  works  which  follow  faith 
and  show  that  it  is  not  dead-  but  is  living  and  eflicacious  in  the  heart. 
2.  He  meaneth  not,  therefore,  that  we,  by  good  works,  merit  remission  of 
sins  and  grace,  but  he  speaketh  of  the  works  of  them  that  are  justified 
who  are  already  reconciled,  accepted  and  partakers  in  the  remission  of 
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sins.  3.  Faith,  as  it  is  a  new  life,  of  necessity  brings  forth  new  emotions 
and  works.  4.  Wherefore  James  rightly  denies  that  we  are  justified  by 
such  a  faith  as  is  devoid  of  works.  5.  To  justify  here  signifieth  to  be 
pronounced  righteous,  for  they  certainly  are  pronounced  righteous  who 
have  faith  and  good  works."  (Apolog.  Con.  pp.  108,  109.) 

XXIII.  1.  "  The  knowledge  of  this  faith  is  necessary  and  bringeth  most 
plenteous  consolation  in  all  afflictions,  ands  showeth  to  us  the  office  of 
Christ.  2.  For  they  who  deny  that  men  are  justified  by  faith,  deny  that 
Christ  is  a  Mediator  and  Propitiator,  deny  the  promise  of  grace  and  the 
gospel,  and  touching  justification  teach  only  a  doctrine  of  reason  or  of  the 
law."    (Apolog.  Confes.  141.) 

The  discussion  of  the  first  Thesis  occupied  the  morning  session. 
Adjourned.    Prayer  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Sieker. 

Third  Session. 

Friday,  Nov.  4,  1J  P.  M. 
The  opening  liturgical  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.F.IIerold. 
The  roll  was  called  and  minutes  read  and  approved. 

Communication  from  the  Union  Synod  of  Indiana. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  hear  communi- 
cation from  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Henkel,  President  of  the  Union  Synod 
of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Church  in  Indiana  ;  upon  which  the  following 
action  was  taken : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  General  Council  has  heard  with  much  pleasure 
that  the  Union  Synod,  expressing  the  sentiments  of  its  congregations,hcig 
unanimously  ratified  the  Constitution  and  the  Fundamental  Principles  of 
Faith  and  Polity  of  this  body. 

2.  That  we  fully  concur  in  the  conclusion  reached  by  said  Synod,  to 
postpone  an  application  for  membership  in  the  General  Council,  uatil  an 
effort,  now  pending,  has  been  made  to  "  bring  about  a  consolidation  of  all 
the  elements  favorable  to  the  General  Council,"  in  the  State  of  Indiana. 

3.  That  without  the  slightest  disposition  to  prescribe  to  the  brethren 
concerned,  we  deem  it  highly  desirable  that  all  pastors  and  congregations 
in  Indiana,  in  harmony  with  our  Constitution  and  Fundamental  Principles, 
should  be  united  in  one  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  for  Indiana,  to  be 
connected  with  the  General  Council,  believing  that  such  a  course  will 
greatly  promote  the  interests  of  our  Church  in  that  State. 
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The  order  of  business  appointed  for  the  afternoon  was  re- 
sumed, when  the  following  report  was  presented  : 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York 
Immigrant  Mission. 

The  General  Council,  at  its  convention  in  Chicago,  was  asked  to  assume 
the  control  of  the  Immigrant  Mission  at  New  York,  established  and  sus- 
tained by  the  Ministeriums  of  Pennsylvania  aod  New  York,  and  there- 
upon resolved,  "that  the  General  Council  accept  the  care  of  this  Mission, 
said  action  of  the  Council  being  subject  to  the  ratification  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  both  Pennsylvania  and  New  York/' 
The  General  Council  also  appointed  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of 
six  clergymen  and  twelve  laymen,  to  have  the  supervision  and  control  of 
the  Mission,  with  full  authority  to  employ  and  discharge  Missionaries,  to 
reduce  all  the  affairs  and  accounts  of  the  Mission  to  a  well  regulated  sys- 
tem, and  to  do  whatever  might  be  needed  for  the  efficient  management  of 
the  Mission.  The  transfer  having  been  ratified  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittees, and  approved  by  the  Synods  themselves,  your  Board  requested 
the  Committee  that  had  managed  the  Mission  from  the  time  of  its  estab- 
lishment to  submit  a  final  report,  and  to  transfer  the  books  and  papers,  as 
soon  as  they  were  able  to  bring  their  work  to  a  close.  Your  Board  met, 
for  the  first  time,  in  St.  Matthew's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  New 
York,  February  22d,  1870,  and  organized  by  the  election  of  Bev.  G.  F. 
Krotel,  President,  Mr.  W.  Hauff,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Schack, 
Treasurer.  As  the  latter  declined,  Mr.  Koerner  was  elected  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting.  The  former  committee  presented  a  report  as  to  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  Mission,  and  your  Board  assumed  formal  control  of 
the  work.  Meetings  were  also  held  in  March,  April  and  May.  At  the 
very  beginuing  your  Board  encountered  the  difficulties  with  which  the 
former  committee  was  obliged  to  contend,  and  the  removal  of  which  was 
expected  from  the  transfer  to  an  entirely  new  authority.  At  the  May 
meeting  your  Board,  having  fully  heard  the  two  Missionaries,  resolved  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  investigation,  consisting  of  gentlemen  not  members 
of  the  Board,  hoping  in  this  way  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  first  Mis 
sionary,  and  to  reach,  if  possible,  a  solution  of  the  difficulties;  but  as  all 
our  efforts  in  this  direction  failed  utterly,  your  Board  finally  resolved,  in 
June  last,  to  suffer  the  two  Missionaries  to  go  on  in  their  respective  fields 
of  labor,  as  they  had  done  heretofore,  until  the  whole  matter  could  be 
laid  before  the  General  Council  for  final  decision  and  adjustment.  At  a 
meeting  held  October  17th,  1870,  your  Board  adopted  this  report,  and  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  statement  of  the  facts  and  difficulties,  as 
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they  have  become  known  to  us.  In  1864  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania 
adopted  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  fully  appreciating  the  importance  of  the  G-erman 
Immigration  to  this  country,  we  view  the  establishment  of  the  Castle 
Garden  Immigrant  Mission ,  in  the  city  of  New  York ,  as  a  matter  of  great 
moment,  and  that  we  accord  to  it  our  warmest  sympathy. 

Resolved,  2.  That  in  our  opinion  the  sphere  of  activity  of  the  Mission- 
ary at  Castle  Garden  will,  in  the  main,  be  described  in  the  following 
items : 

a.  He  will,  as  the  representative  of  the  Lutheran  Church  of  this 
country,  offer  to  the  Immigrants  the  kindest  greetings  in  the  name  of  the 
Church,  and  he  will  remind  them  of  the  fact,  that  in  this  foreign  country, 
they  may  also  find  their  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical  home. 

b.  He  will  assist  the  Immigrants,  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  with  Chris- 
\  tian  admonition,  consolation  and  advice,  and  he  will  endeavor  in  this  way 

to  make  himself  useful  to  them  and  secure  their  esteem. 

c.  He  will  hold  regular  religious  services  on  the  Lord's  day,  and  on 
other  suitable  occasions,  in  some  suitable  place,  to  be  located  as  near  as 
possible  to  Castle  Garden. 

d.  He  will  distribute  useful  publications  amongst  the  Immigrants,  and 
he  ought  to  be  enabled  to  furnish  them  an  ecclesiastical  guide,  giving 
information  about  German  Lutheran  places  of  worship  in  New  York,  and 
in  many  other  important  places  in  our  land. 

e.  He  is  expected  not  only  to  report  his  experiences  to  the  committee 
with  which  he  will  be  officially  connected,  but  also  to  communicate  inter- 
esting facts  from  the  field  of  his  labors  to  our  Church  papers. 

Resolved,  3.  That  it  appears  desirable  that  a  special  committee  should 
be  appointed,  to  be  composed  jointly  of  members  of  the  New  York  and 
of  this  Ministerium,  under  whose  control  the  Missionary  would  stand,  and 
to  whom  he  would  directly  report  and  apply  for  advice  or  assistance. 

Resolved,  4.  That  notice  of  the  establishment  of  this  Mission  and  its 
designs,  ought  to  be  given  in  the  Church  papers  of  Germany ;  also,  that 
Editors  of  similar  papers  in  this  country  ought  to  be  respectfully  requested 
to  give  information  in  their  respective  papers  of  the  establishment  of  this 
Mission. 

The  fifth  resolution  mentioned  the  name  of  a  person,  who,  however, 
did  not  become  the  Missionary.  The  sixth  fixed  the  salary.  The  ap- 
pointment of  the  committee,  and  the  general  direction  of  the  work  was 
left,  as  far  as  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  was  concerned,  to  its  Executive 
Committee. 

The  work  was  undertaken  by  the  Ministeriums  of  Pennsylvania  and 
New  York,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  Neumann  accepted  the  appointment  as 
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Missionary  ^  and  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  beginning  of  May,  1865. 
The  two  Synods  agreed  to  contribute  a  certain  sum  towards  his  support, 
and  it  was  expected  that  his  communications  concerning  the  necessities 
and  progress  of  his  work,  furnished  to  the  Church  papers,  would  awaken 
such  interest  and  sympathy,  that  voluntary  contributions,  sufficient  to  de« 
fray  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Mission,  might  reasonably  be  expected. 
These  expectations,  as  the  books  of  the  treasurer  prove,  were  not  disap. 
pointed.  In  Mr.  Neumann's  report,  as  furnished  to  the  Synod  of  Penn- 
sylvania, in  1865,  he  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  having  what  he 
calls  a  "  ChristUche  Herberge"  a  Christian  place  of  entertainment,  where 
the  Immigrants  might  be  lodged,  without  falling  into  the  hands  of  the 
unscrupulous  lodgiog-house  keepers,  of  whose  shameful  conduct  he  gave 
numerous  specimens,  in  his  interesting  communications  to  the  papers.  He 
also  called  attention  to  the  want  of  an  "  Immigrant  Chapel." 

In  1866,  the  committee  reported  to  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  "the 
labors  of  the  Missionary  have  been  such  as  to  overtask  his  strength,  and 
the  committee  have  been  compelled  to  determine  to  appoint  an  assistant." 
In  1867,  the  same  committee  reported  "  a  number  of  efficient  business 
men,  members  of  our  Church,  and  living  in  the  city  of  New  York,  have 
become  actively  interested  and  engaged  in  this  Mission.  The  joint  com- 
mittee of  the  two  Synods  have  already  received  important  aid  from  them, 
in  the  way  of  counsel  and  co-operation,  and  their  further  interest  may  be 
reckoned  upon  towards  promoting  the  usefulness  of  the  Mission.  In 
order  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  this  benevolent  enterprise,  but 
especially  to  secure  the  establishment  of  a  Christian  hospice  for  emi- 
grants, the  joint  committee  of  the  two  Synods  had  called  the  Rev.  Berke- 
meier,  of  Wheeling,  to  co-operate  with  Brother  Neumann  in  the  labors  of 
the  field.  Brother  Berkemeier  has  accepted  the  call,  and  expects  to  enter 
upon  his  duties  in  July  next."  The  Rev.  Mr.  Berkemeier  removed  to 
New  York,  with  the  understaading  that  he  was  to  devote  his  time  and 
strength  to  the  collection  of  funds,  for  the  establishment  of  an  Emi. 
grant's  Home,  or  "  Emigrantenhaus,"  such  as  the  committte  contemplated. 
The  joint  committee  agreed  to  pay  him  a  certain  salary,  and  it  was  after- 
wards determined  that  it  should  be  paid  out  of  the  collections  made  by 
him.  The  financial  condition  of  the  city  of  New  York,  at  that  time,  ren- 
dered it  unadvisable  for  Brother  Berkemeier  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  col- 
lecting subscriptions  at  once,  and  he  spent  months  of  necessary  labor,  in 
securing  recommendations  from  prominent  persons,  and  in  drawing  up, 
in  connection  with  the  committee,  the  plan  or  constitution  by  which  the 
projected  home  should  be  governed.  It  was  finally  determined  that  he 
should  solicit  subscriptions,  which  were  to  be  paid  as  soon  as  Thirty  Thou- 
sand Pollars  were  subscribed.    The  plan  of  the  home  contemplated  a* 
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Christian  house  of  entertainment,  where  the  immigrants  ..touldbe  lodged 
at  fair  rates,  enjoying  the  comforts  of  a  temporary  Christian  home,  and  the 
advantages  of  religious  instruction  and  comfort5  which  were  to  be  secured 
by  having  a  chapel  and  religious  services  in  connection  with  the  home, 
As  this  plan  shaped  itself,  the  other  missionary,  the  Rev.  R.Neumann  felt  it 
his  duty  to  present  certain  difficulties  and  objections.  On  the  one  side  he 
claimed  that  the  establishment  of  such  a  house  with  such  a  chapel,  and  such 
a  religious  teacher,  would  interfere  with  the  terms  of  his  own  vocation; 
for  he  had  been  called  to  the  ministerial  and  pastoral  work  of  the  mission. 
On  the  other  hand  he  stated,  as  the  result  of  his  experience  and  observa- 
tion in  the  work  at  Castle  Garden,  that  the  establishment  of  such  a  home, 
inn,  or  boarding  house,  in  which  representatives  of  the  church  were  to 
entertain  emigrants  at  so  much  per  head,  would  not  only  seriously  inter* 
fere  with  his  own  work  at  Castle  Garden,  but  was  contrary  to  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  church.  He  claimed  that,  although  he  had  originally 
favored  and  even  called  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  home,  the  state  of 
affairs  at  Castle  Garden,  which  had  led  him  to  make  such  a  demand  years 
ago,  had  so  completely  changed,  that  such  an  establishment  was  not  only 
unnecessary,  but  would  prove  injurious.  This  difference  of  views  and  aims 
soon  made  itself  felt,  not  only  in  the  committee,  but  among  the  friends  of 
the  missionaries  and  their  respective  fields  of  labor.  Efforts  were  made  to 
harmonize  the  views  and  operations  of  the  laborers,  but  without  success. 

Both  continued  at  their  posts,  but  the  want  of  harmony  greatly  inter- 
fered with  the  work.  An  attempt  was  made  to  divide  the  work,  by  as- 
signing the  care  of  Brother  Berkemeier's  department  to  the  churches  of 
New  York,  but  such  a  transfer  was  deemed  impossible  in  the  end,  as 
both  Synods,  through  their  committees,  had  called  him  to  the  work,  and 
had  warmly  commended  it  to  the  church.  It  appeared  as  if  the  represent- 
atives of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  were  disposed  to  take  the  Rev.  R<  Neu- 
mann's view  of  the  case,  while  the  members  from  New  York,  especially 
the  committee  of  laymen,  looked  upon  Brother  Berkemeier's  work  as  the 
only  hope  of  the  mission. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  hoped  that  a  transfer  of  the  whole 
woik  to  a  new  body  might  lead  to  a  solution  of  the  difficulty.  In  addition 
to  this,  it  was  felt  that  a  great  work  like  this,  in  which  the  whole  country 
is  interested,  should  not  be  left  in  the  hands  of  two  Synods,  but  should 
be  under  the  supervision  of  a  general  body,  like  the  General  Council. 
The  joint  committees,  therefore,  and  the  Synods  they  represented? 
cheerfully  consented  to  the  transfer,  and  this  body  promptly  accepted 
the  trust. 

When  your  Board  attempted  to  harmonize  conflicting  views,  it  was 
found  to  be  impossible.  The  Rev.  R.  Neumann  gave  us  to  understand 
that  he  could  and  would  not  continue  at  his  present  post,  if  the  Board 


determined  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  establishing  an  Emigrant's  Home, 
As  the  whole  work  at  Castle  Garden,  from  the  establishment  of  the 
mission  up  to  this  time,  has  been  carried  on  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Neu- 
mann, with  much  success,  and  most  of  the  contributions  for  its  support 
had  been  sent  in,  in  answer  to  his  constant  appeals  through  the 
papers,  the  Board  did  not  feel  like  assuming  the  responsibility  of  dis- 
charging him.  On  the  other  hand,  while  some  of  the  members  of  your 
Board  have  doubts  and  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  the 
"  Emigrantenhaus,"  they  felt  that  Brother  Berkemeier  had  been  called 
to  this  work,  by  the  Synods,  through  their  joint  committee,  and  that  he 
had  labored  most  successfully,  and  with  the  greatest  self-denial.  He  has 
already  secured  subscriptions  amounting  to  $25,000. 

Your  Board  also  felt  their  hands  tied  by  a  want  of  means.  Brother 
Neumann's  support  is  mainly  derived  from  the  voluntary  contributions 
solicited  by  his  pen,  and  these  barely  suffice.  Brother  Berkemeier's  sub- 
scriptions are  not  payable  until  $30,000  are  subscribed. 

As  two-thirds  of  the  Board  appointed  by  this  body  belonged  to  the 
former  Committee  entrusted  with  the  care  of  this  double  mission,  this 
also  was  made  an  objection  by  some,  and  we  now  come  before  you  with  the 
frank  confession  that  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  do  better,  and  with  the 
earnest  request  that  we  be  discharged,  and  that  the  G-eneral  Council  will 
take  such  action  as  may  redound  to  the  best  interests  of  a  work 
which  has  already  accomplished  much,  and  may  do  still  more,  not  only 
for  the  good  of  our  brethren,  who  land  upon  our  shores,  but  for  our 
Church  throughout  the  land. 

As  the  whole  mission,  including  the  two  missionaries,  the  Rev.  R. 
Neumann  and  the  Rev.  W.  Berkemeier,  and  their  respective  depart- 
ments, has  been  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  General  Council,  it  will 
remain  for  this  body  to  determine  the  future  relations  of  the  two  parts 
of  the  work,  and  to  entrust  its  management,  either  to  the  Executive 
Committee  on  Home  Missions,  or  to  a  new  board  or  committee  appointed 
for  the  purpose. 

The  work  of  Mr.  Neumann  at  Castle  Garden,  for  the  last  five  years, 
is  well  known  to  the  whole  church,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  supported,  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of  all  classes,  proves  that 
it  has  taken  a  stronghold  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of  thousands.  As 
long  as  immigration  lasts,  such  labors  will  be  indispensably  necessary. 

The  plan  of  an  Emigrant's  Home,  for  which  the  Rev.  W.  Berke- 
meier has  been  laboring  for  some  years,  is  equally  dear  to  many  others, 
and  the  success  which  has  crowned  his  unwearied  efforts,  as  well  as  the 
interest  manifested  up  to  the  present  moment,  make  it  equally  clear  that, 
although  some  of  its  original  friends  and  advocates  may  have  changed 
their  minds  in  regard  to  its  necessity  and  feasibility,  this  project  is 
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regarded  by  very  many  as  the  only  security  for  the  perpetuity  and  true 
efficiency  of  the  church's  proper  work  among  the  thousands  that  land 
upon  our  shores.  A  final  decision,  on  the  part  of  the  General  Council, 
will  be  accepted  by  the  missionaries  and  the  church,  and  we  entertain  the 
hope  that  our  successors  will  be  able  to  manage  the  work,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all,  and  without  the  hindrances  and  perplexities  that  have  beset 
our  path. 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  we  have  also  published,  in  Dr. 
Luthardt's  11  Allgemeine  Kirchen  Zeitung"  a  correct  historical  statement 
of  what  has  been  done  by  the  Ministeriums  of  Pennsylvania  and  New 
York,  in  Immigrant  Mission  Work.

Committee  No.  1  presented  the  following 

Report  on  the  Accounts  of  the  Treasurer. 
To  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  audit  the  books  of  the  late  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Norton,  deceased,  beg  to  report  that  we  have  examined  the 
same  and  find  them  correct. 

1.  They  show  a  balance  of  $21.00  in  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Fund, 
and  of  $414.75  in  the  Foreign  Mission  Fund. 

2.  There  is  a  balance  of  $297.95  still  due  for  printing  the  Minutes  of 
the  previous  Convention  ;  and  we  would  respectfully  direct  the  attention 
of  the  Council  to  the  importance  of  making  better  provision  for  this  and 
other  items  of  expense. 

3.  Among  the  items  of  receipts  for  Foreign  Missions  we  find  $200  con- 
tributed by  the  American  Bible  Society,  for  the  purchase  of  Bibles  and 
Testaments  for  the  use  of  our  India  Mission,  under  Father  Heyer.  We 
think  the  General  Council  should  in  some  formal  way  communicate  to 
the  American  Bible  Society  its  appreciation  of  this  generous  donation. 

4.  We  recommend  that  Mr.  S.  Gross  Fry,  present  Treasurer,  have 
authority  to  draw  upon  Mr.  C.  D.  Norton,  administrator  of  the  late  Treas- 
urer, for  the  amount  of  funds  ($435.75)  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the 
General  Council. 

5.  We  further  recommend  that  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  first 
Treasurer,  Dr.  H.  H.  Muhlenberg,  which  are  herewith  submitted,  be  put 
in  charge  of  the  keeper  of  the  archives  for  preservation. 
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6.  As  the  death  of  the  late  Treasurer  prevented  the  preparation  of  a  re- 
port for  publication  in  the  minutes,  your  committee  respectfully  submit 
one,  as  shown  on  the  books  referred  to  them,  viz.  :

Mr.  S.  Gross  Fry,  Treasurer,  was  authorized  to  draw  on  Mr.  C. 
D.  Norton,  administrator  of  the  late  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  of 
funds  ($435.75)  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  General  Council. 
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The  books  and  vouchers  of  the  first  Treasurer,  Dr.  H.  H.  Muh- 
lenberg, were  directed  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Archivarius. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
was  then  read. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
General  Council. 

The  first  year  in  the  history  of  the  Foreign  Mission  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  draws  to  a  close,  and  it  af- 
fords abundant  occasion  for  grateful  rejoicings  before  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
while  it  does  not  lack  occasion  for  sorrow. 

At  the  time  when  the  General  Council  assumed  charge  of  the  work,  at  its 
last  meeting,  our  venerable  Father  Heyer  and  Mr.  C.  F.  J.  Becker  were 
on  their  way  to  India,  and  Rev.  H.  C.  Schmidt  was  expected  to  leave 
within  a  month.  Father  Heyer,  after  a  toilsome  journey  across  India  from 
Bombay,  reached  Rajahmundry,  and  assumed  charge  of  the  Mission  in 
December,  1869.  Before  reaching  R  .  he  visited  the  field  of  his  for- 
mer labors  in  the  Palnaud,  and  was  greatly  encouraged  by  the  proofs  of 
the  conquests  of  Christ  in  that  region.  He  says  :  "  The  number  of  the 
baptized  adults  and  children  connected  with  the  Mission  is  500,  and  the 
number  of  inquirers  under  instruction  is  between  one  and  two  hundred, 
and  the  work  is  still  going  on,  spreading  from  village  to  village.  Bonifacius 
himself  could  not  have  been  received  more  joyfully  and  respectfully  by 
his  German  converts,  than  the  native  Christians  received  their  old  Mis- 
sionary who  had  unexpectedly  come  to  see  them." 

MISSION  AT  RAJAHMUNDRY. 

The  Mission  at  Rajahmundry  was  found  to  have  suffered  greatly  for 
want  of  a  resident  missionary.  Rev.  Gronning  had  left  in  1865,  and  Rev. 
Long  died  in  1866,  since  which  time  thore  has  been  no  missionary  re- 
siding there.  Seven  months  before  Dr.  C.  F.  Heyer's  arrival,  the  mission- 
ary of  the  General  Synod's  Society  had  made  a  transfer  of  the  Mission  to 
the  Church  Missionary  Society,  since  which  time  its  agents  had  occasion- 
ally visited  the  station,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  paid  the 
salaries  of  the  catechists  and  teachers. 

After  some  reluctance  the  Mission  was  given  over  to  Dr.  Heyer,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  sum  of  $178  gold,  expended  by  the  Church 
Missionary  Society,  should  be  refunded. 

Of  the  Mission  field  around  Rajahmundry,  Dr.  Heyer,  in  a  letter  of 
date  _March  1870,  writes:  "At  present  the  whole  field  is  divided  into 
wo  districts,  under  the  supervision  of  two  catechists,  one  of  them,  Paulus 
(whom  I  partly  educated  in  the  Palnaud),  resides  at  Moramunda,  and 
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attends  to  the  villages  around ;  the  number  of  baptized  persons  in  this 
district  is  76,  and  there  are  4  inquiring  families.  The  other  catechist, 
Joseph  (who  attended  school  in  Guntur  during  my  residence  there)  lives 

in  the  mission  compound  at  R  ,  and  attends  to  the  villages  within  12 

miles  around.  The  number  of  baptized  persons  in  this  district  is  85,  and 
there  are  3  inquiring  families." 

There  are  9  schools,  7  for  boys  and  2  for  girls,  in  which  are  200  schol- 
ars. Three  new  school-houses  have  been  built  with  moneys  presented  by 
English  friends  at  Rajahmundry.  Nearly  the  whole  cost  of  the  schools 
is  also  borne  by  them.  Until  May  15,  Dr.  Heyer  had  baptized  31  per- 
sons since  his  arrival.  In  a  letter  of  July  18,  he  says  that  the  number 
of  persons  who  are  n©w  asking  for  baptism  in  different  villages,  is  about  50. 

CHRISTIAN  FREDERIC  JOHN  BECKER. 

Brother  Becker  reached  Madras  about  Christmas,  and  after  spending 
several  weeks  with  some  friends  there,  reached  the  Mission  Feb.  1st,  1870- 
He  at  once  entered  diligently  upon  such  work  as  he  could  perform,  ac- 
quiring the  Telugu,  and  going  out  into  the  villages  around,  accompanied 
by  a  catechist  as  iuterpreter,  and  showing  himself  a  great  help  to  Father 
Heyer.  He  was  allowed  to  continue  his  labors  for  a  little  over  three 
months,  when  on  the  8th  of  May  he  was  called  suddenly  home  to  his 
eternal  rest,  in  the  26th  year  of  his  age.  Bro.  Becker  had  spent  four 
years  at  the  Mission  School  at  Copenhagen,  and  was  esteemed  as  an  ex- 
ceedingly promising  and  able  young  man.  He  entered  on  his  work  with 
great  zeal.  But  it  pleased  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  bid  him  rest  early. 
Father  Heyer  was  much  distressed  at  his  death,  and  in  concern  about  the 
future  of  the  Mission,  for  he  was  now  again  left  alone,  and  of  the  arrival 
of  Bro.  Schmidt  he  was  very  uncertain. 

REV.  H.  C.  SCHMIDT. 

Contrary  to  the  hopes  and  desires  of  your  Committee,  the  departure  of 
this  brother  was  delayed  from  time  to  time,  and  it  was  not  until  May  that 
he  sailed.  After  reaching  Europe,  he  was  advised  by  Bro.  Gronning  to 
delay  a  little  longer,  so  as  not  to  reach  India  in  the  most  sickly  season. 
On  the  4th  of  August  he  arrived  safely  at  the  Mission  and  entered  on  his 
labors. 

After  the  death  of  Bro.  Becker,  Father  Heyer  wrote  at  once  to  Rev. 
Mr.  G-ronning  to  send  out  some  one  to  take  his  place.  Your  Committee 
also  wrote  to  him  to  the  same  effect. 

IVER  K.  PAULSON. 

Among  the  students  at  the  Mission  School  at  Copenhagen  during  the 
time  Bro.  Becker  was  there,  was  Mr.  Iver  K.  Paulson,  who  had  entered  in 
1865,  and  had  just  completed  his  studies  when  the  news  of  the  death  of 
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his  friend  Becker  arrived.  He  offered  to  go  and  take  his  place,  and  was 
accepted  in  our  behalf  by  Bro.  Grronning.  He  sailed  from  London  in  the 
ship  Renown,  Aug.  28.  Bro.  Paulson  was  born  at  Ringkjoping,  Den- 
mark, in  1846,  and  is  therefore  24  years  of  age. 

FUTURE  OF  THE  MISSION. 

We  may  hope  that  there  will  soon  be  three  missionaries  at  our  Mission. 
But  Father  Heyer  is  now  in  the  78th  year  of  his  age,  and  only  contem- 
plated remaining  two  or  three  years  in  order  to  see  the  Mission  well  estab- 
lished. Should  he  return  home  soon,  we  should  have  at  least  some  one 
to  take  his  place,  and  it  would  of  course  be  very  advantageous  if  some 
one  well  acquainted  with  the  brethren  and  church  in  America,  and  able 
to  maintain  an  active  living  communion  between  the  churches  and  the 
Mission,  could  be  found.  In  a  letter  dated  Aug.  16th,  Father  Heyer 
says :  "  My  own  personal  affairs  render  it  necessary  that  I  should  bo  at 
home  during  the  summer  of  1871,  otherwise  I  might  remain  longer,  for 
I  like  the  work,  and  the  Lord  has  vouchsafed  me  a  comfortable  measure 
of  health."  "  Rajahmundry  has  a  population  of  15  to  20,000 — a  Mission 
in  this  place  should  be  carried  on  efficiently  or  not  at  all.  If  you  can 
supply  this  station  with  suitable  missionaries,  the  Church  Missionary  So- 
ciety will  not  interfere ;  but  if  the  work  comes  to  a  stillstand,  as  was  the 
case  some  time  ago,  the  Society  will  start  a  new  enterprise." 

"  A  part  of  the  Church  Book  has  already  been  translated  [into  Telugu. 
I  should  like  to  have  a  small  edition  printed  of  the  Church  Service  and 
Telugu  Hymns,  if  you  can  furnish  the  necessary  funds,  say  $100." 

"  Formerly  our  Sunday  schools  supported  native  boys  and  girls  to  ena- 
ble them  to  continue  their  school  studies  longer  than  they  could  otherwise 
have  done.  The  benefits  of  this  charity  are  manifest  at  this  time.  For 
instance,  the  wives  of  our  catechists  and  teachers  can  read,  write  and  sew, 
and  are  a  credit  to  our  Mission.  It  would  be  well  if  some  of  our  Sunday 
schools  or  friends  were  to  revive  this  plan  and  contribute  annually  about 
$25  for  the  support  of  a  native  boy  or  girl  to  be  educated  in  our  Mission 
School." 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  MISSION. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Council  will  of  course  present  an  account  of  the 
moneys  paid  by  him  for  Foreign  Missions,  but  as  the  history  of  the  Mission 
extends  some  months  beyond  his  term  of  service,  I  will  present  a  statement 
of  the  costs  of  the  Mission  to  the  present  time.

The  expenses  of  the  Mission  from  the  beginning  have  therefore  been 
about  $3,500  in  currancy  (for  the  above  account  is  in  gold,  and  exchange 
on  London  is  also  to  be  added  for  all  sums  sent  to  India).  Your  Commit- 
tee has  with  great  difficulty  secured  the  money  to  meet  these  expenses. 
From  the  most  of  the  Synods  in  the  Council  not  a  cent  has  been  received 
for  Foreign  Missions.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  of  Pa.  has  furnished 
about  two-thirds  of  what  has  been  paid;  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  C.  F  Norton, 
atone  time  advanced  $896.69,  which  I  believe  has  not  yet  been  repaid,  or 
at  least  not  in  full.  Some  of  the  above  amount  has  not  yet  been  paid, 
and  the  Committee  anxiously  await  the  action  of  the  General  Council  at 
this  meeting  to  secure  the  actual  participation  of  the  various  Synods  in 
bearing  the  expenses  of  this  work.  The  Committee  believe  that  contribu- 
tions to  various  European  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  have  been  made 
during  this  year  by  churches  and  even  Synods  in  the  General  Council, 
while  our  own  Mission  has  been  contending  with  serious  pecuniary  difficul- 
ty. The  resolution  of  the  General  Council  last  year,  "  That  the  General 
Council  pledges  itself  vigorously  and  faithfully  to  support  the  Foreign 
Mission  work,"  greatly  encouraged  your  Committee  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  and  they  greatly  regret  that  their  hopes  and  expectations  have 
been  realized  to  so  small  an  extent. 

CLAIMS  OF  THE  CHINESE  AND  ALASKA  INDIANS. 

In  the  state  of  the  treasury  above  described,  you  may  readily  under- 
stand that  your  Committee  did  not  find  it  feasible  to  undertake  any  ex- 
ploration of  new  fields  of  missionary  labor. 

OBLIGATIONS  TO  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY,  DANISH  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY 
AND  TO  REV.  C.  W.  GRONNING. 

The  American  Bible  Society  kindly  donated  $200  for  the  purchase  of 
Bibles  and  Testaments  from  the  MadrasTSible  Society  for  the  use  of  our 
Mission,  and  have  encouraged  the  hope  that  any  reasonable  amount  needed 
will  be  given  next  year.  Some  expression  of  thanks  for  this  donation 
should  be  made  by  the  Council.  The  Danish  Missionary  Society  has  borne 
the  expense  of  the  education  of  the  Brothers  Becker  and  Paulson  at  its 
school,  and  also  kindly  advanced  money  for  the  expenses  to  India  of  Bro. 
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B.  In  the  name  of  the  Council  your  Committee  have  returned  thanks, 
and  repaid  the  money. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Groaning,  of  Apenrade,  Schleswig,  maintained  our  Mission- 
ary Schmidt  in  house  for  two  and  a  half  years,  and  prepared  him  for  his 
work.  He  also  secured  the  transfer  of  Bro.  Becker  to  our  work,  and  the 
advance  of  money  to  him,  and  he  has  continued  his  sympathy  by  securing 
Bro.  Paulson,  and  he  advanced  $450  to  pay  his  expenses  to  India,  and 
your  Committee  has  been  able  as  yet  to  refund  only  $250  of  the  amount. 
Bro.  Gronning  and  other  friends  whom  he  has  found,  is  now  bearing  the 
cost  of  the  education  at  Copenhagen  of  a  young  man  destined  for  our  Mis- 
sion. All  these  facts  call  for  the  expression  of  the  warmest  gratitude  to  him. 

Praying  for  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  on  the  work 
of  evangalizing  the  world,  we  submit  our  report.

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Min- 
nesota Questions  was  renewed. 

The  report  was  re-committed  to  the  Committee  with  instructions 
to  make  certain  alterations  and  present  it  on  Monday  morning. 

Report  of  Committee  (No.  5.)  on  the  Report  of  the  President. 

The  Committee  charged  with  the  consideration  of  a  Report  read  by 
the  retiring  President  at  the  opening  of  the  Council,  respectfully  present 
the  following  : 

The  document  contains  a  concise  and  faithful  statement  of  facts  that 
have  marked  the  origin  and  progress  of  the  General  Council,  specially 
connected  with  the  announcement  and  practical  application  of  the  "  Prin- 
ciples of  Faith  and  Policy." 

Notwithstanding  the  honest  efforts  made  by  the  General  Council  to 
meet  the  demands  made  upon  it,  and  to  express  itself  clearly  and  une- 
quivocally upon  certain  points,  in  such  manner  as  to  maintain  the  faith 
and  promote  the  glory  of  God  in  the  Church,  uncertainty  still  exists  in 
some  quarters,  as  to  what  the  position  of  the  General  Council  is.  The 
President  thinks  that  perhaps  the  most  important  task  before  the  General 
Council  at  this  time,  is,  not  to  be  more  earnest  and  zealous  than  it  has  ever 
been  in  respect  to  the  faith,  but  to  define  its  position  in  reference  to  the 
points  in  question  even  with  more  precision  than  it  has  already  done,  if 
such  precision  be  possible. 

The  President  also  notices,  in  fitting  terms,  the  decease  of  the  late 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Council,  who  departed  this  life,  Aug.  4th,  1870. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  propose  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Council,  being  anxious,  as  it  has  ever  been 
from  the  beginning,  to  give  no  uncertain  sound,  but  to  be  clearly  and  fully 
understood  in  regard  to  faith  and  practice,  will,  with  the  help  of  the  Lord, 
as  it  has  ever  done,  honestly  and  in  the  fear  of  God,  and  without  respect 
of  persons,  again  endeavor,  at  this  meeting,  so  to  define  its  position  in  res- 
pect to  the  points  referred  to,  as  by  the  Divine  blessing  to  contribute  to 
the  establishment  of  a  pure  faith,  and  good  order  throughout  the  Church 
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IN  MEMORY  OF  MR.  CHARLES  P.  NORTON. 

Resolved,  That  the  many  personal  virtues  and  Christian  activities  of 
our  late  Treasurer,  Mr.  Charles  R  Norton,  that  made  his  presence  always 
so  welcome  in  our  assemblies,  shall  not  fail  to  keep  his  name  and  his 
character  ever  precious  to  our  memories  and  our  hearts. 

Resolved,  That  whilst  we  bow  in  humble  submission  to  the  Divine  will 
that  removed  him  from  the  Church  on  earth,  we  glorify  the  grace  of 
God  that  enabled  him,  after  the  habitual  exercise  of  a  pure  and  child- 
like faith  in  the  Divine  Redeemer,  to  depart  this  life  in  the  full  assurance 
of  the  hope  of  the  glory  of  God. 

Resolved,  That  the  English  Secretary  be  instructed  to  convey  to  the 
family  of  our  late  Treasurer  the  assurance  of  the  deep  sympathy  of  the 
General  Council  in  their  bereavement,  and  of  the  earnestness  of  our  pray- 
er, that  the  God  of  all  comfort  may  comfort  them  ;  and  that  this  trial  of 
their  faith  may  be  found  uuto  praise,  and  honor,  and  glory,  at  the  appear- 
ing of  Jesus  Christ. 

THANKS  TO  RETIRING  OFFICERS. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  General  Council  be  offered  to  the  re- 
tiring President  and  Secretary,  forvthe  dignity,  the  promptitude,  and  the 
faithfulness  with  which  they  have  discharged  the  arduous  duties  of  their 
respective  positions.

Report  of  the  Committee  (No.  3,)  on  the  Minutes  of  the  last 

Convention. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Conven- 
tion of  the  General  Council,  would  respectfully  report  the  following  items 
of  unfinished  busines  which  claim  the  attention  of  this  Convention  : 

1  A  Commission,  of  which  Dr.  Passavant  is  chairman,  was  appointed 
to  prepare  a  Charter,  Constitution  and  By-laws,  for  a  Theological  Semi- 
nary to  be  located  at  or  near  Chicago,  and  to  receive  proposals  and  deter- 
mine its  site. 

2.  The  English  Church  Book  Committee  was  instructed  to  publish  a 
Provisional  Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Book,  which  was  to  be  sub- 
mitted for  final  action  at  this  Convention. 
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3.  The  Committee  to  draft  Constitutions  for  Synods  and  Congregations 
was  instructed  to  publish  these  Constitutions  for  examination  at  the  earliest 
day  possible. 

4.  The  Swedish  Corresponding  Secretary  was  instructed  to  confer  with 
the  Finnish  Lutheran  Missionary  Society,  in  reference  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Mission  among  the  Indians  iu  Alaska. 

5.  The  District  Synods  in  connection  with  this  Council  were  requested 
to  contribute  one  dollar  for  every  one  hundred  members,  to  create  a  con- 
tingent fund  for  the  expenses  of  the  Council;  and  to  transfer  one-fifth  of 
their  funds  collected  for  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  to  the 
Treasury  of  this  body. 

6.  Rev.  Dr.  Krauth  was  appointed  delegate  to  represent  this  Council 
in  the  Leipzig  Conference,  and  Prof.  S.  Fritschel  was  requested  to  present 
our  interests  at  the  same  Conference. 

7.  The  German  Hymn  Book  Committee  was  instructed  to  have  printed 
500  copies  of  the  Provisional  Hymn  Book. 

8.  Revs.  Hasselquist  and  Spaeth,  with  the  English  Church  Book  Com- 
mittee, were  appointed  to  select  Music  for  the  English  Church  Book. 

9.  A  Committee,  of  which  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth  is  chairman,  was  appointed 
to  select  a  list  of  Sunday  School  Books  which  could  be  recommended  to 
our  schools,  and  to  inquire  whether  special  editions  of  books  to  suit  our 
wants,  cannot  be  secured. 

Your  Committee  deems  it  sufficient  to  call  attention  to  these  several 
topics.

Report  of  the  English  Church  Booh  Committee. 
In  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  at  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Council,  the  Committee  have  prepared  a  series  of  Introits  and 
Collects  for  the  Sundays  and  other  Festivals  of  the  Church  year,  and  a 
Collection  of  General  and  Special  Collects.  They  have  also  removed  the 
second  Order  of  Morning  Service,,  and  have  made  the  paging  of  the  litur- 
gical part  of  the  Church  Book  continuous.  A  new  edition  embracing 
these  changes  is  in  course  of  preparation,  the  stereotype  plates  having 
been  completed,  and  the  printing  is  in  progress.  No  additional  copies  of  the  ■ 
Church  Book  in  its  old  form  have  been  printed  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  General  Council,  and  the  copies  on  hand  are  exhausted.  The  altera- 
tions in  the  rubrics  concerning  the  use  of  the  tntroit  and  Collect  made 
necessary  by  the  changes  ordered  by  the  Council,  have  been  made.  Mo 
other  alteration  whatever  has  been  made  in  the  Orders  for  Morning  and 
Evening  Service,  except  one.  In  the  Confession  of  Sins  in  the  Morning 
Service  the  rubric, 

"  Then  shall  he  say  ;  or  if  there  be  an  assistant,  he  may  say  has 

been  altered  to  read, 

"  Then  shall  he,  or  an  assistant  say,  and  the  Congregation  may  say 
The  preparation  of  a  suitable  selection  of  Family  Prayers  has  been  at- 
tended with  great  difficulties.  The  great  range  of  works  of  this  kind  has 
made  it  difficult  to  find  a  few  sufficiently  comprehensive,  devout  and  ele- 
vated to  furnish  a  satisfactory  series  confined  to  a  single  week,  and  the 
translation  of  those  thus  far  selected  has  presented  serious  difficulties, 
Two  attempts  at  translation  have  proved  unsatisfactory  to  those  who  made 
them.  We  have  consequently  been  unable  to  get  the  Family  Prayers  ready 
for  this  edition. 

The  Committee  have  continued  their  labors  on  the  Orders  for  Ministe* 
rial  Acts,  but  the  amount  of  labor  necessary  for  proper  preparation  of  these, 
the  time  demanded  by  the  additions  to  the  Introits  and  Collects,  and  the 
fact  that  the  members  of  the  Committee  are  all  charged  with  many  other 
important  duties  in  the  church,  have  not  allowed  them  to  bring  the  series 
to  such  a  stage  of  preparation  as  to  enable  them  to  submit  them  at  this  time 
to  the  Council.  Your  Committee  would  ask  definite  instructions,  whether 
after  they  have  been  prepared  by  the  Committee  of  preparation,  and  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee  of  the  General  Council,  and  approved  by  them, 
they  shall  be  published,  or  whether  they  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the 
Council  itself  regularly  assembled.  Our  present  instructions  require  their 
submission  to  the  Council. 
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Your  Committee  have  as  yet  taken  no  steps  to  provide  a  Music  Book  for 
the  Church  Book.  They  have  been  deterred  chiefly  by  the  lack  of  means 
to  publish  such  book,  and  the  uncertainty  attending  its  sale.  Several  col- 
lections of  music,  both  liturgieal  and  choral,  have  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Committee,  been  made  by  private  labor5  and  one  has  been  officially  offered 
to  the  Committee  for  examination,  said  to  be  complete  in  its  provision  for 
all  the  wants  of  the  Church  Book. 

The  Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Book  is  not  yet  ready  for  publi- 
cation. The  several  sub-Committees  to  whom  its  parts  were  entrusted 
have  been  prosecuting  their  labors  during  the  year,  but  have  not  yet 
brought  them  to  completion.

Hcport  of  (sub)  Committee  on  the  Sunday  School  Hymn  Book. 

The  Committee  charged  by  the  General  Committee  of  the  Church  Book 
with  the  preparation  of  a  Hymn  and  Service  Book  for  Sunday  Schools, 
respectfully  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  The  portion  including  the  Liturgical  Service,  has  been  prepared,  in 
such  manner  as  to  conform,  in  general,  to  the  Service  furnished  in  the 
Church  Book,  with  such  variations  from  that  Service  as  are  adapted  to  the 
character  and  necessities  of  the  Sunday  School. 

2d.  The  portion  including  the  Hymns  has  been  arranged  under  the 
general  rubrics  of  the  Church  Book,  with  such  variations  as  the  wants  of 
the  Sunday  School  seem  to  render  necessary.  The  selection  has  been 
made  from  the  Church  Book  itself,  and  from  other  approved  Evangelical 
sources,  and  comprises  some  250  hymns,  which  a  further  and  stricter  ex. 
amination  might  perhaps  reduce  to  a  smaller  number.  The  hymns,  both 
i  n  style  and  spirit,  appear  to  the  Committee  to  be  of  a  high  grade  in  their 
literary  character,  and  do  breathe  the  spirit  of  the  Lutheran  Church.  All 
sensationalism,  and  all  conformity  to  a  merely  popular  style,  have  been  re-5 
jected  in  the  selection* 
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The  Committee  having  no  definite  authority  to  furnish  a  musical  ar- 
rangement, have  nothing  specific  to  report  in  that  direction.

On  the  proposition  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  delegation  to  sub- 
stitute clergymen  present  for  lay  delegates  who  failed  to  attend,  it 
was 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Council  that  no  layman  can 
serve  in  the  place  of  a  minister,  and  no  minister  can  serve  in  the x 
place  of  a  layman,  on  any  delegation  from  a  District  Synod. 

Report  of  Committee  (No.  2,)  on  the  Communication  from  Rev.  R. 
Jaeggli,  President  of  the  Texas  Synod. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Gen- 
eral Council  by  Rev.  R.  Jaeggli,  President  of  Texas  Synod,  who  was 
also  appointed  as  delegate  from  said  Synod  to  the  General  Council,  res- 
pectfully present  the  following : 

Pastor  Jaeggli  gives  a  brief  statement  of  the  operations  of  the  Texas 
Synod,  and  indicates  that  our  beloved  brethren,  the  pastors  and  members 
of  their  congregations,  are  disposed  to  exert  themselves  beyond  their 
power  rather  than  to  spare  their  strength,  in  efforts  to  build  up  the  Di- 
vine kingdom. 

In  the  interests  of  a  thorough  Christian  education  for  their  people,  they 
have  begun  earnestly  to  work  in  the  establishment  of  a  college,  and  al- 
though difficulties,  growing  out  of  the  present  derangement  of  business 
are  in  the  way,  yet  they  are  laboring  with  the  good  hope  of  final  success. 

In  tender  concern  for  the  souls  of  all  our  brethren  of  the  faith,  many  of 
whom  live  in  secluded  and  isolated  positions,  cut  off  from  the  regular  use 
of  the  means  of  grace  and  exposed  to  the  unwholesome  influences  of  the 
world,  the  operations  of  their  domestic  mission  are  both  laborious  and 
searching,  yet  often,  as  at  the  present  time,  they  have  to  be  intermitted 
on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  necessary  for  their  support. 
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In  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Texas  Synod,  its  President,  as 
the  letter  states,  made  application  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  Missions 
of  the  G-eneral  Council,  for  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  their  missionary 
work.  The  letter  also  adds  that  this  application  has,  so  far,  been  without 
result.  In  the  meantime,  they  are  exerting  themselves  in  all  their  con- 
gregations on  behalf  of  this  missionary  work. 

Your  Committee  propose  the  following  action  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  absence  of  Pastor  Jaeggli,  delegate  elect  from 
the  Texas  Synod,  be  excused. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Council  rejoices  to  learn  that  our 
brethren  in  Texas  have  been  led  to  devise  liberal  things,  and  cherishes  the 
hope,  that  with  the  Divine  blessing  their  efforts  on  behalf  of  sound  Chris- 
tian education  will  be  crowned  with  eminent  success. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  necessities  of  the  domestic  missions 
of  the  Texas  Synod,  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  Missions,  trusting  that  the  Committee  will  extend  to  them  such 
material  aid  as  may  be  possible.

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minnesota  Questions  hav- 
ing been  amended  and  adopted  by  items,  was  now  taken  up. 

Answer  to  the  Questions  of  the  Delegate  from  the  Minnesota  Synod, 
The  questions  of  the  delegate  from  the  Minnesota  Synod,  laid  before 
the  General  Council  at  Chicago  for  official  answer,  as  finally  revised  and 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  are  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  the  testimony  of  the  General  Council  concerning  the  Four 
Points  has  been  differently  interpreted  in  different  quarters  within  the 
General  Council ;  unity  in  such  important  questions  must,  however,  be 
regarded  as  necessary  to  mutual  co-operation ;  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Minnesota  Synod  begs  leave  to  ask  whether  the  right  interpretation  of 
the  testimony  in  question  is  this,  to  wit : 

"  1.  That  heretics  and  fundamental  errorists  cannot  be  admitted  to  Our 
altars  as  communicants,  nor  into  our  pulpits  as  teachers  of  our  congrega- 
tions?" 

"  2.  Since  the  so-called  distinctive  doctrines  by  which  doctrinal  op- 
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position  between  the  Lutheran  Church  and  other  denominations  is  ex- 
pressed, are  fundamental,  whether  the  General  Council  (in  No.  III.  1. 
and  No.  IV.  1,  2,  of  the  declarations  made  at  Pittsburgh)  understood  by 
1  fundamental  errorists'  those  who,  with  regard  to  these  distinctive  doc- 
trines, are  not  in  harmony  with  the  pure  doctrine  of  the  Word  of  God, 
as  it  is  confessed  and  taught  in  our  Church  V 

These  questions  have  been  presented  under  instruction  of  the  Minne- 
sota Synod  to  its  delegate,  to  "  labor  in  the  General  Council,  that  the  re- 
lations of  the  Council  to  the  Confessions  may  become  ever  more  and 
more  clear  and  unmistakable." 

Two  things  are,  therefore,  embraced :  (I.)  The  relation  of  the  General 
Council  to  the  Confession  ;  and  (II.)  The  meaning  of  certain  declarations 
made  at  Pittsburgh,  in  1868. 

I.  On  the  first  of  these  particulars  the  committee  submits  that — 

1.  There  can  be  no  reasonable  question  with  regard  to  the  unreserved 
official  adherence  of  the  General  Council  to  the  entire  faith  of  the  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Church,  as  confessed  in  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Con- 
fession, and  further  defined  and  defended  in  the  other  recognized  symbols 
of  our  Church.  The  Confessions  never  have  been,  and  never  can  be,  more 
explicitly  and  heartily  acknowledged,  as  statements  of  pure  doctrine, 
than  the  General  Council  has  acknowledged  and  does  acknowledge  them. 

2.  What  is  given  in  the  acknowledged  Confessions  of  our  Church,  as 
doctrine,  whether  positively  or  negatively,  that  the  General  Council  holds 
and  confesses  to  be  fundamental  to  the  complete  integrity  of  our  holy 
Christianity. 

3.  The  General  Council,  with  the  Confessions  and  theologians  of  our 
Church,  distinguishes  between  doctrines  which  are  fundamental  to  the  ex- 
istence of  Christianity,  i.  c,  "  essential  to  true  knowledge  of  Christ  and 
faith  in  Him,"  without  which  the  hope  of  salvation  is  precluded;  and 
doctrines  which  are  fundamental  to  the  complete  integrity  of  Christianity, 
L  e.,  to  the  full  and  absolute  perfection  of  Christian  doctrine,  without 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  charity,  it  may  still  be  possible  for  persons  to 
be  saved. 

II.  On  the  second  of  these  particular?  the  committee  submits  the  an- 
swer Yes,  to  the  first  inquiry  propounded. 

In  regard  to  the  second  qaestion,  the  committee  submits  the  following : 
1.  Although  the  General  Council  holds  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  our 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  as  in  such  sense  fundamental,  that  those 
who  err  in  them  err  in  fundamental  doctrines ;  nevertheless,  in  employing 
the  terms  "  fundamental  errorists"  in  the  declarations  made  at  Pittsburgh, 
it  understands,  not  those  who  are  the  victims  of  involuntary  mistake,  but 
those  who  wilfully,  wickedly,  and  persistently  desert,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
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the  Christian  faith,  especially  as  embodied  in  the  Confessions  of  the 
Church  Catholic,  in  the  purest  form  in  which  it  now  exists  on  earth,  to 
wit :  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  thus  overturn  or  destroy  the 
Foundation  in  them  confessed ;  and  who  hold,  defend  and  extend  these 
errors  in  the  face  of  the  admonitions  of  the  Church,  and  to  the  leading 
away  of  men  from  the  path  of  life. 

2.  The  particular  application  of  these  principles  and  distinctions,  in 
the  narrow  sphere  in  which  alone  conflict  of  opinion  on  this  subject  is  still 
possible,  as  already  measurably  decided  by  the  declarations  made  at 
Pittsburgh,  the  Council  leaves,  where  it  must  needs  be  left,  to  the  con- 
science and  judgment  of  our  faithful  pastors  and  congregations,  as  the 
cases  arise. 

Adopted  as  a  whole. 

Revs.  R.  Knoll  and  H.  Botticher  desired  to  have  their  names 
recorded  as  voting  in  the  negative  ;  the  latter  with  the  statement^ 
that  "  he  did  not  vote  against  the  spirit  of  the  report,  but  only 
against  the  form  in  which  it  is  presented.'7 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  New 
York  Immigrant  Mission,  was  resumed.  Rev.  G.  W.  Drees  was 
granted  permission  to  make  any  statements  he  desired  to  present 
on  this  matter. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Roof  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  attend  the  fu- 
neral of  Rev.  Jacob  List. 

Rev.  Prof.  T.  N,  Hasselquist  and  Mr.  John  Bowman  were  ex- 
cused from  further  attendance  after  this  session. 

Adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday  at  8 J  o'clock.

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New  York  Immigrant  Mission. 
The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  (No.  7)  on  the 
"  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  New  York  Immigrant 
Mission,"  was  resumed.    It  was  amended  and  adopted  as  follows : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  be  dis- 
charged, be  granted. 

Resolved,  2.  That  the  General  Council,  as  a  ehurchly  body,  devote  its 
whole  strength  to  the  building  up  of  an  Immigrant  Mission  of  a  ehurchly 
character,  as  defined  in  the  original  resolutions  of  the  Pennsylvania  Sy- 
nod, in  Minutes  of  1864. 

THE  EMIGRANT'S  HOME. 

Resolved,  3.  That  inasmuch  as  the  General  Council,  as  such,  cannot 
engage  in  the  work  of  the  proposed  u  Emigrantenhaus"  in  New  York,  this 
undertaking,  with  its  subscription  book,  and  other  assets,  be  and  hereby 
is  transferred  to  the  following  Board  of  Trustees,  and  such  additional 
persons  as  they  may  nominate,  to  conduct  it  in  the  spirit  of  our  Evangel- 
ical Faith,  and  according  to  the  express  trusts  on  which  it  was  committed 
to  us,  with  the  special  condition,  however,  that  the  institution  shall  be 
secured  by  charter,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York,  to 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  forever. 

Board  of  Trustees :  W.  Hauff,  E.  C.  Koerner,  Rev.  G.  W.  Drees,  Rev. 
J.  H.  Baden,  F.  W.  Weiss,  Louis  Eglinger,  Rev.  G.  A.  WenzeL 

A  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  D.  M.  Kemerer,  and  Messrs.

Resolved,  That  the  General  Council  urges  the  English  Church 
Book  Committee  to  have  the  family  prayers  inserted  in  the  book 
as  speedily  as  possible. 

Resolved,  That  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Council,  before  their  publication. 
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Resolved,  That  the  English  Church  Book  Committee  be  author- 
ized to  examine  such  music  as  may  be  laid  before  it,  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Service  and  Hymns  of  the  Church  Book,  and 
to  recommend,  in  the  name  of  the  Council,  such  music  books  as 
said  Committee  may  find  satisfactory  and  approve.

Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Booh. 

That  part  of  the  report  of  the  English  Church  Book  Committee 
referring  to  the  Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Book,  was 
taken  up  for  consideration. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  publish  a  Provi- 
sional Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Book,  with  music  for  the 
same,  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  report  of  the  English  Church  Book  Committee  was  adopted 
as  a  whole. 

English  Church  Booh  Committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  English  Church  Book  Committee  be  dis- 
charged, and  that  henceforth  the  Church  Book  Committee  be  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. 

Report  of  the  (Sub)  Committee  on  the  German  Hymn  Booh. 

The  Committee  charged  with  the  preparation  of  a  German  Hymn 
Book  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  General  Council  last  year,  they  have  published  a  provisional  copy. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  our  former  treasurer,  Mr.  C.  F.  Norton,  who, 
with  his  usual  kindness,  had  guaranteed  the  payment  of  the  expenses  in- 
curred by  the  publication  of  the  Hymn  Book,  the  account,  amounting  to 
$850.00,  was  sent  to  your  Committee,  who  now  respectfully  request  the 
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General  Council  to  provide  other  security,  and  thus  relieve  their  Com- 
mittee from  all  further  responsibility  in  this  direction. 

The  Committee  did  not,  as  directed,  publish  the  liturgical  service; 
first,  because  it  is  to  correspond,  in  every  particular,  with  that  contained 
in  the  English  Church  Book ;  and  secondly,  in  order  to  save  expense. 

What  further  disposition  the  General  Council  intends  to  make  of  this 
matter,  it  must  itself  determine.  Your  Committee,  notwithstanding  the 
labor  and  anxiety  necessarily  connected  with  this  work,  are  nevertheless 
willing,  if  the  General  Council  should  so  determine,  to  continue  also 
their  efforts  in  future.  Should  it,  however,  please  this  body  to  commit  the 
future  prosecution  of  the  same  to  other  and  abler  hands,  your  Committee 
will  not  complain.  Any  one  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  such  a  work 
will  make  the  same  discovery  which  your  Committee  has  already  made, 
namely,  that  there  is  no  question  concerning  which  opinions  differ  more 
widely,  than  that  touching  the  character  of  the  hymns  that  should  be  ad- 
mitted into  a  collection  intended  to  be  used  for  worship.  What  one 
likes,  the  other  dislikes ;  and  he  who  enters  upon  the  preparation  of  a 
Hymn  Book  in  the  hope  of  being  able  to  satisfy  every  demand,  and  of 
gratifying  every  wish,  will,  after  the  first  attempt,  find  that  such  hope 
was  vain.  Your  Committee,  as  far  as  possible,  consulted  the  wishes  ex- 
pressed by  others.  We  have  also,  through  a  member  of  our  Committee, 
submitted  a  copy  of  our  work  to  the  inspection  of  some  acknowledged 
hymnologists  in  Germany,  but  feel  sorry  that  owing  to  the  fact  of  this 
brother  not  having  yet  returned,  we  are  unable  during  this  present  session 
to  lay  their  opinion  before  the  General  Council.

Report  of  the  Committee  (No.  6)  on  Minutes  of  District  Synods* 

The  documents  placed  in  our  hands  are  the  Minutes  of  the  Synods  of 
Pennsylvania,  New  York,  English  District  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Augus- 
tana,  Minnesota,  Canada,  Illinois  aud  Texas. 

These  documents  show  that  the  work  of  the  Church  is  being  carried 
forward  with  energy  and  success  by  all  these  different  bodies. 

Your  Committee  only  deem  it  necessary  to  direct  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing particulars  : 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  Synod,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  the  English  Dis- 
trict Synod  of  Ohio,  and  the  Synod  of  Michigan,  have  resolved  to  pay 
into  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Council  the  proportion  of  funds  which 
was  requested  by  the  General  Council  at  its  last  meeting  at  Chicago.  The 
New  York  Ministerium  asks  to  be  excused  from  this  duty  for  the  pres- 
ent, and  instructs  its  delegation  to  present  the  reasons  to  the  Council. 

2.  Systematic  beneficence  appears  to  have  been  introduced  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Synod  with  the  most  gratifying  and  surprising  results, 
showing  the  amount  of  contributions  to  be  many  thousand  of  dollars 
above  those  of  former  years.  The  New  York  Ministerium  has  strongly 
recommended  its  congregations  to  adopt  a  similar  plan. 

3.  The  Scandinavian  Augustana  Synod  has,  by  resolution  of  the  Synod, 
deen  divided  into  two  separate  bodies.  The  Swedish  part  retains  the  old 
name,  and  the  Norwegian  part  is  to  be  known  as  The  Norwegian-Danish- 
Augustana  Synod. 

The  Scandinavian  Augustana  Synod  (Swedish)  has  unanimously  rat- 
ified "The  Fundamental  Principles  of  Faith  and  Church  Polity,"  and 
the  "  Constitution  "  of  the  General  Council. 

4.  The  Synod  of  Illinois  requests  the  Councils  to  refer  the  subjects  of 
Chiliasm  and  Secret  Societies  to  the  District  Synods  for  consideration 
and  discussion,  in  order  that  the  General  Council  may  be  able  to  take 
satisfactory  action  on  these  points  at  its  next  meeting.

The  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes 
of  District  Synods  was  resumed. 

Secret  Societies. 
Resolved,  That  the  declaration  of  the  General  Council  at  Pitts- 
burgh on  the  subject  of  Secret  Societies,  be  commended  to  the 
consideration  of  the  District  Synods. 

Chicago  Theological  Seminary. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  appointed  at  the  last  Conven- 
tion to  prepare  a  Charter,  Constitution  and  By-Laws  for  a  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Chicago,  and  to  receive  proposals  and  deter- 
mine the  site  of  the  Institution,  presented  the  following  report : 

In  view  of  "the  deliberate  judgment"  of  the  General  Council,  as  ex- 
pressed at  its  last  Convention,  "  that  the  time  had  come  when  the  wants  of 
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the  Lutheran  population  of  the  Western  States  require  the  establishment, 
at  some  central  point,  of  a  Theological  Seminary,  where  the  future  min- 
istry of  our  English,  German  and  Scandinavian  Churches  may  be  edu- 
cated together  in  the  unity  of  the  common  faith  confessed  and  maintained 
by  this  Body;"  your  Committee  appointed  at  that  Convention  have  felt 
that  a  responsibility  of  no  ordinary  kind  rested  on  them.  The  gravity  of 
the  work  entrusted  to  them,  restrained  from  hasty  action,  and  the  necessity 
of  the  greatest  deliberation  and  most  perfect  understanding  of  the  great 
interests  involved  in  this  issue,  are  a  sufficient  ground  for  the  form  of  this 
report. 

The  first  duty  imposed  upon  them  was  "  to  receive  proposals  and  to  de- 
termine the  site  of  the  Seminary  in  or  near  the  city  of  Chicago."  In 
order  to  obtain  the  most  advantageous  offers  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
publish  a  call,  in  the  three  leading  dailies  of  the  city,  for  proposals  to 
owners  of  property,  stating  the  purpose  of  the  General  Council  to  estab- 
lish such  a  Seminary,  and  to  solicit  offers  of  land  in  view  of  the  erection 
of  the  proposed  Institution  upon  it.  In  response  to  this  call,  a 
number  of  personal  and  written  communications  were  received  from 
parties  interested  in  property  near  the  city,  with  a  view  to  the  sale  or 
donation  of  a  building  site.  Two  objections  of  a  very  serious  nature, 
however,  existed  in  the  case  of  all  of  these,  viz.,  their  distance  from  the 
city,  even  by  rail,  and  an  expressed  understanding  that  a  Seminary  edi- 
fice, costing  a  certain  amount,  would  be  erected  within  a  certain  time 
upon  the  land  which  might  be  donated.  Under  these  circumstances  your 
Committee  deemed  it  the  most  judicious  course  to  defer  final  action  in 
the  matter  of  location  until  after  this  Convention,  in  the  hope  that  pos- 
sibly some  offer  might  yet  be  presented,  even  more  advantageous  than  the 
one  of  four  acres  on  the  Green  Bay  road,  adjoining  the  city  of  Chicago, 
which  was  made  by  a  member  of  the  Committee  at  the  last  meeting  of 
this  body.  This  location  has  been  visited  by  a  number  of  the  brethren 
here  present,  and  the  general  sentiment  appears  to  your  Committee  to  be, 
that  both  as  regards  accessibility,  healthful ness  and  the  beauty  of  position 
and  surroundings,  as  well  as  freedom  from  burdensome  conditions,  this  is 
the  most  desirable  site  which  has  yet  been  offered  to  the  Seminary. 

2.  A  second  duty  imposed  upon  the  Committee  was^the  preparation  of 
a  Charter,  together  with  a  Constitution  and  By=Laws,  which  were  to  be 
submitted  to  the  General  Council  at  the  present  Convention.  In  the 
preparation  of  these  important  papers,  your  Committee  met  with  unex- 
pected difficulties,  resulting  mainly  from  the  relation  of  the  proposed 
Seminary  both  to  the  General  Council  and  the  Western  District  Synods 
belonging  to  it,  in  their  present  peculiar  situation.  Nor  will  it  be  in  the 
power  ©f  your  Committee  to  present  them  in  a  perfected  form,  until  cer- 
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tain  preliminary  principles  are  determined  by  this  Body,  and,  therefore, 
to  avoid  all  mistakes  for  the  future,  we  respectfully  submit  to  this  Conven- 
tion the  following  questions  for  their  decision : 

1.  Shall  the  site  of  the  proposed  Seminary  vest  absolutely  in  the 
General  Council  as  such,  or  in  a  Board  of  Directors,  who  shall  hold  it  in 
trust  for  the  said  institution  ? 

2.  Shall  the  doctriaal  basis  of  the  Theological  Seminary  be  identical 
in  language  with  that  of  this  General  Council,  and  the  oath  of  the  Pro- 
fessors and  the  affirmation  of  the  Directors  in  entering  upon  their  office, 
be  made  to  correspond  exactly  with  it  ? 

3.  Shall  the  Professors  be  elected  by  the  General  Council,  or  by  the 
Directors  of  the  Seminary  ? 

4.  Shall  the  Directors  be  elected  by  the  General  Council  on  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  District  Synods  sustaining  it,  or  by  the  remaining  members 
of  the  Board  ? 

5.  In  the  event  of  the  Augustana  Synod,  or  any  other  Synod  in  full 
connectiDn  with  this  body,  resolving  to  transfer  their  Theological  Pro- 
fessor or  Professors  to  the  proposed  Seminary  in  Chicago,  would  the 
General  Council,  in  case  it  elected  such  Professors  to  a  place  in  the  Faculty 
of  its  Seminary,  allow  such  Synod  or  Synods  to  assume  the  support  of 
their  own  Professors,  and  also  erect  upon  the  Seminary  grounds,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  necessary  buildings  for  pro- 
fessors' residences  and  boarding  halls  for  students,  with  a  written  agree- 
ment, that  in  case  of  any  subsequent  transfer  of  their  Professors  elsewhere, 
an  equitable  remuneration  be  made  for  the  improvements  they  might 
leave  behind '( 

In  concluding  this  report,  your  Committee  deem  it  their  duty  to  add, 
that  owing  to  the  great  distance  from  Chicago  at  which  most  of  the  com- 
mission reside,  the  occasion  of  sickness  in  the  families  and  churches  of 
several,  and  the  absence  of  brethren  whose  presence  was  necessary  at 
the  times  of  meeting  contemplated,  neither  the  whole  commission  nor  yet 
a  majority  could  be  called  together.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  sub- 
committee, consisting  of  the  brethren  whose  names  are  annexed,  met 
several  times  in  Chicago,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  resolutions  of 
the  last  Council  into  effect.  If  the  Commission  is  continued,  we  hope  to 
be  more  successful  in  obtaining  a  full  meeting,  than  during  the  past  year.

Council. 

Question  4.  The  Directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  General 
Council  on  the  nomination  of  the  District  Synods  uniting  in  sus- 
taining the  Seminary  ;  each  Synod  nominating  clerical  and  lay 
Directors  in  such  ratio  as  the  General  Council  shall  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Question  5.  In  the  affirmative ;  with  the  understanding  that  the 
sentence  "in  case  it  elected  such  Prof  essors  xo  a  place  in  the  Faculty 
of  its  Seminary"  be  changed  so  as  to  read,  uin  case  it  confirmed 
the  election  of  such  Professors  to  a  place  in  the  Faculty  of  its  Semi- 
nary. " 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  matter,  with  these  instructions,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  commission  appointed  at  the  last  Convention. 

Charter  of  'the  General  Council. 
Resolved,  That  the  President,  Recording  Secretaries  and  Treas- 
urer be  a  Committee  to  secure  a  Charter  for  the  General  Council. 

Report  of  Committee  to  draft  Constitutions  for  Synods  and 
Congregations. 

The  Committee  to  draft  Constitutions  respectfully  submits  published 
copies  of  the  Constitution  prepared  for  Congregations. 

The  Constitution  for  Synods  is  in  an  advanced  stage  of  completion. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  calls  attention  to  the  importance  of  the 
work  entrusted  to  it,  and  asks  that  the  General  Council  designate  some 
time  for  the  full  consideration  of  these  Constitutions. 

Received. 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitutions  for  Synods  and  Congregations 
be  sent  to  the  District  Synods  for  examination,  and  that  they  be 
requested  to  send  any  suggestions  they  may  make  to  the  Committee. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws  for  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Council,  the  following 
report  is  respectfully  submitted  : 
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(a)  Revs.  J.  L.  Stirewalt^  John  Rugan  and  W.  P.  Ruthrauff  have 
been  in  the  immediate  service  of  your  Committee  within  the  past  year. 

1.  Rev.  Stirewalt,  as  Missionary  Agent  for  the  State  of  Indiana, 
has  been  prosecuting  his  work  with  zeal  and  efficiency  since  the  last  Con- 
vention of  this  body.  A  number  of  vacant  and  hitherto  disconnected 
congregations  have  been  formed  into  Charges  and  supplied  with  Pastors. 
To  other  destitutions  the  Word  and  Sacraments  have  been  carried,  and 
in  new  fields  explorations  have  been  made,  and  steps  taken  toward  the 
organization  of  congregations.  Your  Committee  confidently  expects  a 
rich  harvest  to  be  gathered  from  the  toils  of  the  year  in  South-eastern 
Indiana  and  South, Western  Ohio. 

2.  At  its  Convention,  in  1869,  the  Synod  of  Illinois  transferred  the  St. 
James  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Vandalia,  111.,  to  the  care  of  the 
Home  Mission  Committee  of  the  General  Council.  The  trust  was  accept- 
ed, and  Rev.  J.  Rugan  appointed  Missionary,  his  appointment  to  date 
from  Nov.  1st,  1869. 

With  his  usual  earnestness,  and  with  very  encouraging  success,  Rev. 
Rugan  prosecuted  his  work  in  this  important  and  flourishing  city.  But 
sickness  entered  his  household.  Himself  was  struck  of  the  Icy  Hand, 
Aug  29th,  1870.  He  sleeps  in  Jesus.  "Blessed  are  the  dead  which  die 
in  the  Lord  from  henceforth;  yea,  saith  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest 
from  their  labors;  and  tbeir  works  do  follow  them." 

He  was  a  good  man  and  true.  His  memory  will  be  precious  to  the 
Church.  His  bereaved  family  has  our  sincerest  sympathies,  and  for  the 
sorrowing  congregation  our  prayers  and  efforts  are,  that  the  Grreat  Head 
of  His  Church  will  make  supply  for  this  post  which  he  has  caused  to  be 
vacated. 

3.  At  Akron,  Ohio,  after  a  number  of  toilsome  journeys,  amid  anxie- 
ties and  difficulties,  the  Trinity  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  was  organ- 
ized in  December,  1869,  with  twenty-five  members.  Subscriptions  were 
also  taken  to  secure  a  lot  for  church  purposes,  and  for  the  erection  of  a 
church. 

The  congregation  united  with  your  Committee  in  a  call  to  Rev.  W.  P, 
Ruthrauff,  as  Missionary  Agent  for  Eastern  Ohio,  and  Pastor  of  the  new 
organization.  With  April,  1870,  Rev.  Ruthrauff  entered  upon  his  work, 
and,  under  serious  disadvantages,  continues  its  hopeful  and  sucessful  pros- 
ecution. 

Alliance,  Ohio,  has  also  been  visited,  and  steps  taken  in  the  interest  of 
the  Church  at  that  rapidly  developing  rail  road  eentre. 

(6)  As  far  as  possible,  your  Committee  has  also  co-operated  with  the 
Mission  Executives  of  the  different  District  Synods,  in  furthering  our 
common  cause. 
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1.  The  officers  of  the  Minnesota  Synod  made  distribution  of  the  Mis* 
sion  funds  passing  through  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  among  Revs, 
Nordeck,  Richter,  Jahn,  Fry  and  rtenter.  At  St.  Anthony;  at  Water- 
town,  Janesville,  Kassel,  Buffalotown,  Winstead  and  Lake  Howard  in 
Wright  and  M'Leod  counties;  at  Salem  and  in  a  number  of  other  settle- 
ments, these  brethren  have  supplied  our  people  With  the  means  of  grace. 
New  districts  have  also  been  explored,  with  many  dangers  and  self-de-> 
nials,  and  very  substantial  results  toward  the  development  of  our  work 
among  the  German  outposts  in  Minnesota,  have  been  secured. 

2.  Through  Rev.  E.  Norelius,  of  the  Minnesota  Conference  of  the  Au- 
gustana  Synod,  the  generous  contribution  of  a  friend  to  the  Missions,  was 
expended  largely  in  the  exploration  of  new  fields  by  Revs.  P.  Beckman 
and  P.  A.  Cederstam. 

In  Meeker  and  Kandiyohi  counties,  Minnesota,  the  very  numerous 
Swedish  settlements  were  visited.  At  Tripolis,  a  ten  acre  lot  for  church 
purposes,  with  a  subscription  toward  a  church  edifice,  has  been  secured. 
At  Grass  Lake,  in  Kandiyohi  county,  there  are  good  prospects  for  a  large 
congregation.  A  ten  acre  lot  for  church  purposes  has  been  secured.  So, 
also,  at  Genesee,  a  similar  lot  and  subscriptions  for  a  new  church.  Ser- 
vices are  held  at  Willmar,  Beckville,  Litchfield  and  Acton. 

On  the  Upper  St.  Croix  river,  in  Burnett  county,  Wisconsin  j  in  the 
northern  part  of  Chisago  county,  Minnesota  •  along  the  Lake  Superior 
Rail  Road  and  the  Lake  Superior  shore,  are  many  promising  Swedish 
settlements.  Hastings,  Aftore,  MainsValley,  Trade  Lake,  Cambridge,  Fish 
Lake,  Rushabee,  &c,  have  been  visited,  and  initiatory  work  done.  Signal 
blessings  have  attended  these  mission  journeys  and  labors. 

3.  Rev.  M.  C.  Horine  receives,  since  September  last,  a  partial  support 
from  your  Committee.  He  is  stationed  at  Zanesville,  Ohio,  a  mission  of 
the  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio.  Zanesville  is  a  thriving  and  very 
important  place,  and  your  Committee  congratulates  the  Church  upon  the 
establishment  of  this  Mission  with  a  beginning  so  auspicious. 

4.  The  Missions  within  the  Canada  Synod,  hitherto  aided  by  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod,  have  been  transferred  to  the  General  Council's  Execu- 
tive Committee  on  Home  Missions.  The  Church  of  Mercy,  Chicago,  111., 
the  organizations  at  Nashville  and  Knoxville,  Tenn4,  have  also  been 
placed  under  the  care  of  your  Committee  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

The  past,  at  these  several  points,  has  been  abundantly  fruitful,  and 
there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  even  richer  measures  will  crown  the 
faithful  toil  of  the  future. 

Your  Committee  has  given  not  a  little  of  time  and  effort  to  promote 
the  union  and  co-operation  of  the  several  Synods  in  one  general  plan  of 
missionary  labor.    The  "  Plan"  submitted  to  the  General  Council  at  the 
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Pittsburgh  Convention  is  now  that  substantially  upon  which  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Synod,  the  Pittsburgh,  the  English  District,  Ohio,  the  Augustana 
and  the  Canada  Synods,  carry  on  their  Mission  work. 

Several  Synods  have  been  visited  by  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. Attention  was  called  to,  and  an  interest  awakened  anew  in  the 
pressing  Mission  work,  which  the  Lord  Jesus  has  committed  to  our 
Church  in  this  Western  World,  and  which  fidelity  to  her  Head  and  his 
pure  Faith  imperiously  call  her  vigorously  to  perform. 

(d)  The  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  the  English 
District  Synod,  and  the  Michigan  Synod  have  complied  with  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  General  Council  at  the  Chicago  Convention.  One-fifth 
of  their  Home  Mission  collections  will  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  all  the  Synods  would  in  like  manner 
make  provision  for  the  supply  of  funds  necessary  to  the  efficient  prosecu- 
tion of  our  immense  Home  Mission  work. 

(e)  Your  Committee  also  calls  special  attention  to  "  Second  Conven- 
tion," p.  19,  By-Law  7  :  u  All  District  Synods  connected  ivith  this  body 
shall  present  to  the  officers  of  this  Committee  an  Annual  Report  of  their 
Mission  operations,  to  be  incorporated  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  the  General  Council." 

It  is  a  source  of  sincere  regret  that  non-compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  By-Law  renders  it  impossible  for  your  Committee  to  notice, 
as  its  extent  demands,  the  work  done  in  behalf  of  Missions  by  the  Dis- 
trict Synods  of  the  General  Council. 

In  the  hope  that  a  more  complete  summary  will  be  hereafter  rendered, 
the  annexed  is  submitted  : 

MINISTERITJM  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  following  Missions,  including  the  Philadelphia  City  Missions,  were 
under  the  care  of  this  Synod  during  the  year  ending  Trinity  Sunday, 
1870,  viz.:  Norristown;  New  Germany  and  Fruitland;  White  Haven; 
Newark;  Stroudsburg ;  Jersey  Shore;  Trenton;  Williamsport;  Millville; 
Germania;  Bloomsburg;  Mt.  Holly  ;  Milford  ;  Lambertville ;  Woodbury; 
Riverside;  Montoursville ;  St.  Peter's,  Philadelphia;  St.  Stephen's,  West 
Philadelphia  ;  Christ  Church,  Chestnut  Hill ;  St.  Thomas,  Germantown  ; 
Trinity,  Nicetown;  and  Emanuel's,  Frankford. 

The  sum  of  $8,649.75  was  paid  in  carrying  on  this  work.  Five  mission 
fields,  in  eluding  eight  congregations,  became  self  sustaining  during  the 
year. 

Twelve  missionaries  were  employed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
synodical  year.    Eight  congregations  were  still  to  be  provided  for. 

The  collections  for  Missions  in  the  vacant  fields  visited  by  the  Super- 
intendent amounted  to  $130  24. 
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The  Superintendent  reports  that  he  baptized  sixteen  persons,  confirmed 
eleven,  and  administered  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  to  one  hun- 
dred and  ten.  He  also  states  that  "  the  condition  of  the  Missions,  as 
presented  in  the  reports  of  the  missionaries,  or  as  ascertained  by  personal 
inspection/'  is  "  encouraging." 

NEW  YORK  MINISTERITJM. 

From  the  minutes  of  the  New  York  Ministerium,  it  appears  that,  during 
last  year,  eleven  missionaries  were  employed,  at  a  cost  of  $1,050.  Reports 
received  from  Cornhill,  Utica,  the  English  Mission  in  Rochester,  East 
Brooklyn,  Liverpool,  East  Webster,  and  Port  Clinton,  show  these  Missions 
in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  of  some  the  hope  is  entertained  that 
they  will  soon  be  self-sustaining. 

Pastor  H.  Voss  has  been  laboring  as  travelling  missionary  at  different 
points  along  the  line  of  the  Erie  Railroad. 

In  view  of  the  increasing  number  of  the  scattered  members  of  our 
Lutheran  Zion  along  the  line  of  this  road  in  the  State  of  New  York,  as 
well  as  in  the  States  of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey,  it  is 
very  desirable  that  the  Ministerium  take  early  steps  to  break  the  bread  of 
life  to  these  destitute  brethren. 

PITTSBURGH  SYNOD. 

During  the  year  ending  October  1st,  1870,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  has 
paid  for  Mission  work  the  sum  of  five  thousand  three  hundred  and  ten 
dollars  and  seventy-six  cents.  Under  her  care  Revs.  J.  A.  Kribbs,  L.  H. 
Gschwind,  H.  W.  Roth,  F.  Richards,  J.  Q.  Waters,  J.  M.  Long,  W.  F. 
Ulery,  J.  Heckel,  M.  Schweigert,  S.  H.  Swingle,  H.  E.  Jacobs,  W.  0. 
Wilson,  G.  C.  Frederich  and  J.  Fritz  have  done  missionary  work. 

In  the  Missions  of  this  Synod,  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  infant  bap- 
tisms have  been  performed,  and  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  persons  re- 
ceived to  Church  fellowship.  Two  new  churches  have  been  erected ;  one 
church  building  greatly  improved ;  the  debts  on  several  church  proper- 
ties largely  reduced ;  four  lots,  at  different  points,  secured  for  church 
purposes,  on  one  of  which  is  a  small  building  used  for  regular  services ; 
several  new  fields  entered,  and  work  done  preparatory  to  organization. 

There  are  a  number  of  vacant  places  which,  through  lack  of  laborers, 
have  not  been  supplied.  The  Missionary  President,  in  his  annual  re- 
port, says :  "Although  all  that  was  proposed  a  year  ago  has  not  been  ac« 
complished,  yet  we  thankfully  acknowledge  that,  by  the  Divine  blessing, 
a  goodly  measure  of  success  has  attended  the  labors  of  our  self-denying 
missionaries." 

Money  expended  on  missionaries,  $5,310.76;  missionaries  employed, 
fourteen ;  regular  services  held  at  twenty-five  different  places.

ENGLISH  DISTRICT  SYNOD  OF  OHIO. 

The  Missionary  President  reports  three  Missions  under  the  care  of  this 
Synod,  during  the  synodical  year  ending  Aug.  4,  1870.  They  include 
five  congregations,  at  Lima,  Elida  and  Zanesville,  Ohio,  and  in  Shelby 
county,  Indiana.  Two  of  them  are  now  supplied  with  pastors.  One  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  dollars  were  expended  in  their  support,  and  seven 
hundred  dollars  were  appropriated  for  the  present  year. 

The  Synod  has  adopted  the  "Plan  of  Action  "  proposed  by  the  General 
Council,  for  the  government  of  its  missionary  operations.  In  order  also 
to  prosecute  more  vigorously  this  and  other  work  of  the  Church,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  "  to  make  a  careful  estimate  of  all  the  Synodical  ex- 
penses for  the  current  year,  and  apportion  the  amount  among  the  several 
pastoral  charges  in  proportion  to  their  strength." 

ATJGUSTANA  SYNOD  (SWEDISH). 

The  Mission  work  of  this  Synod  during  the  past  year  has  been  carried 
on  in  several  States,  especially  in  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Kansas.  Missouri, 
Iowa  and  Michigan. 

Rev.  S.  G-.  Larson  has  been  laboring  at  Omaha  and  other  places  in 
Nebraska  during  the  entire  year.  He  organized  several  congregations'  in 
this  field,  to  which  he  still  ministers. 

Rev.  P.  A.  Cederstam  was  engaged  part  of  the  year  as  travelling  mis- 
sionary in  Minnesota;  and  Rev.  S.  P.  A.  Lindahl  in  Kansas  and  Mis- 
souri, where  several  new  congregations  were  organized.  Other  pastors 
have  also  made  shorter  missionary  tours  among  their  widely  scattered 
countrymen. 

The  Synod  expended  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  sixty  one  dollars 
in  this  work,  part  of  which  they  were  compelled  to  meet  by  a  loan.  At 
the  last  Synodical  Convention  a  more  systematic  plan  for  carrying  on 
missionary  operations  was  adopted ;  and  the  different  Conferences  are 
now  working  vigorously  with  the  Executive  Committee,  on  this  plan,  in 
bearing  the  Word  and  Sacraments  to  the  great  number  of  Swedes  who  are 
fast  settling  in  almost  every  State  in  the  Union. 

MINNESOTA  SYNOD. 

The  President,  in  his  annual  report,  refers  to  the  fact  that  Pastors  A. 
Wolf  and  F.  L.  Frey  have  been  engaged  in  thoroughly  exploring  desti- 
tute portions  of  the  State  of  Minnesota,  and  their  experience  confirms  the 
necessity  of  increased  activity  in  the  cause  of  Missions,  both  as  regards 
men  and  means.

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The  President  read  the  following  report : 
President's  Report. 

Beloved  Brethren  : 

The  correspondence  connected  with  the  presidency  of  this  body,  dur- 
ing the  past  Synodical  year,  makes  it  proper  for  me  to  lay  before  you  the 
subjects  of  interest  connected  with  the  attendant  documents. 

I.  The  General  Lutheran  Conference  at  Leipsic. 
This  body,  which  met  at  Leipsic,  J une  7th  of  last  year,  received  Rev- 
Prof.  S.  Fritschel  with  the  utmost  cordiality,  and  through  him  sent  to  the 
General  Council  a  letter,  dated  June  10,  1870,  which  had  been  read  be 
fore  the  Conference,  and  by  it  approved,  and  which  expresses  great  inter- 
est in  the  General  Council  and  warm  sympathy  with  it.    (Doc.  I.) 

II.    The  Castle  Garden  Mission. 

A  letter  was  received,  dated  Dec.  16,  1870,  in  which  the  question  of 
the  disposition  of  the  Samaritan  Herberge  was  submitted  to  the  officers 
of  the  General  Council.  They  declined  accepting  for  the  Council  a  re- 
sponsibility which  it  had  not  authorized  them  to  assume. 

In  April,  1871,  the  Committee  raised  the  question  whether  it  would 
be  lawful  for  them  to  increase  their  number.  The  decision  made  was, 
that  it  is  not  lawful.  In  the  same  month,  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Nehrbas,  in  place  of  Mr.  Moeller,  was  confirmed.    (Doc.  II.) 

III.    Withdrawal  of  Synods. 

By  a  letter  of  June  16,  1871,  the  withdrawal  of  the  Synod  of  Illinois 
from  this  body  was  officially  communicated. 

A  letter  of  June  26,  1871,  officially  communicated  the  withdrawal  of 
the  Synod  of  Minnesota. 

Both  withdrawals  are  based  upon  the  ground  that  the  utterances  of  the 
General  Council  on  the  "  Four  Points  "  are  not  satisfactory  to  the  Synods 
concerned.    (Doc.  III.) 

Printing  of  the  German  Hymn  Book. 
A  letter  from  Sherman  &  Co.,  Oct.  24,  1871,  asks  for  information  as 
to  the  source  to  which  they  are  to  look  for  payment  of  their  bill  for 
printing  the  German  Hymn  Book,  prepared  by  a  Committee  of  this 
body.    (Doc.  IV.)  C.  P.  Krauth. 

Received  and  ordered  to  be  referred  to  a  Committee. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  . to  the  election  of  officers,  the  voting 
on  the  first  ballot  being  confined  to  the  election  of  a  President  and 
a  Treasurer.

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  meet  daily  at  9  A.  M.  and  2

ness  pertaining  thereto,  was  made  the  first  order  for  Saturday 
afternoon. 

On  motion,  Saturday  evening  was  set  apart  for  services  con- 
nected with  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  Monday  evening 
of  Home  Missions. 

The  tellers  reported  that  the  first  ballot  had  resulted  in  the  elec-

On  Minutes  of  Last  Convention — Revs.  H.  W.  Roth  and  G.  A.  Hin- 
terleitner,  and  Mr.  S.  L.  Baker. 

Adjourned.    Prayer  by  Rev.  G.  A.  Hinterleitner. 
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Second  Session. 

Friday,  Nov.  3,  9  A.  M. 

The  opening  devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  Rev.  S. 
Laird. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 
Norwegian- Danish- Aug ustana  Synod. 

A  communication  from  the  Norwegian-Danish-Augustana  Synod 
was  read,  stating  that  that  Synod  had  adopted  the  Fundamen- 
tal Principles  of  Faith,  and  had  appointed  Rev.  0.  J.  Hatlestad 
and  Prof.  J.  Andersen  delegates  to  this  body. 

Resolved,  That  the  privilege  of  debate  be  extended  to  the  del- 
egates of  the  Nor.-Dan.-Augustana  Synod,  and  that  the  Synod 
itself  be  received  as  an  integral  part  of  the  General  Council  when 
it  shall  have  adopted  the  Constitution. 

The  Theses  on  Justification,  presented  at  the  last  Convention, 
were  taken  up  for  discussion. 

The  third,  fourth  and  fifth  Theses  were  considered.

Third  Session. 

Friday,  Nov.  3,  2  P.  M. 

The  opening  services  were  conducted  by  the  German  Secretary, 
Rev.  A.  Spaeth. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  the  New  York  Immigrant  Mission  presented 
the  following  Report: 

Neio  York  Immigrant  Mission. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America,  in  Fourth  Convention  assembled,  at  Lan- 
caster, Ohio,  on  the  9th  day  of  November,  1870,  to  take  charge  of  the 
Emigrant  Church  Mission  at  Castle  Garden,  in  New  York,  respectfully 
beg  leave  to  report  on  their  proceedings  and  the  status  of  the  Mission  en- 
trusted to  their  care,  from  the  time  of  their  appointment  to  the  date  of 
this  report — a  period  of  almost  a  year — as  follows  : 
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In  the  name  of  God,  your  Committee,  as  they  verily  believe,  have  gone 
at  their  work  with  fervent  zeal,  and  have  made  a  prudent  and  careful  use 
of  all  the  means  placed  at  their  command.  In  the  course  of  the  year, 
your  full  Committee  have  held  eleven  sessions ;  besides  these,  the  four 
members  residing  in  New  York — as  a  duly  appointed  sub-committee,  em- 
powered to  act  within  certain  limits — have  held  four  meetings,  aggrega- 
ting fifteen  sessions  during  the  year,  Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call 
attention  to  the  following  particularly  important  transactions  : 

1.  A  suspicion  having  gained  ground  in  various  circles  that  the  Emi- 
grant Mission  was  not  as  strict  and  thoroughly  honest  as  it  might  be, 
your  Committee,  in  order  to  avoid  even  all  evil  appearances,  deemed  it  ex- 
pedient to  unite  in  an  accurate  order  of  business,  those  rules  for  the  man- 
agement of  business  which  had  already  been  deliberated  upon,  and  which 
particularly  instruct  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  the  Missionary,  to  an 
exact  performance  of  their  respective  duties.  (This  order  of  business 
will  be  found  with  the  papers.) 

2.  /our  Committee  found  it  impossible  to  conduct  and  utilize  to  ad- 
vantage, from  the  city  of  New  York  as  a  centre,  the  so-called  "  Samari- 
tan's Home,"  purchased  by  the  Missionary,  Rev.  R.  Neumann.  They 
thought  it  judicious,  therefore,  to  transfer  this  institution,  and  the  work 
therewith  connected,  to  a  separate  Managing  Board,  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Lutheran  Churches  in  New  Yor'v,  an  1  thereby  place  it  in  a 
similar  position  with  the  projected  "  Emigrant  Home."  A  negative 
reply  being  the  result  of  the  presentation  of  these  views  and  wishes  to 
the  reverend  presiding  officer  of  this  body,  your  Committee,  on  the  17th 
of  January,  resolved  to  sell  the  premises  belonging  to  the  "  Samaritan's 
Home,"  in  Plainfield,  New  Jersey.  The  sub-committee  entrusted  with 
the  sale  were  able  to  report  at  the  following  meeting,  that  the  sale  had 
been  closed  on  the  Sih  of  February  (see  minutes  of  March  13th),  and 
that  there  had  been  realized  therefrom  the  sum  of  85,500,  being  $500 
more  than  had  been  paid  therefor.  A  mortgage  of  $2,500  still  encum- 
bering the  property,  the  Treasurer  received  from  this  source  S3, 000  cash. 

3.  The  premises,  No.  5  Battery  Place,  which  had  been  used  by  the 
Emigrant  Mission  since  its  organization,  were  unexpectedly  rented  to 
other  parties  early  in  last  March,  and  the  procuring  of  other  rooms  was 
thereby  necessitated.  A  valuable  and,  for  our  purposes,  most  suitable 
piece  of  property,  situated  at  the  foot  of  Broadway,  and  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  Castle  Garden — No.  6  Bowling  Green — was  at  this  time  to  be 
had  at  a  comparatively  low  figure.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  in  their 
embarrassment,  made  an  effort  to  secure  these  desirable  premises.  Their 
first  attempt  proving  unsuccesful,  they  deemed  themselves  bound  to  re- 
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gard,  as  an  interposition  of  Divine  Providence,  the  offer  of  Missionary  W. 
Lobscheid,  to  collect  a  sufficient  amount  of  money,  should  your  Commit- 
tee authorize  him  so  to  do..  The  aforenamed  gentleman,  who  had  pecu- 
liarly valuable  connections  at  his  command,  expected  to  raise  the  sum 
in  strictly  American  circles.  Even  though  your  Committee,  as  a  whole, 
could  have  no  faith  in  the  success  of  the  scheme,  yet  the  trial  appeared 
a  duty,  especially  as,  in  the  worst  event,  only  a  cherished  hope  could  be 
disappointed,  and  the  sum  of  about  $100  for  printing,  &c,  be  lost.  (See 
minutes,  23d  March.)  So  insurmountable  were  the  difficulties  besetting 
the  initial  steps  taken,  that  the  aforementioned  sum  was  actually  lost,  and 
the  collector,  three  months  after  his  engagement,  proceeded  on  his  jour- 
ney to  China,  which  had  been  thus  interrupted. 

In  the  meanwhile  your  Committee,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  before 
mentioned,  had  hired  the  parlor  floor  of  No.  6  Bowling  Green,  at  a 
monthly  rental  of  $100,  beginning  from  May  1.  All  hope  of  purchasing 
the  property  being  gone,  your  Committee  considered  the  outlay  for  rent 
too  high,  in  contrast  with  the  unfortunately  very  small  income  of  the 
Mission,  and  they  therefore  resolved  to  make  another  change.  The  pres- 
ent premises,  a  large  front  parlor,  No.  7  Broadway,  requires  a  rental  of 
but  $400  per  annum,  has  been  occupied  since  August  1st,  and  is  very  fa- 
vorably located,  but  unfortunately  does  not  afford  sufficient  room  for  the 
purposes  of  divine  service. 

4.  At  the  last  meeting  of  your  Committee,  the  Rev.  R.  Neumann  pre- 
sented the  following  yearly  report : 

Report  of  the  Missionary  attached  to  the  Enigrant  Mission,  to  Oct.  1,  1871. 

By  the  mercy  of  God,  the  Emigrant  Mission  has  passed  through  an- 
other year.  May  He  bless  the  work  which  was  accomplished  during  that 
time.  May  He  cover  the  faults,  which  may  have  occurred,  with  His  grace. 
We  offer  Him  our  most  heartfelt  praise  and  thanksgiving.  May  He 
countenance  the  full  scope  of  our  labors,  for  the  advancement  of  His 
glory. 

DIVINE  SERVICE. 

Divine  service  for  pilgrims  has  been  regularly  held  in  times  past.  To 
the  poorest  of  the  poor  the  Gospel  was  preached,  and  thus  was  their  en- 
trance into  their  new  "  fatherland  "  doubly  blessed.  Recognizing  this, 
they  have  often  shown  their  thorough  appreciation  and  gratitude  with 
tears  in  their  eyes,  as  we  received  the  fervent  grasp  of  the  grateful  hand. 
The  vicinity  began  to  send  its  listeners  more  and  more.  At  our  last  cele- 
bration of  the  Lord's  Supper  we  had  25  communicants  composed  of  such 
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members.  Since  that  time  tlie  attendance  at  the  service  has  fallen  off, 
through  the  loss  of  our  old  hall,  which  had  already  become  familiar  to 
them.  Finally,  on  account  of  the  exorbitant  rent  of  No.  6,  Bowling 
Green,  it  had  to  be  given  up  altogether.  For  the  last  two  months  and  a 
half  it  has  been  suspended  owing  to  lack  of  room.  The  worst  which 
could  have  befallen  us  has  thus  happened.  During  this  period  there  were 
16  baptisms,  29  marriage  ceremonies,  3  funerals,  and  70  partakers  of  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 

A  Sunday  School  was  connected  with  the  services,  consisting  of  about 
25  children,  and  besides  these  there  were  often  present  youthful  immi- 
grants, who  for  the  first  time  in  this  country  heard  their  old  German 
hymns  repeated,  and  other  new  songs  in  the  English  language.  The 
Suuday  School  therefore  encountered  the  parent  immediately  upon 
his  arrival,  and  whatever  he  seemed  to  lack  in  comprehending  its 
scope  and  usefulness,  was  at  once  practically  explained.  I  was  mainly 
assisted  in  this  field  by  Mr.  Schaffer,  who  aided  me  Sunday  after  Sunday 
so  zealously  and  faithfully  that  I  cannot  sufficiently  express  my  com- 
mendation. Our  last  Sunday  School  festival  was  held  at  Silver  Lake, 
Staten  Island  Since  that  time  the  Sunday  School  has  been  discontinued, 
with  the  services,  for  want  of  suitable  accommodations. 

CHAPEL. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  deplorable  facts,  that  at  the  great  landing  place 
there  is  no  Evangelical  Lutheran  Chapel,  and  now  not  even  a  place  where 
Divine  Service  may  be  held,  either  for  the  benefit  of  the  immigrating 
strangers,  or  the  many  residents  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  who  derive 
their  support  from  business  transactions  with  the  immigrants.  If  any- 
where in  this  country,  then  here  on  this  spot  there  should  be  a  Taberna- 
cle of  the  Lord,  whose  light  and  strength  should  permeate,  as  a  sort  of 
leaven,  the  masses  without.  If  such  a  structure  be  not  called  into  exist- 
ence by  us,  it  will  be  undertaken  by  other  denominations,  and  one  of  our 
most  fruitful  fields  will  be  lost  to  us. 

CARE    OF    THE  POOR. 

Divine  service  in  this  "  field  of  the  stranger"  can  no  more  exist  with- 
out having  the  care  of  the  poor  in  view,  than  the  latter  ought  to  be  car- 
ried on  without  the  former.  If  anywhere,  then  in  this  place  should  "the 
Word  become  flesh, "  our  teaching  manifest  itself  in  the  life  of  the  indi= 
vidual,  and  the  care  of  the  soul  go  hand  in  hand  with  that  of  the  body, 
After  having  broken  the  heavenly  manna  for  the  spirit  on  the  Sabbath, 
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I  divided  the  bread  in  times  of  dire  necessity,  for  the  hungering  body. 
Having  offered  the  robe  of  righteousness  which  is  in  Jesus  Christ,  I 
clothed  the  trembling  frame,  from  the  infant  just  baptized,  through  all 
the  various  stages  of  life  to  the  aged  man  and  matron.  Of  660  articles 
of  all  sorts  of  wearing  apparel  for  large  and  small,  for  men  and  women, 
about  589  were  distributed  to  helpless  families  and  to  individuals.  659 
persons  were  fed,  the  most  of  whom  had  already  suffered  the  pangs  of 
hunger  for  from  12  to  24  hours.  Of  those  who  were  wholly  without 
shelter,  and  who  had  in  general  not  seen  a  bed  for  weeks,  39  were  provided 
for.  I  was  enabled  to  aid  245  persons  by  procuring  for  them  some 
suitable  employment.  In  123  cases,  in  which  generally  the  well  being  of 
families  was  at  stake,  I  assisted  them  in  reaching  their  place  of  destina- 
tion, with  an  aggregate  expenditure  of  $2,180.45.  In  131  cases,*  the 
money  thus  loaned  was  returned  to  me,  aggregating  $2,001.86;  thus 
leaving  6178.59  still  unpaid  in  nine  cases. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Five  hundred  and  fifteen  parties,  from  single  persons  up  to  twenty  or 
more,  were  pecuniarily  aided  in  their  journey  at  the  request  of  their 
friends.  In  265  eases,  I  received  money  to  pay  the  fares  for  the  new- 
comers, aggregating  $10,785.86.  For  very  many,  their  baggage  was  at- 
tended to,  lost  articles  found  and  sent  on,  and  reductions  obtained  on  ship 
and  railroad  fares,  by  which  hundreds  of  dollars  were  saved.  Thousands 
of  periodicals,  tracts,  and  a  large  number  of  New  Testaments  furnished 
by  the  Bible  Society,  were  given  them  as  companions  on  their  journey, 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

This  extends  through  America  and  Europe,  and  includes  2,031  letters 
which  I  received  and  1,360  which  I  wrote  in  answer.  Among  these  are 
letters  from  Africa  and  from  the  countries  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  from  one 
end  of  the  sea  to  the  other. 

CASTLE-GARDEN. 

I  have  received  the  most  courteous  assistance  at  the  hands  of  the  offi- 
cers in  charge  of  the  various  departments  in  Castle  Garden.  In  the 
many  cases  in  which  I  advanced  the  necessary  funds  to  the  very  needy 
for  the  continuation  of  their  journey,  these  gentlemen  furnished  such 
poor  individuals  with  the  requisite  food.  When  I  knew  of  no  other  ex- 
pedient, they  gladly  sent  such  helpless  ones  to  Ward's  Island  at  my 
request.  Among  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  there  are  noble  men, 
who  have  the  well-being  of  the  people  at  heart.    Mr.  Schack  pmicularly

has  done  very  much  for  the  poor,  and  also  Mr.  W.  Wallach,  who  has 
broken  up  the  ring  of  emigrant  swindlers,  and  sent  four  of  them  to  Sing 
Sing,  each  for  five  years.  Whether  at  the  next  session  of  Congress, 
immigration  will  be  made  a  subject  of  national  legislation,  as  is  planued, 
the  future  alone  can  show. 

CONCLUSION. 

First  of  all,  thanks  be  to  God,  that  the  antagonism  in  the  work  itself 
has  been  done  away  with,  and  that  peace  has  been  restored.  The  Com- 
mittee have  done  what  they  could  do  under  the  circumstances  which  pre- 
sented themselves.  May  God's  grace  and  blessing  compensate  their  love, 
pains  and  labor,  and  may  my  heartfelt  thanks  be  pleasing  to  them.  May 
the  God  of  peace  sanctify  us  more  and  more,  and  further  the  work  of 
His  and  our  hands,  for  His  name's  sake. 

Your  Committee  feel  themselves  in  duty  bound  hereby  clearly  and  em- 
phatically to  affirm,  that  during  the  past  year  your  Missionary  has  zeal- 
ously co  operated  with  your  Committee,  and  that  no  difference  of  opinion 
has  ever  prevailed  upon  him  to  alter  his  courteous  and  friendly  disposition 
toward  them.  Your  Committee  was  compelled  to  contend  against  many 
difficulties,  but  your  Missionary  has  ever  energetically  exerted  himself  in 
aiding  us  to  surmount  them.  May  the  Lord  richly  bless  his  labors  in  this 
so  peculiar  field,  and  make  it  appear  more  and  more  clearly  to  our  entire 
community,  how  he,  in  the  name  of  God,  zealously  and  skilfully  labor 
in  the  interest  of  his  fellow-men. 

5.  At  the  same  meeting  of  your  Committee,  the  Treasurer  also  pre- 
sented his  report  for  the  past  year,  which  was  duly  examined  and  found  cor- 
rect, and  it  is  recommended  to  your  consideration.  From  this  report, 
it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  receipts  during  the  year  foot  up  86,263.90, 
and  the  total  expenditures  for  the  same  period  aggregate  $5,533.28, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  Treasurer's  hands  of  $730.62. 

If  the  moneys  belonging  to  the  "  Samaritan's  Home*'  fund  had  not, 
for  the  time  being,  been  at  the  disposal  of  your  Commit  tee,  they  would 
not  have  been  able  to  defray  their  necessary  expenses.  It  is  greatly  to 
be  regretted,  that  the  receipts  have  been  so  small.  Various  causes  have 
obviously  aided  in  bringing  about  this  result.  Thus,  e.  g.,  our  resources 
have  been  much  narrowed  down,  for  the  reason  that  those  very  German 
Lutheran  circles  that  are  warmly  interested  in  our  Emigrant  Mission,  do 
not  sympathize  with  the  General  Council.  But,  nevertheless,  it  would 
seem  that  your  Committee  have  not  been  successful  in  their  endeavors  to 
completely  exonerate  the  Mission,  from  the  complaints  raised  against  it. 
May  it  please  God  that  another  Committee  may  be  more  favored.  It  is 
impossible  that  each  individual  member  of  the  church,  or  even  of  thi  >  body 
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can  personally  control  the  Mission  or  justly  criticise  its  every  act.  It 
is,  therefore,  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  names  and  public  declara- 
tions of  the  individual  members  of  your  Committee  be,  to  every  impar- 
tial mind,  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  an  honest  administration  of  the 
moneys  received,  and  of  the  entire  scope  of  the  Mission,  in  accordance 
with  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  organized. 

As  to  all  other  matters  which  might  be  considered  in  this  connection, 
your  Committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  minutes  and  other 
documents  herewith  presented  for  your  consideration.  These  papers, 
showing  the  work  of  the  past  year,  can  be  readily  examined  by  a  Com- 
mittee to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose.  They  would,  also,  at  the  close 
of  their  term  of  office,  deliver  over  their  various  other  books  and  papers' 
Finally,  permit  your  Committee  to  make  a  few  suggestions  in  relation  to 
the  "  Emigrant  Home,"  these  being  prompted  by  their  experience  during 
the  past  year. 

The  General  Council,  on  the  9th  of  November,  1870,  at  Lancaster,  0., 
resolved,  on  the  one  hand,  to  devote  all  the  power  at  its  command  to  the 
upbuilding  of  an  Emigrant  Mission,  under  the  auspices  of  the  church, 
which  is  more  particularly  described  in  the  original  resolutions  of  the 
Synod  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  year  1864.  To  carry  out  this  idea,  the 
undersigned  Committee  were  appointed.  On  the  other  hand,  it  resolved 
not  to  undertake  the  projected  Emigrant  Home  in  New  York,  but  to  en- 
trust the  matter  to  a  distinct  Managing  Board.  It  has  appointed  such  a 
Board,  and  thus  separated  this  branch  of  the  Emigrant  Mission  from  its 
control,  with  the  single  condition,  that  the  institution  be  forever  secured  to 
the  Lutheran  Church  by  a  charter,  to  be  obtained  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  York.  By  this  determination  and  by  this  means 
the  unhappy  differences  existing  in  relation  to  the  Emigrant  Mission  were 
to  have  been  healed.  In  the  hope,  therefore,  that  the  limits  of  each  branch 
of  the  work  had  been  finally  settled,  those  members  of  the  undersigned 
Committee,  who  formerly  had  a  voice  in  the  management  of  the  Mission, 
again  consented  to  serve,  feeling  it  to  be  their  duty,  since  now  so  promis- 
ing a  change  had  been  brought  about.  The  action  of  the  Managing 
Board  of  the  Emigrant  Home,  seems  to  your  Committee  to  conflict  with 
the  resolutions  just  mentioned,  inasmuch  as  at  about  the  same  time  when 
your  Committee  were  in  great  perplexity  in  regard  to  obtaining  a  suitable 
hall  in  which  divine  service  might  also  be  held,  and  when  they  were  do- 
ing their  utmost  to  collect  funds  to  obtain  such  a  suitable  place,  the  said 
Managing  Board  published,  with  as  wide  a  circulation  as  possible,  an  "  Ex- 
planatory Address  "  relative  to  the  good  cause, — the  projected  founding 
of  a  Lutheran  Emigrant  Home  in  New  York.    In  this  address,  theneces- 
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sarj  constituent  parts  of  the  "  Home  "  are  described  to  be  :  An  office, 
a  chapel,  and  a  self  supporting  inn  or  hotel,  managed  in  a  Christian  spirit ; 
and  in  the  mind  of  any  one,  who  peruses  the  whole  of  this  pamphlet,  but 
who  is  ignorant  of  the  aforementioned  resolutions,  the  impression  will 
exist  that  the  General  Council  had  transferred  the  whole  of  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Mission,  as  before  mentioned,  including  the  part  having 
reference  to  divine  service,  and  represented  by  the  chapel,  to  the  Man- 
aging Board  of  the  Emigrant  Home.  This,  obviously,  was  not  the  inten- 
tion of  this  body.  Had  not  appearances  warranted  the  anticipation  that 
a  peaceful  separation  and  brotherly  division  was  to  take  place,  pursuant 
to  which  every  one  could  choose  to  aid  that  part  of  the  work  which 
seemed  to  him  nearest  and  most  important,  not  one  of  the  undersigned 
would  have  accepted  the  election  as  a  member  of  your  Committee ;  and 
we  seriously  doubt  whether  in  the  future  any  Committee,  who,  in  advance, 
are  aware  of  the  circumstances,  will  consent  to  be  entrusted  with  the  re- 
sponsible management  of  the  Mission,  unless  the  service  ceases  to  be  a 
source  of  quarel  and  discord. 

For  an  assured  upbuilding  of  an  Emigrant  Church  Mission,  a  building 
is  obviously  necessary  in  which  there  is  a  roomy  chapel  and  an  office. 
But  we  nan  scarcely  hope  to  attain  this  end,  if  the  Emigrant  Home  also 
aims  at  the  same  object,  and  seeks  to  attain  it  by  and  with  the  sanction 
of  the  General  Council.  Yes,  we  go  further,  and  declare,  that  in  such 
case  we  would  advise  that  the  Church  Mission  be  discontinued.  The 
reasons  therefor  are  apparent. 

First.  Two  chapels  would  require  two  separate  Missionaries,  and  one 
would  be  independent  of  the  other,  and  each  animated  by  different  views 
of  their  field  of  labor.  From  the  want  of  harmony  in  the  furtherance 
of  the  Emigrant  Mission  evinced  since  the  call  of  a  second  Missionary, 
we  can  hope  for  nothing  better  in  the  future.  In  our  judgment,  even 
two  peculiarly  meek  persons  would,  under  such  circumstances,  be  involved 
in  quarrels  arising  from  concurrence  of  jurisdiction.  For  the  very  reason 
that  the  chief  workers  would  be  bound  to  the  church  by  the  same  ties, 
this  result  could  not  well  be  avoided ;  but  on  that  very  ground  the  quar- 
rel becomes  so  odious.  Now,  we  would  ask.  is  this  Convention  willing  to 
sanction  such  double  work  ?  For  a  long  time  we  have  noticed,  with  re- 
gret, that  from  this  manner  of  conducting  the  Mission  all  sorts  of  incon- 
veniences have  arisen,  to  the  detriment  of  the  contributions  of  our  Ger- 
man congregations,  and  we  must  ask  that  these  may  not  be  allowed  to 
continue. 

Secondly.  Such  a  double  Mission  would  be  doubly  expensive,  and  our 
people  have  every  reason  to  economize  their  money.    This  very  want  of 
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funds  has  already  tempted  the  representatives  of  the  two  institutions 
more  or  less,  not  to  allow  brotherly  and  impartial  charity  to  govern  their 
actions.  He  who  desires  the  money  must  have  the  good  will  of  the  com- 
munity; and  he  who  desires  to  gain  this,  unwittingly  takes  care  that  others 
are  kept  aloof.  This  rivalry  in  the  same  sphere  and  in  the  same  field, 
can  bear  no  good  fruit.    We  only  see  two  paths  open  to  us: 

I.  If  this  Convention  be  of  opinion,  contrary  to  that  of  last  year,  that 
the  Mission  be  not,  and  ought  not  to  be.  carried  on  separated  and  divided, 
and  that  it  can  fully  as  well  be  conducted  in  connection  with  the  Emigrant 
Home,  resolutions  to  that  effect  should  be  passed,  its  own  Mission  should 
be  discontinued,  and  everything  in  our  power  done  to  further  the  objects  of 
the  Emigrant  Home. 

II.  But  if  the  Convention  be  of  the  same  mind  as  at  its  last  yeai's  ses- 
sion, let  it  be  pleased  to  state  anew  to  the  Committee  it  will  appoint, 
the  work  to  be  performed  by  them,  in  unequivocal  and  precise  terms; 
and  let  it  be  required  of  all  the  members  and  friends  of  the  General 
Council,  without  distinction,  to  respect,  without  reserve,  its  will  as  thus 
expressed,  which  would  require  obedience  to  these  two  propositions : 

1.  Not  to  seek  to  establish  a  second  chapel,  and  thereby  lead  to  confu- 
sion ;  but, 

2.  By  bountiful  pecuniary  contributions,  to  secure  the  external  estab- 
lishment of  tbe  Emigrant  Church  Mission. 

A  determination  must  be  arrived  at.  May  the  Almighty  teach  us  to 
comprehend  what  is  right,  and  to  carry  out,  with  genuine  and  unselfish 
Christian  love,  what  shall  be  decided  upon.

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 
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A  communication  was  received  from  Rev.  J.  (jr.  Lieb,  delegate 
from  the  Texas  Synod,  giving  reasons  for  his  ^absence  and  asking 
to  be  excused,  whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  pleasure  the  interesting  let- 
ter of  the  delegate  from  the  Texas  Synod,  and  that  his  request  to 
be  excused  be  granted. 

Resolved,  That  we  regret  the  absence  of  the  delegates  of  the 
Texas  Synod  from  this  Convention,  and  express  the  hope  that  the 
Synod  will  provide  against  the  absence  of  their  duly  appointed 
representatives. 

The  consideration  of  the  condition  and  wants  of  the  churches 
in  Chicago,  was  made  the  order  for  this  afternoon,  immediately  af- 
ter the  subjeet  of  Foreign  Missions  has  been  disposed  of. 

The  discussion  of  the  Theses  on  Justification  was  resumed. 

Pending  the  discussion  of  the  7th  Thesis,  adjourned.  Prayer 
by  Rev.  S.  Klingman. 

Fifth  Session. 

Saturday,  Nov.  4,  2  P.  M. 

The  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  G.  Vorberg. 
The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 
The  order  of  business  for  the  afternoon  was  taken  up. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  your  Committee,  our  venera- 
ble Father,  C.  F.  Heyer  and  Rev.  H.  C.  Schmidt  were  engaged  in  the 
Mission  work  at  Rajahmundry. 

On  the  last  day  of  last  year  Dr.  C.  F.  Heyer  wrote :  "  In  taking  a 
retrospective  view,  and  in  comparing  the  present  state  of  our  Mission 
with  what  it  was  a  year  ago,  we  find  abundant  cause  to  say,  '  the  Lord 
has  done  great  things  for  us.'  When  I  arrived  in  Rajahmundry,  Decem- 
ber 1,  1869,  I  found  a  catechist,  a  schoolmaster,  and  dilapidated  build- 
ings ;  ten  miles  from  R.  in  Muramunda,  a  school  house,  a  catechist,  and 
teachers ;  in  Metta,  twelve  miles  from  R.,  a  teacher  with  a  few  children. 

"  On  Easter  Sunday,  1870,  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  25 
communicants;  on  Palm  Sunday  in  Muramunda,  to  22.  Now  at  the 
close  of  the  year  we  have  8  schools  in  the  different  villages  connected 
with  the  Mission.    The  number  of  persons  baptized  during  the  year  is 
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107.  At  Christmas  we  had  70  communicants  at  R.;  on  the  Eve  of 
Christmas,  about  200  adults  and  children  assembled  around  the  Christ- 
mas tree.  On  Monday  the  26th,  the  whole  company  sat  down  to  dinner 
prepared  at  the  expense  of  H.  Morris,  Esq.;  presents  of  clothes,  books, 
&c,  were  made  to  old  and  young  at  the  expense  of  Capt.  Taylor." 

On  the  22d  of  Jan.,  Mr.  Iver  K.  Paulsen  arrived  at  Rajahmundry. 
Your  Committee  had  applied  in  advance  to  the  officers  of  the  Minis- 
terium  of  Pennsylvania  to  give  authority  to  the  Missionaries  in  India  to 
examine  and  ordain  Mr.  Paulsen.  This  request  was  granted,  and  the 
proper  papers  were  already  received  at  Rajahmundry  when  Mr.  P.  ar- 
rived.   He  was  ordained  Jan.  23d,  1871. 

To  the  great  regret  of  the  Committee,  Father  Heyer  did  not  consent 
to  remain  another  year  in  India  until  both  the  younger  Missionaries  were 
more  familiar  with  the  Telugu  language,  and  after  the  ordination  of  Mr. 
Paulsen,  he  started  on  his  return  voyage.  The  Committee  gratefully  ac- 
knowlege  the  eminent  importance  and  success  of  Father  Heyer's  labors 
in  recommencing  the  Mission,  in  bringing  its  arrangements  into  efficient 
operation,  and  in  securing  the  confidence  and  assistance  of  the  English 
residents  at  R.  If,  as  we  hoped,  when  he  went  out,  he  could  have  been 
able  to  devote  another  year  to  the  work  of  the  Mission,  it  would  have 
been  of  great  benefit. 

The  two  Missionaries  remaining  have  been  laboring  diligently  since 
his  return,  but  of  course  their  imperfect  acquaintance  with  the  Telugu, 
especially  oa  the  part  of  Brother  Paulsen,  has  prevented  their  accom- 
plishing as  much  as  we  may  hope  for  in  the  future. 

Brother  Paulsen  has  passed  through  a  dangerous  illness,  in  which  at 
times  his  life  seemed  to  hang  in  the  balance.  He  was  removed  to  the 
higher  and  healthier  station  at  Samulcotta,  and  letters  just  received  repre- 
sent him  as  nearly  recovered. 

In  the  last  letter  received  from  the  Missionaries,  of  date  Sept.  4th, 
Brother  Schmidt  writes :  "  Our  relation  to  the  Brethren  of  the  Her- 
mannsburg  and  Leipzig  Missions  is  most  friendly.  Two  of  the  Hermans- 
berg  Brethren  are  my  countrymen,  and  one  of  them,  Brother  Petersen, 
an  old  friend.  Their  Mission  has  been  but  recently  begun.  A  most 
friendly  relation  also  exists  between  us  and  the  resident  English  families. 
Their  friendship  is  of  great  value  to  us  personally  and  to  the  Mission. 

The  Telugu  country  contains  13  millions  of  inhabitants.  In  the  God- 
avery  or  Rajahmundry  district,  with  6,000  square  miles  and  a  million  in- 
habitants, there  are  beside  ourselves  only  2  Missionaries,  (Plymouth 
Brethren)  at  Nursapur.  The  nearest  Mission  is  that  of  the  Church  Mis- 
sionary Society  at  Ellore,  120  miles  distant.    Bro.  Groening  established 
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this  Mission,  but  on  account  of  tbe  lack  of  Missionaries  it  was  relin- 
quished and  transferred  to  the  Church  Missionary  Society.  One  of  the 
scholars  of  Bro.  Groening's  time  is  now  ordained  and  laboring  in  their 
service.  North  of  us,  the  nearest  station  is  Vizagapattam,  200  miles  dis- 
tant. You  see  how  large  our  field  is,  and  that  more  than  a  million 
heathen  are  uncared  for  except  by  our  Mission.  It  is  probable  that  the 
Church  Missionary  Society  will  ere  long  enter  on  this  field.  If  the  Lord 
preserves  my  health,  I  desire  to  piess  forward  into  the  interior  of  the  sur- 
rounding country.

The  above  table  is  not  exactly  correct,  but  it  is  not  overstated. 

Tho  expenditures  for  the  year,  as-appears  from  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, have  been  $2,861.32.  The  exact  amounts  of  the  expenditures  have 
been  mislaid  by  Father  Heyer,  and  until  we  receive  copies  again  from 
India,  we  are  unable  to  present  a  minute  statement  of  individual  items. 

Your  Committee  have  been  greatly  gratified  at  the  co-operation  of 
nearly  all  the  Synods  in  the  Council  in  the  support  of  the  Mission  during 
the  past  year,  some  contribution  having  been  received  from  every  Synod, 
except  one.  The  New  York  Ministerium,  especially,  has  shown  great 
liberality. 

There  are  a  few  questions,  recently  presented  for  the  consideration 
of  the  Committee,  which  they  have  preferred  to  submit  to  the  Council 
for  its  consideration  : 

1.  One  is,  the  question  of  the  occupation  of  Samulcotta.  There  is  no 
organized  congregation  there,  no  school,  and  no  English  residents ;  and 
should  one  of  the  Missionaries  remove  thither,  but  one  would  be  at  each 
place. 

2.  Another  question  is,  of  the  repairs  necessary  in  the  Mission  build- 
ings, and  of  accommodations  for  the  Missionaries.  The  salaries  of  Mis- 
sionaries may  also  need  to  be  enlarged,  in  case  of  marriage. 
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3.  Bro.  Groening  inquires  whether  the  Committee  would  approve  the 
coming  to  America  of  Jorgen  Bruhn,  a  young  man  who  has  been  pursu- 
ing his  studies  at  Copenhagen,  supported  by  Bro.  G.  and  his  friends, 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  his  studies  at  Philadelphia,  and  then  going 
to  India. 

Several  Sunday  Schools  have  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  request  made  last  year,  the  sum  of  $25  for  the  support  of 
a  youth  while  being  trained  for  the  office  of  teacher  or  catechist,  and 
have  pledged  the  like  sum  for  at  least  three  years.  These  schools  are 
those  of  the  English  Luth.  Church  at  Erie,  St.  James',  at  Reading, 
Trinity  Church,  Reading,  and  St.  Johannes'  Church,  Philadelphia. 

The  time  of  service  of  your  Committee  has  expired,  and  they  commit 
the  work  again  to  your  hands.

In  response  to  the  questions  contained  in  this  report,  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  whilst  we  retain  possession  of  Samulcotta,  and 
desire  the  Missionaries  to  visit  it  from  time  to  time,  we  do  not 
think  it  desirable  that  one  of  the  Missionaries  should  at  present  re- 
move to  that  place. 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  the  second  question  be  referred 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  that  the  General  Council  pledge 
itself  to  raise  any  funds  which  may  be  needed  to  carry  out  their 
decision. 

Resolved,  That  the  third  question  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  be  acted  on  at  their  discretion. 

Resolved,  That  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  direct  the 
attention  of  their  congregations  to  the  fact,  that  the  services  of  an 
additional  number  of  Missionaries  can  now  be  secured  for  the  for- 
eign field,  and  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  awaken  renewed 
interest  in  this  cause,  and  to  increase  the  funds  needed  to  carry 
it  on. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania 
was  reappointed  the  General  Council's  Executive  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions. 

Report,  as  a  whole,  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  and 
the  business  connected  therewith,  were  made  the  first  order  for 
Monday  afternoon. 
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The  time  of  adjournment  being  extended,  the  Convention  was 
addressed  by  Revs.  E.  Carlson,  F.  Richards,  W.  A.  Passavant, 
D.  D.,  and  L.  Klingman,  in  reference  to  the  great  losses  sustained 
by  our  Church  in  the  recent  destructive  fires  in  Chicago  and  Mich- 
igan, and  the  necessity  of  some  concerted  action  of  the  whole 
Church  to  aid  in  replacing  the  buildings  consumed. 

The  subject  was  referred  to  a  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  J. 
A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  J.  Fry  and  G.  Vorberg,  and  Messrs.  L.  L.  Houpt 
and  Peter  P.  Keller. 

Adjourned.    Prayer  by  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth. 

Sixth  Session. 

Monday,  Nov.  6,  9  A.  M. 
The  opening  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  E.  Carl- 
son. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  C.  W.  Schaeffer  was  read,  stating  that  he  had 
been  compelled  to  absent  himself  from  the  further  sessions  of  the 
Council  on  account  of  sickness,  and  asking  the  indulgence  of  the 
Convention,  whereupon  he  was  excused  ;  and  it  was 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  regret  the  illness  of  our  beloved  broth- 
er, which  is  the  harder  to  be  borne  by  him  at  the  present  time, 
when  his  heart  is  weighed  down  with  sorrow  on  account  of  a  re- 
cent domestic  bereavement,  and  that  we  will  beseech  the  Lord  to 
remove  his  sickness  and  comfort  him  in  his  affliction. 

Mr.  A.  Hertzel  was  excused  from  further  attendance. 

CATECHISM. 

The  consideration  of  the  preamble  and  resolutions  in  regard  to 
the  preparation  and  publication  of  a  new  edition  of  Luther's  Small 
Catechism,  was  resumed. 

The  fourth  and  fifth  resolutions  and  preamble  were  amended 
and  adopted,  and  the  paper  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  separate  edition  of  Luther's  Small  Catechism,  in  cheap 
and  convenient  form,  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  children  and  catechu- 
mens, is  eminently  desirable,  and  much  in  demand ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  prerogative  of  the  General  Council  "  to  recommend 
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or  prepare  suitable  books  for  official  use,"  and  its  duty  :'  to  promote  the 
religious  training  of  the  young  in  the  use  of  the  Catechism  of  the 
Church;"  and 

Whereas,  The  General  Council  has  not,  hitherto  provided  or  recom- 
mended any  edition  of  the  Catechism  separate  and  apart  from  the  Church 
Book  :  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  Committee  of  three  clergymen  be  appointed,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  at  their  earliest  convenience,  to  prepare,  and  then  to  su- 
perintend the  publication  of  an  English  and  a  German  edition  of  the 
.  Small  Catechism. 

2.  That  the  books  so  to  be  prepared  and  published,  be  made  to  follow 
the  text  of  the  Catechism  as  contained  in  the  Church  Book,  adding  "  Lu- 
ther's Questions  and  Answers  for  those  who  propose  to  receive  the  Lord's 
Supper." 

3.  That  the  simple  text  of  the  Catechism  be  printed  first,  and  after  it 
the  text  of  the  Catechism,  with  an  Analysis  of  the  same  inserted  in 
place  under  the  text  which  it  analyzes,  together  with  the  proof  texts 
given  in  full. 

4.  That  the  Analysis  be  published  in  a  provisional  form  (if  possible 
in  the  Church  papers),  so  that  it  may  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  General  Council  for  final  adoption. 

Committee  under  the  first  resolution  to  prepare  a  New  Edition 
of  Luther's  Small  Catechism,  Revs.  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  A.  Spaeth 
and  Prof.  H.  E.  Jacobs. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Last  Convention. 
Your  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Last  Convention  respectfully  calls  at- 
tention to  the  following  items  : 

1.  (p.  26.)  The  English  Corresponding  Secretary  is  instructed  to 
return  the  thanks  of  the  General  Council  to  the  American  Bible  Society 
and  to  Rev.  C.  W.  Groening  for  favors  shown  our  Foreign  Mission. 

2.  (p.  37.)  The  General  Council  (a)  urges  that  family  prayers  be  in- 
serted in  the  Church  Book  as  speedily  as  possible. 

3.  (b)  Resolves  that  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts  be  submitted  be- 
fore their  publication. 

4.  (p.  38.)  The  Church  Book  Committee  is  authorized  (a)  to  exam- 
ine music  for  the  service  and  hymns,  and  recommend  such  music  books 
as  they  may  find  satisfactory  and  approve. 

5.  (b)  To  publish  a  Provisional  Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service 
Book,  with  music  for  the  same,  as  soon  as  possible. 

6.  (p.  39.)  District  Synods  are  requested  to  carefully  examine  the 
German  Hymn  Book,  and  report  their  opinion  to  the  German  Hymn 
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Book  Committee,  and  to  contribute  their  quota  of  the  expense  of  pub- 
lishing this  book  in  its  present  form. 

7.  (p.  40,  a.)  Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  S.  Gross,  Fry  and 
Paul  P.  Keller  were  appointed  a  Committee  to  procure,  if  possible,  a  safe 
place  in  which  to  deposit  the  papers,  &c,  of  the  General  Council. 

8.  (b)  The  Secretaries  are  requested  to  collect  and  arrange  matter 
pertaining  especially  to  the  organization  of  this  body,  and  deposit  the 
same  for  present  safe  keeping. 

9.  (c)  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth  was  appointed  a  Committee  to  digest  a  plan 
for  the  formation  of  a  Historical  Society. 

10.  (p.  42,  a.)  The  Recording  Secretaries  are  directed  to  request  the 
Presidents  of  District  Synods,  which  have  not  adopted  them,  to  call  their 
attention  to  the  resolutions  (p.  35,  Min.  I860,)  requesting  that  "  at  least 
one  dollar  for  every  one  hundred  members  belonging  thereto and  "  at 
least  one-fifth  of  all  their  funds  collected  for  Home  Mission  and  Church 
Extension"  be  paid  into  the  proper  Treasuries  for  the  use  of  the  General 
Council. 

11.  (b)  The  Pittsburgh  declaration  of  the  General  Council  on  the 
subject  of  Secret  Societies  is  commended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Dis- 
trict Synods. 

12.  (p.  45,  a.)  The  President,  Recording  Secretaries  and  Treasurer 
aro  a  Committee  to  secure  a  Charter  for  the  General  Council. 

13.  (b)  The  Constitution  for  Congregations  is  reported  published. 
That  for  Synods  is  in  an  advanced  stage  of  completion,  and  both  were 
directed  to  bo  sent  to  the  District  Synods  for  examination. 

14.  (p.  52.)  The  delegation  of  the  Swedish  Augustaua  Synod  is  re- 
quested to  translate  and  publish  an  abstract  of  the  Minutes  in  the  Swedish 
papers,  a  proper  remuneration  for  the  work  being  promised.

These  items  to  come  up  in  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  English  Church  Book. 

6.  Report  to  be  presented. 

7.  Committee  reported  that  a  place  in  which  to  deposit  the  pa- 
pers, &c,  of  the  General  Council  could  be  secured. 
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8.  The  Secretaries  replied  that  they  had  carried  out  their  in- 
structions. 

9.  Report  to  be  presented. 

10.  The  Recording  Secretaries  answered  that  they  had  attended 
to  the  duty  assigned  them. 

SECRET  SOCIETIES. 

11.  Under  this  item  the  list  of  Synods  was  called,  and  the  fol- 
lowing verbal  statements  made : 

Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania — The  subject  has  been  referred  to 
the  Conferences,  four  of  which  have  already  discussed  it. 

Ministerium  of  New  York — The  declarations  of  the  General 
Council  have  been  printed  in  this  year's  Minutes  for  future  action. 

English  Synod  of  Oliio — The  subject  had  not  been  discussed, 
but  the  Synod  was  ready  to  abide  by  the  action  of  the  Council. 

Pittsburgh  Synod — The  declarations  of  the  General  Council 
have  bbeen  referred  to  the  Conferences,  and  are  under  considera- 
tion. 

English  District  Synod  of  Ohio — The  Synod  has  adopted  the 
declarations  of  the  General  Council,  made  at  Pittsburgh  and  Lan- 
caster, and  the  congregations  and  pastors  are  conforming  to  this 
action. 

Michigan  Synod — The  President  replied  that  he  had  handed  in 
in  writing  to  this  Convention,  the  action  of  the  Synod  on  this 
question. 

Augustana  Synod — Resolutions  against  secret  societies  were 
passed  seven  years  ago  ;  and  in  the  Constitution  for  Congregations 
approved  by  the  Synod,  provision  is  made  that  no  members  of  se- 
cret societies  shall  be  members  of  the  congregations. 

Canada  Synod. — No  official  action  has  been  taken. 

Iowa  Synod  has  always  condemned  secret  societies. 

Nor .-Dan.- Augustana  Synod  has  taken  action  advising  its 
members  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  secret  societies. 

CHARTER. 

\ 

12.  The  Committee  reported  that  a  Charter  for  the  General 
Council  had  been  secured  from  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania.  It 
was  laid  before  the  Convention. 
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CONSTITUTIONS  FOR  SYNODS  AND  CONGREGATIONS. 

13.  The  Committee  reported  the  Constitution  for  Synods  not 
yet  completed,  and  the  Constitution  for  Congregations  completed, 
printed  and  distributed. 

The  list  of  Synods  was  then  called  to  ascertain  what  action  had 
been  taken  by  them  on  the  latter  document. 

Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  has  had  a  Constitution  for  Con- 
gregations under  discussion  and  trial  for  ten  years.  The  revised 
form  had  not  been  finally  adopted,  but  had  been  sent  to  the 
Committee  of  the  General  Council,  as  an  expression  of  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Ministerium  on  this  matter. 

Ministerium  of  New  York  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  pre- 
pare a  Constitution  for  Congregations,  to  which  the  one  prepared 
by  the  General  Council's  Committee  has  been  referred. 

English  Synod  of  Ohio  had  not  been  in  a  situation  to  take  ac- 
tion on  this  subject. 

The  Pittsburgh  Synod  as  such  had  taken  no  action.  Members  of 
the  same  had  examined  the  form  proposed,  and  made  suggestions 
in  regard  to  it  to  the  Committee. 

English  District  Synod  of  Ohio— The  President  stated  that  he 
had  not  received  a  copy  of  the  proposed  Constitution,  and  there- 
fore had  not  laid  it  before  the  Synod. 

The  Michigan  Synod  has  given  the  proposed  form  to  a  Com- 
mittee for  review,  with  instructions  to  report  during  the  present 
year. 

The  Augustana  Synod  has  revised  its  Constitution  for  Congre- 
gations, at  the  same  time  comparing  it  with  that  framed  by  the 
General  Council's  Committee. 

The  Canada  Synod  has  appointed  a  Committee  to  examine  the 
proposed  Constitution,  and  to  report  their  opinion  to  the  Council's 
Committee. 

14.  The  President  of  the  Augustana  Synod  stated  that  an  ab- 
stract of  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Council  had  been  translated 
and  published  in  the  "  Hemlandet" 

All  the  items  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  last 
Convention  having  been  attended  to,  it  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Report  of  the  English  Church  Booh  Committee. 
At  the  time  of  the  last  annual  report  of  your  Committee  an  edition  of 
5,000  copies  was  passing  through  the  press,  in  which  the  changes  ordered 
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two  years  ago  were  carried  out.  This  edition  has  supplied  the  demands 
of  the  past  year,  but  is  now  nearly  exhausted.  The  change  directed  to 
be  made  in  the  rubric  before  the  second  part  of  the  Confession  of  Sins  in 
the  Morning  Service  has  not  yet  been  made,  inasmuch  as  no  use  has  been 
made  of  the  plates  since  then.  The  same  change  would  also  need  to  be 
made  in  the  Evening  Service,  to  secure  consistency.  Should  the  Council 
desire  to  reconsider  its  action  in  this  matter,  an  opportunity  is  still  af- 
forded. The  rubric  merely  permits,  does  not  direct  the  participation 
of  the  congregation.  An  edition  of  5,000  copies  contains  the  permis- 
sion. It  is  sanctioned  by  a  number  of  authorities  of  great  weight,  and 
has  been  used,  and  approved  in  use  by  some  of  our  largest  congrega- 
tions. It  is  suggested  that  a  reconsideration  of  the  action  of  last  year 
would  occasion  no  inconvenience,  and  might  be  of  service. 

The  Committee  have  diligently  endeavored  to  secure  a  series  of  Family 
Prayers,  but  with  renewed  want  of  success.  No  less  than  three  separate 
efforts  have  been  made  to  this  end  by  those  whom  the  Committee  es- 
teemed the  most  competent  persons,  and  all  have  utterly  failed.  We  are 
more  than  ever  convinced,  that  no  satisfactory  provision  can  be  made 
within  the  compass  prescribed.  The  very  richness  of  the  provision  of 
the  household  treasuries  of  devotion,  which  have  been  held  so  precious  by 
our  Church,  makes  the  meager  provision  ordered  seem  valueless.  We 
are  persuaded  that  the  order  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  in  the  Cate- 
chism as  rubricated  in  the  Church  Book  is  far  superior  to  the  arrange- 
ment ordered,  and  beyond  that  a  separate  work  is  needed. 

The  preparation  of  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts  is  not  yet  complete. 
The  multiplied  labors  and  little  leisure  of  those  engaged  in  their  prepara- 
tion has  prevented  their  entire  preparation,  and  the  presentation  of  any- 
thing less  than  the  whole  would  be  no  gain. 

An  arrangement  of  music  for  the  Church  Book,  its  liturgical  service, 
•psalms,  canticles  and  hymns,  made  by  Miss  H.  R.  Krauth,  late  organist 
of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Philadelphia,  has  been  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee, and  after  careful  examination  it  has  been  heartily  commended. 
The  parts  changed  in  the  new  edition  are  now  being  arranged,  and  the 
work  will  then  probably  go  into  the  hands  of  the  printer. 

The  Sunday  School  Service  and  Hymn  Book,  as  presented  in  outline  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  has  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  re- 
vision by  the  Committee,  in  which  the  structure  of  the  book  has  been  so 
much  altered  as  to  require  its  preparation  anew.  The  sub-committee 
charged  with  the  work  is  vigorously  engaged  upon  it.

The  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  Prof.  Fritseheh 
The  roll  was  called  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 

The  order  of  business  for  the  afternoon,  viz.,  Home  Missions, 
was  taken  up. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  General 
CoudciI  respectfully  present  the  following  report  of  their  labors  during 
the  past  year,  and  a  brief  review  of  this  great  interest  in  the  different 
Synods. 

The  Committee  have  held  monthly  meetings,  and  several  special  ones, 
for  mutual  consultation  and  prayer,  and  such  action  as  was  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  work  committed  to  their  charge.  These  meetings  have 
grown  in  interest,  and  have  served  both  to  acquaint  the  members  with 
the  growing  wants  of  the  many  fields  which  call  for  laborers,  and  to 
enable  them  to  comprehend  more  clearly  the  difficulties  which  embarrass 
us  in  our  operations. 

It  is  deeply  painful,  but  it  is  unavoidable,  that  we  again  refer  to  these 
difficulties,  even  more  plainly  than  in  a  former  report.  The  first  of  these, 
which  meets  us  at  every  step  in  our  progress,  is  the  want  of  means  to  ap- 
point and  sustain  the  needed  laborers.  Nothing  is  more  certain  than  that 
the  Committee  must  be  supplied  by  the  Church  with  adequate  means  to 
carry  on  the  Mission  work,  or  they  must  be  permitted  to  collect  them, 
either  personally  or  through  agents,  in  the  District  Synods.  If  the  first 
of  these  is  not  done,  and  the  second  is  not  consented  to,  by  the  District 
Synods,  because  of  a  supposed  interference  with  the  Mission  work  on 
their  own  territory,  the  appointment  of  an  Executive  Committee  on  Home 
Missions  by  the  Council  and  its  Mission  work  will  be  a  mere  nominal 
affair.  The  General  Council,  foreseeing  this  issue  of  things,  wisely  re- 
quested the  District  Synods  composing  it,  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  its  Executive  Committee  the  one-fifth  of  all  their  missionary  contribu- 
tions, for  such  general  Mission  work  "  in  the  regions  beyond,"  as  the 
smaller  and  newer  Synods  could  not  perform.  This  reasonable  request, 
we  regret  to  say,  only  three  of  the  District  Synods  have  as  yet  complied 
with,  while  two  others,  the  New  York  and  Texas  Synods,  have  asked  to 
be  excused  on  the  ground  of  the  great  work  to  be  done  in  their  own 
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fields.  Most  of  the  other  Synods  have  taken  no  action  on  the  subject, 
and  the  Committee  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  not  only  personally 
paying  the  appropriation  to  one  of  their  most  important  Missions,  but  also 
to  become  responsible  for  loans  in  order  to  meet  the  salaries  of  those  who 
are  already  under  commission. 

It  is  easy  to  see,  that  if  such  a  short-sighted  policy  is  continued,  and 
the  contributions  for  Domestic  Missions  in  the  older  and  more  established 
portions  of  the  Church,  are  mainly,  if  not  entirely,  expended  in  supplying 
the  destitutions  on  their  territory,  the  Committee  will  have  to  choose  be- 
tween the  embarrassment  of  debt,  or  the  abandonment  of  our  most  hopeful 
Missions.  The  inevitable  consequence  of  the  course  now  pursued  by  the 
majority  of  the  District  Synods  is,  so  to  cripple  the  missionary  operations 
of  the  Committee,  that  the  day  seems  more  distant  than  ever  of  any  im- 
portant general  undertaking  being  successfully  carried  on  through  their 
instrumentality. 

The  want  of  laborers  of  a  suitable  character  for  the  Mission  work,  has 
this  year  also  been  most  painfully  felt.  In  several  instances,  however 
laborers  of  the  requisite  qualifications  could  have  been  procured  ;  but 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  whole  amount  of  the  contributions  which 
passed  through  our  hands  was  $1,698.15,  it  will  be  understood  why  more 
could  not  be  commissioned.  Had  the  District  Synods  but  conscientiously 
carried  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Council,  in  the  payment  of  the  one- 
fifth  of  their  income,  the  operations  of  the  Committee  would  have  been 
materially  increased. 

During  the  past  year  the  Committee  have  had  seven  laborers  under 
commission,  to  whom  aid  was  extended  : 

1.  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Stirewalt,  of  Germantown,  Ohio,  who  has  devoted 
one-half  of  his  time  to  missionary  superintendency  and  exploration  in 
Indiana.  Bro.  Stirewalt's  labors  have  been  continued  under  great  bodily 
infirmity  and  repeated  attacks  of  sickness.  He  has,  nevertheless,  labored  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  in  the  ingathering  of  our  people,  the  organization 
and  dedication  of  churches,  and  the  supply  of  vacant  congregations  until 
pastors  could  be  obtained.  The  formation  of  a  new  Synod  in  Indiana  will, 
we  trust,  become  the  means  of  a  more  vigorous  missionary  agency  in  that 
State,  which  has  been  so  sadly  neglected  by  our  Eastern  Synods,  in  their 
missionary  labors  in  the  West. 

2.  The  liev.  M.  C.  Horine  continued,  until  August  31st,  to  labor  as 
the  joint  Missionary  of  the  Committee  and  the  English  District  Synod 
of  Ohio,  at  Zanesville.  Since  then  he  is  aided  alone  by  that  Synod.  The 
result  of  his  labors  may  be  briefly  stated  to  be  the  reclamation  of  this 
important  interest  for  our  Church,  the  recovery  and  renovation  of  their 
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house  of  worship,  the  increase  of  the  communicant  membership  from 
eight  to  forty-one,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Sunday  Sschool  upon  a 
basis  of  permanent  efficiency.  By  the  continued  blessing  of  God  upon 
the  labors  of  His  servant,  there  is  every  prospect  of  a  vigorous  and  effi- 
cient English  Lutheran  Church  being  built  up  in  Zanesville — a  city  con- 
taining so  many  excellent  materials  for  the  establishment  of  such  a 
congregation. 

3.  The  Rev.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff  has  continued,  during  the  past  year,  as 
our  Missionary  at  Akron,  Summit  county,  Ohio,  and  adjacent  counties. 
The  English  congregation  in  this  city  was  organized  by  the  Committee  not 
quite  two  years  ago,  and  we  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  a  church 
edifice  is  rapidly  approaching  completion,  which  will  be  alike  worthy  of  tliis 
energetic  flock,  and  our  pure,  evangelical  faith.  The  part  which  is  being 
erected  will  cost  upwards  of  $35,000,  and  will  be  free  from  debt.  The 
congregation  already  numbers  65  communicants,  among  whom  are  some 
of  the  leading  business  men  of  the  city.  The  Church  has  also  pur- 
chased and  paid  for  an  excellent  brick  parsonage.  At  Alliance,  Ohio,  a 
lot  has  finally  been  secured,  and  measures  are  being  taken  for  the  erection 
of  a  chapel  upon  it.  At  both  these  places  the  labor  has  been  very  great, 
and  at  times  discouraging;  but  by  perseverance  and  the  Dhine  blessing, 
success  must  crown  our  endeavors. 

4.  Yandalia,  111,  which  became  vacant  by  the  death  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Rugan,  was  supplied,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  by  the  Rev. 
H.  Reck,  of  Jacksonville,  111.,  until  May,  1871,  when  the  Rev.  J.  L. 
Smith,  of  Erie,  Pa.,  entered  upon  his  labors.  These,  we  deeply  regret  to 
state,  have  been  greatly  hindered  by  sickness  in  his  own  person  and  fam- 
ily, but  with  this  exception,  the  Mission  has  been  encouraged  and 
strengthened  by  his  zealous  labors.  It  is  yet  too  soon  to  report  the  nu- 
merical increase,  but  the  prospects  are  of  the  most  hopeful  character. 

5.  The  Rev.  J.  Heckel,  of  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  was  transferred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  in  November  last,  and 
since  then  has  labored  with  singular  fidelity  and  success  at  Knoxville 
and  numerous  other  German  settlements  in  Tennessee  and  Georgia.  By 
the  Divine  blessing,  a  neat  and  comfortable  church  has  been  erected  in 
Knoxville,  which  is  now  paid  for,  and  the  congregation  has  already  become 
self-sustaining.  At  Atlanta,  Ga.,  a  German  Lutheran  congregation  was 
collected  by  Bro.  Heckel,  and  a  pastor  has  since  been  called  in  the  per- 
son of  Rev.  Mr.  Dunsing,  of  the  Iowa  Synod.  A  congregation  of  Ger- 
man Lutherans  has  also  been  organized  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  which  is, 
however,  greatly  suffering  for  want  of  a  Minister,  who  would  live  among 
the  people,  and  would  be  able  to  instruct  the  youth  of  the  Church  as  well 
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as  preach  the  Word.  The  church  at  the  Wartburg,  Morgan  county 
Tenn.,  with  the  various  smaller  German  settlements  in  E.  Term.,  have 
been  visited  and  served  by  Pastor  Heckel,  a3  frequently  as  possible  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  In  like  manner,  the  German  Lutheran  congregation 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  has  been  provided  with  a  Pastor  in  the  person  of 
Rev.  Mr.  Nolte,  likewise  of  the  Iowa  Synod,  who  was  duly  installed  by  our 
Missionary. 

6.  The  Rev.  Frank  Richards  and  the  "  English  Lutheran  Church  of 
Mercy"  were  transferred  to  the  Committee  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  at 
the  same  time.  A  year  of  labor  and  comparative  success  had  just  passedj 
when  the  congregation  lost  their  beautiful  sanctuary  in  the  general  de- 
struction; and  now,  naught  remains  but  the  little  scattered  flock,  their  own 
homes  and  earthly  all,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  burnt  out,  and  their 
holy  and  beautiful  house  in  ashes.  Now,  more  than  ever,  do  the  Com- 
mittee feel  that  this  church  is  indispensable  to  our  Western  work,  and  we 
commend  both  the  Missionary  and  the  work  of  rebuilding  the  sanctuary, 
to  the  generous  sympathies  of  the  whole  brotherhood. 

7.  Since  the  1st,  of  May,  the  Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel  has  been  under  com- 
mission, as  the  joint  Missionary  of  this  Committee  and  the  Virginia  Syn- 
od, in  Richmond,  Va.  Owing  to  a  variety  of  causes,  the  English  Luth- 
eran Mission  there  was  very  much  discouraged  and  scattered,  and  time 
and  painstaking,  with  much  prayer,  will  be  necessary  to  gather  ic  again. 
The  reports  of  Bro.  Henkel,  however,  indicate  a  cheerful  hope  that  by 
God's  blessing,  a  church  edifice  will  be  erected  during  the  coming  year, 
and  that  then,  with  a  sanctuary  of  their  own,  a  congregation  of  a  perma- 
nent character  will  be  gathered. 

8.  The  earnest  appeals  of  Rev.  Pastor  Sieker  to  the  Committee,  for  aid 
in  the  support  of  numerous  Missionaries  in  the  Minnesota  Synod,  could  be 
responded  to  only  by  a  small  appropriation  in  money  ;  but  the  Committee, 
by  means  of  personal  application  to  a  number  of  English  Lutheran  Churches 
in  the  Pennsylvania  Synod,  were  enabled  to  send  valuable  boxes  of  cloth- 
ing, &c,  to  the  amount  of  some  seven  hundred  dollars,  which  were  of  great 
service  to  a  number  of  suffering  Pastors  and  Missionaries,  laboring  among 
the  scattered  Germans  in  the  frontier  counties  of  the  State.  These  offer- 
ings of  the  Christian  love  of  the  female  members  of  our  Church  were  most 
gratefully  received  and  acknowledged,  both  by  Pastor  Sieker  and  those 
who  were  enabled,  by  this  timely  aid,  to  remain  at  their  difficult  posts  of 
duty. 

9.  In  the  absence  of  pecuniary  aid,  the  Committee  was  enabled,  in  the 
same  way,  to  render  material  assistance  to  various  Missionaries  and  strug- 
gling Pastors  in  the  Swedish  and  Norwegian  Augustana  Synods.  The 
services  of  the  ladies  in  the  churches  of  Rev.  Drs.  Schaeffer,  Greenwald 
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and  Seiss,  and  Rev.  Messrs  Laird  and  Kunkelman,  are  hereby  thankfully 
acknowledged.  At  the  same  time,  the  hope  is  confidently  expressed  that 
the  example  of  these  excellent  women,  "  who  labored  with  us  in  the  gos- 
pel," will  be  imitated  by  many  others,  and  that,  this  year  also,  the  Com- 
mittee will  be  aided  in  their  work  by  the  same  service  of  faith  and 
charity. 

These  feeble  results,  alas  !  are  all  that  the  Committee  can  refer  to, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  journeys  of  exploration  into  the  Western 
States,  by  members  of  the  Committee,  at  the  outlay  of  a  small  sum  for 
travelling  expenses.  We  therefore  pass  on  to  a  brief  survey  of  the  Mis- 
sionary operations  of  the  different  District  Synods. 

PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD. 

The  Mission  Committee  of  this  Synod  have  had  ten  Missionaries  under 
their  care,  viz. :  the  Rev.  Messrs.  P.  Tsenschmidt,  of  Norristown  ;  J.  II, 
Schmidt,  of  White  Haven;  D.  M.  Henkel,  of  Stroudsburg  ;  G.  H.  Tra- 
bert,  of  Ephrata;  A.  H.  Bartholomew,  of  Trenton,  N.  J.;  F.  K.  Hunt- 
singer,  of  St.  Luke's,  Reading ;  J.  Leonberger,  of  Riverside,  N.  J.;  J.  H 
Fritz,  of  Millville,  N.  J.;  F.  W.  Guensch,  of  Jersey  Shore,  and  Pastor 
Buehler,  of  Doylestown,    Nearly  30  Congregations  and  Stations  havo 
thus  been  provided  with  the  stated  ministrations  of  the  Gospel,  and 
many  of  the  scattered  members  of  our  Church  have  been  gathered  into 
the  fold.    The  sum  of  §2,350  was  expended  on  these  Missions;  the 
Castle  Garden  Mission  was  assisted,  as  heretofore;  and  small  appropria- 
tions were  made  to  several  Southern  Synods.    In  addition  to  this,  the 
Board  of  City  Mission*,  in  Philadelphia,  has  under  its  care  six  distinct 
Missions,  viz.:  the  German  Church,  at  Frankford;  the  two  German 
Churches  at  Germantown  and  Rising  Sun,  and  the  New  St.  Michael's 
Germau  Church,  on  Cumberland  and  Trenton  avenue,  Philadelphia  ;  the 
English  Church  at  Chestnut  Bill,  St.  Peter's  English,  at  Philadelphia ^ 
and  St.  Stephen's,  West  Philadelphia.    The  support  of  these  six  Missions, 
amounting  to  $2,750,  was  contributed  mainly  by  the  older  churches  of 
our  faith  in  Philadelphia.    And  so  gratifying  have  been  the  results  of 
the  labors  of  these  Missionaries  in  establishing  these  young  and  weak 
churches,  that  several  new  Mission    stations  have  recently  been  made 
among  the  German  population  within  the  limits  of  the  city. 

It  must,  however,  be  evident  to  all  who  are  in  the  least  acquainted 
with  the  vast  masses  of  Lutheran  material  in  the  hands  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Synod,  and  particularly  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  €»ther 
large  towns  and  cities  which  are  growing  up  in  the  coai  regions  of  Eastern 
Pennsylvania,  that  the  amount  expended  for  missionary  labor  in  so  dense 
a  population,      altogether  inadequate  to  the  work  which  the  Church 
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must  perform  in  behalf  of  her  long  neglected  and  scattered  membership. 
If,  instead  of  $5,000,  treble  this  sum  were  devoted  to  this  interesting 
territory,  and  a  system  of  Missions  was  inaugurated  and  carried  out, 
which  would  embrace  the  many  hopeful  and  important  centres  of  popu- 
lation ;  the  wilderness  and  solitary  places  would  be  glad  because  of  the 
faithful  ministry  of  the  Word,  and  the  desert  would  rejoice  and  blossom 
as  the  rose. 

THE  NEW  YORK  MINISTERIUM. 

The  Mission  Committee  of  this  Synod  have  labored  with  greatly  in- 
creased zeal  in  the  wide  Mission  field  in  the  States  of  New  York  and  New 
Jersey.  The  Missions  under  its  care  have  been  the  English  Mission  in 
Rochester,  N.  Y. ;  German,  in  East  Brooklyn  j  Waterloo,  Mt.  Vernon, 
Port  Chester,  Cornhiil,  Utica,  Hudson  City,  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Messrs. 
Hill,  Frey,  Ebson,  Berkemyer,  Hauk,  Buttner  and  Maschopp.  All  of 
these,  with  the  exception  of  the  one  in  Waterloo,  seem  to  have  made  en- 
couraging progress.  The  amount  expended  on  them  was  $1,080.40.  In 
addition  to  these,  the  New  York  Conference,  of  the  same  Synod,  has  had 
under  its  care  and  nartial  support  the  following  Missions :  German  Luth- 
eran Churches  at  Ycnkers,  Newark  Bay,  N.  J.,  Thirty-Fourth  street  and 
Eighth  avenue,  Eighty-Fifth  street  and  Ninth  avenue,  East  Morrisania, 
and  several  smaller  stations  which  are  served  by  neighboring  pastors. 
The  amount  thus  expended  will  probably  reach  $2,000.  It  is  gratifying 
to  notice,  that  at  the  recent  Convention  of  this  Synod  measures  were 
adopted  which  will  largely  increase  the  missionary  activity  of  this  Synod, 
and  develop  in  the  churches  a  spirit  of  liberality  which  promises  the  most 
important  results.  If  the  sum  of  $10,000  could  be  annually  secured  for 
this  object,  only  a  comparatively  small  part  of  the  large  territory  of  this 
Synod  could  be  reached  by  such  an  outlay — so  wide-spread  is  the  destitu- 
tion, particularly  among  the  German  population  in  and  near  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  the  adjacent  State  of  New  Jersey. 

THE  PITTSBURGH  SYNOD. 

The  Missions  of  this  Synod  are  now  confined  to  the  western  counties  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  German  settlements  in  Western  Virginia,  and  one  in 
a  border  county  in  Ohio,  those  in  East  Tennessee  and  Chicago  having 
been  transferred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Council. 
They  are  thirteen  in  number,  and  consist  of  the  Birmingham  and  East 
Liberty  Eoglish  Missions,  the  Corry  German,  the  Monongahela  German, 
the  b'ranklin  and  Oil  City  English,  the  West  Va.  German,  the  New  Leb- 
anon English,  the  Liverpool  German,  the  Saxonburg  English,  the  Butler, 
English,  the  North-Eastern  German  and  English,  the  Horn  Settlement 
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English,  and  the  Allegheny  Valley  English.  The  Missionaries  were  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Melhorn,  Waters,  Jaeckel,  Schweigert,  Lang,  Friedrich, 
Swingle,  Fritz,  Geschwind,  Brenneman,  Wilson  and  Kribbs,  who 
preach  statedly  to  nearly  thirty  organized  congregations,  and  at  many 
other  places.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  growth  and  establish- 
ment, a  number  of  new  churches  having  been  organized,  and  several 
houses  of  worship  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Christ — while  larger  or 
smaller  classes  of  Catechists  have  been  confirmed,  and  valuable  additions 
made  to  the  membership  by  certificate  and  restoration.  The  territory 
occupied  by  this  Synod  is,  to  a  great  extent,  a  new  field  for  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  only  by  the  most  persevering  and  diligent  labor,  publicly 
and  from  house  to  house,  is  it  possible  to  gather  and  build  up  churches. 
Almost  everywhere,  however,  the  labor  of  an  earnest  ministry  is  demand- 
ed, and  out  of  the  scattered  elements  of  our  own  Church,  and  the  neg- 
lected of  other  communions,  living  and  working  churches  are  established, 
The  sum  of  $3,3-13  was  contributed  for  the  Mission  work  of  the  Synod 
during  the  past  year,  one-fifth  of  which  was  paid  over  to  the  General 
Council's  treasury.  At  least  double  this  sum  is  needed  to  carry  on  the 
Missionary  work  with  anything  like  the  necessary  efficiency,  and  when 
our  membership  give  the  small  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  more  than 
this  amount  can  be  secured. 

THE  ENGLISH  DISTRICT  SYNOD  OF  OHIO. 

Two  years  ago,  this  body  adopted  the  plan  of  Missionary  operations 
recommended  by  the  General  Council.  Siuce  that  time  the  efficiency  of 
the  Synod  in  the  Missionary  work  has  been  more  than  quadrupled.  The 
Zanesville  and  Lima  English  Missions,  with  aid  extended  to  several  small 
charges,  have  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Mission  Committee  during 
the  past  year.  The  success  of  their  labors  has  been  of  such  a  cheering 
nature,  that  several  new  Missions  were  laid  out  at  their  recent  Convention 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  raise  the  neceasary  means  for  the  sun- 
port  of  the  Mission  cause.  The  sum  of  §923.15  was  paid  out  for  this 
cause,  of  which  sum  8173.15  were  paid  into  the  General  Council's  treas- 
ury. 

THE  AUGUSTAS  A.  SYNOD. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Missionary  plan  of  the  Council,  by  this  Synod, 
two  years  ago,  a  new  life  has  characterized  the  operations  of  this  body, 
already  so  active  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  kingdom  of  God.  Nowhere, 
certainly,  was  the  destitution  so  wide  spread  and  distressing  as  among  the 
Swedish  population  of  the  West;  and  we  are  happy  at  being  able  to  add, 
mat  nowhere  in  our  American  Church  have  the  results  of  Missionary  labor 
jeen  more  remarkable  and  gratifying  than  among  these,  our  dispersed 
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brethren.  In  addition  to  the  large  amount  of  Missionary  work  performed 
by  the  settled  Pastors,  in  the  supply  of  vacant  charges  and  settlements 
in  the  District  Conferences,  the  Mission  Committee  of  the  Synod  have 
employed  five  travelling  Missionaries,  viz. :  the  Rev.  Pastors  S.  A.  Ceder- 
8tam,  S.  P.  A.  Lindahl,  L.  G.  Larsen,  J.  Magny,  and  G.  A.  Berggren,  who 
have  travelled  extensively  in  Minnesota,  Wisconsin,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Da- 
cotah,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Michigan  and  the  north-western  counties  of  west- 
ern Pennsylvania  and  New  York — visiting  and  exploring  every  known 
Swedish  settlement,  and  preaching  the  Word  to  thousands  of  their  dispers- 
ed and  neglected  countrymen.  A  large  number  of  congregations  has  been 
organized,  a  number  of  new  churches  erected,  sites  for  others  secured,  sev- 
eral pastorates  formed  and  supplied  with  ministers,  and  an  amount  of  pre- 
paratory work  performed  which  will  tell  with  the  happiest  results  in  the  fu- 
ture Missionary  operations  of  the  Synod.  The  hunger  and  thirst  of  the  j 
people  for  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  desire  on  the  part  of  multitudes 
for  the  sacraments  of  God's  house,  have  been  the  most  cheering  tokens  of 
a  blessed  spiritual  harvest,  yet  to  be  gathered  in.  Upwards  of  S3, 000 
were  contributed  by  the  churches  of  the  Augustana  Synod  to  carry  on  this 
part  of  the  work  among  their  countrymen.  The  principal  difficulty,  how- 
ever, being  not  so  much  the  lack  of  means,  as  of  experienced  and  able 
men,  who  could  be  spared  without  detriment,  from  the  older  churches  of 
the  Synod.    "  The  harvest  is  truly  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  few." 

THE  MICHIGAN  SYNOD. 

We  are  not  informed  whether  this  Synod  has  adopted  the  Missionary 
plan  of  the  Council,  but  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state  that  at  the  recent 
Convention  in  Kalamazoo,  a  travelling  Missionary  was  appointed  in  the 
person  of  Rev.  J.  L.  Raw,  of  Ruby  P.O.,  St.  Clair  Co.,  Mich.,  who  in  addi- 
tion to  a  newly  organized  German  Lutheran  church  in  Greenwood  Tp., 
and  several  other  neighboring  stations,  is  charged  with  the  exploration 
and  supply  of  the  many  destitute  settlements  of  Germans  in  the  North- 
eastern counties  of  the  State.  In  addition  to  the  aid  thus  rendered,  this 
Synod  appropriated  small  sums  for  missionary  labor  to  the  pastors  of  sev- 
eral of  the  smaller  charges  in  their  bounds. 

THE  CANADA  SYNOD. 

No  official  report  of  the  Missionary  operations  of  this  Synod  has  reach- 
ed us.  From  a  few  imperfect  items  which  were  handed  us  this  morning, 
we  regret  to  say  that  the  Mission  work  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod, 
has  not  been  prosecuted  as  vigorously  as  in  former  years;  owiog,  in  part  to 
a  debt  which  prevented  new  operation  and  the  formation  of  new  Missions. 
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la  Hamilton,  the  church  of  the  German  Congregation,  under  Rev.  G. 
Schmidt,  is  now  happily  free  from  debt,  and  the  Council  propose  to  erect 
a  suitable  parsonage.  The  Toronto  City  Mission,  after  a  vacancy  of  nine 
months,  and  a  short  supply  for  the  past  four  months,  is  again  vacant. 
The  Aldborough  Mission,  of  which  the  Rev.  Zahn  is  pastor,  has  paid  for 
its  church  and  parsonage.  The  Mission  at  Middleton  is  vacant,  and  the 
the  one  in  Morrison,  is  served  quarterly  from  Toronto.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  Missionary  spirit  will  again  be  revived  in  this  Synod,  which  is 
the  fruit  of  the  Missionary  spirit  of  past  years.  Only  in  this  way  can  the 
scattered  members  of  our  communion  be  reached  by  the  living  ministry 
in  a  province  where  so  many  forces  are  at  work  to  alieniate  the  Germans 
alike  from  their  language  and  their  faith. 

The  report  was  received,  considered,  and  as  a  whole,  adopted. 

Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee on  Home  Missions. 

Revs.  J.  Fishburn  and  H.  W.  Roth,  and  Mr.  S.  Gross  Fry 
were  appointed  Tellers,  who  reported  the  election  of  the  fol- 
lowing

Permission  was  given  Rev.  J.  H.  Baden  to  address  the  Conven- 
tion, in  relation  to  the  establishment  of  a  Seminary  near  New 
York  City  for  the  training  of  Teachers  for  Parochial  Schools. 
Upon  which  a  series  of  resolutions  was  introduced.

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Resolved,  After  a  further  discussion  of  the  merits  of  the  ques- 
tion, that  the  action  of  the  last  Convention  of  the  General  Coun- 
cil (see  Minutes  of  1870,  p.  37,)  in  regard  to  the  non-approval  of 
the  change  in  the  rubric,  between  the  parts  of  the  Form  for  Con- 
fession of  Sins  in  the  Morning  Service,  made  by  the  Committee, 
be  rescinded,  and  that  the  rubric  remain  ;  it  being  understood  that 
we  do  not  mean  to  approve,  by  this  resolution,  of  the  alteration  of 
any  part  of  the  Church  Book,  without  the  consent  of  the  General 
Council.

ENGLISH  CHURCH  BOOK. 

The  consideration  of  the  Report  of  the  English  Church  Book 
Committee  was  resumed. 

Resolved,  That  the  preparation  of  a  series  of  Family  Prayers 
for  the  Church  Book  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee,  and  that 
they  be  instructed  to  continue  this  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  prepare  as  many 
of  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts  as  possible,  and  have  them 
printed  in  provisional  form,  and  submitted  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  General  Council  for  consideration  and  approval. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  future  no  proposition  to  change  any  part 
of  the  service  in  the  Church  Book,  either  in  the  text  or  in  the  ru- 
brics, shall  be  entertained  by  the  Council,  unless  notice  of  such 
proposition  has  been  given  at  a  previous  Convention. 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 

ARCHIVES, 

The  Secretaries  and  English  ex-Secretary  were  instructed  to  trans- 
fer the  documents  of  the  Council  in  their  possession  to  the  charge 
of  the  Archivarius. 
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Historical  Society. 
The  undersigned,  a  appointed  to  digest  a  plan  for  the  formation  of  a 
Historical  Society  in  connection  with  the  General  Council,"  respectfully 
submits  the  following: 

(a)  That  a  Historical  Society  be  organized  in  connection  with  the 
General  Council. 

(b)  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  Constitution  for  such 
a  Society. 

(c)  That  the  Executive  Committee  designate  some  one  having  a  taste 
and  facilities  for  the  work,  as  a  Historian,  who  shall  present  a  report 
embracing  the  transactions  for  the  year,  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  this  country,  and  that  provision  be  made  for  the  annual  pub- 
lication of  this  report. 

(d)  That  each  of  the  District  Synods  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Histo- 
rian, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  gather  items,  and  make  record  of  the 
growth  and  work  of  the  Church,  especially  within  the  bounds  of  the 
District  Synod,  for  each  passing  year;  at  the  same  time,  also,  collecting 
facts  and  incidents  connected  with  the  founding,  organization,  &c,  of 
the  Synod  and  its  several  congregations.

CHARTER   OF   THE    GENERAL  COUNCIL. 

The  Charter  of  the  General  Council,  secured  by  the  officers  of 
the  last  Convention,  was  read  as  follows : 

An  Act 

To  Incorporate  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 

North  America. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  C.  P.  Krauth,  C. 
W.  Schaeffer,  W.  A.  Passavant  and  S.  Gross  Fry,  of  Pennsylvania,  Peter 
P.  Keller,  of  New  York,  E.  G.  Carlsson,  of  Illinois,  and  J.  H.  Sieker,  of 
Minnesota,  and  their  successors  in  office  duly  elected,  as  hereinafter 
specified,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  a  body  politic 
and  corporate  in  deed  and  in  law,  by  the  name  and  style  and  title  of 
Trustees  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
North  America.

Section  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  the  right  to  hold  lands,  tenements,  rents,  annuities,  franchises  and 
other  hereditaments,  and  also  personal  property,  which  may  be  conveyed, 
assigned,  transferred,  devised  and  bequeathed  to  them,  or  to  any  person 
or  persons  in  trust  for  them,  and  the  same  shall  be  vested  in  said  corpo- 
ration forever,  for  such  uses  and  purposes  as  said  conveyances,  assign* 
ments,  transfers,  bequests  and  devises  were  respectively  made  or  intended; 
and  said  corporation  is  hereby  declared  to  be  seized  and  possessed  of  such 
estates  and  interests  therein  as  in  and  by  said  conveyances,  assignments, 
transfers,  bequests  and  devises  thereof,  is  or  are  declared,  limited,  express- 
ed or  intended.  And  further,  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  rights, 
franchises  and  powers  which  by  law  pertain  to  corporations,  the  right  to 
hold  and  possess  real  and  personal  property  yielding  a  net  annual  income 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  ($50,000)  dollars,  and  the  same  to  sell,  con- 
vey and  dispose  of  at  pleasure,  but  said  limitation  not  to  be  construed  as 
including  the  annual  or  periodical  collections  and  voluntary  contribu- 
tions made  in  the  churches  under  the  care  of  said  General  Council,  or 
contributions  from  any  other  source :  Provided,  That  in  cases  where  spe- 
cial instructions  for  the  management  and  disposal  of  any  of  the  real  or 
personal  property  of  the  corporation  shall  be  given  by  the  General  Council 
in  writing  under  the  hand  of  their  Secretary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
corporation  to  act  according  to  such  instructions. 

Section  3,  That  no  misnomer  of  said  corporation  shall  defeat  or  an- 
nul any  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  to  or  from  said  corporation  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  intent  of  such  gift,  grant,  devise  or  bequest  shall  sufficient- 
ly appear,  that  the  same  was  intended  to  pass  to  or  from  said  corporation. 

Section  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  use 
one  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  amend  and  renew  at  pleas- 
ure. 

Section  5.  That  said  corporation,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  afore- 
said, shall  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity  or  before  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in 
all  manner  of  suits,  complaints,  pleas,  matters  and  demands  of  whatever 
nature,  kind  or  form  the  same  may  be. 

Section  6.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  full  power  to  make, 
pass  and  establish  by-laws  for  the  proper  administration  of  the  funds  and 
the  due  government  of  said  corporation  :  Provided,  That  said  by-laws 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Section  7.  That  said  corporators  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  said  corporation,  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  North  America,  when 
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two  trustees  in  addition  shall  be  elected  by  said  General  Council,  who 
with  said  corporators  shall  constitute  thereafter  a  full  Board  of  Trustees, 
who  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes  of  three  members  each  in  alpha- 
betical order,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  as  follows,  to  wit :  the 
term  of  office  for  the  firfct  class  shall  expire  on  the  third  Monday  of  No- 
vember, Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two; 
the  term  of  office  of  the  second  class  shall  expire  on  the  third  Monday  of 
November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-three ; 
and  the  term  of  office  of  the  third  class  shall  expire  on  the  third  Monday 
of  November,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four. 
Further,  the  said  General  Council  shall,  at  their  regular  meeting  in  the 
year  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-two,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  elect  three  persons  to  serve  as  trustees,  to  supply  the 
places  of  those  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  as  aforesaid :  Provided, 
however,  that  on  failure  to  elect  trustees  as  aforesaid,  or  in  case  of  death, 
resignation  or  other  inability,  those  remaining  in  office  shall  have  full  pow- 
er to  fill  such  vacancies  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  said  General 
Council. 

Section  8.  That  five  members  of  this  corporation  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  be  a  sufficient  number  to  transact  the  business  of  said  cor- 
poration, to  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  whose  regular  meetings 
shall  be  held  annually  during  the  sessions  of  the  General  Council.  Spe- 
cial and  adjourned  meetings  may  also  be  held  :  Provided,  That  previous  to 
any  special  meeting  of  said  corporation  not  appointed  by  adjournment, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  calling  a  meeting,  to  cau  se  notice  to 
sent  by  mail  to  each  member  ten  days  prior  to  such  meeting.  And  said 
corporation  may,  as  often  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  elect 
from  said  Board  of  Trustees,  a  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer or  other  officers. 

Section  9.  That  all  questions  before  said  corporation,  shall  be  decided 
by  a  majority  of  the  trustees  present.  And  said  corporation  shall  keep 
regular  and  fair  entries  of  their  proceedings,  and  a  just  account  of  their 
receipts  and  disbursements,  in  a  book  or  books  kept  for  that  purpose;  and 
the  Treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  said  General  Council,  at  each  regular  meet- 
ing, an  exact  statement  of  the  accounts  of  said  corporation.

Also,  that  the  German 
Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  copies  of  our  Minutes  to  the  Officers  of 
the  Leipsic  Conference,  from  year  to  year. 

2.  In  regard  to  the  Castle  Garden  Mission,  we  recommend  that  the  ac- 
tion of  the  officers  be  approved. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  account  of  Sherman  &  Co.,  for  printing  the  German 
Hymn  Book,  we  recommend  that  said  account  be  given  to  the  Treasurer 
for  payment;  and  that  the  attention  of  the  District  Synods  be  again  called 
to  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  Convention,  viz.,  "That  the  District 
Synods  be  requested  to  contribute  their  quota  of  the  expense  of  publish- 
ing this  book,  in  its  present  form."    (See  Min.  of  1870,  p.  39) 

4.  Finally,  we  recommend  that  the  President's  Report  be  printed  with 
the  minutes.

Report  as  a  whole  adopted. 

Following  is  the  letter  referred  to  in  the  first  item  of  the  above 
report  : 

Letter  of  the  General  Lutheran  Conference  in  Germany,  to  the 
General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America  : 

Reverend  and  Belovee  Brethren  in  the  Lord  :  The  letter  by 
which,  soon  after  our  first  meeting  in  Hanover  (June,  1868),  you  sent  us,  by 
your  honorable  President,  the  salutations  of  your  fraternal  love,  has  been 
laid  before  us  on  this  day,  on  which  the  grace  of  our  God  has  granted  us 
a  second  meeting,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  express  to  you  our  gratitude 
and  rejoicing. 

You  may  be  assured,  beloved  brethren  in  the  Lord,  that  we  have  ac- 
companied your  labors  for  the  union  of  our  Church  in  America,  with  the 
same  interest  as  you  did  ours.  That  at  the  same  time  in  which  we  in 
this  couutry  have  been  led  by  the  pressure  of  the  times  to  tie  firmer  the 
bonds  of  union  among  us,  you  also  not  only  expressed  the  desire  for  a 
closer  union,  but  accomplished  so  much  on  the  right  foundation  of  sure 
doctrine.     All  this  mustc  ertainly  be  a  testimony  to  us,  that  one  and  the 
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same  heart  beats  in  your  churches  and  in  ours,  that  we  have  one  and  the 
same  heavenly  King,  who  in  his  one  body  on  this  and  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Atlantic,  through  His  one  Spirit,  awakens  the  same  impulses;  and 
we  therefore  must  take  it  also  as  a  vivid  indication  that  you  and  we  are 
one  flesh  and  one  blood,  and  must  live  and  labor  and  suffer  and  hope  to- 
gether. 

We  therefore  rejoice  in  the  union  of  the  Lutheran  Churches  and 
Synods  of  America,  as  it  has  begun  to  form  itself  in  the  "  General  Council 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America."  We  acknowledge 
the  wisdom  and  caution  with  which  you  have  acted,  not  being  over 
anxious  for  premature  fruits  or  hasty  alliances,  trying  first  every- 
where to  gain  the  firm  foundation  of  a  clear  understanding  and  an  unmis- 
takable confession  in  order  that  the  building  might  become  solid.  We 
praise  the  grace  of  God  through  which  you  have  achieved  such  great 
success.  And  we  are  confident  that  He  who  has  begun  the  good  work 
amongst  you,  will  also  perform  it  to  the  end. 

For  ourselves  we  ask  from  you  the  prayers  of  heartfelt  and  sorrowing  sym- 
pathy. We  cannot  speak  to  you  of  success  attained  or  of  victories  won, 
but  of  dangers  and  anxieties  in  the  midst  of  which  we  stand.  In  looking 
around  us,  we  behold  on  the  one  side  our  old  foe,  the  Church  of  Rome) 
seeking  to  rally  with  fresh  energy  by  educing  the  last  consequences  of 
her  fundamental  antagonism  to  the  Word  and  Gospel  of  our  God ;  on  the 
other  side  we  behold  infidelity  and  apostasy  eating  up  the  marrow  of  the 
European  nations,  and  finding  among  ourselves  allies  and  instruments  in 
those  blinded  ones,  who  fancy  to  crown  the  work  of  the  Reformation  by 
betraying  to  modern  culture  the  inalienable  foundations  and  objects  of  our 
Christain  faith.  We  behold  a  theology  which  claims  to  be  called  believ- 
ing and  positive,  scarcely  refraining  from  publicly  proclaiming  the  "  non 
licet  esse  vos  "  against  the  Church  of  Luther ;  and  those  who  ought  to 
know,  that  by  divine  and  human  right  they  are  called  to  be  the  guardians 
of  the  Lutheran  Church,  only  too  ready  to  give  away  her  treasures  with  a 
show  of  law  and  justice.  These  things  we  behold,  and  in  consequence 
thereof,  ourselves  almost  from  land  to  land  struggling  for  existence. 

Therefore  we  implore  you  whose  Mother  Church  and  (with  many  of 
you)  whose  Fatherland  is  here  in  Germany,  to  lift  up  your  hands  with  us 
to  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  out  of  His  mercy  He  may  not 
suffer  the  candlestick  of  the  pure  Word  and  Sacraments  to  be  removed  out 
of  this  German  Fatherland. 

The  General  Lutheran  Conference  salutes  you  in  the  love  of  Christ.

GERMAN  CHURCH  BOOK. 

The  German  Church  Book  Committee  asked  for  instructions  in 
regard  to  the  preparation  of  the  book,  and  the  following  were  given. 

1.  The  first  letter  of  the  nouns  shall  be  printed  in  capitals. 

2.  Each  verse  of  the  hymns  shall  be  made  a  separate  line,  pro- 
vided the  hymnal  part  of  the  book  be  not  increased  thereby,  more 
than  one-third. 

3.  In  any  case  the  verses  shall  begin  with  capitals. 

4.  The  metres  of  the  hymns  shall  be  designated. 

5.  The  names  of  the  authors  and  date  of  publication  of  the  hymns 
shall  be  inserted,  and  in  case  the,  latter  cannot  be  ascertained,  the 
date  of  the  death  of  the  author. 

6.  The  original  text  shall  be  made  the  basis  of  the  redaction  of 
the  hymns,  and  that  where  changes  are  necessary,  the  principles  con- 
tained in  the  "  Unverfalschter  Liedersegen  "  shall  be  followed;  it 
being  understood  that  the  Committee  take  care  that  the  text  of  the 
hymns  be  made  clearly  intelligible  to  all  the  members  of  the  Church. 

7.  That  the  hymns  which  are  not  contained  in  the  Hymn  Book 
of  the  Mmisterium  of  Pennsylvania,  and  those  in  which  considera- 
ble alterations  are  made,  be  printed  in  the  "Zeitschrift,"  from  time 
to  time. 

8.  The  normal  number  of  hymns  shall  be  five  hundred,  and  in 
no  case  shall  the  number  exceed  six  hundred. 
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9.  That  where  a  hymn  is  translated  from  the  Latin,  the  first  line 
in  Latin  be  printed  above  it.

vania. 
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New  York  Immigrant  Mission, 

Report  of  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  on  the  New 
York  Immigrant  Mission: 

Your  Committee  would  suggest  the  following  action  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  are  gratified  that  the  internal  arrangements  and 
affairs  of  the  Immigrant  Mission  at  Castle  Garden  have  been  gotten  into 
better  working  order,  and  have  proved  satisfactory  to  the  Committee. 

2.  We  heartily  regret  that  the  support  extended  to  the  Mission  hab  not 
been  sufficient  to  meet  its  wants,  and  under  a  strong  conviction  of  its  ne- 
cessity, would  again  urgently  commend  it  to  the  churches. 

3.  That  provision  for  religious  services  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  Mission,  and  that  the  rooms  secured  for  its  usa 
should  be  suitable  for  this  purpose. 

4.  That  we  regret  that  in  the  lack  of  funds  in  the  treasury,  the  Com- 
mittee found  it  necessary  temporarily  to  use  some  of  the  funds  of  the 
Samaritan's  Home,  and  that  we  expect,  that  as  soon  as  the  state  of  the 
treasury  allows,  they  wil[  be  repaid. 

6.  That  as  some  confusion  has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  many  with  refer- 
ence to  the  two  operations  in  behalf  of  the  immigrants  at  New  York  it  is 
well  to  remind  the  members  cf  our  churches  that  it  is  the  Immigrant 
Mission  which  is  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Council,  and  con- 
cerning which  it  was  resolved  last  year,  "  That  the  General  Council,  as  an 
ecclesiastical  body,  devote  its  whole  strength  to  the  building  up  of  an  Im- 
migrant Mission  of  a  churchly  character."  Of  this  Mission,  Eev.  R.  New- 
man is  the  Missionary,  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Boeschen  is  Treasurer,  and  the 
present  location  is  No.  7  Broadway,  N.  Y.

In  reference  to  the  establishment  of  a  Teachers'  Seminary, 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Council  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Baden, 
in  the  name  of  a  Society  organized  for  that  purpose,  the  following 
action  was  taken : 

Resolved,  1.  That  we  regard  the  establishment  of  an  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Teachers'  Seminary  as  an  urgent  necessity  of  our  Church. 

2.  That  the  General  Council  approve  of  the  preparatory  steps 
which  have  been  taken  for  this  purpose,  rejoice  in  what  has  been 
done,  and  encourage  those  who  have  begun  it,  to  continue  their 
efforts  in  preparing  the  way  for  such  an  institution. 

3.  That  our  congregations  be  requested  to  aid  this  work  with 
voluntary  contributions,  according  to  their  ability. 

Relief  for  Churches  of  Chicago  and  Michigan. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  an  expression  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Council  with  reference  to  the  losses  by  fire  and  consequent  suf- 
fering of  our  brethren  and  churches  in  Chicago,  Bay  City,  <fcc,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  : 

1.  That  the  General  Council  has  learned  with  profound  sorrow  aQ(* 
sympathy  of  the  total  destruction  of  the  English  Church  of  Mercy,  the 
Hospital  of  the  Deaconesses,  and  the  Swedish  Emmanuel's  and  Gethse. 
mane  churches,  along  with  other  Lutheran  churches  in  Chicago,  and  o 
the  like  destruction  of  the  First  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in. 
Bay  City,  and  other  Lutheran  churches  in  the  same  region  j  as  also  of 
the  great  calamity  which  has,  in  addition,  befallen  almost  all  the  members 
of  these  churches,  especially  in  Chicago,  in  having  been  so  suddenly  de- 
prived of  their  homes  and  property  by  the  mysterious  and  afflictive  prov- 
idence which  has  come  upon  them. 

2.  That  the  General  Council,  in  its  earnest  and  fraternal  sympathy, 
extends  to  these  sufferers  its  sincere  wish  and  entreaty,  that  they  be  not 
despondent  under  these  trials ;  that  they  meekly  regard  them  as  from  the 
hand  of  a  good,  wise  and  gracious  Father;  that  they  continue  to  hope 
and  trust  in  Him  who  has  covenanted  never  to  forsake  his  people,  though 
He  cause  them  to  pass  through  the  fires ;  and  especially,  that  they  do 
neither  despair  nor  falter  with  regard  to  rebuilding  their  burned  churches) 
or  the  continuation  of  the  congregations  and  institutions  which  have  been 
so  severely  visited. 

3.  That  the  General  Council  hereby  calls  upon  all  its  congregations  ancl 
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people  to  remember  these,  their  greatly  afflicted  brethren,  in  all  such  ways 
"as  the  need  may  require  and  Christian  affection  dictate,  and  especially  to 
arrange  for  the  collection  and  transmission  of  prompt  and  liberal  contribu- 
tions to  assist  in  rebuilding  the  destroyed  churches  referred  to. 

4.  That  the  English  congregation  of  the  Church  of  Mercy  in  Chicago, 
of  which  Rev.  F.  Richards  has  been  reappointed  the  pastor,  bo,  and 
hereby  is  advised  to  seek  out  and  arrange  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable 
lot  of  ground  on  which  to  build  its  church  edifice  ;  and  that,  as  said  church 
has  no  corporate  existence  in  law,  the  Lutheran  Mission  and  Church  Ex- 
tension Society  (of  which  S.  Gross  Fry,  of  Philadelphia,  is  President,  and 
which  has  been  especially  organized  and  chartered  for  the  purpose  of  as- 
sisting in  obtaining  and  temporarily  holding  titles  for  Lutheran  missions 
and  churches  where  no  legal  corporations  as  yet  exist)  be,  and  hereby  is 
requested  to  take  under  its  care  for  the  time  being,  the  purchase  and  title 
for  such  lot  for  said  Church  of  Mercy,  and  also  the  reception  and  dis- 
bursement of  the  funds  contributed  for  the  rebuilding  of  said  church; 
and  that  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  to  all  our  churches  and  people 
to  send  their  contributions  intended  for  said  Church  of  Mercy,  without 
delay,  to  Peter  A.  Keller,  Cashier  of  Union  National  Bank,  corner  of 
Third  and  Arch  streets,  Philadelphia,  Treasurer  of  said  Lutheran  Mission 
and  Church  Extension  Society. 

5.  That  the  Swedish  Emmanuel's  Church  in  Chicago,  of  which  Rev. 
Erl.  Carlson  is  pastor,  be  and  hereby  is  requested  to  designate  and  duly 
appoint  some  person  or  persons,  aod  to  publish  the  name  or  names  of  the 
same  in  the  Church  papers,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  for  it  all 
contributions  intended  to  aid  said  congregation  in  the  rebuilding  of  its 
church  edifice. 

6.  That  the  same  request  and  advice  be  and  hereby  is  also  given  to  the 
Swedish  Gethsemane  Church,  Rev.  P.  Erickson,  pastor  ;  to  the  First  Nor- 
wegian Church,  Chicago,  in  connection  with  the  Norwegian-Danish-Au- 
gustana  Synod;  and  also  to  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  Bay  City,  Michigan,  Rev.  W.  Reuter,  pastor. 

7.  That  the  Hospital  at  Chicago,  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  TV.  A. 
Passavant,  D.  D.,  the  merciful  work  of  which  in  ministering  to  the  relief 
and  comfort  of  the  sick  is  worthy  of  all  commendation,  though  not  being 
in  the  same  direct  connection  with  this  body  as  the  congregations  named 
above,  be,  and  hereby  is,  nevertheless,  also  commended  to  the  kind  con- 
sideration and  aid  of  all  benevolently  disposed  persons  in  its  effort  to  re- 
pair its  losses  and  to  reopen  its  doors  to  the  afflicted  and  suffering. 

The  report  was  received,  considered  by  items,  and  adopted. 
Revs.  TV.  A.  Passavant,  D.  D.,  E.  Carlson,  F.  Richards  and  S. 
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Klingman  were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  and  issue  a  cir- 
cular to  the  churches,  setting  forth  the  losses  and  needs  of  those 
who  have  suffered  by  the  destructive  fires  above  referred  to. 

Minutes  of  District  Synods. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  District  Synods  was 
presented,  and  taken  up  for  consideration. 
The  first  and  second  items  were  adopted. 

A  few  minutes  only  remaining  until  the  time  of  the  close  of  the 
afternoon  session,  the  discussion  of  the  third  item  was  postponed 
until  the  evening  session  ;  and  a  ballot  was  taken  to  determine  the 
time  and  place  for  the  next  Convention. 

Mr.  F.  Schack  was  excused  from  further  attendance. 

Rev.  A.  Spaeth  gave  notice  that  he  would  offer  an  additional 
By-Law,  at  the  next  Convention,  providing  for  the  discussion  of 
Theses,  on  some  important  doctrine  or  practical  question,  at  each 
Convention  of  the  General  Council.

The  tellers  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  the  General  Council, 
reported  that  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  Holy  Trin- 
ity, Akron,  Ohio,  had  been  selected  as  the  place,  and  the  First 
Thursday  in  November,  A.  D.  1872,  as  the  time  for  said  meeting. 

MINUTES  OP  DISTRICT  SYNODS. 

The  consideration  cf  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Min- 
utes of  District  Synods  was  resumed. 

The  third  item  was  amended  and  adopted. 
The  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted  as  follows  : 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  the  District  Synods. 
The  documents  placed  in  our  hands  are, — 

1.  The  Minutes  of  the  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Pittsburgh,  Augus- 
tana,  Canada,  Norwegian,  English,  and  English  District  Synods. 

All  these  bodies  are  prosecuting  the  work  of  the  Master  with  com- 
mendable activity,  and  their  labors  have  been  rewarded  with  gratifying 
success. 

As  some  of  them  have,  and  others  have  not  acted  upon  the  recommend" 
ations  of  the  General  Council,  concerning  Systematic  Beneficence,  Home 
Missions  and  the  Contingent  Fund,  and  as  without  means  it  is  impossible 
for  the  Council  to  prosecute  successfully  the  work  so  invitingly  opening 
up  before  it,  the  attention  of  these  and  all  other  Synods  connected  with 
this  body,  is  again  invited  to  these  subjects,  and  prompt  action  requested. 

2.  A  communication  from  Rev.  J.  E.  Wesner,  conveying  the  gratifying 
intelligence,  that  a  Synod  has  been  organized  in  the  State  of  Indiana  on 
the  basis  of  the  General  Council,  called  "  the  Indiana  Synod  of  the  Evang. 
Lutheran  Church." 

It  embraces  at  present  8  pastors,  18  pastoral  charges  and  45  congre- 
gations. Other  ministers  and  congregations  in  the  State,  in  doctrinal 
sympathy,  are  expected  to  unite  with  it]  soon,  and  a  year  hence  it  is  pro- 
posed to  apply  for  admission  into  this  Council. 

May  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  this  new  Synod  and  make  it  abund- 
antly successful  in  the  work  of  the  Church. 

3.  A  certified  copy  of  the  action  of  the  Michigan  Synod  upon  the 
"Four  Points." 

In  presenting  their  action  the  Synod  has  exercised  an  unquestioned 
constitutional  privilege.  The  Declaration  of  the  Council  on  one  of  these 
points  has  been  referred  to  the  Synods,  and  is  now  under  discussion  in 
the  Synods  and  Conferences ;  and  being  convinced  of  the  prominent  im- 
portance of  the  questions  of  Exchange  of  Pulpits  and  Communion,  we 
recommend  the  utterances  of  the  Council  on  these  points  to  the  further 
serious  consideration  of  our  Synods,  hoping  that  we  will  attain  to  a  greater 
unanimity  of  belief  upon  these  important  questions.

Chicago  Theological  Seminary. 

The  following  report  from  a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Commission, 
to  which  was  referred  the  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Chicago,  was  presented  and  adopted  : 

The  undersigned  having  been  directed  by  the  General  Council  at  its 
last  session,  to  prepare  a  Charter,  Constitution^and  By-Laws  for  the  pro- 
posed Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago,  with  special  reference  to  the 
principles  which  were  determined  upon  at  the  Convention  in  Lancaster, 
0.,  would  respectfully  report,  that  owing  to  the  recent  calamity  which 
befell  our  Churches  at  Chicago,  it  was  found  impossible  to  meet  and 
deliberate  upon  these  important  matters.  They,  therefore,  ask  for  time 
until  the  next  Convention.

SWEDISH  EMIGRANT  CERTIFICATES. 

A  statement  was  made  by  the  delegation  of  the  Augustana  Synod? 
in  which  they  informed  the  Council  of  the  difficulties  and  troubles 
experienced  by  them,  arising  from  the  peculiar  character  of  the 
certificates  given  to  the  Swedish  emigrants  by  the  Church  author- 
Hies  in  Sweden,  and  asked  the  aid  of  this  body  in  correcting  the 
evils  complained  of ;  upon  which  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  having  heard  the  delegation  of  the  Augustana 
Synod  in  reference  to  the  serious  embarrassments,  which  are  caused 
by  the  peculiar  character  of  many  of  the  letters  of  dismission  given 
to  emigrants  by  their  pastors  in  Sweden,  and  at  the  earnest  request 
of  the  Synod  itself,  made  at  its  late  Convention,  a  Committee,  con- 
sisting of  the  President,  Rev.  Dr.  Hasselquist,  Rev.  E.  Carlson 
and  Rev.  J.  Swensson,  be  instructed  to  address  a  fraternal  letter, 
in  the  name  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,  to  the  authorities  of  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
Sweden,  respectfully  asking  for  such  a  change  in  all  letters  of 
dismission,  as  will  effectually  remove  the  embarrassments  com- 
plained of. 

THANKS. 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of  the  General  Council  be 
returned  to  the  Pastors  and  Christian  brethren  of  Zion's  Church 
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and  the  Church  of  the  Reformation,  for  the  generous  hospitality 
with  which  the  members  of  this  body  have  been  received  and  en- 
tertained during  its  Convention  in  Rochester,  and  we  pray  that 
the  blessing  of  the  Highest  may  rest  upon  these  Congregations,  in 
all  their  households  and  in  all  their  interests. 

Resolved,  That  the  Pastors,  von  Rosenberg  and  Hill,  be  re- 
quested to  make  known  this  action  to  their  Congregations,  on  next 
Lord's  Day  at  Divine  Service. 

Resolved^  That  the  English  Secretary  return  our  thanks  to  Lewis 
L  Houpt  and  to  the  North  Penn'a.,  Heading,  Lehigh  Valley,  Erie, 
Allegheny  Valley,  Michigan  Central  and  Grand  Trunk  Railroads, 
for  favors  extended  to  members  of  the  General  Council.

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APPENDIX  A. 

Theses  on  Justification. 

I.  "  Jesus  Christ,  true  God  and  true  man,  truly  suffered,  was  crucified, 
dead  and  buried,  that  he  might  reconcile  the  Father  unto  us,  and  be  a 
propitiation  not  only  for  original  sin,  but  for  all  other  sins  of  men."  (Augs- 
Conf.  iii.  2,  3.) 

II.  "  Men  cannot  be  justified,  or  obtain  forgiveness  of  sins  and  right- 
eousness before  God  by  their  own  powers,  merits,  works  or  satisfaction." 
(Augs.  Conf.  iv.  1.) 

III.  "  We  are  justified,  obtain  forgiveness  of  sins,  and  become  right- 
eous before  God,  freely,  out  of  grace,  for  Christ's  sake,  through  faith." 
(Augs.  Conf.  iv.  1.) 

IV.  "  We  are  justified  through  faith  when  we  believe  that  Christ  hath 
suffered  for  us,  and  that  for  His  sake  we  are  received  into  God's  favor, 
our  sins  forgiven,  and  righteousness  and  eternal  life  granted  unto  us." 
(Augs.  Conf.  iv.  2.) 

V.  This  faith  God  will  and  doth  reckon  audi  impute  for  righteousness 
before  him,  as  St.  Paul  saith  in  Romans  iii.  and  iv.  (Augs.  Conf.  iv.  3.) 

VI.  That  this  faith  may  be  obtained,  God  hath  instituted  the  ministry, 
and  hath  given  the  gospel  and  sacraments,  that  through  them,  as  instru- 
ments and  means,  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  given,  who  worketh  faith  in 
them  who  hear  the  gospel,  wherein  is  taught  that  "  not  for  the  sake  of 
our  merits,  but  for  Christ's  sake,  God  is  gracious  unto  us,  and  justifies 
those  who  believe  that  they,  for  Christ's  sake,  are  received  into  favor." 
(Augs.  Conf.  v.) 

VII.  Such  faith  as  justifieth  should  and  doth  bring  forth  good  fruits 
and  good  works,  and  we  must  do  good  works  of  every  kind,  as  God  hath 
commanded  and  because  of  God's  will.  (A.  C.  vi.  1.)  And  where  good 
works  follow  not,  there  is  the  faith  spurious.  (S.  A.  xiii.  4.)J 

VIII.  Good  works  are  not  to  be  done  that  we  may  trust  in  them,  that 
through  them  we  can  merit  grace  or  justification  before  God.  (Augs. 
Conf.  vi.  1.) 

IX.  This  is  the  ancient  doctrine  of  the  Christian  Church  that  God 
hath  ordained,  that  he  who  believeth  in  Christ  shall  be  saved,  without 
works  by  faith  alone,  freely  receiving  remission  of  sins.  (Augs.  Conf- 
vi.  3.) 

X.  Justifying  faith  bringing  forth  a  new  light,  life  and  power  in  the 
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heart  which  renews  the  understanding,  will  and  affections,  and  is  a  work 
of  the  Holy  Ghost:  it  cannot  consist  with  mortal  sin,  but  as  long  as  it  ig 
present  produces  good  fruits,  and  makes  the  regenerate  man  a  new  crea- 
ture. (Apol.  Conf.  xcviii.  64.) 

XL  Christ  is  truly  our  righteousness,  neither  according  to  the  divine 
nature  alone,  nor  according  to  the  human  nature  alone,  but  the  whole 
Christ  according  to  both  natures,  in  that  sole  and  most  perfect  obedience 
of  His,  which  He.  both  God  and  man,  rendered  to  the  Father  even  unto 
death,  and  by  which  He  hath  merited  for  us  the  remission  of  all  our  sins, 
and  life  everlasting."  (Formula  Concordise,  584.) 

XII.  "  The  righteousness  before  God  of  faith  is  this,  that  man  a  sinner 
before  God  is  justified,  that  is,  absolved  from  all  his  sins  and  from  the 
judgment  of  a  most  just  condemnation,  and  is  adopted  into  the  number 
of  God's  sons  and  is  made  an  heir  of  eternal  life,  without  any  merit  or 
worthiness  on  our  part,  and  without  respect  to  any  works  of  ours,  preced- 
ing, attending  or  following,  out  of  pure  grace,  solely  on  account  of  the 
alone  merit,  most  perfect  obedience,  most  bitter  sufferings,  death  and  res- 
urrection of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  whose  obedience  is  imputed  unto  us 
for  righteousness."   (Formula  Concordise,  674.) 

XIII  "  Faith  alone  is  that  mean  and  instrument  whereby  we  lay  hold  on 
Christ  the  Saviour,  and  thereby  in  Christ  of  that  righteousness  which 
availeth  before  the  judgment  of  God,  since  for  Christ's  sake  that  faith  is 
imputed  for  righteousness.  Rom.  iv.  5,  24.   (Formula  Concordiae,  584.) 

XIV.  "  This  justifying  faith  is  not  a  naked  hnowleege  of  the  history 
of  Christ,  but  such  a  great  gift  of  God,  that  thereby  we  rightly  acknowl- 
edge Christ,  our  Redeemer  in  the  word  of  the  Gospel,  and  trust  in  Him, 
to  wit,  that  on  account  of  His  alone  obedience,  and  grace,  we  have  the 
remission  of  our  sins,  are  accounted  holy  and  righteous  before  God  the 
Father,  and  obtain  eternal  salvation."  (Form.  Cone,  585.) 

XV.  "  This,  therefore,  is  a  special  faith,  by  which  each  one  believeth 
that  his  own  sins  are  forgiven  for  Christ's  sake."  (Apol.  Conf.  68.) 

XVI.  Faith  does  not  justify  or  save,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  a  work  in 
itself worthy ,  but  only  because  it  taketh  the  promised,  mercy''  We  are  not 
justified  for  the  sake  of  our  faith,  but  for  Christ's  cake  only.  (Apol. 
Conf.  70.) 

XVII.  "  In  this  article,  by  usage  derived  from  courts  of  law,  to  jus- 
tify signifieth  to  acquit  him  that  is  arraigned  and  pronounce  him  just,  and 
this  on  account  of  the  righteousness  of  another,  to  wit,  of  Christ."(  Apol. 
Conf  125.)   (Prov.  17  :  15 ;  Is.  5  :  23  ;  Rom.  8  :  33.) 

XVIII.  "  Though  they  that  truly  believe  in  Christ  and  are  born  again 
are  all  their  lifetime  subject  to  infirmities  and  faults,  yet  sliould  they  not 
doubt  either  of  that  righteousness  which  is  imputed  to  them  through 
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aith,  or  of  their  eternal  salvation,  but  rather  should  be  assured  that  for 
Christ's  sake,  according  to  the  promise  and  immovable  word  of  the  Gos- 
pel, their  God  accepteth  them.  (Form.  Cone.  585.) 

XTX.  1.  "  To  preserve  the  pure  doctrine  of  the  righteousness  of  faith 
before  God,  it  is  necessary  that  the  exclusive  particles  (by  which  the 
Apostle  Paul  absolutely  separates  the  merits  of  Christ  from  our  works, 
md  gives  the  glory  to  Christ  alone,)  should  be  retained  with  all  diligence, 
is  when  Paul  writes  ;  1  By  grace'  'freely'  1  without  merit,'  'without  the 
law,  1  without  works,'  '  not  of  works.  2.  All  which  are  summed  up  in 
his:  That  by  faith  alone  in  Christ  we  are  justified  and  saved.  (Form. 
Jonc  585.)    (See  Eph.  2  :  5,  9  ;  Rom  3  :  24  ;  4:6;  Gal.  3  : 11.) 

XX.  1.  u  Although  the  contrition  that  goelh  before  and  new  obedience 
hat  followcth  after  it,  pertain  not  to  the;  article  of  justification  before  God} 
vet  no  such  justifying  faith  is  to  be  feigned  as  can  be  and  remain  togeth- 
t  with  an  evil  purpose,  to  wit,  of  sinning  and  acting  against  conscience. " 
Form.  Cone.  586.)  2.  Wherefore  they  have  no  true  and  saving  faith 
;vho  are  without  contrition  ;  and  who  purpose  to  go  on  and  persist  in  their 
ins.  3.  For  true  contrition  precedes  faith,  and  justifying  faith  is  in  them 
who  truly,  not  feignedly,  repent."  (Form.  Con.  688.)  4.  "After  a  man 
tath  been  justified  by  faith,  that  true  and  living  faith  worketh  by  love 
Gal.  5:  6),  and  good  works  always  follow  justifying  faith,  and  will  most 
surely  be  found  with  it."  (Form.  Con.  586.)  5.  "  Faith  and  works  are 
nseparably  connected,  but  that  which  apprehendeth  the  blessing  is  faith 
ilone  without  works,  and  yet  it  never  is  alone.  (Luther  quoted  in  Form. 
Jon.  692.) 

XXI.  "  It  is  no  less  necessary,  that  men  should  be  invited  and  ex- 
lorted  to  give  righteously  and  piously,  and  to  this  end  to  do  good  works, 
md  be  shown  how  necessary  it  is  that  they  should  exercise  themselves  in 
a;ood  works  to  show  forth  their  faith  and  gratitude  toward  God,  than  it  is 
necessary  to  beware  that  good  works  be  not  mixed  up  in  the  matter  of 
justification.  For  men  can  no  less  incur  damnation  by  an  Epicurean  per- 
uasion  concerning  faith,  than  by  a  Pharisaic  and  Papistical  trust  in  their 
awn  works  and  merits."  (Form.  Con.  591.) 

XXII.  1.  "  When  James  (2  :  24)  sayeth  '  that  by  works  a  man  is  justi. 
led,  and  not  by  faith  only,'  he  speaketh  of  works  which  follow  faith  and 
ihow  that  it  is  not  dead  but  is  living  and  efficacious  in  the  heart.  2.  He 
neaneth  not,  therefore,  that  we,  by  good  works,  merit  remission  of  sins 
md  grace,  but  he  speaketh  of  the  works  of  them  that  are  justified  who 
ire  already  reconciled,  accepted  and  partakers  in  the  remission  of  sins- 
I.  Faith,  as  it  is  a  new  life,  of  necessity  brings  forth  new  emotions  and 
works.    4.  Whereforth  James  rightly  denies  that  we  are  justified  by 
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such  a  faith  as  is  devoid  of  works.  5.  To  justify  here  signifieth  to  be 
pronounced  righteous,  for  they  certainly  are  pronounced  righteous  who 
have  faith  and  good  works."  (Apol.  Conf.  108,  109  ) 

XXIII.  1.  11  The  knowledge  of  this  faith  is  necessary  and  bringeth  most 
plenteous  consolation  in  all  afflictions,  and  showeth  to  us  the  office  of 
Christ.  2-For  they  who  deny  that  men  are  justified  by  faith,  deny  that 
Christ  is  a  Mediator  and  Propitiator,  deny  the  promise  of  grace  and  the 
gospel,  and  touching  justification  teach  only  a  doctrine  of  reason  or  of  the 
law."

The  official  oorrespondeuce  of  the  last  synodical  year  has 
presented  few  items  which  need  occupy  the  attention  and  time  of  this 
body.

Mr.  S.  Gross  Fry,  President  of  the  "  Lutheran  Mission  and 
Church  Extension  Society,"  which  at  the  last  Convention  was  re- 
quested to  take  under  its  care,  for  the  time  being,  the  purchase 
and  title  of  a  lot  for  the  Church  of  Mercy  of  Chicago,  and  also  the 
reception  and  disbursement  of  the  funds  contributed  for  the  rebuild- 
ing of  said  church,  reported  that  the  Society  had  accepted  the 
trust,  and  presented  the  accounts  of  its  treasurer,  showing  the 
funds  received  and  disbursed  for  the  Church  of  Mercy.  The 
paper  was  read,  and  referred  to  the  Auditing  Committee. 

Foreign  Missions* 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 
was  presented,  and  its  consideration  made  the  order  for  Friday 
afternoon. 

Charter  and  Constitution. 

The  Committee  on  the  Charter  and  Constitution  of  the  General 
Council  offered  the  following  report  : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Council 
to  examine  the  Act  of  Incorporation  and  the  Constitution  of  the  Council, 
and  to  report  what  changes,  if  any,  in  either  instrument  are  necessary  to 
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make  them  harmonize  with  each  other,  report  the  only  discrepancy  they 
have  discovered  is  in  the  title  of  the  Council ;  in  the  Constitution  it  is 
called  the  "  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,"  and  in  the  Charter  it  is  called  the  "  General  Council  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  North  America/'

the  title  the  same  as  given  in  the  Charter,  or  whether  a  supplement  to  the 
Act  of  Incorporation  shall  be  secured,  in  which  the  title  of  the  Council 
shall  be  conformed  to  that  in  the  Constitution,  is  submitted  to  the  General 
Council  by  the  Committee  without  advice.

Norwegian- Danish  Augustana  Synod. 
A  letter  from  Rev.  0.  J.  Hatelstad  was  read,  stating  his  ina- 
bility to  be  present  at  this  Convention  of  the  General  Council, 
with  the  other  delegates  appointed  by  the  Nor.-Dan.  Augustana 
Synod,  and  conveying  interesting  information  concerning  that 
body. 

On  motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Dis- 
trict Synods. 

The  order  for  the  afternoon  was  then  taken  up. 

Foreign  Missions. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
Another  year  in  the  history  of  our  Mission  among  the  Telugus  has 
passed,  and  we  have  to  record  the  mercies  of  the  Lord  and  his  loving 
kindness  shown  in  the  preservation  of  the  lives  of  our  Missionaries  and 
in  the  prosperity  of  the  Mission.  The  schools  have  been  actively  in  op- 
eration and  have  been  increased  in  number  within  the  year.  The  Mission- 
aries have  been  diligently  at  work,  both  at  the  Mission  and  in  extended 
tours  among  the  surrounding  heathen,  and  God  has  blessed  their  labors, 
and  at  home  the  interest  in  behalf  of  the  Mission  work  has  steadily  in- 
creased. 
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In  January  last,  surveying  the  course  of  the  year  just  closed,  Brother 
Schmidt  writes:  "We  look  back  upon  the  year  past  with  thanks  and 
praises  toward  God.  We  must  confess  that  the  Lord  has  helped  and  done 
more  than  we  could  expect.  When  Dr.  Heyer  left  we  felt  that  we  could 
not  trust  in  our  own  ability,  looking  upon  the  great  work  left  to  our 
charge ;  but  thank  God,  no  serious  disadvantages  have  arisen  from  his 
departure.  The  number  of  inquirers  gradually  increased,  and  though  we 
have  been  very  careful  in  admitting  them  to  the  church,  we  have  baptized 
44.  At  Christmas  74  partook  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  is  the  largest 
number  which  ever  at  one  time  received  the  Lord's  Supper  here.  We 
were  very  glad  that  our  friends  here  enabled  us  this  year  again  to  invite 
many  from  the  out-stations  to  celebrate  Christmas  with  us.  As  nearly  all 
our  Christians  are  poor,  they  would  have  been  prevented  from  coming  if 
we  could  not  have  given  them  their  meals.  Our  friends,  Capt.  Taylor 
and  Judge  Morris,  not  only  provided  for  this,  but  also  enabled  us  to  have 
a  nice  Christmas-tree  for  the  children.  About  sixty  children  received 
small  presents,  whilst  Mrs.  Taylor  gave  dresses  to  the  elder  girls.  We 
hope  that  many  have  taken  a  blessing  home  with  them.  It  must  be  very 
encouraging  to  those  in  the  villages  who  are  frequently  tried  by  persecu- 
tions to  be  in  a  large  communion  of  Christians.  By  the  middle  of  this 
month  I  start  on  a  long  trip.  I  will  try  to  reach  the  Kois  and  Red- 
dies,  and  see  whether^anything  can  be  done  to  bring  the  gospel  to  them. 
People  here  generally  are  afraid  of  fevers  and  of  the  tigers  there,  but  I 
trust  in  the  Lord,  and  pray  him  to  preserve  me  in  every  danger." 

From  the  middle  of  January  to  the  middle  of  February,  Brother 
Schmidt  was  engaged  in  a  tour  up  the  Godavery  river  and  through  the 
mountainous  district  northwest  from  the  Mission.  This  district  is  in- 
habited by  Kois  and  Ileddies,  tribes  of  other  origin  than  the  Telugus, 
supposed  to  belong  to  the  aborigines  of  the  country.  They  are  in  a  much 
less  advanced  stage  of  civilization  than  the  people  nearer  the  Mission. 
The  caste  system  is  not  found  among  them,  and  in  their  simplicity  they 
seemed  much  more  ready  to  receive  the  word  of  life  than  others.  The 
Missionary  and  his  attendant  catechist,  Jeremiah,  were  very  kindly  re- 
ceived, and  an  earnest  desire  was  expressed  in  several  places  to  have 
teachers  sent  to  them.  No  Missionary  had  ever  been  among  them ;  the 
gospel  message  was  good  news.  Brother  S.  says  :  "  It  was  a  cause  of  joy 
to  us  to  see  with  what  avidity  they  received  the  gospel.  After  their  first 
timidity  was  overcome  we  ever  found  open  ears.  They  said,  '  We  live 
like  wild  beasts,  separated  from  men,  no  one  cared  for  us  and  preached 
the  truth  to  us;  but  now  we  will  no  longer  pray  to  stones,  but  to  the  liv- 
ing God/  Some  said,  '  We  are  too  ignorant  to  be  able  to  believe  in 
Jesus/    Few,  or  nearly  none  of  them,  can  read  or  write,  and  we  could 
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not  therefore  provide  instruction  for  tliem  after  our  return  through  books 
left  behind."  After  their  return,  and  the  account  they  gave  of  the  peo- 
ple in  the  mountains,  great  interest  was  excited  among  the  native  Chris- 
tians, and  four  teachers  were  sent  up  to  those  people.  It  may  prove  to 
be  the  entrance  upon  a  most  important  field  of  labor.  Photographs  were 
taken  of  groups  of  the  natives,  of  many  interesting  points  of  scenery  on 
the  upper  Godavery,  and  of  several  prominent  heathen  temples  which 
they  passed  nearer  home  on  their  return. 

Bro.  S.  says :  "  It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  that  I  report  these  facts  to 
you  and  all  the  friends  of  the  Mission.  The  Lord  has  done  more  than 
we  expected  or  could  pray  for.  And  we  hope  that  he  will  give  such  in- 
crease of  help  and  blessing  as  those  dangerous  places  seem  to  require  in 
comparison  to  our  stations  here  at  home.  I  hope  that  our  churches  will 
take  a  lively  interest  in  that  field  of  labor,  even  if  we  have  to  wait  for 
fruit  longer  than  we,  our  Master's  impatient  servants,  wish  and  like.'5 

REPAIRS. 

Extensive  repairs  in  the  buildings  of  the  Mission  have  been  required 
by  the  ravages  of  time,  and  in  view  of  the  contemplated  marriage  of 
Brother  Paulsen.  They  have  been  made  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Missionaries,  and  at  last  accounts  were  progressing  favorably,  though  not 
nearly  completed. 

SALARIES. 

A  slight  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries  was  made,  and  they 
were  authorized  to  make  some  addition  to  the  pay  of  the  teachers  and 
catechists,  and  the  grateful  acknowledgements  of  these  natives  show  that 
it  was  well  so  to  do. 

DECISIONS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 

The  decisions  given  by  the  Council  last  year  on  the  questions  submitted 
to  them  have  been  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  Missionaries,  only  they 
greatly  regret  that  the  Council  was  constrained  to  decide  not  to  increase 
the  number  of  Missionaries  for  that  time.  In  the  midst  of  the  millions 
of  Telugus  among  whom  they  are  the  only  Missionaries,  and  with  the 
tribes  beyond  seeming  to  offer  an  unusually  open  and  promising  field,  it 
seems  scarcely  possible  for  our  Missionaries  to  believe  that  more  laborers 
should  not  enter  with  them  into  this  field  white  for  harvest. 

SUGGESTIONS. 

The  committee  would  respectfully  submit  for  tlie  consideration  of  the 
Council  whether  other  Missionaries  ought  not  to  be  sent  out. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  names  of  four  Sunday  Schools  were  given 
which  had  pledged  the  sum  of  $30  annually  for  the  support  of  a  scholar 
for  three  years  till  able  to  be  a  teacher,  or  five  years  so  as  to  labor  as 
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catecbist;„the  schools  were  those  of  the  Eng.  Church,  at  Erie;  fit. 
James  and  Trinity,  Reading;  and  St.  Johannis,  Philadelphia,  Since 
that  time,  or  unreported  to  the  committee  then,  the  following  schools  have 
generously  made  the  same  pledge  :  St.  Michael's,  Q-'sris  antown,  Pa.; 
Zion's,  Wilmington,  Del.;  Zion's,  German,  at  Ilochest  St.  John's, 
Philadelphia;  St.  Peter's,  New  York-;  and  also  Rev.  J.  B.  I1  ox.  An  as- 
sociation of  the  Catechumens  of  the  congregation  of  Rev.  W.  Rieb,  at 
Newark,  offer  to  support  two  orphans.  The  interest  shown  by  so  many 
is  very  encouraging.  Rut  the  letters  of  the  Missionaries  show  that 
there  are  difficulties  atteuding  this  matter  which  will  require  some,  pa- 
tience and  forbearance  on  the  part  of  the  schools.  We  give  the  state- 
ments of  the  Missionaries.  February  26,  Brother  S.  writes  :  "  I  a  in  glad 
that  five  schools  have  paid  to  support  scholars.  I  keep  an  account  for 
these  scholars.  My  friends  in  Schleswig  sometimes  send  money  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  it  would  be  troublesome  to  keep  an  account  for  each 
scholar.  The  pictures  of  the  scholars  I  shall  send  also,  as  it  will  please 
the  S.  S.  children  to  see  those  whom  they  support.  Dr.  Heyer's  proposal 
to  send  some  of  the  boys  to  the  government  school  shall  be  tried  as  soon 
as  they  can  be  admitted."  And  in  a  letter  of  June  11,  1872,  he  says: 
"I  am  very  glad  that  our  Sunday  Schools  take  such  an  interest  in  our 
work.  I  try  my  best  to  procure  scholars  for  them,  but  I  fear  that  We 
must  make  some  alterations.  I  think  that  Dr.  Heyer  wrote  that  two 
years  would  be  a  proper  time  to  prepare  them  for  teachers,  but  this  was 
with  regard  to  boys  of  16  or  18  years  of  age.  They  are  not  so  easily 
found.  1  should  not  like  to  be  too  hasty,  as  we  wish  to  select  those 
whom  we  consider  upright  and  pious  lads.  Would  it  not  be  acceptable 
if  the  money  contributed  by  the  Sunday  Schools  goes  to  the  support  of 
teachers  until  the  proper  boys  are  f  jund  ?  It  is  not  our  intention  to  save 
parents  from  their  duty  to  educate  theb  children.  If  it  was  not  for  that 
we  would  soon  have  more  boys  than  we  require.  In  new  Mission  fields 
boarding  schools  are  often  established  because  Missionaries  find  it  a  good 
way  to  commence  operations.  As  it  is  not  necessary  here,  we  find  it  bet- 
ter not  to  tie  our  hands  in  this  way.  It  would  be  well  if  the  Sunday 
Schools  would  allow  us  to  act  as  the  circumstances  may  seem  to  require.'2 
Your  Committee  would  propose  that  the  Sunday  Schools  which  have 
contributed  moneys,  and  for  whom  scholars  have  not  been  found,  be  con- 
sulted and  their  desire  respected,  and  that  hereafter  until  a  scholar  can 
be  found  who  is  deemed  worthy,  the  money  may  be  paid  toward  the  sup- 
port of  teachers  and  schools. 

EXPENDITURES. 

f"  The  expenditures  for  the  past  year,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
treasurer,  have  been  $2,270.5-1,  but  the  sum  of  $500  in  gold  must  be 
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sent  at  once  in  order  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Mission  to  the  close  of 
1872,  which  will  make  the  expenses  for  the  year  about  $2,800.  This 
will  not  pay  the  whole  cost  of  needful  repairs,  for  some  of  these  were 
delayed  until  another  year.  But  the  receipts  have  so  increased  that  the 
Treasurer  will  have  a  balance  of  about  $1,400. 

The  entire  amount  received  by  the  Treasurer  during  the  year,  exclu- 
sive of  last  year's  balance  and  of  moneys  paid  for  support  of  scholars,  is 
$4,047.11,  of  which  amount,  except  it  were  given  through  the  Zeitschrift, 
the  following  sums  have  come  from  within  the  different  Synods:  Penn- 
sylvania, $2,182.43;  New  York,  $997.52;  Augustana,  $300;  Michi- 
gan, $69.70;  Minnesota,  $76;  Canada,  $75;  Iowa,  $81.  From  other 
Synods  no  contributions  toward  the  support  of  our  Mission  have  been 
received  by  the  Treasurer. 

The  committee  would  also  propose  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  the 
Missionaries.  Respectfully  submitted,

additional  laborers  to  the  mission  field  in  India. 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  District  Synods  be  directed 
to  the  facts  that  an  additional  number  of  laborers  will  be  commis- 
sioned, and  that  increased  salaries  are  required  for  the  Missionaries, 
which  will  call  for  greater  activity  in  this  department  of  the 
church's  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  re- 
quest the  Rev.  C.  F.  Heyer  to  prepare  for  publication  a  history 
of  his  Mission  work  in  India,  and  of  the  Missions  there  with  which 
he  has  been  connected. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to  keep 
the  interests  of  Foreign  Missions  more  constantly  before  the 
people,  in  the  columns  of  the  church  papers. 

The  report  was  then  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  on  For- 
eign Missions,  and  the  action  of  the  General  Council  thereon,  be 
printed  for  circulation  in  the  churches,  and  that  the  Secretaries  be 
instructed  to  carry  out  this  resolution. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  new  edition 
of  the  Catechism,  was  made  the  order  for  Saturday  afternoon.

Constitution  for  Congregations. 

The  order  for  the  morning — the  Constitution  for  Congregations

The  roll  of  Synods  was  called,  to  ascertain  how  far  they  have 
complied  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Council.  The  following 
answers  were  given  : 

Ministermm  of  Pennsylvania,  The  Constitution  prepared  by 
the  Committee  of  the  Council  had  been  received,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  of  the  Ministerium  engaged  on  a  similar  work. 
That  Committee  had  reported  a  form,  which  the  Ministerium 
offered  to  the  Council  a3  its  best  and  most  mature  presentation  of 
the  matter. 

Ministermm  of  New  York  had  been  engaged  in  the  preparation 
of  a  Constitution  for  Congregations,  with  the  form  of  the  Council's 
Committee  before  them,  and  had  resolved  to  request  the  General 
Council  to  consider  the  matter  at  this  Convention. 

Pittsburgh  Synod.  No  action  had  been  taken  since  the  Con- 
vention of  1871.  The  question,  however,  had  been  made  a  special 
order  for  consideration  at  the  next  Convention. 

District  Synod  of  Ohio.  The  Committee  to  whom  the  document 
had  been  referred,  reported  that  they  had  examined  it,  and  were 
of  opinion  that  it  needed  entire  rewriting  and  condensing. 

Michigan  Synod.  Action  had  been  taken  on  this  matter,  and 
a  paper  embodying  it  submitted  to  this  Convention, 

Augustana  Synod,  A  Constitution  for  Congregations  had  been 
framed  and  adopted  by  the  Synod,  and  was  now  in  use. 

Canada  Synod.  The  matter  had  been  referred  to  a  Committee? 
which  had  it  under  consideration. 

Iowa  Synod.  A  new  Constitution  was  about  to  be  framed,  and 
would  come  up  for  adoption  at  the  next  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  a  new  Committee  be  appointed,  to  whom  the 
form  presented  by  the  Committee  of  the  Council,  together  with 
he  suggestions  made  by  the  various  Synods,  and  any  others  that 
may  be  received,  shall  be  referred,  who  shall,  with  these  Constitu- 
tions before  them,  frame  another?  to  be  printed  in  the  German  smi 
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English  languages,  distributed  for  examination,  and  reported  to 
the  next  Convention  of  the  General  Council,  / 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  indicate  in  the 
Constitution  those  parts  deemed  essential  to  such  a  document,  so 
that  they  may  be  distinguished  from  those  which  may  be  changed 
with  the  varying  circumstances  of  the  case. 

The  Council,  on  motion,  then  proceeded  to  the  statement  and 
discussion  of  those  principles  deemed  essential  to  a  Constitution 
for  Congregations. 

The  continuation  of  this  subject  was  made  the  order  for  Monday 
morning,

Confessional  Basis  for  the  Constitution  for  Con- 
gregations. 

The  ,  Committee  appointed  at  the  morning  session  to  prepare  the 
article  embodying  such  a  confessional  basis,  offered  the  following : 

OF  DOCTRINE. 

This  congregation  receives  and  adheres  to  the  canonical  Books  of 
the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  revealed  word  of  God,  and  the 
only  Rule  of  Faith  and  Life,  and  the  Confessions  of  the  Evangeli- 
cal Lutheran  Church,  especially  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confes- 
sion and  Luther's  Small  Catechism,  as  a  correct  and  faithful  ex- 
position of  the  Divine  Word,  to  which  rule  and  confessions  all 
instruction  in  the  church,  the  schools  and  the  family  shall  be 
conformed,  and  by  which  all  questions  of  doctrine  shall  be  decided  ; 
and  all  books  of  worship  and  instruction  used  in  the  congregation 
shall  accord  with  the  same% 

OF  THE  ^LSTOR. 

Every  pastor  of  this  congregation  must,  at  his  ordination  or 
installation,  be  obligated  to  the  Confession  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  namely,  the  Apostles*,  the  Nieene  and  the .Athan- 
asian  Creeds,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Apology,  the  Smalcald 
Articles,  the  Catechisms  of  Luther,  and  the  Form  of  Concord,  and 
solemnly  promise  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  in  conformity 
with  the  same,  as  a  pure  and  correct  presentation  of  the  doctrine 
of  Holy  Scripture. 

It  was  received  and  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  English  was  made  the  standard  text,  to  which  the 
German  is  to  conform. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  President's  Report. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  on  the  President's  report  was 
resumed. 

The  first  item  was  adopted. 

The  second  item  was  recommitted  to  the  Committee,  with  in- 
structions to  rewrite  it,  and  report  again. 

New  York  Immigrant  Mission. 

Report  of  the  Committee, 

The  Committee  on  the  Castle  Garden  Mission  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Council  at  its  last  meeting,  held  at  Rochester  N.  Y.,  in  November, 
1871,  begs  leave  to  report  its  proceedings  during  the  past  year. 

The  committee  made  use  of  the  right  bestowed  on  it  of  increasing  its 
number  to  eight  members,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  officers  of  the 
General  Council,  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  :  Rev.  C.  F.  Hauss- 
mann,  of  Brooklyn,  and  Messrs.  J.  D.  Heissenbiittel,  of  Brooklyn,  and 
J.  G.  Ahrens,  of  Willamsburg. 

Five  meetings  were  held  in  the  course  of  the  year,  and  a  constant,  at 
times  even  an  almost  daily,  intercourse  with  the  Missionary  and  his  work, 
was  kept  up  by  the  officers  and  other  members  of  the  committee. 

The  committee  found  its  duties  easy  compared  with  the  task  of  its  pre- 
decessors of  the  previous  year.  The  harmony  between  the  committee 
and  the  Missionary  for  some  years  sorely  missed  had  been  restored  in  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  removal  of  the  distrust  that  for  a  time  clouded 
the  Mission  had  been  successfully  begun.  Thus  it  was  that  the  commit- 
tee found  its  work  for  the  main  part  done  already  when  it  entered  upon 
its  field  of  labor.  It  considered  the  continuation  of  these  two  endeavors 
its  principal  duty,  and  trusts  not  to  have  labored  in  vain. 

The  harmony  with  the  Missionary  was  undisturbed  and  altogether 
brotherly.  The  illfavor  among  Lutheran  friends,  once  so  injurious  to 
the  work  of  the  Mission,  seems  to  be  disappearing.  The  committee  has 
lent  a  willing  ear  to  every  word  of  blame,  every  objection  raised  against 
the  Mission  entrusted  to  its  care,  ready  to  make  the  most  impartial  and 
thorough  investigation ;  but  likewise  it  felt  itself  bound  to  defend  the 
Missionary,  with  the  utmost  earnestness  in  his  burdensome  and  blessed 
labor,  against  any  wrong  arising  from  misunderstanding  and  unfounded 
rumor. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Mission  have  also  improved,  as  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  shows.  Whilst  in  the  preceding  year  it  had  been  pos- 
sible only,  by  means  of  funds  collected  especially  towards  establishing  a 
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Samaritan  Home,  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  Mission,  it  supported 
itself  this  year  without  recourse  to  any  such  extraordinary  help.  Dis- 
trust kept  the  gift3  of  friends  back,  returning  confidence  reopens  the  help- 
ing hands.  At  the  same  time  the  labor  itself  of  the  Missionary  in  Ga  tie 
Garden  helped  to  fill  the  treasury  of  the  Mission )  i.  by  certain  com- 
mission-moneys allowed  by  the  railroad  companies  for  tickets  taken  on 
their  roads  for  immigrants.  At  first  we  thought  best  not  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  this  matter,  but  on  closer  inquiry  finding  that  by  refusing  these 
moneys  we  did  not  benefit  the  immigrants,  and  only  declined  to  accept 
what  is  considered  and  paid  everywhere  as  due  to  any  one  that  procures  a 
ticket,  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  we  had  no  right  to  resign  the  right- 
ful gain  of  the  Mission  in  favor  of  the  railroad  companies.  We  were  con- 
firmed in  this  opinion  by  the  action  of  the  State  officers  of  Castle  Garden, 
who  at  one  time  were  disposed  to  doubt  the  right  of  accepting  said 
money,  but  soon  gave  up  their  objections. 

Complete  harmony  exists  between  our  Missionary  and  these  offi 
As  a  sign  of  that  we  gladly  acknowledge  an  invitation  which,  through 
the  agency  of  the  Superintendent  of  Castle  Garden,  and  as  a  personal 
favor  from  him  to  our  Missionary,  was  tendered  by  the  Commissioners  of 
Immigration  to  the  Ministerium  of  New  York  at  its  last  meeting  to  visit 
the  institutions  under  their  charge. 

The  matter  of  holding  regular  Divine  service  for  the  immigrants  gave  us 
no  small  trouble.    We  were  always  of  opinion  that  it  was  one  of  the  main 
duties  laid  upon  us  by  our  office  to  provide  for  it  and  maintain  it  con- 
stantly.   After  long  searching  we  had  to  consent  to  rent  some  small  rooms 
scarcely  large  enough  for  the  office  of  the  Missionary,  and  which  were 
entirely  unsuitable  for  holding  Divine  service.    We  could  find  no  ofch 
place  in  the  neighborhood  of  Castle  Garden  as  long  as  we  had  no  greate 
means  at  our  disposal.    But  for  the  present  there  are  no  prospects 
getting  suitable  rooms,  and  perhaps  never  will  be,  before  peace  and  good 
will  are  restored  between  the  large  bodies  of  our  church  in  the  country- 
Jn  this  embarrassment  we  felt  very  much  relieved  when  the  Missionary 
informed  us  that  he  had  time  and  strength,  and  felt  inclined  to  gather 
and  organize  a  congregation  in  the  adjoining  parts  of  Brooklyn,  which 
procured  for  us,  without  expense  on  our  part,  an  appropriate  locality  fo 
Divine  service,  so  that  the  wandering,  ever-changing  congregation  of  im- 
migrants are  thus  enabled  to  participate  in  the  worship  of  a  regular  con- 
gregation.   With  pleasure  we  granted  to  Rev.  Neumann  the  requested 
permission  to  engage  in  this  additional  labor,  of  course  under  the  restric- 
tion that  he  must  resign  this  congregation  as  soon  as  a  regular  Immigrant 
Chapel  is  established. 

Finally,  we  thought  not  to  overstep  our  commission,  but  simply  to  ac 
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according  to  its  meaning  by  efforts  to  extend  the  influence  of  the  Mission 
as  far  as  possible.  We  tried  to  do  this  in  this  country  as  well  as  in 
Germany,  applying  to  the  church  papers,  to  societies  and  individuals, 
and  also  to  the  government  of  some  churches,  as  far  as  our  connections 
allowed.  These  efforts  have  been  attended  with  partial  success,  in  some 
instances  having  only  been  begun. 

The  reports  of  the  Missionary  and  of  the  Treasurer,  and  the  minutes 
of  our  meetings,  are  herewith  submitted. 

As  we  then  hereby  resign  the  office  entrusted  to  us  by  the  General 
Council,  we  think  ourselves  in  duty  bound  to  render  thanks  to  the  Lord 
of  the  church  for  his  blessings  that  visibly  rested  upon  the  Mission.  We 
entreat  every  friend  of  our  church  thankfully  to  remember  the  Mission  in 
his  prayers,  and  desire  also  to  acknowledge  the  faithfulness  and  zeal  with 
which  the  Missionary,  Rev.  liobert  Neumann,  devotes  himself  to  the  work 
devolving  upon  him.

ABSTRACT  OF  THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  REV.  ROBERT  NEXJMAN,  MIS- 
SIONARY AT  CASTLE  GARDEN,  NEW  YORK. 
The  Missionary  reports  that  $12,876.93  were  received  from  various 
parts  of  the  country  for  the  use  of  relatives  arriving  at  the  port  of  New 
York.  Of  this  sum  $12,392.75  have  been  paid,  the  balance  is  held 
awaiting  the  arrival  of  others.  Money  was  exchanged  for  the  immi- 
grants, amounting  to  $14,851.88.  For  the  transportation  of  families 
$1,897.07  were  advanced,  of  which  {$1,664.53  were  refunded,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $232.54  still  unpaid.  Three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  letters  were  exchanged,  involving  an  endless  mass  of  com- 
missions, performed  with  great  trouble,  care  and  labor.  Meals  were  fur- 
nished to  915  persons.  Lodgings  were  procured  for  410  persons,  during 
cold  winter  nights,  or  in  case  of  physical  weakness.  One  hundred  and 
forty-five  articles  of  clothing  were  furnished  to  the  destitute.  Of  Bibles 
and  Testaments,  140  were  distributed.  Employment  was  procured  for 
404  persons.  Calls  were  made' at  the  office  by  5,604  persons  with  various 
requests.  Of  errands  relating  to  immigrant  matters  1,944  were  attended 
to.  From  8  to  10,000  periodicals  and  religious  papers  were  distributed 
among  the  new  comers. 
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The  Missionary  gathered  a  congregation  which  worships  in  Brooklyn, 
four  blocks  from  the  ferry,  in  a  room,  the  rent  of  which  is  paid  by  St. 
Paul's  German  Lutheran  church.  The  congregation  numbers  58  com- 
municants, and  has  a  Sunday  school  of  79  scholars  and  11  teachers.  The 
immigrants  were  brought  over  from  Castle  Garden  to  worship  at  this  place; 
at  times  70  to  80  of  them  were  in  attendance.  The  Lord's  Supper  was 
administered  at  appropriate  seasons.  Forty-four  children  were  baptized, 
24  persons  were  married  and  4  buried.  This  work  was  performed  mostly 
towards  evening  and  after  the  regular  Mission  work  at  Castle  Garden. 
The  Missionary  laments  the  want  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship  at  this 
great  American  landing  place,  and  appeals  to  the  churches  to  supply  it.  ' 

The  Missionary  concludes  his  report  by  returning  his  sincere  thank? 
to  the  various  individuals  and  associations  in  New  York  and  elsewhere, 
who  have  aided  him  in  the  toilsome  and  important  work  in  which  he  is 
engaged.

English  Church  Book. 

Report  of  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  beg  leave  to  report,  that  the  sales  of  the 
Church  Book  since  the  book  store  has  passed  into  the  hands  of  Rev. 
G-.  W.  Frederick,  have  been  1,628  copies,  which  leaves  unsold  of  the  last 
edition,  3,056  copies. 

The  preparation  of  the  Orders  for  Ministerial  Acts,  and  the  Family 
Prayers,  has  not  yet  been  completed. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  HYMN  AND  TUNE  BOOK. 
The  state  of  this  book  is  as  follows  :  The  hymns  having  been  generally 
determined  by  the  committee,  the  collection  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Bev.  F.  F.  Buermeyer  (a  cultivated  and  expert  musician,  of  fine  taste 
and  spirit),  for  the  purpose  of  arranging  the  music.  He  has  given  it 
prompt  and  diligent  attention,  and  has  the  music  ready  to  submit  to  the 
examination  of  the  committee.  Should  the  committee  find  the  work 
satisfactory,  it  may  be  possible  that  the  work  will  be  published  early 
in  1873. 

The  Order  for  the  opening  and  closing  of  the  Sunday  School  has  been 
prepared,  and  will  appear  in  the  number  of  the  Lutheran  for  the  current 
week.    It  has  not  yet  been  examined  by  the  committee. 

THE  CHURCH  BOOK  WITH  MUSIC. 

On  the  Festival  day  of  the  Reformation  in  this  year  was  published  a 
work  of  great  interest  and  importance  to  the  Lutheran  Church  in  Amer- 
ica, well  worthy  to  take  rank  along  side  of  the  great  cantionals  of  the 
earlier  period  of  our  church's  history. 

The  Lutheran  Church  has  never  in  any  land  produced,  or  possessed  a 
manual  for  use  in  the  worship  of  the  Church,  more  full  and  complete  in 
its  provisions  for  all  the  parts  of  the  service,  and  for  all  the  Seasons  of 
the  Church  Year,  than  is  furnished  in  the  "  Church  Book  with  Music/* 
edited  by  Miss  Harriet  B.  Krauth,  of  Philadelphia.  For  four  years  she 
has  been  engaged  upon  it,  sparing  neither  trouble  nor  expense  to  make 
it  what  the  church  needs.    The  book  includes  every  portion  of  the 
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Church  Book  used  in  worship,  and  the  system  of  references  introduced, 
together  with  the  indexes  prepared  with  so  much  labor  and  judgment, 
greatly  facilitate  its  use.  In  ail  respects  the  book  is  the  result  of  the 
most  diligent  and  protracted  labor,  and  is  an  enduring  monument  to  the 
zeal,  devotion  and  skill  of  the  authoress. 

In  view  of  the  amount  of  time,  labor  and  expense  devoted  to  the  pre- 
paration of  the  work,  and  the  very  heavy  costs  of  publication,  the  com- 
mittee have  granted  to  Miss  Krauth  the  right  to  use  so  much  of  the 
Church  Book  as  was  required  by  the  plan  of  her  work,  upon  the  follow- 
ing terms :  So  soon  as  the  fii$£  cost  of  publication  of  her  book  has  been 
covered  by  its  profits,  she  is  to  pay  the  same  percentage  per  copy  that  is 
at  that  time  paid  by  the  Church  Book  in  its  ordinary  plain  form  )  and 
until  that  time  the  use  of  it  is  free  to  her.

New  By-Law. 

According  to  notice  given  at  the  last  Convention,  Rev.  A.  Spaeth 
)ffiered  the  following  By-Law,  to  be  known  as  No.  6,  in  the  first  J  of 
the  series  of  By-Laws.    (See  Minutes  of  1868,  p.  8.) 

6.  The  first  two  morning  sessions  after  the  opening  of  the  Con- 
tention, shall  be  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  doctrinal  points  and 
mportant  practical  questions. 

Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago, 

A  sub-committee  of  the  commission  appointed  on  this  institu- 
tion, presented  a  report,  which  was  received  and  considered  by 
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items.  During  its  consideration  the  Constitution  of  the  Semi- 
nary, offered  by  the  same  committee,  was  taken  up  for  action.

Chicago  Seminary. 

The  Constitution. 

The  consideration  of  this  document  was  resumed.  It  was 
amended  and  adopted  by  items,  and  as  a  whole.  '(See  Appendix 
A.)  In  order  to  make  the  action  of  the  Council  at  Lancaster, 
Ohio,  1870,  consistent  with  its  adoption  of  Art.  3,  Sec.  2,  of  this 
Constitution,  the  answer  to  Question  4,  p.  45,  Minutes  of  1870, 
was  reconsidered  and  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

The  Directors,  after  the  first  election,  shall  be  elected  by  the 
General  Council,  on  the  nomination  of  the  District  Synods  uniting 
in  sustaining  the  Seminary ;  each  Synod  nominating  clerical  and 
lay  Directors  in  such  ratio  as  the  General  Council  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

Report  of  Sub-Committee  on  Chicago  Seminary. 

The  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  committee  was  then  re- 
sumed.   It  was  amended  and  adopted  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  proposed  Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago  re- 
spectfully present  the  following  report : 

While  they  deeply  regret  that  the  calamity  of  the  Chicago  fire,  and 
the  pressing  needs  of  our  destroyed  churches  in  that  city,  made  it  inad- 
visable to  press  the  claims  of  this  most  important  undertaking  during 
the  past  year,  they  nevertheless  rejoice  that  they  are  able  at  the  present 
Convention, 

1.  To  offer  to  the  General  Council,  from  one  of  our  ministers,  a  deed 
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in  fee  simple  of  four  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  city  of  Chicago,  as  the 
site  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The  market  value  of  this  property  is 
now  $16,000,  but  its  prospective  value  is  much  greater.  It  is  situated 
on  the  highest  elevation  in  Cook  county,  immediately  on  the  Graceland 
road,  and  is  now  accessible  by  it  and  the  street  cars  on  the  Dummy 
road,  though  in  a  short  time  it  can  probably  be  reached  every  hour  by  the 
cars  on  the  new  road  to  Evanston.  The  location  is  one  of  entire  health- 
fulness,  and  what  makes  it  specially  desirable,  is  its  proximity  to  all  our 
principal  churches  and  to  the  great  majority  of  our  foreign  Lutheran 
population  in  the  city.  The  donation  is  made  without  conditions,  except 
the  necessary  one,  that  it  shall  be  the  site  of  the  proposed  Seminary  for  a 
period  of  twenty-five  years,  after  which,  as  the  providence  of  G-od 
seems  to  direct,  and  the  General  Council  elects,  the  property  may  remain 
as  the  site  of  the  Seminary  or  be  sold,  provided,  however,  that  the  pro- 
ceeds be  sacredly  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  same  Seminary  in  or  near 
the  city  of  Chicago. 

2.  The  committee  are  happy  in  being  able  to  state,  that  they  have  a 
subscription  of  $1,500  for  the  support  of  the  first  English  Professor  who 
may  be  elected,  for  one  year,  and  a  personal  pledge  or  obligation  by  a 
member  of  the  committee,  to  raise  a  similar  sum  for  the  second  year, 
should  there  be  no  endowment  by  that  time. 

3.  The  committee  express  the  confident  belief  that  the  sum  of  $10,- 
000  can  be  raised  from  individuals  and  churches  during  the  coming  year 
for  the  erection  of  the  most  necessary  buildings,  so  that  by  the  1st  of 
September,  1873,  they  may  be  ready  for  occupancy,  without  the  incum- 
brance of  debt. 

4.  The  Constitution  of  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadelphia, 
modified  in  a  few  of  the  minor  details,  and  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
of  an  institution  under  the  care  of  a  general  body,  is  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Council,  as  the  constitution  of  the  proposed  seminary. 

5.  It  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  prepare  a  charter,  as  the  amended 
constitution  of  Illinois  prohibits  the  granting  of  special  charters,  and  the 
title  to  the  property  is  to  be  vested  in  the  General  Council. 

6.  The  committee  respectfully  propose  : 

(a)  That  at  this  Convention  an  election  be  held  for  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  Seminary,  and  also  for  the  first  English  Professor. 

(b)  That  the  General  Council  invite,  and  hereby  does  respectfully 
invite  the  Augustana  Synod,  if  possible,  to  unite  the  theological  de- 
partment of  the  Augustana  Synod's  Institution  at  Paxton,  with  the  new 
Theological  Seminary  at  Chicago. 

(c)  That  the  Board  of  Directors  be  authorized  to  make  the  particular 
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arrangements  with  the  Augustana  Synod  to  consummate  the  union  con- 
templated, subject  to  the  ratification  of  this  body.

Under  the  first  item,  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Wartburg 
Seminary  for  School  Teachers  was  read. 

Report  of  Committee  on  President's  Report. 

The  consideration  of  this  report  was  resumed. 
The  second  item  was  adopted,  and  the  report  as  a  whole  adopt- 
ed, as  follows : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  submitted  the  President's  Report  for 
examination,  respectfully  report,  that  the  document  in  question  contains 
two  items,  viz.: 

No.  1.  A  letter  of  excuse  from  the  President  of  the  Texas  Synod,  to- 
gether with  the  statistics  of  said  Synod. 

No.  2  A  communication  from  the  Second  District  Conference  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Synod. 

In  reference  to  No.  1,  your  committee  would  move  that  the  Synod  of 
Texas  be  excused  for  not  sending  a  delegate  to  this  Convention,  and  that, 
whilst  we  deeply  regret  their  inability  to  be  here  represented,  we  yet 
heartily  rejoice  in  the  assurance  of  their  continued  interest  in  the  work 
and  prosperity  of  the  General  Council. 

3.  In  reference  to  the  interrogatories  addressed  by  the  Second  District 
Conference  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  your  committee  respectfully 
move  that  said  Conference  be  referred  for  a  reply  to  the  action  of  their 
own  Synod,  found  on  page  26,  section  3,  in  the  English  Minutes  of  the 
last  Convention,  which  action  the  General  Council  fully  endorses.

Eleventh  Session. 

Wednesday,  Nov.  13,  2  P.  M. 
The  opening  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  itev.  H. 
Grahn. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  read  and  approved. 

Home  Missions. 

The  consideration  of  this  subject  was  resumed. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions  in  presenting  their  fourth 
annual  report  ask  the  thoughtful  attention  of  the  General  Council  to  a 
brief  review  of  the  Missionary  interests  in  our  connection,  and  to  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  the  work  at  the  present  time. 

When  the  General  Council  was  organized  five  .years  ago,  preliminary 
steps  were  taken  to  create  a  uniform  system  of  Missions  in  the  District 
Synods,  and  also  to  form  a  central  organisation  for  such  Missionary  opera- 
tions as  were  above  the  pecuniary  ability  of  single  Synods  or  beyond  their 
geographical  limits.  A  year  later,  at  the  Convention  in  Pittsburgh,  such 
a  plan  of  Missions  was  proposed,  and,  with  a  few  changes,  was  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  Council  and  recommended  to  the  District  Synods, 
Nearly  all  of  these,  we  are  happy  tt>  state,  have  since  then  substituted 
this  mode  of  Missionary  operation  for  the  plans  previously  existing  among 
them,  so  that  now  there  is  a  substantial  unity  of  operations  in  the  Synods 
of  the  General  Council  in  this  most  important  department  of  Synodical 
work.  This  plan  contemplates  the  election  of  a  Missionary  President, 
or  Superintendent,  and  a  Mission  Committee,  by  each  Synod,  through 
whom,  as  its  executive  officers,  the  churches  of  the  Synods  with  their 
pastors  shall  carry  on  the  work  of  Missions  and  church  extension  in  their 
respective  Synodical  bounds.  The  aim  of  the  general  organization  of 
the  Council  is  not  to  weaken  or  absorb  these  local  organizations,  but  to 
intensify  them  ;  and  in  the  case  of  young  and  weak  Synods,  particularly 
in  the  newer  States  and  Territories,  to  aid  them,  whenever  it  is  possible , 
by  appropriations  of  funds  for  the  exploration  of  their  territory  and  the 
supply  of  their  vacancies  and  Missions. 
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We  record,  with  sincere  gratitude  to  God,  that  since  the  adoption  of 
this  plan  of  the  G-eaeral  Council,  the  Home  Mission  interest  has  largely- 
increased  in  all  the  Synods,  while  in  several  the  increase  of  contributions 
has  been  four-fold.    We  may  safely  say  that  this  feature  of  our  organi- 
zation has  been  eminently  successful,  and  that  the  labors  of  the  com- 
mittee in  visiting  the  District  Synods,  and  pressing  upon  them  the  claims 
of  the  spiritually  destituie,  have  been  attended  with  much  encourage- 
ment.   But  we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  success  in  this  de- 
partment* of  our  work  has,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  to  some  extent 
weakened  our  hands  in  the  general  work.    The  spiritual  destitution  which 
was  brought  to  light  by  local  exploration ;  the  number  of  waste  places 
which  were  discovered;  the  vacant  churches  which  had  long  cried  for 
laborers,  and  now  cried  more  imploringly ;  together  with  the  removal  into 
the  cities  and  railroad  towns  of  multitudes  of  our  young  people  from  the 
country  churches,  and  the  distressing  inability  of  the  District  Synods  to 
provide  pastors  for  all  these  scattered  sheep  and  lambs,  while  it  kindled 
.the  spirit  of  Missions  in  the  Synods  for  the  destitute  of  their  own  terri- 
tory, also  diverted  attention  from  the  general  Missionary  organization 
and  its  vast  field  in  the  regions  beyond.    Brethren  have  repeatedly  said 
to  us,  How  can  we  be  asked  to  relieve  the  needy  in  the  new  States  and 
Territories  of  the  West,  when  the  perishing  at  our  own  doors  cry  to  us 
for  bread  ?    But  the  reply  to  all  such  is,  that  those  atj  our  own  door 
and  those  out  of  sight  must  he  provided  for,  that  the  gospel  must  be 
preached  to  every  creature,  and  that  this  duty  must  be  pressed  home  upon 
the  church  by  the  ministry,  as  the  most  blessed  privilege  of  her  life, 
until  she  unhoards  the  wealth  Grod  has  entrusted  to  her  and  freely  conse- 
crates it  upon  the  altar  of  her  Lord.    That  our  general  organization  has 
continued  to  live,  with  such  a  home  pressure  for  action  in  the  territory 
of  every  Synod,  and  that  it  has  done  something,  is  a  wonder,  rather  than 
that  it  has  not  accomplished  more.    For,  in  reality,  while  most  of  the 
Synods  have  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Council  to  ap- 
propriate the  one-fifth  of  their  Missionary  collections  to  its  treasury,  only 
those  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Pittsburgh  Synods,  and  the  English  Dis- 
trict Synod  of  Ohio,  have  statedly  done  so,  the  others  not  at  all.  The 
amount  which  has  thus  been  received  has  been  wholly  inadequate  (o  our 
needs.    It  has  scarcely  been  a  tithe  of  what  we  asked  and  had  a  right  to 
expect  from  a  communicant  membership  so  large  and  so  well  able  to  do 
great  things  for  Christ  and  the  church.    Meanwhile,  the  most  earnest 
cries  continue  to  come  to  us  from  every  part  of  the  mighty  West,  but  the 
same  ssfd  reply  has  been  made  to  all,  "  The  church  indeed  appointed  us, 
but  has  not  furnished  us  the  laborers  or  the  means  !"    In  our  first  report 
we  deplored  the  want  of  suitable  Missionaries,  as  well  as  the  want  of 
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money  to  support  those  we  had.  After  four  years  of  anxious  toil,  as  a 
sommktee,  these  two  wants  are  greater  and  more  pressing  than  ever.  For 
he  gathering  in*  and  the  establishment  of  a  church  in  a  city,  and  the 
;rection  of  a  house  of  worship,  so  to  speak,  out  of  nothing,  in  the  midst. 
>f  opposing  forces  for  evil,  and  no  co-operating  agencies  for  good,  is 
lot  the  gift  even  of  every  pious  minister.  And  so,  to  explore  the  terri- 
ory  of  a  Stale,  organizing  new  churches,  reviving  old  ones,  uniting  them 
nto  new  charges,  obtaining  for  them  suitable  pastors,  and  everywhere 
nspiring  hojae  and  winning  success  from  the  midst  of  poverty,  discourage- 
nent  and  seeming  defeat,  is  the  gift  of  God  only  to  those  whom  he  raises 
ip  for  this  difficult  but  most  needful  work.  But  for  such  men,  and  for 
neans  to  sustain  them  that  they  may  give  themselves  wholly  to  the  word 
,nd  to  prayer,  the  church  must  pray  unceasingly  to  God.  Her  organi- 
ations  for  work,  meanwhile,  must  not  be  suffered  to  die,  nor  the  hands  of 
hose  who  labor  in  them  to  hang  by  their  side.  The  voice  of  the  Master 
>ids  us  toil  on,  though  all  night  we  seem  to  take  nothing.  When  his 
ime  comes  he  will  give  the  strength  and  inspire  the  faith  to  "  launch  out 
nto  the  deep  and  let  down  the  net  for  a  draught,"  It  cannot  but  be  that 
his  time  is  at  hand.  God  must  hear  the  cries  of  his  perishing  people, 
,nd  he  will  yet  make  us  willing  in  the  day  of  his  power. 

The  following  is  a  brief  review  of  the  Mission  work  under  the  care  of 
he  committee,  and  also  a  general  statement  of  what  has  been  accom- 
>lished  during  the  past  year  by  the  Missionary  organizations  of  the 
lifferent  Synods : 

1.  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Stirewalt,  our  faithful  and  indefatigable  Missionary 
Superintendent,  for  central  Indiana,  was  compelled,  shortly  after  our  last 
Convention,  to  cease  all  further  labors  on  account  of  declining  health. 
Chia  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  cause,  and  a  serious  loss  to  the  numerous 
vacant  congregations  and  stations  which  looked  to  him  for  the  preached 
void.  He,  however,  lovingly  cared  for  them  from  his  sick  bed,  through 
)thers,  praying  and  working,  until  at  length  death  closed  the  scene !  On 
lis  recommendation,  the  Rev.  M.  J.  Stirewalt,  now  of  Augusta  Station, 
Marion  county,  Indiana,  was  appointed  by  the  committee  as  his  successor, 
ind  faithfully  carried  on  the  work  in  the  same  spirit,  until  the  meeting 
>f  the  newly  organized  Indiana  Synod,  by  whom  he  was  duly  appointed 
he  Synod's  Missionary  President  for  the  State.  The  labors  of  Brother 
Stirewalt  have  been  very  acceptable  alike  to  the  people  and  to  the  com- 
nittee.  We  trust  that  he  will  be  sustained  in  his  arduous  and  important 
vork  by  the  sympathies  and  contributions  of  the  people;  and  that,  under 
xod,  the  waste  places  of  Zion  in  Indiana  may  again  be  built  up  and  become 
is  the  garden  of  the  Lord.    His  work  fer  the  present  consists  largely  in 
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the  supply  of  the  numerous  vacancies  in  the  State  and  in  such  an  arrange- 
ment of  the  churches  into  districts  as  will  enable  the  congregations  to  call 
and  sustain  pastors  of  their  own. 

2.  The  Rev.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff  remained  in  commission  until  the  month 
of  July,  laboring  in  Akron  and  at  adjacent  parts,  when  he  resigned  on 
account  of  continued  and  distressing  ill  health.  The  congregation  was 
organized  in  Akron  in  December,  1869,  by  the  Mission  Committee,  and 
provisionally  supplied  by  them  until  April,  1870,  when  Brother  Ruth- 
rauff was  elected  pastor  and  appointed  to  labor  at  this  place  and  others 
which  were  within  reach.  Although  the  generous  sum  of  $40,000  had 
already  been  subscribed  by  three  of  the  congregation,  and  the  names  of 
iome  thirty  persons  were  enrolled  as  communicants,  the  gathering  in  of 
our  scattered  people  and  their  consolidation  into  a  congregation  was  a 
work  of  no  small  difficulty.  The  many  obstacles  to  be  overcome  in  the 
erection  of  the  church  were  happily  surmounted,  and  before  his  removal 
he  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  aiding  in  the  consecration  of  this  beauti- 
ful sanctuary  where  we  are  now  assembled,  and  of  seeing  a  successor 
elected  in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Fahs.  To-day  the  General  Coun- 
cil of  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  meets  in  annual  convention  in  it, 
and  every  grateful  voice  exclaims,  "  What  hath  God  wrought  V9  A  more 
forcible  argument  for  Home  Missions  could  not  be  furnished  than  the 
history  of  this  church  affords.  But  for  such  preparatory  work  by  the 
committee  and  their  Missionary,  it  is  scarcely  probable  that  the  isolated 
members  of  our  communion  in  this  city  would  ever  have  been  brought  to- 
gether. And  yet  this  place  is  but  one  of  many  other  western  cities, 
where  the  fields  are  equally  white  for  the  harvest. 

3.  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Smith  at  our  last  Convention  was  reported  as  labor- 
ing successfully  at  Yandalia,  111.  He  remained  there  until  July,  when 
he  resigned,  owing  to  ill  health  in  his  family,  to  take  charge  of  the  Mis- 
sion at  Allianc.e,  Ohio.  During  the  fourteen  months'  service  of  Brother 
Smith  in  Vandalia,  the  membership  was  increased  from  35  to  63,  not- 
withstanding the  loss  of  8  members  by  removals,  and  otherwise.  Of 
these,  11  adults  were  baptized,  and  the  rest  were  confirmed  and  received 
by  certificate.  Nearly  $1,000  were  collected  to  pay  old  debts  and  procure 
various  objects  needed  by  the  congregation  and  Sunday  School.  The  at- 
tendance and  attention  was  very  encouraging.  A  good  Sunday  School 
was  also  maintained  and  considerably  increased.  The  church  has  united 
with  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  until  such  time  that  a  Synod  will  be  organized 
in  Illinois,  in  connection  with  the  General  Council.  The  Mission  Com- 
mittee, with  the  Church  Council,  are  anxiously  looking  for  a  suitable 
pastor. 

4.  The  Rev.  Frank  Richards,  our  Missionary  in  Chicago,  haji  continued 
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in  our  service  during  the  past  year,  at  times  preaching  statedly  to  the 
little  homeless  and  widely-scattered  Mission  flock  in  that  city,  whenever 
the  kindness  of  Christian  charity  opened  a  church  or  hall  for  divine 
service,  and  at  other  times  collecting  publicly  and  from  house  to  house 
over  the  land,  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  means  to  purchase  a  lot 
and  erect  a  house  of  worship.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  a  central  situa- 
tion at  any  reasonable  rate  was  unexpectedly  great,  as  all  values  were  un- 
settled by  the  fire,  and  all  the  records  of  the  Court  House  being  burned, 
several  months  of  further  delay  ensued  by  the  inability  to  obtain  the 
necessary  abstracts  of  the  title.  At  length,  however,  a  suitable  lot  wa3 
purchased  on  the  corner  of  North  Dearborn  and  Erie  streets,  being  65  by 
110  feet,  in  size,  the  cost  being  something  over  $12,000.  On  this,  upwards 
of  the  half  has  been  paid.  The  lateness  of  the  season,  but  particularly  the 
want  of  means,  made  it  impossible  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the 
chapel  this  year,  and  on  consultation  with  the  committee,  a  neat  frame 
building  in  the  vicinity  was  purchased  and  removed  on  the  lot,  and  is 
now  being  remodeled  and  fitted  up  for  the  purpose  of  a  temporary  chapel 
and  Sunday  School  room.  Such  an  arrangement  was  absolutely  necessary 
to  once  more  give  to  the  congregation  a  spiritual  home,  which  it  has  not 
had  since  the  destruction  of  their  church  in  the  great  fire.  The  new 
building  will  hold  from  150  to  200  persons,  and  though  quite  unlike 
their  former  graceful  church,  will  be  a  most  welcome  retreat  to  the  con- 
gregation in  this  their  hour  of  need. 

The  total  amount  of  collections  for  the  "  Church  of  Mercy,"  reported 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension  Society,  is  $9,368  01,  an 
amount,  we  are  pained  to  say,  altogether  inadequate  even  to  pay  for  the 
ground !  Under  these  circumstances,  the  heavy  duty  will  devolve  upon 
the  Missionary  to  visit  other  churches  for  this  purpose,  and  in  so  doing, 
we  bespeak  for  him  the  warmest  welcome  of  all  our  people.  Now  that  a 
permanent  foot-hold  has  been  secured,  success  under  God  is  only  a  ques- 
tion of  time.  The  struggle  is  a  hard  and  painful  one  at  the  beginning, 
but  the  final  victory  will  be  all  the  more  glorious.  The  future  will  not  be 
far  off  when  the  church  will  be  amply  repaid  for  all  the  aid  she  has  ex- 
tended to  this  undertaking. 

5.  The  Mission  Station  at  Alliance,  O.,  referred  to  in  our  last  report 
as  under  the  supervision  of  Rev.  W.  P.  Ruthrauff,  our  Missionary,  was 
transferred,  in  July  last,  by  the  Mission  Committee  to  the  English  Dis- 
trict Synod  of  Ohio,  and  is  now  in  charge  of  their  Missionary,  Rev.  J. 
L.  Smith,  late  of  Vandalia.  Previous  to  this  a  lot  had  been  purchased* 
and  upwards  of  a  thousand  dollars  secured,  under  the  auspices  of  Brother 
Ruthrauff,  while  laboring  here  in  connection  with  his  work  at  Akron. 
On  the  8th  of  September,  the  oorner  stone  of  a  neat  church  edifice  for 
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the  newly  organized  church  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  of  Alliance  and  vicinity, 
was  laid  with  suitable  services,  and,  by  the  divine  blessing,  will  soon  be 
ready  for  occupancy.  It  is  believed  that  in  a  few  years  a  vigorous  con- 
gregation will  be  gathered  in  this  growing  and  important  town,  where,  but 
for  the  persistent  labors  of  the  committee,  nothing  further  would  have 
been  attempted  in  this  abandoned  field. 

6.  In  connection  with  the  Virginia  Synod,  the  Mission  Committee  have 
continued  to  sustain  the  Rev.  D.  M.  Henkel  during  the  past  year  in  the 
city  of  Richmond,  Va.  We  regret  to  be  obliged  to  state  that,  notwith- 
standing the  favorable  prospects  during  the  early  half  of  the  year  to 
secure  a  lot  and  commence  the  erection  of  a  church  edifice,  the  failure  of 
the  health  of  Brother  Henkel,  and  other  causes,  made  it  manifestly  his 
duty  to  tender  his  resignation  to  the  committee  and  to  close  his  ministry 
there  on  the  1st  of  October.  The  importance  of  this  growing  centre  to 
the  church  is  becomming  more  and  more  apparent;  and  we  are  glad  to 
learn  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gilbert,  of  Staunton,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Virginia  Synod,  who  has  since  visited  and  preached  for  our  brethren 
there,  that  the  Virginia  Synod  will  use  its  utmost  diligence  in  obtaining  a 
laborer  for  this  plaoe  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible. 

9.  From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  Thos.  H.  Lane,  of  Pittsburgh,  it 
will  be  seen  that,  including  the  deficiency  of  $684.32  from  the  previous 
year,  the  amount  paid  for  the  support  of  the  Missions  under  the  care  of 
the  committee  is  83,036.55.  We  deeply  regret  that  owing  to  the  failure 
of  so  many  Synods  to  comply  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Council  to 
appropriate  the  one-fifth  of  their  Home  Missionary  contributions  to  the 
general  treasury,  the  amount  received  during  the  past  year  has  been  only 
$1,546.25,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $1,492.30,  for  which  the  committee 
are  personally  responsible. 

We  now  pass  to  a  brief  review  of  the  Mission  work  in  the  different 
Synods  connected  with  the  General  Council  through  their  ©wn  Synodical 
organizations. 

PENNSYLVANIA  SYNOD. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Synod  have  had  charge  during  the 
past  year  of  fourteen  distinct  Missions.  Two  of  these  were  formed  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  viz.,  Shenandoah  City  and  the  general  Mission  within 
the  Fitth  Conference.  One,  Cogan  Station,  was  brought  under  their  care 
by  the  reception  of  the  congregation;  and  one,  Germania,  in  Potter 
county,  was  renewed.  Provision  was  made  and  steps  taken  to  form  three 
additional  Missions,  but  a  laborer  for  only  one  of  these,  the  English  Mission 
at  Wilkesbarre  and  Scranton,  could  be  obtained.  The  number  of  stations  on 
these  Missions  where  divine  service  is  statedly  held  is  thirty-five,  and  they 
are  supplied  as  follows:  Rev.  C.  Weber,  Jersey  Shore;  Rev.  J.  H.  Schmidt, 
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White  Haven;  Rev.  G-.  H.  Trabert,  Ephrataj  Rev.  A.  H.  Bartholomew, 
Trenton, N.  J.;  Rev.  F.  K.  Huntzinger,  St.  Luke's,  Reading;  Rev.  J.  H. 
Voss,Gerniania;  Rev.  John  Gruhler,  Shenandoah  City;  Rev.  J.  Leonberger, 
Millville  and  River  Side;  St.  Peter's,  Scranton;  Rev.  J.  Hillpot,Cogan  Sta- 
tion ;  and  Rev.  A.  R.  Home,  General  Missionary  in  the  Fifth  Conference. 
The  vacant  Missions  at  Doylestown  and  Norristown  have  been  supplied 
vjith  preaching  by  the  students  from  the  Seminary  under  the  direction  of 
the  First  Conference.    The  cost  of  this  portioa  of  the  Mission  work  of 
the  Synod  has  been  $3,100.    But  by  this  small  outlay  many  important 
chureh  enterprises  which  would  have  inevitably  perished  have  beeu  en- 
abled to  live,  and  some  of  them  during  the  past  year  to  take  deep  root 
and  become  vigorous  trees  of  the  Lord's  planting.    In  order  to  meet  the 
distressing  want  of  laborers  at  this  time  of  need,  one  of  the  Conferences 
has  had  the  services  of  a  General  Missionary  under  its  own  direction  >, 
exploring  the  field,  holding  services  in  destitute  places,  supplying  vacant 
congregations  and  awakening  an  interest  in  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions. 
It  is  said  that  thi3  has  proved  an  admirable  arrangement,  and  that  other 
Conferences  will  adopt  the  same  plan.    In  addition  to  this,  by  the  special 
provision  of  the  Synod,  the  Board  of  City  Missions  have  had  three  Eng- 
lish and  four  German  Missions  under  their  care  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia during  the  past  year.    They  are  as  follows :  St.  Stephen's,  West 
Philadelphia,  Rev.  B.  H.  Hunt,  Pastor;  Christ's  Church,  Chestnut  Hill, 
Rev.  G.  W.  Frederick,  Pastor;  St.  Peter's,  Christian  street  below  Elev- 
enth, Rev.  G.  D.  Foust,  Pastor;  Immanuel  Church,  Frankford,  Rev.  C. 
J.  Goessling,  Pastor;  New  St.  Michael's  Church,  Rev.  0.  Meerwein, 
Pastor;  St.  Thomas',  Germantown,  and  Trinity,  Rising  Sun,  Rev.  A.  T* 
Geissenhainer,  Pastor;  and  the  newly  organized  St.  Peter's  Church, 
West  Philadelphia,  Rev.  C.  F.  Welden.    The  labors  of  these  brethren 
have  been  crowned  with  good  sucoess  daring  the  past  year,  and  these 
hopeful  young  congregations  are  steadily  increasing,  both  in  number  and 
efficiency.    Their  importance  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  the  only  re- 
gret is,  that  instead  of  this  small  number  of  Missions  among  the  800,000 
population  of  the  consolidated  city — where  the  Lutheran  population  not 
yet  gathered  into  church  can  be  counted  by  tens  of  thousands — the 
church  has  not  at  least  a  score  of  additional  Missions  in  portions  of  the 
eity  equally  destitute  and  white  for  the  harvest.    The  sum  of  $3,100 
was  spent  in  the  support  of  these  Missions,  making  the  total  outlay  for 
Missions  by  the  Synod  on  its  own  territory  the  sum  of  $6,200. 

THE  NEW  YORK  MINISTEBIUM. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  Convention  of  this  body  not  yet  having  been 
printed,  and  the  proper  officers  of  the  Synod  having  failed  to  send  in 
any  report  of  the  Mission  work  for  the  past  year,  we  regret  our  inability 
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to  give  any  details  of  the  labors  of  the  Synod  in  this  very  important 
field.  But  we  are  happy  to  state,  from  personal  knowledge,  that  never 
before,  in  the  history  of  this  Synod,  was  the  spirit  of  Missions  more 
active  than  at  the  present  time.  Since  the  union  of  the  German  Synod 
of  New  York  with  the  Ministerium,  one  of  the  principal  hindrances  to  a 
zealous  prosecution  of  the  Mission  work  has  been  removed  out  of  the 
way.  The  cities  of  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Jersey  City,  and  the  many 
cities  and  towns  which  are  growing  up  near  the  great  metropolis,  are 
swarming  with  German  Lutherans,  while  the  whole  State  is  one  wide 
Mission  field  for  the  church  among  her  German  immigrant  children. 
Heretofore,  many  things  were  wanting  to  success  in  this  work,  and  even 
now  the  two  principal  ones  are  men  and  means,  but  with  the  divine 
blessing  on  the  committee  of  this  Synod,  with  the  Philadelphia  Seminary, 
we  confidently  look  for  an  annual  increase  of  laborers.  The  means  will 
assuredly  follow  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  word  in  these  congregations, 
and  one  destitute  field  after  another  will  be  sought  out  and  supplied.  The 
eyes  of  the  whole  church  are  directed  to  the  Missionary  movements  of 
this  Synod  among  the  vast  masses  of  the  neglected  population  in  this  ter- 
ritory, and  their  united  prayers  will  go  up  to  heaven  for  their  success  in 
this  holy  work. 

THE  PITTSBURGH  SYNOD. 

This  Synod  continues,  as  heretofore,  to  be  a  Missionary  organization, 
having  from  the  first  been  identified  with  schemes  for  Missionary  labor  on 
its  own  territory  and  in  the  regions  beyond.  Daring  the  past  year  four- 
teen Missions,  embracing  some  forty  congregations  and  stations,  have 
been  supplied  with  the  preaching  of  the  divine  word  and  the  holy  sacra- 
ment. The  present  Missions  are  as  follows  :  Birmingham,  English ;  East 
Liberty,  English ;  Monongahela,  German ;  Franklin  and  Dempsytown, 
English;  West  Virginia,  German;  New  Lebanon,  English;  Liverpool 
and  Wellsville,  German  ;  Butler,  English  ;  Ten  Mile,  English ;  Tidioute, 
English  and  German ;  Kittanning,  English ;  Corry  and  Oil  Creek,  Ger- 
man; Northeastern,  German  and  English;  Rochester  and  Beaver  Falls, 
English;  Allegheny  Valley,  English.  The  brethren  who  labored  on 
these  Missions  were  the  Revs.  J.  K.  Melhorn,  J.  Q.  Waters,  M. 
Schweigert,  J.  M.  Long,  G.  C.  Friedrich,  S.  H.  Swingle,  «).  Fritz,  L.  H. 
Geschwind,  W.  0.  WilBon,  J.  A.  Kribbs,  Isaac  Brenneman,  and  Mr.  Pe- 
ters, from  the  Philadelphia  Seminary,  during  the  summer  vacation.  Sev- 
eral of  these  Missions  are  new  ones,  and  were  organized  only  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Synod,  but  they  promise  hopefully  for  the  future.  The 
past  year  has  been  even  more  abundant  than  the  last  in  the  ingathering 
of  new  members,  the  consolidation  of  the  congregations,  the  paying  off 
of  debts,  the  completion  of  new  churches,  and  the  development  of  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  membership.    But  the  demand  for  more  and  effective 
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laborers,  from  the  numerous  towns  on  the  railroads,  which  are  everywhere 
being  constructed  through  the  territory  of  this  Synod,  is  so  great  and 
distressing,  and  the  lack  of  means  to  properly  sustain  them  among  a  poor 
and  scattered  membership  who  can  do  but  little  for  the  support  of  their 
pastors,  is  so  crippling  in  its  influence  on  these  operations  that  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work  is  slow  and  full  of  difficulties.  A  debt  of  several 
thousand  dollars  from  former  years  increases  the  embarrassment  and  pre- 
vents the  needful  enlargement  of  the  work.  Nevertheless,  upwards  of 
$3,000  were  spent  in  sustaining  these  Missions  daring  the  past  year,  and 
$600  were  contributed  to  the  treasury  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee 
of  the  General  Council. 

THE  SWEDISH  AUGUSTANA  SYNOD. 

This  is  emphatically  the  missionary  Synod  of  the  General  Council, 
almost  the  entire  ministry  being  missionary  in  their  labors.  So  great  is 
the  destitution  among  the  Swedish  population  of  the  United  States,  that 
even  those  who  are  pastors  of  large  and  important  charges  are  under  the 
necessity  of  spending  an  undue  proportion  of  their  time  and  strength  in 
preaching  tours  among  their  destitute  countrymen,  and  by  a  system  of 
regular  supplies  in  every  Conference,  holding  them  together  until  Pastors 
can  be  obtained.  By  the  great  mercy  of  God,  the  ministry  of  the  Synod 
was  increased  by  an  addition  of  30,  principally  from  their  Seminary  in 
Paxton,  during  the  past  fifteen  months,  so  that  nearly  100  churches  and 
stations  have  thus  been  permanently  supplied  with  the  preaching  of  the 
word  during  this  time.  Bat  the  destitution,  owing  to  the  constant  immi- 
gration from  Sweden,  and  the  fact  that  it  is  scattered  over  many  States 
and  Territories,  is  really  greater  than  ever,  and  the  thoughts  and  prayers 
and  best  efforts  of  the  Synod  are  directed  to  its  supply. 

During  the  past  year  three  ministers  were  occupied  all  the  time  as 
travelling  Missionaries,  viz.,  Rev.  P.  A.  Cederstram,  Rev.  P.  A.  Llndahl 
and  Rev.  P.  Beckman.  Four  others  were  employed  part  of  the  year  in 
the  same  way,  viz.,  Rev.  J.  Magny,  Rev.  A.  Lindahl,  Rev.  A.  Hult  and 
Rev.  L.  A.  Hocanson.  A  great  number  of  new  and  older  settlements  of 
Swedes  were  thus  visited  and  supplied  with  the  preaching  of  the  word 
and  the  sacraments  of  Christ's  house.  Many  new  congregations  were 
organized  and  admitted  to  the  Synod ;  numerous  church  buildings  were 
commenced  or  completed ;  pastoral  charges  were  formed  and  supplied 
with  ministers,  and  a  preparatory  work  was  done  which  promises  most 
hopefully  for  the  future.  The  Mission  field  of  the  Synod  already  extends 
to  fourteen  States  and  Territories,  but,  in  the  language  of  President 
Swensson,  "The  work  ought  to  be  extended  to  many  more  States  where 
Swedes  are  scattered  or  are  living  in  smaller  settlements.  It  is  sad  to  look 
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over  this  wide  field  and  see  many  perish  for  want  of  spiritual  eare  be- 
cause there  are  none  to-  break  to  them  the  bread  of  life.  But~^n  the 
other  hand,  it  is  a  source  of  the  liveliest  gratitude  to  God  that  he  is  an- 
nually sending  us  a  larger  number  of  faithful  pastors,  and  that  many  con- 
gregations are  added  to  the  Synod  which  are  organized  on  the  living  word 
of  God." 

For  the  support  of  thes©  seven  travelling  Missionaries,  and  a  consider- 
able number  of  catechists,  who  are  under  the  care  of  the  Synod,  in  the 
supply  of  vacancies  and  other  Missionary  work,  the  sum  of  £4,973  was 
expended  during  the  past  year  £  of  this  amount  $4,500  were  contributed 
by  the  churches  and  the  Missions.  The  remainder  rests  as  a  debt  on  the: 
Synod.  It  will  thus  be  seen  why  this  Synod  is  unable  to  send  anything 
to  the  treasury  of  the  Council  for  Home  Missions.  Would  that  it  were 
1b  the  power  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  to  appropriate  at  least 
$1,000  to  this  Synod  for  the  establishment  of  Missions  in  Colorado-, 
Utah  and  the  Pacific  States. 

THE  ENGLISH  DISTRICT  SYNOD  OF  OHIO. 

The  efficiency  of  this  body  during  the  past  year  is  especially  gratify- 
ing. Two  of  the  Missions  under  its  care,  vis.,  Lima  and  Legonier,  were 
transferred  to  the  list  of  pastorates  as  no  longer  needing  support.  The 
English  Mission  at  Zanesville  now  contains  upwards  of  50  members,  and 
is  in  a  hopeful  condition.  A  new  Mission,  consisting  of  Coshocton  and 
several  places  in  the  vicinity^  has  been  formed  and  Kev.  J.  Weber  ap- 
pointed to  it.  The  Mission  at  Alliance,  O.,  has  been  transferred  from  the 
General  Council  to  this  Synod,  and  its  support  assumed.  Conditional  aid 
was  also  promised  to  the  English  Lutheran  St.  John's  Church,  Daytoa, 
O.  The  indications  are  that  in  a  short  time  it  will  be  necessary  for  this 
Synod  to  enter  upon  the  Missionary  work  in  some  of  the  important  cities 
of  Ohio  with  a  zeal  and  energy  corresponding  to  the  great  work  which 
God  has  given  it  to  do.  May  the  Lord  give  the  dear  brethren  of  this 
Synod  the  faith  and  courage  needful  for  their  duty!  The  whole  State  of 
Ohio  is  before  them,  and  from  every  side  calls  are  coming  to  "go  up  and 
possess  the  land."  During  the  past  Synodical  year  the  sum  of  $817  was 
expended  for  Missionary  labor.  The  appropriations  for  the  coming  year 
are  given  as  $2,308. 

THE  MICHIGAN  SYNOD. 

The  minutes  of  this  Synod  not  yet  being  printed  our  details  are  im- 
perfect. From  President  Klingman  we  learn  that  during  the  past  year 
he  and  several  others  spent  considerable  time  on  extended  Missionary 
tours,  and  as  a  result  several  new  Missions  have  been  formed.  One  of 
these  is  in  and  around  Ried  City,  for  which  important  place  a  Missionary 
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has  just  been  secured.  Another  is  Flint  and  vicinity,  for  which  place  a 
laborer  is  being  sought.  The  Rev.  J.  L.  Raw,  of  St.  Clair  county,  has 
continued  to  missionate  at  various  destitute  places,  in  addition  to  his 
more  immediate  charge.  In  addition  to  these,  various  small  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  to  a  number  of  pastors  laboring  in  new  settlements 
and  weak  charges. 

THE  CANADA  SYNOD. 

Neither  the  printed  minutes  nor  any  report  of  the  Missionary  opera- 
tions of  this  Synod  have  been  placed  in  our  hands.  We  are  therefore 
unable  to  give  any  reliable  information  in  regard  to  the  Missions  of  this 
body  for  the  past  year,  which  we  sincerely  regret.  We  respectfully  ask 
the  Synod  to  see  that  in  future  this  neglect  may  not  again  occur,  as  it  has 
done  several  times  before. 

THE  INDIANA  SYNOD. 

This  young  Sjnod,  at  its  recent  Convention,  in  September,  wisely  made 
provision  for  the  peculiar  condition  of  things  in  its  territory,  by  the 
election  of  Rev.  Miles  J.  Stirewalt  as  Superintendent  of  Missions,  whose 
duty,  for  the  present,  is  to  supply  vacant  congregations,  and  to  look  after 
the  Missionary  interests  of  the  Synod.  Brother  Stirewalt  has  entered 
upon  his  labors  with  much  zeal,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Synod,  by  the 
adoption  of  the  Missionary  system  recommended  by  the  General  Council, 
will,  in  a  few  years,  not  only  supply  its  many  vacancies,  but  also  build 
up  a  plan  of  Missionary  operations  which  will  be  felt  in  every  part  of 
their  widely  extended  field.  The  State  of  Indiana  contains  tens  of 
thousands  of  our  scattered  people,  who  are  not  yet  gathered  into  churches, 
while  nearly  one-half  of  the  congregations  in  connection  with  the  Synod 
are  destitute  of  a  stated  ministry.  We  fully  endorse  the  remarks  of 
Pres.  Wesner  in  his  report :  "  The  only  hope  of  our  church  in  this  State 
for  a  glorious  future,  is  in  a  faithful  and  zealous  prosecution  of  her  Mis- 
sionary work.  Let  us,  also,  give  due  attention  to  the  educational  cause ; 
for  we  can  no  more  sustain  Missions  without  men,  than  we  can  without 
money. 

CONCLUSION. 

From  the  above  review  it  will  be  seen,  that  nearly  $20,000  have  been 
expended  during  the  past  year  for  the  supply  of  vacant  congregations  and 
Missions,  by  the  Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Council.  This  is  a 
very  small  sum,  compared  with  the  vast  work  to  be  done.  With  greater 
system  and  the  development  of  the  grace  of  charity  in  our  churches,  this 
amount  might  just  as  easily,  nay,  even  more  so,  be  at  once  increased  to 
$40,000.  Such  an  outlay,  judiciously  made,  would  under  God,  cause* 
"  the  wilderness  and  the  solitary  place  to  rejoice,  and  blossom  as  the 
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rose."  If  the  fact  is  only  considered,  that  vast  numbers  of  our  people, 
both  foreign  and  native,  come  for  work  to  the  cities  and  large  towns, 
where  the  cost  of  rent  and  living  is  high,  it  will  be  seen  why  such  a 
sum  even  would  be  wholly  inadequate  for  the  church's  work  among  her 
most  needy  population.  Let  us,  however,  forthwith  aim  at  doubling  our 
present  contributions,  and  perseveringly  carry  forward  the  work  so  hope- 
fully commenced.  The  small  sum  of  fifty  cents,  contributed  annually  for 
Missions,  by  each  communicant,  in  the  churches  connected  toith  the  Gen- 
eral Council,  would  give  $50,000  to  the  Synods  and  $25,000  to  the  Mis- 
sion Committee  of  the  Council  for  the  work  in  the  new  States  and  Terri- 
tories. In  view  of  the  vast  interests  at  stake,  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
welfare  of  those  for  whom  Christ  died,  we  imploringly  ask  each  one  to 
do  his  utmost  to  realize  this  enlarged  efficiency.  Let  our  pastors,  espe- 
cially, carry  out  this  plan  of  systematic  benevolence  in  every  church, 
however  small.  There  is  not  a  communicant  among  us  who  cannot  give 
one  cent  a  week  or  fifty  cents  a  year.  Most  persons  can  easily  and  at 
once  give  a  dollar.  Many  can  give  much  more.  Let  then  the  united 
effort  be  made,  and  God  shall  have  all  the  praise. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

CONTRIBUTIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT  SYNODS. 

Resolved,  That  the  District  Synods  be  urs;ed  to  pay  in  promptly 
to  the  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  the  one-fifth  of 
their  contributions  to  the  Home  Mission  cause. 

The  Council  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the  Committee 
on  Home  Missions.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania 
was  re-appointed  the  General  Council's  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 
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German  Church  Book. 

Report  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  the  German  Church  Book  respectfully  report,  that 
they  distributed  during  the  year  the  greater  number  of  the  hymns  among 
the  different  members  of  the  committee  for  revision,  and  that  the  work 
has  made  fair  progress.  They  have  once  more  reviewed  the  entire  book 
and  stricken  out  such  hymns  as  seemed  to  them  objeotionable.  The 
work  still  remaining  to  be  done,  is  the  revision  of  about  one-third  of  the 
hymns  and  the  selection  and  revision  of  such  additional  numbers  as  are 
to  be  substituted  for  those  stricken  out. 

In  consideration  of  this  fact,  and  also  because  one  of  the  members  of 
the  committee  appointed  lust  year  has  declined  to  co-operate  in  this  work, 
and  another  has  been  exclusively  occupied  with  the  preparation  of  the 
liturgical  part  of  the  book,  your  committee  would  respectfully  ask  for  an 
increase  of  their  number. 

The  Order  for  the  Morning  and  Evening  Service  has  been  revised,  and, 
with  the  permission  of  the  Committee,  published  by  Rev.  S.  K.  Brobst, 
of  Allentown,  and  distributed  for  examination.

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Emigrants'  House. 

The  consideration  of  the  resolution  offered  bj  the  committee  to 
which  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Emigrants'  House  Associa- 
tion of  New  York  was  resumed.  They  were  amended  and  adopted 
as  follows  : 

Resolved,  1,  That  the  General  Council  has  heard  with  satisfac- 
tion that  in  accordance  with  its  resolutions  at  Lancaster,  in  1870, 
the  undertaking  with  the  moneys  and  assets  of  the  proposed 
Umigrantenhaus  in  New  York  has  been  secured  to  the  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  Church,  by  the  incorporation  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, to  whom  they  were  transferred. 

2.  That  the  General  Council  adheres  strictly  to  the  expression 
given  at  the  session  in  Lancaster,  in  1870,  to  wit,  that  in  its  capa- 
city as  the  General  Council  it  cannot  engage  in  the  establishment 
or  administration  of  the  proposed  JEJmigrantenhaus,  and  does  not 
accept  any  responsibility  as  regards  the  finances,  economy,  or 
management  of  the  said  institution,  but  recommends  the  object 
which  it  contemplates  to  the  sympathy  and  support  of  our  people. 

3.  That  the  General  Council  requests  the  board  of  managers  of 
"The  Lutheran  Emigrants'  House  Association  of  New  York  "  so 
to  alter  Art.  12  of  its  Constitution,  that  in  case  the  institution 
should  at  any  time  cease  to  fulfil  its  object,  as  set  forth  in  its 
charter  and  constitution,  or  for  any  cause  cease  to  exist,  all  the 
property  and  possessions  of  the  institution  be  made  to  revert  di- 
rectly to  "The  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America,"  to  be  used  at  its  discretion  for  aiding  Luther- 
an emigrants,  and  that  this  provision  be  made  unalterable. 

4.  That  the  General  Council  also  requests  of  the  said  associa- 
tion to  alter  its  fourth  by-law  so  as  to  give  the  required  confirm- 
ation to  the  appointment  of  the  missionary  or  missionaries  in  said 
institution  to  the  General  Council's  Committee  of  Home  Missions, 
and  that  they  also  make  this  by-law  unalterable. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Diat.  Synods. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  given  copies  of  the  Minutes  of  the  various 
Synods  in  connection  with  the  General  Council,  report  the  following 
items  affecting  their  relations  with  this  body. 
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1.  The  Ministerium  op  Pennsylvania  received  reports  from  most 
of  its  Conferences  that  they  had  discussed  and  favorably  acted  upon  the 
declaration  of  the  General  Council  upon  the  "  four  points." 

The  Executive  Committee  of  this  Synod  was  instructed  to  pay  one- 
fifth  of  the  funds  contributed  for  Home  Missions  to  the  treasury  of  the 
General  Council. 

2.  The  Ministerium  of  New  York  has  adopted  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  General  Council  to  transmit  at  least  one-fifth  of  the  money 
contributed  for  Home  Missions  to  the  treasury  of  the  General 
Council.  It  has  also  considered  the  declaration  of  the  Council 
made  at  Pittsburgh,  on  two  of  the  points,  viz.,  Secret  Societies  and 
Chiliasm,  and  the  declaration  on  these  points  was  approved.  It  also 
determined  to  submit  to  this  body  a  Constitution  for  Congregations,  drawn 
up  by  the  Ministerium  at  the  advice  of  the  Council,  as  a  contribution  to 
the  constitution  to  be  issued  by  the  Council. 

3.  The  Synod  of  Michigan  expresses  its  heartfelt  gratitude  for  the 
moral  and  material  aid  rendered  by  the  General  Council  to  its  congrega- 
tions which  suffered  by  the  great  conflagration  of  last  fall.  It  also  con- 
sidered the  Constitution  for  Congregations  submitted  by  the  General 
Council,  and  has  sent  to  this  body  certain  propositions  concerning  said 
constitution. 

This  Synod  does  not  feel  enabled  at  present  to  carry  out  the  recommen- 
dations of  the  Council  concerning  Systematic  Benevolence  and  thfc  Home 
Missionary  Fund,  the  ways  and  means  of  so  doing  not  being  clear  to  the 
brethren  of  that  body. 

This  Synod  likewise  declared  at  its  recent  meeting  its  full  satisfaction 
with  the  declarations  of  the  Council  made  at  the  last  Convention,  whereby 
it  is  enabled  to  remain  in  fraternal  union  with  this  body. 

4.  The  Pittsburgh  Synod  affirmed  the  action  of  the  Council  con- 
cerning Secret  Societies  as  its  position,  and  instructed  its  pastors  to  bring 
this  subject  before  their  congregations.  It  also  instructed  its  delegates 
to  urge  the  Council  to  a  speedy  completion  of  the  Sunday  School  Hymn 
Book. 

5.  The  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio  appointed  Prof.  D. 
Worley  its  Historian,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Council.  It  examined  the  proposed  Constitution  for  Congregations  and 
declared  the  same  seeded  re- writing  and  condensing,  and  also  declared 
itself  "  unable  to  understand  why  the  General  Council's  Home  Mission 
Committee  should  be  confined  to  one  Synod,  when  other  Synods  are  zeal- 
ously engaged  in  the  work  of  Home  Missons,  some  of  whose  members 
are  conveniently  situated  to  meet  with  said  committee." 

6.  The  August  an  a  Synod  has  devoted  much  attention  and  labor  to 
missionary  and  educational  work,  and  also  appointed  a  committee  to  pre- 
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pare  theses  on  the  questions  of  exchange  of  pulpits  and  communion  with 
those  not  belonging  to  our  church,  to  be  discussed  at  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod. 

7.  The  Canada  Synod.  Nothing  affecting  the  relations  of  this  Sy- 
nod to  the  Council  was  transacted  at  the  Convention  of  this  body. 

8.  The  Synod  of  Indiana  ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  General 
Couucii  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  appointed  delegates  to  attend  our  pres- 
ent Convention. 

9-  The  Norwegian-Danish  Augustana  Synod  reports,  through 
a  letter  from  Prof.  0.  J.  Hatlestad,  its  continued  activity  and  success  in 
its  missionary  and  educational  work,  and  expresses  deep  regret  that  its 
delegates  are  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Council. 

10.  The  Synod  of  Texas  reports  in  a  letter  to  the  President  of  the 
General  Council,  that  it  has  undertaken  the  establishment  of  a  German- 
English  College  at  Rutersville,  Fayette  county,  Texas,  and  that  suitable 
grounds  containing  six  acres,  with  buildings  on  them,  have  been  secured 
at  a  very  low  price. 

11.  The  Io\^a  Synod  at  its  recent  meeting  adopted  the  following 
concerning  its  relations  to  the  Council,  which  its  delegate  was  instructed 
to  lay  before  us  : 

"  We  cannot  as  yet  rest  satisfied  with  the  declaration  of  the  General 
Council  given  at  the  Convention  held  at  Lancaster,  0.,  concerning  the 
questions  of  communion  and  pulpit  fellowship  from  the  fact  that  the  thing 
desired  is  not  the  mere  pastoral  advice  how  to  act  in  certain  difficult  cases, 
but  the  establishmemt  of  the  confessional  principle.  We  have  indeed  per- 
ceived with  pleasure  that  in  the  verbal  declarations  of  the  Rev.  Pr(silent 
of  the  General  Council,  this  confessional  principle  was  clearly  and  une- 
quivocally expressed.  But  as  this  declaration  was  only  given  verbally, 
and  not  incorporated  in  the  official  declaration  of  the  General  Council, 
there  is  still  lacking  for  us  the  sure  guarantee  that  this  declaration  can 
really  be  considered  as  that  of  the  General  Council.  We  therefore  in- 
struct our  delegate  to  the  General  Council  to  urge  that  this  confessional 
principle,  hitherto  only  expressed  verbally,  be  also  made  an  official  expres- 
sion of  the  General  Council." 

Your  Committee  finds  no  other  action  upon  the  part  of  the  Synods 
claiming  the  attention  of  the  Council.

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Iowa  Synod  Question. 

Under  the  eleventh  item  of  the  above  report  the  delegate  from 
the  Iowa  Synod  was  requested  to  present  the  views  of  thataSynod 
on  this  matter,  which  being  done,  the  President  was  requested  to 
reduce  to  writing  the  statements  made  by  him  as  the  sense  of  the 
declarations  delivered  at  Lancaster,  Ohio,  (see  Minutes  of  1870, 
p.  34,)  and  present  the  paper  to  this  Convention.  The  President 
accordingly  submitted  the  following  : 

I.  The  Rule  is  :  Lutheran  pulpits  are  for  Lutheran  minis- 
ters only.    Lutheran  altars  are  for  Lutheran  communicants  only. 

II.  Th*  Exceptions  to  the  rule  belong  to  the  sphere  of  privi- 
lege, not  of  right. 

III.  The  Determination  of  the  exceptions  is  to  be  made  in  con- 
sonance with  these  principles,  by  the  conscientious  judgment  of 
pastors,  as  the  cases  arise. 

Whereupon  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  statements  made  by  the  President  as  the 
sense  of  the  declarations  of  the  Council  delivered  at  Lancaster, 
Ohio,  and  now  presented  by  him  in  writing  to  this  Convention,  be 
transmitted  to  the  Iowa  Synod  as  the  answer  returned  to  the  ques- 
tion asked  by  them  through  their  delegate. 

Thanks. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  returned  the 
congregation  of  Holy  Trinity  and  the  citizens  of  Akron,  for  the 
generous  hospitality  with  which  they  have  entertained  the  dele- 
gates and  visitors  at  this  Convention,  and  that  the  President  ten- 
der the  same  at  the  service  to  be  held  this  evening.

At  the  suggestion  of 
the  chairman,  the  charter  of  incorporation  was  read.  The  Treas- 
urer stated  that  owing  to  the  difference  between  the  title  of  the 
Council  and  its  corporate  name  he  had  not  prepared  the  seal,  as 
ordered  at  last  meeting.

Any  one 
can  become  a  member  by  the  payment  of  ten  dollars  annually. 
Bequests  and  donations  for  the  building  up  of  the  Lutheran  Church 
will  be  received  and  faithfully  appropriated  to  the  objects  for 
which  they  are  given.  It  is  chartered  by  the  Legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania.

AT  CHICAGO,  ILLINOIS. 

Article  I. 

Section  1.  The  title  of  this  Institution  shall  be  "  The  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Chicago, 
Illinois." 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  this  Seminary  shall  be  to  train  men  of  a 
pure  faith,  of  a  holy  life,  and  of  the  requisite  natural  gifts  and  pre- 
liminary education,  so  that  by  all  necessary  learning  and  practical 
skill,  they  may  be  fitted  for  the  ministry  of  the  gospel,  especially 
in  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Sec.  3.  For  this  purpose  the  instruction  given  shall  be  com- 
municated in  the  languages  necessary  for  the  services  of  the  Luth- 
eran Church  in  this  country,  especially  the  English,  the  German  and 
the  Scandinavian  languages,  and  as  far  as  possible,  completely  in  all. 

Sec.  4.  This  Seminary  shall  rest  upon  the  Word  of  God  as  the 
absolute  rule  of  faith,  and  on  the  Confessions  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  accordance  with  the  doctrinal  basis  of  the 
General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America, 
as  set  forth  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Faith  and  Polity  em- 
braced in  its  Constitution. 

Article  II. 

Sec.  1.  The  body  or  bodies  represented  in  its  government  shall 
be  the  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America,  and  such  other  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synods  as  shall, 
on  the  invitation  or  with  the  concurrence  of  said  General  Council, 
unite  in  the  support  or  endowment  of  this  Seminary. 
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Article  III. 

Sec.  1.  The  direct  government  of  this  Seminary  shall  be  in  the 
hands  of  a  Board  of  Directors  elected  bj  ballot  by  the  General 
Council  at  its  regular  Conventions. 

Sec.  2.  This  Board  shall  consist  of  ordained  clergymen  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  of  laymen,  regular  communicants 
in  the  same,  an  equal  number  of  each,  who,  after  the  first  election, 
shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  may  be  nominated  by  the  District 
Synods  uniting  in  sustaining  the  Seminary,  in  such  ratio  as  the 
General  Council  may  from  time  to  time  determine,  until  the  num- 
ber thus  provided  for  shall  reach  twenty-four-  In  any  event,  the 
members  elected  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected. 

Sac.  3.  The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
the  Board,  by  ballot,  and  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice  Pre- 
sident, a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 

Sec.  4.  Tiie  President  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties  of 
Chairman,  shall,  at  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sign  official  docu- 
ments, and  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

Sac.  5.  Tne  Vice  President  shall  take  his  place  as  Chairman 
in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  in  case  of  the  permanent  dis- 
ability of  the  latter  to  act,  shall  attend  to  all  his  duties,  until  a 
new  election  shall  take  place. 

Sec.  6.  The  Secretary  shall  faithfully  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  preserve  and  ar- 
range all  official  documents  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of 
the  Board. 

Sec.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  belonging 
to  the  Seminary,  and  shall  hold  them  in  trust  for  the  same  in  the 
name  of  "  The  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  America;"  he  shall  judiciously  invest  its  funds  as  the 
Board  may  direct,  and  give  due  security  ;  he  shall  pay  all  bills, 
salaries  and  other  claims,  at  the  order  of  the  President,  or  under 
instruction  of  the  Board  ;  and  shall  make  an  annual  financial  Re- 
port to  the  Board. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors at  the  close  of  the  Seminary  year,  at  which  time  the  offi- 
cers shall  be  elected. 
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Sec.  9.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  officers  of  the  Board,  or  by  the  President 
at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  10.  Every  Director,  when  first  acting  after  his  election, 
and  when  re-elected  after  an  interval,  shall  sign  the  Constitution, 
and,  before  doing  so,  shall  make  this  affirmation  : 

"  I  heartily  approve  of  the  design  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at  Chicago,  I  confess  as 
my  own  its  fundamental  principles,  as  defined  in  Article  I,  and  I 
pledge  myself  to  the  support  of  them  ;  and  I  will  faithfully  per- 
form, in  accordance  with  them,  every  duty  enjoined  upon  me  in 
its  Constitution." 

Sec.  11.  The  duties  of  the  Board  are  principally  these  :  To 
watch  carefully  over  all  the  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary; 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  its  Constitution  ;  to  appoint  the 
time,  place  and  manner  of  the  public  examination  of  the  students, 
and  of  public  exercises  connected  with  the  graduating  classes,  or 
other  classes  ;  to  receive  and  act  upon  the  Reports  of  the  Profes- 
sors ;  to  decide  in  all  the  cases  of  those  who  shall  be  admitted  to 
graduation  ;  to  issue  certificates  of  graduation ;  to  report  annually 
to  the  General  Council,  in  regard  to  all  matters  intrusted  to  their 
care,  as  also  in  general,  in  regard  to  everything  bearing  upon  the 
welfare  of  the  Seminary;  and  to  make  the  necessary  regulations 
under  this  Constitution  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Institution., 

Article  IV. 

Sec.  1.  The  Professors  of  this  Seminary,  who  together  shall 
constitute  the  Faculty  of  the  same,  shall  be  chosen  from  the  or- 
dained ministers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  must  have 
an  established  character  for  purity  of  faith,  holiness  of  life,  learn- 
ing, and  ability  to  teach,  and  must  have  had  experience  in  the 
pastoral  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  right  to  nominate  the  first  incumbent  of  a  Profes- 
sorship shall  belong  to  the  individual,  the  congregation,  or  the 
Synod  endowing  it.  Synods  endowing  a  Professorship  have  the 
perpetual  right  to  nominate  the  incumbent.  But  the  election  of 
the  Professors  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America. 
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Sec.  3.  Every  Professor,  before  entering  on  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  make  the  following  affirmation  : 

"  I  believe  that  the  Canonical  Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Tes- 
taments are  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  are  the  perfect  and 
only  Rule  of  Faith  ;  and  I  believe  that  the  three  General  Greeds, 
the  Apostles',  the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian,  exhibit  the  faith 
of  the  Church  universal,  in  accordance  with  this  Rule. 

"  I  believe  that  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  is,  in  all 
its  parts,  in  harmony  with  the  Rule  of  Faith,  and  is  a  correct  ex- 
hibition of  doctrine ;  and  I  believe  that  the  Apology,  the  two  Cat- 
echisms of  Luther,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  and  the  Formula  of 
Concord,  are  a  faithful  development  and  defence  of  the  doctrines 
of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  Augsburg  Confession. 

"  I  solemnly  promise  before  Almighty  God  that  all  my  teachings 
shall  be  in  conformity  with  His  Word,  and  with  the  aforemention- 
ed Confessions." 

•  Sec.  4.  Any  Professor  who  shall  undergo  any  change  of  his 
views  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  this  Affirmation, 
shall  at  once  make  known  that  change  to  the  Faculty,  who  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Board. 

Sec.  5.  The  Officers  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  Chairman,  who 
shall  be  a  Professor  Ordinary,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  a  Li- 
brarian, all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the  Faculty, 
out  of  their  own  number,  to  perform  such  duties  as  the  Faculty 
may  enjoin. 

Sec.  6.  The  Faculty  shall  provide  for  the  safe-keeping  and  ar- 
rangement of  testimonials  of  the  character  of  students,  and  of  all 
other  documents  belonging  to  then*  that  may  be  deemed  worthy  of 
preservation. 

Sec.  7,  The  Professors  shall  arrange  the  classes  and  the  de- 
partments of  study,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  with  refer- 
ence to  a  theological  course  of  three  years,  and  shall  teach  in 
English,  German  and  the  Scandinavian  languages,  the  chief  con- 
stituent parts  of  Exegetical,  Systematic,  Historical  and  Practical 
Theology. 

Sec.  8.  They  shall  prepare,  and  faithfully  see  to  the  execution 
of  good  regulations  regarding  the  personal  and  devotional  habits 
of  the  students,  and  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  studies. 

Sec.  9.  They  shall  be  empowered  to  make  and  enforce  such 
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rules,  regulations  or  by-laws  in  regard  to  the  Seminary  edifice, 
library,  cabinet  organ,  and  other  property  of  the  Seminary,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  and  necessary  in  fulfilling  any  trust  com- 
mitted to  them  by  the  Board :  Provided,  that  such  rules,  regula- 
tions or  by-laws  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution. 

Seo.  10.  They  shall  render  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Board  in 
such  form  as  they  may  determine  among  themselves,  in  regard  to 
their  several  Departments  and  the  general  operations  and  condi- 
tion of  the  Seminary,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  embrace  in  the 
Report  any  suggestions  which  they  may  desire  to  make. 

Sec.  11.  The  Faculty,  in  connection  with  the  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  shall  have  power  to  suspend,  or  to  expel  any 
Student  from  connection  with  this  Seminary,  whenever  there  may 
appear  to  them  just  cause  for  so  doing. 

Sec.  12.  A  Professor  may  be  impeached,  and  if  the  impeach- 
ment be  sustained,  shall  be  censured,  suspended  or  removed  from 
office,  as  the  case  may  demand,  on  clear  proof  of  unsoundness  in 
the  faith,  intellectual  incompetence,  immoral  or  highly  injudicious 
conduct,  or  persistent  neglect  of  duty,  or  on  manifest  evidence 
that,  for  any  reason,  his  connection  with  the  Seminary  is,  and 
must  continue  to  be,  injurious  to  it. 

Sec.  13.  The  process  of  impeachment  shall  be  as  follows  : 

When  definite  charges  shall  be  advanced  by  any  respectable 
person,  and  a  statement  of  the  same  shall  be  laid  in  writing  before 
the  President  of  the  Board,  he  shall  correspond  or  privately  con- 
verse with  the  Professor  inculpated,  and  give  him  the  charge  or 
charges  in  writing,  and  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  alleged 
cause  of  impeachment  is  of  sufficient  weight  and  probability  to 
justify  an  investigation,  he  shall  lay  the  case  before  the  Faculty, 
who  shall  carefully  examine  into  it,  and  report  in  writing  to  him 
upon  it. 

If  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  thereafter  still  judge  the 
charge  worthy  of  consideration,  he  shall  lay  it  before  the  clerical 
members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  cite  the  Professor  to  appear,  and 
shall  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges  as  finally 
preferred  ;  but;  if  he  shall  refuse  to  appear,  or  make  unnecessary 
delay  in  so  doing,  the  clerical  members  of  the  Board  shall  never- 
theless proceed  to  hear  evidence. 
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If  they  shall  deem  the  charge  or  charges  sufficiently  probable  to 
justify  an  impeachment,  they  shall  lay  the  evidence  before  the 
entire  Board,  which  shall  cite  the  Professor  to  appear,  and  having 
carefully  examined  all  the  evidence  on  both  sides,  if  necessary, 
summoning  the  same  or  other  witnesses,  and  having  given  the  per- 
son involved  full  opportunity  of  explanation  and  defence,  shall 
proceed  to  decide  upon  the  case,  both  as  to  the  facts  and  the 
penalty. 

A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  required 
to  sustain  an  impeachment ;  and  on  the  demand  of  the  Professor 
impeached,  or  of  any  three  members  of  the  Board,  the  yeas  and 
nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded. 

Sec.  14.  No  Professor  shall  give  up  his  office  without  giving  the 
President  of  the  Board  at  least  six  months'  previous  notice  of  his 
purpose,  unless  the  Board  of  Directors  make  his  case  an  exception 
to  this  rule. 

Article  V. 

Sec.  1.  The  qualifications  demanded  of  those  who  desire  to 
become  Students  in  this  Seminary,  shall  be,  in  addition  to  the  nat- 
ural gifts  mentioned  in  Article  I,  Section  2,  also  evidences  of 
consistent  membership  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Sec.  2.  The  standard  of  educational  preparation  shall  be  that 
of  collegiate  graduation,  and  any  departure  from  this  rule  shall 
be  made  only  by  a  majority  of  the  Faculty. 

Sec.  3.  Applicants  shall  be  examined  as  to  these  points  by  the 
Faculty,  and,  if  admitted,  shall  b&  matriculated  in  accordance  with 
a  form  provided  by  the  Faculty. 

Sec.  4.  In  addition  to  the  testimonials  or  documents  which  at- 
test the  Christian  character  of  an  applicant,  and  his  desire  to  serve 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  shall  present  to  the  Faculty,  previously 
to  his  matriculation,  a  written  statement,  embracing  the  following 
particulars: 

First  A  request  that  he  might  be  admitted  as  a  regular  Stu- 
dent, together  with  a  brief  reference  to  his  personal  .history  and 
the  preparatory  education  which  he  has  received. 

Secondly.  A  brief,  but  explicit  statement  of  the  motives  which 
induce  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word. 
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Sec.  5.  Every  applicant  who,  after  due  examination,  shall  be 
admitted  by  the  Faculty,  shall,  before  he  is  matriculated  and  en- 
rolled as  a  permanent  member  of  any  class,  make  and  subscribe 
the  following  affirmation  : 

"  I  solemnly  affirm  that  it  is  my  serious  purpose  to  devote  my- 
self to  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry ;  and  I  hereby  promise 
that,  so  long  as  I  remain  a  Student  in  this  Theological  Seminary, 
I  will,  with  the  help  of  God,  faithfully  and  diligently  attend  all 
the  recitations,,  lectures  and  instructions  intended  for  me  ;  that  I 
will  conscientiously  and  vigilantly  observe  all  the  regulations 
which  are  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Institution;  and  that  I  will  pay  due  respect  and  obedience  to  the 
Professors,  treat  my  fellow-students  as  brethren,  and  all  others  as 
becomes  the  Gospel  of  Christ." 

Sec*  6.  Every  Student  shall  be  considered  as  a  probationer 
during  the  first  four  months  after  his  admission,  after  which  his 
matriculation  may  take  place.  If,  after  the  lapse  of  this  time, 
the  Professors  shall  unanimously  determine  that  it  is  not  expedi- 
ent to  retain  him  any  longer  as  a  Student,  he  shall  be  dismissed. 
If  he  applies  to  the  Faculty  for  letters  of  dismission,  the  circum- 
stances which  led  to  his  dismission  shall  be  stated  in  such  terms  as 
the  Faculty  may  deem  to  be  wise  and  just. 

Sec.  7.  The  Students  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the  require- 
ments which  are  made  in  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Directors  or 
the  Faculty  for  the  government  of  the  Seminary. 

Article  VI. 

Sec.  1.  The  course  of  theological  study  in  this  Seminary  shall 
embrace  a  period  of  three  years. 

Sec.  2.  The  lectures  and  exercises  shall  begin  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day in  September,  and  continue  until  the  week  before  Trinity 
Sunday. 

Sec.  3.  In  addition  to  the  general  or  summer  vacation,  there 
shall  be  a  cessation  of  exercises  at  Christmas,  during  Passion  week, 
at  Easter,  dn  Ascension-day,  and  on  such  other  days  as  the 
Faculty  in  its  discretion  shall  determine. 
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Article  VII. 

Sec.  1.  Notice  of  a  motion  to  amend  this  Constitution  must  be 
put  in  writing,  and,  with  a  copy  of  the  amendment  proposed,  be 
given  to  the  President,  who  shall  make  both  known  to  the  Direct- 
ors at  their  annual  meeting.  The  motion  and  amendment  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting.  A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Directors  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  amend. 

Sec.  2.  No  amendment  changing  the  confessional  basis  of  this 
Seminary  shall  be  entertained  at  any  time. 
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APPENDIX  B. 
PEOPOSED  CONSTITUTION 

OF 

S/|t  psfffrid  Batxtty. 

Art.  I. — Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  called  "  The  Historical  Society  of  the 
Q-eneval  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America," 

Art.  II. — Object. 

It  shall  be  the  aim  of  this  Society  to  awaken  and  encourage  his- 
torical inquiry;  to  establish  and  maintain  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  a  depository  of  books,  synodical  minutes,  proceedings  of 
conferences  and  other  church  assemblies,  charters,  judicial  decis- 
ions, legal  reports,  pamphlets,  periodicals,  manuscripts,  portraits, 
views,  &c,  especially  pertaining  to  the  history  and  condition  of 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America ;  to  put  forth  histor- 
ical publications  for  the  elucidation  of  such  history;  and  to  collect 
and  preserve  all  works  written  by  Lutherans  or  by  others  for  or 
against  our  Evangelical  faith  and  usages. 

Art.  III.— Members. 

At  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Society  any  person  may,  upon 
nomination,  be  received  to  membership  by  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present.  Eaeh  member  shall,  on  his  election  pay  $  into 
the  Treasury. 

Or  :  This  Society  shall  consist  of  those  who  make  contributions 
to  its  objects. 

Art.  IV.— Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  embrace  a  President,  Vice  Pres- 
ident, Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretaries,  Treasurer,  Cura- 
tor, and  seven  other  members  ;  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  a 
regular  meeting  and  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
chosen. 
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The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year,  and 
as  much  oftener  as  the  interests  of  the  Society  shall  require. 
Seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business* 
The  Executive  Committee  shall  receive,  hold,  invest  and  care- 
fully manage  all  properties  and  funds  entrusted  to'  the  Society, 
with  power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  but  money  or  property 
given  to  the  Society  for  a  specific  purpose  shall  be  devoted  to  that 
purpose  only,  and  such  property  as  is  embraced  in  Art.  II,  shall 
never  be  sold  or  otherwise  alienated,  except  such  publications  as 
may  be  issued  by  or  for  the  Society  itself,  and  except  duplicates, 
which  may  be  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Com 
mittee. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  adopt  such  rules  for  its  own  ac- 
tion, not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Society, 
as  may  be  found  most  convenient  and  necessary. 

The  regular  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  transacted  at  the 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  due  notice  of  which  meet- 
ings, and  the  objects,  if  special,  for  which  they  are  called  shall  be 
given. 

No  vacancy  shall  be  filled,  nor  shall  any  business  affecting  the 
character  and  general  operations  of  the  Society  be  done,  except  at 
meetings  thus  called.  ■ 

Art.  V. — Meetings. 

There  shall  be  held  a  regular  public  meeting  of  this  Society  at 
the  time  and  place  of  the  regular  meetings  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  America,  which  shall  be 
duly  announced. 

At  this  meeting  the  Executive  Committee  shall  present  a  report, 
the  Treasurer's  account  shall  be  submitted  for  audit,  and  such  ad- 
dress or  other  exercises  take  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
may  determine. 

At  the  regular  meetings,  the  members  of  the  Society  shall 
choose  the  Executive  Committee  for  another  term. 

Art.  VI.— Collections. 

(1)  The  various  material  which  this  Society  may  collect  shall  be 
kept  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
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Church  at  Philadelphia,  or  some  other  secure  and  suitable  place, 
and  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  contributors  with  permission 
of  the  Curator. 

(2)  No  book,  pamphlet  or  other  property  of  the  Society  shall  be 
removed  from  the  hall,  except  under  a  written  acknowledgment 
to  the  Curator  of  the  receipt  of  the  article  in  question,  and  an 
agreement  to  return  it  in  good  order  within  a  specified  time. 

(3)  Should  this  Society,  from  any  cause  cease  to  exist,  all  its 
property  of  every  description  shall  accrue  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Philadelphia,  to  be 
kept  and  improved  solely  for  the  objects  set  forth  in  Art.  II. 

Aet.  VII.— Historians. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  designate  some  one 
having  a  taste  and  facilities  for  the  work  as  an  Historian,  who  shall 
present  an  annual  report  of  tbe  transactions  of  the  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church  in  America. 

Sec.  2.  Each  of  ^the  District  Synods  in  connection  with  the 
General  Council,  and  such  other  Synods  as  may  be  disposed  to 
co-operate  in  the  work  of  this  Society,  shall  appoint  an  Historian 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  make  annual  report  of  the  work  and 
growth  of  the  church  within  his  own  Synodical  bounds ;  at  the 
same  time  also,  gathering  items  of  fact  and  incident  connected  with 
the  founding,  organization,  &c,  of  the  Synod  and  its  several  con- 
gregations. 

Sec.  3.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  the  publication  of  the  re- 
ports of  the  Historians. 

Art.  VII. — Changes. 

Alterations  or  amendments  may  be  made  in  this  constitution  at 
any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present;  provided  such  changes  be  not  inconsistent  with 
the  object  of  the  Society  as  described  in  Art.  II.

1,  1871.  Divine  service  was  held  and  a  Sermon  preached  by  Rev.

The  Committee  appointed  last  year  on  the  Division  of  Synod, 
presented  a  report  through  Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkelman,  establishing  new 
boundaries  of  Conferences,  and  giving  to  them  increased  powers, 
and  constituting  the  Synod  a  delegated  body  from  these  conferences. 
After  considerable  discussion,  the  report  was  withdrawn. 

The  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  for  Conferences, 
presented  at  the  Annual  meeting  in  1869,  was  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration. Most  of  the  sections  after  some  discussion,  amendment 
and  alteration,  were  adopted  and  the  remainder  (from  §116  to  the 
end)  was  referred  for  action  to  the  regular  meeting  of  Synod.  The 
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adopted  sections  were  ordered  to  be  revised  and  printed  in  seperate 
form. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church  Visitation  and  Super- 
vision, presented  at  the  same  meeting,  was  also  considered,  and  the 
following  article  was  ordered  to  be  placed  in  the  Constitution  for 
Conferences,  under  the  duties  of  the  President : 

He  shall  have  the  Supervision  of  the  Congregations  belonging  to  the  Con- 
ference, and  shall  visit  them  when  desired  by  the  Pastor  or  by  the  constituted 
authorities  of  the  Congregation,  or  when  difficulties  have  arisen  and  he  is  con- 
vinced that  his  counsels  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  interests  of  the  church.  He 
may  also  assist  vacant  congregations  with  his  advice  and  co-operation  in  securing 
a  Pastor. 

A  Special  Committee  appointed  to  fix  the  boundaries  of  Con- 
ferences reported  through  Rev.  F.  J.  F.  Schantz  the  following  which 
was  adopted.: 

1st  District. — Philadelphia,  Chester,  Bucks,  Montgomery  and 
Delaware  counties,  together  with  Trenton  and  the  State  of  New 
J ersey  south  of  Trenton,  and  the  State  of  Delaware. 

2d  District. — Lehigh,  Northampton,  Carbon,  Monroe,  Luzerne, 
Wayne,  Pike,  Wyoming,  Susquehanna,  together  with  the  State  of 
New  Jersey  north  of  Trenton,  and  the  City  of  New  York. 

3cZ  District. — Berks  and  Schuylkill  counties. 

4:th  District. — Lancaster,  Lebanon,  .  Dauphin  south  of  the  Blue 
Ridge,  and  all  west  of  the  Susquehanna  and  south  of  the  Juniata 
river. 

bih  District. — Northumberland,  Montour,  Columbia,  Lycoming 
and  all  counties  north  to  the  N.  Y.  line,  Ringtown  charge  in  Schuyl- 
kill county,  Dauphin  county  north  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  and  all  west 
of  the  Susquehanna  north  of  the  Juniata  river. 

The  Special  session  adjourned  finally  on  Saturday  June  3,  at 
noon.

Eggers  and  Z.  H.  Gable,  from  the  Pittsburg  Synod. 

The  President  presented  and  read  his  Annual  Report  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  As  we  have  finished  the  pastoral  labors  of  another 
year,  in  our  several  congregations,  let  us,  first  of  all,  thankfully  acknowledge  the 
Divine  Mercy  that  has  helped  us,  and  magnify  that  Grace  that  has  been  so  prompt 
to  bless  our  work  and  labor  of  love. 

The  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  will  surely  be 
granted  to  us  in  answer  to  believiBg  prayer,  now  that  we  come  to  take  council 
together;  and,  by  the  Divine  blessing  we  shall  succeed  in  establishing  the  things 
that  make  for  peace,  and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 

Several  brethren,  members  of  this  body  having  been  called  to  labor  within  the 
limits  of  other  synods,  have  requested  letters  of  honorable  dismission,  which  have 
been  transmitted  to  them  to  the  following  effect,  viz:  L.  H.  Geschwind,  has 
received  an  honorable  dismission  to  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  H.  B.  Kuhn,  F.  C.  C. 
Kaehler  and  C.  F.  Hausmann,  to  the  Ministerium  of  New  York,  H.  Liesmann,  to 
the  Synod  of  Minnesota,  and  D.  M.  Henkel,  to  the  Synod  of,Virginia. 

The  following  pastoral  relations  have  been  established  during  the  year,  viz : 
C.  J.  Cooper,  has  taken  charge  of  the  church  at  South  Bethlehem,  G.  H.  Trabert,  of 
the  Ephrata  charge,  Lancaster  county,  Penna.;  W.  A.  Schaeffer,  of  Christ's  church 
Easton ;  C.  Weber,  of  St.  Peter's,  Scranton ;  T.  Steck,  of  a  charge  in  Lykens  Valley ; 
J.  Leonberger,  of  a  Mission  at  Riverside  and  other  places  in  N.  J.;  P.  Isenschmidt, 
of  the  church  at  Wilmington,  Delaware;  D.  Sanner,  of  the  church  at  Tremont; 
W.  Rieb,  in  addition  to  the  labor  in  his  own  congregation  at  Newark,  N.  J.,  has 
temporarily  taken  charge  of  the  congregation  in  that  city,  which  had  been  vacated 
by  the  removal  of  Bro.  Leonberger  to  Riverside;  J.  W.  Early,  has  taken  charge  of 
certain  churches  in  Stone  Valley,  being  part  of  the  former  charge  of  the  late  Jere- 
miah Schindel. 

Pastor  George  W.  Schmucker,on  account  of  the  failure  of  his  health,  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  the  church  of  the  Transfiguration  at  Pottstown.  The  prayers  of  the 
brethren  will  be  offered  on  his  behalf,  that  by  the  Divine  Mercy,  his  season  of  rest 
may  result  in  his  recovery  and  his  restoration  to  the  active  duties  of  his  office. 

The  following  new  churches  have  been  solemnly  consecrated  during  the  year, 
viz:  Zion's  Church,  Philadelphia;  St.  Mark's,  Mechanicsburg,  Cumberland  Co.; 
Zion,  Jersey  Shore,  Lycoming  Co. ;  St.  Jacobus  in  New  Germany,  Atlantic  Co., 
N.  J. 

Rev.  P.  Lichtenberg,  formerly  a  member  of  this  body,  having  taken  charge  of 
the  church  at  Wilkesbarre,  with  an  honorable  dismission  from  the  Ministerium 
of  New  York,  makes  application  to  be  admitted  to  membership  in  this  Synod;  as 
also  does  Rev.  Chas.  Koerner  of  Pottstown  with  a  like  honorable  dismission. 

During  the  year  I  have  received  no  official  communication  concerning  our  two 
professorships  in  Penn'a.  College.  These  chairs  are  now  worthily  filled,  the  nominee 
of  the  Franklin  Professorship  having  been  duly  elected  by  the  Trustees.  The 
usual  report  of  the  German  Professor  will  be  submitted  to  you. 

The  revenue  received  from  the  Roedelsheim  legacy  amounted' to  ($331.31)  three 
hundred  and  thirty  one  dollars  and  thirty  one  cents. 

The  revenue  from  other  sources  designated  in  general  as  the  "New  Fund", 
the  sole  property  of  this  Synod,  amounted  to  ($235.16)  two  hundred  and  thirty  five 
dollars  and  sixteen  cents.  This  comparatively  large  sum  has  resulted  from  the 
fact  that  the  deficincy  in  the  payments  of  several  former  years  has  been  made  up 
by  the  payments  of  the  last  year. 

There  has  been  nothing  received  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  Streit  legacy. 
This  fund  is  invested  in  Europe,  and  it  is  doubtless  owing  to  the  influence  of  the 
late  war  that  the  interest  has  failed  to  reach  us. 

As  to  the  condition  of  the  churches,  whilst  I  am  in  general  able  to  report  a 
cheerful  activity  and  a  healthful  progress  as  having  marked  the  course  of  the  last 
year.  I  am  bound  to  lay  the  following  specific  statements  before  you. 

With  the  view  of  healing  the  long  continued  disorders  of  Church, 

 ,  the  Synod  at  its  seventh  Session,  in  the  year  1870,  adopted  certain 

resolutions  and  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  the  congregation  to  lay  said  resolu- 
tions before  it,  and  to  endeavor  by  all  proper  means  to  restore  peace. 

The  Committee  endeavored  honestly  to  do  what  they  had  been  appointed  to 
do;  but  failed  entirely. 
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At  the  suggestion  of  several  brethren,  the  President  then  requested  the  Con- 
ference to  give  attention  to  the  subject,  so  that  by  having  justice  done  to  all  parties, 
peace  might  be  restored  at  the  earliest  possible  moment. 

The  Conference,  it  appears,  made  an  earnest  investigation  and  reported  its 
action;  to  this  action  however  the  congregation  refused  to  submit.  This  led  to  a 
further  movement  on  the  part  of  the  conference  the  final  result  of  which  was,  that 
the  question,  whether  Sections  42  and  134  of  our  Constitution  should  be  put  in 
force  upon  the  Pastor,  or  not,  should  be  referred  to  the  discretion  of  the  President 
of  Synod. 

The  President  however  did  not  feel  authorized  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
enforcing  the  articles  referred  to,  yet  with  an  earnest  desire  to  hasten  the  work 

of  pacification  he  embraced  the  kind   invitation  of  the  Pastor  of  and 

of  the  President  of  the  Conference,  to  visit  and,  if  possible,  to  come  to 

a  thorough  understanding  of  the  merits  of  the  case. 

Accordingly  he  met,  separately  however,  the  representatives  of  both  parties. 
As  these  gentlemen  are  all  men  of  intelligence,  of  high-toned  character  in  the 
community  and  of  acknowledged  respectability  in  the  church,  his  intercourse  with 
them  was  frank  and  friendly ;  in  regard  to  ascertaining  the  condition  of  the  church, 
it  was  in  many  respects,  eminently  satisfactory. 

For  your  information  in  view  of  any  action  you  may  be  required  to  take  in  the 
case,  I  offer  you  the  following  statement  of  the  conclusions  to  which  I  have  been 
led. 

1.  These  two  parties,  the  division  of  which  has  so  long  disturbed  the  church, 
are  in  reality  not  directly  antagonistic  to  each  other;  between  themselves  they  are 
not  personally  hostile.  The  party  in  the  church  would  most  gladly  receive  the 
other  party  back  again  into  the  communion  of  the  church,  upon  the  simple  con- 
dition of  their  being  willing  to  bear  their  share  of  the  usual  burdens  and  duties 
of  all  the  members.  The  party  out  of  the  church  do  not  demand  that  those  now 
in  possession  of  it  should  make  on  absolute  surrender  of  every  thing  to  them.  But 
ttiey  do  most  earnestly  wish  to  be  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the 
church,  to  which  they  feel  that  they  are  entitled. 

In  this  point  then  both  are  of  one  mind,  and  as  good  neighbors  bound  together 
by  the  acquaintance  and  the  friendships  of  years,  there  is  no  personal  hostility 
between  them. 

2.  The  pastor  himself  is  the  disturbing  element  in  the  congregation :  —  not 
in  consequence  of  any  mental  or  physical  incapacity,  nor  because  any  spiritual 
deficiency  is  charged  against  him ;  not  because  he  has  failed  in  diligent  attention 
to  his  official  duties,  nor,  by  any  means,  on  account  of  any  alleged  obliquity  or 
stain  on  his  moral  character.  But,  as  is  alleged,  he  has,  as  pastor,  committed 
himself  so  heartily  and  persistently  to  a  certain  system  of  measures  which  are 
utterly  at  variance  with  the  character  and  interests  of  the  Lutheran  Church ; 
also,  he  has  personally  assumed  an  attitude  and  displayed  a  bearing  of  such 
character  towards  members  of  the  church,  as  to  have  compelled  them  to  suffer  the 
loss  of  their  rights,  that  in  this  manner  he  has  himself  forfeited  all  claims  upon 
their  confidence  in  his  pastoral  character,  and  rendered  it,  as  they  say,  impossible 
for  them  ever  to  place  themselves  under  his  pastoral  care. 

3.  These  men  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  busy  bodies,  as  domineering,  turbulent, 
factious  leaders.  They  are  not  so  regarded  by  their  neighbors,  nor  by  the  party  in 
power  in  the  church.  With  their  families  they  form  a  strong,  influential  element 
in  the  community.  Supposing  then  the  facts  to  be  as  stated  above,  the  matter 
reduces  itself  to  this  one  question,  whether  one  man,  after  having  sown  the  seeds 
of  disorder  in  the  church,  shall  be  sustained  to  the  prejudice  of  many  worthy 
members,  or  whether  these  latter  shall  be  restored  to  the  rights  they  ardently  long 
for,  by  the  prompt  retiring  of  the  former  from  the  scene  of  the  unhappy  conflict. 

4.  Therefore,  whilst  ever  acknowledging  the  many  personal  excellencies  and 
upright  intentions  of  the  pastor,  I  had  no  hesitation,  though  great  sadness  of  heart, 
in  giving  him  my  earnest  advice  to  resign.  This,  I  am  strongly  inclined  to  believe, 
would  be  a  step  on  his  part,  in  which  even  his  own  friends  would  acquiesce,  cer- 
tainly with  that  generous  regret  that  is  due  to  himself,  but,  at  the  same  time,  with 
a  deep  sense  of  relief  from  the  painful  anxiety  that  has  so  long  disturbed  the  peace 
of  the  congregation. 

The  Pastor,  for  reasons  given,  has  not  seen  fit  to  take  this  advice.  Yet,  if  the 
congregation  will,  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  subordination,  take  counsel  of  the 
Synod,  as  I  believe  it  will,  we  may  hope  that  this  obstinate  and  protracted  disorder 
will  soon  pass  away. 

The  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  of  St.  Michael's,  Harrisburg,  has 
declared  itself  as  having  no  further  connection  with  this  Synod.  This  strange  and 
unwarrantable  act  was  consumated  as  far  back  as  February  27th,  all  information 
upon  the  subject  being  withheld  from  us  until  May  2d.  The  sympathy,  the 
prompt  and  generous  aid  which  the  Synod  has  extended  to  this  congregation, 
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especially  in  the  years  of  its  need,  ought  to  have  secured  a  more  courteous  treat- 
ment on  the  part  of  its  members.  The  separation  has  been  summary,  unceremo- 
nious and  without  any  alleged  cause. 

Several  congregations  in  Richlandtown  and  vicinity  in  Bucks  county,  have  ex- 
tended a  call  to  a  certain  pastor  not  in  connection  with  this  Synod.  His  own  in- 
clination was  to  accept  the  call  and  to  take  charge  of  them  at  once.  His  avowed 
sympathy  is  with  this  Synod,  and  his  purpose  has  long  been  to  seek  admission  to 
its  fellowship.  Certain  brethren,  however,  have  suggested  that  the  final  acceptance 
of  the  call  should  be  postponed  until  the  question  of  his  admission  to  Synod  might 
be  determined.  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  that  as  far  as  I  know  all  parties  sub- 
mit to  this  arrangement.  The  final  action  of  the  Synod  in  the  case,  I  doubt  not, 
will  be  such  as  that  all  good  men  will  be  ready  to  acquiesce  in  it.  My  opinion  is 
that  this  subject  belongs  to  the  Ministerium,  but  as  I  have  no  regular  application 
from  the  pastor  referred  to,  I  insert  it  in  this  general  report. 

During  the  last  year  the  name  of  one  pastor  has  been  added  to  the  ever  grow- 
ing roll  of  the  departed.  In  July  1870,  the  Rev.  Jeremiah  Schindel,  entered  into 
his  rest.  Many  fine  traits  of  character  endeared  him  to  all  who  knew  him,  his 
personal  graces,  his  kindness  of  heart,  his  fervor  and  eloquence  as  a  preacher  have 
made  impressions  upon  us  and  upon  the  congregations  to  which  he  ministered  that 
will  not  be  easily  obliterated.  We  sorrow  for  this,  that  we  shall  see  him  in  the 
flesh  no  more;  but  we  may  be  comforted  by  the  assurance  that  he  died  in  the  Lord. 
I  have  another  melancholy  duty  to  discharge  in  this  direction.  Mr.  Joseph  Henry, 
of  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  church,  Reading,  often  a  member  of  this  Synod  in  its 
annual  conventions,  for  years  an  active  member  of  the  Executive  Committee ;  and 
Mr.  John  Rommel,  of  Zion's  church,  Philadelphia,  whose  activity  and  whose  wise 
counsels,  as  a  member  of  this  body,  often  proved  to  be  so  valuable ;  and  Mr.  F. 
Genth,  of  St.  Jacobus,  Philadelphia,  whose  benevolent  labors  in  the  church,  and  as 
a  member  of  this  body  will  long  be  remembered  with  pleasure;  and  Mr.  Chas.  F. 
Norton  of  St.  Mark's,  Philadelphia,  whose  prompt  and  generous  action  in  the  early 
history  of  our  Seminary,  and  in  the  endowment  of  a  Professorship,  has  connected 
him  permanently  with  that  institution,  have  all  gone  during  the  past  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  faith  that  was  in  them,  to  another  country,  even  a  heavenly. 

These  brethren,  by  the  essential  weight  of  their  Christian  character,  by  their 
intelligent  zeal,  by  the  devotion  of  their  lives  to  the  cause  of  the  church,  by  the 
steadfastness  of  their  faith,  were  venerable  and  beloved  whilst  they  lived,  and  de- 
parting have  left  names  that  deserve  to  be  held  in  honor.  As  there  will  be  no 
lack  of  important  business  to  occupy  all  our  time,  there  is  no  great  necessity  for 
my  offering  any  suggestions  upon  this  general  subject.  I  may,  however,  be  allowed 
to  invite  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  devising  some  efficient  ways  and 
means  for  the  purpose  of  extending  and  consolidating  the  Theological  Seminary. 
The  Report  of  the  Directors  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  will  make  you  acquainted 
with  the  condition  of  affairs.  The  character  and  the  services  of  the  regular  faculty 
are  such  as  to  deserve,  from  a  Synod  of  such  means  and  resources  as  this,  a  larger 
and  more  regular  remuneration  than  they  have  been  receiving. 

With  this  report  my  official  duty  ends.  Thanking  you  heartily  for  all  the 
kindness  and  confidence  you  have  shown  me  during  this  my  second  term  in  the 
Presidency,  and  asking  of  you  charity  and  pardon  for  my  every  failure  to  acquit 
myself  well,  I  leave  the  office  with  its  honors  and  its  duties,  fervently  praying  that 
every  favor  at  your  hands  and  every  blessing  from  above  may  be  accorded  to  the 
administration  of  my  successor.  C.  W.  SCHAEFFER. 

The  election  of  officers  being  in  order,  it  was  announced  that 
Rev.  Dr.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  President,  and  Rev.  J.  Fry,  English 
Secretary,  having  each  served  three  successive  years,  could  only 
be  re-elected  by  a  4-5  majority. 

Revs.  B.  W.  Schmauk,  W.  B.  Fox  and  Mr.  J.  Nicum,  were 
appointed  to  conduct  the  election,  and  subsequently  reported  the 
following  result : 

President,  Rev.  C.  W.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.;  German  Secretary, 
Rev.  F.  Walz ;  English  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  W.  Hassler ;  Treasurer, 
Rev.  A.  T.  Geissenhainer. 

The  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  last  year  was  dispensed  with,  and 
were,  with  other  communications  intended  for  Synod,  referred  to 
committees. 

Rev.  J.  R.  Groff  reported  that  he  had,  as  delegate  from  this 
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body,  attended  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  church  and  was  cordially 
received. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Seiss,  Delegate  to  the  Maryland  Synod,  and 
Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkelman,  Delegate  to  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  presented 
similar  reports. 

By  resolution  of  Synod  a  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  J.  F. 
Fahs,  J.  R.  Groff  and  Mr.  L.  L.  Houpt,  was  appointed  to  request 
for  publication  a  copy  of  the  Synodical  Sermon  preached  by  Rev. 
Prof.  C.  F.  Schaeffer,  D.  D.

Rev.  J.  G.  Fahs,  from  the  Committee  on  S.  S.  Convention 
reported  as  follows : 

Your  Committee,  appointed  at  the  Meeting  of  Synod  held  in  Pottsville, 
June  1870,  to  call  a  convention  of  Pastors  and  friends  of  the  Sunday  School 
cause,  submit  the  following  report. 

The  Committee  held  several  Meetings,  and  finally  agreed  to  call  such  a  Con- 
vention in  St.  John's  Lutheran  church,  Easton,  just  prior  to  to  the  Meeting  of 
Synod. 

To  this  call  40  clerical  and  16  lay  delegates  responded. 

Five  Sessions  were  held,  during  which  important  S.  S,  questions  were  dis- 
cussed, and  the  following  resolutions  adopted,  viz :  — 

1.  That  the  S.  S.  is  the  School  of  the  Congregation,  and  therefore,  should  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Pastors,  with  the  Elders  and  Deacons  of  the  Con- 
gregation. 

2.  That  our  Sunday  Schools  to  be  successful  must  be,  — 

a.  Lutheran  and  not  Union, 

b.  That  the  Superintendent  and  teachers  be  confirmed  members  of  the 
church, 

c.  That  the  Superintendent  and  teachers  be  appointed  by  the  Pastor,  with 
the  Elders  and  Deacons  of  the  Congregation,  and  that  they  be  responsible 
for  their  official  deportment  to  the  same. 
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d.  That  the  Pastor  shall  in  all  cases  have  a  general  Supervision  of  the  Sun- 
day School. 

3.  That  the  School  should  be  taught  the  doctrines  of  the  word  of  God,  as  set 
forth  in  the  Confessions  of  the  church,  sacred  history  and  Bacred  music. 

4.  That  the  order  of  worship  shall  comform,  as  far  as  possible,  in  spirit  and 
form  to  the  established  order  of  the  church. 

5.  That  to  retain  the  advanced  scholars,  they  should  be  organized  into  a 
seperate  department,  with  competent  teachers  and  furnished  with  a  suitable 
Library,  and  that  their  love  for  the  church  should  be  cultivated  by  im- 
pressing upon  them,  with  zeal  and  earnestness,  the  distinctive  doctrines  of 
the  church  as  set  forth  in  her  standards. 

That  the  officers  of  this  convention  be  instructed  to  request  Synod  to  make 
some  provision  by  which  the  work  of  our  Sunday  Schools  can  receive  more  atten- 
tion at  the  meetings  of  Synod  and  Conferences. 

That  the  General  Council's  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Hymn  Book  be  re- 
quested to  publish  the  liturgical  part  of  the  Hymn  Book,  if  complete,  in  the 
"Lutheran ,"  and  if  not,  to  hasten  its  completion. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  report  the  following  action  was 
taken : 

A.  That  the  Conferences  be  directed  hereafter  to  give  special 
attention  to  the  subject  of  Sunday  and  Parochial  Schools. 

B.  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  be  printed  in  the  minutes 
of  Synod,  and  also  offered  for  publication  in  the  "Busy  Bee*  and 
"Jug end  Freund." 

The  Committee  on  the  Minutes  of  1870  reported,  and,  under 
the  consideration  of  the  several  items  of  business  referred  to  this 
meeting,  the  following  action  was  taken : 

A.  The  item  on  the  Sunday  School  Hymn  Book  was  postponed 
until  the  Hymn  Book  Committee  reported. 

B.  The  item  regarding  the  systematizing  the  services  of  intelli- 
gent and  believing  women  in  the  church,  was  postponed  for  further 
action. 

C.  The  item  relating  to  the  Contingent  and  Home  Mission  Funds 
of  the  General  Council,  was  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

D.  The  item  referring  to  the  requirement  of  this  Synod's  Repre- 
sentatives in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Muhlenberg  College,  to  report 
upon  certain  resolutions  previously  submitted  to  them,  elicited  the 
reply  that  no  such  report  was  prepared. 

E.  The  Committee  on  certain  "New  Measures"  replied  to  the 
call  upon  them,  that  they  were  not  prepared  to  report. 

F.  In  regard  to  the  item  referring  to  the  boundary  line  between 
this  Ministerium  and  the  Ministerium  of  New  York,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  congregations  in  New  Jersey,  which  are  in 
connection  with  this  body  so  continue  until  the  division  line  between 
this  Ministerium  and  that  of  New  York  be  decided,  and  that  the 
congregations  receiving  aid  be  commended  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

G.  The  item  relating  to  the  Germantown  Orphans'  Home,  called 
upon  the  Standing  Committee  on  that  Home  for  a  report.  Where- 
upon the  Rev.  J.  T.  Voglebach,  reported  that  they  had  been  un- 
successful in  securing  such  changes  in  the  charter  of  the  Home  as 
this  Synod  desired.  The  report  was  recommitted  and  Rev.  J. 
Kohler,  was  excused  from  further  service  on  the  Committee,  and 
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Revs.  Dr.  J.  A.  Seiss,  W.  J.  Mann  and  Rev.  H.  Grahn,  and  Messrs^ 
H.  Becker  and  H.  Lehman,  were  added  to  the  Committee. 

A  Committee  to  receive  returns  on  Systematic  Beneficence  was 
ordered,  consisting  of  Revs.  F.  J.  F.  Schantz,  H.  M.  Bickel,  J.  F. 
Wampole,  and  Messrs.  L.  L.  Houpt  and  G.  Hains. 

A  Committee  was  also  ordered  to  make  apportionment  on  Sys- 
tematic Beneficence  for  next  year,  consisting  of  Revs.  J.  A.  Kunkel- 
man,  W.  Hasskarl,  J.  Fry,  F.  W.  Weiskotten,  G.  H.  Trabert,  and 
Messrs.  Philip  Bechtel  and  M.  A.  Seiple. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  Synodical  Education  Anniversary  was  held  in  St.  John's 
church,  when  an  abstract  of  the  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
on  Education  was  presented  by  Rev.  J.  Fry,  and  suitable  addresses 
delivered  by  Revs.  J.  D.  Schindel  and  T.  W.  Dosh.  Similar  servi- 
ces were  also  held  in  Zion's  German  Lutheran  Church. 

The  Committee  on  President's  Account,  through  Rev.  H.  S. 
Miller,  reported  that  they  had  examined  the  same  and  found  it 
correct.  (Adopted.) 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  on  Systematic  Beneficence, 
the  roll  was  called  and  the  different  Pastors  reported  the  amount  of 
money  raised  in  their  several  charges  during  the  year,  for  the 
benevolent  purposes  of  Synod. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Welden,  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Reception  of  Congregations  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  RECEPTION  OF 
CONGREGATIONS. 

After  due  consideration  the  Committee  recommend  the  follow- 
ing congregations  for  reception  into  this  Synod : 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Zion's  Congregation  in  Easton,  the  constitution  of 
which  conforms  in  every  particular  to  that  recommended  by  this  Synod. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Christ's  Congregation  at  Hellertown. 

The  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  St.  Michael's  Congregation  in  Phila. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  St.  Luke's  Congregation  in  Reading. 

The  English  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregation  in  Williamsport. 

The  Evangelical  St.  Michael's  and  St.  Peter's  Congregations  in  Lycoming  co. 
The  Committee  recommend  that  both  of  these  Congregations  be  requested  still 
more  closely  to  conform  their  constitutions  to  that  of  the  one  recommended  by  this 
Synod.  And  that  they  should  strike  out  the  last  clause  of  that  part  of  the  4th  Art, 
of  their  constitution,  which  allows  exceptions  in  regard  to  pastors  of  other  eccle- 
siastical connections. 

The  Report  was  adopted,  and  these  seven  congregations  were 
received  into  the  Synod,  and  their  delegates  took  their  seats  as 
members  of  the  Synod. 

It  was  resolved  that  Reading  be  the  central  point  of  the 
Synod's  Executive  Committee. 

Revs.  F.  Berkemyer,  E.  L.  Reed  and  Mr.  D.  Anstadt,  were 
appointed  tellers  to  hold  an  election  for  Executive  Committeeo 
They  subsequently  reported  the  following  result : 
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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Revs.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  D.  D.,  J.  J.  Kuendig,  J;  Fry,  S.  K. 
Brobst,  F.  A.  Muhlenberg,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  Dr.  H.  H.  Muhlen- 
berg, H.  Trexler,  H.  L.  Mattes,  F.  Lauer  and  A.  W.  Potteiger, 
who  with  the  Officers  of  Synod  and  the  Presidents  of  Conferences, 
constitute  said  Committee. 

Rev.  E.  Greenwald,  D.  D.,  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  visit  the  Emmaus  Orphan  Institute  at  Middletown. 

REPORT  ON  EMMAUS  ORPHAN  HOUSE. 

Your  Committee  visited  the  Orphan  House  on  Friday,  May  12,  1871.  There 
are  now  in  the  Institution  10  Home  Orphans  supported  by  Frey's  estate,  and  11 
Soldier's  Orphans  supported  by  the  State  of  Penn'a. 

The  total  income  from  all  sources  for  the  past  year  was  $8,864.30  and  the  total 
expenditures  $8,926.14. 

Since  our  last  annual  visit  the  tutor,  Mr.  Alleman,  was  called  away  by  death, 
and  Mr.  Lauman  has  been  elected  to  fill  his  place,  and  has  only  within  the  last 
five  weeks  entered  upon  his  appointment. 

The  institution  became  a  good  deal  demoralized  after  the  death  of  the  former 
tutor,  and  it  is  not  yet  in  as  satisfactory  a  condition  as  is  desirable.  We  are  assured 
that  the  present  tutor  will  do  all  in  his  power  to  remedy  defects. 

"We  heard  the  pupils  recite  the  Commandments,  the  Creed  and  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  also  portions  of  Scripture  committed  to  memory.  But  they  need  a 
much  more  extensive  and  thorough  learning  of  Luther's  Catechism,  in  order  to  be 
instructed  according  to  the  provisions  of  Mr.  Frey's  will  and  the  want  of  pastoral 
care  and  instruction  by  which  the  pupils  may  be  properly  prepared  for  confir- 
mation, as  contemplated  by  the  will  and  as  pointed  out  in  our  last  annual  report, 
has  not  yet  been  remedied.  This  is  of  the  first  importance,  and  until  provided  for, 
we  feel  assured  the  institution  will  not  answer  the  ends  for  which  it  has  been 
established. 

None  of  the  pupils  have  been  confirmed  this  year,  nor  indeed  for  several 
years  past. 

We  were  very  courteously  received  and  entertained  during  our  recent  visit, 
by  the  Principal  and  the  Tutor  and  his  family ;  and  from  the  evident  willingness 
manifested  to  hear  and  carry  out  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee,  we  hope  next 
year  to  be  able  to  report  a  great  improvement,  both  in  the  religious  instruction 
given  and  the  results  attained. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  same  Committee  continued, 
with  the  substitution  of  Mr.  Chas.  A.  Heinitsh  in  place  of  Joseph 
Henry,  deceased. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkelman,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  who  shall  during 
the  year  gather  and  impart  information  through  the  church  papers 
and  by  Circulars  upon  the  subject  of  Systematic  Beneficence. 

Revs.  J.  A.  Kunkelman,  C.  F.  W.  Hoppe  and  J.  Fry  were 
appointed  this  Committee. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved^  That  the  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and 
Muhlenberg  College  be  the  special  order  of  business  at  the  opening 
of  to-morrow  morning's  Session. 

FOURTH  SESSION. 

Tuesday,  2  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Executive  Committee,  through  its  Secretary,  Rev.  Dr.  B. 
M.  Schmucker,  presented  the  following  report : 
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ON  HOME  MISSIONS. 

The  Committee  have  given  aid  to  the  following  10  missionaries  in  their 
respective  fields  of  labor,  viz: 

Kevs.  P.  Isenschimd,  Norristown,  (German  Church,  now  vacant)  J.  H.  Schmidt, 
White  Haven,  D.  M.  Henkel,  Stroudsburg,  (now  vacant)  G.  H.  Trabert,  Ephrata, 
A.  H.  Bartholomew,  Trenton,  N.  J.,  F.  K.  Huntzinger,  St.  Luke's,  Reading,  J.  Leon- 
berger,  Riverside,  N.  J.,  J.  H.  Fritz,  Millville,  JS".  J.,  G.  F.  W.  Guensch,  Jersey 
Shore,  and  Rev.  Buehler,  Doylestown,  (German,  now  vacant). 

The  labors  of  these  10  missionaries  have  secured  services  at  about  30  different 
places,  at  a  cost  to  the  treasury  of  about  $2,350.  Could  suitable  laborers  have  been 
found  and  the  means  to  support  them,  many  fields  of  encouraging  labor  would  have 
claimed  our  attention.  The  same  amount  as  in  former  years  has  been  appropriated 
to  the  Immigrant  Mission  at  Castle  Garden.  The  sum  of  $100  each  has  been  voted 
for  the  assistance  of  the  Synods  of  Virginia  and  North  Carolina,  in  their  Home 
Missionary  work. 

The  amount  needed  for  next  year's  appropriations  will  not  be  less  than  for  the 
past  year. 

The  sum  of  $500  was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  Home  Mission  Committee  of  the 
General  Council,  but  the  Treasurer  has  not  had  the  funds  to  pay  it. 

Appended  to  the  Committee's  report  on  Home  Missions  is  the 
report  of  the 

LUTHERAN  BOARD  OF  CITY  MISSIONS. 

This  Board  was  constituted  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  at  its  annual 
meeting  in  June,  1870.  Since  that  time  it  has  had  under  its  charge  six  Missions 
in  the  consolidated  city  of  Philadelphia — three  German,  and  three  English. 

They  are  as  follows:  Frankford,  Rev.  C.  F.  Goessling,  Pastor;  German  town 
and  Rising  Sun,  Rev.  A.  T.Geissenhainer,  Pastor;  New  St.  Michael's,  Rev.  O.  Meer- 
wein,  Pastor;  Chestnut  Hill,  ReV.  G.  W.  Frederick,  Pastor;  St.  Peter's,  vacant,  but 
supplied  by  Revs.  Drs.  Marriot,  Krauth  and  A.  T.  Geissenhainer ;  St.  Stephen's, 
West  Philadelphia,  Rev.  B.  H.  Hunt,  Pastor.  These  six  city  missions  have  been 
carried  on  at  a  cost  to  the  treasury  of  $2,750. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  S.  K.  Brobst,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Synod  again  recommend  to  its  Pastors  and 
Congregations,  the  holding  of  annual  missionary  festivals  in  each 
pastoral  charge. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkelman  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  the  Executive  Committee  to 
accede  to  the  request  of  the  5th  Conference,  that  a  Missionary  be 
appointed  to  labor  in  its  bounds — the  compensation  for  such  ser- 
vices to  be  arranged  by  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Confer- 
ence. 

Rev.  Dr.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  then  presented  and  read  the 
Report  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Council 

ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

To  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Penna.  and  adjacent  States* 
Dear  Brethren:  In  view  of  the  relation  which  your  body  has  for  so  many 
years  sustained  to  the  Mission  among  the  Telegus  in  East  India,  of  the  fact  that  it 
was  by  transfer  from  you  that  the  General  Council  obtained  possession  and  charge 
of  the  Mission,  and  that  it  still  depends  so  largely  upon  your  support,  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  General  Council  beg  leave  to  present  for  your  information 
the  following  statement  with  reference  to  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  work, 
"We  would  respectfully  direct  your  attention  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee as  presented  to  the  General  Council  at  its  meeting  held  at  Lancaster,  Ohio, 
November  1870.  It  presents  a  full  account  of  the  evpnts  connected  with  the  history 
of  the  Mission,  and  of  its  condition  until  the  beginn  ing  of  August.  Since  that  time 
the  letters  of  the  Missionaries  have  given  assurance  of  the  very  favorable  progress 
of  the  work. 
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On  the  last  day  of  last  year  our  venerable  missionary  Dr.  C.  F.  Heyer,  wrote: 
"In  taking  a  retrospective  view,  and  in  comparing  the  present  state  of  our  mission 
with  what  it  was  a  year  ago,  we  find  abundant  cause  to  say,  'the  ilord  has  done 
great  things  for  us.'  When  I  arrived  in  Rajahmundry,  December  1,  1869,  I  found 
a  catechist,  a  schoolmaster,  and  dilapidated  buildings;  ten  miles  from  R.  in 
Muramunda,  a  school  house,  a  catechist,  and  teachers;  in  Metta,  twelve  miles  from 
R.  a  teacher  with  a  few  children. 

On  Easter  Sunday,  1870,  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  25  communi- 
cants; on  Palm  Sunday  in  Muramunda,  to  22.  Now  at  the  close  of  the  year  we 
have  8  schools  in  the  different  villages  connected  with  the  Mission.  The  number 
of  persons  baptized  during  the  year  is  107.  At  Christmas  we  had  70  communicants 
at  R.;  on  the  Eve  of  Christmas,  about  200  adults  and  children  assembled 
around  the  Christmas  tree.  On  Monday  the  26th,  the  whole  company  sat  down  to 
dinner  prepared  at  the  expense  of  H.  Morris,  esq.;  presents  of  clothes,  books,  Ac, 
were  made  to  old  and  young  at  the  expense  of  Capt.  Taylor. 

Three  lads,  of  about  16  years  of  age,  are  supported  by  contributions  from 
Mission  friends  in  Schleswig.  These  contributions  were  secured  by  Rev.  C.  W. 
Groenning,  whose  continued  active  interest  in  the  Mission  merits  our  hearty 
thanks. 

The  Rev.  H.  C.  Schmidt,  who  arrived  at  the  Mission  August  4th,  has  made 
repeated  tours  to  one  and  another  of  the  village  stations,  accompanied  by  a 
catechist,  and  is  diligently  engaged  in  acquiring  the  Telegu,  and  in  whatever  labors 
in  schools  and  mission  he  is  able  to  take  hold  of.  He  reports  that  in  several  of  the 
villages  no  little  opposition  has  been  shown  by  the  natives.  In  Juggernauthapu- 
ram  the  school  house  was  burned,  and  in  Nursapur  the  house  of  the  teacher  was 
burned.  But  the  control  of  the  English  Government  restrains  the  exhibitions  of 
malice  and  restores  quiet. 

Mr.  Iver  K.  Paulsen,  arrived  at  Rajahmundry  Jan.  22, 1871,  and  in  accordance 
with  authority  previously  transmitted  for  that  purpose,  by  the  Officers  of  the  Min- 
isterium  of  Pennsylvania,  he  was  after  due  examination,  ordained  to  the  office  of 
the  ministry  by  the  resident  missionaries. 

Fa,ther  Heyer,  has  informed  us  that  his  personal  affairs  will  rquire  his  return 
during  the  summer,  in  which  case  the  duties  of  the  Mission  will  devolve  on  the 
brethren  Schmidt  and  Paulsen.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  liberal  support  of  the 
churches  will  soon  enable  us  to  add  to  the  number  of  laborers.  It  is  also  very 
desirable  that  contributions  from  Sunday  Schools  of  $25  each  will  be  furnished  for 
the  maintenance  and  education  of  young  men  to  be  teachers  and  catechists.  About 
3  years  will  suffice  to  educate  a  teacher,  but  several  years  longer  would  be  needed 
in  case  of  a  catechist.  The  offer  of  such  contribution  from  a  Sunday  School  should 
be  for  such  a  term  of  years,  or  embarassment  would  ensue.  Such  contributions 
ought  not  to  be  deducted  from  the  contributions  for  support  of  the  Mission,  but 
added  thereto. 

The  Committee  would  express  its  grateful  appreciation  of  the  liberal  support 
furnished  by  the  Synod  of  Penna.  The  amount  received  from  your  Treasurer 
during  the  past  Synodical  year  is  $965.61.

The  Executive  Committee  of  Synod  also  presented  their 
annual  report  as  follows : 

ON  EDUCATION. 

Assistance  has  been  given  during  the  past  year  to  34  students  in  their  prepara- 
tion for  the  ministry.  Of  these  17  have  been  studying  at  Muhlenberg  College  in 
the  several  classes,  viz:  Freshmen  1,  Sophomore  8,  Junior  2,  Senior  6.  In  the  Semi- 
nary at  Philadelphia,  aid  has  been  given  to  17,  in  the  Junior  class  11,  Middle  class 
4,  Senior  class  2. 

The  state  of  the  treasury  compelled  the  Committee  at  the  opening  of  the  Synodi- 
cal year  to  adopt  a  rule  to  give  aid  to  no  new  students  in  the  College,  except  wheTe 
aid  had  previously  been  pledged.  This  course  was  imperatively  necessary,  how- 
ever painful.  There  was  a  balance  of  $1,700.00  due  for  the  preceeding  year, 
$3,338.31  was  needed  for  the  support  of  those  at  the  College,  and  the  support  of 
the  students  needing  aid  in  the  Seminary  has  required  $3,147.31,  so  that  the 
whole  amount  demanded  for  the  purpose  of  Education  during  the  year  has  been 
$7,185.62. 

A  number  of  young  men  to  whom  we  were  compelled  to  decline  aid,  have 
been  struggling  on  as  best  they  could,  in  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  they 
might  receive  assistance. 
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A  proposition  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  furnish  board,  tuition,  room- 
rent  and  fuel  to  the  students  assisted  by  Synod,  for  a  fixed  sum,  is  submitted 
for  the  consideration  of  Synod. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  proposition  from  Muhlenberg  College  be 
postponed,  until  the  special  business  of  the  college  be  taken  up. 

The  Committee  on  Mrs.  Wollenweber's  account,  reported  the 
account  correct,  and  the  sum  accruing  to  Synod  from  German 
Hymn  Book  to  be  $321.45,  which  has  been  paid  over  to  Synod  in 
a  satisfactory  manner.  (Adopted.) 

It  was  resolved  that  Synod  now  take  up  for  consideration  the 
remaining  sections  of  the  Constitution  for  Conferences,  referred 
from  the  special  meeting.  These  sections  from  116,  after  sundry 
alterations  and  amendments,  were  adopted,  and  were  ordered,  with 
those  previously  adopted,  to  be  revised  and  printed  in  separate 
form. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Ministerial  Session  be  postponed  for  10 
minutes  to  afford  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
statement  with  regard  to  St.  Paul's  College,  111.,  (formerly  Illinois 
State  University.) 

The  condition  and  wants  of  said  Institution,  now  the  property 
of  this  Synod,  having  been  heard,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  upon  said  wants. 

Revs.  A.  T.  Geissenhainer,  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  J.  A.  Kunkel- 
man,  and  Messrs.  Samuel  Gerhard,  W.  H.  Mack  and  A.  L.  Custer 
were  appointed  such  committee. 

FIFTH  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  Mission  Anniversary  of  Synod  was 
held  in  St.  John's  church,  when  Rev.  Dr.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  pre- 
sented the  Annual  Missionary  Report  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  suitable  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant  of 
Pittsburg,  and  the  English  Secretary.  Similar  services  were  also 
held  in  Zion's  German  church. 

The  special  order  of  business  for  this  session,  viz :  the  interests 
of  Muhlenberg  College  and  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadel- 
phia, was  taken  up,  and  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Synod  first  hear  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Muhlenberg  College. 

In  the  failure  to  have  on  hand  an  official  report  from  said 
Board,  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  read  for  the  information  of  Synod, 
a  report  from  the  President  of  the  College  and  also  of  the  Board, 
which  was  received  for  consideration. 

Pending  which  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Synod  now  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  endowment  of  Muhlenberg  College,  and  that  the  two  reports 
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be  referred  to  a  Committee  to  devise  and  lay  before  the  body  a  plan 
by  which  the  wants  of  the  College  may  be  met.  (Adopted.) 
Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg  presented  the  following 

REPORT  OF  ENDOWMENT  COMMITTEE  OF  MUHLEN- 
BERG COLLEGE. 

The  Endowment  Committee  of  Muhlenberg  Committee  have  the  honor  to 
present  to  the  Synod  their  annual  report,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College. 

It  grieves  us  to  be  compelled  to  state,  that  in  consequence  of  the  resignation  of 
the  Agent,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  we  have  not  been  able  to  add  much 
to  the  fund  during  the  past  year.  The  Agent  in  the  course  of  the  year,  before  his 
removal  to  Richmond,  Va.,  waited  upon  a  few  wealthy  gentlemen  outside  of  our 
church,  and  made  application  to  some  pastors  and  individuals  in  the  church  with- 
out any  success.  A  modified  plan,  confined  to  the  county  of  Lehigh,  which  promised 
good  results  in  the  outset,  for  which  the  sum  of  $2,500  had  been  conditionally 
secured,  was  substituted,  and  failed  because  the  Agent  could  not  be  on  the  ground 
to  prosecute  it,  and  there  was  no  one  else  who  had  the  time  to  attend  to  it. 

The  Trustees  have  started  a  new  enterprise  of  a  similar  character,  also  confined 
in  a  part  of  it  to  the  county  of  Lehigh,  but  in  other  features  general,  which  has 
been  given  into  the  hands  of  the  clergy  of  Lehigh  and  adjoining  counties.  The 
results  of  this  will  depend  upon  the  zeal  and  energy  with  which  they  prosecute 
the  work. 

We  would  be  ashamed  to  report  the  small  amount  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  if 
we  had  not  been  taught  not  to  despise  the  day  of  small  things;  but,  we  most 
earnestly  hope,  a  great  change  for  the  better  may  soon  take  place,  before  the  hearts 
of  those  connected  with  the  enterprise  fail  them,  and  their  hands  refuse  to  labor. 

The  following  is  the  state  of  the  fund.  The  amount  now  credited  to  the  fund 
is  $11,871.42,  and  if  we  add,  as  was  done  last  year,  the  legacy  of  $850.00  secured  to 
the  fund,  and  which  the  College  expects  to  get,  the  sum  total  will  be  $12,721.42. 

The  report  was  received  and  referred,  as  per  resolution  above 
to  the  following  Committee :  Revs.  J.  Kohler,  B.  W.  Schmauk,  W. 
Rath,  J.  A.  Siess,  D.  D.,  J.  Fry,  and  Messrs.  Dr.  H.  H.  Muhlen- 
berg, W.  Stahler  and  L.  L.  Houpt. 

Rev.  Dr.  Seiss  presented  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD   OF  DIRECTORS  OF  THE 
THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Theological  Seminary  at  Philadelphia  has  just  completed  the  sixth  year 
of  its  operations.  During  this  time  99  students  have  been  regularly  connected 
Avith  it.  Of  this  number  52  have  been  graduated  on  the  completion  of  a  three 
years'  course  of  study:  seven  of  these  at  the  recent  commencement. 

Thirty-seven  students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  past  year. 

The  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury  since  last  report  is  $35,587.63.  The  ex- 
penditures during  the  year,  including  deficit  of  previous  year,  have  been  $5,651.94. 
Bills  owing  and  payable  May  25th,  $1,284.31. 

The  Board  has  the  prospect  of  securing  from  Zion's  and  St.  Paul's  German  con- 
gregations in  Philadelphia,  lots  of  ground  on  which  to  erect  a  suitable  Seminary 
edifice,  which  is  a  great  and  pressing  necessity. 

It  is  hoped  the  Synod  will  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  cover  the 
deficit  in  the  current  expenses  of  the  institution,  and  also  devise  or  authorize  the 
ways  and  means  /or  securing  a  suitable  building  for  its  accommodation. 

Some  annual  Appropriation  for  the  Library,  though  it  be  small,  is  earnestly 
desired. 

Both  the  Faculty  and  Board  have  labored  ernestly  to  establish  and  render 
efficient  this  important  institution,  which  deserves  the  special  interest  and  care  of 
the  whole  church.  With  very  limited  means  it  has  accomplished  incalculable 
good  and  ought  to  hold  a  very  high  place  in  the  regard  of  our  people. 

A  small  legacy,  bequeathed  by  Mrs.  Judith  Graff  of  Philadelphia,  was  received 
during  the  year;  ana  it  would  be  a  happy  thing  for  the  cause  of  truth  and  our 
church,  if  many  others  would  in  like  manner  mention  our  Seminary  in  their  last 
will  and  testament,  as  well  as  with  liberal  contributions  in  their  life  time. 

The  Board  regrets  to  be  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  the  death  of  one  of  the 
first,  most  liberal,  and  most  constant  friends  of  our  Seminary,  and  a  member  of  its 
Board  of  Directors  from  the  beginning.  Full  of  good  works,  and  a  joyous  christian 
hope,  Mr.  C.  F.  Norton,  departed  this  life  in  August  last.    It  will  be  necessary  to 
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elect  some  one  to  occupy  his  place,  as  well  as  five  other  Directors  in  places  made 
vacant  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  fixed  by  the  constitution.  (Received.) 

Rev.  Dr.  Schmucker  presented  as  here  in  place  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  PRESIDENT'S 

REPORT. 

The  Seminary  at  Philadelphia,  in  all  that  regards  its  instruction  and  the 
progress  of  its  students,  furnishes  occasion  for  thanksgiving,  but  the  state  of  its 
funds  requires  the  attention  of  the  church.  The  amount  of  its  invested  endow- 
ment is  $64,800,  there  are  subscriptions  bearing  interest  amounting  to  $11,200. 
Total  amount  of  funds  $76,000.    Of  this  $10,000  are  invested  in  the  Seminary 


building,  leaving  but  $66,000  to  furnish  means  for  the  support  of  the  Professors  and 
and  general  expenses  of  the  Seminary.  As  a  result  of  this,  the  amount  of  the 
salary  of  the  ordinary  Professors  is  entirely  inadequate  to  their  support,  and  one  of 


them  has  thus  far  only  received  one  third  of  his  salary,  while  to  the  extraordinary 
Professors  no  compensation  whatever  has  ever  been  made.  Immediate  action 
should  be  taken  to  relieve  the  Seminary. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  following  action  taken  :

Thirty-two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  (32.50)  have  been  received  during  the  year 
on  account  of  Church  Building  Fund,  of  which  no  disposition  has  been  made.

Seminary  at  Philadelphia,  have  been  paid  over  to  these  Institutions. 

We  have  also  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  with  the  German  Pro- 
fessors Fund,  and  find  the  same  to  be  correct,  showing  a  balance  on  hand  of  $53.60. 

The  examination  has  been  only  of  the  cash  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  which 
are  the  only  books  and  vouchers  submitted  to  the  Committee. 

There  is  no  exhibit  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Synod,  the  condition  of 
the  Endowment  Fund,  nor  any  statement  of  the  investments  of  the  Synod.  As 
these  matters  are  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  of  considerable  importance,  in 
order  to  give  the  Synod  a  clear  insight  into  its  own  financial  affairs,  or  those  of  its 
several  Institutions,  your  Committee  submit  a  resolution  upon  the  subject  to  Synod.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MINUTES  OF  OTHER 

SYNODS. 

The  minutes  of  the  General  Council,  the  New  York  Ministerium,  the  Synods  of 
North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Southwest  Virginia,  Pittsburg,  English  District  of  Ohio 
and  of  the  Reformed  Church  were  the  documents  placed  in  the  Committee's  hands. 
Nothing  was  lound  in  any  of  them  claiming  the  attention  of  this  body,  with  the 
exception  of  some  resolutions  found  in  the  minutes  of  the  New  York  Ministerium, 
to  which  the  Committee  invite  attention. 

The  resolutions  are  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  advised  to  send  our  students,  who 
wish  to  pursue  a  full  course,  to  Muhlenberg  College  at  Allentown. 

Resolved,  That  Synod  officially  recommends  the  Theological  Seminary  in 
Philadelphia  to  its  people,  and  will  endeavor  in  the  course  of  time,  to  establish  its 
own  Professorship  in  that  institution. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Kunkelman,  read  the  following 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PROCEEDINGS  OF 
CONFERENCES. 

That  the  only  subject  upon  which  the  action  of  Synod  is  sought,  is  the  appoint- 
ment of  Missionaries  who  shall  have  in  special  charge  the  numerous  vacant  con- 
gregations within  their  bounds. 

The  Committee  invite  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  this  subject, 
and  recommend  that  said  Committee  accede  to  the  request,  especially  of  the  5th 
Conference,  the  compensation  for  such  services  to  be  arranged  by  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Conference. 

They  also  direct  the  attention  of  the  Secretaries  of  Conferences,  to  the  resolu- 
tion of  Synod  requiring  abstracts  of  such  parts  of  their  minutes  as  require  the  con- 
sideration of  Synod,  and  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  if  they  would  also  give  the 
number  of  vacant  congregations  and  the  general  condition  of  the  churches. 

(Adopted.) 

Prof.  Martin  presented  his  report,  which  was  adopted,  as 
follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  GERMAN  PROFESSOR  IN  PENNA. 

COLLEGE. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  present  to  the  venerable  Synod  the  follow- 
ing report  of  his  labors  as  Professor  of  German  Language  and  Literature  in  Penna. 
College.  In  the  Programme  of  the  Institution,  ten  hours  per  week  are  assigned  to 
instruction  in  German,  of  which  three  fall  to  each  of  the  two  lower  and  two  to  each 
of  the  two  higher  classes. 

The  following  affords  a  general  view  of  the  studies  of  the  several  classes. 

Freshman  Class. — Eichhorn's  Grammar,  Heidenreich's  Reader,  and  Schiller's 
William  Tell. 

/Sophomore  Class. — Eichhorn's  Grammar,  and  Schiller's  30  Years'  War. 

Junior  Class. — Schiller's  Maid  of  Orleans  and  Ballads,  and  translations  from 
English  into  German. 

Senior  Class. — Goethe's  Iphigenia  of  Lauris  and  Faust,  Shakespear's  Hamlet 
from  English  into  German. 

The  same  time  in  the  Institution  is  assigned  to  the  German  as  to  any  other 
subject,  and  the  interest,  as  far  as  can  be  judged,  is  the  same  as  in  any  other  de- 
partment. 

As  the  Professorship  of  Natural  Sciences  was  vacant  during  the  past  year,  I 
have,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Faculty,  to  whom  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees had  committed  the  care  of  this  department,  given  three  weekly  lessons  in  the 
same.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Appropriations  to  Muhlenberg  College,  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Philadelphia,  and  St.  Paul's  College  at  Springfield,  111.,  report  the 
following  resolutions: 

I.  MUHLENBERG  COLLEGE. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  is  not  prepared  to  pledge  itself  for  any  fixed  sum  for 
the  relief  of  Muhlenberg  College,  but  instructs  the  Executive  Committee  to  pay  to 
the  Treasurer  of  said  College,  the  proper  proportion  (see  last  year's  minutes  p.  29) 
of  the  Systematic  Beneficent  Fund  raised  during  the  year.  (Adopted.) 

II.  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  has  learned  with  great  satisfaction  of  the  probable 
grant  by  Zion's  and  St.  Michael's,  and  St.  Paul's  congregations  of  Philadelphia,  of 
sufficient  grounds  on  Franklin  street  in  that  city,  for  the  erection  of  a  Theological 
Seminary  edifice;  and  that  when  said  grant  shall  be  made,  the  Board  of  Directors 
be  authorized  to  devise  ways  and  means  and  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  pay  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  Seminary  also  its  proportion  of  the  Systematic  Beneficence  Fund.  (Adopted.) 

Resolved,  That  an  appropriation  of  $50.00  be  made  from  the  Synodical  Treasury 
to  the  Library  of  the  Seminary.  (Adopted.) 

III.  ST.  PAUL'S  COLLEGE,  ILL. 

Resolved,  That,  while  this  Synod  is  not  prepared  to  make  any  appropriation  to 
St.  Paul's  College,  our  interests  in  that  Institution  be  referred  to  the  Officers  of 
Synod.  -.(Adopted.) 

The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole. 
Rev.  J.  Fry  offered  the  following 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  GENERAL  COUNCIL. 

The  General  Council  held  its  Fourth  Annual  Convention  at  Lancaster,  Ohio,  in 
November,  1870.  Ten  Synods  were  represented  in  that  Convention,  this  Synod 
being  represented  by  seven  clerical  and  seven  lay  members  of  the  delegation 
elected  at  the  last  meeting. 

The  delegation  was  honored  in  having  several  of  its  members  elevated  to  high 
official  position  in  the  General  Council. 

The  English  Church  Book  Committee  was  discharged,  and  the  Church  Book 
Committee  of  this  Ministerium  was  substituted  as  the  Committee  of  the  Council. 

The  declaration  of  the  General  Council  at  Pittsburg,  on  the  subject  of  Secret 
Societies,  was  commended  to  the  consideration  of  the  District  Synods. 

The  German  Hymn  Book  was  refer^d  to  the  District  Synods  for  examination, 
with  the  request  to  report  their  opinion  to  the  German  Hymn  Book  Committee  of 
the  Council. 

A  form  of  Constitution  for  Synods  and  Congregations  was  ordered  to  be  sent  to 
the  District  Synods  for  examination,  and  they  were  requested  to  send  any  sugges- 
tions they  may  make  to  the  Cemmittee. 

Tke  Treasurer  of  the  Council  was  authorized  to  apply  to  the  Treasurers  of  the 
District  Synods  for  the  amount  due  by  the  respective  Synods  to  the  Contingent 
Fund  of  the  Council. 

The  next  Convention  of  the  Council  will  be  held  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Nov.  2d, 
1871.  It  will  be  necessary  at  this  meeting  of  Synod  to  elect  a  Delegation  to  that 
Convention. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  following  action  taken : 
Resolved,  That  the  declaration  of  the  General  Council  made 
at  Pittsburg  be  published  in  the  Minutes  of  this  body.  (Adopted.) 

DECLARATION  OF  THE   GENERAL   COUNCIL  WITH 
REGARD  TO  SECRET  SOCIETIES. 

1.  Though  mere  secrecy  in  associations  be  not  in  itself  immoral,  yet  as  it  is  so 
easily  susceptible  of  abuse,  and  in  its  abuse  may  work,  as  it  has  often  worked, 
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great  mischief  in  Family,  Church  and  State,  we  earnestly  beseech  all  good  men 
to  ponder  the  question  whether  the  benefits  they  believe  to  be  connected  with 
secret  societies  might  not  be  equally  reached  in  modes  not  liable  to  the  same 
abuse. 

2.  Any  and  all  societies  for  moral  and  religious  ends  which  do  not  rest  on  the 
supreme  authority  of  God's  Holy  Word,  as  contained  in  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ments— which  do  not  recognize  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  as  the  true  God  and  the  only 
Mediator  between  God  and  men — which  teach  doctrines  or  have  usuages  or  forms 
of  worship  condemned  in  God's  Word  and  in  the  Confessions  of  His  Church — which 
assume  to  themselves  what  God  has  given  to  His  Church  and  its  Ministers — which 
require  undefined  obligations  to  be  assumed,  by  oath,  are  un-Christian,  and  we 
solemnly  warn  our  members  and  ministers  against  all  fellowship  with,  or  con- 
nivance at  associations  which  have  this  character. 

3.  All  connection  with  infidel  and  immoral  associations  we  consider  as 
requiring  the  exercise  of  prompt  and  decisive  discipline,  and  after  faithful  and 
patient  monition  and  teaching  from  God's  Word,  the  cutting  off  of  the  persistent 
and  obstinate  offender  from  the  communion  of  the  church  until  he  abandons  them, 
and  shows  a  true  repentance. 

4.  We  would  earnestly  direct  the  attention  of  our  congregations  to  the  great 
importance  not  only  of  purer  and  larger  benevolence,  but  also  to  the  duty  and 
desirableness  of  arrangements  by  which  systematic  provision  could  be  made  by 
Church  members  for  the  time  of  sickness  and  want,  and  for  widows  and  orphans. 

Resolved,  That  the  above  action  of  the  General  Council  be  refer- 
red to  the  conferences  to  report  thereupon.  (Adopted.) 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  now  enter  upon  an  Election  for 
Delegates  to  the  next  Convention  of  the  General  Council.  (Adopted.)

The  Pittsburg 
Synod  desires  that  Prof.  Jacobs  might  for  the  time  being  remain  a  member  of  that 
body.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXAMINING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Examining  Committee  report  that  they  have  had  before 
them  the  following  applications  for  admission  into  the  Ministerium 
of  Pennsylvania,  viz :

Chas.  Koerner,  Pottstown,  Pa., 

P.  Lichtenberg,  Wilkesbarre,  Pa., 

J.  Hillpot,  Cogan  Station,  Pa. 
Each  of  these  brethren  presented  certificates  of  honorable  dis- 
mission from  the  bodies  from  which  they  came  and  have  satisfied 
the  Committee  of  their  harmony  in  doctrine  and  spirit  with  us.  They 
are  therefore  unanimously  recommended  for  reception. 

The  Committee  has  also  had  before  it  the  application  to  have 
the  ordination  papers  of  E.  J.  Koons,  surrendered  by  him  at  the 
last  meeting  of  this  Ministerium,  returned  to  him.  This  application 
is  sustained  by  resolution  of  the  third  Conference. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted ;  that 
Prof.  Koons  be  authorized  to  resume  the  exercise  of  the  Ministerial 
functions,  temporarily  suspended  at  his  request  for  reasons  which 
no  longer  exist,  and  that  he  be  received  again  as  a  member  of  this 
Ministerium,  by  a  public  return  of  his  ordination  papers  by  the 
President. 

Six  young  men,  all  recent  graduates  of  the  Seminary  at  Phila., 
presented  themselves  before  the  Committee  as  Candidates  for  the 
Holy  Ministry,  viz :  Irwin  W.  Bieber,  George  D.  Foust,  Ferdinand 
Buermeyer,  B.  Harrison  James,  William  H.  Rickert  and  Frederick 
Wischan. 

Having  examined  them  on  the  various  topics  prescribed  in 
the  Constitution,  the  Committee  recommend  them  for  ordination. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  several  items  taken  up  for 
action. 

The  brethren  mentioned,  viz:  Revs.  J.  H.  Fritz,  C.  Koerner, 
P.  Lichtenberg  and  J.  Hillpot,  all  ordained  ministers,  were  by 
separate  votes  received  into  this  Ministerium. 

The  recommendation,  with  regard  to  Prof.  E.  J.  Koons  wag 
adopted,  his  ordination  papers  were  publicly  returned  to  him  by 
the  President,  and  he  was  again  received  as  a  member  of  the  Min- 
isterium. 

The  candidates  for  ordination,  Messrs.  J.  W.  Bieber,  G.  B. 
Foust,  F.  Buermeyer,  B.  H.  James,  W.  H.  Rickert  and  F.  Wischan, 
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were  by  separate  votes  received  as  members  of  the  Ministerium,  and 
their  ordination  ordered  to  take  place  on  Wednesday  evening. 

Concerning  the  request  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  that  the 
Franklin  Professorship  in  Pennsylvania  College  Rev.  H.  E.  Jacobs, 
be  allowed  to  remain  a  member  of  that  body,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  President  inform  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  that 
we  have  no  control  over  the  Synodical  connection  of  the  Franklin 
Professorship. 

Rev.  Dr.  C.  P.  Krauth,  from  the  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Business,  reported  on  the  request  of  St.  Paul's  church,  Wilkesbarre, 
that  their  pastor,  Rev.  P.  Lichtenberg,  be  installed  next  Sunday, 
with  the  recommendation  that  the  request  be  granted.  (Adopted.) 

In  the  case  of  Mr.  F.  Wittich,  it  was 

Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  in 
the  case,  this  Ministerium,  for  cause,  rescind  the  resolution  by  which 
Mr.  Wittich  was  received  as  a  member  of  this  body.  (Adopted.) 

In  the  case  of  R.  M.  Jacoby,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  3d  Conference,  and  the  act 
of  suspension  of  R.  M.  Jacoby  by  the  President  of  Synod,  be  con- 
firmed by  this  Ministerium.  (Adopted.) 

Resolved,  That  this  suspension  be  continued  until  he  gives 
satisfactory  evidence  of  repentance  and  amendment,  according  to 
sec.  122,  chap.  2,  of  the  Constitution  of  Synod.

The  President  presented  and  read  his  Annual  Report  as  i| 
PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  As  we  meet  again  in  the  name  of 
let  us  devoutly  lift  up  our  hearts  in  thankfulness  to  Him  who  has  helped  us  J 
and  confidently  anticipate  the  blessings  we  now  require1 — the  blessings  pr 
those  who  come  together  in  his  name. 

We  meet  in  Zion's,  Philadelphia  ;  a  church  illustrious  in  the  history  oft] 
by  the  prominence  of  its  position  and  the  weight  of  its  influence  ;  a  church 
16  ns  by  many  pleasant  recollections.    Here  the  .Fathers  of  the  Synod  tj 
long  ministered  in  holy  things ;  here  pastors  of  successive  generations 
accustomed  to  devise  liberal  things  in  the  interest  ^of  the  Synod,  whilst  tlj 
still  lingers  in  the  churches  ;  and  here  the  graces  of  an  honorable  age 
With  the  vigor  of  a. renovated  jouth, —  for  Zion  hath  renewed  hcrstrenj 
has  broken  forth  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the  left.    These  sacred  courts  j 
noble  structures,  erected  chiefly  by  her  liberal  enterprise  to  meet  the  spiri'[>l| 
of  teeming  thousands,  the  enlarged  pastoral  care  and  the  extended  ins 
the  children  thus  provided  for,  are  a  striking  and  standing  memorial  of  the 
zeal  of  this  venerable  mother  of  the  church. 

We  now  enjoy  her  hospitality  once  more  ;  and  we  pray  that  the  kin 
shown  to  us,  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  may  not  be  without  its  reward.

Accordingly  he  requested  a  letter  of 
The  relations,  however,  which  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania  has  been  ' 
assert  and  to  -maintain  towards  this  Synod  arc  such,  that  it  was  not  pOBS  Jj 
to  address  any  official  comniunication  to  that  body,  yet  ,  in  order  that 
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in  no  way  responsible  for  these  relations  might  have  all  the  consideration 
due  to  him,  I  gave  him  a  certificate,  testifying  to  his  earnestness  in  the  faith 
Gospel  and  to  his  fidelity  in  the  pastoral  work. 

Lr  J.  B.  Gross,  a  venerable  member  of. our  Synod,  has  tendered  his  resigna- 
Jid  asked  to  be  dismissed.  As  the  Constitution,  (Section  81,  82)  authorizes 
sklent  to  give  an  honorable  dismission,  only  to  other  Lutheran  Synods,  and 
il  not  appear  to  be  his  desire  to  seek  such  new  connection,  I  was  unable  to 
■  with  his  request.

i  of  a  new  church  in  Northumberland  county;  Pastor  Rickert  of  the  English 
]  at  Williamsport ;  Pastor  G.  D.  Foust  of  St.  Peter's  church,  Philadelphia; 
i  C.  Weber  of  the  church  at  Jersey-Shore  ;  Pastor  G.  F.  Wcerner  of  the  German 
)  at  Williamsport,  from  which  Pastor  Zentner  has  lately  gone  to  the  City  of 
i  ork  ;  Pastor  Hasskarl  has  taken  charge  of  the  church  at  Roxboro  or  Mana- 
Philadelphia ;  Pastor  J.  B.  Groff  has  removed  from  Mechanicsburg  to  Erie,  Pa. 
A.  R.  Horne  devotes  his  time  for  the  present  to  the  labors  of  Principal  of  a 
1  School  in  Berks  county.    Yet  he  proposes  still  to  labor  diligently  as  oppor- 
jmay  be  afforded  him,  in  the  interest  of  the  Synod  and  of  the  Church. 
]lie  matter  of  church  extension,  the  following  are  the  only  cases  that  have  been 
(  id  to  me  during  the  year,  viz :  Christ's  church  at  Chestnut  Hill,  Philadelphia, 
i  ien  finished,  and  was  solemnly  consecrated  in  June  1871.    The  corner-stone 
llnannel  church,  Pottstown,  was  laid  in  July,  and  that  of  the  church  of  the 
Communion,  Philadelphia,  in  November  of  the  same  year.    On  the  18th  of 
.;  872,  the  corner  stone  of  the  Ev.  Lutheran  and  Reformed  Christ's  church  of 
•:town,  Bucks  county,  was  laid,  and  that  for  the  re-building  of  Trinity  Ev. 
fan  and  Reformed  church  in  Springfield  township,  Bucks  county,  was  laid  on 
Monday,  May  20th,  1872.  The  new  German  St.  Michael's  church  was  solemnly 
i  rated  in  March  1872. 

1  interest  on  the  Streit  Legacy  for  the  year  1870-71  was  not  received  at  the 
i.  time.  The  delay  was  occasioned  by  the  war  then  prevailing  in  Europe, 
^however,  the  proceeds  for  two  years  amounting  to  five  hundred  and  forty 
if.  and  eighty-eight  cents  ($540.88)  have  been  received.

A;active  pastor  of  the  German  Reformed  church,  under  the  impression  that  the 
nn  Reformed  were  entitled  to  a  share  in  the  church  property  of  the  Lutherans  in 
nlermany,  N.  J.,  undertook  to  maintain  what  he  supposed  were  the  rights  of 
liitliren.  His  movements,  which  seemed  to  tend  towards*an  appeal  to  the  law, 
linomptly  met,  and  in  a  proper  spirit,  by  Rev.  J  Leonberger,  who  securing  and 
si  employing  the  original  documents  - and  history  of" the  congregation,  has 
lfted  himself  as  a  true  and  faithful  pastor.  . 

Is  matter  has  engaged  much  time  and  attention  during-the  year.  In  the  prose^ 
%  of  it  the  co-operation  of  the  Brethren  Gleissenhaiuer,  Treasurer ;  Vogeluacb,: 
aient  of  Conference  ;  Laitzie,  Delegate  to  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  and 
merger,  Pastor  at  New  Germany,  has  been  laborious  aud  faithful.  , 
m  matter  however,  is  not  yet  decided.  It.  would  perhaps  be  proper  for  the 
i  .  to  instruct  its  delegate  to  the  German  Reformed  Synod,  that,  having  well 
Sjaed  himself  of  the  merits,  of  the  case,  he  should  endeavor  to  secure  by  the 
■'^ration  of  that  body,  a  prompt  and  amicable  settlement.  , ., 

t|  with  deep  regret  to  myself  that  I  have  once  mere  to  present  St.  Paul's  church, 
jlown,  to  your  serious  attention.  , 
H-ts  last  meeting  in  Easton,  the  Synod  solemnly  enjoined  certain  .duties  upon- 
tjparties.  These  duties  are  expressed  in  specific  resolutions  adopted  in  the 
m  Session.  I  endeavored,  promptly  and  earnestly,  to  secure  a  full  and  hearty 
-  iance  with  these  injunctions.  It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  describe  my 
r  ial  interviews  with  the  two  parties,  nor  the  voluminous  extent  of  my  corre- 
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■pondence  with  them.  This  correspondence  I  shall  submit  to  your  examination. 

But  I  maj  state  the  result  of  the  whole. 

The  party  in  power  in  the  church,  have  ever  expressed  their  willingness  to  receive 
the  excluded  members  back  again,  *«  with  open  arms,"  on  condition  of  their  engag- 
ing to  do  their  duty  as  faithful  members.  The  excluded  party  have  asserted  their 
willingness  to  return  to  their  duty,  on  condition  that  the  vestry  and  the  congrega- 
tion will  faithfully  obey  the  injunction  of  Synod  concerning  «'  New  Measures." 

This  the  Vestry  have  declined  to  do,  excusing  themselves  with  the  plea  that  they 
do  not  know  what  "  New  Measures  "  are,  the  Synod  never  having  defined  the  term  ; 
with  the  further  plea  that  the  effort  of  the  President  to  supply  the  deficiency  and 
to  enlighten  them  upon  the  Subject,  has  been  only  a  pretence,  on  his  part ;  with  the 
additional  plea,  that  they  have  no  "New  Measures"  in  their  church  that  conflict 
with  the  doctrine  of  Justification  by  Faith.  Finally  they  put  in  a  plea,  so  unbe- 
coming, so  distasteful  (to  use  the  mildest  terms)  that  I  cannot  repeat  it  here,  for  in 
bo  doing,  I  should  give  it  a  publicity  that  it  ought,  by  no  means,  to  have. 

After  the  reception  of  the  official  document  of  the  vestry  containing  the  statement 
thus  referred  to,  my  regard  for  the  honor  of  the  Synod,  and,  if  you  will  allow  it,  my 
own  self-respect  forbade  my  holding  any  further  correspondence  with  them.  After 
repeated  visits  to  Allentown,  and  personal  interviews  with  prominent  men,  and 
lengthy  arguments  presented  in  writing,  I  found  them  apparently  growing  still  more 
and  more  disinclined  to  6how  a  submissive  and  conciliatory  spirit ;  and  as  this  was 
my  confirmed  conviction,  I  was  constrained  to  stop  a  correspondence,  which,  if 
continued,  I  had  reason  to  fear,  would  become  still  more  unwise  and  unfriendly  on 
their  part.  The  disorders  in  this  church,  so  long  complained  of,  are  said  to  have 
prevailed  during  the  last  winter.  Accordingly  on  April  18th  I  sent  due  notice  to  the 
Vestry,  that  I  should  at  this  time  lay  before  the  Synod,  the  following  charge  against 
them,  viz: 

"  That  they  have  failed  to  show  proper  respect  to  the  requirements  of  the 
"Constitution,  and  that  they  have  declined  to  comply  with  the  injunction 
"  solemnly  laid  upon  them  by  the  8ynod." 
I  have  to  record  the  decease  during  the  year  1871,  of  the  Rev.  W.  Meendsen,  the 
oldest  member  of  this  body.   Mr.  Meendsen  was  ordained  in  1810,  and  for  many 

?rears  labored  in  connection "  with  the  Synod,  with  diligence  and  with  success.  The 
nflrmities  of  old  age  had  prevented  him  for  some  years  from  regular  attendance  at 
our  annual  sessions,  and  constrained  him,  finally,  to  retire  from  the  active  labors  of 
a  pastoral  charge.  He  maintained  however,  until  the  end,  his  honorable  position 
as  a  member  of  this  body,  and  his  name  and  memory  are  entitled  to  the  respect  that 
is  due  to  the  faithful  and  venerable  pastor. 

■  On  December  11th,  1871,  the  Rev.  E.  Peixoto  also  departed  to  his  rest  in  the 
Lord.  The  time  of  his  connection  with  this  Synod  extended  over  nearly  forty  years, 
and  he  filled  the  several  pastoral  positions  that  he  occupied,  with  faithfulness  and 
to  the  edifying  of  the  church.  His  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Synod  made  him  ever 
a  regular  and  earnest  attendant  upon  its  deliberations ;  and  we  sustain  a  serious  loss 
in  being  deprived  of  his  valuable  experience  and  his  practical  sympathy. 

In  view  of  the  variety  of  important  business  which  I  am  aware,  will  claim  your 
attention,  1  might  well  hesitate  to  propose  any  new  matter,  and  yet  I  venture  to 
suggest  two  or  three  subjects  to  your  consideration  at  this  time,  rather  than  to  wait 
until  we  may  be  forced  by  a  bitter  experience  to  dispose  of  them. 

1.  It  may  happen  that  a  congregation >  or  a  faction  of  a  congregation,  may  fof 
reasons  unsatisfactory  to  the  Synod  and  without  its  eonsent,  withdraw  from  its 
connection,  and  so  pervert  the  property  of  the  church  and  its  influence  to  the 
control  of  another  spirit  and  the  maintainance  of  another  doctrine  than  that  to 
which  it  has  been  originally  devoted,  and  for  which  we  are  bound  to  contend  as  the 
pure  Lutheran  doctrine  of  the  Divine  Word.  The  authority  of  Synod  to  prevent 
such  willful  perversion  ought  to  be  clearly  defined,  and  supported  by  such  evidences 
as  may  be  acknowledged  in  the  civil  courts.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  clear 
defining  of  this  principle  and  an  honest  determination  to  maintain  it,  would  hinder 
much  strife  and  greatly  promote  the  true  peace  of  the  church. 

2.  There  are  certain  important  positions  within  our  own  territory  which,  in  the 
agitations  of  later  years,  and  it  may  be  partly  through  our  own  neglect,  we  have 
lost.  Yet  even  in  such  places  there  are  faithful  members  and  families  of  the  church, 
Who,  unable  to  sympathize  with  the  errors  into  which  these  churches  have  been 
misled,  are  waiting  prayerfully  aud  hopefully  for  the  time  when  they  shall  bo 
permitted  to  enjoy  the  preaching  of  the  word  and  the  means  of  Grace  in  the  spirit 
and  faith  of  this  Synod.  In  the  midst  of  the  many  demands  upon  our  missionary 
y.eal,  these  positions  claim  our  prompt  and  vigorous  attention. 
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8.  Those  Students  of  Theology  who,  in  a  large  measure  are  supported  by  this 
Synod  during  the  time  of  their  preparation  for  the  ministry,  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the 
sue  red  fund's  of  tike  church.  It  is  possible  that  after  the  money  of  the  church  toafc 
thus  all  been  expended  on  their  education,  here  and  there  a  young  man  may  be 
beset  by  strong  temptation  to  devote  himself  to  other  service  and  Other  interests 
than  those  'of  our  genuine  Lutheran  Faith.  He  may  retain  the  name  and  title  of  a 
Lutheran  pastor,  but  his  influence  and  his  service  may  be  devoted  to  the  maints- 
nauce  of  principles  and  organizations  that  do  not  accord  with  the  pure  faith  of  the 
word,  and  occupy  a  position  antagonistic  to  this  Synod.  It  may  be  well  for  Synod 
to  provide  against  such  contingencies  in  time,  and  if  possible,  to  prevent  our  funds 
from  being  perverted  to  the  service  and  maintenance  of  a  system,  against  which 
we  are  bound  to  testify  and  zealously  to  contend. 

4.  As  this  is  the  125th  Annual  Convention  of  this  Synod,  assembled  in  a  congre- 
gation in  which,  in  the  year  1748,  seven  Pastors  began  the  work  of  the  Synod  ; 
in  which  also  the  Centennial  Anniversary  was  appropriately  celebrated  in  1848, 
these  circumstances  ought  to  be  noticed  with  thankful  and  joyful  hearts.  Further, 
as  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  Synodieal  year  the  Synod  will  have  completed  a 
history  of  135  years,  I  recommended  that  the  attention  of  our  congregations  be, 
during  the  present  year  directed  to  such  work  of  faith  and  beneficence,  in  the 
interest  of  the  church,  as  may  render  that  meeting  one  of  suitable  importance  and 
thankfulness,  in  a  word,  a  very  jubilee. 

As  I  am  now  about  to  retire  finally  from  this  chair,  I  offer  you,  beloved  brethren, 
my  hearty  thanks  for  many  kindnesses,  and  for  the  fraternal  confidence  I  have  so 
long  enjoyed  at  your  hands.  My  thanks  are  specially  due  to  my  colleagues,  the 
officers  of  Synod,  including  also  the  former  Secretaries,  J.  Fry  and  B.  W.  Schmauk, 
whose  earnestness  in  everything  that  claimed  official  attention,  whose  wisdom  in 
counsels  and  whose  energy  of  action  often  proved  to  be  of  sO  great  value  in  the 
variety  and  the  difficulties  of  Synodieal  work. 

And  now  may  the  spirit  of  the  Lord  rest  upon  you,  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and 
understanding,  the  spirit  of  counsel  and  might,  the  spirit  of  knowledge  and  of  the 
fear  of  the  Lord.  And  upon  all  your  deliberation  and  action  may  the  Divine- 
Blessing  descend.

The  Rev.  Dr.  B.  M.  Schmucker,  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, read  the  following  : 

Reports  on  Home  Missions  and  Education. 

The  Committee  have  had  charge  during  the  last  year  of  fourteen  Missions. 
Two  of  these  have  been  formed  as  distinct  Missions  within  the  year,  viz : 
Shanandoah  City  and  the  general  Mission  'within  the  fifth  Conference  ;  oner 
Cogan  Station,  was  brought  under  our  care  by  the  reception  of  the  Congrega- 
tions by  the  Synod  at  its  last  meeting;  and  one,  Germania,  was  renewed. 
Provision  was  made,  and  steps  taken  to  establish  three  additional  ne,w  Missions, 
viz  :  an  English  Mission  at  Wilkesbarre  and  Scranton  combined,  and  general 
Missions  in  the  second  and  third  Conferences,  but  suitable  men  have  not  yot 
been  found.  Services  have  been  provided  in  connection  with  these  Missions  at 
more  than  35  places,  at  a  cost  for  the  year  of  $3,100.00. 

General  Missionaries  in  Conference  Districts; 

The  5th  Conference  district  during  part  of  the  year  has  had  the  gerrices 
under  its  own  direction  of  a  general  Missionary,  who  has  explored  tlie  field, 
held  services  at  many  places,  looked  after  vacant  congregations  and  endeavored 
to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  Home  Mission  work.  This  has  proved  an  admira- 
ble arrangement,  and  the  collections  taken  up  by  the  Missionary  have  so  nearly 
met  the  expense,  that  the  demand  on  the  Treasury  has  been  small.  Several 
other  Conferences  have  proposed  to  adopt  the  same  plan. 

Boundary  in  New  Jersey, 

New  Jersey  presents'  an  important  Mission  field /especially  among  the  Germans, 
in  which  our  Ministerium  and  that  of  New  York  have  been  laboring.  Difficulties 
have  at  different  times  arisen  from  the  want  of  a  definite  boundary  line  between 
the  two  bodies.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Ministerium,  the  Committee 
appointed  by  its  authority,  has  conferred  with  a  like  Committee  of  the  New 
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York  Ministerium,  and  the  following  propositions  have  been  agreed  to  by  all  the 
members  of  the  joint  Committee,  and  are  herewith  submitted  to  the  Ministerium 
for  ratification. 

1.  That  in  future  the  Missionary  field  in  New  Jersey,  within  a  circle  of  30 
miles  from  the  City  of  New  York,  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  New  York 
Ministerium,  and  the  remainder  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  under  the  care  of 
the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. 

2.  This  determination  of  boundary  has  no  retrospective  force,  and  it  remains 
free  to  the  congregations  atfected  thereby  to  continue  their  previous  Synodical 
connection.  Should  they  decide  to  conform  to  the  foregoing  determination  of 
boundary,  their  wishes  shall  be  acceded  to  by  both  the  ecclesiastical  bodies. 

The  following  are  the  Missionaries,  with  their  respective  fields,  to  which  the 
Executive  Committee  have  granted  aid,  viz : 

Revs.  Carl  Weber,  Jersey  Shore;  J.  II.  Schmidt,  White  Haven ;  G.  H. 
Trabert,  Ephrata;  A.  H.  Bartholomew,  Trenton,  N.  J.;  F.  K.  Huntzinger,  St. 
Luke's,  Reading  ;  J.  II.  Voss,  Germania ;  John  Gruhler,  Shanandoah  City  ;  J. 
Lconberger,  Millville  and  Riverside  ;  St.  Peter's,  Scranton ;  J.  Hillpot  and 
A.  R.  Home,  Cogan  Station;  A.  R.  Home,  General  Missionary  in  the  fifth 
Conference;  Doylestown  (vacant,)  Norristown  (vacant).  These  vacant  Missions 
have  been  supplied  with  preaching  by  Students  in  the  Seminary,  under  the 
direction  of  the  first  Conference.    Appended  to  the  above  is  the  report  of 

The  Lutheran  Board  of  City  Blissions. 

The  Board  of  City  Missions  beg  leave  to  state  that  during  the  past  year  they 
have  had  under  their  care  three  English  and  four  German  Missions,  as  follows : 

St.  Stephen's,  West  Philadelphia,  pastor,  Rev.  B.  H.  Hunt ;  Christ's,  Chestnut 
Hill,  pastor,  Rev,  G.  W.  Frederick;  St.  Peter's,  Christian  street,  below  11th, 
pastor,  Rev.  G.  D.  Foust ;  Immanuel's,  Frankford,  pastor,  Rev.  C.  J.  Goessling  ; 
New  St.  Michael's,  Richmond,  pastor,  Rev.  0.  Meerwein;  St.  Thomas,  German- 
town  and  Trinity,  Rising  Sun,  pastor,  Rev.  A.  T.  Geiscnhainer  ;  West  Philadel- 
phia, pastor,  Rev.  C.  F.  Weldeu. 

The  Board  have  also  had  under  consideration  the  establishment  of  an  English 
Mission  in  Camden,  N.  J.,  but  want  of  funds  has  forbidden  active  operations. 

The  expenses  of  the  Board  for  the  year  have  been  $3,100.00,  making  the  total 
of  Home  Mission  Expenditures  for  the  year  $6,200.00. 

Education  Report. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Synodical  year  the  embarassment  in  the  education 
Treasury  still^continued.  There  was  a  debt  for  the  preceeding  year  of  $1,835.75. 
There  were  18  additional  applicants  for  aid.  No  new  applications  had  been  enter- 
tained the  previous  year  and  the  Committee  was  compelled  to  again  pursue  the 
same  course,  except  where  aid  had  been  pledged  two  years  before.  Some  of  the 
Students  whom  we  could  not  aid  lived  in  other  Synods  and  obtained  aid  elsewhere. 
Some  would  not  have  come  within  our  rules  arid  others  have  struggled  on  aided 
by  friends  in  hope  of  being  assisted  next  year.  There  is  but  one  Student  in 
College  receiving  aid  below  the  Junior  class. 

Assistance  has  been  given  during  the  year  to  31  Students:  19  in  the 
Seminary,  viz:  3  in  the  Senior,  9  in  the  Middle  and  7  in  the  Junior  class  ;  and 
12  in  the  College,  viz  :  2  in  the  Senior,  9  in  the  Junior  and  1  in  the  Sophomore 
class. 

The  embarassments  which  have  attended  our  educational  work  have  led  thg 
Committee  to  consider  whether  any  changes  would  be  made  in  our  plan  of 
operation,  and  a  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  to  consider  the  whole  matter 
of  aiding  young  men  in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry.  Their  report  is 
herewith  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  Synod.  The  Committee  request 
that  Tuesday  evening  be  set  apart  for  the  consideration  of  this  whole  subject. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  very  desirable  that  Students  pre- 
paring for  the  ministry  should  have  some  knowledge  of  Hebrew  before  entering 
the  Seminary,  and  that  arrangements  could  be  easily  made  by  which,  during 
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the  Junior  and  Senior  years  of  the  College  course,  the  study  of  ihat  language 
could  be  pursued  in  preference  to  some  other  studies. 

The  Committee  would  suggest,  that  if  the  Synod  should  think  proper  to  make 
a  request  to  the  above  effect  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Muhlenberg  College 
it  would  doubtless  receive  careful  consideration.  , 

The  amount  expended  for  the  aid  of  Students  during  the  year,  is  $6,073.00 
in  the  Seminary  and  $1,939.00  in  the  College,  which,  with  the  debt  from  last 
year,  makes  the  total  amount  expended  for  the  year  $7,907.00 

The  above  report  on  Education  was  received  for  luture  con- 
sideration. 

On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  receive  reports  from  the  several 
Fastors  on  Systematic  Beneficence  and  also  to  make  an  apportionment  for  the 
same  purpose  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Kevs.  F.  J.  F.  Schantz,  H.  M.  Bickel,  J.  F.  Wampole,  and 
Messrs.  L.  L.  Houpt  and  S.  Gerhard  were  appointed  such  Committee, 

Rev.  J.  T.  Vogelbach  presented  and  read  the  following  : 

Report  of  Changes  in  the  Charier  of  the  Germantown  Orphan's  Home. 

Your  Committee  requested  the  Trustees  of  the  Home  to  appoint  a  committee 
with  which  they  could  confer.  3  heir  request  was  acceded  to  and  Messrs.  I  aul 
y.  Keller,  Lewis  L.  Houpt,  Jno.  C.  File,  John  Born  and  w.  F.  SVilliams  were' 
appointed  such  Committee  upon  the  part  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Home, 

At  the  joint  meeting  of  the  committees  the  Charter  and  Fy-Laws  were  sub- 
mitted in  the  form  in  which  your  committee  proposed  they  should  be  amended. 
The  proposed  amendments  were  approved  by  their  committee  and  were 
presented  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  trustees  and  Board  of  Managers,  and, 
afier  a  full  discussion  were  adopted. 

Confident  that  Fynod  would  approve  its  action,  your  Committee  encouraged  the 
Trustees  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  to  amend  the  Charter  as  had  been  agreed 
upon  by  the  Committees  and  approved  by  the  authorities  of  the  Home.  Upon 
application  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  so  amending  the  Charter,  which 
received  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  April  9th,  1872. 

A  copy  of  said  act  and  of  the  amended  Charter  and  By-Laws  are  herewith 
submitted. 

Your  Committee  recommended  that  Synod  accept  the  amended  Charter  and 
proceed  to  elect  six  Trustees  of  the  Home,  as  provided  in  the  3d  (Section  thereof. 

It  was  accordingly  on  motion  — 

JR.esolved,  That  a 'Committee  be  appointed  to  nominate  six  Trustees  for  the 
Borne. 

Revs.  J.  T.  Vogelbach,  II.  Grahn,  and  Messrs.  Nathan  Wagner, 
D..  S.  Boyer  and  George  Wagner  were  appointed  the  Committee. 


Third  Session. 

Tuesday,  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  consideration  of  the  Constitution  for  congregations  was  taken 
up  as  unfinished  business  and  after  various  amendments  the  Consti- 
tution was  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  recommended  to  our  congrega- 
tions. 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  A.  Sciss,  President  of  the  Board  presented  the 
following  : 
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Eeport  of  the  Directors  of  the  Pliiladelphia  Seminary, 

There  is  reason  for  thankfulness  for  the  degree  of  prosperity  which  has 
marked  the  affairs  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  during  the  past  year.  The 
health  of  Professors  and  Students  has  been  remarably  preserved,  and  tokens  of 
the  Divine  favor  have  been  manifest. 

Thirty-eight  (38)  Students  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  year:  Seniors - 
graduated  at  the  recent  Commencement,  9 ;  in  the  Middle  class,  17  ,  and  in 
the  Junior  class,  12. 

Sundry  valuable  contributions  have  been  received  from  different  persons, 
Clerical  and  Lay,  both  of  our  own  and  other  Synods. 

Zion's  and  St.  Paul's  German  Churches  of  Phila.,  have  officially  agreed  to 
give,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Seminary,  a  permanent  lease,  or  nominal 
ground  rent,  the  lot  on  which  the  Seminary  now  stands,  and  a  vacant  lot 
adjoining  on  which  to  erect  enlargements  of  the  building,  on  condition  that  the 
Seminary  shall  remain  a  Lutheran  and  a  German-English  Seminary,  as  now 
provided  in  the  constitution. 

The  Directors  have  resolved,  with  the  consent  of  the  Synod,  to  proceed  at 
once  to  the  erection  of  additions  to  the  present  Seminary  edifice.  Toward  tliis 
St.  Mark's  Church,  Phila.,  has  agreed  to  appropriate  its  Jubilee  offerings 
($5,500.00),  but  a  larger  sum  will  be  required.  And  if  the  proposal  of  Direc- 
tors be  approved  by  the  Synod,  it  will  at  the  same  time  be  necessary  to  do 
something  by  wfyich  the  requisite  funds  may  be  procured.  Perhaps  the  opening 
of  a  special  subscription  for  this  purpose  in  the  several  congregations  would  be 
the  best  plan  to  be  adopted.  It  has  been  a  number  of  years  since  any  direct 
appeal  has  been  made  to  the  churches  in  behalf  of  the  Seminary,  whilst  yet  it 
has  been  in  great  need,  and  stands  first  and  nearest  in  its  claims  upon  the 
attention  and  help  of  the  Synod  ;  and  the  time  has  come  when  money  must  be 
had  to  furnish  a  house  in  which  the  Institution  may  be  accommodated. 

The  Directors  are  pleased  to  report,  that  at  their  last  meeting,  official  infor- 
mation was  received  from  the  Ministerium  of  New  York,  of  the  desire  and 
purpose  of  that  Body  to  endow  a  Professorship,  provided  the  terms  of  such 
co-operation  on  their  part  can  be  rendered  suitable  and  satisfactory.  The 
proposition  is  in  these  words  : 

New  York,  May  15th,  1872. 

Rev.  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Rev.  and  dear  Bro. — 'When  the  foundation  of  our  Seminary  was  laid,  it  was 
expected  that  the  Ministerium  of  New  Yorls  would  promptly  lend  a  helping  hand. 
Circumstances  however,  then  unforseen,  prevented  the  hopes  for  co-operation;  but 
many  in  both  Synods  looked  for  the  time  when  the  two  oldest  Lutheran  Synods 
of  the  land  would  be  united  in  the  work  of*  an  Institution  absolutely  necessary 
for  their  continued  usefulness.  For  several  years  the  Ev.  Lutheran  ivlinisterium 
of  New  York  has  been  considering  the  question  of  accepting  the  invitation  of  the 
Mother  Synod  to  endow  a  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Phila., 
and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  former  body,  held  at  Newark,  N.  J.,  in  1871, 
further  progress  was  made,  of  which  I  gave  you  non-official  information,  shortly 
after  the  adjournment  of  Synod.  As  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Board,  over  which  you  preside,  is  now  at  hand,  I  beg  leave  to  lay  this  official 
communication,  through  you,  before  that  body. 

The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  qf  New  York  appointed  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  G.  F.  Krotel,  G.  Vorberg,  J.  A,  Baden,  E.  F.  Geise,  G.  W. 
Drees,  and  Messrs.  C  Belmer,  George  H.  Moller  and  Fred.  Schak,  with  authority 
to  arrange  with  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Phila., 
the  conditions  under  Which  a  Professorship  may  be  established  by  the  New 
York  Ministerium,  and  report  the  same  for  approval  at  the  Dext  meeting  of  the 
last  named  body. 

The  Committee  met  on  May  18th  last  and  appointed  the  subscriber  to  act  in 
their  name,  and  to  lay  before  the  Board  of  Directors  the  points  presented  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Ministerium,  viz  : 
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1.  The  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  New  York  proposes  to  endow  a 
Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
at  Philadelphia. 

2.  As  it  does  not  seem  to  be  the  best  time  to  raise  $30,000  at  once,  and  pay 
it  over,  the  Ministerium  of  New  York  promises  to  pay  its  Professor  an  Annual 
Salary  of  $2,000,  until  the  endowment  is  made. 

3.  We  ask  the  question,  whether  the  Board  of  Directors  can  accept  such  an 
offer,  and  whether  it  would  grant  the  Ministerium  of  New  York,  the  right  of 
nomination,  and  a  representation  in  the  Board,  according  to  the  ratio  fixed  by 
the  constitution  of  the  Seminary  ? 

4.  Whether  the  Board,  if  our  proposition  be  accepted,  is  prepared  to  propose 
the  particular  chair,  or  theological  branches,  for  which  a  Professorship  should 
be  endowed  ? 

Although  the  Ministerium  has  not  formally  voted  upon  the  point,  it  may  bo 
taken  for  granted  that  it  intends  a  German  Professorship. 

We  respectfully  submit  these  points,  with  the  request,  that  the  Board,  and  if 
necessary  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  may  be  pleased  to  make  a  clear  statement 
of  the  conditions  required  of  us,  so  that  they  may  be  laid  before  the  next 
meeting  of  the  New  York  Ministerium,  to  be  held  in  this  City,  in  October  1872. 

Sincerely  hoping  that  these  negotiations  may  result  in  strengthening  the 
hands  of  the  friends  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  bonds  that  have  so  long  and 
firmly  connected  the  two  Synods,

It  was  with  great  satisfaction  that  the  Board  of  Directors  received  this 
proposal,  and  having  given  the  subject  such  consideration  as  was  in  their 
}>ower,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  to  the  frynod  of  Penna.  the  adoption  of 
the  following : 

1.  That  the  proposal  of  the  Ministerium  of  New  York  be  accepted,  and  that 
$2,000  per  year  be  also  accepted  as  a  present  equivalent  for  the  endowment 
proposed. 

2.  That  the  constitutional  number  of  Directors  be  accorded  to  the  Ministerium 
of  New  York,  on  the  conditions  of  the  proposal,  which  gives  to  the  Mm'isterium 

of  New  York,  the  perpetual  nomination  of  the  occupant  of  its  professorship,  1 
whilst  retaining  the  power  of  election  in  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania. 

3.  That  the  present  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  be  authorized  to  consult  with  the 
Ministerium  of  New  York,  as  to  the  branches  to  be  assigned  the  New  York  I 
Professorship,  and  have  authority  to  arrange  the  same  in  a  manner  satisfactory  r| 
to  themselves  and  the  New  York  Ministerium. 

The  Directors  are  also  of  opinion,  that  the  possession  and  management  of  the  )j 
funds  pertaining  to  the  New  York  Professorship  should  be  left  to  the  Ministc-  - 
rium  of  New  York,  as  also  the  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  the 
Professor,  and  that  the  Directors,  or  Synod  of  Penna.  be  in  no  way  obliged  for  r 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  incumbent  of  the  New  York  Professorship  in 
case  of  failure,  to  provide  for  him  on  the  part  of  the  body  creating  and  owning 
said  Professorship. 

While  this  subject  was  being  considered,  the  Directors  learned,  through  Dr. 
Krotel,  that  "a  generous  member  of  the  English  Ev.  Luth.  Church  of  the  Holy  yj 
Trinity  of  New  York  has  promised  to  give  $30,000,  to  endow  an  English  Pro-  > 
fessorship  in  our  Seminary,  (the  chair  to  be  determined  in  future,  after  consulta- 
tion with  the  Board)  on  condition  that  the  New  York  Ministerium  shall  endow  J 
the  German  Professorship.' ' 

In  communicating  this  ''reliable  and  gratifying  intelligence",  Dr.  Krotel 
says,  "I  have  little  or  no  doubt  that  this  offer  on  the  part  of  a  single  member  ! 
of  one  of  our  smallest  English  congregations  will  stimulate  the  New  York 
Ministerium  to  make  an  effort  io  raise  the  endowment  of  the  German  Professor 
ship  without  much  delay.''    '  ! 
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4.  The  results  of  the  experiment  of  having  a  teacher  of  the  German  grammar 
ami  language  in  the  Seminary,  not  being  equal,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Directors,  to  the  expense  incurred,  the  same  has  been  discontinued,  hoping  that 
other  arrangements  will  perhaps  be  practicable  after  a  larger  building  has  been, 
secured. 

6,  In  reference  to  the  permission  and  non-permission  of  the  preaching  of  th© 
student's,  w  hile  connected  with  the  Seminary,  in  regard  to  which  there  is  still 
BOino  dissatisfaction,  it  has  been  resolved  that  under  no  circumstances  shall 
students  of  the  Seminary  in  the  junior  and  middle  classes  be  allowed  to  preach, 
neither  while  in  session  nor  during  vacations,  nor  shall  any  student  of  the 
Seminary  under  any  circumstances  preach  within  the  congregation  of  any 
Pastor,  except  by  the  request  of  said  Pastor,  nor  in  any  vacant  congregation, 
except  by  permissien  of  the  President  of  the  Ministerium.  or  the  President  of  a 
District  Conference,  or  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Ministerium;  and 
that  during  the  Seminary  year  the  Faculty  shall  have  authority  to  make  excep- 
tions to  the  rule  limiting  to  one  sermon  in  four  weeks,  in  case,  and  only  in  case, 
it  will  net  require  absence  from  any  recitation,  or  the  preparation  of  another 
sermon.

It  is  also  deserving  the  attention  of  Synod  that  the  receipts  from  the  Jubilee, 
offerings  have  fallen  considerably  short  of  the  amounts  reported  to  the  jubilee 
Committee  as  having  been  appropriated  to  the  Seminary..  Apart  frpiii  the 
appropriation  of  St.  John's,  Phila.,  which  has  been  reserved  with  the  view 
the  endowment  of  a  Professorship;  and  the  appropriation  of  St.  Mark's,  Phila,, 
which  has  been  reserved  for  the  erection  of  suitable  Seminary  buildings,  there 
still  remains  more  than  $2,100—  which  has  not  been  paid  in.  It  would  be  well 
to  impure  where  this  money  is,  and  why  it  has  not  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Synod  to  elect  six  Directors  in  place  of  Revs.  J. 
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Kohlcr,  C.  F.  W olden  and  F.  Y.r.  Ccissenhainer,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  S,  Gross 
Fry,  F.  W.  Ileckei  and  G.  Ileina,  whoso  term  of  otfice  has  expired.

2.  Rcsoh--d,  That  we  accept  the  proposition  of  the  N.  Y.  Ministerium  to  endow 
a  Professorship  in  the  Seminary  with  heartfelt  thanks. 

3  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  cheerfully  accedes  to  the  request  of  the  N.  Y. 
Ministerium  lo  nominate  a  Professor  for  their  Professorship. 

Resolved,  That  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Seminary,  included 
in  brackets,  and  not  yet  finally  adopted,  be  proposed  to  the  Ministerium  of  N. 
Y.  a-  the  basis  of  the  rights  of  the  several  bodies  concerned. 

4,  5  and  6,  adopted 

7.  Resolved,.  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  write  to  the  Pastors  of  those 
churches,  which  have  not  yet  paid  in  their  Jubilee  contributions  for  the  Semi- 
nary.

Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  of  the  College. 

The  Endowment  Committee  of  Muhlenberg  College  present  to  Synod  their 
report  for  the  current  year,  in  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board. 

The  amount  credited  to  the  fund  last  year  in  June  was  $11 ,371.42.  There 
hare  been  added  during  the  year  from  contributions  outside  of  Allentown 
3 
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$372.00,  one  of  which  amounting  to  $310.00  came  from  that  good  friend  of  thr» 
church,  G.  A.  Dobler,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore. 
Allentown  itself  furnished  an  addition  in  cash  of  $-343.00  and  in  good  notctf 

of  Si, 500.00. 

A.  W.  Potteiger,  Esq.,  of  Trinity  church,  Reading,  wi!h  genuine  Christian 
liberality,  gave  his  note  for  $3,000.00  to  aid  the  College  in  its  financial  difli- 
culties. 

These  several  items  make  a  sum  total  of  $1G,880.42.  The  grand  total,  in- 
cluding the  prospective  legacy  cf  $850.00  alluded  to  in  last  year's  report,,  is 
therefore  now  &17,7ob\42.  Besides  this  sum  the  College  has  made  considerable 
jjrogress  in  an  effort  to  raise  $20,000 — for  a  Lehigh  county  Professorship,  It 
has  raised,  chiefly  in  Allentown,  $16,800  of  the  sum,  but  it  will  not  be  available, 
until  the  entire  sum  is  raised.  A  few  more  interested  workers,  in  addition  to 
those,  who  have  been  laboring  to  complete  it,  would  have  secured  the  entire 
amount  long  before  this  time.  We  hope,  by  tise  blessing  of  G'od,  to  reach  the 
end,  before  the  close  of  the  summer. 

The  above  report  was  accepted. 

The  consideration  of  SynocPs  educational  work  was  resumed  anrl 
after  a  long  discussion  it  was  finally 

Resolved,  That  Synod's  support  of  Beneficiaries  be  graded  according  to  the 
degree  of  advancement  they  have  attained  in  their  course  of  preparation, as1 
follows — viz:  (1)  Tuition  free  to  Sophomores,  (2)  Tuition  and  oae  half  board 
free  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  (3)  Full  allowance,  if  necessary,  to  Theological 
Students  in  the  Seminary. 

The  ordained  Ministers  received  into  the  Ministeriam  and  the 
Candidates  for  ordination  were  now  introduced  and  welcomed  by  the

.Rev.  Ik.  E.  Grecnwalt  presented  the  following: 

Report  of  Committee  of  Visitors  to  Emails  Orphan  House, 

Your  Committee  visited  the  Institution  on  the  10th  of  May.  We  were  very 
kindly  received  by  the  Principal  and  Tutor,  and  every  facility  was  afforded  us 
for  a  thorough  examination  of  every  department  of  the  Institution,  The  Sol- 
diers' Orphans  supported  by  the  State  have  all  been  removed,  and  only  Home 
Orphans  are  now  in  the  Institution.  The  whole  number  of  Home  Orphans  is 
thirteen  (13). 

Four  new  pupils  were  received  during  the  year.  The  time  of  one  of  the 
older  pupils  having  expired,  there  is  an  increase  of  three  over  and  above  the 
number  supported  last  year. 

Two  of  the  Orphans  were  confirmed  since  our  last  report,  and  two  others  arc 
now  under  instruction  with  a  view  to  confirmation. 

The  best  of  order  now  prevails  in  the  Institution,  being  a  great  improvement 
over  that  of  last  year. 

There  is  also  much'more  thorough  Catechetical  instruction  imparted  by  the 
present  Tutor.  The  pupils  were  very  carefully  examined  by  the  Committee  in 
the  Catechism  and  in  Biblical  History,  and  the  marked  improvement  in  the  an- 
swers over  those  of  last  year,  gave  us  much  satisfaction. 

The  revenue  afforded  by  the  Estate  varies  little  from  that  of  last  year.  It  is 
hoped  that  after  the  present  repairs  are  completed,  the  Estate  will  support  a 
largely  increased  number  of  Orphans. 

The  Trustees  have  resolved  to  remove  the  House  up  town  to  a  beautiful  and 
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elevated  site,  on  one  of  the  farms.  They  expect  to  realize  a  sufficient  sum  from 
premiums  on  the  sale  of  the  lots  of  the  present  ground  down  town,  to  put  up 
the  necessary  buildings  on  the  new  site.  They  believe  the  removal  will  increase 
the  efficiency  of  the  Institution,  and  prove  a  benefit  to  the  Orphans  because 
furnishing  them  a  more  quiet  home,  away  from  the  temptations  of  the  street, 
and  where  they  will  have  more  facilities  for  promoting  habits  of  industry. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  same  Committee  of  visitors  con* 
tinued. 

Rev.  Prof.  A.  Martin  presented  the  following: 

Report  of  tlic  German  Professor  in  Penna.  College. 

The  undersigned  respectfully  reports  to  the  venerable  Synod  of  Penna.,  re- 
specting the  interests  of  the  Profe  sorship  of  the  German  language  and  Litera- 
ture in  Penna.  College. 

In  the  schedule  of  the  Institution  ten  hours  a  week  are  assigned  to  German 
instruction,  a  time  equal  to  that'allowed  to  any  other  department,  of  which  three 
hours  are  allotted  to  each  of  the  lower  and  two  to  each  of  the  two  higher  classes. 

•  The  Students  show,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  to  jndge,  an  equal  interest  in  the 
German  language  to  that  in  any  other  study.  And,  in  the  two  higher  classes, 
I  have,  during  the  past  year,  introduced  the  German  language  as  the  language 
of  instruction,  and  with  very  gratifying  results.

Resolved,  That  the  Church  of  Mercy  and  the  Sweedish  Emanuel's  Lutheran 
Church  of  Chicago,  and  the  English  Lutheran  Church  in  Trenton,  N.  J.,  which 
Churches  have  been  destroyed  by  lire,  be  commended  to  the  special  liberality  of 
our  Congregations. 

The  subject  of  Muhlenberg  College  in  connection  with  our  general 
education  work  was  resumed,  and  after  a  long  diCtission  it  was 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  state  definitely  and  in  full,  what 
the  demands  of  this  iSynod  are  in  reference  to  Muhlenberg  College,  and  report 
to-morrow. 

Revs,  J.  T.  Vogelbach,  C,  F.  Welden,  A.  Spaeth,  F.  J,  F,  Schantz 
and  J.  A.  Seiss,  D.  D.,  and  Messrs.  Geo.  Wagner,  L.  L.  Houpt  and

Rev.  J.  L.  Loose,  delegate  from  the  Reformed  church  in  the  U.  S. 
took  leave  of  Synod  in  a  fraternal  address,  and  was,  in  the  same 
spirit,  replied  to  by  the  President.

Rev.  Dr.  C.  P.  Krauth  presented  the  following: 

Report  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Council. 

The  General  Council  held  its  fifth  Annual  Convention  at  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
from  November  2d,  to  November  8th,  1871. 

Ten  Synods  were  represented.  Nine  Clerical  and  ten  Lay  delegates  were 
present  from  this  Ministerium. 

The  District  Synods  are  requested  to  direct  the  attention  of  their  Congrega- 
tions to  the  fact,  that  the  Services  of  an  additional  number  of  Missionaries  can 
now  be  obtained  for  the  Foreign  field. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Synod  of  Fcnna.,  was  appointed  as  the 
General  Council's  Executive  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions. 

1  Jtel attention  of  District  t-ynods  was  a^in  called  to  the  resolution  requesting 
theni  to  contribute  their  quota  to  the  expenses  of  publishing  the  German  Hymn 
Book,  in  its  present  form. 

The  greatest  harmony  characterized  all  the  Sessions  of  the  Body. 

The  next  Convention  of  the  General  Council  will  be  held  in  the  English 
Lutheran  Church  of  the  Holy  'irinity,  Akron,  Ohio,  the  first  Thursday  in 
November  1872. 

The  Committee  on  the  reception  of  Congregations  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Report  of  Committee  on  Reception  of  Congregations, 

After  due  consideration  the  Committee  recommend  the  following  Congrega- 
tions for  reception  into  this  Synod  : 

1.  The  Trinity  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregation  of  Willamstown,  Dauphin 
County,  Fa. 

2.  Ft.  John's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregation  of  Lykens,  Dauphin  County, 
Fa.,  and  that  Mr.  J.  R.  Miller,  the  representative  of  the  said  Congrega  - 
tions, be  received  as  their  Commissioner. 
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u.  That  St.  Peter's  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregation  of  West  Philadelphia, 
be  received,  with  the  distinct  understanding  that,  as  they  have  only  adopted 
a  Constitution  provisionally,  they  will  at  once  adopt  a  Constitution  con- 
forming in  all  essential  points  with  the  ooe  recommended  by  this  Syt.od, 
making  the  same  the  basis  of  the  Constitution  to  be  adopted. 

4.  The  application  of  St.  Paul's  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at 
Norristown  for  continued  Missionary  aid  and  assistance  in  the  building  of 
a  Church,  was  also  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Committee  ;  they  recommend 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  these  three  Congregations  were  re- 
ceived into  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Mrs.  Wollenweber's  account,  reported  the  ac- 
count correct  and  the  sum  accruing  to  this  Synod  from  the  German 
Hymn  Book  to  be  $209.05,  which  has  been  paid  into  the  Treasury  of 
Synod.  (Adopted.) 

The  following  was  presented  as: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Proceedings  of  other  Synods. 

The  Minutes  of  the  General  Council,  of  the  N.  Y.  Ministerium,  of  the  Maryland 
Synod,  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod,  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod,  of  the  English 
District.  Synod  of  Ohio,  and  of  the  Synod  of  the  German  Reformed  Church, 
were  placed  in  the  Committee's  hands.  Nothing  was  found  in  any  of  them  to 
which  the  special  attention  of.  this  Body  need  be  directed,  unless  it  be  the 
f  i.vorable  action  of  the  N.  Y.  Ministerium  with  regard  to  the  Theol.  Seminary, 
which  however  is  fully  noticed  in  the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Seminary. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  presented  the  following: 

Report  on  the  Proceedings  of  Conferences, 

1.  The  minutes  of  the  first  Conference  afford  ample  testimony  of  the  thorough 
manuer  in  which  the  cause  of  Christian  Beneficence  was  discussed. 

2.  In  the  minutes  of  the  second  Conference  we  find  that  the  cause  of  Missions 
received  special  consideration,  and  the  Executive  C  ommittee  was  directed 
to  station  two  Missionaries  within  the  District.  The  temperance  question 
was  also  acted  upon  by  this  Conference. 

3.  The  third  Conference  held  three  meetings,  in  which  the  several  items 
referred  to  them  by  Synod  were  discussed. 

4.  The  fourth  Conference  held  its  regular  Sessions  and  discussed  the  item3 
referred  to  them  by  Synod. 

5.  The  fifth  Conference  discussed  the  same  topics.  From  the  minutes  of  tills 
Conference  we  learn  that  many  vacant  Congregations  exist  within  iis 
bounds,  and  the  cry  for  help  is  urgent. 

A.  The  minutes  of  the  several  Conferences  abundantly  prove  that,  during  the 
past  year,  they  have  manifested  a  lively  interest  in  all  the  Life-Questions 
of  the  Church. 

B.  That  we  find  nothing  in  their  proceedings,  in  the  matters  referred  to  them 
by  Synod,  that  does  not  agree  with  the  declarations  of  the  General  Council. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Rev,  F,  J,  F.  Schahtz,  having  been  appointed  a  Committee  to 
raise  $5,000,00,  the  sum  needed  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Seminary 
building,  reported  that  he  had  already  received  pledges  to  the  amount 
of  $2,200.00. 

Whereupon  it  was: 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Pastors  and  Congregations  of  this  Minis- 
terium be  earnestly  directed  to  the  importance  of  raising  not  less  than  $5,000.00 
within  this  synodical  year  for  the  additions  to  be  made  to  the  Seminary  building. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  F.  J.  F.  Schantz  be  continued  a  Committee  chained  with 
the  duty  of  raising  the  above  sum.

Report  of  Committee  on  Systematizing  the  Service  of  Intelligent  and  Believing 

Women  in  the  Work  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  was  appointed  two  years  ago  to  take  into  consideration  the 
suggestions  made  by  the  President  in  his  report,  on  the  subject  of  ''systematiz- 
ing the  service  of  intelligent  and  believing  Women  in  the  work  of  the  Church  ,f 
Last  year  the  Committee  was  continued,  and  in  order  to  enable  the  Committee 
to  pre  {.are  and  present  a  full  report,  at  this  meeting  of  the  £ynod,  the  subject 
was  referred  to  the  Conferences,  and  the  Secretaries  were  requested  to  commu- 
nicate their  action  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  From  the  information  of 
the  action  of  the  Conferences  which  the  Committee  has  gathered  from  the  pub- 
lished reports,  the  views  of  the  brethren  are  far  from  being  unanimous  as  to 
any  plan  that  can  be  recommended  for  adoption  by  the  Synod.  The  Committee 
are  unable  to  do  more  than  make  some  general  suggestions,  on  the  subject, 
leaving  the  whole  for  future  development  in  the  mind  of  the  Church,  and  referr- 
ing all  practical  action  to  individual  Pastors  and  Congregations. 

With  the  restored  ancient  faith  of  the  Church,  there  are  connected  also  the 
restoration  of  the  old  Church  life  and  the  re-establishment  of  the  old  Church 
institutions.  Among  these  the  systematizing  of  the  service  of  intelligent  and 
believing  Women  in  the  Church,  has  drawn  to  it  a  large  share  of  attention  in 
the  Lutheran  church,  both  in  Europe  and  -America.  It  is  the  employment  of 
the  service  of  Deaconnesses,  a  class  of  persons  to  which  Phcebe,  (Rom.  16:  1.) 
and  Tryphena,  Tryphosa  and  Persis  (Horn.  £6  :  12)  are  supposed  to  have  ber 
longed.  -.  Deaconnesses  were  pious  women,  especially  widows,  who  devoted 
themselves  to  the  relief  of  the  poor,  the  nursing  of  the  sick,  the  care  of  Widows 
and  Orphans,  the  instruction  of  children,  and  perhaps  the  private  admonition 
of  the  erring.  In  consequence  of  the  seclusion  in  which  females  then  lived, 
and  still  live  in  the  East,  women  could  then  have  access  to  their  own  sex — to 
instruct  and  care  for  them,  much  more  readily  than  men,  and  therefore  the  ser- 
vice of  Deaconnesses  was  needed,  and  was  early  called  into  existence.  In  the 
course  of  time,  it  became  corrupted,  like  most;  other  good  things  in  the  Church 
of  Rome,  and  the  simple  service  of  Deaconnesses,  as  practiced  in  the  primitive 
Church,  dropped  out  of  existence.  But  the  benefits  of  the  judicious  and  weH 
regulated  service  of  woman,  to  the  Church,  are  so  obvious,  that  the  effort  is 
being  made,  in  both  the  old  and  new  World,  to  give  it  proper  form  and  di- 
rection. ,  • 

The  most  successful  movement  in  this  direction,  is  that  made  by  the  Lutheran 
Pastor  Fliedner  of  Kaiserswerth,  Germany.  This  is  a  re-establishment  of  the 
ancient  Christian  institution  of  Deaconnesses.  From  small  beginnings,  this  re- 
vival cf  an  Ancient  Institution  has  extended  itself  until  there  were  reported 
two  years  ago,  40  Parent  Houses,  600  Deaconness  Stations  and  2,1D0  Deacon- 
nesses. The  most  important  and  successful  of  them  are  the  Deaconness  Houses 
of  Keiserswerth,  Dresden,  and  Nouendettlesau. 

Tlibi Lutheran  church  in  this  country  enjoys  the  services  of  a  number  of  Dea- 
connesses in  the  Orphan  Homes  at  Rochester,  Penna  ,  Jacksonville,  111.,  in  the 
Infirmai-y  at  Pittsburg,  and  in  other  places. 

,  In  all  our  Congregations,  in  town  and  country,  and)  especially  ;in  our  large 
pities,  the  service  jn, the  Church,  -of  believing  and  intelligent  Wome,n, ,  can  be 
much  more  successfully  employed,  than  at  present.  The  female,  members  of 
our  Churches  render  already,  it  is  true,  great  service,-  in  the  Sunday  Sjchool,!  in, 
the  Choir,  in  Dorcas  Societies,  and  in  many  other  ways.  But  their  ha^ds  WQuh^ 
he  greatly  strengthened  and  they  would  be  much  more  efficient,  if  their  sphere 
of  service  would  be  enlarged,  and  either  some  sort  of  official  position,  or  some 
official  recognition  of  their  position  and  work  in  the  Church,  would  be  given 
to  them. 
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The  intention  is  not.  to  ordain  women  as  preachers,  or  to  appoint  them  as 
leaders  of  religious  meetings,  or  to  put  them  forward  into  any  such  position  as 
the  Scriptures  disallow,  and  as  feminine  delicacy  would  naturally  shrink  from. 
(Nothing  of  the  kind  is  thought  of,  for  the  Lutheran  Church  has  ever  been 
opposed  to  the  modern  innovations  in  sentiment  and  action,  that  tend  to  unsex 
woman,  and  that  produce  more'  harm  than  good  to  those  whom  it  is  sought  to 
befriend. 

The  duties  which  intelligent  and  believing  women  in  the  Church  would  be 
expected  to  perform,  are  all  those  duties  comprehended  in  the  most  extended 
meaning  of  the  woid  Charity.  They  would  be  expected,  of  course,  to  act  in 
strictest  harmony  with  the  Pastor  and  Vestry,  or  Church  Council,  and  as  to  any 
official  position  which  might  be  assigned  to  them,  be  in  subordination  to  the 
Pastor  and  Vestry,  so  that  in  cases  where  convict  of  authority  might  arise,  the 
authority  of  the  raster  and  Vestry  would  necessarily  be  superior. 

Their  duties  would  be  these  :  to  visit  and  nurse  the  sick,  or  provide  nursing 
for  them,  to  search  out  and  enquire  into  the  condition  of  the  poor  of  the  Con- 
gregation, and,  if  necessary,  bring  their  condition  to  the  notice  of  the  Vestry 
for  relief;  to  look  after  the  Orphan  Children  of  the  Congregation,  and  endeavor 
to  provide  places  for  them  in  Orphan  Houses,  or  in  private  families;  to  see 
after  the  relief  of  poor  widows  of  the  Church,  and  minister  to  their  wants, 
cither  in  Widows'  Houses,  or  iu  a  private  way;  to  superintend  the  nursing  in 
Infirmaries  or  Houses  of  Mercy  that  may  be  established  in  connection  with  any 
of  our  Churches  ;  to  assist  in  providing  regular  nightjy  watchers  with  the  sice 
mothers  and  children  in  our  poor  families,  Avhere  long  continued  sickness  has 
exhausted  the  strength  of  the  well  members  of  the  family;  to  visit  strangers 
that  have  moved  into  the  bounds  of  the  Congregation  and  invite  their  families 
into  the  Church  and  Sunday  School ;  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Pastor  such 
cases  of  religious  interest  as  may  come  to  their  knowledge,  where  I'astoral 
visitation  may  be  desirable  ;  to  visit  and  inquire  into  the  wants  of  families, 
where  death  has  removed  a  parent  or  other  member  and  endeavor  to  give 
consolation  and  assistance;  and,  in  all  other  ways,  to  perform  the  labors  of 
love  and  mercy  to  which  the  gentleness  and  patience  of  women  are  especially 
adapted,  and  which  are  usually  more  successfully  performed  by  her,  than  by 
the  other  sex. 

The  persons  'best  adapted  for  this  position,  are  women  of  sound  faith  and 
piety,  intelligent  and  discreet,  and  of  such  years  and  experience,  and  well 
known  excellence  of  character,  as  peculiarly  fit  them  for  the  work,  and  as  give 
weight  and  influence  to  their  action. 

Your  Committee  would  simply  refer  the  subject  to  the  careful  consideration 
.  of  our  Churches,  for  siteh  action  as  they  may  deem  proper.  Whether  this  action 
shall  consist  in  the  appointment  of  one  or  more  persons  publicly  to  some  sort  of 
official  position,  or  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  of  such  persons  simply,  or 
the  organization  of  Dorcas  Societies,  or  auy  other  mode,  must  be  left  to  the 
judgment  of  our  Pastors  and  Churches. 

The  report  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes 
and  Church  papers. 
On  motion  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  L.  Groh,  now  residing  in  the  second  Conference  district, 
be  allowed  for  this  year  to  remain  in  connection  with  the  first  Conference. 

.  The  Committee  appointed  to  state  definitely  and  in  full,  the 
demands  of  this  Synod  in  reference  to  Muhlenberg  College,  reported, 
and  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  whole  subject,  it  was  on  motion  of 
Rev.  J.  T.  Vogelbach, 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  be  laid  on  the  table. 

Whereupon  it  was  on  motion 

ItcsoIrcJ,  That  until  the  subject  be  again  taken  up  by  Synod  the  Board  and 
Faculty  of  Muhlenberg  College  he  earnestly  desired  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
meet  the  wishes  and  provide  for  the  wants  of  the  Synod,  and  that  all  the 
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Ministers  and  Congregations,  both  German  and  English,  of  the  Synod  4s  all  in. 
their  power  for  Muhlenberg  College.

1.  Rev.  C.  S.  Albert's  ajoplication  for  dismission  to  the  West  Penna. 
Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  President  in  this  case  is  approved.

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2.  The  Church  property  in  New  Germany,  N.  J. 

Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  course  suggested  by  the  President,  that  otir 
delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the  Reformed  Synod  endeavor  to  secure,  by  the 
co-operation  of  that  body,  a  prompt  and  amicable  settlement  of  the  question. 

3.  St.  Paul's  Church,  Allentown. 

Having  carefully  examined  the  correspondence  between  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  Vestry  of  this  Church,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following,  as  the  judgment  of  the  Synod  in  the  case. 

A.  That  this  Congregation,  both  by  the  Synodical  Membership  of  its  Pastor, 
and  its  representation  in  the  meetings  of  the  ISynod  by  its  delegates,  from 
its  earliest  history,  always  has  been,  and  is  uoay  in  regular  connection 
with  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministeriuru  of  Penna,,  asnd  ig 
under  obligation  to  pay  due  respect  to  its  resolutions, 

B.  That  the  letter  of  the  President  of  the  Synod  communicating  to  the  Vestry 
of  St  Paul's  Church  official  notice  of  the  action  of  the  Synod  held  at 
Easton  in  the  year  1871,  is  kind,  discriminating  and  clear,  and  defines 
very  plainly  what  the  measures  are  that  are  approved,  and  on  the  contrary 
what  the  new  measures  are  that  are  disapproved,  by  this  Synod. 

C.  That  respect  for  the  decisions  of  the  Ministerium  with  which  said  St. 
Paul's  Church  is  connected,  as  well  as  a  true  christian  regard  for  the  har- 
mony and  welfare  of  said  St.  PauFs  Church,  and  the  earnest  desire  whi^h 
truly  spiritual  ChurchMembers  sho  uld  always  have  for  the  peace  of  the  Church 
and  the  honor  of  religion,  should  have  induced  the  "Vestry  at  once,  and 

,  with  just  heartiness  to|comply  with  the  counsel,  which  said  letter  gave  them, 

D.  That  to  our  groat  sorrow,  the  Vestry  has  failed  and  neglected  to  comply 
with  the  injunction  solemnly  laid  on  them  by  the  Synod.. 

E.  That  the  new  measures  practiced  in  said  St  Paul's  Churchy  and  which 
prevail,  as  appears  even  by  the  admission  of  the  Vestry  themselves,  con- 
tained in  the  correspondence  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee,  are 
clearly  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Lutheranism,  are  opposed  to  the  uniform 
practice  of  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Penna.,  and 
are  subversive  of  the  peace  of  the  Church,  and  the  best  interests  of  true 

i    and  undefiled  religion. 

51.  That  in  our  opinion  those  members  of  the  said  St.  Paul's  Church  that  are 
faithful  to  the  doctrines  of  the  unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  and  Luther's 
Smaller  Catechism,  that  adhere  to  the  Church  usages  uniformly  held  and 
practiced  by  this  Ministerium,  and  that  are  opposed  to  the  new  measures 
practiced  in  the  Congregation,  are  according  to  their  own  Constitution  to- 
be  considered  the  truly  Lutheran  Members  of  the  Congregation. 

4.  _  Death  of  Fathers  Meenclsen  and  Peixoto. 
We  propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  motions 
We  mourn  the  death  of  these  venerable  Fathers,  not  on  their  account,  but  ott 
our  own.  They  have  gone  to  their  rest.  Their  works  do  follow  them.  .  They 
were  faithful,  and  God  has  called  them  to  their  reward.  Through  the  Church 
below,  they  have  gone  to  the  Church  above.  Their  connection  with  the  Church 
below  was  in  order  to  their  entrance  into  the  Church  above.  They  honored 
their  Lord  on  earth  by  their  faithful  service  in  the  Gospel  Ministry,  and  now 
the  Lord  has  honored  them,  by  calling  them  to  Heaven  to  see  His  glory  forever. 
We  will  miss  their  venerable  forms  from  the  Church  below,  but  we  will  not  miss 
them  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  above.  We  will  be  incited  by 
their  departure  from  ras  to  greater  fidelity  in  the  duties  of  the  Ministry,  in  order 
that  we  too  may  depart  in  peace,  when  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  shall  call 
us  also  to  our  rest. 

5.  Recommendation  against  perversion  of  Church  property  hj  schisms  in ' 

Congregations. 
We  suggest  the  following: 

A.  That  all  the  Congregations  of  our  Synod  are  urged  to  see  to  it,  that  the 
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connection  between  them  and  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Minis- 
ieriuni  of  Penna.,  foe  directly  and  clearly  defined  in  their  Constitutions. 

E>.  That  the  members  of  our  Congregations  be  advised  to  be  careful  to  comply 
with  all  the  requirements  of  their  Constitutions,  in  order  that  they  shall 
hot  forfeit  their  rights  of  Membership, 

C.  That  this  Ministerium  shall  prepare  and  keep  a  register  of  the  names, 
location  and  date  of  the  reception  of  each  and  every  Congregation,  con- 
nected with  it,  so  that  a  certified  transcript  thereof  may  be  obtained  in  all 
cases  of  litigation,  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  prove  the  connection  of 
the  Congregation  with  the  Ministerium. 

6.  Localities  ivhere  faithful  Members  and  families  of  the  Church  reside, 
who  desire  tlie  means  of  grace  in  tlie  spirit  and  faith  of  this  Synod. 
Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Synod  be 
directed  to  such  localities,  when  making  appropriations  for  Mission  work. 

7.  The  125th  Anniversary  of  our  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  suggestions  of  the  President  be  earnestly  recommended  to 
the  attention  of  our  Pastors  and  Churches. 

The  above  report  was  adopted,  the  fourth  item  by  a  standing  vote.

Reso  ved,  That  we  are  pleased  to  hear  that  an  Institution  is  to  be  established 
in  or  near  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  educating  Teachers  for  German  and 
English  Parochial  Schools. 

'  2.  Resolved,  That  we  consider  it  a  duty  to  encourage  pious  and  talented  young 
men  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  Teacher's  calling,  and  to  prepare  well  for  that 
office,  which  is  next  in  importance  to  the  highest  office,  viz  : — that  of  the 
Christian  Ministry. 

S.  Resolved,  That  we  Will  endeavor,  to  induce  our  Church  Members,  as  oppor- 
tunity may  offer,  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Teacher's  i-eminary  and 
that  we  shall  always  be  ready  to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Institution.

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  rejoice  that  the  Rev.  Father  C.  F.  Heyer,  at  the 
advanced  age  of  79  years,  is  again  in  our  midst,  blessed  with  good  health  and 
strength,  and  ready  to  continue  his  useful  labors  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord, 
and  as  he  has  now  no  special  field  of  labor,  we  take  the  liberty  of  inviting  him 
to  visit  as  many  of  our  Congregations  as  he  may  be  able,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  the  cause  of  Missions  among  our  people,  and  that  the  •  Executive 
Committee  pay  his  traveling  expenses.  *  :  *'  "-'s

held  in  that  Church,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  1873. 

Foreign  Missions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Councillor  Foreign  Missions  be  requested  to^furnish  the  report  of  the  Committee 
to  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Council,  with  any  additional  information  at' 
hand,  to  be  printed  in  the  Minutes  and  that  additional  copies,  in  both  German 
and  English,  be  struck  off  separately,  for  distribution  among  our  Congregations. 

The  following  has  been  furnished: 

Report  on  Foreign  Missions. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  annual  report  of  your  Committee,  our  venerable  Father, 
C.  F.  Heyer  and  llev.  h.  C.  Schmidt  were  engaged  in  the  Mission  work  at 
Kajahmundry. 

On  the  last  day  of  last  year,  Dr.  C.  F.  Heyer  wrote  :  "In  taking  a  retrospec- 
tive view,  and  in  comparing  the  present  state  of  our  Mission  with  what  it  was 
a  year  ago,  we  find  abundant  cause  to  say,  '  the  Lord  has  done  great  things  for 
us.'  v\  hen  1  arrived  in  liajahmundry,  December  1st,  1869,  I  found  aCatechist, 
a  Schoolmaster,  and  dilapidated  buildings  ;  ten  miles  from  K.,  in  Muramunda, 
a  School  house,  a  Catechist,  and  teachers;  in  Metta,  twelve  miles  from  B..,  a 
Teacher  and  a  few  children. 

On  Easter  Sunday  1870,  the  Lord's  Supper  was  administered  to  25  Communi- 
cants; on  t'alm  Sunday  in  Muramunda,  to  22.  Now  at  the  close  of  the  year  We 
have  8  Schools  in  the  different  Villages  connected  with  the  Mission.  The 
number  of  persons  baptized  during  the  year  is  107.  At  Christinas  we  had  70 
Communicants  at  11.  ;  on  the  Eve  of  Christmas,  about  200  adults  and  children 
assembled  around  the  Christmas  Tree  On  Monday  the2bth  ttie  whole  company 
0&i  down  to  dinner  prepared  at  the  expense  of  H.  Morris,  Esq.  ;  presents  of 
clothes,  t  ooks,  &c,  were  made  to  old  and  young  at  the  expense  of  Capt.  Taylor." 

On  the  22d  of  January.,  Mr  Iver  K.  Paulsen  arrived  at  Kajahmundry.  Your 
Committee  had  applied  in  advance  to  the  officers  of  the  Ministerium  of  Fenna  , 
to  give  authority  to  the  Missionaries  in  India  to  examine  and  ordain  Mr. 
Paulsen.  'J  his  request  was  granted,  and  the  proper  papers  were  already 
received  at  Kajahmundry,  when  Mr.  P.  arrived.  He  was  ordained  January 
g?<l,  187  i. 

To  the  great  regret  of  the  Committee,  Father  Heyer  did  not  consent  to  remain 
another  year  in  India  until  both  the  younger  Missionaries  were  more  familiar 
with  the  Telugu  language,  and  after  the  ordination  of  Mr.  Paulsen,  he  started 
on  his  return  voyage.  The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  eminent  im- 
portance and  success  of  Father  Meyer's  labors. in  re-commencing  the  Mission, 
in  bringing  its  arrangements  into  efficient  operation,  and  in  securing  the  confi- 
dence and  assistance  of  the  English  residents  at  K.  If,  as  we  hoped,  when  lie 
vent  out,  he  could  have  been  able  to  devote  another  year  to  the  work  of  the 
Mission,  it  would  have  been  of  great  benefit. 

The  two  Missionaries  remaining  have  been  laboring  diligently  since  his  re- 
turn, but  of  course  their  imperfect  acquaintance  with  the  Telugu,  especially  on 
the  part  of  Brother  Paulsen,  has  prevented  their  accomplishing  as  much  as  we 
^may  hope  for  in  the  future. 

Brother  Paulsen  has  passed  through  a  dangerous  illness,  in  which  at  times 
his  life  seemed  to  hang  in  the  balance.  He  was  removed  to  the  higher  and 
iiealthier  station  at  Samulcotta,  and  letters  just  received  represent  him  as  nearly 
recovered. 

1  In  the  last  letter  received  from  the  Missionaries,  of  date  Fept.  4th,  Brother 
■Schmidt  writes  :  "Our  relation  to  the  Brethren  of  the  hserinansberg  and  Leipzig 
Missions  is  most  friendly.    Two  of  the  Hermansberg  Brethren  are  my  Country- 
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men,  and  one  of  them,  Brother  Peterson,  an  old  friend.  Their  Mission  has  beeii 
but  recently  begun.  A  most  friendly  relation  also  exists  between  us  and  the 
resident  English  families.  Their  friendship  is  of  great  value  to  us  personally 
and  the  Mission. 

The  Telugu  Country  contains  13  millions  of  inhabitants.  In  the  Godavery  or 
Rajahmundry  district,  with  6,000  square  miles  and  a  million  inhabitants,  there 
are  besides  ourselves  only  2  Missionaries  (Plymouth  Brethren,)  at  Nursapur. 
The  nearest  Mission  is  that  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society  at  Ellore,  120 
miles  distant.  Bro  Greening  established  this  Mission,  but  on  account  of  the  lack 
of  Missionaries  it  was  relinquished  and  transferred  to  the  Church  Missionary 
Society.  One  of  the  scholars  of  JSro.  Greening's  time  is  now  ordained  and  labor- 
ing in  their  service,  north  of  us,  the  nearest  station  is  Vizagapattam,  200 
miles  distant.  You  see  how  large  our  field  is,  and  that  more  than  a  million 
Heathen  are  uncared  for  except  by  our  Mission.  It  is  prdbable  that  the  Church 
Missionary  i-'ociety  will  ere  long  enter  on  this  field.  If  the  Lord  preserves  my1 
health,  I  desire  to  press  forward  into  the  interior  of  the  surrounding  country. 
The  statistics  of  the  Mission  are  as  follows,  or  as  nearly  so,  as  I  can  give  them.

The  above  table  is  not  exactly  correct,  but  it  is  not  overstated.  The  expen- 
ditures for  the  year,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  have  been 
$2,861.32.  The  exact  amounts  of  the  expenditures  have  been  mislaid  by  Father 
Beyer,  and  until  we  receive  copies  again  from  India,  we  are  unable  to  present 
a  minute  statement  of  individual  items.  Your  Committee  have  been  greatly 
gratified  at  the  co-operation  of  nearly  all  the  Synods  in  the  Council  in  the  sup-, 
port  of  the  Mission  during  the  past  year,  some  contribution  having  been  re? 
peiyed  from  every  Synod  except  one.  The  N.  Y.  Ministerium,  especially,  has 
shown  great  liberality. 

Several  Sunday  Schools  have  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer,  in  accordance 
with  the  request  made  last  year,  the  sum  of  $30.00,  for  the  support  of  a  youth 
whale  being  trained  for  the  office  of  teacher  or  Catechist,  and  have  pledged  a 
like  sum  for  at  least  three  years. 

These  schools  are  those  of  the  English  Lutheran  Church  at  Erie  ;  St.  James% 
at  Reading;  Trinity  Church,  Reading;  St.  Johannes',  Philadelphia;  St  Michael's, 
at  Germantown ;  Zion's,  at  Wilmington,  Bel. ;  German  Lutheran  Church,  at 
Rochester,  N.  Y.;  St.  John's,  Philadelphia.  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox  has  also  contributed 
a  like  amount. 

Early  in  this  year,  Rev.  H.  C.  Schmidt  made  an  extended  tour,  through  the 
mountains  up  the  Godavery,  North  and  West  of  Rajahmundry.  The  Kois  and 
Reities  whom  he  found  are  supposed  to  be  the  aborigines  before  the  immigration 
of  the  Telugus.  The  caste  system  does  not  prevail  among  them,  and  they  re- 
ceived the  Missionaries  very  gladly,  and  desired  that  teachers  should  be  sent 
to  them.    At  our  last  advices,  four  teachers  were  about  to  be  sent  to  thenL 

The  whole  work  of  the  Mission  is  progressing  very  favorably  ;  expensive  re- 
pairs in  the  buildings  must  be  made  this  year,  which  will  increase  the  expenses 
for  the  year.  ^  B.  M. ■SCHMTJCKER,

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : 

Grace  and  peace  from  God  the  Father,  and 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  be  with  you  all.  Met  again,  as  a  synod,  to 
take  counsel  together  in  regard  to  matters  touching  the  interests  of 
the  several  congregations  represented  by  us  as  pastors  and  lay  dele- 
gates, and  whose  spiritual  welfare  has  been  confided  to  our  care,  it 
becomes  us,  first  of  all,  to  acknowledge  with  heartfelt  gratitude  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  manifested  toward  us  during  the  past 
year,  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  collective  body.  Death  has  not 
entered  our  ranks  ;  and  though  all  of  us  are  not  here  this  day,  yet  all, 
with  one  unhappy  exception,  are  actively  engaged  in  some  portion 
of  our  Master's  vineyard,  where  He,  who  has  sent  them  forth,  may 
sustain  and  abundantly  bless  them  in  their  labors. 

My  official  acts,  a  report  of  which  your  presiding  officer  is  con- 
stitutionally required  to  present  at  each  annual  session,  are  as 
follows: 

removals. 

April  11th,  1870,  was  informed  by  Rev.  H.  Eggers  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Lake  Shore  charge,  in  Erie  county,  and  would  remove  to 
Carlisle,  Pa. 

About  the  same  time  Rev.  M.  L.  Kunkelman  removed  from  the 
Zelienople  charge. 
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June  9th,  received  a  letter  from  pastor  J.  H.  Fritz,  stating  that  he 
s  had  dissolved  his  pastoral  connection  with  the  Butler  charge  and 
intended  to  remove  to  Melville,  N.  J. 

About  the  same  time  Licentiate  P.  Born  announced  to  me  that  he 
had  resigned  his  charge  in  Indiana  and  accepted  a  call  to  Rochester. 

August  3d,  Rev.  Prof.  H.  E.  Jacobs  announced  to  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  pastorate  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer  at  Philips- 
burg,  and  accepted  the  call  of  the  Ministerium  of 'Pennsylvania,  to 
act  as  her  representative  in  the  Franklin  Professorship  in  Pennsyl- 
vania College. 

APPLICATIONS  FOE  MEMBERSHIP. 

July  30th,  the  German  Secretary  informed  me  that  the  Lake  Shore 
charge,  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  H.  Eggers,  had  been 
again  supplied  by  Rev.  W.  Seeger,  of  Baltimore,  who  will  apply 
for  admission  for  membership  in  this  body. 

August  17th,  Rev.  L.  H.  Geschwind  announced  his  acceptance  of 
a  call  from  the  Butler  charge,  as  also  his  intention  of  being  present 
at  this  session  with  the  view  of  applying  for  membership. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

August  22d,  Rev.  Isaac  Brenneman  advised  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  Mosertown  charge,  said  resignation  to  take  effect  on 
the  first  of  November. 

DISMISSIONS. 

September  9th,  pastor  J.  H.  Fritz  having  taken  charge  of  congre- 
gations connected  with  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  applied  for  and 
received  an  honorable  dismission  from  this  to  that  body. 

September  13th,  Rev.  J.  D.  English  received  his  honorable  dis- 
mission from  this  Synod. 

INSTALLATIONS. 

Rev.  W,  P.  Ruthrauff,  having  accepted  a  call  from  the  newly 
organized  congregation  in  Akron,  O.,  was  installed  July  31  st,  Rev.  S. 
Laird  officiating. 

VACANCIES. 

The  Zelienople- charge,  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of  Br.  Kun- 
kelman,  and  the  Indiana  charge,  made  vacant  by  the  removal  of 
Licentiate  Born,  remain  still  unsupplied. 

CORNER    STONES  LAID. 

July  14th,  Rev.  M.  Schweigert  reported  the  laying  of  the  corner 
stone  of  a  new  church  at  Kammerdieners'  charge,  in  Armstrong 
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county.  The  Church  will  be  a  frame,  30x40.  Rev.  Roth  assisted 
the  pastor  on  the  occasion. 

September  20th,  a  corner  stone  was  laid  for  a  new  house  of 
worship,  43x60,  with  basement,  for  the  congregation  of  St.  Paul's 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  near  Saversville,  Butler  county,  in 
Rev.  J.  K.  Melhorn's  charge.  Rev.  S.  Laird,  of  Pittsburgh, 
assisted  on  the  occasion. 

CHURCH  DEDICATIONS. 

Salem  Ev.  Luth.  Curch,  at  Salem  Cross-Roads,  in  Br.  V.  B. 
Christy's  charge,  was  solemnly  dedicated  to  the  worship  of 
of  the  Triune  God.  Revs.  Passavant  and  Plitt  of  our  Synod,  and 
Revs.  E.  Smith  and  J.  H.  Smith,  of  the  English  District  Synod  of 
Ohio,  were  present  and  took  part  in  the  exercises,  whilst  the  pastor, 
assisted  by  Br.  Roth,  performed  the  act  of  dedication. 

The  new  Church  of  the  Twelve  Apostles,  in  Saegertown,  Craw- 
ford county,  in  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev.  D.  M.  Kemerer,  was 
dedicated  January  9th,  Rev.  Dr.  Passavant  preaching  the  dedica- 
tory sermon,  and  the  pastor,  assisted  by  Br.  Roth,  performed  the 
act  of  consecration.  Before  entering  the  new  house  of  worship 
services  were  performed  in  the  old  church,  an  appropriate  sermon 
being  preached  by  the  pastor.  It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  this  edi- 
fice takes  the  place  of  a  so-called  Union  Church,  occupied  jointly  by 
the  Lutheran  and  German  Reformed  congregations  of  that  place. 
This  is  as  it  should  be,  and  we  sincerely  trust  that  all  congregations 
similarly  situated  may  imitate  the  praiseworthy  example  of  the 
Church  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  by  building  exclusively  Lutheran 
houses  of  worship. 

Sunday,  September  25th,  St.  John's  Ger.  Ev.  Luth.  Church, 
at  Girard,  Erie  county,  Pa.,  in  *the  Lake  Shore  charge,  was 
solemnly  dedicated  to  the  service  of  the  Triune  God.  The 
pastor,  Rev.  W.  Seeger,  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Boehner,  of  Erie,  who 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon. 

NEW  ORGANIZATIONS. 

St.  Luke's  Eng.  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  in  the  borough  of  Saxonburg, 
Butler  county,  Pa.,  was  organized  June  6th,  18*70,  with  twenty- 
eight  members.    Rev.  J.  K.  Melhorn  is  pastor. 

INSTRUCTIONS  OF  SYNOD   CARRIED  OtJT. 

According  to  resolution,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  cele- 
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brate,  with  appropriate  exercises,  the  25th  anniversary  of  the  organ- 
ization of  our  Synod. 

The  officers,  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  Synod,  took 
measures  to  have  a  commission  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Beaver 
Co.,  to  inquire  into  Br.  J.  Welker^s  mental  condition,  and  that 
unfortunate  brother  is  now  an  inmate  of  the  asylum  at  Dixmont. 

The  President,  according  to  instruction,  addressed  letters  respec- 
tively to  Revs.  J.  G.  Young  and  J.  H.  C.  Schierenbeck.  From  the 
latter  a  reply  has  been  received,  which  will  be  referred  to  the  proper 
committee.    The  former  has  returned  no  answer. 

A  resolution  expressive  of  the  sense  of  Synod  in  regard  to  cer- 
tain denunciations  against  Licentiate  P.  Born  and  his  vestry,  by 
certain  individuals  professing  themselves  members  of  the  German 
Ev.  Luth.  Church  of  Indiana,  Indiana  county,  Pa.,  was  communi- 
cated to  the  vestry  of  said  church.  The  resolution  declared 
that  these  denunciations  rested  entirely  upon  falsehood  and  mis- 
representations, but  the  individuals  referred  to  their  dissatisfaction 
in  communications  to  our  Secretaries  in  language  so  bitter,  and  com- 
plained of  injustice  in  terms  so  strong,  that  in  justice  to  all  con- 
cerned I  appointed  a  committee  from  the  Southern  Conference,  with 
instructions  to  repair  to  Indiana  and  there  examine  once  more  the 
charges  in  question.  The  committee  met  and  I  am  happy  to  state 
that  it  appears  from  a  communication  of  its  Secretary,  that  the 
decision  of  Synod  is  fully  sustained  by  the  facts  coming  within 
their  notice. 

DEPOSITION. 

During  February  last  charges  deeply  affecting  the  moral  charac- 
ter of  Rev.  C.  J.  Steinbach,  having  been  brought  before  me,  I  im- 
mediately took  the  necessary  steps  of  having  them  investigated  by 
calling  a  convention  of  the  Ohio  River  Conference,  of  which  he  was 
a  member.  Before,  however,  this  convention  could  be  held,  the 
-accused  made  confession  of  his  crime,  whereupon,  in  conformity  to 
the  requirements  of  our  constitution,  the  painful  duty  devolved 
upon  me  to  depose  him  from  the  office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry. 
May  God  have  mercy  upon  him. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  calling  your  attention  to 
our  financial  operations.  It  is  a  well  known  and  deeply  to  be  regret- 
ted fact,  that  we  begin  each  Synodical  year  with  an  exhausted 
treasury,  making  our  appropriations  for  the  various  benevolent  en- 
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tet'prlses  in  which  we  are  engaged,  with  a  view  to  the  apportioned 
contributions  expected  to  be  remitted  by  the  several  charges  consti- 
tuting this  body,  to  its  treasurer,  during  the  course  of  the  year- 
Experience  has,  however,  shown  that  by  far  the  greatest  amount  of 
these  remittances  flow  into  the  treasury  only  at  the  close 
of  the  year.  This  obliges  our  treasurer  and  those  managing  our 
benevolent  operations  to  borrow  money  or  withhold  from  those  em- 
ployed as  missionaries  the  support  so  greatly  needed.  This  ought 
not  so  to  be,  and  the  fact  that  this  Synod  has  made  repeated  efforts 
to  remedy  this  evil,  affords  abundant  proof  that  the  brethren  have 
grown  weary  of  crippling  along  at  this  poor  and  miserable  rate,  and 
encourages  me  in  bringing  the  subject  especially  before  you.  The 
remedy  thus  far  adopted  has  signally  failed  of  success.  We  have 
increased  our  apportionments.  This  might  gradually  have  helped 
us  out  of  the  difficulty  if  our  appropriations  had  been  somewhat 
curtailed,  or,  at  least,  not  augmented.  But  instead  of  doing  this 
our  appropriations  have  been  fully  up,  if  they  have  not  exceeded, 
our  income,  and  thus  instead  of  getting  out  of  the  mire  we  have 
only  sunk  deeper  into  it.  Brethren,  I  repeat  it,  this  ought  not  so 
to  be,  and  T  would  most  respectfully  and  urgently  press  this  matter 
home  to  your  most  earnest  consideration. 

And  now,  may  the  God  of  peace,  that  brought  again  from  the 
dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through 
the  blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  us  perfect  in  every  good 
work  to  do  his  will,  working  in  us  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his 
sight,  through  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen.

The  great  tide  of  emigration  from  Northern 
Europe  has  brought  vast  numbers  of  Swedes  and  Norwegians  to 
our  shores.  This  Augustana  Synod  heretofore  consisting  of  these 
two  nationalities  has  had  a  great  and  important  work  in  gathering 
together  the  scattered  members  of  their  brethren  in  the  faith,  and 
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right  nobly  have  they  accomplished  this  work.  Their  congrega- 
tions are  increasing  and  multiplying,  and  many  fine  churches  are  being 
erected  as  monuments  to  their  energy  and  devotion  to  the  Church 
of  their  fathers  and  to  the  glory  of  Christ. 

At  this  session  of  the  Augustana  Synod  a  peaceful  separation 
occurred  between  these  two  nationalities,  and  the  Norwegians 
formed  a  Danish-Norwegian  Augustana  Synod. 

The  Missionary  operations  have  so  enlarged  upon  this  Synod,  that 
there  was  an  entire  change  of  the  manner  in  doing  their  work. 
Their  missions  are  scattered  throughout  all  the  North-western 
States.  The  plan  adopted  was  that  used  in  our  Synod,  and  which 
is  also  recommended  by  the  General  Council. 

This  Synod  resolved  unanimously  to  formally  unite  with  the 
General  Council. 

The  sessions  upon  the  whole  were  harmonious,  and  great  promi- 
nence was  given  to  the  preaching  of  the  Word. 

The  Synod  was  ably  represented  in  the  person  of  Rev.  W.  A- 
Passavant. 

A  delegate  was  again  appointed  to  represent  them  at  this  con- 
vention in  the  person  of  Rev.  C.  O.  Hultgren.

Resolved,  That  we  sincerely  regret  the  absence  of  the  Rev.  Pastor 
Hultgren,  and  that  we  reciprocate  the  fraternal  feelings  of  the 
Augustana  Synod.    (Session  X.) 

English  District  Synod  of  Ohio. 

The  delegate  to  the  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio,  respectfully 
reports  that  he  attended  the  last  Convention  of  that  body  at  Goshen, 
Indiana,  in  the  charge  of  Pastor  J.  Weber,  and  was  cordially 
welcomed  as  a  delegate  of  this  body.  The  meeting  was  one  of 
great  interest,  and  a  delightful  spirit  of  unity  both  in  doctrine  and 
church  polity  prevailed.  The  efficiency  of  the  Synod  has  been 
largely  increased  during  the  past  year  both  in  pastoral  and  missionary 
labor,  and  the  contributions  to  benevolent  objects  have  been  more 
than  doubled.    A  wide  door  of  usefulness  is  opened  up  before  this 
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body,  both  in  the  State  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  and  while  there  are 
many  adversaries,  there  are  also  many  encouragements  which  give 
the  certain  hope  of  a  prosperous  future.  Rev.  G.  A.  Bruegel  Avas 
elected  as  a  delegate  to  this  body,  and  we  are  happy  to  add  is 
present  among  us.

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  hereby 
return  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  homelike  cheer  and  kindnesses  here 
enjoyed,  and  pray  the  Giver  of  all  Good  abundantly  to  bless  our 
generous  hosts  in  this  Christian  community. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  be  returned 
to  the  Railroad  Companies,  through  whose  courtesies  this  body  is 
}    indebted  for  favors  enjoyed  in  attending  this  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  be  returned 
to  Rev.  D.  M.  Kemerer,  pastor  loci,  for  his  successful  efforts  in 
securing  reduced  rates  on  the  Railroads.    (Session  X.)

Warren,  Warren  Co.,  Pa.,  was  selected  as  the  place,  and  Wed- 
nesday preceding  the  first  Sunday  in  October,  at  9  A.  M.,  1871,  as 
the  time  of  the  next  Convention  of  Synod.

Closing  Exercises. 

At  11  A.  M.,  Tuesday  Oct.  4th,  A.  D.  1870,  Synod  united  in 
singing  hymn  No.  274,  "  A  Mighty  Fortress  is  our  God,"  and  after 
the  order  of  the  Pennsylvania  Synod's  Liturgy,  the  Twenty-Eighth 
Convention  was  closed. 
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GENERAL  COUNCIL 

Report  of  Delegates. 

The  delegates  appointed  by  this  Synod,  at  its  last  session,  to 
attend  the  Third  Convention  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Ev. 
Luth.  Church  in  America,  held  in  Chicago,  111.,  from  the  4th  to  10th 
of  November,  A.  D.  1869,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Synod  of  Wisconsin  announced  its  withdrawal  from  the 
General  Council.  The  Foreign  Mission  work,  hitherto  under  the 
control  of  the  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  was  transferred  to  the 
Council,  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  that  Synod,  constituted  as 
the  General  Council's  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions.  The  Home 
Mission  work  also  occupied  a  large  portion  of  the  attention  of  the 
Council.  In  order  to  develop  the  interests  of  our  Church  in  the 
West,  it  was  resolved  in  confident  reliance  upon  Almighty  God 
and  his  promised  grace,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  alone  for 
His  glory,  to  take  the  necessary  steps  towards  the  establishment  of 
a  Theological  Seminary,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Chicago. 

The  care  of  the  Immigrant  Mission  at  New  York  was  assumed  by 
the  Council.  A  new  edition  of  the  English  Church  Book  was 
ordered,  in  which  the  second  order  of  service  is  to  be  omitted, 
and  the  introits,  collects  and  pericopes  to  be  arranged  in  place  for 
each  Sunday  and  Festival.  A  committee  was  also  appointed  to 
select  music  for  the  book.  The  committee  on  the  German  Church 
Book,  reported  a  provisional  Hymn  Book,  which  was  ordered  to  be 
published.  The  Church  Book  Committee  reported  the  work  on 
the  Sunday  School  Hymn  and  Service  Book  as  in  an  advanced 
state  of  preparation.  Measures  were  taken  to  develope  a  Sunday 
School  literature,  at  once  true  to  our  Church  and  her  history,  and 
profitable  to  our  youth. 

Resolutions  were  passed,  making  important  recommendations  in 
reference  to  the  relations  to  each  other,  of  the  different  languages 
in  use  in  our  churches  in  this  country.  The  Lutheran  Book  Store 
was  requested  to  issue  suitable  tracts,  "  especially  in  regard  to 
doctrines  which  have  been  misrepresented  or  misunderstood,"  and 
the  General  Council  pledged  itself  to  aid  in  the  preparation  and 
diffusion  of  these  tracts.  Time  was  set  apart  after  doctrinal  discus- 
sion at  the  next  Convention;  "Justification  by  Faith1'  designated 
as  the  theme,  and  Dr.  Krauth  appointed  to  prepare  suitable  theses 
on  the  subject.  Delegates  were  appointed  to  the  General  Lutheran 
Conference  to  be  held  at  Leipsic,  June,  1870,  and  arrangements 
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made  for  correspondence  with  our  Southern  brethren.  The  follow- 
ing recommendations  require  the  attention  of  Synod: 

Resolved,  That  the  several  district  Synods  be  requested  to 
transfer  all  funds  collected  for  Foreign  Missions  to  the  Treasury  of 
the  General  Council,  to  be  used  for  that  object.  (Minutes  of  G.  C. 
|  25.) 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Council  respectfully,  but  earnestly 
recommend  the  several  district  Synods  represented  in  this  body,  to 
take  immediate  steps  to  introduce  such  plans  of  systematic  bene- 
ficence among  their  congregations,  as  will  best  develop  the 
resources  and  increase  the  liberality  of  the  Church.  {Minutes  of  G. 
C.p.  27.) 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  contingent  fund,  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  General  Council,  out  of  which  shall  be  defrayed 
the  expenses  of  the  delegates  to  its  Conventions,  the  printing  of 
the  minutes,  &c,  the  Synods,  connected  therewith  be  requested  to 
send  up  at  least  one  dollar  for  every  one  hundred  members  belonging 
I  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  the  district  Synods  be  requested  to  transfer  at 
least  one'  fifth  of  all  their  funds,  collected  for  home  missions  and 
church  extension,  to  the  Treasury  of  the  General  Council,  to  be 
expended  by  its  Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions,  in  the 
I    furtherance  of  the  objects  specified.  G.  A.  Wenzel,

EDUCATION. 

The  Education  Committee. 
j  Respectfully  reports, 

1.  That  at  its  last  Convention,  Synod  took  action  concerning 
I  Rev.  J.  D.  Roth,  H.  Peters,  J.  J.  H.  Zahn,  J.  W.  Myers,  J.  A. 
i  ShetFer,  Jno.  Kuhns,  A.  A.  Gerndt  and  F.  C.  E.  Lemcke. 
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(1.)  Bro.  Roth  finished  his  third  year  in  the  Seminary  of  the  Ev. 
Luth.  Church  at  Philadelphia,  and  received  a  certificate  of  gradua- 
tion from  that  Institution.  He  remains  in  charge  of  the  North 
Williamsburg  pastorate,  Canada,  and  during  its  recent  Convention 
received  ordination  from  the  Canada  Synod. 

He  was  paid  $200. 

(2.)  Bro.  Peters  passed  the  year  at  Thiel  Hall.  His  deportment 
and  standing  continued  most  excellent.  The  Education  Committee 
used  the  discretionary  power  granted  by  Synod,  and  in  addition  to 
the  $200  appropriated,  paid  him  $20,  in  order  that  he  might  con- 
tinue his  studies  during  part  of  the  Summer  vacation  to  prepare 
himself  for  the  Senior  Class  at  Muhlenberg  College,  where  he  now  is. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

(3.)  Bro.  J.  J.  H.  Zahn  has  been  in  attendance  at  Thiei  Hall.  His 
conduct  and  progress  are  very  commendable.  He  was  paid  $200. 
He  is  now  a  member  of  the  Sophomore  Class  in  Thiel  College  of 
the  Ev.  Luth.  Church. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

(4.)  Bro.  Myers  attended  Thiel  Hall,  entering  some  time  after 
the  scholastic  year  began.  His  conduct  was  good ;  his  scholarship 
improved.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Synod,  he  was 
paid  $167.25.  With  the  consent  of  the  Education  Committee  and 
under  the  immediate  care  of  Rev.  J.  A.  Roof,  Bro.  M.  spent  his 
vacation  as  a  Catechist,  among  some  vacant  Congregations  of  the 
English  Synod  of  Ohio.  Through  the  benefactions  of  the  people 
among  whom  he  labored,  this  brother  has  been  relieved  from 
embarrassing  debt,  heretofore  contracted.  After  full  consideration 
of  all  the  circumstances,  Bro.  M.  has  been  sent  to  the  Seminary  at 
Philadelphia. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

(5.)  Bro.  Sheffer,  having  applied  for  assistance  in  defraying 
expenses  for  the  past  year,  in  accordance  with  the  instruction  of 
Synod,  $50  were  paid  him.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Education 
Committee,  he  has  gone  to  Muhlenberg  College  entering  the  Junior 
Class. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended,  together  with  $50  to 
meet  expenses  incurred  in  his  past  education. 

(6.)  Jno.  Kuhns.  Obeying  the  instruction  of  Synod  at  last  Con- 
vention, your  Committee  has  paid  the  pro  rata  proportion  of  his 
expenses  at  Thiel  Hall,  amounting  to  $40. 

(7.)  A.  A.  Gerndt  continued  at  Thiel  Hall  until  the  Chri-stmas 
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vacation,  when  his  diligence  and  deportment  having  proved  entirely 
unsatisfactory  to  the  Education  Committee,  his  name  was  stricken 
from  the  list  of  Beneficiaries.    He  was  paid  $63.50. 

(8.)  Bro.  Lemcke  has  passed  the  year  at  Thiel  Hall.  His  progress 
has  been  very  commendable,  and  his  conduct  very  fair;  $175  were 
paid  him.  He  is  now  a  member  of  the  Freshman  Class  in  Thiel 
College. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

II.  Since  the  last  Convention  of  Synod  your  Committee  has  taken 
action  relative  to  L.  J.  Zahn,  J.  B.  Schaeffer,  S.  W.  Kuhns,  John 
Bott  and  H.  L.  McMurry. 

(1)  Bro.  L.  J.  Zahn,  presenting  satisfactory  credentials,  was  sent 
to  Thiel  Hall.  His  progress  and  conduct  have  been  very  fair.  He 
was  paid  $100.  He  is  now  a  member  of  the  Freshman  Class  in  Thiel 
College. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

(2.)  Bro.  Schaeffer,  after  personal  examination  and  presenting  the 
necessary  testimonials  was  received  upon  the  education  funds  of 
Synod.  With  the  consent  of  your  committee,  he  will  be  engaged 
for  some  time  as  an  Assistant  in  the  Academy  under  the  care  of 
Rev.  J.  B.  Fox. 

It  is  recommended  that  his  expenses  during  the  current  Synodical 
year  be  paid,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Education  Committee. 

(3).  Bro.  S.  W.  Kuhns  has  been  prosecuting  his  studies  under  the 
direction  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Fox.  After  a  personal  examination  by  the 
Education  Committee,  and  on  satisfactory  certificates,  he  has  been 
sent  to  Muhlenberg  College,  where  he  now  is  a  member  of  the  Junior 
Class. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended,  together  with  $50  to 
meet  expenses  incurred  in  his  past  education. 

(4.)  Bro.  Bott  appeared  before  your  committee  with  satisfactory 
testimonials,  and  after  examination  was  received  upon  our  funds. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Freshman  Class  in  Thiel  College. 

An  appropriation  of  $100  is  recommended. 

(5.)  Bro.  McMurry  on  personal  examination  and  with  the  proper 
certificates  was  received,  and  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  at  Thiel 
College. 

An  appropriation  of  $200  is  recommended. 

III.  The  money  in  amount  $175 — loaned  Rev.  J.  S.  C.  Weills 
without  interest  for  the  prosecution  of  his  theological  studies,  and 
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for  which  your  Committee  holds  his  notes, payable  in  three  years, 
will  come  into  our  hands  during  the  current  Synodical  year. 

IV.  Application  for  aid  having  been  made  in  behalf  of  a  young 
brother  in  course  of  education,  at  an  institution  not  under  control 
of  the  Lutheran  Church,  your  committee  requests  for  its  guidance, 
the  answer  of  Synod  to  this  question :  May  young  men  prosecuting 
their  studies  at  institutions  not  under  the  care  of  the  Ev.  Luth. 
Church  receive  aid  from  the  education  funds  of  this  Synod  ? 

V.  In  the  name  of  the  Synod  and  in  behalf  of  our  Beneficiaries 
so  favored,  your  Committee  would  hereby  heartily  thank  the  kind 
friends  through  whose  interest  and  effort  a  good  supply  of  clothing 
was  secured.  The  attention  of  our  people  is  called  to  this  method 
of  rendering  substantial  assistance  to  the  young  men  under  the 
care  of  your  Committee.

According  to  a  rule  of  the  Synod  the  roll  was  called,  and  sixteen 
young  men  in  the  bounds  of  our  congregations  were  reported  as 
studying  or  about  beginning  their  studies,  with  a  view  to  the 
ministry.    (Session  III.) 

Thiel  College. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  elected  at  the  last  Convention  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod,  to  control  the  interests  of  Thiel  Hall,  and  to  make 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  a  College,  to  be  established  under 
the  auspices  of  Synod,  respectfully  presents  the  following  report: 

During  the  year,  three  meetings  have  been  held ;  the  first  in 
the  First  Eng.  Ev.  Luth.  Church  of  Pittsburgh,  March  8th ;  the 
second  at  the  same  place,  June  21st ;  and  the  third  in  the  "Church 
of  the  Twelve  Apostles,"  Saegertown,  Pa.,  Sept.  27th  and  28th, 
1870. 

The  Board  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  G.  A.  Wenzel 
as  President,  and  Rev.  H.  E.  Jacobs  as  Secretary,  who  on  his  resig- 
nation has  been  succeeded  by  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth. 

At  the  first  meeting  a  charter  was  adopted,  which  was  presented 
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to  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  passed  by  that  body  and  signed 
by  the  Governor.    It  is  hereby  presented  to  Synod. 

At  the  same  meeting,  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  L.  Thiel,  to  whose 
liberality,  the  Institution  owes  its  existence,  was  announced.  '  The 
following  resolutions  were  passed  : 

Since  it  has  pleased  the  Almighty  and  Allwise  in  His  Providence, 
to  call  Bro.  A.  L.  Thiel,  a  fellow-member  of  this  Board,  into  another 
world, 

Resolved,  That  we  bow  with  humble  submission  to  His  holy 
will,  in  the  steadfast  hope  that,  our  present  loss  is  our  brother's 
lasting  gain. 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  regret  that  the  work  of  Christian 
Education  in  our  midst  is  thus  early  deprived  of  the  earnest 
interest,  counsel  and  prayer  of  our  departed  brother. 

Resolved,  That  we  will  strive  with  new  zeal  to  secure  for  Thiel 
Hall,  the  child  of  his  affections  and  benefactions,  that  measure  of 
success  which  was  the  object  of  his  constant  efforts  and  hope. 

Resolved,  That  to  his  suffering  wife,  we  extend  our  sincerest 
sympathies  in  her  sore  bereavement,  and  unite  in  fervent  petition 
that  in  all  her  afflictions  she  may  be  abundantly  sustained  by  that 
faith  and  consolation  which  the  loving  Father  promises  to  His 
believing  children. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  Board,  and  that  a  copy  be  furnished  Mrs.  Thiel. 

At  the  second  meeting,  a  committee  which  had  been  appointed 
to  be  present  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the  scholastic  year  of  Thiel 
Hall,  1869 — 70,  presented  the  following  report: 

"  The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  year  was  thirty- 
five,  of  whom  one  is  prepared  to  enter  the  Senior,  six  the  Sophomore 
and  five  the  Freshmen  Class.  The  teachers  were  Rev.  H.  E.  Jacobs, 
Principal,  Mr.  F.  R.  Feitshans,  and  Miss.  A.  E.  Downing. 

"  On  Monday,  June  20th,  a  number  of  classes  were  examined  in 
presence  of  the  committee.  From  the  character  of  the  examination, 
your  committee  can  but  speak  in  commendation  of  the  careful 
teaching  on  the  part  of  the  instructors,  and  the  more  than  usual 
attention  and  progress  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

"  The  already  over-burdened  Principal  found  it  impossible  to  give 
the  time  required  to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  lower  classes,  whose 
interests  thereby  were  somewhat  interfered  with.  It  is  necessary 
that  a  teaching  force  equal  to  the  demands  of  the  school  be  pro- 
vided, that  this  lack  be  fully  supplied. 

"  The  care  given  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  pupils  was  par- 
ticularly gratifying.  Home-like  influences  envelope  the  school  and 
the  moral  tone  is  high.  The  English  Ev.  Luth.  Church  of  the 
Redeemer  uses  the  full  church  service  in  the  public  worship  of  the 
sanctuary.  By  baptism  and  confirmation,  in  the  past  year,  nine  of 
the  pupils  were  admitted  to  church-fellowship. 

"  The  beautiful  and  healthful  location  of  Thiel  Hall  is  generally 


known.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  access  to  the  place  is  very 
difficult  however,  interfering  not  a  little  with  the  prosperity  of  the 
school.  We  would  rejoice  also,  were  the  rooms  and  accommoda- 
tions'now  in  use,  such  as  we  desire  for  our  institution. 

"  That  the  good  Lord  will  aid  us  in  speedily  securing  what  will 
meet  the  wants  of  a  superior  school,  is  our  sincere  prayer." 

Mr.  A.  L.  Thiel,  having  left  in  charge  of  Revs.  AY.  A.  Passavant  and 
G.  A.  Wenzel,  $ — ,  towards  the  endowment  fund,  the  Board  resolved 
for  the  present  to  seek  the  establishment  of  an  educational  institut- 
ion, for  the  present  embracing  the  first  and  second  college  classes, 
together  with  a  prepatory  school.  It  was  determined  for  this  pur- 
pose, to  elect  a  First  and  Second  Professor,  and  a  Principal  of  the 
Preparatory  Department.  The  income  derived  from  the  Thiel 
fund  was  sacredly  set  apart  for  the  support  of  the  professors.  The 
revenue  accrueing  from  tuition  for  the  present  is  to  be  devoted  to  the 
same  purpose.  The  salaries  of  the  College  Professors  were  fixed  at 
§1000,  and  that  of  the  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department 
at  8800  per  annum. 

The  First  and  Second  Professorships  were  filled  respectively  by 
the  election  of  Rev.  H.  E.  Jacobs  and  W.  F.  Ulery  and  Rev.  D. 
McKee  was  elected  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  Department. 

The  two  latter  brethren  accepted  the  situations  tendered  them ; 
the  former  having  declined,  his  place  has  been  supplied  by  the 
election  and  acceptance  of  Rev.  H.  W.  Roth. 

Thiel  Hall,  Phillipsburg,  Pa.,  has,  for  the  present,  been  designated 
as  the  location  of  the  Institution.  A  committee  was  appointed  to 
canvass  the  ground  in  Western  Pennsylvania  and  Eastern  Ohio  and 
recommend  a  site  for  the  proposed  College,  but  not  being  prepared 
to  recommend  a  location,  was  at  its  own  request,  discharged. 

September  1st,  1870,  was  designated  as  the  date  for  the  opening 
of  the  Institution.  The  boarding  department  was  placed  in  charge 
of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Downing,  with  the  understanding  that  for  $4.00  per 
week,  students  are  to  be  furnished  boarding,  fuel,  light  and  washing. 

A  room  rent  of  $1.00  per  term  is  to  be  charged  all  students  who 
are  not  beneficiaries.  The  tuition  was  fixed  at  840  per  annum;  new 
pupils  to  be  charged  81.00  per  week  from  the  time  of  entering  the 
Institution ;  other  deductions  to  be  made  only  in  case  of  illness, 
necessitating  an  absence  of  not  less  than  five  weeks  from  the  Insti- 
tution. 

Necessary  arrangements  for  advertising  and  for  the  keeping  up 
of  the  buildings  have  been  made. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  following- 
report  of  the  condition  and  wants  of  Thiel  College  is  respectfully 
submitted : 

I.  Condition,  (a)  The  buildings  and  grounds  are  in  fair  order. 

(o)  There  are  six  members  in  the  Sophomore  Class,  eight  in  the 
Freshman  and  nine  in  lower  classes. 

(c)  The  English  District  Synod  of  Ohio  will  send  its  benficiaries 
to  this  Institution,  one  of  whom  has  already  entered.  Applications 


for  the  reception  of  other  students  have  been  made,  and  the  pros- 
pects of  increase  are  good. 

IT.  Wants,  (a)  An  increased  number  of  pupils,  (b)  The  hearty 
and  full  co-operation  of  all  our  pastors  and  congregations,  their 
material  support  and  encouraging  influence,  much  patience  and 
many  and  earnest  prayers,  (c)  A  well-selected  library  of  the  most 
necessary  books  for  the  general  use  of  the  students,  under  suitable 
regulations,  (d)  A  fund  for  repairs  and  the  providing  of  some 
needed  apparatus  for  the  recitation  rooms. 

III.  There  are  of  course  many  other  items  which  readily  suggest 
themselves  to  every  thoughtful  mind  fully  conversant  with  the  situ- 
ation of  our  Institution,  to  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  refer  in  this 
report.  The  discussion  of  some  of  them  will  occur  in  the  consider- 
ation of  certain  resolutions  already  submitted  by  the  Board.

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  Synod  to  hold  the 
property  known  as  "  Thiel  Hall  "  under  the  charter  of  "  Thiel  Col- 
lege of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church." 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  recommend  Synod  to  raise  $1000, 
as  a  contingent  fund  for  the  use  of  Thiel  College.

(4.)  Resolved,  That  Synod  be  notified  to  till  the  vacancies  existing 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees.

Whereas,  The  Synod  has  heard  the  statements  of  the  brethren 
appointed  by  Mr.  A.  Louis  Thiel  to  hold  certain  endowment  funds  in 
trust  for  Thiel  College  in  order  that  there  may  not  be  a  division  of 
trust  funds,  and  that  there  may  not  be  two  sets  of  trustees  to  hold 
the  college  endowment, 

Resolved,  That  Synod  recommend  these  brethren  to  transfer  the 
funds  in  their  hands  to  the  Trustees  of  Thiel  College  when  a  char- 
ter shall  have  been  adopted,  unless  there  should  be  legal  difficulties 
preventing  it. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  of  the  death  of  either  or  both  of  these  trus- 
tees, before  the  above  resolution  can  be  carried  out,  the  Synod 
hereby  designates  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Thiel  College  as  his  or 
their  successors.    (Session  VII.) 
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Resolved,  That  the  location  of  Tliiel  College  be  restricted  to1 
Western  Pennsylvania.     (Session  IX.) 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  taken  up. 
Resolution  1.  Adopted. 

"  2.  Referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  power  to  act. 

"  3.  Adopted. 

"  4.  The  resignation  of  Rev.  H.  Reck  as  a  member  of  the 

Board  of  Trustees  accepted.

(Session  IX.) 

Charter  of  Thiel  College. 

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  Thiel  College  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and -It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  the  academy,  now  known  as  Thiel  Hall,  and  now  temporarily  lo- 
cated at  Phillipsburg,  Beaver  County,  Pennsylvania,  be  erected  into 
an  Institution  of  learning,  consisting  of  a  college  and  such  prepara- 
tory departments  as  the  Trustees  thereof  may  deem  necessary,  to  be 
permanently  located  at  such  place  In  Western  Pennsylvania  as  the 
Trustees  hereafter  may  determine,  under  the  name,  style  and  title  of 
Thiel  College  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  by  the  same 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  to  take,  hold  and 
purchase,  for  the  use  of  said  Institution  of  learning,  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels  and  moneys  of  whatever  kind  or  quality,  real, 
personal  or  mixed,  by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assur- 
ance, will,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  for  any  person  or  persons 
whomsoever,  capable  of  making  the  same,  and  the  same  from  time 
to  time,  to  grant,  convey,  sell,  mortgage  or  dispose  of,  for  the  use  of. 
said  Institution,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  singular,  the  matters  and 
things  which  may  be  lawful  to  do  for  the  well-being  of  the  Institu- 
tion and  due  management  and  ordering  of  the  affairs  thereof,  Pro- 
vided,  The  yearly  value  of  the  income  of  said  real  and  personal 
estate  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  management  of  said  Institution  shall  be  lodged 
in  a  Board  of  Trustees,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  in  number,  a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Pitts- 
burgh Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  now  in  connection 
with  the  "  General  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in 
America/'and  to  serve  for  three  years,  the  President  of  the  said  Synod 
being,  ex-officlo,  a  member  of  said  Board,  and  the  remaining  twen- 
ty-four being,  so  elected  that  the  term  of  office  of  one-third  of  their' 
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number  shall  expire  each  year.  That  for  the  present  the  following 
persons  shall  constitute  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  wit:  G.  Anthony 
Wenzel,  Henry  E.  Jacobs,  William  A.  Passavant,  Jonathan  Sarver, 
Samuel  Laird,  John  K.  Plitt,  J.  Lawson  Smith,  Henry  W.  Roth,  Henry 
Reck,  Duncan  M.  Kemerer,  F.  C.  H.  Lampe,  John  K.  Melhorn, 
Hermann  Gilbert,  Thomas  H.  Lane,  Lewis  Kim,  Henry  Jarecki, 
Lewis  Trauger,  George  Black,  G.  D.  Kughler,  A.  Herzel,  Oliver 
Saeger,  Lewis  Nielander,  Emanuel  J.  Schmauck,  John  Keck,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-one. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  and  their  successors  shall 
elect  a  President,  Secretary, -and  Treasurer,  of  their  own  body  and 
shall  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  to  serve  and  to  use  for  all  causes, 
matters  and  affairs  of  theirs  and  their  successors,  and  the  same  may 
alter,  or  make  anew  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  said  Trustees,  held  at  the 
said  Institution  annually,  and  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  shall 
appoint,  to  consult,  advise  and  act  on  and  about  the  affairs  and  business 
thereof.  Special  meetings  of  said  Board  shall  be  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  thereof,  whenever  they  may  think  necessary,  or 
whenever  requested  so  to  do  by  five  members  thereof,  due  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  time  of  meet- 
ing. At  every  meeting  of  said  Board,  they  may  legally  transact  any 
business  proper  for  the  welfare  of  said  Institution. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  Trustees  aforesaid  and  their  successors  shall 
have  power  to  obtain  possession  by  gift,  purchase  or  otherwise  of 
academies  and  other  schools,  located  within  the  bounds  of  the 
aforesaid  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and  carry  them  on  as  preparatory 
departments  of  the  said  Institution. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  Faculty  of  said  College  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent and  such  other  regular  professors  as  said  Trustees  may  deter- 
mine upon,  who,  together  with  such  other  teachers  and  assistants,  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  shall  be  elected  or  removed  by  the  said 
Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  discretion,  as  the  welfare  of  the  Institu- 
tion may  demand. 

Sec  7.  That  the  Trustees  aforesaid  in  conjunction  with  the 
Faculty,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  government  of  said  Institution, 
with  the  care  and  management  of  all  matters  and  affairs  belanging 
thereto,  and  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish  all  such  proper 
laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  maybe  found  necessary  for  the  instruc- 
tion, education  and  Christian  training  and  government  of  the  pupils 
of  said  Institution,  and  the  same  may  repeal  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  as  they  may  see  fit — Provided  always,  That  the  same  be  not 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of 
the  United  States,  and  also  shall  have  power  at  their  discretion  to 
give  and  confer  all  such  diplomas,  degrees  and  honors  as  are  usually 
given  or  conferred  in  Colleges  or  Universties.

Fathers  and  Brethren: 

A  gracious  Providence  has  again  blessed  the  Mission  work  of  this 
Synod,  and  brought  us  together  in  annual  convention  to  learn  what 
has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  and  to  take  proper 
action  to  sustain  this  important  cause. 

Although  all  that  was  proposed  a  year  ago,  has  not  been 
accomplished,  yet  we  thankfully  acknowledge  that,  by  the  divine 
blessing,  a  goodly  measure  of  success  has  attended  the  labors  of  our 
self-denying  missionaries. 

A  brief  account  of  the  work  performed  in  the  several  missions  is 
presented. 

I.  Birmingham  Mission. 

Rev.  ET.  W.  Roth,  Missionary. 

Through  the  earnest  efforts  of  the  Pastor  seconded  by  his  people, 
Grace  Church  presents  encouraging  evidences  of  healthful  growth. 
The  Missionary  reports  that  the  congregation  is  harmonious,  that 
the  attendance  on  the  means  of  grace  has  been  in  the  main  commenda- 
ble, and  that  the  membership  is  not  wanting  in  the  evidences  of  a 
true  advancement  in  the  Christian  life.  The  Sunday  School  has 
been  regularly  held,  and  has  contributed  nearly  fifty  dollars  to  the 
mission  cause,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  the  support 
of  the  Orphan  Homes.  "Dr.  Greenwald's  Questions  on  the  Gos- 
pels" have  been  used  in  the  instruction  of  the  children,  and  other 
books  have  been  provided  for  the  school.  For  needed  repairs  and 
improvements  of  the  church,  including  the  purchase  of  a  new 
organ,  and  for  the  liquidation  of  the  debt  on  the  parsonage,  nearly 
one  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid.  In  addition  to  this  four 
hundred  dollars  have  been  subscribed  to  meet  the  expense  of  pav- 
ing the  street  on  which  the  church  property  is  situated.  The  Mis- 
sionary has  received  from  the  congregation  toward  his  support  about 
eight  hundred  dollars  and  has  also  had  the  use  of  the  parsonage. 
The  church  building  is  entirely  free  from  debt,  and  an  encumbrance 
of  only  fifteen  hundred  dollars  remains  on  the  parsonage.  Owing 
to  the  fluctuating  character  of  the  population  of  Birmingham,  the 
list  of  members  does  not  present  a  proper  idea  of  the  accessions ; 
but  during  the  nine  years  in  which  the  present  Missionary  has  had 
charge,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  nearly  200  per  cent,  on  the 
original  number  of  members.  This  is  certainly  a  very  gratifying 
exhibit. 

Having  accepted  a  call  to  another  position,  brother  Roth  places 
his  resignation  of  this  pastorate,  in  the  hands  of  the  Mission  Com- 
mittee. By  the  blessing  of  God  he  has  been  enabled  to  accomplish 
a  good  work  for  the  Church  of  Christ. 

It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  may  be  made  at  this  meeting  of 
Synod,  to  place  Grace  Church,  Birmingham,  on  the  list  of  self- 
sustaining  charges. 
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IT.  Allegheny  Valley  Mission. 
Rev.  J.  A.  Kiilcbs,  Missionary. 

Three  congregations  are  included  in  this  Mission, — Kittaiming, 
Springdale  and  Natrona.  Amid  great  difficulties  and  embarrass- 
ments, and  with  fear  and  anxiety,  the  Missionary  has  continued 
his  labors.  Yet  the  Word  has  been  regularly  preached  at  each  place, 
and  the  sacraments  faithfully  administered. 

At  Kittaiming,  service  has  been  held  every  alternate  Lord's  Day, 
also  for  a  part  of  the  year  on  Wednesday  evening.  Four  commun- 
ions have  been  held  and  twenty-one  new  members  added.  The  Sun- 
day School  is  doing  well.  A  heavy  and  oppressive  debt  rests  upon  this 
congregation,  which  they  are  poorly  able  to  bear.  By  strenuous 
exertions  the  interest  has  been  paid,  mostly  through  the  system  of 
weekly  contributions,  but  the  principal  still  remains,  greatly  hinder- 
ing  successful  progress  and  preventing  the  growth  of  the  congrega- 
tion. The  Missionary  earnestly  pleads  that  some  arrangement  be 
made  at  this  meeting  of  Synod,  by  which  this  great  burden  may  be, 
in  part,  at  least,  removed. 

At  Springd.il e  and  Natrona  the  agitation  of  church  questions  by 
dissatisfied  adherents,  has  largely  interfered  with  the  increase  and 
welfare  of  the  congregations.  At  the  former  place,  service  has  been 
held  every  alternate  Lord's  Day,  and  a  Sunday  School,  consisting  of 
seventy-five  teachers  and  scholars,  has  been  maintained.  At  the 
latter  place  service  has  been  held  every  fourth  Sunday.  It  is  confi- 
dently believed  that  after  the  present  perplexing  troubles  shall  have 
been  removed,  the  labors  of  the  Missionary  will  be  attended  with 
encouraging  success. 

III.  Chicago  English  Mission. 
Rev.  F.  Richards,  Missionary. 

This  important  Mission  has,  by  the  blessing  of  the  great  Head  of 
the  Church,  passed  through  another  year  of  its  existence,  quietly 
performing  its  work  of  mercy  and  love.  The  meeting  of  the 
General  Council  in  Chicago,  had  a  happy  effect  upon  this  congrega- 
tion, and  was  followed  by  an  increased  attendance  and  interest. 
The  church  service  has  been  introduced  in  the  public  worship  of 
the  sanctuary  with  great  benefit.  The  church  building  has  been 
greatly  improved  at  an  expense  of  $500,  making  it  very  comfortable 
and  attractive.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,-  the  constitu- 
tion proposed  by  the  General  Council's  Committee  was  adopted, 
and  the  congregation  organized  under  it.  A  ladies'  sewing  society 
has  been  formed  and  has  been  pursuing  its  humble  work  of  reliev- 
ing the  neglected  and  assisting  the  needy  and  promoting  the  general 
interests  of  the  church. 

The  work  of  carrying  on  the  two  Sunday  Schools,  one  on  the 
North  side,  at  the  church,  and  one  on  the  West  side,  has  been  dili- 
gently prosecuted  by  the  Missionary.  The  Reformation  Festival 
was  duly  celebrated.  A  new  Sunday  School  library  was  secured 
through  the  liberality  of  one  of  our  churches  in  the  East,  and  con- 
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tribtltions  Were  made  by  both  schools  for  the  church  and  for  the 
orphan  cause.  On  account  of  peculiar  circumstances  it  was  thought 
best  to  relinquish  the  Sunday  School  on  the  West  side  to  the  care 
of  the  Norwegian  congregation  in  whose  church  it  was  held,  the  pas- 
tor of  which  was  able  to  officiate  in  both  languages;  but  a  new  field  of 
labor  in  the  same  locality,  and  in  the  same  department  of  the  church's 
work  will  soon  be  opened,  and  the  Missionary  invited  to  occupy  it. 
The  year  however  has  not  been  without  its  discouragements.  A 
heavy  debt  of  $1,950  still  rests  upon  this  small  congregation.  The 
additions  to  the  membership  have  not  been  as  great  as  the  Mission- 
ary had  expected,  and  he  feels  the  want  of  sufficient  helpers  in  the 
work  of  building  up  an  English  Lutheran  Church  in  that  great  city. 
He  has  been  mercifully  sustained  however  in  his  labor,  and  in  view 
of  the  blessed  work  already  accomplished  should  thank  God  and 
take  courage. 

IV.  Greenville  Mission. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Ulery,  Missionary. 

A  noble  work  has  been  performed  in  this  field.  Starting  with 
but  a  feeble  membership,  each  year  has  witnessed  increased  acces- 
sions. A  church  building  has  been  erected  with  Great  self-denial 
and  patient  toil,  which  is  alike  creditable  to  the  town  in  which  it 
stands,  and  to  the  congregation  which  worships  in  it.  The  past  year 
has  not  been  without  its  success.  The  Missionary  reports  that  "  the 
services  are  well  attended,"  and  that  "  the  work  of  building  up  the 
congregation  goes  encouragingly  forward."  Since  January  last  the 
church  service  has  been  regularly  used  in  public  worship  and  gives 
general  satisfaction.  Thirty  three  new  members  have  been  added  to 
the  congregation  which  now  numbers  one  hundred  and  twenty. 
The  Sunday  School  has  now  one  hundred  and  twenty  scholars,  and  is 
much  more  effectively  conducted  than  heretofore.  Over  one  hundred 
dollars  have  been  raised  for  benevolent  objects,  and  nearly  one 
thousand  dollars  for  church  purposes.  In  addition  to  this,  the 
■congregation  though  severely  taxed  in  previous  years  in  erecting 
their  church  edifice,  with  praiseworthy  zeal,  have  apportioned  their 
debt  of  more  than  three  thousand  dollars  among  themselves,  and 
propose  to  pay  it  off  during  this  year.  After  many  painful  struggles, 
the  Missionary  enjoys  the  prospect  of  seeing  his  prayers  granted  in 
the  successful  establishment  of  a  flourishing  congregation  at  this 
important  place. 

V".   MONONGAHELA  MlSSIOX. 

Rev.  M.  Schweioert,  Missionary. 

At  Greenock,  encouraging  success  attends  the  self-denying  labors 
of  the  Missionary.  Ten  new  members  have  been  added  to  the 
congregation.  The  people  are  growing  in  the  spirit  of  benevolence 
and  in  the  faith  and  life  of  our  Church.  They  are  doing  well,  and  give 
promise  of  great  usefulness  in  the  community  in  which  the  church  m 
located.  At  the  Jerusalem  Church,  Armstrong  County,  the  Mission- 
ary commenced  to  preach  on  the  14th,  of  November  last.  Since 
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then,  twenty-one  persons  have  been  added  to  the  congregation. 
With  commendable  zeal  the  people  undertook  the  building  of  a 
new  church  edifice  35  ft,  by  45,  at  a  cost  of  $1,600,  and  hope  to  have 
it  ready  to  be  dedicated  on  the  23d  of  October  free  of  debt.  At  the 
last  communion  fifty-five  persons  surrounded  the  table  of  the  Lord. 

At  Hickory  on  the  Pan  Handle  R.  R.,  a  new  enterprise  was  begun 
last  Autumn.  Twenty-one  families  are  now  connected  with  this 
congregation.  The  people  are  mostly  poor  and  have  no  place  of 
worship  of  their  own,  but  already  exhibit  hopeful  interest  in  this 
new  organization  and  are  aiding  it  by  their  gifts. 

With  characteristic  devotion  the  faithful  Missionary  has  toiled  on 
in  this  field,  and  rejoices  that  he  is  still  permitted  through  the  favor 
of  the  Lord  to  labor  in  His  vineyard.  He  asks  an  interest  in  the 
prayers  of  his  brethren. 

VI.  New  Lebanon  Mission. 
Rev.  S.  H.  Swingle,  Missionary. 

At  New  Lebanon  and  Dempseytown,  the  two  most  important 
points  of  this  Mission,  divine  service  has  been  regularly  main- 
tained, and  a  gratifying  interest  has  been  manifested  by  the  congre- 
gations, though  there  is  nothing  special  to  report.  Since  April  last, 
the  Missionary  has  also  held  service  at  Decker's  Run,  on  every  fourth 
Lord's  Day,  and  though  no  great  progress  has  been  made,  yet  it  is 
hoped  another  year  will  show  larger  results. 

During  the  past  summer  the  Missionary  has  been  holding  children's 
meetings  on  Sunday  afternoons,  in  which  the  old  and  the  young- 
alike  have  been  greatly  interested.  Subscriptions  have  been  taken 
to  secure  the  apportionment  of  Synod,  and  it  was  expected  that  the 
amount  would  be  raised  with  ease. 

The  Missionary  reports  the  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  in  a 
prosperous  condition. 

VII.  Franklin  and  Oil  City. 

Rev.  J.  M.  Long,  Missionary. 

The  church  at  Franklin  has  been  regularly  served  by  the  Mis- 
sionary. The  membership  is  still  small  and  the  means  of  the  con- 
gregation slender.  But  progress  has  been  made.  At  the  last  com- 
munion, seven  persons,  all  heads  of  families  were  received  into  con- 
nexion with  the  church.  The  Sunday  School  is  now  better 
attended  than  at  any  period  in  its  history.  There  is  difficulty,  how- 
ever, in  securing  punctual  teachers.  It  is  contemplated  to  make 
some  repairs  on  the  church  this  Fall. 

At  Oil  City,  not  much  has  been  done.  The  Missionary  reports 
that  services  have  been  held  there  a  few  times  during  the  year.  He 
has  however  taken  steps  to  secure  a  lot,  and  although  no  money 
has,  as  yet,  been  collected  for  this  purpose,  and  no  lot  purchased,  yet 
he  hopes  that  through  one  of  the  members  of  our  church  there,  the 
instructions  of  the  Synod  may  be  carried  out. 
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VIII.  Christ's  Church,  East  Liberty. 
Rev.  James  Q.  Waters,  Missionary. 

This  church  was  organized  about  fifteen  months  ago  with  a  mem- 
bership of  twenty-seven.  Since  then  fifteen  have  been  added,  ten 
of  whom  were  received  during  the  present  Synodical  year.  There 
has  been  a  loss  of  six  members  by  death  and  removal,  so  that  the 
whole  number  is  now  thirty-six.  The  Missionary  is  greatly  en- 
couraged by  the  working  support  given  by  his  members,  and  the 
interest  they  have  displayed  in  the  enterprise. 

During  the  past  year  a  lot  of  ground  on  which  a  small  building 
used  for  church  purposes  is  situated,  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of 
$1,500.  Five  hundred  dollars  of  this  sum  were  paid  by  the  mem- 
bers, and  one  thousand  dollars  were  borrowed,  on  which  interest 
is  paid.  Two  hundred  dollars  were  raised  chiefly  by  the  ladies  of 
the  church  to  meet  this  debt,  and  a  small  income  is  also  derived  from 
the  rent  of  the  building  for  school  purposes. 

The  Sunday  School  has  been  a  success,  although  it  suffers  some- 
what for  want  of  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers.  Over  one  hund- 
red scholars  are  enrolled. 

By  means  of  the  plan  of  systematic  benevolence  recommended  by 
Synod,  the  apportionment  for  missions  and  beneficiary  education  has 
been  raised.  Three  hundred  dollars  have  also  been  subscribed 
toward  the  support  of  the  pastor. 

The  great  want  of  this  congregation  is  better  church  accommoda- 
tions, and  it  is  hoped  that,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  this  want  may 
be  supplied  soon.  The  auspicious  commencement  made  at  this 
place  gives  promise  of  the  successful  establishment  of  a  large  congre- 
gation on  this  inviting  field. 

IX.  Ten  Mile  Mission. 
Rev.  W.  O.  Wilson,  Missionary. 

This  Mission  consists  of  two  churches — Trinity  and  Bethel.  All 
the  regular  appointments  and  communion  seasons  have  been  faith- 
fully observed  during  the  year,  and  the  Missionary  reports  that  they 
have  been  well  attended,  and  fchat  at  both  churches  the  Sunday 
Schools  are  prospering. 

At  Trinity  Church  the  Sunday  School  was  organized  only  on  the 
first  of  May  last,  and  already  numbers  135  scholars.  Your  Mis- 
sionary President  was  present  at  a  celebration  and  Harvest  Home 
Festival  held  by  this  school  in  connection  with  that  of  the  Bethlehem 
Church  in  charge  of  Rev.  Z.  H.  Gable,  and  was  greatly  pleased 
with  the  large  numbers  in  attendance,  and  with  the  activity  and 
interest  manifested  both  by  teachers  and  scholars. 

Three  adult  members  have  been  added  at  the  Bethel  Church  and 
ten  at  Trinity.  The  prospect  of  a  further  increase  of  the  latter 
congregation  is  very  encouraging. 

The  Missionary  reports  that  many  of  the  most  influential  and 
wealthy  members  of  the  community,  who  seldom  attended  any 
place   of  worship,  are  now  coming  regularly  to  the  church  and 
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giving  their  influence  in  its  favor.  The  total  membership  is  tiow 
twenty-nine.  Notwithstanding  the  many  efforts  made  by  different 
sects  to  divide  and  discourage  this  young  congregation,  by  the 
blessing  of  God  they  have  preserved  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the 
bond  of  peace. 

X.  New  Castle  akd  Beavee  Falls. 

These  points  were  served  by  Rev.  H.  Reck  during  a  part  of  the 
year.  At  New  Castle  he  continued  to  hold  service  until  the  latter 
part  of  March.  By  visitation  he  found  quite  a  number  of  Lutheran 
families,  and  ascertained  also  that  many  Lutherans  had  been 
gathered  into  other  denominations  owing  to  the  want  of  a  church  of 
their  own  here.  On  account  of  the  fact  that  there  were  such  diverse 
elements  here,  no  organization  was  effected,  and  the  Missionary  was 
compelled  to  resign  the  field  owing  to  his  visit  and  removal  to  the 
West.  Our  interests  were  left  in  charge  of  the  pastor  of  the  German 
church. 

At  Beaver  Falls,  Bro.  Reck  also  continued  his  Missionary  work 
under  peculiar  difficulties,  owing  to  the  want  of  a  suitable  place  of 
worship.  He,  however,  found  a  number  of  members  of  our  church 
at  this  place.  Several  lots  were  also  secured  for  church  purposes. 
Services  were  intermitted  during  the  spring,  but  held  occasionally  in 
the  summer.  Since  the  removal  of  Bro.  Reck  to  Jacksonville,  Illinois, 
there  has  been  no  one  to  look  after  its  interests  properly.  A  promis- 
ing field,  however,  is  presented  here,  which  should  by  no  means  be 
abandoned  by  the  Synod. 

XI.  Butler  Mission. 
Rev.  L.  H.  Geschwind,  Missionary. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  Synod,  this  charge  was  without  a  pastor. 
Bro.  Hippee,  however,  at  the  request  of  the  Mission  Committee* 
kindly  consented  to  preach  in  Butler  on  every  fourth  Lord's  Day, 
and  continued  that  service  until  the  latter  part  of  June.  Our  thanks 
are  due  to  him  for  the  important  aid  he  has  rendered  in  this  respect. 

In  the  beginning  of  July,  Rev.  L.  H.  Geschwind  visited  the  congre- 
gation and  was  elected  pastor,  and  took  charge  on  the  8th  of  August. 
Since  then  divine  worship  has  been  regularly  held,  and  the  Mission- 
ary reports  new  members  coming  in,  and  old  ones,  driven  off  by 
unhappy  differences,  returning.  The  Sunday  School  has  been 
re-organized,  and  a  catechetical  class  will  be  formed  immediately 
after  this  meeting  of  the  Synod. 

At  Unionville,  where  the  Missionary  preaches  every  two  weeks, 
but  a  small  remnant  remains,  on  account  of  difficulties  arising  from 
the  unwarranted  interference  of  persons  hostile  to  the  General 
Council  and  prejudiced  against  the  true  faith  of  our  Church. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  better  state  of  things  will  be  developed  now 
that  a  regularly  called  pastor  has  charge  of  this  mission. 
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*■  Miscellaneous. 

The  Rochester  and  East  Liverpool  German  Mission  met.  with  a 
severe  trial,  in  the  sad  fall  of  the  Missionary  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  of  Synod. 

Rochester  in  connection  with  Freedom  and  Phillipsbnrgh,  is  now 
served  by  the  Rev.  P.  Born.  Mr.  J.  Fritz  has  been  preaching  at  East 
Liverpool  since  the  middle  of  May. 

At  Saxonburg,  Rev.  J.  K.  Melnorn  has  regularly  continued  his 
ministrations.  The  new  church  building  was  opened  for  service  on 
the  first  Sunday  in  January  last.  A  congregation  has  been  organized 
with  twenty-eight  members.  A  Sunday  School  was  commenced  in 
June,  and  gives  promise  of  great  usefulness.  An  addition  to  the 
lot  on  which  the  church  building  stands  has  been  obtained  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  J.  A.  Roebling,  through  the  kindness  of  his 
executors.  The  Missionary  feels  greatly  encouraged  in  his  work  at 
this  place. 

At  Bellaire,  Rev.  G.  O.  Friedrich  reports  a  very  discouraging 
state  of  affairs:  that  the  people  are  indifferent  to  the  preaching  of 
the  word  of  God,  and  that  he  sees  no  results  of  his  labors  in  the 
ministry  among  them. 

At  Grafton  and  Newburg,  about  one  hundred  miles  from  Bellaire, 
Bro.  Friedrich  also  preaches  every  four  weeks.  At  these  feeble 
missions,  however,  considerable  interest  is  manifested  by  the  people, 
in  hearing  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  sustaining  the  church.  There 
are  about  thirty  communicants  in  each  of  these  places. 

Rev.  H.  E.  Jacobs  reports  that  divine  service  was  held  at  Phillips- 
burgh  on  Sunday  mornings  during  the  greater  part  of  the  past  year. 
For  a  portion  of  the  time  an  additional  service  was  held  on  Sunday 
evenings  in  the  study  room  of  Thiel  Hall.  A  class  of  catechumens 
was  regularly  instructed.  Nine  students  of  Thiel  Hall  were 
admitted  into  the  full  fellowship  of  the  church,  and  four  members 
were  received  from  other  Lutheran  congregations.  Bro.  Jacobs  ten- 
ders his  resignation  of  this  charge,  owing  to  his  acceptance  of  a 
call  to  another  field  of  labor. 

Rev.  C.  F.  Boehner  has  continued  to  preach  at  the  Jerusalem 
Mission  in  Erie,  every  Lord's  Day  afternoon.  The  attendance  has 
varied  from  thirty  to  fifty  persons. 

On  account  of  the  great  want  of  ministers  and  of  the  necessary 
means,  no  appointments  were  made  for  the  Missions  at  Manchester, 
Corry,  or  Milwaukee. 

No  reports  were  received  from  the  Missions  at  Nashville  or 
Knoxville,  Tennessee. 

The  Canada  Missions,  according  to  the  instructions  of  Synod,  in 
a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  meeting,  were  transferred  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Home  Missions  of  the  General  Council. 
An  order  for  $300  will  have  to  be  drawn,  to  be  given  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  that  committee,  being  the  appropriation  voted  to  these  Mis- 
sions.

It  was  hoped  the  report  would  present  a  more  favorable 
statement  than  that  of  last  year,  but  such  is  not  the  case. 

We  urged  in  our  report  last  year  the  importance  of  making  col- 
lections as  early  in  the  year  as  possible,  and  forwarding  the  same 
to  the  Treasurer  as  soon  as  such  collections  are  made,  in  order  that 
the  appropriations  to  missionaries  and  others  may  be  paid  as  soon 
as  they  are  due.  Thus  far  (with  the  exception  of  the  amount  col- 
lected in  the  I  Eng.  Luth.  Church,  Pittsburgh),  but  about  $700  has 
been  paid  into  the  Treasury.  And,  in  order  to  meet  the  obligations 
due,  the  officers  have  been  compelled  to  borrow  money  which  is 
due  during  the  coming  month  and  must  be  paid. 

The  Home  Mission  Treasury  shows  an  indebtedness  of  $3,182.07; 
to  this,  however,  should  be  added  the  amount  due  missionaries 
October  1st,  which  would  make  the  amount  about  $4,000.00. 

We  would  direct  pastors  and  delegates  to  the  importance  of  mak- 
ing their  contributions  to  this  fund  as  large  as  possible,  as  it  is  by 
far  the  largest  in  debt. 

In  closing  the  report,  we  would  add  that  we  cannot  see  any  way 
of  our  being  able  to  make,  at  any  time,  a  more  favorable  report 
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than  we  have,  unless  the  Synod  adopt  the  plan  of  forwarding  col- 
lections early  in  the  year,  and  not  wait  until  the  close  of  the 
Synodical  year  to  pay  in  the  amounts  collected.

Bedford,  Tuesday  Evening,  September  14,  1869,  1  o'clock. 
The  Ministers  and  Lay  Delegates  composing  the  Allegheny  Synod  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  Pennsylvania,  met  this  evening  in  the  Lutheran 
Church,  at  which  time  a  most  excellent  aad  edifying  discourse  was  preached  by 
the  Rev.  G.  A.  Nixdorff. 

FIRST  DAY — FIRST  SESSION. 

Wednesday,  September  15,  1869. 

According  to  adjournment,  the  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Allegheny  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  assembled  in  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  Bedford,  Pa.,  (Rev.  J.  Q.  McAtee,  Pastor,)  on  Wednesday,  September 
15th,  1869,  at  9  o'clock  A.  M. 

Synod  was,  at  the  appointed  hour,  called  to  order,  and  opened  by  singing 
the  899th  hymn,  when  prayer  was  offered  by  the  President. 

The  roll  of  Ministers  was  then  called.  The  Lay  Delegates  and  Commission- 
ers in  attendance,  presented  their  credentials,  and  were  received  as  members  of 
Synod,  and  representatives  of  their  respective  charges.

PRESIDENT'S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 

The  next  business  in  order  being  the  reception  of  the  President's  Annual 
Report,  that  officer  presented  the  following  statement  of  his  official  acts  for  the 
Synodical  year  now  closed: 

Dear  Brethren: — Another  ecclesiastical  year  has  gone  into  the  eternal 
world,  and  borne  upon  its  wings  the  record  of  our  doings ;  and  through  the  kind 
providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  we  are  permitted  to  greet  each  other  in  this 
our  Twenty-eighth  Synodical  Convention.  Whatever  else  may  have  befallen  us, 
death  has  not  been  permitted  to  invade  our  ranks.  Mercy  and  goodness  have 
followed  us  all  the  days  of  this  year  also.  And  as  we  have  met  to  review  the 
past,  and  to  devise  plans  and  take  council  for  the  future,  it  becomes  us  to  be 
very  thankful,  and  say  "Bless  the  Lord,  oh  my  soul,  and  forget  not  all  his  benefits  !" 
and  at  the  same  time  to  be  very  humble,  and  pray  "So  teach  us  to  number  our 
days  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom."  And  now,  in  returning  unto  you 
the  trust  which  I  received  at  your  hands  a  year  ago,  permit  me  briefly  to  lay  be- 
fore you  an  account  of  my  official  transactions,  and  offer  for  your  consideration 
a  few  practical  suggestions. 

DISMISSIONS. 

1. — September  19th,  186S. — I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  C.  A.  Fetzer,  in- 
forming me  that  he  had  resigned  the  Tyrone  charge,  to  take  effect  early  in  Octo- 
ber, and  had  accepted  a  call  within  the  bounds  of  the  (General  Council)  Pitts- 
burg Synod,  and  requested  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  that  body.  Accordingly  on 
the  -1st  of  September  I  sent  a  letter  of  honorable  dismissal  to  Rev.  C.  A.  Fetzer, 
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2.  — September  17th,  18G8.— T  received  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed 
to  have  an  interview  with  Ilev.  M.  Wolf,  which  report  recommended  the  dismissal 
of  said  Rev.  M.  Wolf,  together  with  his  Congregation,  from  this  body.  In  com- 
pliance with  this  recommendation,  I  immediately  fonvarded  to  Rev.  Wolf  the 
necessary  certificate  of  dismission. 

3.  — October  6th,  1868. — I  dismissed  Rev.  M.  G.  Eoyer,  at  his  own  request, 
to  unite  in  the  formation  of  a  new  Synod  in  the  State  of  Kansas. 

4.  — October  9th,  1868. — I  dismissed,  by  letter,  Rev.  I.  W.  Schwartz,  to  unite 
with  the  General  Synod,  Pittsburg  Synod. 

5.  — December  1st,  1868. — I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  B.  II.  Hunt,  inform- 
ing me  that  he  had  vacated  the  Schellsburg  charge,  and  was  about  to  remove  into 
the  bounds  of  another  Synod,  and  requested  an  honorable  dismission.  The  dis- 
mission was  accordingly  granted. 

6.  — February  8th,  1869. — I  dismissed  Rev.  J.  Zimmerman,  at  his  own  re- 
quest, to  unite  with  the  Iowa  Synod,  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod. 

7.  — March  4th,  1869. — Rev.  Grcenmiller  was,  at  his  own  request,  dismissed 
to  unite  with  the  Kansas  Synod. 

8.  — March  24th,  1869. — Rev.  P.  Sheeder  informed  me  that  he  had  vacated 
the  Martinsburg  pastorate,  and  was  about  to  take  charge  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Central  Synod.    He  was  accordingly  dismissed  to  that  body. 

9.  — September  9th,  1869. — I  sent  certificate  of  dismission  to  Rev.  A.  H. 
Anghe,  who  has  left  our  bounds  and  taken  charge  within  the  bounds  of  the  Sus- 
quehanna Synod. 

RECEPTIONS  AND  INSTALLATIONS. 

1.  — December  23d,  1868. — I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  G.  Earhart,  in- 
forming me  that  he  had  taken  charge  of  the  Newry  pastorate  ;  also,  containing  his 
certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  upon  which 
he  has  been  received  as  a  member  of  this  body. 

2.  — March  11th,  3  869.— Rev.  J.  PI.  A.  Kitzmiller  informed  me  thathehad  taken 
charge  of  the  Schellsburg  pastorate,  and  enclosed  at  the  same  time  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  from  the  Synod  of  Maryland.  He  has  been  accordingly 
admitted  a  member  of  this  Synod. 

He  was  installed  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  by  a  committee  consisting  of  Revs. 
A.  H.  Aughe  and  J.  Q.  McAtee. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

1.  — June  14th,  18G9. — Rev.  J.  F.  Kuhlman  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  charge  at  Fontanelle,  Nebraska,  to  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  September,  inst. 
In  his  letter  he  gives  rather  a  discouraging  account  of  the  state  of  the  church  at 
Fontanelle,  and  urges  the  importance  of  securing  a  suitable  pastor  to  enter  the 
field  at  once.    The  matter  is  commended  to  the  attention  of  Synod. 

2.  — July  2d,  1869. — I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  Samuel  StoufT'er,  a  licentiate 
of  this  Synod,  asking  permission  to  resign  his  present  field  of  labor,  to  take 
effect  the  last  of  September,  inst.  As  his  reasons  appeared  to  be  sufficient  to 
justify  the  step,  I  gave  Brother  JStouffer  permission- to  resign. 

3.  — July  9th,  1869. — Rev.  L.  P.  Snyder  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
Blairsville  charge  on  the  1st  day  of  July. 

CHURCH  ERECTION  AND  DEDICATION. 

1.  — January  5th,  1869. — Rev.  C.  L.  Streamer  informed  me  that  on  the  22d  of 
November,  1868,  he  had  consecrated  a  new  church  in  Whitesville,  Jefferson 
county,  Pa. 

2.  — In  the  same  letter  it  was  stated  that  on  the  13th  day  of  December,  1868, 
he,  assisted  by  Rev.  H.  Baker,  of  Altoona,  dedicated  the  new  church  in  Davids- 
ville,  Indiana  county,  Pa.  Both  these  houses  of  worship  were  given  to  God  free 
of  debt. 

3.  — March  15th,  1868. — Rev.  A.  II.  Aughe  informed  me  that  the  new  church 
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in  Petersburg,  Huntingdon  county,  had  been  dedicated  on  the  10th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, also  free  of  debt. 

4.  — May  23d,  1869. — Avery  neat  and  substantial  new  brick  church  was  de- 
dicated to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God  in  Bloody  Run.  On  this  occasion  a 
most  commendable  spirit  of  liberality  was  displayed,  and  nearly  the  entire  debt 
provided  for. 

5.  — August  29th,  1869. — Witnessed  the  reconsecration  of  the  church  at  Al- 
toona.  Rev.  H.  Baker  pastor,  said  church  having  been  considerably  enlarged  and 
improved,  so  as  to  make  it  the  largest  and  best  house  of  worship  in  the  city. 

6.  — On  the  20th  of  June,  1869,  the  new  church  at  Springville,  in  the  bounds 
of  the  Williamsburg  charge,  was  dedicated.  It  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about 
seventeen  hundred  dollars,  all  of  which  is  provided  for. 

1. — September  9th,  1869. — Rev.  J.  Peter  informed  me  that  on  the  25th  of  Au- 
gust,  1869,  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  church  was  laid  in  his  Corner  congregation. 
The  church  will  be  ready  for  dedication  about  the  last  of  October.  Also  that 
arrangements  for  building  a  new  church  have  been  entered  into  at  St.  Clairsville. 

NEW  CONGREGATIONS. 

1.  — May  23d,  1869. — Rev.  G.  C.  Probst  informed  me  that  he  had  organized 
a  congregation  at  Clearville,  Bedford  county,  Pa.,  in  January,  1869,  with  between 
twenty  and  thirty  members. 

2.  — November,  1868. — Rev.  J.  Peter  organized  a  congregation  called  Wise- 
garvers. 

Also,  July,  1869,  he  organized  St.  Paul's  congregation. 

MISCELLANEOUS  CORRESPONDENCE. 

1.  — Very  shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod  last  year,  the  former  Presi- 
dent of  th  is  "body,  Rev.  J.  WINECOFF,  forwarded  to  me  a  letter  from  Mr.  D.  K. 
Ramey,  of  Altoona,  containing  a  bill  of  twenty-five  dollars,  expenses  incurred 
as  director  of  the  Loysville  Orphans' Home.  This  bill  is  herewith  presented 
that  an  order  may  be  granted  upon  our  Treasurer  for  its  payment. 

2.  — As  required  by  resolution  of  Synod,  last  year,  I  wrote,  at  my  earliest 
convenience,  to  Mr.  John  Reiber  and  Mr.  John  Stein,  members  of  several  Church 
Councils  in  Rev.  P.  Gheen's  charge,  in  regard  to  back  salary  due  their  pastor. 
What  effect  my  friendly  epistles  had  I  have  not  learned. 

3.  — November  7th,  1868. — I  received  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Church 
Council  in  llollidaysburg,  to  this  Synod  for  revision,  signed  by  Mr.  E.  M'Graw, 
of  Hollidaysburg.    This  document  is  herewith  submitted. 

4.  — January  5th,  1869. — I  drew  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  for  forty 
dollars  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Wolfe,  widow  of  Rev.  Wolf,  deceased. 

5.  — July  3d,  1869. — I  was  informed  that  a  young  man  by  the  name  of  Web- 
ster was  about  to  take  charge  of  the  Martinsburg  pastorate.  That  this  young 
man  claimed  to  be  a  Lutheran  Minister,  though  he  was  not  a  Minister  in  any 
church.  I  at  once  wrote  to  Mr.  P.  Zimmerman  and  Mr.  Adam  Ulery,  members 
of  congregations  in  the  charge,  advising  them  to  use  their  influence  against  the 
employing  of  this  young  man  as  their  pastor.  I  have  learned  since  that  he  has 
not  been  employed,  and  that  the  charge  is  still  vacant. 

6.  — August  4th,  1869. — I  received  a  circular  from  the  Lutheran  Publication 
Society,  accompanied  by  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board.  Both  of  these  documents  are  herewith  submitted,  with  the  earnest  re- 
commendation that  this  Synod,  at  its  present  session,  take  such  action  as  will 
give  substantial  aid  to  our  Board  of  Publication,  which  has  already  done  so 
much  for  the  Church. 

7.  — September  8th,  1869. — I  received  a  letter  from  Daniel  Border,  a  member 
of  the  church  at  Davidsville,  Somerset  county,  addressed  to  this  Synod,  which  is 
herewith  submitted. 
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VACANT  CONGREGATIONS. 
The  past  has  been  a  year  remarkable  for  ministerial  changes.  No  less  than 
nine  pastors  have  been  dismissed  from  our  Synod,  the  most  of  whom  have  re- 
moved to  fields  of  labor  within  the  bounds  of  other  Synods.  Several  other  of 
our  pastors  have  resigned  with  a  view  of  finding  employment  in  some  other  parts 
of  the  Master's  vineyard.  To  compensate  for  this  loss  only  two  of  the  vacated 
charges  have  been  supplied  by  brethren  who  have  come  to  us  from  other  Synods. 
These  changes  create  within  our  bounds  an  unusually  large  number  of  vacant 
pastorates.  It  will  devolve  upon  Synod  to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  this  un- 
settled character  of  our  ministers,  and  make  provision  to  fill  up  the  vacancies 
thus  created.    This  subject  naturally  directs  our  attention  to 

OUR  INSTITUTIONS  AT  GETTYSBURG. 
These  have  now  all  the  facilities  for  furnishing  the  Church  with  an  able  and 
efficient  Ministry.  They  are  fully  and  ably  manned  and  only  need  the  fostering 
care  and  wide-awake  attention  they  deserve  from  our  Ministers  and  people  to 
make  them  a  mighty  power  in  the  land.  Let  me  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  this  Synod  the  necessity  of  fully  endowing  and  providing  for  the 
contingent  expenses  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  no  reasonable  demand  made  upon  us  by  that  mother  of  us  all  will  be 
denied.  As  to  Pennsylvania  College,  my  conviction  is  that  the  best  endowment 
it  can  have  is  such  an  accession  to  its  number  of  students  as  to  swell  the  aggre- 
gate to  three  or  four  hundred.  Let  each  of  the  pastorates  in  the  four  or  five 
Synods  from  which  its  students  are  drawn  but  contribute  two  young  men  and 
the  thing  is  done.  A  little  talk  and  prudent  watchfulness  oh  the  part  of  each 
member  of  this  Synod  would  soon  give  the  College  our  proportion  of  young 
men,  who  would  come  back  to  us  to  thank  us  and  repay  us  tenfold.  It  is  time 
for  this  Synod  to  wake  up  to  the  necessity  of  education,  not  only  of  poor  young 
men  for  the  Ministry,  but  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  the  Church  for  all  the 
honorable  walks  of  life. 

.     DIRECTORS  OF  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  GETTYSBURG. 

The  time  for  which  one  of  our  Clerical  and  two  of  our  Lay  Directors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  were  elected  expires  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod.  It  will,  therefore,  be  the  duty  of  Synod,  before  it  adjourns,  to  fill  these 
vacancies,  as  well  as  that  occasioned  by  the  removal  of  Rev.  A.  H.  Aughe  within 
the  bounds  of  another  Synod. 

CONCLUSION. 

Having  completed  my  term  of  office,  and  presented  to  you  a  faithful  account 
of  my  official  transactions,  I  return  the  trust  to  those  from  whom  I  received  it. 

'And  now,  brethren,  we  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  word  of  his  grace, 
which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  them  who 
are  sanctified."  Respectfully  submitted.

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

The  time  for  the  election  of  officers  was  then  announced,  when  the  President 
appointed  Revs.  J.  P.  Hentz  and  G.  A.  Nixdorft0  tellers,  to  conduct  the  election. 
The  first  ballot  resulted  in  the  election  of 

Rev.  R.  A.  Fink,  President,  and 

"    J.  B.  Hileman,  Treasurer,  with  no  choice  for  Secretary. 

Subsequent  ballots  were  made,  which  resulted  in  the  election  of 

Rev.  J.  Q.  McAtee,  Secretary. 
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The  officers  elect  then  entered  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  Synod 
being  fully  organized,  entered  upon  its  business. 

RECEPTION  OF  NEW  MEMBERS. 

Rev.  Samuel  Croft,  a  licensed  minister  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Central  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  was  received  as  a  member  of  this 
Synod,  by  presenting  a  certificate  of  dismissal  from  his  own  Synod,  and  excused 
from  attendance  upon  this  present  meeting. 

The  rules  of  order  were  then  read  by  the  Secretary. 

All  documents  designed  for  Synod  were  then  called  for  and  laid  on  the  table.

VACANT  CONGREGATIONS. 

Upon  inquiry,  Synod  learned  that  the  Water  Street  charge,  the  Luthersburg 
charge,  the  Martinsburg  charge,  Blairsville  charge,  Smicksburg  charge,  Centre- 
ville  charge,  Cookport  Mission  and  Orbisonia  Mission  were  without  pastoral  care 
at  the  present  time.  $9.07  were  reported  as  contributed  by  the  Pine's  congrega- 
tion of  the  Centreville  charge,  to  be  distributed  as  follows:  $5.00  for  Synodical 
Treasury,  and  $4.07  for  Educational  purposes. 

Synod  next  heard  a  statement  from  the  Cookport  Commissioner,  in  which 
an  application  was  made  to  Synod  for  a  pastor,  their  mission  having  been  vacant 
for  twelve  months  past,  and  they  failed  in  securing  a  shepherd.

Missionary  Business  being  made  the  order  for  this  afternoon,  Synod  heard  the 
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REPORT  OF  THE  MISSIONARY  COMMITTEE 

Which  is  as  follows: 

Your  Missionary  Committee  would  report  that  another  year  of  their  work 
has  been  completed,  and  whilst  encouraging  progress  has  been  made  in  some 
parts  of  our  field,  as  a  whole  the  progress  has  not  been  equal  to  former  years. 
One  of  the  great  obstacles  in  tbe  way  of  success,  has  been  our  limited  means — 
our  appropriations  by  Synod  being  about  double  the  amount  of  our  receipts  for 
this  work,  thus  promising  our  Missionaries  what  we  have  not  been  able  to  fulfill. 

1.  We  hare  no  report  to  make  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  Glasgow 
Mission,  as  our  Missionary  there  has  made  none  to  us. 

2.  The  Tyrone  Mission  has  been  without  a  regular  pastor  during  the  past 
year,  and  therefore  has  required  none  of  our  funds. 

Brother  Aughe  supplied  the  Antis'  Church  during  the  year,  which  is  one  of 
the  congregations  belonging  to  this  Mission  Field.  We  have  learned  informally 
that  the  Congregation  at  Tyrone  is  making  arrangements  to  constitute  themselves 
a  self-sustaining  charge. 

3.  Our  Huntingdon  Mission,  after  being  aided  for  many  years,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  committee,  is  able  to  take  care  of  itself,  and  so  decided  after  a 
careful  investigation  of  the  field.  All  recent  reports  from  this  field  go  to  show 
that  the  committee  was  correct  in  their  judgment,  as  the  Huntingdon  charge  is 
in  good  condition. 

4.  Brother  Cutter  of  the  Plattsmouth,  Neb.,  Mission,  is  laboring  on  with 
commendable  zeal,  and  we  judge  from  his  letters,  that  he  has  many  difficulties  to 
contend  with,  but  is  succeeding  about  as  well  as  can  be  expected.  He  asks  for 
the  usual  appropriation. 

5.  Our  Nebraska  City  Mission,  which  gave  so  much  promise  at  our  last  meet- 
ing, gives  no  less  encouragement  at  this  meeting.  Brother  Huber  thinks  one 
more  year's  aid,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  will  suffice  for  this  Mission.  He  asks 
for  an  appropriation  of  $300.  Or  if  paid  in  advance  he  will  accept  of  $250. 
Your  committee  is  much  gratified  at  the  success  of  this  Mission  and  its  Missionary, 
and  would  therefore  reccommend  that  the  asked  for  appropriation  be  made. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  the  General  Synod,  under  the  provisions  of  its  new  Consti- 
tution, has  taken  charge  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  Church,  and  has  created 
a  board  to  conduct  this  work. 

And  inasmuch  as  this  Board,  in  pursuance  of  its  appointment,  requested  that 
all  our  Missions  and  Mission  funds  be  transferred  to  them,  and  that  an  Advisory 
Board  be  appointed,  with  whom  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod  may  confer  in 
regard  to  the  Missions  within  our  bounds,  we  recommend  that  this  Synod 
comply  with  this  request  of  the  General  Synod's  Board.

Two  of  your  Delegates — Rev.  J.  F.  Kuhlman  and  R.  Patterson,  M.  D. — were 
absent,  which  we  regret,  whilst  all  the  rest  were  present  and  took  a  deep  interest 
in  all  the  proceedings.  It  is  with  gratitude  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church 
that  we  are  able  to  report  that  each  Convention  of  the  General  Synod  is  more 
interesting,  important  and  pervaded  with  more  ardent  fraternal  feelings.  Much 
business  of  importance  and  effecting  the  highest  interests  of  the  Church  was 
transacted,  of  which  the  following  items  may  prove  interesting  to  this  body: 

The  attendance,  both  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Delegates,  was  encouragingly  large, 
and  the  utmost  harmony  characterized  all  its  deliberations. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  the  choice  of  Rev.  H.  N.  Pohlman,  D.  D  , 
President,  Rev.  L.  E.  Albert,  D.  D.,  Secretary,  and  A.  T.  Ockershouscn,  Esq., 
Treasurer. 

On  application,  the  Kansas  Synod  was  received  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
General  Synod. 

Upon  examination  it  was  ascertained  that  all  the  District  Synods  had  adopted 
the  new  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod. 
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Measures  were  taken  to  place  the  German  paper  on  a  more  substantial  foot- 
ing. A  number  of  changes  were  made  in  the  Formula  for  the  Government  and 
Discipline  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  Upon  the  presentation  of  the 
report  on  the  revision  of  the  Liturgy,  a  form  of  morning  and  evening  service  was 
agreed  upon,  but  its  use  was  not  made  obligatory  on  the  Ministers  and  Churches. 
The  officers  of  Synod  were  authorized  to  procure  an  act  of  incorporation  for  the 
General  Synod.  It  is  an  item  of  special  interest  that  the  Delegates  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  the  General  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Church  and  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  (Old  School),  appointed  to  establish  fraternal 
relations  with  these  bodies,  reported  that  they  were  most  kindly  received  ;  that 
the  request  of  the  General  Synod  to  enter  into  ecclesiastical  correspondence  was 
favorably  entertained  by  them,  and  that  they  hailed  the  commencement  of  the 
exchange  of  delegates  as  a  pledge  of  mutual  pleasure  and  benefit. 

The  Hymn  Book  Revising  Committee  having  completed  their  work,  Synod  or- 
dered its  publication.  Our  Hymn  Book  will  also  contain  the  morning  and  even- 
ing service,  the  Augsburg  Confession,  the  Formula  of  Government  and  Discipline, 
Luther's  Small  Catechism  and  a  series  of  Family  Prayers.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
will  constitute  a  Church  Book  which  will  be  very  acceptable  to  our  people. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  new  Constitution,  the  work  of  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missions  was  transferred  from  the  Societies  having  it  in  charge  to 
the  Synod  itself. 

The  reports  from  our  literary  and  theological  institutions  exhibit  them  as 
being  in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition. 

The  Memorial  Church  in  Washington  city  received  considerable  attention 
by  the  General  Synod,  and  resolutions  were  reported  commending  this  enterprise 
to  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  all  who  love  the  Lutheran  Church. 

By  referring  to  the  minutes  it  will  be  seen  that  much  other  important  busi- 
ness was  transacted,  but  we  have  brought  to  your  notice  that  of  most  importance 
to  the  Church  generally. 

The  General  Synod  adjourned  to  hold  its  next  Convention  in  Dayton,  Ohio, 
on  Thursday  after  Trinity  Sunday,  18*71. 

We  close  this  report  by  simply  adding  that  we  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say 
anything  further  in  commendation  of  our  beloved  General  Synod,  for  it  has  with- 
in itself  elements  of  power,  and  is  exerting  a  salutary  and  powerful  influence  and 
commands  the  admiration,  not  only  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  but  of  all  Churches, 
and  will  continue  to  do  so  without  a  single  collateral  effort  on  the  part  of  any  one.

2.  It  was  manifest  that  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  institution  cannot  be 
met  unless  the  Synods  promptly  contribute  the  amounts  heretofore  voted  to  that 
purpose. 

3.  The  examination  of  the  students  was  highly  satisfactory,  and  indicated  a 
commendable  degree  of  fidelity  on  the  part  of  the  faculty,  and  faithful  devotion 
to  study  on  the  part  of  the  students. 

The  prospects  for  the  present  year  are  favorable,  and  a  large  increase  of 
students  is  expected.  While  your  Directors  would  not  do  or  say  anything  de- 
rogatory to  any  other  of  our  Theological  institutions  we  still  feel  the  necessity 
of  recommending  this  beloved  "School  of  the  Prophets"  to  the  fostering  care  oi 
Synod.

REPOXtT  OF  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  on  Education  submit  the  following  report : 

At  the  Convention  of  last  year  the  following  appropriations  were  made, 
namely,  $200  each  to  W.  E.  Fisher,  B.  B.  Collins,  E.  Mangers,  John  Brubaker,  M. 
R.  Minnich,  H.  C.  Haithcox  and  S.  P.  Felten.  Orders  were  issued  to  the  Treasurer 
in  their  favor  for  the  entire  amount  of  their  appropriations.  In  May  last  one  of 
the  most  worthy  and  promising  of  cur  beneficiaries,  Brother  S.  P.  Felten,  was  re- 
.  moved  by  death.  We  feel  that  the  Synod  in  this  has  suffered  incalculable  loss. 
We  ordered  him  the  remainder  of  his  appropriation  but  a  very  short  time  before 
his  death,  and  were  shocked  when  the  news  of  the  sad  event  reached  us.  Several 
others  of  our  beneficiaries  were  also  taken  seriously  ill,  but  in  the  good  provi- 
dence of  God  have  been  restored  to  health,  and  are  all  now  at  the  institutions 
pursuing  their  studies. 

We  herewith  submit  their  character  bills  for  the  sessions  of  last  year.  We 
feel  that  we  have  reason  to  be  well  pleased  with  the  character  and  promise  of  our 
beneficiaries. 

The  Lord  grant  that  our  pleasure  in  them  may  justly  increase  from  year  to 

year. 

We  are  informed  in  a  letter  of  Brother  Haithcox  that  he  has  entered  the 
Theological  Department. 

All  our  beneficiaries  expect  their  regular  appropriations  for  the  year  before 
us.  One  of  them  has  written  us,  asking  that  the  sum  given  him  be  increased  to 
$225.  This  would,  of  course,  have  to  be  done  with  the  others  if  done  in  favor 
of  any  one. 

The  Education  Treasury  for  the  year  past  has  fallen  short  between  $300  and 
$400  of  the  amount  voted  at  last  Convention  to  our  beneficiaries.  We  are  in- 
debted to  our  Treasurer  himself  for  meeting  this  amount  in  their  favor. 

There  is  now  a  painful  state  of  things  before  the  Synod  on  the  subject  of 
education.  Our  regular  beneficiaries  must  have  at  least  their  usual  appropria- 
tions. In  addition  we  are  some  hundreds  of  dollars  in  debt.  Furthermore  there 
have  been,  for  years,  and  still  are  many  new  applicants  for  aid.  It  is  for  Synod 
to  face  this  serious  state  of  things  and  to  meet  it  as  we  ought  to  do,  and  as  we 
are  abundantly  able  in  the  sight  of  God.  Yf  e  submit  the  subject  to  the  consid- 
eration of  this  Convention.

The  papers  referred  to  us  for  examination  are  a  printed  circular  from  the 
Board  of  our  Publication  Society,  and  a  letter  from  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh,  President 
of  the  Board. 
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The  circular  gives  an  outline  view  of  the  design  and  doings  of  the  Society, 
and  presents  an  appeal  for  such  aid  as  we  can  furnish  toward  the  accomplish- 
ment of  the.  work  which  has  been  undertaken. 

The  letter  simply  reiterates  the  circular,  and  urges  its  claims  upon  the 
Church.  The  traveling  agent  of  the  Society  has  been  dispensed  with.  And 
the  idea  now  is  that  Synods  and  Congregations  become  specially  interested  in  the 
matter,  so  as  to  secure  the  co-operation  of  the  whole  Church  at  once,  and,  in 
this  way,  establish  a  systematic  and  regular  plan  in  the  matter  of  contributions. 
The  letter  contains  a  special  request,  that  this  Synod  open  a  column  in  the  table 
of  Parochial  Reports,  to  be  headed  "Publication  Society."  Your  committee  find 
on  reference  to  our  Minutes  of  last  year,  that  the  above  request  has  been  antici- 
pated, by  a  plan  of  Parochial  Reports  therein  pending  for  adoption,  in  which  the 
desired  column  is  embraced.  We  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  that 
plan.

APPEAL  FROM  THE  ACTION  OE  HOLLIDAYSBURG  CHURCH 

COUNCIL. 

Committee  No.  9  would  report  that  the  document  given  them  for  examina- 
tion, is  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Council  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  of  Hollidaysburg,  Pa.,  by  which  the  appellant,  Mr.  Edward  McGraw,  was 
expelled  from  connection  with  said  Church  on  the  accusation  "that  he  was  a 
prominent  party  to  the  authorship  and  circulation  of  a  paper  calculated  to  injure 
the  charge  and  disturb  its  relationship  with  its  pastor.'' 

His  appeal  is  based  upon  the  following  grounds  : 

1.  He  declares  that  the  charge  of  authorship  was  not  proven  before  the 
Council. 

2.  He  positively  denies  that  he  circulated  the  document  as  charged. 

3.  He  alleges  that  he  had  not  a  reasonable  and  constitutional  notice  of  trial, 
in  point  of  time,  there  being  only  three  days  between  the  time  of  citation  and 
the  time  of  appearance;  and 

4.  That  when  before  the  Council  he  had  no  chance  to  make  his  defense,  being 
as  he  says,  "brow-beaten  and  slurred  over  in  an  unchristian  manner." 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  McGraw  from  these  sessions,  your  committee  could 
not  ascertain  the  facts  on  his  part  any  further  than  to  refer  to  the  proceedings  of 
said  Church  Council,  which  were  also  submitted  to  them.  These  proceedings 
contain  a  full  reference  to  the  case,  and  make  manifest  the  citation  of  only  three 
days'  notice,  as  Mr.  McGraw  alleges. 

Your  committee  regret  that  more  time  was  not  given  so  as  to  clearly  evince 
the  disposition  of  the  Council  to  do  full  justice.  In  these  proceedings  it  is  also 
set  forth  that  Mr.  McGraw  appeared,  however,  and  admitted,  with  respect  to  the 
paper  referred  to,  that  he  "knew  of  its  being  gotten  up,  that  it  expressed  his  sen- 
timents; that  he  had  given  his  name  to  it — the  first  on  the  list — and  also  that  he 
had  obtained  signatures  to  it  in  his  store;"  thus  undoubtedly  confessing  compli- 
city in  the  matter  to  a  culpable  degree. 

With  regard  to  the  treatment  of  Mr.  McGraw  before  the  Council,  your  com- 
mittee can  form  no  judgment  from  the  evidence  further  than  to  hope  that  he  was 
treated  in  a  more  becoming  manner  than  that  of  which  he  complains.    Yet  in

view  of  the  case  as  before  them,  your  committee  feel  that  they  cannot  do  other- 
wise than  move  that  the  appeal  be  not  sustained.

THE  BLAIRSVILLE  PASTORATE. 

Committee  No.  10  reported  as  follows: 

Committee  No.  10  has  to  report  that  the  documents  in  their  hands  relate  to 
the  subject  of  a  division  of  the  Blairsville  pastorate.  The  papers  asking  that 
the  charge  may  be  divided  come  trom  the  Lutheran  Chapel  Congregation.  To 
this  the  Blairsville  Congregation  is  unwilling  to  consent.  The  opposition  to  the 
separation  is  represented  before  this  body  by  Brother  John  Hill,  who  comes  as 
commissioner,  also  bringing  documents  bearing  on  the  case.  Brother  J.  B.  Coy 
is  the  bearer  of  the  papers  coming  from  the  Luther  Chapel.  We  do  not  think  it 
needful  to  lengthen  this  report  by  naming  each  of  the  papers  in  our  hands  and 
detailing  their  individual  character.  We  have  most  carefully  investigated  the 
whole  subject  both  by  looking  into  thepapers  and  by  conversing  with  the  brethren 
already  named.  We  are  happy  to  find  an  excellent  spirit  manifested  by  them, 
and  think  there  is  a  way  open  to  adjust  the  whole  matter  in  accordance  with  the 
best  interests  of  all  concerned.  There  are  considerations  that  make  us  feel  de- 
sirous of  granting  the  request  of  those  who  desire  a  separation,  if  there  were 
not  other  considerations  that  present  the  most  serious  arguments  against  it. 
After  much  earnest  thought  upon  the  whole  subject  Ave  are  convinced  that  a  di- 
vision of  the  charge  at  this  time  would  be  disastrous  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in 
that  whole  community.  We  doubt  not  that  if  one  or  more  members  of  this 
Synod  were  appointed  to  visit  the  field  and  pass  a  Sabbath  with  the  brethren  in 
mutual  consultation,  they  would  also  come  to  the  same  conclusion.  Your  com- 
mittee would  therefore  offer  the  following : 

1.  That  Synod  cannot  now  see  the  way  clear  to  a  division  of  the  charge  and 
would  recommend  to  the  members  of  both  congregations  an  earnest  effort  to 
unite  upon  the  same  pastor  and  labor  for  their  advancement  together  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord. 

2.  To  this  end  Synod  hereby  appoints  a  committee  of  one  or  more  ministers 
to  visit  said  charge  at  an  early  day,  and  spend  a  Sabbath  with  them  and  meet 
them  in  mutual  consultation  on  the  whole  subject. 

3.  That  we  earnestly  and  kindly  request  of  the  brethren  in  said  congrega- 
tions to  take  no  further  action  in  the  matter  until  after  they  shall  have  been 
visited  by  the  Committee  of  Synod.

CAUSES  0E  THE  EBEOTEHCY  OE  PAST0XLAL  CHANGES. 

Committee  No.  24,  appointed  to  trace  the  causes  of  the  frequency  of  pastoral 
changes  in  our  midst,  offer  the  following  report: 

Your  Committee  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  tracing  the  causes  of  the  frequent 
removals  of  Lutheran  Pastors  from  one  charge  into  another,  have  performed  their 
task,  though  very  imperfectly,  because  of  the  want  of  time  which  a  subject  of  such 
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importance  demands.  The  moments  left  for  such  work  from  the  business  sessions 
of  Synod  are  few  and  short.  For  this  we  are  sorry,  for  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration has  a  most  vital  bearing  upon  the  prosperity  of  our  Churches,  and 
should  therefore  be  treated  most  fully  and  clearly,  which,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, your  committee  has  not  been  able  to  do.  Nevertheless  we  hereby  submit 
our  report,  accompanied  by  such  suggestions  as  the  nature  of  the  subject 
seems  to  demand,  in  the  hope,  that  if  it  does  not  embody  all,  nor  the  best  that 
can  be  said,  it  may  yet  contribute  something  toward  the  removal  of  a  great  evil. 

The  causes,  which  give  rise  to  the  frequent  pastoral  changes  at  this  time 
among  the  Ministers  of  our  Church,  as  to  origin  are  chiefly  twofold,  viz: 'lay  and 
clerical.    "We  shall  speak  of  them  successively,  and  first  of  the 

I.  CAUSES  HAYING  THEIR  SOURCE  AND  ORIGIN  AMONG  THE  LAITY: 

1.  Chief  among  these  is  the  erroneous  view  which  a  large  mass  of  the  laity 
take  of  the  nature  of  the  sacred  office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry.  With  them  the 
Christian  Minister  is  a  hireling,  not  the  servant  of  God,  but  the  servant  of  man. 
They  speak  ot  "hiring  a  preacher,"  as  they  do  a  farmhand  or  a  domestic.  In 
some  congregations,  be  it  said  to  their  shame,  elections  are  held  annually,  to 
ascertain  "whether  they  will  hire  the  preacher  for  another  year."  In  securing 
his  services,  and  in  dispensing  with  them,  they  are  influenced  and  actuated  by  no 
higher  motives  than  expediency  and  self-interest. 

From  the  records  of  the  New  Testament  it  plainly  appears,  that  the  pastoral 
relation  is  not  designed  to  be  temporary  but  permanent.  Not  a  single  instance 
is  recorded  of  the  transfer  of  a  Pastor  from  one  Church  to  another.  The  pastoral 
relation,  when  once  consummated,  continued  for  life,  except  in  cases  of  gross 
immorality.  By  nothing  but  crime  and  the  hand  of  death  was  it  ever  broken  up. 
The  view  and  practice  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  until  within  a  com- 
paratively recent  date,  has  universally  been  in  conformity  with  the  scriptural 
precedent.  Our  theory  in  regard  to  this  subject  may  be  concisely  stated  thus  : 
"We  believe  that,  inasmuch  as  God  has  instituted  the  Gospel  Ministry,  He  will  call 
men  into  its  service,  and  inasmuch  as  He  calls  them,  He  will  also  assign  them  a 
field  of  labor ,-  and  assigning  them  a  field  of  labor,  He  wants  them  to  remain  in 
it  until  He  calls  them  away  and  assigns  them  another,  from  whence  it  follows 
that  no  pastor  may  take  charge  of  a  Church  or  Churches,  unless  directed  so  to' 
do  by  reliable  providential  indications  ;  and  that,  in  calling  a  Pastor,  congrega- 
tions are  not  to  consult  their  own  carnal,  selfish  wishes,  but  the  will  of  the  Lord, 
who  is  the  Head  of  the  Church.  The  same  principles  are  to  guide  and  control 
Pastors  and  Congregations  in  serving  the  relation  subsisting  between  them. 
Both  are,  by  earnest  and  faithful  prayer,  to  endeavor  to  ascertain  the  Divine  will. 
For  none,  but  the  most  valid,  scriptural  reasons,  and  not  till  after  mature  delibe- 
ration and  devout  prayer,  is  the  Pastoral  relation  ever  to  be  entered  into,  or  ever 
to  be  broken  up.  By  conforming  to  these  plain  scriptural  principles  will  the 
Christian  Ministry  be  rendered  permanent,  the  sphere  of  its  usefulness  be  enlarged, 
and  the  Churches  secure  the  perpetual  favor  of  Heaven. 

2.  A  second  cause  is  that  undue  leniency,  which,  on  the  part  of  congrega- 
tions, pampers  to  troublesome  members.  There  are  unruly,  selfish,  domineering 
men  and  women  in  almost  every  congregation,  who  are  the  scourge  of  the  Church 
and  of  the  Ministry  of  Christ.  If  they  cannot  rule,  they  will  ruin.  Many  a  pious, 
useful  servant  of  God  has  been  sacrificed  to  the  malice  of  persons  of  this  sort, 
simply  because  the  Congregation  had  not  the  courage  to  "cut  off  those  that 
trouble  them,"  fearing  their  displeasure,  and  the  loss  of  their  pecuniary  support. 
Discipline  in  the  Church  is  as  necessary  and  beneficial  as  it  is  in  the  family  and  the 
State.  Without  it  malcontents  will  multiply  and  the  worst  of  men  will  assume 
control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Church.  The  mere  fact,  that  offenders  will  be 
punished,  will  cause  them  to  "'walk  orderly"  and  obviate  the  necessity  of  enforc- 
ing discipline. 

3.  A  third  cause  is  the  insufficiency  of  Pastoral  support.  Many  congrega- 
tions are  criminally  indifferent  to  the  wants  and  comforts  of  their  Pastor  and  his 
family,  some  of  whom  are  even  left  to  languish  for  the  want  of  the  necessaries 
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of  life.  They  are  at  best  promised  but  a  "starving  salary,"  a  part  of  which  is  yet 
withheld,  and  the  balance  paid  irregularly.  And  this  has  been  done,  and  is  still 
done,  in  communities  of  wealth  and  wordly  prosperity.  This  is  a  burning  shame, 
a  heaven-crying  sin,  calling  for  severest  reproof.  It  is  a  gross,  willful,  open 
violation  of  a  plainly  enjoined  duty.  For  the  holy  scriptures  expressly  declare 
that  "The  laborer  is  worthy  of  hire/''  and  that  "They  which  preach  the  Gospel, 
shall  live  of  the  Gospel."' 

It  also  cripples  the  usefulness  of  the  Gospel  Ministry.  It  is  utterly  impos- 
sible for  a  Pastor  to  labor  with  cheerfulness  and  success  in  study,  pulpit  and 
family,  when  constantly  pressed  down  by  anxiety  for  the  means  of  support.  What 
good  results  can  be  looked  for  from  the  labor  of  Ministers,  who  are  left  to  drag- 
out  their  years  under  the  sorrows  and  burdens  of  pitiless  poverty,  with  an  old 
age  before  them  that  bodes  nothing  but  destitution  and  suffering.  After  wearing- 
out  their  lives  with  excessive  toil  and  study  and  care,  they  are  turned  out  to  die, 
as  is  done  to  a  horse  for  which  there  is  no  more  use.  The  only  wonder  is  that 
there  are  as  many  Ministers  as  there  are,  and  that  not  more  have  abandoned  so 
thankless  a  work  and  gone  into  secular  pursuits.  The  frequent  Pastoral  changes, 
now  so  universally  complained  of,  »  re  probably  more  owing  to  this  than  to  any 
other  cause. 

4.  Another  cause  is  the  immense  amount  of  labor  required  of  many  of  our 
Pastors.  People  are,  now-a-day,  unreasonable  in  their  demands.  They  want 
from  two  to  three  sermons  every  Sabbath,  a  lecture  or  two  during  the  week, 
catechising,  baptizing  and  burying,  &c,  &c.  and  in  addition  to  all  this  a  great 
deal  of  visiting ;  and  this  sometimes,  too,  among  a  membership  sufficent  in  num- 
ber to  emplo3r  all  the  time  and  energy  of  from  two  to  four  Pastors.  In  his  at- 
tempt to  do  all  that  he  is  expected  to  do,  the  Minister  will  either  ruin  health  and 
constitution,  or  else  fail  as  Pastor  or  Preacher,  and  incur  censure  and  in  dis- 
couragement abandon  the  field.  Let  large,  wealthy  charges  and  congregations 
either  divide,  and  limit  the  field,  so  that  the-  laborer  can  do  his  work  more  effi- 
cently,  or  else,  let  them  be  satisfied  with  less  preaching  and  less  visiting.  When 
there  is  soja^eat  a  destitution  of  Ministers  as  there  is  among  us,  it  is  neither  right 
nor  exjj^ment,  that  the  few  we  have  are  to  prepare  themselves  an  early  grave  by 
/xcfl^sive  labor. 

"  f  5.  So  called  measures  have  had  some  agency  in  this  matter.  In  reference  to 
rthis  subject  many  congregations  are  divided  in  sentiment.  Some  favor  "old 
measures"  and  others  "new  measures."  As  soon  as  a  Pastor's  views  become 
known,  the  faction  differing  from  him  will  oppose  him,  and  some  of  them  will 
Withdraw  their  pecuniary  support  in  order  to  effect  his  removal.  As  measures 
belong  to  the  things  in  religion  which  are  unrevealed  and  unessential,  in  the  case 
where  the  members  of  a  congregation  differ  in  reference  to  them  the  minority 
should  submit  to  the  decisions  of  the  majority,  and  if  they  persist  in  rebellion 
and  neglect  of  sustaining  the  Church  pecuniarily  and  otherwise,  should  be  dealt 
with  as  offenders  against  the  peace  and  welfare  of  the  Church. 

6.  Partisan  politics,  next,  come  in  as  a  disturbing  element.  Such  is  the 
bigotry  and  want  of  charity  of  some,  that  for  no  other  reason  than  the  mere  fact 
that  their  Pastor  does  not  cast  his  ballot  on  the  same  side  with  themselves,  they 
will  do  the  utmost  to  drive  him  from  his  position.  This  is  indeed  nothing  less 
than  denying  Ministers  the  right  of  suffrage.  It  is  impugning  the  correctness 
of  their  judgment  and  honesty  of  their  intentions.  It  is  undemocratic  and  un- 
christian. Let  Churches  resist  the  demands  and  discountenance  the  intrigues  of 
persons  of  this  discription,  and  punish  their  bad  conduct  to  the  utmost  in  their 
power. 

Pastors,  on  the  other  hand,  may  provoke  political  opposition,  by  seeking  in 
their  public  ministrations  to  disseminate  their  own  partisan  views,  and  by  abuse 
of  those  whose  sentiments  are  not  in  harmony  with  their  own.  Such  Pastors  are 
deserving  of  severest  censure.  But  without  this,  neither  Pastor  nor  Parishioner 
is  to  be  disturbed  on  account  of  his  political  opinions,  unless  they  conflict  with 
the  clearly  expressed  teachings  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

7.  In  some  congregations  the  Church  Council  elect  and  dismiss  their  pastor, 
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certainly  an  un-Lutheran,  if  not  an  unchristian  proceeding,  and  fraught  with  a 
great  deal  of  mischief.  We  know  of  instances  in  which  a  Council  by  a  majority 
of  one  vote,  have  sent  adrift  their  Pastor,  without  previously  consulting  their 
Congregations,  and  even  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  almost  the  entire  membership. 
The  right  of  electing  and  dismissing  a  Pastor  can,  upon  true  Lutheran  principles, 
never  be  vested  in  the  Church  Council,  but  must  be  reserved  to  the  Congregation 
as  such. 

We  come  now  to  speak  of  the 

II.  CAUSES  HAVING  THEIR  SOURCE  AND  ORIGIN  AMONG  THE  CLERGY. 

1.  There  are  pastors  who  scruple  not  to  obtain  positions  by  means  which,  to 
say  the  least,  are  of  doubtful  propriety.  Some  have  themselves  recommended 
and  their  claims  advocated  by  influential  friends,  when  really  they  are  not  at  all 
"the  men  for  the  places."  Others  when  preaching  "on  trial"  take  sermons,  in  the 
preparation  of  which  they  have  spent  months,  raising  thereby  expectations  which 
they  can  never  fulfil. 

A  few  have  been  accused,  with  what  degree  of  truth  we  know  not,  of  having, 
when  "on  trial,"  availed  themselves  of  the  sermons  of  other  and  abler  men  than 
themselves.  Entering  a  Pastoral  field  by  these  and  similar  means  cannot  but 
result  in  disappointment,  loss  of  confidence  and  speedy  dissolution  of  the  pasto- 
ral relation. 

2.  The  amount  of  self-denial  required  of  the  Ministry,  from  lack  of  adequate 
salaries,  and  because  of  large  and  laborious  fields,  has  unfavorably  affected  some 
of  our  Ministers,  so  that  they  become  anxious  to  find  fields  requiring  less  sacrifice 
and  whose  burdens  are  less  grievous  to  be  borne.  On  this  account  many  forsake 
fields,  to  which  they  are  providentially  called.  A  few  are  possessed  of  an  undue 
degree  of  ambition,  and  abandon  humble  for  more  honorable  and  more  lucrative 
positions.  This  may  be  said  perhaps  in  particular  to  be  the  case  with  many  of 
the  young  men  in  the  Ministry  at  this  day. 

3.  There  is  a  class  of  Pastors  who  are  afflicted  with  an  incurable  restlessness 
and  discontent.  They  are  applicants  for  every  vacant  field,  never  at  home  any 
where.  They  spent  the  greater  part  of  their  time  in  looking  about  for  situations, 
in  packing  and  unpacking,  in  moving  and  removing.  They  are  hopeless  cases. 
We  have  no  suggestions  to  offer  in  reference  to  them. 

4.  Many  of  our  pastors  know  not  how  to  deal  with  Congregational  troubles. 
Their  passions  get  the  better  of  them,  when  confronted  by  evil  disposed  persons, 
and  they  give  way  to  personal  abuse  and  angry  criminations,  by  which  they 
render  their  stay  either  very  uncomfortable  or  utterly  impossible.  Others,  ere 
they  remove,  by  imprudent  conduct,  create  troubles  which  render  it  difficult  or 
even  impossible  to  secure  a  successor,  and  often  a  number  of  pastoral  changes 
follow  in  quick  succession,  ere  the  errors  of  such  are  corrected  and  their  divi- 
sions healed. 

5.  The  want  of  Ministers  in  our  Church  is  also  a  most  fruitful  source  of  this 
evil.  We  have  always  scores  of  vacancies,  some  more  and  some  less  inviting. 
These  present  temptations,  too  strong  to  resist,  to  men  of  restless  dispositions. 
Let  the  Church  awake  to  her  duty,  "pray  the  Lord  of  the  Harvest  to  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  his  harvest,"  dedicate  her  pious  sons  to  the  Ministry  of  recon- 
ciliation, and  furnish  the  means  for  their  education. 

These  are  not  all,  but  merely  some  of  the  more  prominent  causes,  which 
contribute  to  bring  about  the  Pastoral  changes  so  frequent  at  this  time  in  our 
Church  and  among  the  brethren  of  our  own  Synod.  Let  every  member  of  this 
Synod,  lay  and  clerical,  and  every  member  of  our  respective  Congregations,  apply 
himself  to  the  diligent  searching  out  and  removal  of  these  causes;  let  the  errors 
of  the  past  be  shunned,  and  proper  precaution  be  taken  for  the  future,  and  we 
may  yet  hope  to  see  the  stability ''and  permanency  of  the  Ministry  of  our  Church 
once  more  restored.  Respectfully  submitted.

TRESSLER  ORPHANS'  HOME. 

Rev.  P.  Willard,  Superintendent  of  the  Orphans'  Home,  offered  the  following 
report : 

By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Tresslcr  Orphans'  Home  of 
the  General  Synod  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
the  Superintendent  is  required  to  make  an  annual  report  of  the  state  and  pros- 
pects of  the  Home  to  each  of  the  Synods  engaged  in  its  purchase  and  repre- 
sented in  its  Board : 

On  the  first  of  June  last,  the  term  of  the  lease  to  Mr.  P.  Bosserman  having  ex- 
pired, the  Home  was  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Church.  Our  first  quarter  ended 
on  the  first  of  the  present  month,  and  after  making  an  estimate  of  our  expenses 
for  employees,  food,  clothing,  tuition,  books  and  stationery,  &c,  we  find  the 
Home,  so  far  as  the  keeping  of  the  children  is  concerned,  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. 

Our  expenses,  for  improving  the  lands  and  furnishing  the  Home,  have  been 
very  considerable  during  the  spring  and  summer,  and  we  are  sorry  to  state  that, 
though  we  have  made  repeated  appeals  to  the  Church  for  the  means  to  meet  those 
demands,  we  have  thus  far  met  with  a  very  tardy  response. 

The  beds  and  bedding  have  thus  far  been  secured  by  donations  from  indi- 
vidual Congregations,  but  the  remaining  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  Home  and 
farm  we  have  been  compelled  to  purchase,  which,  together  with  the  necessary 
books  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  school,  have  cost  us  a  considerable  sum, 
to  meet  which  demand  we  are  trusting  the  liberal  hearts  and  open  hands  of  the 
Church  will  yet  furnish  at  an  early  date. 

The  twenty-seven  acres  of  land  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Home  is  only 
one-half  paid  for,  and  the  balance  is  bearing  interest  from  the  time  of  purchase. 
Only  one  charge  of  this  Synod  has  as  yet  made  any  contribution  for  the  payment 
of  the  land,  which  is  the  St.  Clairsville  Charge,  has  sent  us  the  price  of  one  acre. 
In  furnishing  the  Home,  we  are  indebted  to  the  liberality  of  the  Sinking  Valley 
for  the  donation  of  four  beds,  beside  some  aid  in  support  of  the  orphans.  The 
Johnstown  charge  also  furnished  us  a  very  fine  bed,  beside  a  considerable  amount 
of  material  for  clothing  and  a  liberal  donation  in  money  for  the  support  of  the 
orphans,  and  in  addition  one  brother  of  the  JohnstOAvn  Church  presented  the 
Home  with  a  pruning  knife  and  a  very  fine  Doty  washing  machine.  May  the  God 
of  the  Orphan  reward  their  liberality. 

But  we  are  sorry  to  state  that  outside  of  the  Sinking  Valley,  Johnstown  and 
St.  Clairsville  charges,  nothing  has  been  done  thus  far  by  the  Churches  of  the 
Allegheny  Synod,  either  for  the  purchase  of  the  lands,  the  furnishing  of  the 
Home,  or  the  support  of  the  orphans.

Leaving  a  balance  due  beside  the  interest  from  the  time  of  maturity,  of  $353  61 
And  the  third  instalment  due  on  the  1st  of  June,  1870. 

The  Board  found  it  necessary,  at  its  last  meeting,  in  order  to  retain  the  sol- 
diers' orphans  at  the  Home,  to  make  arrangements  for  the  erection  of  a  dining 
room  during  the  present  autumn,  48  by  20  feet,  which,  by  calculation,  will  cost  a 
fraction  over  $1000.  But  provision  is  made  in  the  profits  of  the  school  for  the 
liquidation  of  whatever  debt  may  be  incurred  without  taxing  the  Church  for  any 
of  this  amount. 

There  are  at  present  twenty-two  Church  orphans  at  the  Home,  two  of  which 
are  from  the  bounds  of  the  Allegheny  Synod.  These  have  been  under  our  care 
for  more  than  a  year,  and  another  is  expected  in  a  few  days,  and  for  their  sup- 
port we  have  received  from  the  Allegheny  Synod  but  $60  40,  and  this  amount 
has  come  from  the  Johnstown  and  Sinking  Valley  charges.  We  have  two  charges 
in  the  Central  Synod,  and  one  in  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod,  which  have  re- 
solved to  support  one  orphan  each  at  the  Home  during  the  coming  year:  and 
there  is  not  a  charge,  we  are  persuaded,  in  the  bounds  of  the  General  Synod,  but 
could  and  would  do  the  same  if  only  the  cause  were  properly  presented  by  its 
Pastors. 

We  have  been  compelled  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  call  of  not  less  than  forty 
poor  fatherless  little  ones  during  the  past  year,  who  have  been  stretching  out 
their  hands  to  us  and  begging  for  a  home.  Shall  this  continue  to  be  the  case 
in  future?  They  are  God's  orphans,  and  He  commands  us  to  care  both  for  their 
souls  and  bodies.  Shall  any  of  these  little  ones  cry  out  against  us  at  the  great 
day  of  reckoning,  and  say  no  one  cared  for  my  soul,  I  was  hungry  and  ye  fed 
me  not,  a  stranger  and  ye  took  me  not  in,  &c.  Brethren,  may  we  not  hope  that 
the  time  is  at  hand,  when  the  Church  will  arouse  to  a  sense  of  her  high  mission 
and  put  our  home  in  a  position  that  we  can  stretch  out  our  arms  for  the  embrace 
of  every  poor  little  fatherless,  friendless  one  who  knocks  at  our  door,  and  not 
only  give  it  a  home,  but  try  to  bring  it  up  for  Jesus  and  for  heaven?

CONSTITUTION 


OP  THE 

lUicgjjcmj  (Ctangelical  JWjjermt 

OF 


PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  Ministers  and  Lay-Members  of  the  Allegheny  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Synod,  of  Pennsylvania,  acknowledging  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Head  of  His  Church  f 
the  Bible  as  a  sufficient  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice,  and  the 
Augsburg  Confession  as  a  correct  exhibition  of  the  fundamental  doctrines  of  the 
Divine  Word,  and  of  the  faith  of  our  Church  as  founded  upon  that  Word,  and 
humbly  trusting  in  the  guidance  and  protection  of  Almighty  God,  and  the  direc- 
tion and  influence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  also,  holding  ourselves  loyal  to  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  in  the  United  States,  do 
hereby  ordain  and  establish  for  our  government  as  a  Synod  the  following : 

CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 

OF  THE  SYNOD,  ITS  TITLE,   CONVENTIONS,  SPECIAL  SESSIONS,  VOTING  MEMBERS 
AND  QUORUM. 

Section  1.  This  ecclesiastical  body  shall  be  known  as  the  "Allegheny  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania." 

Sec  2.  This  Synod  shall  consist  of  such  ordained  and  licensed  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Ministers  and  Evangelical  Lutheran  Congregations  within  the  prescribed 
limits  as  may  submit  to  this  Constitution. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Conventions  of  this  Synod  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained 
and  licensed  Ministers  belonging  to  the  Synod,  Lay-Delegates  from  its  Pastoral 
districts  and  commissioners  from  its  Congregations ;  and  may  also  include  dele- 
gates and  visiting  brethren  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies. 

Seg.  4.  The  Ministers  who  are  members  of  this  Synod  and  the  Lay-Delegates 
from  its  Pastoral  districts  shall  be  the  voting  members  of  Synod.  Commissioners, 
delegates  and  visiting  brethren  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  shall  have  such 
rights  and  privileges  as  are  specified  in  Article  VII,  sections  12  and  13. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  one  Annual  Convention  of  Synod,  and  there  may  be 
more  when  the  pressing  interest  of  the  Church  shall  require  it,  due  notice  thereof 
having  been  given.  Special  Conventions  may  be  called  by  the  President,  when 
demanded  by  sis  ordained  Ministers,  in  a  written  request,  stating  all  the  business 
of  such  meeting,  which  shall  be  published  in  the  call,  and  to  which  the  business 
of  such  meeting  shall  be  confined. 

Sec.  6.  Two-fifths  of  the  voting  members  of  Synod  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
provided  that  one-third  of  the  ordained  Ministers  in  the  Synod  are  present. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OP  THE  OBJECTS,  POWERS,  DUTIES,  ETC.,  OP  SYNOD. 

Section  1.  The  objects  of  this  Synod  shall  be  to  deliberate  with  discretion 
upon  the  general  affairs  of  the  Church,  and  in  particular  of  the  Churches  under 
its  own  care,  to  promote  their  numerical  and  spiritual  increase,  secure  them  so 
far  as  possible  a  holy,  able  and  learned  Ministry,  provide  for  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  Ministerial  work,  devise  means  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel  at  home 
and  in  heathen  lands,  aim  at  developing  the  active  and  spiritual  energies  of  our 
Congregations,  and  in  general  to  take  such  action  and  attend  to  all  such  things 
as,  in  its  judgment  may  promote  the  general  Christian  morality  as  well  as  the 
piety,  prosperity  and  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  to  see  that  the  rules  of  government 
and  discipline  prescribed  by  the  Formula  of  the  General  Synod  are  enforced  in 
their  true  spirit  by  the  Congregations  and  Ministers  within  its  bounds. 

Sec.  3.  Synod  shall  have  power  to  examine  into  the  official  conduct  and 
character  of  its  members,  and  while  carefully  guarding  the  purity  of  the  Ministry 
from  the  slanders  of  the  wicked  on  the  one  hand,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Synod 
on  the  other  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the  Ministry  from  disgrace  by  proceeding 
in  the  case  of  any  member  against  whom  accusation  is  laid,  or  whose  character 
has  become  disreputable,  to  ascertain  his  guilt  or  innocense,  that  if  innocent  it 
may  be  made  manifest,  or  if  guilty  he  may  be  dealt  with  accordingly;  and  it 
shall  especially  be  the  duty  of  Synod  to  see  that  no  member  be  allowed  with 
impunity,  stubbornly  to  persist  in  a  course  of  conduct  calculated  to  bring  the 
moral  character  of  the  Ministry  into  disgrace.    (See  Article  XI.) 

Sec.  4.  Synod  shall  have  power  to  exclude  from  its  care  and  fellowship  such 
Churches  as  shall  obstinately  refuse  to  comply  with  its  decisions  or  persist  in 
the  wilful  neglect  of  a  scriptural  discipline  over  its  members,  or  shall  have  be- 
come fundamentally  corrupt  in  doctrine  or  practice. 

Sec.  5.  Synod  shall  require  excuses  of  all  absentees  from  its  Conventions 
and  decide  on  their  validity.  Ordinary,  voluntary,  Ministeral  labor  shall  not  be 
regarded  as  a  valid  excuse.  Any  Minister  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  called  to  account  at  the  next  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  Synod  shall  reeeive  appeals  from  the  decisions  of  Church  Councils, 
Conferences,  or  special  committees  when  regularly  brought  before  it,  and  review, 
confirm  or  reverse  the  decisions  to  which  such  appeals  refer. 

Sec.  7.  Notice  of  the  intention  of  such  appeals  must  have  been  given  to  the 
body  from  whose  decision  they  are  taken  by  the  appellant  with  the  reasons  stated 
in  full,  within  three  weeks  after  such  decision  is  rendered. 

Sec.  8.  If  in  the  review  of  any  case  or  in  the  consideration  of  any  matter, 
other  witnesses  or  further  information  should  be  required,  Synod  shall  have 
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power  to  cite  any  Church  members  in  its  bounds  to  appear  and  testify  before  it. 
(See  Formala,  chap.  VIII,  sec.  5.) 

Sec.  9.  Synod  may  form  or  change  Pastorates,  with  ,  the  consent  of 'the 
Churches  concerned. 

Sec.  10.  Synods  shall  attend  to  any  business  relating  to  the  Churches  when 
regularly  brought  before  it. 

ARTICLE  III. 

OP  THE  OFFICERS  OF  SYNOD  AND  ELECTIONS. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Synod  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer. 

Sec  2.  All  these  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votescast. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  and  Secretary  shall  be  ordained  Ministers,  regularly 
belonging  to  this  Synod.  The  Treasurer  may  be  either  a  Minister  or  a  Lay- 
Member  of  any  Congregation  connected  with  this  Synod. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  and  Secretary  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  three 
successive  years,  but  the  Treasurer  may  be  re-elected  any  time. 

Sec.  5.  The  officers  of  the  Synod,  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod,  Directors 
to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  Directors  to  the  High  School  at 
Martinsburg,  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

Sec.  6.  All  other  officers,  committees,  positions,  etc.,  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  or  viva  voce,  except  when  Synod  chooses  to  make  a  special  case. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

Section  1,  He  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Synod  and  of  the 
Ministerium. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  deliver  a  Synodical  Discourse  at  each  meeting  of  Synod,  or 
procure  a  substitute. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Pastor  Loci,  appoint  the  other 
brethren  who  shall  preach  during  the  Convention. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  at  each  Annual  Convention,  just  before  the  election  of 
officers,  read  a  written  report  of  all  his  official  acts  during  the  interim,  which 
should  embrace,  first,  an  account  of  all  dismissions  and  receptions  of  Pastors; 
second,  newly  organized  Congregations;  third,  the  building  of  new  Churches; 
fourth,  Pastoral  changes  and  daaths  of  Ministers  of  Synod  ;  fifth,  the  special 
blessing  of  God  on  any  of  our  Churches,  and  other  important  events  that  may 
have  transpired  in  the  Church  ;  sixth,  recommendations  of  such  measures  as  in 
his  judgment  may  promote  the  cause  of  Christ :  seventh,  state  the  delegates  to 
the  General  Synod  and  Directors  to  "the  Theological  Seminary  to  be. elected. 
This  report  shall  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  dealt  with  as  with  all  other  papers 
coming  before  the  Synod. 

Sec  5.  The  President  shall  preserve  due  order,  not  suffer  more  than  one 
member  to  speak  at  a  time,  secure  to  each  person  liberty  to  speak  without  inter- 
ruption from  others  and  prevent  a  speaker  from  deviating  from  the  subject  before 
the  house. 

Sec  6.  He  shall  take  care  that  each  subject  be  duly  considered  before  a  de- 
cision is  made.  When  no  one  has  any  further  observations  to  make,  he  shall 
distinctly  rehearse  each  motion  before  the  question  is  put,  and  take  the  vote  of 
the  house  on  the  same. 

Sec  7.  When  the  votes  are  called  for  they  shall  be  taken  simply  by.  Aye  and 
Nay,  and  by  rising  to  take  a  division. 

Sec  8.  When  the  house  is  equally  divided  on  any  question,  the  President 
has  the  casting  vote.  In  all  other  cases  he  has  no  suffrage  except  in  a  vote  by 
ballot,  or  when  the  yeas  and  nays  are  recorded;  but  in  these  cases  he  has  no 
castiDg  vote. 
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Sec.  9.  He  shall  direct  the  yeas  and  nays  to  be  recorded  on  any  question 
when  called  for  by  four  members. 

Sec.  10.  The  President  has  the  right  to  participate  in  the  discussions  as  well 
as  any  other  member,  provided  he  leave  the  chair  for  the  time  being  and  appoint 
a  temporary  chairman. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  appoint  the  various  committees,  not  otherwise  appointed 
by  special  provision. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  subscribe  certificates  of  ordination,  license,  dismissions,  etc. 

Sec  13.  He  shall  receive  and  enroll  members  agreeably  to  Sec.  3,  Art.  VII. 

Sec.  14.  It  is  an  important  part  of  his  duty  to  give  counsel  to  every  member 
of  Synod  when  he  deems  it  expedient,  and  particularly  to  admonish  and  advise 
every  erring  brother.  If  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  Minister  is  living  in 
any  material  violation  of  the  word  of  God,  of  the  Formula  or  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, it  shall  be  his  duty  to  call  upon  the  individual  to  relieve  his  character  from 
said  imputation  before  the  Synod,  or  before  the  Ministerium  if  the  case  relate  to 
error  in  doctrine.  If  the  case  be  of  the  character  of  those  named  in  Section  3, 
Article  XI,  he  shall  proceed  according  to  the  directions  given  in  that  section  and 
article.  If  the  case  be  of  less  criminality  than  those  named  in  Section  3,  Article 
XI,  he  shall  proceed  according  to  Section  14  of  the  same  Article.  [See  Article 
XI;  passim.'] 

Sec.  15.  Should  the  President  remove  from  the  bounds  of  Synod,  resign  his 
office,  depart  this  life  or  become  otherwise  unqualified,  the  Secretary  shall  succeed 
him  and  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  next  Convention,  but  in  case 
the  Secretary's  office  becomes  vacant,  the  President  shall  take  charge  of  the 
papers  and  perform  the  duties  of  that  office  till  Synod  meets. 

Sec  16.  At  any  session,  during  the  Convention  of  Synod,  should  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  be  absent,  and  a  quorum  be  present,  one  of  the  older  Ministers 
shall  call  the  house  to  order  and  preside. 

ARTICLE  V. 

OF  THE  SECRETARY. 

Section  1.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Synod  and  Ministerium. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  all  the  papers,  seal,  etc.,  of  Synod  subject 
to  its  discretion. 

Sec  3.  He  shall  do  all  the  official  writing  of  Synod  not  otherwise  provided 

for. 

Sec  4.  He  shall  give  notice  in  the  General  Synod  Church  papers  at  least  six 
weeks  before  hand  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  Annual  Convention. 

Sec  5.  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  Ministers  of  Synod  arranged  ac- 
cording to  their  age  in  office,  and  also  of  the  Congregations  and  Pastorates  con- 
nected with  the  Synod. 

Sec  6.  He  shall  attest  the  manuscript  records  and  the  printed  minutes  of- 
Synod,  and  also  in  connection  with  the  President,  authenticate  certificates  of 
licensure  and  ordination. 

Sec  7.  In  case  of  accumulation  of  business,  an  Assistant  Secretary  may  be 
appointed  by  the  President  whose  office  shall  expire  with  the  close  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec.  8.  If  in  the  recess  of  Synod  the  Secretary  should  remove  into  another 
Synod,  resign  his  office,  or  depart  this  life,  the  President  shall  require  the  papers, 
seal  and  all  other  property  of  Synod  to  be  delivered  over  to  him  to  be  retained 
by  him  till  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Sec.  9.  The  papers  of  Synod  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  or  elsewhere 
shall  be  accessible  to  any  number  of  Synod,  but  no  part  of  them  shall  be  taken 
away  or  destroyed. 

Sec  10.  The  Secretary  shall  publish  and  distribute  the  minutes  as  Synod 
may  direct. 

Sec  11.   He  shall  record  on  the  last  page  of  the  minutes  the  names  of  the 
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Directors  to  the  Seminary  and  the  term  of  their  office,  Delegates  to  other 
Synods,  Speakers  for  the  next  Convention,  Standing  Committees,  and  the  time 
and  place  of  the  next  meeting  of  Synod. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  transmit  annually  an  account  of  onr  Missionary  operations 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod.  A  copy 
of  our  minutes  will  answer. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OF  THE  TREASURER. 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  the  moneys  of  Synod  and 
take  care  of  and  pay  them  out  as  Synod  may  direct. 

Sec  2.  He  shall  give  bond  and  security  in  such  terms  and  sums  as  Synod 
may  require. 

Sec  3.  He  shall  at  an  early  day  of  each  annual  meeting  of  Synod  present  a 
written  and  detailed  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  Synod  during 
the  year,  with  the  liabilities  and  an  exact  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Treasury. 

Sec  4.  Should  the  Treasurer  during  the  Synodical  year  remove  from  the 
bounds  of  Synod,  depart  this  life,  or  in  any  way  become  disabled  or  unqualified, 
then  the  books,  papers,  moneys,  notes,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Treasury  shall  be 
delivered  over  to  the  President  for  the  proper  use  of  Synod  until  the  next  Annual 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OP  ministers,  licensed  candidates,  churches,  delegates,  commissioners,  etc 

Section  1.  No  Minister  shall  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Congregations 
of  another  by  preaching  or  performing  other  Ministerial  acts  except  by  request 
or  consent  of  the  Pastor,  or  in  his  absence  at  the  request  of  the  Church  Council.  And 
no  Minister  belonging  to  this  Synod  shall  by  any  private  intercourse  or  corres- 
pondence with  members  of  another  charge  create  schism,  disturbance,  aleniation 
or  disaffection  therein,  or  cause  prejudice  against  the  Pastor.  Any  member  of 
Synod  violating  this  section  shall  be  called  to  account  by  the  President,  and,  if 
need  be,  further  dealt  with  according  to  Article  XI,  Section  3. 

Sec.  2.  Any  Minister  in  good  standing  in  this  Synod  removing  from  our 
bounds  into  those  of  another  Synod,  shall,  on  application,  receive  an  honorable 
dismission,  said  dismission  to  take  effect  when  duly  accredited  by  the  receiving 
Synod.  9 

Sec  3.  Any  Minister  presenting  to  the  President  an  honorable  dismission 
from  another  regular  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  in  the  General  Synod,  shall  by 
him  be  received  and  have  his  name  enrolled  among  our  Ministers. 

Sec  4.  In  the  case  of  a  Minister  coming  from  another  Lutheran  Synod  not 
of  the  General  Synod,  the  President  shall  receive  his  "honorable  dismission" 
from  the  Synod  to  which  he  belonged,  and  report  his  application  to  Synod  itself 
at  its  next  Convention  for  its  decision  in  such  instances. 

Sec.  5.  Applications  for  admission  by  Ministers  or  Licentiates  of  other  de- 
nominations, or  from  foreign  countries,  shall  be  laid  before  the  Ministerium,  who 
shall  decide  according  to  Sections  4  and  5,  Article  XIII,  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec  6.  Every  ordained  Minister  shall  have  the  right  to  leave  his  charge  and 
remove  to  another,  but  he  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  President. 

Sec  7.  Licensed  candidates. 

1.  A  licentiate  shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  in  the  Synod  as  an 
ordained  Minister,  with  this  exception  ;  he  shall  have  no  seat  nor  vote  in  the 
Ministerium. 

2.  He  shall  have  power  to  perform  all  Ministerial  acts  during  the  time  speci- 
fied in  his  iicense. 

3.  He  shall  have  liberty  to  visit  vacant  Congregations,  either  upon  their  in- 
vitation, or  at  the  direction  of  the  Ministerium  or  of  the  President. 
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4.  When  a  licentiate  has  obtained  a  stated  charge  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
leave  it  without  the  consent  of  the  Ministerium  or,  in  its  recess  of  the  President. 

5.  In  addition  to  his  ordinary  Ministerial  duties,  he  shall  carefully  devote 
all  his  leisure  time  to  his  personal  improvement  in  knowledge  and  grace. 

6.  He  shall  receive  counsel  from  the  President  and  apply  to  him  for  advice 
in  cases  of  difficulty. 

7.  He  shall  also  keep  a  general  journal  of  his  Ministerial  labors,  which,  with 
at  least  two  sermons  of  his  own  composition,  or  one  sermon  and  an  exegetical 
lecture  on  a  passage  of  scripture,  which  the  President  may  assign  him,  he  must 
present  annually  for  the  inspection  of  the  Ministerium,  along  with  a  certificate  of 
his  doctrine  and  deportment,  signed  by  his  Church  Council. 

Sec.  8.  Every  Church  connected  with  this  Synod  shall  be  regarded  as  an  in- 
tegral part  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  its  prayerful  oversight,  have  the  right  of 
representation  and  shall  annually  contribute,  according  to  its  ability,  to  the  funds 
of  Synod. 

Sec.  9.  Every  Church  applying  for  admission  shall  present  a  copy  of  its 
Constitution  and  discipline  for  review  of  Synod  before  it  is  received  as  a  member 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.  Every  Pastoral  Charge  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Lay  Delegate  in  the 
Conventions  of  Synod. 

Sec  11.  Lay  Delegates  shall  present  certificates  of  their  appointment  by  the 
Church  Councils.  They  shall  have  equal  rights  with  the  Ministers  in  all  busi- 
ness of  Synod  except  that  specially  committed  to  the  Ministerium. 

Sec.  12.  Any  Congregation^  or  portion  of  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  send 
a  Commissioner,  if  for  any  cause  they  deem  it  requisite.  Commissioners  shall 
enjoy  the  right  of  speech  but  not  of  voting. 

Sec.  13.  Delegates  and  visiting  brethren  from  other  ecclesiastical  bodies, 
when  received,  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  as  corresponding  or  advisory  members, 
and  as  such  shall  enjoy  the  privilege  of  speaking  but  not  of  voting. 

Sec.  14.  Synod  may  appoint  Delegates  to  other  ecclesiastical  bodies  at 
discretion. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

OF  MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Synod  to  engage  in  the  work  of  Home 
Missions,  in  order  to  supply  with  the  Preached  Word  and  Sacraments  the  desti- 
tute portions  in  the  bounds  of  this  Synod ;  also  such  other  destitute  places  as 
Synod  may  choose,  in  distant  territory,  which  may  not  have  been  already  occu- 
pied by  another  Synod  in  the  General  Synod. 

Sec.  2.  In  carrying  on  this  work  Synod  may  be  known  as  a  Home  Missionary 
Society,  but  all  the  business  transacted  under  this  head  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
regular  business  of  Synod,  yet  it  shall  be  designated  in  our  proceedings  under  a 
distinct  head  as  Home  Missionary  Business. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  a  committee  of  three  ordained 
Ministers,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Home  Mission  Committee,  and  which  shall  act 
for  the  Synod  as  hereinafter  directed.  The  same  members  may  be  annually  re- 
appointed. 

Sec  4.  Applications  for  aid  by  Mission  fields  shall  be  made  to  the  Home 
Mission  Committee,  which  shall  report  the  application  to  Synod  with  all  the  in- 
formation they  can  obtain,  that  may  help  the  Synod  to  decide  whether  such  ap- 
plication shall  be  received. 

Sec  5.  The  Home  Mission  Committee  shall  select  and  commission  the  Mis- 
sionaries, subject  to  the  approval  of  Synod  at  its  next  meeting. 

Sec  6.  The  Missionaries  of  this  Synod  shall  make  quarterly  reports  of  their 
labors,  etc.,  to  the  Home  Mission  Committee. 

Sec  <f.  Any  Minister  employed  to  labor  as  Missionary  of  this  Synod  shall  be 
or  become  a  member  thereof,  and  be  subject  to  its  direction. 
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Sec.  8.  Mission  Congregations  shall  co-operate  with  the  Mission  Committee, 
and  not  call  a  man  as  Pastor  until  the  Mission  Committee  is  satisfied  that  the 
selection  is  a  suitable  one  to  be  made. 

Seo.  9.  The  Home  Mission  Committee  shall  present  an  annual  report,  which 
shall  embrace  all  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Synod,  together  with  such 
facts  and  suggestions  as  may  be  calculated  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Home 
Missionary  work. 

Sec.  10.  The  order  of  the  Home  Mission  Committee  shall  be  the  Treasurer's 
authority  in  paying  out  the  Home  Missionary  Funds. 

Sec.  11.  Every  member  of  Synod  shall  annually  pay  one  dollar  to  the  Home 
Missionary  Funds  of  Synod,  and  ten  dollars  paid  at  one  time  shall  constitute  an 
individual  a  life  member. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Pastor  and  Missionary  connected  with 
this  Synod  to  make  at  least  one  effort  every  year  throughout  his  charge  for  Home 
Missions.    This  effort  should,  if  possible,  reach  every  church  member  in  his  charge. 

Sec.  13.  A  Home  Missionary  Anniversary  shall  be  held  at  each  Annual  Con- 
vention of  Synod,  at  which  addresses  shall  be  delivered  and  funds  collected. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

OP  EDUCATION. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Synod  to  aid  indigent  pious  young  men 
in  preparing  for  the  Gospel  Ministry.  In  carrying  on  this  work  Synod  may  be 
known  as  an  Education  Society,  but  all  the  business  transacted  on  this  subject 
shall  be  a  part  of  the  regular  business  of  Synod,  which  shall,  however,  be  re- 
corded in  our  proceedings  under  a  distinct  head  as  Education  Business. 

Sec.  2.  At  each  Annual  Convention  the  President  shall  appoint  three  or- 
dained Ministers,  who  shall  constitute  and  be  styled  the  Education  Committee, 
and  which  shall  act  for  Synod  as  hereinafter  directed.  The  same  members  may 
be  annually  reappointed. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  applying  for  aid  from  our  Education  funds  shall  give 
the  Synod  satisfactory  information  through  the  Education  Committee,  either  by 
appearing  personally  before  them,  or  in  a  written  statement,  which  must  be  cer- 
tified by  his  own  Pastor  or  Church  Council,  or  by  some  other  member  of  Synod, 
as  to  the  following  points  : 

1.  The  evidence  of  his  conversion,  piety  and  talents. 

2.  His  reasons  for  desiring  to  enter  the  Ministry. 

3.  His  age,  and  whether  he  contemplates  taking  a  full  or  partial  course  of  study. 

4.  If  he  is  really  indigent.  If  not  how  much  aid  he  would  need,  and  to  what 
extent  he  would  support  himself. 

5.  How  long  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church. 

6.  Whether  it  is  his  serious  purpose  bejore  God  to  enter  the  Ministry  in  the 
General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

1.  Whether  he  has  a  sound  constitution  and  enjoys  good  health. 
8.  What  has  been  and  is  at  present  his  occupation. 

Sec  4.  No  applicant  shall  receive  aid  who  has  not  been  a  communicant  in 
the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  for  two  years,  except  in  extraordinary  cases. 

Sec.  5.  The  Beneficiaries  of  this  Synod  shall  be  required  to  take  a  full  course 
in  College  and  Seminary  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  Synod. 

Sec.  6.  No  Beneficiary  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  College  or  Seminary  to 
engage  in  any  other  calling  for  a  time,  without  consent  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Sec  7.  No  person  shall  be  continued  on  the  funds  of  this  Synod  any  longer 
than  he  shall  exhibit  to  the  Education  Committee  satisfactory  evidence  that  in 
point  of  talent,  diligence,  literary  progress,  morals  and  piety  he  is  of  proper 
character  to  receive  aid,  nor  any  one  who  shall  have  concluded  not  to  devote 
himself  to  the  Ministry  in  the  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Sec  8.  Every  Beneficiary  of  this  Synod  shall  give  his  exemption  note  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Synod  for  the  amount  received  by  him,  thereby  to  secure  the  for- 
feiture of  such  moneys  with  interest,  should  he  fail  to  enter  the  Ministry  in  the 
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General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  except  it  be  providential,  as 
in  case  of  sickness. 

Sec.  9.  Every  Beneficiary  of  this  Synod  who  shall  have  labored  faithfully  as 
Pastor  for  ten  years  shall  have  his  note?  to  the  Treasurer  for  Education  Funds 
cancelled. 

Sec.  10.  Every  member  of  Synod  shall  pay  annually  one  dollar  to  the  Edu- 
cation Funds  of  Synod,  and  ten  dollars  paid  at  any  one  time  shall  constitute  a 
member  for  life  of  the  Education  Society  of  Synod. 

Sec.  11.  An  anniversary  of  the  Education  Society  of  Synod  shall  be  held  at 
each  Annual  Convention,  at  which  addresses  shall  be  delivered  and  collections 
taken  up. 

Sec  12.  The  Education  Committee  shall  receive  the  character  bill  of  all  our 
Beneficiaries,  and,  in  addition,  annually,  from  their  instructors  written  informa- 
tion as  to  their  worthiness  as  candidates  for  the  Gospel  Ministry. 

Sec  13.  The  Committee  shall  annually  present  a  report  of  their  operations, 
of  the  progress  of  our  Beneficiaries,  etc. 

ARTICLE  X. 
docket  order  op  business. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  open  the  first  session  with  prayer  after  the 
singing  of  a  hymn.  Every  session  of  the  Synod  and  Ministerium  shall  be  opened 
and  closed  with  prayer.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  the  Secretary  shall  open 
the  first  session,  or  in  the  absence  of  both  one  of  the  oldest  Ministers  present 
shall  open  the  session. 

Sec.  2.  After  prayer  the  Secretary  shall  call  the  roll  of  all  the  Ministers  and 
note  the  absentees. 

Sec  3.  The  Lay  Delegates  shall  present  their  certificates  of  appointment,  and 
their  names  be  recorded  as  members  of  Synod.  The  Commissioners  shall  also  now 
present  their  certificates  of  appointment. 

Sec  4.  The  President  shall  read  his  annual  report  as  his  last  official  act. 

Sec  5.  The  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  held. 

Sec  6.  Delegates  and  Ministers  from  other  bodies  shall  be  received  at  this  or 
any  future  stage  of  business. 

Sec.  7.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  given  into  the  hands  of  a 
special  committee,  unless  Synod  desires  that  they  be  read ;  and  any  unfinished 
business  shall  be  reported  at  an  early  hour. 

Sec  8.  All  papers  intended  for  the  Synod  or  Ministerium,  including  the  ser- 
mons, etc.,  of  the  licentiates,  shall- be  handed  to  the  President,  and  verbal  notice 
may  be  given  of  any  important  business  to  be  brought  before  the  Convention. 

Sec  0.  Applications  for  license  should  now  be  presented  to  the  President. 

Sec  10.  The  Secretary-  shall  number  the  papers  as  arranged  by  the  President 
and  hand  them  to  their  appropriate  committees,  who  shall  examine  and  report  upon 
them  with  business  prepared  for  the  action  of  Synod,  according  to  the  nature  of 
the  subject  contained  in  the  papers. 

Sec  11.  Reports  of  Committees  shall  be  considered  before  the  whole  Synod 
aud  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time,  except  when  special  order  of  the  day  occupies 
the  Convention. 

Sec.  12.  Each  Pastor  shall  be  called  upon  by  the  Secretary  to  present  a  Pas- 
toral Report,  after  which  the  delegate  from  the  charge  shall  answer  the  following 
questions  : 

1.  lias  your  Pastor  been  faithful  in  his  duties? 

2.  Has  he  been  paid  according  to  agreement  with  him  by  his  charge? 
Sec  13.  The  Treasurer's  account  shall  be  audited. 

Sec  14.  The  number  of  vacant  Congregations  shall  be  inquired  into  and 
provision  made  for  them. 

Sec.  15.  Missionary  Business. 
Sec  16.  Education  Business. 
Sec.  17.  Promiscuous  Business. 
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Sec.  18.  The  election  of  delegates  to  the  General  Synod  and  other  ecclesias- 
tical bodies;  and  Directors  to  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Sec.  19.  The  selection  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  next  Convention  of  Synod. 
Sec  20.  Provision  for  printing  and  distributing  the  Minutes  of  Synod. 
Sec.  21.  Dissolution  of  Synod  and  meeting  of  the  Ministerium. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
process  against  offending  ministers. 

Section  1.  All  Christians  should  be  very  cautious  in  giving  credit  to  an  ill 
report  against  any  man,  and  especially  against  a  Minister  of  the  Gospel,  and  be 
careful  not  to  accuse  any  member  without  good  reason,  yet  accusations  against 
a  Minister  or  Licentiate  who  may  be  chargeable  with  serious  offences,  may  at  any 
time  be  brought  by  Church  Councils,  or  individuals,  according  to  Chapter  III, 
Section  5,  and  Capter  XII,  Section  15,  of  the  General  Synod's  Formula,  or  Section 
14,  Article  IV,  Section  1,  Article  VII,  or  Section  17,  Article  XI,  of  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  If  accusation  be  lodged  with  the  President  within  two  months  of  the 
time  of  the  Annual  Convention  of  Synod  he  shall  defer  the  matter  to  said  meeting 
and  notify  the  accused  and  accusers  and  all  the  parties  concerned  to  be  and  appear, 
person  and  papers,  at  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  when  the  whole  case  shall  be 
adjudicated;  yet  if  the  charge  be  one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating 
fundamental  error  in  doctrine  or  any  high  crime,  he  shall  immediately  direct  the 
accused  to  suspend  all  his  Ministerial  duties  until  his  case  is  decided.  If  accu- 
sation be  lodged  with  the  President  at  an  earlier  date,  that  is  more  than  two 
months  before  the  next  Annual  Convention  of  Synod,  he  shall,  if  the  charge  be 
one  of  drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  error  in  doctrine,  or  any 
high  crime,  appoint  a  committee  of  three  ordained  Ministers  and  two  Elders,  and 
fix  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting,  which  committee  shall  institute  a  formal 
investigation  of  the  case,  according  to  the  Word  of  God  and  of  this  Constitution 
and  of  the  principles  of  the  Formula.  Fifteen  days  notice  shall  be  given  to  all 
the  parties  concerned,  to  enable  them  to  attend. 

Sec.  3.  If  a  member  against  whom  accusation  is  brought  lives  in  a  conference 
district  in  which  there  exists  a  conference  regularly  organized,  etc.,  then  the 
President  may  commit  the  investigation  of  the  case  to  the  Conference,  according 
to  Chapter  XII,  Section  3,  of  the  Formula,  instead  of  to  a  special  committee. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  accusation  in  auy  case  be  solely  or  chiefly  for  circulating  fun- 
damental errors  in  doctrine,  the  President  shall  appoint  five  ordained  Ministers, 
instead  of  three  Ministers  and  two  Elders,  to  investigate  the  case. 

Sec  5.  Any  three  members  of  the  committee,  or  a  quorum  of  the  Conference, 
shall  have  power  to  proceed  and  hold  a  fair  and  impartial  investigation  of  the 
case,  and  to  take  all  such  measures  as  may  be  just  and  necessary  to  determine 
the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused. 

Sec  6.  If  the  accused  confess,  and  the  matter  be  base  and  flagitious,  such  as 
drunkenness,  lewdness,  circulating  fundamental  error  in  doctrine,  or  any  high 
crime,  however  penitent  he  may  be,  he  must  immediately  be  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  his  office,  and  if  thought  expedient,  a  time  be  appointed  for  him  pub- 
licly to  confess  to  the  Congregation  and  the  world  his  guilt  and  penitence. 

Sec  7.  If  a  Minister,  accused  of  atrocious  erimes,  being  duly  notified, 
refuse  to  attend  the  investigation,  he  shall  still  be  immediately  suspended  from 
his  office. 

Sec  8.  If  the  accused  deny  the  charge,  and  yet  on  examination  of  the  evi- 
dence is  found  guilty,  the  committee  or  Conference  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to 
pass  sentence  on  him. 

Sec  9.  The  highest  sentence  which  the  committee  or  Conference  shall  have 
power  to  pass  upon  an  offender  is  suspension  from  clerical  functions.  It  shall  be 
their  duty  to  report  their  doings  to  the  next  Convention  of  the  Synod,  when  their 
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sentence  shall  be  confirmed  or  reversed  ;  but  their  action  shall  stand  as  if  done 
by  the  Synod  itself,  until  the  Synod  or  Ministerium  has  passed  judgment  in  the 
case. 

Sec.  10.  If  the  Synod  or  Ministerium,  upon  the  review  of  a  case  of  suspen- 
sion by  a  special  committee  or  a  Conference  confirms  such  suspension,  the  action 
of  the  committee  or  Conference,  thereby  becomes  the  action  of  the  Synod  or 
Ministerium,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  stands  as  such  until,  at  a  future  period,  it  is 
removed  by  the  same  authority. 

Sec.  11.  Any  Minister  intending  to  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  committee 
or  Conference  shall  give  them  and  his  accusers  notice  of  his  intention  within 
three  weeks  of  the  time  when  the  decision  was  made  known  to  him,  that  all 
parties  may  be  prepared  for  a  re-investigation  of  the  case  at  Synod  when  the  appeal 
is  brought  up  before  it. 

Sec.  12.  The  President  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  judgment  upon  an  appeal  but- 
only  to  receive  it,  if  regularly  made,  and  hand  it  over  witli  the  other  papers  to 
Synod  at  its  next  regular  meeting,  when  alone  a  new  trial,  according  to  Chapter 
XII,  Section  10,  of  the  Formula,  can  take  place,  unless  Synod  should  again  re- 
mand it  back  to  a  committee. 

Sec.  13.  If  at  any  time  accusation  be  lodged  with  the  President  for  a  crime 
less  than  those  above  specified  (Section  3)  he  shall  take  no  other  steps  in  the  case 
than  to  write  to  the  accused  and  accusers,  exhorting  them  to  mutual  forbearance 
and  referring  them*to  the  next  meeting  of  Synod,  when  the  matter  shall  be  inves- 
tigated and  disposed  of. 

Sec  14.  Conferences  not  especially  convened  for  the  purpose  may  attend  to 
any  charges  of  importance  against  a  Minister  within  their  bounds  if  all  the  parties 
concerned  are  prepared  and  willing  to  proceed. 

Sec.  15.  If  accusation  against  a  Minister  be  made  immediately  to  the  Synod, 
and  the  Synod  believe  themselves  in  possession  of  all  the  evidence  necessary  to  a 
just  decision,  the  case  may  be  immediately  examined  and  sentence  passed.  But 
if  the  necessary  evidence  be  not  before  them  and  the  crime  be  such  as  is  specified 
in  Section  3,  they  shall  appoint  a  committee,  or  a  meeting  of  the  Conference  to 
which  the  accused  belongs,  who  shall  proceed  as  above  specified. 

Sec.  16.  If  a  Minister  be  found  guilty  of  any  of  the  crimes  specified  in  Section 
3,  he  shall  not  have  his  sentence  of  suspension  removed  till  after  mature  proba- 
tion, characterized  by  penitent,  humble  and  edifying  conduct. 

Sec  17.  If  the  common  report  of  a  Minister's  guilt  be  such  as  to  injure  the 
cause  of  religion  and  his  own  Church  or  Churches  do  not  proceed  against  him, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  other  Minister  or  Layman,  having  obtained  two  other 
signatures  of  credible  men  to  report  the  case  to  the  President,  who  shall  proceed 
as  directed  in  the  previous  sections  of  this  article. 

Sec.  18.  In  case  charges  should  be  preferred  against  the  President  the  accu- 
sations shall  be  brought  before  the  Secretary,  who  shall  act  as  President,  agreeably 
to  the  above  rules. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

OF  CONFERENCES. 

Section  1.  Synod  may  be  divided  into  Conference  Districts,  where  the  locality 
and  convenience  afford  facilities  for  meeting. 

Sec  2.  These  Conferences  shall  hold  as  many  meetings  during  the  year  as 
the  members  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec  3.  Their  chief  object  shall  be  to  preach  the  Word  and  edify  the  brethren 
in  addresses  and  conversation  for  mutual  improvement. 

Sec  4.  Conferences  may  attend  to  any  business  referred  to  them  by  Synod, 
and  to  any  referred  to  them  by  Congregations  which  does  not  especially  belong 
only  to  Synod  itself. 

Sec  5.  Conferences  shall  annually  bring  the  records  of  their  proceedings  to 
Synod  for  review. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

THE  MINISTERIUM. 

Of  Examination ,  Licensure,  Ordination,  etc. 

Section  1.  At  each  Annual  Convention  of  Synod  there  shall  be  held  a  meet- 
ing consisting  exclusively  of  ordained  Ministers,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to 
the  examination,  licensure,  and  ordination  of  candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and 
such  other  matters  as  are  hereinafter  committed  to  them.  This  meeting  shall  be 
-called  the  Ministerium. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Synod  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Ministerium. 

Sec.  3.  The  Ministerium  shall  be  the  proper  body  by  whom  all  charges  of 
heresy  against  a  Minister  are  to  be  examined  and  decided,  as  also  all  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  a  Church  Council  in  a  charge  of  heresy  against  a  Layman,  or  from 
the  decision  of  a  committee  or  Corference  on  a  similar  charge  against  a  Minister. 

Sec.  4.  When  ordained  Ministers  of  other  religious  denominations,  or  from 
foreign  countries,  make  application  for  admission,  the  Ministerium  shall  always 
decide  in  the  case,  and  no  such  Minister  or  licentiate  shall  be  received  unless  he 
comes  well  recommended  for  piety  and  learning  by  the  body  from  which  he 
comes,  or  by  a  number  of  individuals  known  to  the  Ministerium  as  orthodox  and 
evangelical.  If  the  Ministerium  upon  examination  believe  that  they  can  safely 
confide  in  the  testimonials  of  piety  and  qualifications  of  such  an  applicant,  they 
may  receive  him  for  twelve  months,  after  which  the  vote  on  his  permanent  re- 
ception shall  be  taken. 

Sec  5.  If  a  Minister  or  licentiate  from  a  foreign  country  applies,  without 
having  such  recommendations  as  are  named  in  the  above  section,  he  may  not  be 
received  till  after  a  residence  of  two  years  in  this  country,  and  unexceptionable 
conduct  during  that  time. 

Sec  6.  The  President  shall  appoint  a  standing  committee  to  examine  candi- 
dates for  licensure,  and  assign  to  each  member  of  the  committee  the  subject  upon 
which  he  shall  conduct  the  examination.  The  same  members  of  the  committee 
may  be  reappointed  annually. 

Sec  *7.  The  examination  of  candidates  for  licensure  shall,  unless  impracti- 
cable, be  conducted  before  the  whole  Synod ;  and  after  the  examination  by  the 
committee  is  ended,  every  member  of  the  Ministerium  has  the  right  to  ask  any 
additional  questions. 

Sec  8.  The  examination  shall  embrace  at  least  the  following  subjects,  viz:  1. 
Personal  piety  and  motives  for  seeking  the  Gospel  Ministry ;  2.  The  Greek  and 
Hebrew  Scriptures;  3.  The  Evidences  of  Christianity;  4.  Natural  and  Revealed 
Theology  ;  5.  Church  History  ;  6.  Pastoral  Theology  and  Church  Government ; 
*i.  Rules  of  Sermonizing  and  Sacred  Rhetoric. 

Sec  9.  No  applicant  shall  be  licensed,  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  whom 
the  Ministerium  do  not  find  possessed  of  a  competent  acquaintance  with  the  sub- 
jects named  in  Section  8,  the  Hebrew  language  alone  excepted.  Nor  shall  an 
individual  in  any  case  be  licensed  whom  the  Ministerium  do  not  believe  to  be 
hopefully  pious,  or  who  cannot  present  a  clear  record  of  good  moral  character. 

Sec  10.  No  candidate  shall  be  ordained  until  he  shall  have  been  one  year 
licensed,  except  a  Foreign  Missionary. 

Sec.  11.  All  applicants  for  ordination  shall  first  submit  to  a  Theological 
Colloquium. 

Sec.  12.  The  ceremony  of  licensure  and  ordination  shall  be  performed  by  the 
Ministerium,  the  President  conducting  it  always  according  to  the  forms  of  the 
Liturgy  of  the  General  Synod.    (See  also  Chapters  XVIII  and  XIX  of  the  Formula.) 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  house  to  decide  either 
for  the  licensure  of  an  applicant  as  well  as  the  renewal  of  his  license,  or  the 
ordination  of  a  licensed  candidate,  or  the  admission  of  an  ordained  Minister  of 
.another  denomination  or  from  a  foreign  country. 

Sec.  14.  All  licenses  shall  extend  to  the  time  of  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Ministerium,  when  they  must  be  renewed  in  order  to  continue  in  force.    If  a

licentiate  after  some  time  of  probation,  does,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ministerium,. 
prove  himself  unqualified  for  the  duties  of  the  Ministry,  his  license  shall  not  be 
renewed. 

Sec.  15.  Pastors  may  be  installed  in  their  charges,  and  the  President  shall, 
when  requested,  appointed  committees  to  attend  to  the  ceremony. 

Sec.  16.  Special  meetings  of  the  Ministerium  maybe  called  by  the  President 
upon  the  same  conditions  as  special  Conventions  of  the  Synod,  according  to  Ar- 
ticle I,  Section  5. 

Sec.  1*7.  In  the  ordinary  sessions  of  the  Ministerium  during  the  Annual  Con- 
ventions of  Synod,  one-half  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  at 
special  meetings  of  the  Ministerium  called  in  the  interval  of  Synod  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  shall  be  required  for  the  transaction  of  any  business. 

Sec.  18.  All  business  not  specifically  entrusted  to  the  Ministerium  in  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  belong  to  the  Synod. 

Sec  19.  The  order  of  business  in  the  Ministerium  shall  be  as  follows  : 

1.  All  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer. 

2.  The  President  shall  communicate  any  business  which  he  may  have  to 
propose. 

3.  All  papers  designed  for  the  Ministerium  shall  be  handed  to  the  President. 

4.  Reports  of  Committees  on  Sermons,  Journals,  etc.,  of  licensed  candidates. 

5.  Applicants  for  licensure  are  examined. 

6.  After  the  examination  of  the  applicants  and  of  the  Sermons  and  Journals 
of  the  licentiates,  the  question  of  their  licensure,  and  the  removal  of  license  and 
of  ordination  shall  be  discussed  and  decided. 

7.  Promiscuous  Business. 

8.  Ceremony  of  Licensure  or  Ordination.  This  may  be  performed  either  in 
the  Ministerium,  or  at  an  appointed  hour  before  a  promiscuous  assembly. 

9.  Adjournment  of  the  Ministerium. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

OF  BY-LAWS  AND  AMENDMENTS. 

Section  1.  This  Synod  shall  have  the  power  to  enact  such  By-Laws  as  from 
time  to  time  may  be  deemed  necessary,  provided  they  be  not  inconsistent  with 
this  Constitution. 

Sec  2.  Any  alteration  to  this  Constitution  must  be  stated  in  the  precise  words 
to  be  inserted  in  writing,  and  passed  by  a  majority  of  Synod,  then  lie  over  one- 
year  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  then  vote  for  such  precise  amendment,  it 
becomes  part  of  this  Constitution. 


BY-LAWS. 

1.  The  Synodical  Sermon  shall  be  preached  the  first, evening  after  the  organ- 
ization of  Synod. 

2.  Pastors  shall  deliver  a  course  of  Catechetical  Lectures  based  on  Luther's 
Smaller  Catechism,  except  when  impracticable,  or  previous  knowledge  supercedes 
the  necessity. 

3.  No  Congregation  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod  shall  be  supplied  with  a 
Pastor  until  it  has  paid  the  stipulated  salary  of  its  former  Pastor,  or  made  ar- 
rangements satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

4.  In  the  election  of  Delegates  to  the  General  Synod,  the  Convention  shall 
ballot  first  for  the  Principal,  and  afterwards  for  the  Alternates. 
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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE. 


Inasmuch  as  this  Catalogue  is  the  first  one  issued  by  the 
Seminary  since  its  original  establishment  in  1864,  it  has  been 
deemed  appropriate  to  prefix  a  brief  historical  notice  of  the 
origin  of  the  Institution,  and  a  statement  of  the  principles  on 
which  it  is  founded. 

It  is  required  of  every  one,  who  enters  upon  the  holy  office 
of  the  Ministry,  to  be  "  instructed  unto  the  kingdom  of 
heaven,"  "  apt  to  teach,"  and  "  not  a  novice."  The  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  Church,  therefore,  demands,  that  its  pastors 
should  be,  not  only  godly,  but  also  educated  men.  The 
better  to  secure  this,  special  schools  for  the  teaching  of  the- 
ology and  sacred  science  have  always  been  among  her  most 
cherished  institutions. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  founding  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  at  Philadelphia,  no 
school  of  this  character  existed  in  the  Eastern  States  of  this 
country  which  afforded  all  the  requisite  facilities  for  a  full 
course  of  theological  instruction  in  both  German  and  Eng- 
lish, or  which  was  so  situated  as  to  impart  precisely  that 
system  of  doctrines  which  the  genuine  Lutheran  Church  has 
always  maintained  Avith  love  and  veneration.  The  "  German 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and  adja- 
cent States,"  which  is  usually  designated  as  the  "  Synod  of 
Pennsylvania,"  had  long  been  conscious  that,  in  view  of  these 
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facts,  the  duty  was  imposed  on  its  members,  as  a  synodical 
body,  to  establish  an  institution  within  its  own  bounds,  which 
would  adequately  supply  the  wants  of  those  theological  stu- 
dents who  designed  to  labor  in  the  service  of  the  Lutheran 
Church.  The  difficulties,  however,  which  such  an  important 
enterprise  might  be  expected  to  encounter,  and  which,  indeed, 
it  did  encounter,  delayed  for  a  number  of  years  the  actual 
establishment  of  such  a  Theological  Seminary. 

After  the  general  subject  had  been  fully  discussed  at  several 
of  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Synod,  the  members  of  that 
body  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  May  25th,  1864,  at 
the  meeting  held  in  Pottstown  :  "  That,  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  we  now  determine  to  undertake  the  establishment  of  a 
Theological  Seminary."  Certain  preliminary  measures  were 
at  once  adopted,  and  it  was  further  "  resolved,  that,  in  view  of 
the  great  importance  of  the  immediate  prosecution  of  this 
whole  enterprise,  a  special  meeting  be  held,"  at  an  early  period, 
to  mature  the  plan.  This  Special  Meeting  was,  accordingly, 
held  at  Allentown,  on  the  26th  and  27th  of  July,  1864,  when 
very  decided  action  was  taken.  Among  the  resolutions  which 
had  been  proposed  by  a  committee  at  the  previous  meeting, 
and  which,  after  due  consideration,  were  now  adopted,  the 
following  occur : 

I.  "That  this  Ministerium  declare  that  this  Institution  shall  be  devoted  to 
the  interests  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  the  United  States,  and 
its  doctrinal  character  shall  be  unreservedly  and  unalterably  based  on  all  the 
Confessions  of- the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

II.  "That,  in  the  establishment  of  a  Theological  Seminary  by  the  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  due  regard  being  had  to  all  the 
wants  of  our  Church,  the  theological  instruction  shall  be  imparted  in. both  the 
English  and  German  languages. 

III.  "  That  the  city  of  Philadelphia  be  the  location  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  temporarily,  on  account  of  the  facilities  which  appear  to  offer  them- 
selves, and  permanently,  should  our  expectations  be  realized." 
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The  Synod  elected  a  Board  of  Directors,  appointed  a  Fac- 
ulty, consisting  of  live  Professors,  and  directed  that  the  oper- 
ations of  the  Seminary  should  commence  at  as  early  a  period 
as  possible. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  newly  appointed  Faculty  was  held 
August  24th,  1864,  when  a  Chairman  and  a  Secretary  were 
appointed,  the  Course  ot  Study  was  arranged,  and  other  pre- 
liminary measures  were  adopted.  The  five  Professors  were 
inaugurated  on  the  evening  of  October  4,  1864,  in  the  pres- 
ence of  a  large  assembly,  in  St.  John's  Church,  of  which  Dr. 
Seiss  is  the  pastor.  On  the  next  day  the  Professors  examined 
and  admitted  the  first  students  of  the  Institution.  Since  that 
clay  the  operations  of  the  Seminary  have  been  regularly  con- 
tinued, in  conformity  to  the  Constitution  and  the  By-Laws. 

One  of  the  Professors  originally  elected,  Rev.  G.  F.  Krotel, 
D.D.,  was  subsequently  called  to  an  important  field  of  labor 
in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  resigned  April  7th,  1868;  since 
that  time  the  remaining  four  Professors  have  temporarily  as- 
sumed the  duties  which  he  performed.  At  a  somewhat  later 
period,  the  Board  of  Directors  appointed  a  Professor  of  the 
German  Language  and  Literature,  and  also  engaged  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Teacher  of  Sacred  Music. 

The  endowment  of  the  Seminary  was  commenced  by  C.  F. 
Norton,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  who  very  generously  offered  to 
endow  one  Professorship,  and  who  bestowed  the  sum  of  $30,000 
on  the  Institution  for  that  purpose.  The  "Norton  Professor- 
ship" will  ever  remain  as  a  memorial  of  the  liberal  spirit  of 
its  founder.  The  friends  of  the  Institution  ardently  hope  that 
the  work  of  endowing  it  will,  ere  long,  be  successfully  com- 
pleted.

1.  The  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  at  Philadelphia,  was  established  for  the  purpose  of 
furnishing  young  men  who  possess  the  requisite  qualifications, 
with  all  the  necessary  facilities  for  preparing  for  the  Gospel 
Ministry.  All  applicants  who  can  comply  with  the  terms  of 
admission,  as  stated  in  the  accompanying  Constitution,  Article 
Y,  are  cordially  received,  irrespectively  of  denominational 
relations.  The  doctrinal  system  taught  in  the  Institution  is 
that  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  as  set  forth  in  her 
several  Symbols  or  Confessions  of  Faith. 

2.  As  both  the  English  and  the  German  languages  are  exten- 
sively employed  in  the  Church,  the  lectures  of  the  Professors 
are  adapted  alike  to  Students  who  do  not  understand  the  Ger- 
man, and  to  those  who  do  not  understand  the  English  language. 
For  this  reason  provision  has  been  made  for  a  full  course  of 
theological  lectures  in  both  languages. 

3.  Those  who  apply  for  admission  as  Students  are  expected 
to  have  graduated  at  a  college,  or  else  to  have  acquired  in 
some  other  institution  an  education  of  a  similar  character. 
Testimonials  written  by  their  respective  pastors,  instructors, 
or  others,  with  regard  to  their  natural  gifts,  and  their  moral 
and  religious  character,  are  also  required. 

4.  Students  who  are  members  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church,  are  required,  after  entering  the  Seminary,  to  connect 
themselves  regularly  with  some  one  of  the  German  or  English 
Lutheran  congregations  in  Philadelphia.  No  city,  nor  any 
rural  district,  can  furnish  theological  students  with  greater 
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advantages  than  this  city,  for  obtaining  a  thorough  and  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  pastoral  duties,  of  congregational  life,  of 
Sunday-school  operations,  etc. 

5.  Besides  other  opportunities  which  the  Students  enjoy  for 
promoting  their  growth  in  grace,  special  devotional  exercises 
are  regularly  held  in  the  Seminary,  at  which  one  of  the  Pro- 
fessors presides,  and  which  all  the  Students  are  expected  to 
attend. 

6.  For  the  General  or  Summer  Vacation,  etc.,  see  Article 
VI,  of  the  Constitution. 

7.  The  Students  have  free  and  gratuitous  access  to  the  valu- 
able Library  of  the  Institution,  which  is  constantly  receiving 
important  additions.  Very  great  facilities  are  also  found  for 
obtaining  access  to  several  of  the  public  libraries  of  the  city. 

8.  Admission  to  certain  lectures  in  the  Medical  Institutions 
of  the  city  can  be  obtained  on  easy  terms. 

9.  The  price  of  boarding  in  the  Seminary  building  is,  at 
present,  $3.00  per  week,  which  includes  fuel  and  gas.  Fur- 
nished rooms  are  provided  by  the  Institution  gratuitously. 

10.  The  tuition  is  gratuitous. 

11.  Instruction  in  Vocal  Music  is  regularly  given  by  an  ac- 
complished teacher,  who  is  familiar  with  both  the  English  and 
the  German  languages.  His  instructions  are  given  without 
expense  to  students,  and  he  has  the  free  use  of  the  Cabinet 
Organ  belonging  to  the  Seminary. 

12.  The  Professor  of  the  German  language  and  literature 
arranges  his  classes  irrespectively  of  the  Seminary  classes, 
after  ascertaining  whether  Students,  on  entering  the  Institu- 
tion, are  already  acquainted  to  a  certain  extent,  with  the  Ger- 
man language,  or  have  not  previously  commenced  the  study 
of  it. 

13.  Additional  information  which  may  be  desired,  will  be 
promptly  furnished  to  any  person  who  addresses  a  letter  to  any 
member  of  the  Faculty,  directed  No.  216  Franklin  Street.

AT  PHILADELPHIA. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1. — The  title  of  this  Institution  shall  be:  "The 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at 
Philadelphia." 

Sect.  2. — The  object  of  this  Seminary  shall  be  to  train  men 
of  a  pure  faith,  of  a  holy  life,  and  of  the  requisite  natural  gifts 
and  preliminary  education,  so  that  by  all  necessary  learning  and 
practical  skill  they  may  be  fitted  for  the  ministry  of  the  Gospel, 
especially  in  connection  with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church. 

Sect.  3. — For  this  purpose  the  instruction  given  shall  be 
communicated  in  the  languages  necessary  for  the  service  of 
the  Lutheran  Church  in  this  country,  especially  the  German 
and  the  English,  in  an  equal  degree,  and,  as  far  as  possible, 
completely  in  both. 

Sect.  4. — This  Seminary  shall  rest  upon  the  Word  of  God, 
as  the  absolute  Rule  of  Faith,  and  on  the  Confessions  of  the 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  set  forth  in  the  Book  of  Concord, 
as  in  conformity  throughout  with  that  Rule. 

AETICLE  II. 

Sect.  1. — The  body  or  bodies  represented  in  its  government 
shall  be  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  adjacent  States,  and  such  other  Evangelical  Luth- 
eran Synods,  as  shall,  on  the  invitation  or  with  the  concurrence 
of  said  Ministerium,  unite  in  the  endowment  and  support  of 
this  Seminary. 

Sect.  2. — The  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium 
of  Pennsylvania  shall  secure  as  far  as  is  possible  a  just  weight 
and  influence  in  the  government  of  the  Seminary,  to  all  who 
unite  in  this  endowment,  and  who  are  not  provided  for  by  the 
first  section  of  this  Article. 
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ARTICLE  HI. 

Sect.  1. — The  direct  government  of  this  Seminary  shall  be 
in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  Directors,  elected  by  ballot  by  the 
Synod  or  Synods,  as  designated  in  Article  II. 

Sect.  2. — This  Board  shall  consist  of  ordained  clergymen 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  and  of  laymen,  regular 
communicants  in  the  same,  an  equal  number  of  each,  in  the 
ratio  of  one  clerical  and  one  lay  Director  for  each  ten  thousand 
dollars  ($10,000),  until  the  number  thus  provided  for  would 
exceed  twenty-four,  when  there  shall  be  ^prorata  reduction,  so 
as  to  keep  as  nearly  as  possible  within  the  limit  of  that  number. 

Sect.  3. — The  Directors  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes. 
One-third  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  elected  each  year, 
except  at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution,  at  which 
one-third  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  one-third 
for  two  years,  and  one-third  for  three  years.  When  an  equal 
division  of  the  Board  into  three  parts  is  impossible,  the  least 
in  number  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  every  third  year 
thereafter  when  necessary. 

Sect.  4. — The  Officers  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  and  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice-President, 
a  German  and  an  English  Secretary.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
"  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania 
and  adjacent  States,"  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary. 

Sect.  5. — The  President,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  duties 
of  a  Chairman,  shall,  at  the  direction  of  the  Board,  sign  official 
documents,  and  shall  have  the  casting  vote. 

Sect.  6. — The  Vice-President  shall  take  his  place  as  Chair- 
man in  the  absence  of  the  President,  and  in  case  of  the  per- 
manent disability  of  the  latter  to  act,  shall  attend  to  all  his 
duties,  until  a  new  election  shall  take  place. 

Sect.  7. — The  Secretaries  shall  faithfully  keep  the  Minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  preserve 
and  arrange  all  official  documents  in  accordance  with  the  di- 
rections of  the  Board. 

Sect.  8. — The  Treasurer  shall  take  charge  of  all  funds  be- 
longing to  the  Seminary,  and  shall  hold  them  in  trust  for  the 
same,  in  the  name  of  the  "German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Min- 
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isterium  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent  States;"  he  shall  ju- 
diciously invest  its  funds  as  the  Board  may  direct,  and  give  due 
security;  he  shall  pay  all  bills,  salaries,  and  other  claims,  at 
the  order  of  the  President,  or  under  instruction  of  the  Board, 
and  shall  make  an  annual  financial  Report  to  the  Board. 

Sect.  9. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  close  of  the  Seminary  year,  at  which  time 
the  officers  shall  be  elected. 

Sect.  10. — A  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  officers  of  the  Board,  or  by  the 
President  at  the  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  11. — Every  Director,  when  first  acting  after  his  elec- 
tion, and  when  re-elected  after  an  interval,  shall  sign  the  Con- 
stitution, and,  before  doing  so,  shall  make  this  affirmation : 

"  I  heartily  approve  of  the  design  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church,  at  Philadelphia. 
I  confess  as  my  own  its  fundamental  principles,  as  defined  in 
Article  I,  and  I  pledge  myself  to  the  support  of  them  ;  and  I 
will  faithfully  perform,  in  accordance  with  them,  every  duty 
enjoined  upon  me  in  its  Constitution." 

Sect.  12. — The  duties  of  the  Board  are  principally  these : 
To  watch  carefully  over  all  the  interests  of  the  Theological 
Seminary ;  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  its  Constitution ;  to 
appoint  the  time,  place  and  manner  of  the  public  examination 
of  the  students,  and  of  public  exercises  connected  with  the 
graduating  classes,  or  other  classes ;  to  receive  and  act  upon 
the  Reports  of  the  Professors ;  to  decide  in  all  the  cases  of 
those  who  shall  be  admitted  to  graduation ;  to  issue  Certifi- 
cates of  Graduation ;  to  report  annually  to  the  Synod  or  Syn- 
ods represented  in  the  Board,  in  regard  to  all  matters  intrusted 
to  their  care,  as  also  in  general,  in  regard  to  everything  bear- 
ing upon  the  welfare  of  the  Seminary;  and  to  make  the  neces- 
sary regulations  under  this  Constitution  for  the  efficient  work- 
ing of  the  Institution. 

AKTICLE  IV. 

Sect.  1. — The  Professors  of  this  Seminary,  who  together 
shall  constitute  the  Faculty  of  the  same,  shall  be  chosen  from 
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the  ordained  ministers  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church, 
must  have  an  established  character  for  purity  of  faith,  holiness 
of  life,  learning,  and  ability  to  teach,  and  must  have  spent  at 
least  five  years  in  the  pastoral  office. 

Sect.  2. — The  right  to  nominate  the  first  incumbent  of  a 
Professorship  shall  belong  to  the  individual,  the  congregation, 
or  the  Synod  endowing  it. 

[Synods  endowing  a  Professorship  have  the  perpetual  right 
to  nominate  the  incumbent.]* 

[But  the  election  of  the  Professors  shall  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania  and 
adjacent  States.]* 

Sect.  3. — Every  Professor,  before  entering  on  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  make  the  following 
affirmation  : 

"  I  believe  that  the  Canonical  Books  of  the  Old  and  New 
Testaments  are  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  are  the  per- 
fect and  only  Rule  of  Faith;  and  I  believe  that  the  three  Gen- 
eral Creeds,  the  Apostles',  the  Nicene,  and  the  Athanasian, 
exhibit  the  faith  of  the  Church  universal,  in  accordance  with 
this  Rule. 

"I  believe  that  the  Unaltered  Augsburg  Confession  is,  in 
all  its  parts,  in  harmony  with  the  Rule  of  Faith,  and  is  a  cor- 
rect exhibition  of  doctrine;  and  I  believe  that  the  Apology, 
the  two  Catechisms  of  Luther,  the  Smalcald  Articles,  and  the 
Formula  of  Concord,  are  a  faithful  development  and  defence 
of  the  doctrines  of  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  Augsburg  Con- 
fession. 

"  I  solemnly  promise  before  Almighty  God  that  all  my  teach- 
ings shall  be  in  conformity  with  His  Word,  and  with  the  afore- 
mentioned Confessions." 

Sect.  4. — Any  Professor  who  shall  undergo  any  change  of 
his  views  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  or  the  letter  of  this 
Affirmation,  shall  at  once  make  known  that  change  to  the  Fac- 
ulty, who  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Board. 

Sect.  5. — The  Officers  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  Chairman, 


*  The  items  inclosed  in  brackets  are  reserved  for  future  settlement  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  said  Ministerium,  whenever  the  occasion  shall  arise. 
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who  shall  be  a  Professor  Ordinary,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
and  a  Librarian,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually,  by  the 
Faculty,  out  of  their  own  number,  to  perform  such  duties  as 
the  Faculty  may  enjoin. 

Sect.  6. — The  Faculty  shall  provide  for  the  safe-keeping 
and  arrangement  of  testimonials  of  the  character  of  students, 
and  of  all  other  documents  belonging  to  them  that  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  preservation. 

Sect.  7. — The  Professors  shall  arrange  the  classes  and  the 
departments  of  study,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  with 
reference  to  a  theological  course  of  three  years,  and  shall 
teach  in  German  and  English,  and  in  any  other  language  which 
may  be  provided  for,  the  chief  constituent  parts  of  Exegetical, 
Systematic,  Historical,  and  Practical  Theology. 

Sect.  8. — They  shall  prepare,  and  faithfully  see  to  the  ex- 
ecution of  good  regulations  regarding  the  personal  and  devo- 
tional habits  of  the  students,  and  the  successful  prosecution 
of  their  studies. 

Sect.  9. — They  shall  be  empowered  to  make  and  enforce 
such  rules,  regulations  or  by-laws  in  regard  to  the  Seminary 
edifice,  library,  cabinet  organ,  and  other  property  of  the 
Seminary,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  and  necessary  in  ful- 
filling any  trust  committed  to  them  by  the  Board :  Provided, 
that  such  rules,  regulations,  or  by-laws  shall  not  be  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Sect.  10. — They  shall  render  an  Annual  Report  to  the  Board 
in  such  form  as  they  may  determine  among  themselves,  in  re- 
gard to  their  several  Departments  and  the  general  operations 
and  condition  of  the  Seminary,  and  shall  have  the  right  to 
embrace  in  the  Report  any  suggestions  which  they  may  desire 
to  make. 

Sect.  11. — The  Faculty,  in  connection  with  the  officers  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  shall  have  power  to  suspend,  or  to 
expel  any  Student  from  connection  with  this  Seminary,  when- 
ever there  may  appear  to  them  just  cause  for  so  doing. 

Sect.  12. — A  Professor  may  be  impeached,  and  if  the  im- 
peachment be  sustained,  shall  be  censured,  suspended,  or  re- 
moved from  office,  as  the  case  may  demand,  on  clear  proof  of 
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unsoundness  in  the  faith,  intellectual  incompetence,  immoral 
or  highly  injudicious  conduct,  or  persistent  neglect  of  duty, 
or  on  manifest  evidence  that,  for  any  reason,  his  connection 
with  the  Seminary  is,  and  must  continue  to  be,  injurious  to  it. 

Sect.  13. — The  process  of  impeachment  shall  be  as  follows: 

When  definite  charges  shall  be  advanced  by  any  respectable 
person,  and  a  statement  of  the  same  shall  be  laid  in  writing 
before  the  President  of  the  Board,  he  shall  correspond  or  pri- 
vately converse  with  the  Professor  inculpated,  and  give  him 
the  charge  or  charges  in  writing,  and  if  he  shall  be  satisfied 
that  the  alleged  cause  of  impeachment  is  of  sufficient  weight 
and  probability  to  justify  an  investigation,  he  shall  lay  the  case 
before  the  Faculty,  who  shall  carefully  examine  into  it,  and 
report  in  writing  to  him  upon  it. 

If  the  President  of  the  Board  shall  thereafter  still  judge  the 
charge  worthy  of  consideration,  he  shall  lay  it  before  the  cleri- 
cal members  of  the  Board,  who  shall  cite  the  Professor  to  ap- 
pear, and  shall  furnish  him  w^ith  a  copy  of  the  charge  or 
charges  as  finally  preferred;  but  if  he  shall  refuse  to  appear, 
or  make  unnecessary  delay  in  so  doing,  the  clerical  members 
of  the  Board  shall  nevertheless  proceed  to  hear  evidence. 

If  they  shall  deem  the  charge  or  charges  sufficiently  probable 
to  justify  an  impeachment,  they  shall  lay  the  evidence  before 
the  entire  Board,  which  shall  cite  the  Professor  to  appear,  and 
having  carefully  examined  all  the  evidence  on  both  sides,  if 
necessary,  summoning  the  same  or  other  witnesses,  and,  having 
given  the  person  involved  full  opportunity  of  explanation  and 
defence,  shall  proceed  to  decide  upon  the  case,  both  as  to  the 
facts  and  the  penalty. 

A  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  re- 
quired to  sustain  an  impeachment;  and  on  the  demand  of  the 
Professor  impeached,  or  of  any  three  members  of  the  Board, 
the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  and  recorded. 

Sect.  14. — ~No  Professor  shall  give  up  his  office  without  giv- 
ing the  President  of  the  Board  at  least  six  months'  previous 
notice  of  his  purpose,  unless  the  Board  of  Directors  make  his 
case  an  exception  to  this  rule. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Sect.  1. — The  qualifications  demanded  of  those  who  desire 
to  become  Students  in  this  Seminary,  shall  be,  in  addition  to 
the  natural  gifts  mentioned  in  Article  I,  Section  2,  also  evi- 
dences of  consistent  membership  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Sect.  2. — The  standard  of  educational  preparation  shall  be 
that  of  collegiate  graduation,  and  any  departure  from  this  rule 
shall  be  made  only  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

Sect.  3. — Applicants  shall  be  examined  as  to  these  points  by 
the  Faculty,  and,  if  admitted,  shall  be  matriculated  in  accord- 
ance with  a  form  provided  by  the  Faculty. 

Sect.  4. — In  addition  to  the  testimonials  or  documents  which 
attest  the  Christian  character  of  an  applicant,  and  his  desire 
to  serve  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  he  shall  present  to  the  Faculty, 
previously  to  his  matriculation,  a  written  statement,  in  German 
or  English,  embracing  the  following  particulars: 

First. — A  request  that  he  might  be  admitted  as  a  regular 
Student,  together  with  a  brief  reference  to  his  personal  history 
and  the  preparatory  education  which  he  has  received. 

Secondly. — A  brief,  but  explicit  statement  of  the  motives 
which  induce  him  to  devote  his  life  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Word. 

Sect.  5. — Every  applicant  who,  after  due  examination,  shall 
be  admitted  by  the  Faculty,  shall,  before  he  is  matriculated 
and  enrolled  as  a  permanent  member  of  any  class,  make  and 
subscribe  the  following  affirmation  : 

"  I  solemnly  affirm  that  it  is  my  serious  purpose  to  devote 
myself  to  the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry ;  and  I  hereby 
promise  that,  so  long  as  I  remain  a  Student  in  this  Theological 
Seminary,  I  will,  with  the  help  of  God,  faithfully  and  dili- 
gently attend  all  the  recitations,  lectures,  and  instructions  in- 
tended for  me ;  that  I  will  conscientiously  and  vigilantly  observe 
all  the  regulations  which  are  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  and 
the  By-Laws  of  the  Institution ;  and  that  I  will  pay  due  respect 
and  obedience  to  the  Professors,  treat  my  fellow-students  as 
brethren,  and  all  others  as  becomes  the  Gospel  of  Christ." 
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Sect.  6.— Every  Student  shall  be  considered  as  a  probationer 
during  the  first  four  months  after  his  admission,  after  which 
his  matriculation  may  take  place.  If,  after  the  lapse  of  this 
time,  the  Professors  shall  unanimously  determine  that  it  is  not 
expedient  to  retain  him  any  longer  as  a  student,  he  shall  be 
dismissed.  If  he  applies  to  the  Faculty  for  letters  of  dismission, 
the  circumstances  which  led  to  his  dismission  shall  be  stated 
in  such  terms  as  the  Faculty  may  deem  to  be  wise  and  just. 

Sect.  7. — The  Students  shall  strictly  comply  with  all  the  re- 
quirements which  are  made  in  the  rules  laid  down  by  the 
Directors  or  the  Faculty  for  the  government  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sect.  1. — The  course  of  theological  study  in  this  Seminary 
shall  embrace  a  period  of  three  years. 

Sect.  2. — The  lectures  and  exercises  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Thursday  in  September,  and  continue  until  the  week  before 
Trinity  Sunday. 

Sect.  3. — In  addition  to  the  General  or  summer  vacation, 
there  shall  be  a  cessation  of  exercises  at  Christmas,  during 
Passion- week,  at  Easter,  on  Ascension-day,  and  on  such  other 
days  as  the  Faculty  in  its  discretion  shall  determine. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Sect.  1. — Notice  of  a  motion  to  amend  this  Constitution 
must  be  put  in  writing  and,  with  a  copy  of  the  amendment 
proposed,  be  given  to  the  President,  who  shall  make  both 
known  to  the  Directors  at  their  annual  meeting.  The  motion 
and  amendment  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall 
be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  meeting.  A  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Directors  present  shall  be  necessary  to  amend. 

Sect.  2. — No  amendment  changing  the  confessional  basis  of 
this  Seminary  shall  be  entertained  at  any  time,  neither  shall 
any  amendment  affecting  the  use  of  the  German  and  English 
languages,  as  provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  be  entertained 
so  long  as  one-eighth  of  all  the  members  of  the  German  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  Ministeriuni  of  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent 
States,  present  at  a  regular  meeting  of  that  body,  shall  make 
objection  to  a  proposed  change.

A  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition  to  the  above  studies, 
is  examined  in  the  various  branches  to  which  the  class  he  proposes  to 
enter,  has  attended. 

Satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required,  and 
those  coming  from  other  Institutions  must  bring  certificates  of  regular 
and  honorable  dismissal. 

An  accurate  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  studies  required  for 
admission  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  receive  the  full  advantage  of  the 
College  course. 

It  is  found  from  experience,  that  students  imperfectly  prepared  for 
the  class  they  enter,  are  embarrassed  in  their  future  progress,  and  are 
seldom  able  to  repair  the  want  of  complete  preparatory  study.

INSTRUCTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 


The  instruction  in  the  College  is  given  entirely  by  the  Professors,  who 
have  had  the  advantages  of  enlarged  experience  in  their  respective  de- 
partments. They  employ  both  text-books  and  lectures,  as  they  find  most 
efficient,  in  developing  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is,  as  far  as  practicable,  parental.  The 
President,  under  whose  immediate  supervision  the  building  is  placed, 
exercises  a  constant  guardianship  over  the  whole  establishment.  In  this, 
the  other  officers  also  co-operate,  and  parents  at  a  distance  can  feel  assured 
that  all  judicious  efforts  will  be  made  for  the  proper  government  and 
culture  of  their  children. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 


This  department  is  furnished  with  an  extensive  collection  of  Philo- 
sophical and  Chemical  Apparatus,  to  demonstrate  by  experiments  the 
principles  and  phenomena  of  Natural  Science. 

A  superior  Telescope  has  been  secured  for  the  College,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  soon  be  mounted  for  the  use  of  students  in  Astronomy.  It 
was  manufactured  by  Mertz  &  Son,  celebrated  Opticians  of  Munich,  in 
Germany,  and  has  already  rendered  good  service  in  Astronomical  Science. 

The  Museum  of  the  Linnasan  Association  contains  a  large  collectipn  of 
minerals,  fossils,  shells,  birds,  reptiles,  and  other  animals,  to  illustrate 
the  several  branches  of  Natural  Science;  and  also  a  great  variety  of  rare 
curiosities  and  relics  from  all  paAs  of  the  world.  To  these,  additions 
are  constantly  made  by  the  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  celebrated  cabinet  of  minerals  of  Mr.  Seymour,  of  New  York,  has 
recently  been  added  to  the  Museum  of  the  College.  This  extensive  col- 
lection, the  result  of  thirty  years'  industry,  contains  many  of  the  finest 
and  rarest  specimens  of  minerals  in  crystalline  form  to  be  found  in  this 
country. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Natural  History  will  be  delivered,  during  the 
Summer  Session,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Jno.  Gr.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  whose  attain- 
ments in  this  department  of  Science  are  well  known,  and  to  whose  interest 
and  labors  in  past  years,  the  Linnaean  Association  is  largely  indebted 
for  its  present  extensive  Museum.  |

THE  GERMAN  LANGUAGE. 

This  Modern  Language,  unsurpassed  in  its  rich  stores  of  literature, 
science,  and  theology,  is  made  a  part  of  the  regular  College  course. 
Opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  Language,  as  instruction  and  exercises  therein  are  continued  through- 
out the  entire  course. 

A  German  Society  has  also  been  organized  by  the  students,  designed 
to  cultivate  a  facility  in  the  use  of  this  Language. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  are  the  Philo- 
mathasan  and  the  Phrenakosmian.  These  exert  a  favorable  influence  in 
the  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  their  members.  Their  Halls  occupy 
the  two  wings  on  th  ;  fourth  story  of  the  College  edifice,  and  are  con- 
veniently and  handsomely  furnished.  Their  sessions  are  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon,  during  which  regular  recitations  are  omitted. 

LIBRARIES. 

The  College  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access  without 
charge,  contains  many  valuable  works.  The  Libraries  of  the  Literary 
Societies  also  comprise  a  large  number  of  well  selected  and  standard 
volumes,  to  which  annual  additions  are  made  by  appropriations  for  that 
purpose.  These  Libraries  are  accessible  to  the  members  of  the  Societies, 
under  their  respective  regulations.

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EXAMINATIONS. 

There  is  a  public  examination  during  each  College  term.  A  careful 
record  of  the  attendance,  scholarship,  and  conduct  of  each  student  is 
kept;  a  copy  of  which  record  is  transmitted  to  parents  or  guaidians,  at 
the  close  of  each  term. 

If  a  student  be  absent  for  some  time  from  the  Institution,  he  must, 
on  re-entering,  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  studies  to  which  his 
class  has  been  attending  during  his  absence. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  permanent  scholarship  in  the  Institution  may  be  obtained  by  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  secures  to  the  holder  perpetually 
the  right  of  gratuitous  instruction  for  one  student.  The  certificate  may 
be  transferred  or  sold  as  any  other  certificate  of  stock.  Several  of  these 
Scholarships  have  been  taken  by  congregations  as  well  as  individuals. 
W.  G.  Thompson,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Hon.  Edward  McPherson, 
LL.  D.,  of  Gettysburg,  have  each  established  a  Scholarship  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  the  benefit  of  a  Collegiate  education  to  the  most  indigent 
and  successful  pupil  who  shall  pass  through  the  prescribed  course  in  the 
High  School  of  Gettysburg. 

PREMIUMS. 

A  friend  of  the  College  has  contributed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
to  the  Institution,  the  interest  of  which  is  given,  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
to  that  member  of  the  Freshman  Class,  who,  upon  examination,  is  found 
to  have  attained  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship  in  all  the  regular 
studies  of  his  class. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hassler  has  furnished  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is 
annually  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  Gold  Medal,  to  be  presented  to 
the  student  of  the  Junior  Class  who  shall  have  shown  the  greatest  pro- 
ficiency in  the  Latin  Language  at  the  examination  of  the  Class  preceding 
the  Annual  Commencement.

EELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  one  of  the 
Faculty  officiating.  The  students  are  also  required  to  attend  public 
worship  on  the  Sabbath,  in  the  College  Church,  unless  they  bring  a 
written  request  from  their  parents  or  guardians,  specifying  some  other 
congregation  with  which  they  wish  them  to  worship.  They  are  likewise 
required  to  attend  a  Biblical  recitation  on  Sabbath  afternoon,  conducted 
by  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Institution.

The  expenses  will  vary  according  to  circumstances  and  the  character 
and  habits  of  the  student.  In  incidental  expenses,  if  the  parent  or 
guardian  furnish  the  means,  or  authorize  the  contracting  of  debts,  an 
individual  may  be  very  extravagant. 

Persons  desirous  of  doing  so,  can  intrust  the  management  of  funds 
for  their  sods  to  any  member  of  the  Faculty,  by  whom  they  will  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  intended. 
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TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 


The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  second  Thursday  of  August. 
The  first  term  begins  six  weeks  after  the  day  of  Commencement,  and 
continues  thirteen  weeks;  the  second  begins  three  weeks  after  the  close 
of  the  first  term,  and  continues  thirteen  weeks;  the  third  begins  four 
weeks  after  the  close  of  the  second,  and  continues  thirteen  weeks,  until 
the  day  of  the  Annual  Commencement.  The  Collegiate  year  is  thus 
divided  into  three  terms,  of  thirteen  weeks  each.  The  intervening 
periods  of  six,  three  and  four  weeks,  are  devoted  to  the  vacations. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  be  punctual  in  entering  upon 
their  duties  at  the  commencement  of.  each  term,  since  an  absence  of  a 
few  days,  at  a  time  when  a  branch  of  study  is  commenced,  seldom  fails 
to  embarrass  them  duiing  the  whole  course,  and  in  some  cases  it  is 
impossible  to  make  up  the  loss.

PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


The  course  of  study  in  this  Department  embraces  all  the  branches 
of  a  thorough  English  education,  together  with  the  rudiments  of  Mathe- 
matics, of  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  and  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  regular  studies  are  arranged  to  prepare  students  to  enter  College  • 
but  the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those  who  do  not 
design  to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course.  Those  who  wish  to  engage  in 
business  will  also  receive  instruction  in  Book-keeping  and  Commercial 
Accounts.  Those  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers  or  engineers,  or 
to  engage  in  any  mechanical  pursuits,  will  be  allowed  to  prosecute  such 
studies,  either  in  the  Preparatory  or  Collegiate  Department,  as  will  best 
qualify  them  for  their  proposed  calling,  for  which  no  additional  charge  is 
made. 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Department,  and  students,  on  entering 
the  Institution,  will  be  admitted  to  that  grade  for  which  they  are  quali- 
fied by  previous  study.

The  new  building  for  the  Preparatory  Department  will  be  ready  for  the 
reception  of  pupils  by  the  commencement  of  the  Fall  Session.  The 
students  of  this  department  from  abroad,  will  be  required  to  room  in  the 
building  and  to  board  with  the  Principal,  or  under  his  direction,  and 
only  in  special  cases  will  permission  be  given  by  the  Faculty  to  room  and 
board  elsewhere.  The  rooms  and  dormitories  will  be  provided  with  all 
necessary  furniture,  excepting  towels  and  toilet  articles,  which  students 
are  expected  to  furnish  for  themselves.  The  tuition  and  room-rent  will 
be  the  same  as  in  college  proper.  The  sessions  and  vacations  are  also  the 
same  as  in  college.  Students  who  wish  to  economize  will  be  allowed  to 
form  a  b  warding  association  for  that  purpose. 

The  expenses  in  this  departnienjj  will  vary  from  $68  to  $83  per  session, 
dependent  upon  the  place  of  boarding,  and  upon  the  student's  occupying 
private  rooms,  or  apartments  in  common  with  others  under  the  supervision 
of  his  Instructors.

A  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition  to  the  above 
studies,  is  examined  in  the  various  branches  to  which  the  class  he 
proposes  to  enter,  has  attended. 

Satisfactory  testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required,  and 
those  coming  from  other  Institutions  must  bring  certificates  of  regular 
and  honorable  dismissal. 

An  accurate  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  studies  required 
for  admission  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  receive  the  full  advantage 
of  the  College  course.  It  is  found  from  experience,  that  students  im- 
perfectly prepared  for  the  class  they  enter,  are  embarrassed  in  their 
future  progress  and  are  seldom  able  to  repair  the  want  of  complete 
preparatory  study. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  whole  course  of  instruction  occupies  four  years.    The  classes 

attend  three  recitations  or  lectures  a  day,  except  on  Wednesday  and 

Saturday,  when  they  usually  have  but  two.

Instruction  and  Supervision. 

The  instruction  in  the  College  is  given  entirely  by  the  Professors, 
who  have  had  the  advantages  of  enlarged  experience  in  their  respective 
departments.  They  employ  both  text-books  and  lectures,  as  they  find 
most  efficient,  in  developing  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is,  as  far  as  practicable,  parental. 
The  President  and  Vice-President,  under  whose  immediate  supervision 
the  building  is  placed,  exercise  a  constant  guardianship  over  the  whole 
establishment.  In  this  the  other  officers  also  co-operate,  and  parents 
at  a  distance  can  feel  assured  that  all  judicious  efforts  will  be  made  for 
the  proper  government  and  culture  of  their  children. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 


This  department  is  furnished  with  an  extensive  collection  of  Philo- 
sophical and  Chemical  Apparatus,  to  demonstrate  by  experiments  the 
principles  and  phenomena  of  Natural  Science. 

A  superior  Telescope  has  been  secured  for  the  College,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  soon  be  mounted  for  the  use  of  students  in  Astronomy.  It 
was  mariufactured  by  Mertz  &  Son,  celebrated  Opticians  of  Munich,  in 
Germany,  and  has  already  rendered  good  service  in  Astronomical  Science. 

The  Museum  of  the  Linnsean  Association  contains  a  large  collection 
of  minerals,  fossils,  shells,  birds,  reptiles,  and  other  animals,  to  illustrate 
the  several  branches  of  Natural  Science;  and  also  a  great  variety  of 
rare  curiosities  and  relics  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  To  these,  additions 
are  constantly  made  by  the  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  celebrated  cabinet  of  minerals  of  Mr.  Seymour,  of  New  York, 
has  recently  been  added  to  the  Museum  of  the  College.  This  extensive 
collection,  the  result  of  thirty  years'  industry,  contains  many  of  the 
finest  and  rarest  specimens  of  minerals  in  crystalline  form  to  be  found 
in  this  country. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Natural  History  will  be  delivered,  during 
the  Summer  Session,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Jno.  G.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  whose 
attainments  in  this  department  of  Science  are  well  known,  and  to  whose 
interest  and  labors  in  past  years,  the  Linnsean  Association  is  largely 
indebted  for  its  present  extensive  Museum. 
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The  German  Language. 

This  Modern  Language,  unsurpassed  in  its  rich  stores  of  literature, 
science,  and  theology,  is  made  a  part  of  the  regular  College  course. 
Opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  Language,  as  instruction  and  exercises  therein  are  continued  through- 
out the  entire  course. 

A  German  Society  has  also  been  organized  by  the  students,  designed 
to  cultivate  a  facility  in  the  use  of  this  Language. 


Literary  Societies. 

The  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  are  the  Philo- 
mathaean  and  the  Phrenakosmian.  These  exert  a  favorable  influence  in 
the  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  their  members.  Their  Halls 
occupy  the  two  wings  on  the  fourth  story  of  the  College  edifice,  and 
are  conveniently  and  handsomely  furnished.  Their  sessions  are  held 
every  "Wednesday  afternoon. 

Libraries. 


The  College  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access  without 
charge,  contains  many  valuable  works.  The  Libraries  of  the  Literary 
Societies  also  comprise  a  large  number  of  well  selected  and  standard 
volumes,  to  which  annual  additions  are  made  by  appropriations  for  that 
purpose.  These  Libraries  are  accessible  to  the  members  of  the  Societies, 
under  their  respective  regulations.

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Examinations. 

There  is  a  public  examination  during  each  College  term.  A  careful 
record  of  the  attendance,  scholarship,  and  conduct  of  each  student  is 
kept;  a  copy  of  which  record  is  transmitted  to  parents  or  guardians,  at 
the  close  of  each  term. 

If  a  student  be  absent  for  some  time  from  the  Institution,  he  must, 
on  re-entering,  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  studies  to  which  his 
class  has  been  attending  during  his  absence. 

Scholarships. 

A  permanent  scholarship  in  the  Institution  may  be  obtained  by  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  secures  to  the  holder  perpetually 
the  right  of  gratuitous  instruction  for  one  student.  The  certificate  may 
be  transferred  or  sold  as  any  other  certificate  of  stock.  Several  of 
these  Scholarships  have  been  taken  by  congregations  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals. W.  G.  Thompson,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Hon.  Edward 
McPherson,  LL.  D.,  of  Gettysburg,  have  each  established  a  Scholarship 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  benefit  of  a  Collegiate  education  to  the 
most  successful  and  indigent  pupil,  who  shall  pass  through  the  pre- 
scribed course  in  the  High  School  of  Gettysburg. 

Premiums. 

A  friend  of  the  College  has  contributed  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  to  the  Institution,  the  interest  of  which  is  given,  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  to  that  member  of  the  Freshman  Class,  who,  upon  examina- 
tion, is  found  to  have  attained  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship  in  all 
the  regular  studies  of  his  class. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hassler  has  furnished  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
is  annually  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  Gold  Medal,  to  be  presented 
to  the  student  of  the  Junior  Class  who  shall  have  shown  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  the  Latin  Language,  at  the  examination  of  the  Class 
preceding  the  Annual  Commencement. 
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Religious  Exercises. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  conducted 
by  the  President  or  Vice-President.  In  the  morning  of  the  Lord's  day, 
the  students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  in  the  College  Church, 
or  in  such  other  place  of  worship  as  their  parents  or  guardians  may 
designate  by  written  request.  In  the  afternoon,  they  are  required  to 
attend  Biblical  recitations,  conducted  by  members  of  the  Faculty.

The  necessary  expenses  of  the  College  each  term,  exclusive  of  books, 
clothing,  furniture,  and  travelling  expenses,  are  about  as  follows :

The  Tuition  must  in  all  cases  be  paid  in  advance. 
Parents  or  Guardians  may  entrust  funds  for  students  to  any  member 
of  the  Faculty,  and  they  will  be  applied  as  may  be  requested. 

Terms  and  Vacations. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of  June^ 
The  first  term  begins  nine  weeks  after  the  day  of  Commencement,  and 
continues  fifteen  weeks ;  the  second  term  begins  three  weeks  after  the 
close  of  the  first  term,  and  continues  twelve  weeks ;  the  third  term  be- 
gins one  week  after  the  close  of  the  second,  and  continues  twelve  weeks, 
until  the  day  of  the  Annual  Commencement.  The  Collegiate  year  is 
thus  divided  into  three  terms,  of  nearly  equal  length.  The  intervening 
periods  of  one,  three  and  nine  weeks,  are  devoted  to  the  vacations. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  be  punctual  in  entering  upon  their 
duties  at  the  commencement  of  each  term.

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COURSE  OF  STUDY. 


The  course  of  study  in  this  Department  embraces  all  the  branches 
of  a  thorough  English  education,  together  with  the  rudiments  of  Mathe- 
matics, of  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  and  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  regular  studies  are  arranged  to  prepare  students  to  enter  Col- 
lege; but  the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those  who 
do  not  design  to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course.  Those  who  wish  to  en- 
gage in  business  will  receive  instruction  in  Book-keeping  and  Com- 
mercial Accounts.  Those  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers  or 
engineers,  or  to  engage  in  any  mechanical  pursuits,  will  be  allowed  to 
prosecute  such  studies,  either  in  the  Preparatory  or  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment, as  will  best  qualify  them  for  their  proposed  calling,  for  which 
no  additional  charge  is  made. 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Department,  and  students  on  entering 
the  Institution,  will  be  admitted  to  that  grade  for  which  they  are  qual- 
ified by  previous  study.

Instruction  and  Supervision. 

A  large  and  commodious  edifice  is  in  course  of  erection  for  the  ex- 
clusive use  of  this  Department.  The  main  building  has  been  completed, 
and  is  already  occupied.  The  general  administration  is  the  same  as 
that  of  College  proper,  whilst  the  Principal  and  Tutors  have  special 
care  of  the  preparatory  School.  The  older  and  more  diligent  students 
are  allowed  the  use  of  private  rooms ;  all  not  thus  provided  will  study 
in  common  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Tutors.  The  rooms 
and  dormitories  are  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished.  Students  are, 
however,  expected  to  provide  their  own  toilet  articles  and  towels. 
Those  who  wish  to  economize  will  be  allowed  to  form  themselves  into 
a  Boarding  Association  for  that  purpose ;  all  others  will  be  required  to 
board  with  the  Steward,  at  whose  table  the  Principal  presides. 
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Expenses. 


The  Tuition  and  Room-rent,  together  with  the  Terms  and  Vacations, 
are  the  same  as  in  College  proper.  Expenses  will  vary  from  $60  to 
$90  per  term,  dependent  upon  the  place  of  boarding ;  upon  the  student's 
occupying  private  rooms,  or  apartments  in  common,  under  supervision 
of  his  Instructors ;  and  upon  the  length  of  the  Term.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  sustain  an  ex- 
amination in  Csesar,  Virgil,  the  Greek  Reader,  Latin  Grammar,  Greek 
Grammar,  English  Grammar,  Ancient  and  Modern  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Robinson's  Elementary  Algebra,  and  one  book  of  Geometry. 

A  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition  to  the  above 
studies,  is  examined  in  the  various  branches  to  which  the  class  he 
proposes  to  enter,  has  attended. 

Satisfactory  testimonials,  of  good  moral  character  are  required,  and 
those  coming  from  other  Institutions  must  bring  certificates  of  regular 
and  honorable  dismissal. 

An  accurate  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  studies  required 
for  admission  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  receive  the  full  advantage 
of  the  College  course.  It  is  found  from  experience,  that  students  im- 
perfectly prepared  for  the  class  they  enter,  are  embarrassed  in  their 
future  progress  and  are  seldom  able  to  repair  the  want  of  complete 
preparatory  study. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  whole  course  of  instruction  occupies  four  years.  The  classes 
attend  three  recitations  or  lectures  a  day,  except  on  Wednesday  and 
Saturday,  when  they  usually  have  but  two.

Instruction  and  Supervision. 

The  instruction  in  the  College  is  given  entirely  by  the  Professors, 
who  have  had  the  advantages  of  enlarged  experience  in  their  respective 
departments.  They  employ  both  text-books  and  lectures,  as  they  find 
most  efficient,  in  developing  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is,  as  far  as  practicable,  parental. 
The  President  and  Vice-President,  under  whose  immediate  supervision 
the  building  is  placed,  exercise  a  constant  guardianship  over  the  whole 
establishment.  In  this  the  other  officers  also  co-operate,  and  parents 
at  a  distance  can  feel  assured  that  all  judicious  efforts  will  be  made  for 
the  proper  government  and  culture  of  their  children. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE. 


This  department:  is  furnished  with  an  extensive  collection  of  Philo- 
sophical and  Chemical  Apparatus,  to  demonstrate  by  experiments  the 
principles  and  phenomena  of  Natural  Science. 

A  superior  Telescope  has  been  secured  for  the  College,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  soon  be  mounted  for  the  use  of  students  in  Astronomy.  It 
was  manufactured  by  Mertz  &  Son,  celebrated  Opticians  of  Munich,  in 
Germany,  and  has  already  rendered  good  service  in  Astronomical  Science. 

The  Museum  of  the  Linnsean  Association  contains  a  large  collection 
of  minerals,  fossils,  shells,  birds,  reptiles,  and  other  animals,  to  illustrate 
the  several  branches  of  Natural  Science ;  and  also  a  great  variety  of 
rare  curiosities  and  relics  from  all  parts  of  the  world*  To  these,  additions 
are  constantly  made  by  the  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  celebrated  cabinet  of  minerals  of  Mr.  Seymour,  of  New  York 
has  recently  been  added  to  the  Museum  of  the  College.  This  extensive 
collection,  the  result  of  thirty  years'  industry,  contains  many  of  the 
finest  and  rarest  specimens  of  minerals  in  crystalline  form  to  be  found 
in  this  country. 

A  course  of  Lectures  on  Natural  History  will  be  delivered,  during 
the  Summer  Session,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Jno.  G.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  whose 
attainments  in  this  department  of  Science  are  well  known,  and  to  whose 
interest  and  labors  in  past  years,  the  Linnsean  Association  is  largely 
indebted  for  its  present  extensive  Museum. 
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The  German  Language. 

This  Modern  Language,  unsurpassed  in  its  rich  stores  of  literature, 
science,  and  theology,  is  made  a  part  of  the  regular  College  course. 
Opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  Language,  as  instruction  and  exercises  therein  are  continued  through- 
out the  entire  course. 

A  German  Society  has  also  been  organized  by  the  students,  designed 
to  cultivate  a  facility  in  the  use  of  this  Language. 

Literary  Societies. 

The  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  are  the  Philo- 
mathsean  and  the  Phrenakosmian.  These  exert  a  favorable  influence  in 
the  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  their  members.  Their  Halls 
occupy  the  two  wings  on  the  fourth  story  of  the  College  edifice,  and 
are  conveniently  and  handsomely  furnished.  Their  sessions  are  held 
every  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Libraries. 

The  College  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access  without 
charge,  contains  many  valuable  works.  The  Libraries  of  the  Literary 
Societies  also  comprise  a  large  number  of  well  selected  and  standard 
volumes,  to  which  annual  additions  are  made  by  appropriations  for  that 
purpose.    These  Libraries  are  accessible  to  the  members  of  the  Societies, 


under  their  respective  regulations.

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Examinations. 

There  is  a  public  examination  during  each  College  term.  A  careful 
record  of  the  attendance,  scholarship,  and  conduct  of  each  student  is 
kept ;  a  copy  of  which  record  is  transmitted  to  parents  or  guardians,  at 
the  close  of  each  term. 

If  a  student  be  absent  for  some  time  from  the  Institution,  he  must, 
on  re-entering,  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  studies  to  which  his 
class  has  been  attending  during  his  absence. 

Scholarships. 

A  permanent  scholarship  in  the  Institution  may  be  obtained  by  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  secures  to  the  holder  perpetually 
the  right  of  gratuitous  instruction  for  one  student.  The  certificate  may 
be  transferred  or  sold  as  any  other  certificate  of  stock.  Several  of 
these  Scholarships  have  been  taken  by  congregations  as  well  as  indi- 
viduals. W.  G.  Thompson,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Hon.  Edward 
McPherson,  LL.  D.,  of  Gettysburg,  have  each  established  a  Scholarship 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  benefit  of  a  Collegiate  education  to  the 
most  successful  and  indigent  pupil,  who  shall  pass  through  the  pre- 
scribed course  in  the  High  School  of  Gettysburg. 

Premiums. 

A  friend  of  the  College  has  contributed  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  to  the  Institution,  the  interest  of  which  is  given,  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  to  that  member  of  the  Freshman  Class,  who,  upon  examina- 
tion, is  found  to  have  attained  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship  in  all 
the  regular  studies  of  his  class. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hassler  has  furnished  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
is  annually  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  Gold  Medal,  to  be  presented 
to  the  student  of  the  Junior  Class  who  shall  have  shown  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  the  Latin  Language,  at  the  examination  of  the  Class 
preceding  the  Annual  Commencement. 
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Religious  Exercises. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  conducted 
by  the  President  or  Vice-President.  In  the  morning  of  the  Lord's  day, 
the  students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  in  the  College  Church, 
or  in  such  other  place  of  worship  as  their  parents  or  guardians  may 
designate  by  written  request.  In  the  afternoon,  they  are  required  to 
attend  Biblical  recitations,  conducted  by  members  of  the  Faculty.

The  Tuition  must  in  all  cases  be  paid  in  advance. 
Parents  or  Guardians  may  entrust  funds  for  students  to  any  member 
of  the  Faculty,  and  they  will  be  applied  as  may  be  required. 

Terms  and  Vacations. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of  June. 
The  first  term  begins  nine  weeks  after  the  day  of  Commencement,  and 
continues  fifteen  weeks ;  the  second  term  begins  three  weeks  after  the 
close  of  the  first  term,  and  continues  twelve  weeks ;  the  third  term  be- 
gins one  week  after  the  close  of  the  second,  and  continues  twelve  weeks, 
until  the  day  of  the  Annual  Commencement.  The  Collegiate  year  is 
thus  divided  into  three  terms,  of  nearly  equal  length.  The  intervening 
periods  of  one,  three  and  nine  weeks,  are  devoted  to  the  vacations. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  be  punctual  in  entering  upon  their 
duties  at  the  commencement  of  each  term. 
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PREPARATORY  DEPARTMENT. 


Course  of  Study. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  Department  embraces  all  the  branches 
of  a  thorough  English  education,  together  with  the  rudiments  of  Mathe- 
matics, of  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages,  and  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  regular  studies  are  arranged  to  prepare  students  to  enter  Col- 
lege ;  but  the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those  who 
do  not  design  to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course.  Those  who  wish  to  en- 
gage in  business  will  receive  instruction  in  Book-keeping  and  Com- 
mercial Accounts.  Those  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers  or 
engineers,  or  to  engage  in  any  mechanical  pursuits,  will  be  allowed  to 
prosecute  such  studies,  either  in  the  Preparatory  or  Collegiate  Depart- 
ment, as  will  best  qualify  them  for  their  proposed  calling,  for  which 
no  additional  charge  is  made. 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Department,  and  students  on  entering 
the  Institution,  will  be  admitted  to  that  grade  for  which  they  are  qual- 
ified by  previous  study.  The  following  includes  the  list  of  studies  for 
each  grade,  with  the  text-books  annexed :

Instruction  and  Supervision. 

A  large  and  commodious  edifice  has  been  erected  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  this  Department.  The  general  administration  is  the  same  as 
that  of  College  proper,  whilst  the  Principal  and  Tutors  have  special 
care  of  the  preparatory  School.  The  older  and  more  diligent  students 
are  allowed  the  use  of  private  rooms;  all  not  thus  provided  will  study 
in  common  under  the  supervision  of  one  of  the  Tutors.  The  rooms 
and  dormitories  are  neatly  and  comfortably  furnished.  Students  are, 
however,  expected  to  provide  their  own  toilet  articles  and  towels. 
Those  who  wish  to  economize  will  be  allowed  to  form  themselves  into 
a  Boarding  Association  for  that  purpose ;  all  others  will  be  required  to 
board  with  the  Steward,  at  whose  table  the  Principal  presides. 
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Expenses. 


The  Tuition  and  Room-rent,  together  with  the  Terms  and  Vacations, 
are  the  same  as  in  College  proper.  Expenses  will  vary  from  $60  to 
$90  per  term,  dependent  upon  the  place  of  boarding ;  upon  the  student's 
occupying  private  rooms,  or  apartments  in  common,  under  supervision 
of  his  Instructors  ;  and  upon  the  length  of  the  Term.

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  sustain  an  ex- 
amination in  Caesar,  Virgil,  the  Greek  Reader,  Latin  Grammar,  Greek 
Grammar,  English  Grammar,  Ancient  and  Modern  Geography,  Arith- 
metic, Robinson's  Elementary  Algebra,  and  one  book  of  Geometry. 

A  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition  to  the  above  studies, 
is  examined  in  the  various  branches  to  which  the  class  he  proposes  to  en- 
ter, has  attended. 

Satisfactory  testimonials,  of  good  moral  character  are  required,  and 
those  coming  from  other  Institutions  must  bring  certificates  of  regular 
and  honorable  dismissal. 

An  accurate  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  studies  required  for 
admission  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  receive  the  full  advantage  of  the 
College  course.  It  is  found  from  experience,  that  students  imperfectly 
prepared  for  the  class  they  enter,  are  embarrassed  in  their  future  progress 
and  are  seldom  able  to  repair  the  want  of  complete  preparatory  study. 
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Course  of  Instruction, 


The  whole  Course  of  Instruction  occupies  four  years.  The  classes 
attend  three  recitations  or  lectures  a  day,  except  on  Wednesday  and 
Saturday,  when  they  usually  have  but  two.

Instruction  and  Supervision.

The  instruction  in  the  College  is  given  entirely  by  the  Professors,  who 
have  had  the  advantages  of  enlarged  experience  in  their  respective  depart- 
ments. They  employ  both  text-books  and  lectures,  as  they  find  most 
efficient,  in  developing  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is,  as  far  as  practicable,  parental.  The 
President  and  Vice-President,  under  whose  immediate  supervision  the 
building  is  placed,  exercise  a  constant  guardianship  over  the  whole  estab- 
lishment. In  this  the  other  officers  also  co-operate,  and  parents  at  adis_ 
tance  can  feel  assured  that  all  judicious  efforts  will  be  made  for  the  proper 
government  and  culture  of  their  children. 
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Department  of  Physical  Science. 

This  department  ia  furnished  with  an  extensive  collection  of  Philo= 
sophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus,  to  demonstrate  by  experiments  the 
principles  and  phenomena  of  Natural  Science. 

A  superior  Telescope  has  been  secured  for  the  College,  which,  it  is 
hoped,  will  soon  be  mounted  for  the  use  of  students  in  Astronomy.  It 
was  manufactured  by  Mertz  &  Son,  celebrated  Opticians  of  Munich,  in 
Germany,  and  has  already  rendered  good  service  in  Astronomical  Science. 

The  Museum  of  the  Linnasan  Association  contains  a  large  collection 
of  minerals,  fossils,  shells,  birds,  reptiles,  and  other  animals,  to  illustrate 
the  several  branches  of  Natural  Science :  and  also  a  great  variety  of  rare 
curiosities  and  relics  from  all  parts  of  the  world.  To  these,  additions  are 
constantly  made  by  the  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  Institution. 

The  celebrated  cabinet  of  minerals  of  Mr.  Seymour,  of  New  York, 
has  recently  been  added  to  the  Museum  of  the  College.  This  extensive 
collection,  the  result  of  thirty  years'  industry,  contains  many  of  the 
finest  and  rarest  specimens  of  minerals  in  crystalline  form  to  be  found  in 
this  country. 

The  German  Language. 

This  Modern  Language,  unsurpassed  in  its  rich  stores  of  literature, 
science,  and  theology,  is  made  a  part  of  the  regular  College  course. 
Opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  Language,  as  instruction  and  exercises  therein  are  continued  through- 
out the  entire  course. 

A  German  Society  has  also  been  organized  by  the  students,,  designed 
to  cultivate  a  facility  in  the  use  of  this  Language. 

Literary  Societie  s . 

The  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  are  the  Philo- 
mathsean  and  the  Phrenakosmian.  These  exert  a  favorable  influence  in 
the  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  their  members.  Their  Halls  occupy 
the  two  wings  on  the  fourth  story  of  the  College  edifice,  and  are  con- 
veniently and  handsomely  furnished.  Their  sessions  are  held  every 
Wednesday  afternoon. 
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Libraries. 

The  College  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access  without 
charge,  contains  many  valuable  works.  The  Libraries  of  the  Literary 
Societies  also  comprise  a  large  number  of  well  selected  standard  volumes, 
to  which  annual  additions  are  made  by  appropriations  for  that  purpose. 
These  Libraries  are  accessible  to  the  members  of  the  Societies,  under 


their  respective  regulations.

Examinations. 

There  is  a  public  Examination  during  each  College  term.  A  careful 
record  of  the  attendance,  scholarship,  and  conduct  of  each  student  is 
kept ;  a  copy  of  which  record  is  transmitted  to  parents  or  guardians,  at 
the  close  of  each  term. 

If  a  student  be  absent  for  some  time  from  the  Institution,  he  must,  on 
re-entering,  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  studies  to  which  his  class 
has  been  attending  during  his  absence. 


Scholarships. 

A  permanent  Scholarship  in  the  Institution  may  be  obtained  by  the 
payment  of  five  hundred  dollars,  which  secures  to  the  holder  perpetually 
the  right  of  gratuitous  instruction  for  one  student.  The  certificate  may 
be  transferred  or  sold  as  any  other  certificate  of  stock.  Several  of  these 
Scholarships  have  been  taken  by  congregations  as  well  as  individuals. 
W.  G.  Thompson,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Hon.  Edward  McPherson, 
LL.  D.,  of  Gettysburg,  have  each  established  a  Scholarship  for  the  pur- 
pose of  giving  the  benefit  of  a  Collegiate  education  to  the  most  successful 
and  indigent  pupil,  who  shall  pass  through  the  prescribed  course  in  the 
High  School  of  Gettysburg. 
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Premiums. 


A  friend  of  the  College  has  contributed  the  sum  of  five  hnndred  dollars 
to  the  Institution,  the  interest  of  which  is  given,  at  the  close  of  the  year, 
to  that  member  of  the  Freshman  Class,  who,  upon  examination,  is  found 
to  have  attained  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship  in  all  the  regular 
studies  of  his  class. 

Mr.  Charles  W.  Hassler  has  furnished  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which 
is  annually  expended  for  the  purchase  of  a  G-old  Medal,  to  be  presented 
to  the  student  of  the  J unior  Class  who  shall  have  shown  the  greatest 
proficiency  in  the  Latin  Language,  at  the  examination  of  the  Class  pre- 
ceding the  Annual  Commencement. 


Devotional  exercises  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  conducted 
bythe  President  or  Vice-President.  In  the  morning  of  the  Lord's  Day, 
the  students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  in  the  College  Church, 
or  in  such  other  place  of  worship  as  their  parents  or  guardians  may  des- 
ignate by  written  request.  In  the  afternoon,  they  are  required  to  attend 
Biblical  recitations,  conducted  by  members  of  the  Faculty.

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Boarding  in  clubs  may  be  procured  at  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week. 
The  tuition  must  in  all  cases  be  paid  in  advance. 

An  additional  fee  of  $1.50  per  term  for  contingent  expenses  is  charged 
to  students  not  residing  in  College  buildings. 

Parents  or  G-uardians  may  entrust  funds  for  students  to  any  member  of 
the  Faculty,  and  they  will  be  applied  as  may  be  required. 


The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of  June. 
The  first  term  begins  nine  weeks  after  the  day  of  Commencement,  and 
continues  fifteen  weeks ;  the  second  term  begins  three  weeks  after  the 
close  of  the  first  term,  and  continues  twelve  weeks ;  the  third  term  be- 
gins one  week  after  the  close  of  the  second,  and  continues  twelve  weeks 
until  the  day  of  the  Annual  Commencement.  The  Collegiate  year  is  thus 
divided  into  three  terms,  of  nearly  equal  length.  The  intervening  periods 
of  one,  three  and  nine  weeks,  are  devoted  to  vaoations. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  be  punctual  in  entering  upon  their 
duties  at  the  commencement  of  each  term,

Instruction  and  Supervision, 

A  large  and  commodious  building  has  been  erected  for  the  use  of  this 
department,  and  by  recent  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  has  been 
reorganized  with  a  special  view  to  make  additional  provision  for  the  re- 
ception and  education  of  boys,  whose  tender  age  requires  more  particular 
care  and  supervision.  The  Superintendent  resides  in  the  building,  pro- 
vides the  boarding,  and  under  the  general  regulations  of  the  Faculty,  has 
the  control  and  supervision  of  the  discipline,  lodging  and  religious  in- 
struction of  the  students.  « 

Course  of  Study. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  all  the  branches  of  a  thorough  English 
education,  together  with  the  rudiments  of  Mathematics,  of  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languages,  and  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  regular  studies  are  arranged  to  prepare  students  to  enter  College 
but  the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  the  wants  of  those  who  do  not  de- 
sign to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course.  Those  who  wish  to  engage  in  busi- 
ness will  receive  instruction  in  Book-keeping  and  Commercial  Accounts. 
Those  who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers  or  engineers,  or  to  engage 
in  any  mechanical  pursuits,  will  be  allowed  to  prosecute  such  studies? 
either  in  the  Preparatory  or  Collegiate  Department,  as  will  best  qualify 
them  for  their  proposed  calling,  for  which  no  additional  charge  is  made. 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Department,  and  students  on  entering 
the  Institution  will  be  admitted  to  that  grade  for  which  they  are  qualified 
by  previous  study.

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION. 


Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  must  sustain 
an  examination  in  Csesar,  Virgil,  the  Greek  Reader,  Latin  Gram- 
mar, Greek  Grammar,  English  Grammar,  Ancient  and  Modern 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  Robinson's  Elementary  Algebra,  and  one 
book  of  Geometry. 

A  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing,  in  addition  to  the  above 
studies,  is  examined  in  the  various  branches  to  which  the  class  he 
proposes  to  enter,  has  attended. 

Satisfactory  testimonials,  of  good  moral  character  are  required, 
and  those  coming  from  other  Institutions  must  bring  certificates 
of  regular  and  honorable  dismissal. 

An  accurate  and  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  studies 
required  for  admission  is  indispensable,  in  order  to  receive  the 
full  advantage  of  the  College  course.  It  is  found  from  experience, 
that  students  imperfectly  prepared  for  the  class  they  enter,  are 
embarrassed  in  their  future  progress  and  are  seldom  able  to  repair 
the  want  of  complete  preparatory  study. 
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COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


The  whole  course  of  instruction  occupies  four  years.  The 
classes  attend  three  recitations  or  lectures  a  day,  except  on 
Wednesday  and  Saturday,  when  they  usually  have  but  two.

Instruction  and  Supervision. 

The  instruction  in  the  College  is  given  by  both  Professors  and 
Tutors,  who  have  had  the  advantages  of  enlarged  experience  in 
their  respective  departments.  They  employ  both  text-books  and 
lectures,  as  they  find  most  efficient,  or;  as  is  rendered  necessary 
by  the  subject. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  is,  as  fas  as  practicable,  parental. 
The  President  and  Vice-President,  under  whose  immediate  super- 
vision the  building  is  placed,  exercise  a  constant  guardianship 
over  the  whole  establishment.  In  this  the  other  officers  also  co- 
operate, and  parents  at  a  distance  can  feel  assured  that  all  judicious 
efforts  will  be  made  for  the  proper  government  and  culture  of 
their  children. 


PENNSYLVANIA   COLLEGE,  1871-72. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  INTELLECTUAL  AND 
MORAL  SCIENCE. 

Much  attention  is  given  to  Mental  Philosophy,  Moral  Science, 
and  Christian  Evidences.  In  several  of  these  branches  the 
use  of  text  books  is  combined  with  lectures.  The  aim  is  to 
give  the  student  a  clear  and  extensive  acquaintance  with  these 
important  subjects.  The  lectures  embrace  an  examination  of  the 
leading  tendencies  and  questions  of  modern  thought. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  PHYSICAL  AND 
NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

This  department  has  been  thoroughly  re-organized,  and  now 
offers  superior  advantages  for  the  study  of  these  branches.  This 
College  hopes,  by  the  increased  attention  which  it,  in  common 
with  our  best  educational  institutions,  now  gives  to  these  studies, 
to  be  able  to  meet  the  general  demand  in  this  direction,  which  is 
beiDg  made  by  the  American  public. 

One  of  the  College  buildings,  known  as  the  Linnaean  Hall,  has 
been  given  over  entirely  to  the  uses  of  the  department.  It  con- 
tains the  Laboratory,  Physical  and  Chemical  Lecture  Room,  Col- 
lection of  Philosophical  Apparatus,  the  Mineral  Collection,  the 
Botanical  and  other  Natural  History  Collections,  and  the  general 
Museum. 

Physical  Sciences. — The  College  possesses  a  large  collection  of 
Physical  Apparatus,  of  the  most  approved  and  modern  construc- 
tion, by  means  of  which  the  principles  of  Physical  Science  can 
be  very  fully  illustrated.  The  collection  of  Chemical  Apparatus 
has  been  largely  increased,  and  is  now  fully  sufficient  for  all 
lecture-room  experiments.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  department,  how- 
ever, to  accomplish  not  only  this,  but  to  furnish  other  and  more 
enlarged  facilities.  As  a  result  of  the  liberality  of  one  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  College,  the  institution  will  shortly  possess  a 
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well-appointed  Analytical  Laboratory,  where  students  desirous  of 
making  a  practical  study  of  science  will  find  facilities  for  so  doing. 

Natural  Sciences.. — The  Mineral  Collection,  of  which  the  Sey- 
mour Cabinet,  purchased  by  the  College  a  few  years  ago,  forms 
the  nucleus,  numbers  now  between  3,000  and  4,000  choice  speci- 
mens, and  is  constantly  increasing.  It  has  been  recently  re- 
arranged, re-labelled,  and  placed  in  new  cases.  The  classes  in 
Mineralogy  have  the  advantage,  (comparatively  rare  in  our 
colleges,)  of  studying  directly  from  so  large  a  collection  ;  the  Lec- 
tures and  recitations  in  Descriptive  Mineralogy  being  held  in  the  ' 
Collection  Hall  itself. 

A  large  Collection  of  Fossils  from  all  the  geological  formations 
is  also  on  hand,  and  will  be  arranged  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

The  Botanical  and  Conchological  Collections,  as  well  as  a  Col- 
lection of  Birds,  have  been  re-arranged.  The  former  two 
especially  are  large  and  well  adapted  for  the  study  of  Natural 
History. 

In  addition  to  these  Scientific  Collections,  the  large  Hall  of  the 
Linnsean  building  contains  Collections  of  Coins,  Indian  Remains 
of  considerable  archaelogical  interest,  and  relics  and  curiosities 
both  ancient  and  modern. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS  AND  ASTRONOMY. 

In  the  course  of  Mathematics  there  are  four  weekly  exercises 
in  the  Freshman  Class,  three  in  the  Sophomore  Class,  and  two  in 
the  Junior  Class,  during  the  first  and  second  sessions. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  requirements  in  the  pure 
mathematics  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class.  So  abundant 
are  the  facilities  for  preparation  in  these  studies,  and  so  essential 
are  the  requirements  to  success  in  the  subsequent  parts  of  the 
course,  that  the  full  measure  of  preparation  will  be  demanded. 

The  instruction  in  the  Department  of  Mathematics  is  conveyed 
by  the  constant  and  systematic  study  of  approved  text  books, 
interspeised  with  familiar  lectures;  the  student  being  assisted  by 
full  and  frequent  explanations  from  the  Professor,  and  being  con- 
stantly subjected  to  rigid  examinations.  The  progress  of  every 
student  in  each  class  is  also  tested  by  his  being  required  to  per- 
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form  miscellaneous  exercises,  in  which  the  principles  acquired  are 
applied  to  the  solution  of  particular  problems. 

Astronomy  During  the  third  session,  the  Junior  Class  will  have 

Descriptive  Astronomy,  and  exercises  on  the  globes.  In  the  Senior 
year,  a  thorough  course  of  Physical  and  Practical  Astronomy, 
with  Calculations  of  Eclipses,  will  be  required. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  LATIN  LANGUAGE. 

The  instruction  in  this  department  comprises,  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  course,  thorough  drill  in  the  rudiments  of  the  langu- 
age, with  the  most  rigid  grammatical  analysis.  Selections  from 
the  classics  are  translated  into  English,  whilst  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  time  is  occupied  with  Arnold's  Latin  Prose  Composi- 
tion. In  connection  with  the  study  of  Horace,  especial  attention 
is  given  to  Latin  Prosody,  and  the  Historical  and  Mythological 
allusions  of  the  text.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  course,  with 
Terence  as  the  text- book,  the  derivation  of  Latin  words,  and  the 
development  of  the  language  from  its  older  forms,  is  examined. 
Some  attention  will  hereafter  be  paid  to  the  Mediaeval  Latin. 
The  writing  of  Latin  essays  is  a  regular  exercise  of  the  Junior 
and  Senior  Classes. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  GREEK  LANGUAGE. 

The  study  of  the  Greek  is  continued  throughout  the  course, 
with  more  time  devoted  to  iff  in  the  earlier  classes.  The  conti- 
nental method  of  pronunciation  is  adopted,  and  the  written  accent 
observed  in  reading.  Exercises  in  translating  English  into  Greek, 
accompanied  by  writing,  and  illustrated  on  the  black-board,  form 
part  of  the  course.  The  Etymology  of  Words,  and  Comparative 
Philology,  render  the  recitations  interesting.  The  Historians, 
Poets,  and  Orators  of  the  best  age  of  Grecian  literature  form  the  | 
authors  in  the  course. 
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ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

In  this  department,  the  English  Classics  are  studied  in  the 
same  mode,  and  with  the  same  thoroughness,  as  the  Greek  and 
Latin.  Chaucer,  Spenser,  Shakspeare,  Milton,  and  Bunyan,  are 
used  as  text-books  in  the  class-room.  The  text  is  analyzed,  the 
idioms  examined,  and  the  laws  investigated  by  which  words  grow 
from  their  respective  roots  into  our  language.  The  physical  or 
historical  elements  of  the  tongue  are  studied  in  connection  with 
Clark's  English  Language.  Special  attention  is  also  given  to 
Logical  and  Rhetorical  Forms,  and  to  the  usual  Historical  Course 
of  English  Literature.  In  addition  to  this  theoretical  study  of  the 
English  language,  there  are  weekly  exercises  in  each  class  in 
Essay-Writing,  Declamations,  Orations,  or  Debates. 

THE  GERMAN  LANGUAGE. 

This  Modern  Language,  unsurpassed  in  its  rich  stores  of  litera- 
ture, science,  and  theology,  is  made  a  part  of  the  regular  College 
course.  Opportunities  are  thus  afforded  for  acquiring  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  language,  as  instruction  and  exercises  therein 
are  continued  throughout  the  entire  course. 

During  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  the  language  is  exclusively 
employed  in  the  class  room. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  are  the 
Philomachaean  and  the  Phrenakosmian.  These  exert  a  favorable 
influence  in  the  intellectual  and  social  culture  of  their  members. 
Their  Halls  occupy  the  two  wings  on  the  fourth  story  of  the 
College  edifice,  and  are  conveniently  and  handsomely  furnished. 
Their  sessions  are  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon. 
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LIBRARIES. 

The  College  Library,  to  which  all  the  students  have  access 
without  charge,  contains  many  valuable  works.  The  Libraries 
of  the  Literary  Societies  also  comprise  a  large  number  of  well 
selected  and  standard  volumes,  to  which  annual  additions  are 
made  by  appropriations  for  that  purpose.  These  Libraries  are 
accessible  to  the  members  of  the  Societies,  under  their  respective 
regulations.

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  is  a  Public  Examination  at  the  close  of  each  College 
term.  In  case  of  failure  to  be  present  at  the  Examination,  from 
physical  inability,  or  indispensable  call  of  duty,  excused  by  the 
Faculty,  the  Examination  is  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty, 
either  before  the  student  shall  withdraw,  or  at  nine  o'clock  of 
the  first  day  of  the  next  term,  before  entering  his  name  on  the 
roll  of  the  class. 

A  careful  record  of  the  attendance,  scholarship,  and  conduct  of 
each  student  is  kept ;  a  copy  of  which  record  is  transmitted  to 
parents  or  guardians,  at  the  close  of  each  term. 

If  a  student  be  absent  for  some  time  from  the  Institution,  he 
must,  on  re-entering,  sustain  an  examination  upon  the  studies  to 
which  his  class  has  been  attending  during  his  absence. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Several  Scholarships  have  been  taken  by  congregations  as  well 
as  individuals.  W.  G.  Thompson,  Esq.,  of  Lancaster,  and  Hon. 
Edward  McPherson,  LL.  D.,  of  Gettysburg,  have  each  established 
a  Scholarship  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  benefit  of  a  Collegiate 
education  to  the  most  successful  and  indigent  pupil,  who  shall 
pass  through  the  prescribed  course  in  the  High  School  of 
Gettysburg. 

PRIZES. 

The  Freshman  Prize. —  k  friend  of  the  College  has  con- 
tributed the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  the  Institution,  the 
interest  of  which  is  given  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  that  member 
of  the  Ereshman  Class  who,  upon  examination,  is  found  to  have 
attained  the  highest  degree  of  scholarship  in  all  the  regular 
studies  of  his  class. 

The  Prize  for  1871,  (Class  of  1874,)  was  awarded  to  Henry 
M.  Evans. 

Hassler  Latin  Prize. — Mr.  Charles  W.  Hassler  has  furnished 
a  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  annually  expended  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  Gold  Medal,  to  be  presented  to  the  student  of  the 
Junior  Class,  who,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  shall  have  shown  the 
greatest  proficiency  in  the  Latin  Language. 

This  Medal  was  awarded  last  year,  (Class  of  1872,)  to  Chris- 
tian Hoover. 

Graeff  English  Prize. — This  Prize  was  founded  by  the  Rev. 
John  E.  Graeff,  of  Philadelphia.  A  Gold  Medal  is  awarded  for 
the  best  Essay  from  the  Senior  Class,  on  a  subject  previously 
assigned.  The  decision  is  made  by  a  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Professor  of  English  Literature. 

The  Class  of  1871  wrote  on  the  "  Comus  of  Milton."  The  Prize 
was  awarded  to  Benjamin  Kurtz,  and  M.  J.  A.  Emery. 
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The  Class  of  1872  will  write  on  the  "  Cotter's  Saturday  Night," 
of  Bobert  Burns. 

The  successful  Essay  will  hereafter  be  read  in  public,  as  an- 
nounced in  the  Calendar,  at  the  close  of  the  second  term,  in 
March. 


RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

Devotional  exercises  are  held  daily  in  the  College  Chapel,  con- 
ducted by  the  President  or  Vice-President.  In  the  morning  of 
the  Lord's  day,  the  students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship 
in  the  College  Church,  or  in  such  other  place  of  worship  as  their 
parents  or  guardians  may  designate  by  written  request.  In  the 
afternoon,  they  are  required  to  attend  Biblical  recitations,  con- 
ducted by  members  of  the  Faculty.

Boarding  in  clubs  may  be  procured  at  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  week. 

Parents  or  guardians  may  entrust  funds  for  students  to  any 
member  of  the  Faculty,  and  they  will  be  applied  as  may  be 
required. 
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The  Tuition  must  in  all  cases  be  paid  in  advance.  No  student 
will  be  allowed  to  recite  with  his  class  until  he  has  shown  the 
Professor  a  receipt  from  the  College  Treasurer,  or  a  note,  stating 
that  he  has  made  some  satisfactory  arrangement  with  the 
Treasurer. 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  Annual  Commencement  is  held  on  the  last  Thursday  of 
June.  The  first  term  begins  nine  weeks  after  the  day  of  Com- 
mencement, and  continues  fifteen  weeks ;  the  second  term  begins 
three  weeks  after  the  close  of  the  first  term,  and  continues  twelve 
weeks ;  the  third  term  begins  one  week  after  the  close  of  the 
second,  and  continues  twelve  weeks,  untiL  the  day  of  the  Annual 
Commencement.  The  Collegiate  year  is  thus  divided  into  three 
terms,  of  nearly  equal  length.  The  intervening  periods  of  one, 
three,  and  nine  weeks,  are  devoted  to  the  vacations. 

It  is  highly  important  that  students  be  punctual  in  entering  upon 
heir  duties  at  the  commencement  of  each  term. 

Unexcused  absences  from  recitation  are  counted  as  zeros  upon 
the  grades. 

The  attention  of  parents  and  guardians  is  specially  called  to  the 
fact  that  absences  from  recitation,  whether  at  the  opening  of  terms  or 
at  other  times,  are  not  excused  except  for  sickness  or  imperative 
necessity.

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COURSE   OF  STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  Department  embraces  all  the 
branches  of  a  thorough  English  education,  together  with  the 
rudiments  of  Mathematics,  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  Languages, 
and  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

The  regular  studies  ai  e  arranged  to  prepare  students  to  enter 
College ;  but  the  instructions  are  also  adapted  to  the  wants  of 
those  who  do  not  design  to  take  a  full  Collegiate  course.  Those 
who  wish  to  engage  in  business  will  receive  instruction  in  Book- 
keeping and  Commercial  Accounts.  Those  who  are  preparing 
to  become  teachers  or  engineers,  or  to  engage  in  any  mechanical 
pursuits,  will  be  allowed  to  prosecute  such  studies,  either  in  the 
Preparatory  or  Collegiate  Department,  as  will  best  qualify  them 
for  their  proposed  calling,  for  which  no  additional  charge  is  made. 

There  are  three  grades  in  this  Department,  and  students  on 
entering  the  Institution,  will  be  admitted  to  that  grade  for  which 
they  are  qualified  by  previous  study.  The  following  includes  the 
list  of  studies  for  each  grade,  with  the  text-books  annexed  :

INSTRUCTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 

The  Preparatory  Department  is  under  the  general  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  parent  Institution. 
A  Superintendent  and  two  Tutors  have  special  supervision  of 
Deportment  and  Instruction.  The  commodious  building  recently 
erected  has  been  re-modeled,  so  as  to  abandon  the  dormitory 
system.  Students  have  separate  rooms  for  study  and  sleeping 
purposes,  thus  securing  the  greatest  comfort  and  health. 
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The  Superintendent  resides  in  the  building  and  has  constant 
charge  of  the  pupils,  making  the  Institution  as  home-like  and 
safe  a  place  as  possible  for  boys  and  young  men.  Pupils  board 
at  the  same  table  with  the  Superintendent,  in  a  building  connected 
with  the  Department. 

BELLES  LETTRES  SOCIETY. 

A  Literary  Association  has  been  organized  during  the  past 
year,  which  gives  the  more  advanced  students  of  this  Department 
increased  facilities  for  culture  in  speaking  and  writing. 

EXPENSES. 

Tne  Tuition  and  Room -rent,  together  with  the  Terms  and 
Vacations,  are  the  same  as  in  College  proper.  Expenses  will  vary 
from  $60  to  $90  per  term,  dependent  upon  the  place  of  boarding ; 
upon  the  student's  occupying  private  rooms,  or  apartments  in 
common,  under  supervision  of  his  Instructors ;  and  upon  the 
length  of  the  Term.

REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  Decennial  Eeport  for  the  period  ending  with 
the  Commencement  of  June  30,  1870,  the  Committe  feel  that  in 
confining  its  statements  to  the  classes  of  facts  established  ten  years 
ago,  they  will  meet  the  substantial  purposes  of  the  Association  in 
directing  the  preparation  of  the  review.   These  statements  are 

First.  The  number  of  each  class. 

Second.  The  general  geographical  location  of  the  various  mem- 
bers. 

Third.  Their  occupation,  whether  professional  or  otherwise, 
and  the  number  in  each  division;  with  the  total  number  of  de- 
ceased, similarly  classified. 

Fourth .  Those  upon  whom  honorary  degrees  have  been  conferred. 

Fifth.  The  public  positions  occupied,  now  and  heretofore,  by 
our  members. 

Sixth.  A  list  of  the  pamphlets  or  books  produced  by  them  and 
published,  arranged  by  their  respective  classes. 
Seventh.  A  list  of  the  Alumni  Speakers,  with  their  subjects. 
Eighth.  Sketches  of  our  dead  for  the  decade. 
Ninth.  A  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

We  propose  to  set  forth  these  facts  with  as  great  precision  as 
possible,  and  without  unnecessary  personal  or  other  detail — the 
object  being  to  represent,  as  far  as  our  Alumni  are  concerned,  the 
relations  of  Pennsylvania  College  to  the  great  public.  The  nature 
of  the  undertaking  renders  it  possible  that  we  have  failed  to  secure 
every  fact  included  within  our  range  of  investigation;  but  we 
have  left  untried  no  reasonable  effort  to  ensure  complete  accuracy. 
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I.  THE  NUMBER  IN  EACH  CLASS.

In  1836,  there  were  no  graduates.  The  first  class  consisted  of 
3;  the  last  of  19,  the  same  number  who  graduated  in  1860,  the 
year  of  our  first  general  Eeport.  The  largest  number  of  gradu- 
ates, in  any  one  year,  was  21,  which  occurred  in  1856,  and  also 
1861.  Of  the  thirty-six  classes,  eight  contained  less  than  ten 
members,  the  first  being  the  smallest.  The  highest  number  within 
the  first  six  years  was  six  graduates;  the  highest  within  the  last 
six  years,  was  nineteen.  Of  our  number,  sixty-five— just  one- 
seventh  —  are  deceased;  and  sixty-three  —  almost  another  seventh 
—were  graduated  within  the  last  four  years,  and  have  hardly  yet 
reached  the  period  of  duties — thus  reducing  the  active  Alumni 
to  about  300.

David  F.  Bittle  of 
the  class  of  1835,  is  President  of  Koanoke  College,  Virginia,  in 
which  S.  Carson  Wells  of  the  class  of  1849,  is  a  Professor.  Charles 
P.  Krauth  of  the  class  of  1839,  is  a  Professor  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  also  in  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Philadel- 
phia. Henry  Ziegler  of  the  class  of  1841,  is  President  of  the 
Theological  Institute  at  Selinsgrove,  Pennsylvania,  and  Peter 
Born  of  the  class  of  1848,  is  one  of  its  Professors.  William  M. 
Paxton  of  the  class  of  1843,  is  a  Pastor  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Presbyterian 
church  at  Allegheny  city.  Josiah  P.  Smeltzer  of  the  class  of  1846, 
is  President  of  Newberry  College,  at  Walhalla,  South  Carolina. 
Hezekiah  K.  Geiger  of  the  class  of  1846,  and  Isaac  Sprecher  of 
the  class  of  1851,  are  Professors  in  Wittenberg  College,  Ohio. 
Jacob  B.  Kershner  of  the  class  of  1858,  is  a  Professor  in  the  The- 
ological Seminary  of  the  Kef ormed  church,  at  Mercersburg.  Mat- 
thias II.

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1848,  was  a  Professor  in  the  State  Capital  University,  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio.

Eev.  John  Heck  was  horn  in  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  December  11 
1809.  For  several  years  he  was  engaged  in  secular  business,  but  his  mind  having 
been  directed  to  the  Christian  ministry,  and  feeling  it  his  duty  to  prepare  for  this 
field  of  usefulness,  he  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  our  college,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  winter  session  of  1833  and  was  graduated  in  1839.  After 
spending  two  years  in  professional  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  this 
place,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Maryland  at  its  ses- 
sion in  1841.  He  commenced  his  ministry  as  pastor  of  the  Newville  charge, 
where  he  labored  three  years.  Thence,  he  was  transferred  to  the  Waynesboro' 
pastorate,  which  he  served  for  twelve  years.  In  1857  he  received  and  accepted  a 
call  to  Smithsburg,  Maryland,  where  he  remained  till  his  death.  He  died 
March  10th,  1861,  in  the  bright  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality. 

Mr.  Heck  was  a  man  of  eminent  piety,  an  earnest,  laborious,  faithful  minister 
of  the  gospel ;  and  in  every  field  of  labor  in  which  he  was  engaged,  as  well  as  in 
all  the  relations  of  life,  he  never  failed  to  concentrate  upon  himself  the  affection- 
ate confidence,  and  abiding  friendship,  of  all  who  were  brought  in  contact  with 
him.  He  was  honored  with  many  public  and  private  trusts.  He  was  with  us  at 
our  last  Commencement  in  good  health,  and  with  unabated  interest  participated 
in  the  meetings  of  College  and  Seminary,  of  which  he  was  a  trustee  and  director. 

Mr.  Heck  was  married  December  2, 1847,  to  Miss  Annie  Ziegler  of  Leitersburg, 
who,  with  five  children,  survives. 

Eev.  Aakon  J.  Karn  was  born  in  Loudon  county,  Virginia,  August,  1820.  He 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1837,  and  was  graduated  at  the  Commencement 
in  1842.  After  a  course  of  Theological  instruction  in  our  Seminary,  he  received 
license  to  preach,  and  was  elected  pastor  of  the  Lutheran  Church  at  Canton, 
Ohio.  Here  he  remained  about  three  years,  when  he  resigned  in  1848,  in  order  to 
take  charge  of  the  English  Lutheran  Church,  Savannah,  Georgia.  In  this  posi- 
tion he  faithfully  labored,  enjoying  the  confidence  of  his  people,  and  the  whole 
community,  until  his  physical  strength  gave  way,  and  advancing  disease  com- 
pelled him  to  suspend  the  exercise  of  his  office.  A  tour  to  foreign  lands  failed  to 
restore  his  health.  He  journeyed  through  France,  Italy,  Germany  and  Switzer- 
land, but  fondly  turned  his  eyes  towards  his  native  country,  where  Providence 
mercifully  permitted  him  to  spend  his  last  days  among  his  friends.  He  died  in 
the  full  possession  of  his  mental  powers,  December  19,  1860.  His  remains  were 
conveyed  from  Chicago,  to  Massilon,  Ohio,  and  buried  with  kindred  dust,  to 
await  the  call  to  resurrection  and  immortality. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Lucy  M.  Hank,  of  Canton,  Ohio,  December,  1849.  His 
wife  and  two  children  preceded  him  into  the  eternal  world.  One  child,  a  daugh- 
ter of  eight  years,  is  still  living  to  mourn  the  loss  of  her  parents. 

Eev.  Cornelius  INitterauer  was  born  in  Dauphin  county,  Pennsylvania, 
July  3, 1826.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
in  1845,  and  was  graduated  in  1850.  He  pursued  his  Theological  studies  in  our 
Seminary,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania, 
at  its  meeting  in  1852.  He  commenced  his  pastoral  labors  at  Dauphin.  Thence 
he  removed  to  New  Kingston,  and  subsequently  to  Blairsville,  Pennsylvania* 
where  he  closed  Ins  earthly  pilgrimage.  He  died  May,  11, 1861,  in  the  35th  year  of 
his  age,  and  the  10th  of  his  ministry. 
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Although  a  young  man,  Mr.  Nitterauer  had  made  some  progress  as  a  student 
in  the  department  of  Theology,  and  in  the  held  of  literature. 

Mr.  Nitterauer  was  married  May  5,  1857,  to  Miss  Mary  Kissinger,  of  New 
Kingston,  who,  with  two  children  survives.  • 

Rev.  Thomas  W.  Kemp,  son  of  Col.  Lewis  Kemp,  was  born  in  Frederick  coun- 
ty, Maryland,  December  2, 1832.  His  childhood  and  youth  were  spent  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  where  he  enjoyed  the  best  advantages  for  mental  improve- 
ment. In  his  fifteenth  year  he  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylva- 
nia College,  but  an  injury  which  he  sustained  from  an  accident,  led  to  his  tempo- 
rary withdrawal  from  the  institution,  and  for  a  time,  he  continued  the  prosecu- 
tion of  his  studies  in  Baltimore,  under  the  instruction  of  Dr.  Webster.  In  1851, 
he  returned  to  College  and  was  graduated  in  1853.  He  immediately  commenced 
his  Theological  course,  part  of  the  time  pursuing  his  studies  under  the  direction 
of  Drs.  Morris,  Seiss  and  Webster,  and  the  other  part  in  the  Theological  Semina- 
ry at  Gettysburg.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Mary- 
land, in  1855,  and  was,  for  a  season,  associated  with  Rev.  Dr.  Stork,  in  the  pasto- 
ral work  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Philadelphia.  In  the  spring  of  1856,  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Executive  Commiii.ee  of  our  Home  Missionary  Society,  to  take 
charge  of  a  mission  church  in  Chicago,  Illinois.  Here  he  labored  faithfully  and 
successfully  for  nearly  a  year,  when  the  climate,  proving  unfriendly  to  his  health, 
compelled  him  to  resign  his  position.  In  June,  1858,  he  sailed  for  Europe,  in  the 
hope  of  resuscitating  his  health.  Spending  the  summer,  autumn  and  winter  in 
Germany,  France  and  Switzerland,  early  in  the  spring  of  1859  he  passed  through 
Italy,  crossed  the  Mediterranean  into  Egypt,  thence  to  Palestine  and  other  coun- 
tries ;  returning  again  to  Europe,  he  remained  for  some  time  at  the  University  at 
Berlin.  He  landed  in  New  York,  December,  1859.  On  his  return,  he  preached 
occasionally,  and  delivered  at  different  places,  lectures  on  the  Holy  Land,  with 
great  acceptance.  He  was  also  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  a  narrative  of  his 
foreign  tour  for  publication,  which  work  was,  however,  never  completed.  On 
the  18th  of  September,  1861,  in  the  city  of  Frederick,  he  gently  passed  away. 

William  Reed  was  born  in  Lycoming  county,  Pennsylvania,  March  26, 1832. 
In  1846,  he  became  a  Christian,  and  ever  afterwards  gave  evidence  of  the  sincer- 
ity of  his  profession.  Early  impressed  with  the  conviction  that  it  was  his  duty  t 
prepare  for  the  sacred  ministry  he  commenced  his  studies  in  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege in  1854,  and  completed  the  course  at  our  last  commencement.  He  soon  after 
took  charge  of  a  school  near  his  home,  with  the  expectation  of  returning  to  Get- 
tysburg in  the  spring,  and  resuming  his  studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 
He  taught,  however ,  only  a  few  days.  He  was  suddenly  attacked  with  bilious 
colic,  which,  in  a  few  hours,  terminated  in  death.  He  died  November  2,  1860. 
September  18, 1861.

John  C.  Badham  was  a  native  of  Edenton,  North  Carolina  and  entered  Penn- 
sylvania College  in  1845,  and  graduated  in  1849.  Upon  graduation  he  pursued 
the  study  of  the  law  at  Ballston  Spa  and  subsequently  settled  in  his  native 
place.  He  soon  became  connected  with  political  affairs,  and  was  twice  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  for  one  term  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  North 
Carolina.  Upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  he  entered  the  Rebel  service, 
and  the  newspapers  inform  us,  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Williamsburg,  in  May 
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last,  while  making  a  charge  upon  a  Union  battery,  with  the  Fifth  Kegiraent  of 
North  Carolina  State  troops,  of  which  he  was  Lieutenant  Colonel.  The  condi- 
tion of  the  country  cut  us  off  from  all  details  as  to  his  previous  life,  or  the  cir- 
cumstances of  his  death.  He  was  about  35  years  of  age  and  died  a  widower, 
without  children. 

Nesbitt  Baugher,  the  second  son  of  H.  L.  Baugher,  D.  D.,  President  of  Alma 
Mater,  was  horn  Sept.  22, 1836.  Receiving  preliminary  instruction  at  home,  he 
entered  the  Preparatory  Department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1844  and  gradu- 
ated in  1853.  He  studied  law  in  Gettysburg,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Bar,  Oct. 
26, 1857.  In  November  of  the  same  year,  he  removed  to  Warren,  Illinois,  where 
he  began  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  edited  a  newspaper  called  the  War- 
ren Independent.  He  subsequently  removed  to  Galena,  and  in  connection  with 
H.  H.  Houghton,  edited  and  published  the  Daily  Advertiser  and  the  Weekly 
Northwestern  Gazette.  During  last  summer  he  responded  to  the  call  of  the 
government,  and  volunteering  in  its  service,  was  elected  First  Lieutenant  of  Co. 
B,  45th  Illinois  Regiment,  having  been  mustered  into  the  U.  S.  service  on  the  30th 
of  August,  1861.  He  was  in  the  field  thenceforward,  having  been  present  at  the 
surrender  of  Forts  Henry  and  Donelson.  He  commanded  his  company  at  the 
battle  of  Shiloh,  April  6th  last,  in  which  he  was  struck  seven  times  by  balls,  and 
badly  wounded  by  one  or  two.  He  remained  on  the  field  until  exhausted  by 
fatigue  and  suffering,  and  unable  to  stand.  He  was  at  length  carried  off  to  a  hos- 
pital, and  thence  removed  to  Quincy,  Illinois,  where  he  remained  in  hospital, 
until  the  15th  of  May,  the  day  of  his  death.  His  body  was  brought  to  Gettysburg, 
and  buried  in  Evergreen  Cemetery  on  the  21st  of  May.  Our  young  friend,  as  a 
citizen,  was  intelligent,  energetic  and  high-toned  in  character,  and  had  a  prom- 
ising future.  As  a  soldier,  he  was  patient,  faithful,  devoted  and  brave.  All  con- 
cur in  bearing  this  testimony,  which  was  so  conspicuously  deserved  that  it  has 
already  been  recorded  upon  the  official  pages  of  Congressional  debate,  to  re- 
main forever,  a  noble  tribute  to  his  memory.  He  died  unmarried.

Rev.  Frederick  Augustus  Muhlenberg  Keller  was  born  April  19, 1819,  at 
Carlisle,  Pennsylvania,  where  his  father,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Keller,  then  resided. 
Trained  under  the  faithful  influence  of  parental  iistruction  he  early  showed  a 
disposition  to  serve  the  Lord  in  the  Christian  ministry,  and  toward  the  accom- 
plishment of  this  object  his  education  was  directed.  He  entered  the  preparatory 
department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  autumn  of  1833  and  was  graduated  in 
1838.  His  Theological  studies  he  pursued  for  a  seaso  .  in  our  Seminary  and  after 
engaging  for  a  brief  period  in  the  work  of  teaching  at  Waynesboro',  Pennsylva- 
nia, he  was  licensed  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  at  its  session  in  1842.  He  re- 
ceived a  call  to  Trinity  Church,  Reading,  as  an  assistant  to  Rev.  Dr.  Miller. 
After  the  death  of  Dr.  Miller  in  1850,  St.  James  church  in  the  same  place  was  or- 
ganized, of  which  he  became  the  pastor.  This  congregation  with  several  others 
in  the  vicinity  he  served  till  his  death.  Never  sparing  himself  in  the  service  of 
the  church,  and  denying  himself  the  relaxation  which  nature  seemed  to  require, 
he  contracted  disease  of  the  chest  which  baffled  medical  skill,  and  terminated 
his  labors  March  18, 1864.

Mr.  Keller's  life  was  one  of  great  purity,  earnestness  and  fidelity  in  the  gospel 
ministry.  He  was  ever  ready  to  abandon  comfort  and  even  peril  life  if  duty  re- 
quired it,  as  was  illustrated  in  his  prompt  response  to  the  call  of  the  Governor  on 
the  occasion  of  the  threatened  invasion  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  fall  of  1862. 

Mr.  Keller  was  married  in  1848,  to  Susan  H.,  daughter  of  J.  V.  E.  Hunter  of 
Reading,  whom  he  survived  sixteen  years.  Two  children  still  remain  to  lament 
the  loss  of  their  beloved  parents. 

John  Schutzel  Cutter,  Esq.,  was  a  native  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  was 
born  in  the  year  1838.  He  received  his  preliminary  education  at  the  Washington 
Institute  whence,  at  the  suggestion  of  his  step-father,  Rev.  Dr.  Martin,  in  1850  he 
was  transferred  to  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  and  was 
graduated  in  1856.  For  a  brief  season  after  his  graduation  he  was  employed  as  a 
Private  Tutor.  Subsequently  he  entered  as  a  Law  Student  the  office  of  Messrs. 
Benedict  and  Boonman,  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  the  spring  of  1859.  On 
the  breaking  out  of  the  Rebellion,  he  offered  his  services  to  the  Government  and 
in  1862  was  commissioned  as  Captain  of  one  of  the  companies  of  New  York  vol- 
unteers (176th  Regiment. )  He  fell  mortally  wounded  at  the  capture  of  Bradshear 
City,  Louisiana,  whilst  bravely  leading  his  men  to  battle  on  the  23d  of  June,  1863. 
He  is  said  to  have  been  the  only  officer  of  the  Regiment,  who  attempted  any  re- 
sistance to  the  enemy.  When  he  was  ordered  to  surrender,  he  coolly  replied,  "I 
know  no  such  word  as  surrender,"  and  almost  instantly  a  ball  struck  him  in  the 
back  of  the  neck,  severing  the  jugular  vein.  The  Colonel  in  command  speaks  in 
high  terms  of  his  services  as  a  "brave  and  excellent  officer— a  great  favorite  with 
his  brother  officers  and  esteemed  and  loved  by  his  men." 

Carl  D.  Ulery  was  born  in  the  kingdom  of  Prussia,  September  23,  1832. 
The  following  year  with  his  parents  he  immigrated  to  this  country.  In  early  life 
he  dedicated  himself  to  the  ministry.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of 
Alma  Mater  in  1852  and  with  some  interruptions  in  the  course  occasioned  in  part 
by  the  state  of  his  health,  was  graduated  in  1857.  After  pursuing  his  profession- 
al studies  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburg  at  its  meeting  in 
1859.  He  immediately  commenced  his  labors  as  a  Home  Missionary  at  Bir- 
mingham, in  which  work  he  continued  till  1861,  when  he  received  and  accept- 
ed a  call  to  the  Lionville  charge,  Chester  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  this  field 
of  labor  he  was  faithfully  laboring,  when  disease  completely  prostrated  his  sys- 
tem. His  health,  never  very  vigorous,  suffered  by  exposure  incident  to  the  ser- 
vice he  rendered  when,  in  obedience  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor,  he 
united  with  the  military  of  the  State  to  repel  the  invasion  of  our  border.  His  ill- 
ness he  bore  with  great  patience  and  meekness.  He  died  of  hemorrhage  of  the 
lungs,  November  7, 1862. 

John  W.  Croll  was  born  in  York  county,  January  4, 1838.  Conscientious  and 
exemplary  from  youth  he  was  early  awakened  to  a  concern  in  reference  to  his 
spiritual  interests,  and  was  received  into  the  church  under  the  pastoral  care  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Lochman.  He  commenced  his  preparatory  studies  in  the  York  county 
Academy  under  the  instructions  of  G.  W.  Ruby,  entered  the  Freshman  Class  of 
Alma  Mater  in  the  fall  of  1858  and  was  graduated  in  1862.  With  the  beginning  of 
the  winter  session  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary  and  was  pursuing  his 
studies  with  great  industry  and  zeal  when  he  was  attacked  with  typhoid  fever  of 
which  he  died  December  7, 1862.

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Dr.  Schock  was  born  March  16, 1816,  in  Berks  county,  Pennsylvania.  While 
he  was  very  young,  his  parents,  Valentine  and  Elizabeth  Schock,  removed  to 
Cumberland  county,  where  he  remained,  having  such  advantages  as  his  parents' 
limited  means  permitted,  until  the  year  1833,  when  he  entered  the  preparatory 
department.  Upon  graduation,  he  was  appointed  a  Tutor  in  the  preparatory 
department,  in  which  he  served  during  1840  and  1841,  meanwhile  studying  Theol- 
ogy privately.  In  the  fall  of  1841,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of 
West  Pennsylvania.  His  first  charge  was  in  Beading,  Pennsylvania,  where  his 
success  was  most  decided.  He  removed  thence  to  Chambersburg,  and  a  few 
years  since  to  the  city  of  New  York,  where  he  was  engaged  as  pastor  of  St. 
James  church,  at  the  time  of  his  mysterious  disappearance  last  fall.  His  mind 
having  been  somewhat  disturbed  as  a  result  of  physical  infirmity,  it  is  feared  that 
he  put  an  end  to  his  existence.  No  trace  of  him  has  been  found  since  October  29, 
the  day  he  left  his  boarding-house,  with  the  supposed  purpose  of  visiting  New 
Haven. 

Dr.  Schock,  in  early  life,  joined  the  Lutheran  church  in  Cumberland  county, 
of  which  Bev.  Samuel  Keller  was  pastor.  He  received  the  Doctorate  from  Penn- 
sylvania College  in  1863.  He  died  unmarried. 

Calvin  S.  Walker  was  born  in  Washingtonville,  Columbia  county  (now  Mon- 
tour,) Pennsylvania,  October  13,  1838;  entered  college  in  1855  and  graduated  in 
1857.  He  was  married  August  11, 1862  to  Miss  Jenny  G.  Black,  and  died  Febru- 
ary 2, 1865.   One  child,  a  daughter,  survived  him. 

He  adopted  Teaching  as  a  profession,  and  was  establishing  an  Academy  for 
boys  in  Paradise,  at  the  time  of  his  decease. 

Bev.  Albert  Ebellng  was  the  son  of  Henry  Albert  and  Anna  Mary  Ebeling, 
and  was  born  in  the  Kingdom  of  Hanover,  Germany,  February  12,  1839,  and 
reached  this  country,  June  11, 1848.  He  took  a  preparatory  course  of  instruction 
in  Washington  city,  and  entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1858,  graduating  in  1862. 
He  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Maryland,  in 
Taneytown,  August,  1863 ;  but  being  in  feeble  health,  did  not  incur  the  responsi- 
bilities of  a  pastoral  charge.  He  was  employed  in  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment of  the  government  at  Washington  city,  and  preached,  as  he  had  opportuni- 
ty, in  surrounding  churches,  camps  and  hospitals;  He  was  also  actively  connect- 
ed with  St.  Paul's  church  and  Sunday  School,  of  which  Bev.  J.  G.  Butler  is  pas- 
tor. He  died  February  22, 1865.

Bev.  William  D.  Bosdel  was  born  in  Lebanon,  Pennsylvania,  January  1, 
1829.  His  parents  were  Jacob  and  Justina  Bcedel.  He  entered  Pennsylvania 
College  in  the  fall  of  1845,  and  was  graduated  in  1848.  He  at  once  entered  upon 
Theological  study,  and  served  for  a  year  in  charge  of  a  Missionary  enterprize  in 
Pittsburgh,  in  1850.  In  October  1851,  he  became  pastor  of  Lower  Merion  congre- 
gation, where  he  remained  till  August,  1855.  He  then  removed  to  Wythe  ville, 
Virginia,  as  President  of  Wytheville  Female  College,  where  he  remained  till 
death,  December  12,  1865.  On  the  24th  of  March,  1852,  he  married  Miss  Jose- 
phine Forney  of  Gettysburg,  who  survives. 
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Rev.  Daniel  Garver,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Margaret  Garver,  was  born  in 
Washington  co.,  Md.,  Jan.  9, 1830,  but  his  parents  removed  to  Scotland,  Franklin 
county,  Pennsylvania,  when  he  was  two  years  old.  He  entered  the  preparatory 
department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  spring  of  1845,  and  was  graduated  in 
the  fall  of  1850.  He  at  once  began  the  study  of  Theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Get- 
tysburg, and  was  licensed  to  preach  in  June  1852  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania. 
In  the  fall  of  that  year  he  was  elected  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages  in  Illinois 
University  at  Springfield,  and  he  occupied  the  position  for  three  years.  After 
spending  some  time  in  exploring  the  churches  in  Iowa  and  Minnesota,  he  sup- 
plied, for  about  one  year,  a  Missionary  church  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  and  returned 
to  Pennsylvania  in  the  fall  of  1856.  In  the  spring  of  1857,  he  started  on  an  exten- 
sive foreign  tour,  extending  one  year.  During  the  summer  of  1858,  he  supplied 
Rev.  Dr.  Sadtler's  pulpit  at  Easton,  and  during  the  winter  lectured  on  the  Holy 
Land  for  the  benefit  of  Illinois  University.  In  1859  he  took  charge  of  the  Luther- 
an church  at  Canton,  Ohio,  where  he  labored  for  two  years  and  a  half.  Thence 
he  removed  to  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  died  of  typhoid  fever,  Sep- 
tember 30, 1865,  very  much  lamented.  He  was  married  June  3, 1858,  to  Emma 
Virginia,  daughter  of  Thomas  B.  Miller  of  Bedford,  Pennsylvania,  who  with 
three  children  survives. 

Rev.  Adam  Long  was  born  in  Clarion  county,  Pennsylvania,  and  early  mani- 
fested a  desire  to  prepare  for  the  ministry.  He  was  received  into  full  commu- 
nion in  the  church,  in  1843.  His  preparatory  education  was  obtained  in  Clarion, 
and  Zelienople.  He  entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1850 and  was  graduatedin  1854. 
He  completed  his  Theological  studies  at  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  soon 
after  his  licensure  went  to  India  as  a  Missionary  where  he  died  after  a  compara- 
tively short  service.  The  Committee  regret  their  inability  to  obtain  more  partic- 
ulars concerning  Mr.  Long's  life  and  death. 

Rev.  John  A.  Kreitzer  was  born  January  1, 1834,  in  Lebanon  county,  Pa. , 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1854,  and  was  graduated  in  1858.  In  the  fall 
of  that  year  he  moved  to  Texas,  residing  in  Alleytown,  and  Columbus  where  he 
died. 

Rev.  Franklin  B.  Wolf  was  born  in  Rebersburg,  Centre  county,  Pennsylva- 
nia, and  worked  on  a  farm  till  he  was  seventeen  years  of  age.  He  enjoyed  only 
the  advantages  of  the  common  schools  of  that  section,  after  which  he  attended 
an  Academy  at  Mifflinburg,  teaching  a  common  school  during  the  winter,  and 
attending  the  Academy  during  the  summer.  He  entered  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment of  Pennsylvania  College,  and  was  graduated  in  1859.  After  graduation  he 
opened  an  Academy  at  Littlestown,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  remained  till  1863, 
when  by  reason  of  the  Rebel  invasion  he  closed  the  Academy  and  joined  the 
company  of  students  who  enlisted  for  military  service  to  repel  the  invasion. 
During  the  fall  of  1863  he  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  West  Pennsylvania  Syn- 
od. He  served  in  the  Christian  Commission,  in  New  Orleans,  and  Brownsville, 
Texas,  and  in  the  fall  of  1864  was  elected  Chaplain  of  the  94th  Illinois  volunteers. 
During  service  in  the  extreme  South,  he  contracted  fatal  disease,  and  died  at  his 
mother's  home,  October  7,  1865,  in  the  32d  year  of  his  age. 

Rev.  Abraham  H.  Groh  was  born  September  19, 1838,  in  Berks  county,  Penn- 
sylvania, but  his  parents  removed  when  he  was  quite  young,  to  Myerstown,  Leb- 
anon county.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College, 
in  the  fall  of  1855,  and  was  graduated  in  1860.  He  at  once  entered  the  Seminary, 
where  he  remained  till  1862,  after  which  time  he  was  received  as  a  member  of  the 
Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  in  session  at  Allentown.  His  first  charge  was  in 
Monroe  county,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  labored  for  two  years.  He  then  remov- 
ed to  Montgomery  county,  but  within  a  year  died  at  his  mother's  home,  January 
10, 1866.  His  disease  was  consumption. 

Rev.  F.  Adam  Fair  was  born  in  Carroll  county,  Maryland,  but  moved  at  an 
early  age  to  Iowa.  Iu  1853,  he  united  with  St.  Peter's  Evangelical  Lutheran  church,

in  Baltimore  county,  Maryland,  then  under  the  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Hauer,  and  soon 
after  devoted  himself  to  preparation  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  died  at 
Agency  City,  Iowa.

Rev.  William  Henry  Harrison,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Frederick  county,  Mary- 
land, January  12, 1819.  For  several  years  after  leaving  school  he  was  engaged  in 
mechanical  labor,  but  in  the  18th  year  of  his  age  having  made  a  public  profession 
of  his  faith  he  was  deeply  impressed  with  a  sense  of  his  obligation  to  devote  him- 
self to  the  Christian  ministry.  He  entered  upon  a  course  of  preparatory  study  for 
the  work  in  Pennsylvania  College,  in  the  autumn  of  1838  and  was  graduated  in 
1843.  He  immediately  commenced  his  theological  studies  in  our  Seminary- 
teaching  at  the  same  time,  an  hour  or  two  a  day  in  the  Oakridge  Academy— and 
was  licensed  to  preach  in  1845.  He  was  the  same  fall  elected  Assistant  Professor 
of  Ancient  Languages,  and  appointed  General  Agent  of  the  Parent  Education 
Society,  with  the  understanding  that  one  half  of  the  year  be  devoted  to  each  in- 
terest. But  the  following  year  he  resigned  both  positions,  thinking  that  he  could 
be  more  useful  to  the  church  in  the  great  work  to  which  he  had  devoted  his  life. 
He  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  First  English  Lutheran  church  in  Cincin- 
nati. There  his  whole  ministerial  life— a  period  of  twenty-one  years— was  spent, 
and  although  comparatively  a  young  man  when  he  died,  he  was  the  Senior  Pas- 
tor of  the  city.  During  his  ministry  about  five  hundred  were  received  into  the  com- 
munion of  the  church.  He  was  regarded  as  a  model  Pastor,  devoted  to  his  mis- 
sion and  exhausting  his  time  and  strength  in  the  service  to  which  he  was  called. 
During  the  visitation  of  the  cholera  his  toilsome  labors  were  witnessed  not  only 
in  his  own  congregation  but  among  all  classes  of  the  community.  While  dis- 
charging his  duties  he  fell  a  victim  to  the  terrible  epidemic,  and  calmly  passed  to 
his  rest,  November  3, 1866.  Dr.  Harrison's  sterling  qualities  always  inspired  con- 
fidence and  commended  him  to  the  respect  and  affections  of  the  world.  Interest- 
ed in  every  effort  to  do  good,  as  a  Commissioner  for  ten  years  of  Public  Schools 
in  Cincinnati,  as  a  Director  of  Wittenberg  College  for  twenty-one  years,  and  in 
every  position  in  which  he  was  called  to  act,  his  power  was  felt.  In  1861  he  re- 
ceived the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.,  from  Wittenberg  College,  Springfield,  Ohio. 

Dr.  Harrison  was  married  November  24, 1846,  to  Miss  Sarah  A.,  daughter  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Win  wood,  of  Springfield.  He  was  the  father  of  ten  children,  and  eigh  a 
of  them  remain  to  lament  their  irreparable  loss. 

Robert  Goodloe  Harper,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Gettysburg,  Pennsylvanta,  May  12, 
1832.  He  entered  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1843, 
and  was  graduated  at  the  commencement  in  1850,  one  of  eighteen,  six  of  whom 
have  already  passed  into  the  eternal  world,  the  last  class  graduated  under  the 
administration  of  Dr.  Krauth.  After  his  graduation,  Mr.  Harper  was,  for  a  sea- 
son, connected  with  the  Post  Office,  as  chief  clerk,  in  Chicago,  and  subsequently 
held  the  same  position  at  Galena,  Illinois.  On  returning  to  his  native  place,  he 
commenced  the  study  of  law,  but  having  been  invited  to  take  charge  of  a  School, 
he  removed  to  Howard  county,  Maryland,  where  he  continued  in  the  service,  up- 
wards of  ten  years,  till  the  time  of  his  death.  He  died  of  Bronchial  Consumption, 
at  Dayton ,  Maryland,  J anuary  13, 1867.  His  remains  were  brought  to  Gettysburg, 
and  interred  in  Evergreen  Cemetery.   Mr.  Harper  died  unmarried. 

Hon.  Hugh  D.  Downey  was  born  January  18, 1819,  near  Waynesboro',  Penn- 
sylvania.  He  commenced  his  collegiate  studies  at  Marshall  College,  Mercers- 
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burg,  Pennsylvania,  but  transferred  his  home  to  Pennsylvania  College  in  the  fall 
of  1837,  entering  the  Sophomore  class.  He  was  graduated  with  the  Valedictory 
of  his  class  in  1840.  He  immediately  commenced  his  legal  studies  in  Chambers- 
burg  under  the  direction  of  Judge  Chambers.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in 
1842,  and  removed  to  the  West.  He  settled  in  Iowa  City  where  he  continued  to 
reside  till  his  death.  In  1845  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  State  Senate,  The 
City  Republican  says  in  a  commemorative  notice,  "He  was  one  of  our  earliest 
and  most  prominent  business  men.  He  acted  a  very  conspicuous  part  as  a  citi- 
zen of  our  town."  Talented,  generous  and  high  minded,  honorable  in  all  his 
business  transactions,  he  was  very  generally  beloved.  He  died  September  26, 1867. 
August  7, 1867.

Rev.  Frederick  R.  Anspach,  D.  D.,  was  born  in  Centre  county,  Pennsylvania, 
January,  1815.  In  early  life  impressed  with  the  idea  that  it  was  his  duty  to  pre- 
pare for  the  Christian  ministry  he  commenced  his  preparatory  studies  at  the 
Academy,  near  his  home,  and  was  thence  in  1835  transferred  to  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege. He  was  graduated  in  1839  with  the  Valedictory  of  his  class.  That 
same  autumn  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary,  but  his  health  failing  him, 
he  did  not  remain  to  complete  the  prescribed  course.  He  was  very  soon  licensed 
to  preach  and  commenced  his  ministry,  as  Pastor  of  the  united  churches  of  Bar- 
ren Hill  and  Whitemarsh,  Montgomery  county,  Pennsylvania,  where  for  many 
years  he  labored  with  great  fidelity  and  success.  In  1850,  he  received  and  accept- 
ed a  call  to  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  and  ministered  to  that  large  congregation  for 
four  years,  greatly  at  the  expense  of  his  physical  powers.  In  1857  he  removed  to 
Baltimore,  and  became  one  of  the  editors  and  proprietors  of  the  Lutheran  Ob- 
server. From  this  position  he  retired  in  1861.  He  was  elected  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  Newberry  College,  South  Carolina,  but  in  consequence  of  the  impaired 
state  of  his  health,  he  declined  the  offer,  it  is  said,  "much  to  the  regret  of  its 
founders  and  patrons."  His  health  continued  to  decline,  so  that  he  was  com- 
pelled to  retire  from  all  public  and  official  service  in  the  church.  The  greater 
part  of  his  time  he  spent  on  his  farm  in  Anne  Arundel  county  at  West  River, 
filling  the  pulpit  of  brethren  in  the  neighborhood  when  occasion  re- 
quired and  his  health  permitted.  He  died  in  Baltimore,  September  16, 1867.  In 
his  earlier  ministry,  Dr.  Anspach  was  regarded  as  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary 
pulpit  power.  If  disease  had  not  so  completely  prostrated  his  nervous  system, 
he  might  have  risen  to  the  highest  distinction  in  the  church.  He  received  in  1857 
the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.  He  was  the 
author  of  several  works,  which  were  favorably  received  by  the  public :  "The 
Sepulchres  of  our  Departed,"  published  in  1854;  "The  Sons  of  the  Sires,"  in  1855; 
"The  Pilgrims,"  in  1857:  and  of  occasional  Discourses,  published  at  the  request 
of  those  who  heard  them  delivered. 

Dr .  Anspach  was  twice  married .  His  first  wife  was  Miss  Tilly  Rhinehardt,  of 
Shepherdstown,  Virginia.  From  this  union  two  children,  a  son  and  a  daughter, 
remain.  His  second  wife  was  Mrs.  Susan  M.  Gale  of  West  River.  The  widow, 
with  two  daughters  from  this  marriage  survives. 

Rev.  Wm.  A.  Kopp  was  born  at  Emmittsburg,  Maryland,  October  11,  1820. 
Early  in  life  he  dedicated  himself  to  the  Lord,  and  determined  to  prepare  for  his 
service  in  the  ministry  of  reconciliation.  With  this  view  he  entered  the  prepara- 
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tory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1837,  and  was  graduated  in  1843- 
After  a  course  of  instruction  in  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg  he  received  license 
to  preach  from  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  in  1845.  His  first  charge  em- 
braced the  three  congregations  of  St.  Thomas,  Loudon  and  McConnellsburg.  In 
1848  he  resigned  part  of  the  field,  removed  hishome  to  McConnellsburg  and  added 
Little  Cove  to  the  charge.  In  1850,  he  received  and  accepted  a  call  to  the  Johns- 
toicn  Gymnasium  as  Principal,  connecting  with  his  school  duties  several  preach- 
ing places  in  the  vicinity.  But  under  the  pressure  of  pastoral  labor,  his  health, 
never  very  vigorous,  gradually  failed  him.  He  was  successively  located  at  Blairs- 
ville,  Schellsburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  Martinsburg,  Virginia.  At  the  last  place , 
he  suffered  from  a  hemorrhage  of  the  lungs,  which  unfitted  him  for  pastoral  la- 
bor. He  resigned  the  charge  and  went  to  York,  Pennsylvania,  where  for  a  sea- 
son, he  engaged  in  the  work  of  Colporteur.  On  the  improvement  of  his  health, 
in  1859  he  resumed  the  pastoral  work  and  took  charge  of  the  New  Kingston  pas- 
torate, Cumberland  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  1864  he  resigned  the  position,  in 
order  to  aceept  an  appointment,  as  Professor  of  English  in  Augustana  Seminary, 
Paxton,  Illinois.  Here  he  continued  faithfully  to  labor,  until  his  physical 
strength  gave  way  and  advancing  disease  compelled  him  to  suspend  the  exercise 
of  his  office.  In  the  summer  of  1867  he  transferred  his  home  to  Phillipsburg. 
Pennsylvania,  and  so  far  as  his  strength  permitted  gave  instruction  in  Thiel 
Hall.  As  his  end  approached  he  gave  the  most  minute  directions  in  reference  to 
his  secular  interests  and  with  parting  counsels  to  his  family,  calmly  and  peace- 
fully passed  to  his  rest,  March  23, 1868. 

Mr.  Kopp  was  married  September  10, 1846  to  Miss  Harriet  B.  Little,  of  Gettys- 
burg, by  whom  he  had  six  children,  three  of  whom  are  living.  She  died  in  1857. 
The  following  year  he  married  Miss  Susan  Strickler  of  York,  Pennsylvania. 
From  this  union  there  were  three  children,  two  of  whom,  with  their  mother,  still 
survive. 

Henry  C.  Eckert,  M.  D.,  was  born  at  Hanover,  Pennsylvania,  November  7, 
1821.  He  subsequently  with  his  parents  removed  to  Littlestown,  and  having 
there  enjoyed  the  usual  educational  facilities,  in  1840  he  entered  the  preparatory 
deparment  of  Alma  Mater  and  was  graduated  in  1846.  He  studied  Medicine 
with  Dr.  Shorb  of  Littlestown,  and  in  1848,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  from  the 
Medical  Department  of  Pennsylvania  College.  He  located  in  his  native  place, 
and  remained  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  until  his  death,  which  was  occa- 
sioned by  the  ossification  of  his  heart,  August  20, 1867.  Dr.  Eckert  was  a  success- 
ful practitioner,  and  was  highly  esteemed  for  his  many  excellent  traits  of  char- 
acter, in  the  community  in  which  he  lived.  He  died  in  the  faith  and  has  gone  to 
his  reward.  He  was  married  on  the  11th  of  May,  1854,  to  Miss  Sarah  L.  Lea?. 
The  widow  and  four  children  are  left  to  mourn  their  irreparable  loss. 

Kev.  Solomon  J.  Berlin  was  born  in  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania,  May  29,  1831. 
He  received  his  preparatory  education  at  the  Saltzburg  Academy,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1856  came  to  Gettysburg.  He  was  graduated  in  1858.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Term  he  entered  our  Theological  Seminary.  During  a  part  of  his 
course  he  was  engaged  as  a  Tutor  in  the  preparatory  department  of  Alma  Mater. 
In  1860  he  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh.  The 
first  three  months  of  his  ministry,  he  preached  as  a  supply  for  the  Lutheran 
church  at  Altoona.  His  first  regular  charge  was  Williamsburg,  Pennsylvania, 
upon  the  duties  of  which  he  entered  January  1,  1861.  At  the  expiration  of  the 
first  year's  service,  he  was  compelled  to  resign  his  position  in  consequence  of  im- 
paired health  occasioned  by  severe  labor  and  exposure  to  the  inclemencies  of  the 
weather.  After  a  respite  of  several  months  from  labor,  he  took  charge  of  the 
Duncansville  pastorate,  where  he  labored  with  great  fidelity  for  three  years. 
Thence,  in  the  hope  of  resuscitating  his  health,  he  removed  to  Bedford  and  be- 
came Principal  of  the  Academy.  Disappointed  in  his  expectations  he  repaired 
to  Whitehall  and  again  rested  from  labor  till  the  autumn  of  1S65.  His  health  be- 
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coming  partially  restored  he  accepted  a  call  to  Williamsport,  Maryland,  but  he 
was  soon  again  prostrated  by  an  attack  of  fever  and  ague.  Supposing  that  a 
change  of  location  would  be  an  advantage,  in  1867  he  removed  to  Tremont,  Penn- 
sylvania, but  the  work  was  greater  than  his  physical  system  could  bear.  His 
health  continuing  feeble,  in  the  course  of  a  very  brief  period  he  was  forced  to  re- 
linquish the  active  duties  of  the  ministry.  He  died  February  6, 1868,  in  the  full 
faith  and  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality.  He  was  stricken  down  in  the  vigor  of 
manhood,  and  taken  to  the  Father  he  had  so  earnestly  and  faithfully  served. 
Mr.  Berlin  was  married  to  Miss  Martha  E.  Robinson,  of  Whitehall,  who,  with  one 
child,  still  lives. 

Rev.  John  W.  Ebert  was  born  February  2, 1831,  near  Greencastle,  Pennsylva- 
nia. Having  made  a  public  profession  of  religion  he  was  deeply  impressed  with 
a  sense  of  his  obligation  to  devote  himself  to  the  Christian  ministry.  He  com- 
menced his  classical  studies  in  the  preparatory  department  of  the  college  in  1853, 
and  was  graduated  in  1859.  He  entered  the  Seminary  the  same  year,  and  having 
received  license  to  preach  the  gospel  from  the  Synod  of  West  Pennsylvania,  com- 
menced his  labors  as  Home  Missionary  in  Venango  county,  Pennsylvania.  He 
subsequently  took  charge  of  a  congregation  at  Cassville.  In  1865  he  removed  to 
the  State  of  Iowa,  and  for  a  season,  assisted  in  teaching  in  Fairfield  College ;  he 
afterwards  accepted  a  call  to  the  Marysville  charge  which  he  faithfully  served 
till  the  spring  of  1867.  From  this  point  he  went  to  Russell  Station,  and  there 
taught  and  preached.  Whilst  engaged  in  this  field  of  labor— his  physical  powers 
being  overtaxed— he  was  attacked  with  typhoid  fever,  and  closed  his  earthly 
pilgrimage  November  17, 1867.  His  death  caused  sincere  sorrow  in  the  communi- 
ty, for  whose  spiritual  improvement  he  was  faithfully  laboring.  He  was  married 
April  30, 1863,  to  Miss  Maggie  Rupert  of  Huntingdon  county,  Pennsylvania.  With 
one  child  the  widow  still  remains. 

Thaddeus  Stevens  Wakren  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Ann  Warren  and 
was  born  at  the  Caledonia  Iron  Works,  Adams  county,  Pennsylvania,  February 
12, 1839.  Having  passed  his  earlier  studies  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Gettysburg, 
lie  was  transferred  to  the  preparatory  department  of  Pennsylvania  College  in  1853. 
He  was  successful  as  a  student  and  graduated  in  1859.  On  leaving  College  he  en- 
gaged for  a  season  in  the  business  of  teaching,  having  charge  of  schools  in  Ben- 
dersville  and  East  Berlin.  Having  been  appointed  to  a  Clerkship  in  the  Treas- 
ury Department,  he  removed  to  Washington,  where  he  died,  April  18, 1868.  Mr. 
Warren  was  twice  married.  His  first  wife  was  Catharine  Thirst,  the  second 
Jane  Hildebrand.  He  was  the  father  of  two  children,  one  of  whom  is  still  living.

Mr.  Bassler  was  born  in  the  canton  of  Berne,  Switzerland,  and  came  when  a 
child  to  this  country,  with  his  parents  who  settled  in  Harmony,  Pennsylvania. 
His  early  years  were  spent  in  a  printing  office  in  Greensburg,  Pennsylvania.  He 
entered  Pennsylvania  College  in  1836,  and  was  graduated  in  1840.  He  spent  one 
year  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Synod  of 
West  Pennsylvania,  in  1842.  He  served  as  Tutor  in  the  College  in  the  collegiate 
year  1842.  He  performed  missionary  labor  for  several  years,  and  in  1854  took 
charge  of  the  Orphans'  Home  at  Zelienople.  He  died  in  Pittsburgh,  October  3, 
186&. 
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Dr.  Diehl  was  born  near  Greencastle,  Pennsylvania,  in  1819.  He  entered  Col- 
lege in  1841,  and  was  graduated  in  1844.  He  studied  Theology  in  the  Seminary. 
He  went  to  Wittenberg  College  as  Tutor  in  1846,  and  subsequently  became  Pro- 
fessor of  Ancient  Languages.  He  died  April  10,  1869.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity  was  conferred  upon  him  by  Wittenberg  College  in  1868. 

Mr.  Gotwald,  son  of  Rev.  D.  Gotwald,  was  born  at  York  Springs,  Adams 
county,  November  10, 1836.  He  entered  College  in  the  fall  of  1857,  and  was  grad- 
uated in  1860.  He  studied  Theology  in  the  Seminary  and  was  ordained  to  the 
Ministry  by  the  Synod  of  Pennsylvania,  in  1863.  He  served  as  Tutor  in  the  Col- 
lege in  1860-'61.  andl861-'62.  His  first  charge  was  Emmittsburg,  Maryland.  In 

1866,  he  was  called  to  St.  John's,  Lancaster,  where  he  died  June  9, 1869. 

Mr.  Blyholder  was  born  in  Armstrong  county,  Pennsylvania,  June  19, 1843, 
entered  the  Junior  Class  of  Pennsylvania  Gollege  in  1865,  and  was  graduated  in 

1867.  The  same  fall  he  repaired  to  Philadelphia  to  study  Theology,  and  died,  De- 
cember 27,  1868,  while  pursuing  his  studies.

OBITUARY  REPORT  OF  1870. 

Rev.  Henry  Samuel  Koons,  of  the  class  of  1849,  is  the  only  deceased  Alumnus 
for  this  year.  He  was  born  in  York  county,  June  12, 1828.  His  preparatory  stud- 
ies he  pursued  in  the  York  Academy  and  entered  the  Sophomore  class  of  Penn- 
sylvania College  in  the  autumn  of  1846.  He  was  graduated  in  1849  with  the  Latin 
Salutatory,  and  at  once  commenced  his  Theological  studies  in  the  Seminary. 
He  was  licensed  in  the  fall  of  1851,  and  immediately  took  charge  of  congregations 
in  Bedford  county.  Here  he  labored  for  more  than  a  year,  but  in  consequence  of 
impaired  health  and  with  an  affection  of  the  throat  which  incapacitated  him  for 
public  speaking  he  was  compelled  to  abandon  the  pastoral  work.  He  therefore 
resigned  his  position  and  took  charge  of  an  Academy  in  Indiana,  Pennsylvania. 
In  1853  he  accepted  a  call  to  Gettysburg  and  taught  in  the  preparatory  depart- 
ment of  the  College,  till  the  spring  of  1857.  Thence  he  removed  to  Pine  Grove, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  engaged  about  three  years  in  teaching.  In  I860  he 
opened  a  classical  school  at  Hanover,  Pennsylvania.  With  great  assiduity  he 
continued  his  work,  till  within  a  week  of  his  death.  He  died  of  pulmonary  dis- 
ease in  Gettysburg,  December  15, 1869,  in  the  42d  year  of  his  age.  He  was  mar- 
ried September  23, 1852,  to  Miss  Caroline  E.  Buehler,  of  Gettysburg.  His  son,  and 
only  child,  G.  S.  Morris,  preceded  him  ten  years  to  the  eternal  world.

The  name  of  William  B.  McClellan,  Esq.,  was  accidentally  omitted  from  the 
Obituary  Report  of  1863  &  1864.  He  was  born  in  Gettysburg.  March  9, 1822 ;  for  a 
time  attended  an  Academy  in  Bedford,  Pennsylvania ;  entered  Pennsylvania 
College  in  1836  and  was  graduated  1841,  with  the  Latin  Salutatory.  He  studied 
law  and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  January,  1845.  He  was  elected  District  At- 
torney for  the  county  of  Adams  in  1856  and  1859,  having  previously  served  in  a 
similar  capacity  by  appointment.  He  was  twice  married,  and  died  May  6,  1863, 
of  pulmonary  disease,  leaving  one  child. 
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DEATH  OF  CHARLES  PHILIP  KRAUTH,  D.  D.,  AND 
HENRY  LEWIS  BAUGHER,  D.  D. 

During  the  last  decade  Alma  Mater  has  been,  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  Rev.  Drs.  Krauth  and  Baugher,  the  first  and  sec- 
ond President.  The  appended  sketches  by  Prof.  Stoever,  read 
at  the  appropriate  annual  meetings,  are  properly  a  part  of  this  re- 
port: 

Charles  Philip  Krauth,  D.  D.  Oar  record  would  be  incomplete  without 
some  reference  to  the  death  of  him  who  has  passed  away  since  our  last  annual 
gathering— the  first  and  for  seventeen  years,  President  of  the  Alma  Mater,  the 
friend,  the  counsellor  and  guide  of  our  youth,  whose  parting  words  many  of  us  re- 
ceived as  we  entered  upon  the  active  scenes  of  life,  and  whose  pure  example  and 
holy  teachings  have  ever  followed  us  and  been  over  us  a  power  for  good. 

Charles  Philip  Krauth  was  the  second  son  of  Thomas  J.  and  Catharine  Krauth, 
and  was  born  in  Montgomery  county,  Pennsylvania,  May  7,  1797.  Originally  de- 
signed for  the  medical  profession,  in  the  preparation  for  which  he  had  made 
some  progress,  a  higher  than  human  power  had  set  him  aside  for  a  more  import- 
ant work  in  the  service  of  Him  whose  authority  over  his  heart  and  life  he  had 
not  yet  acknowledged.  But  when  he  was  subsequently  brought  under  the  influ- 
ence of  divine  truth  he  felt  that  "Wo  was  unto  him  if  he  preached  not  the  gospel." 
He  studied  theology  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  Dr.  Schaffer  of  Frederick,  and 
Rev.  A.  Reck  of  Winchester.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1819,  and  immediate- 
ly accepted  a  call  to  the  Martinsburg  charge.  Thence  he  was  transferred  to 
Philadelphia  as  pastor  of  St.  Mathew's  church.  There  he  labored  with  great  ac- 
ceptance and  success  till  1833,  when  he  was  elected  Professor  in  the  Institutions 
at  Gettysburg.  In  the  spring  of  1834  he  was  chosen  President  of  Alma  Mater, 
the  duties  of  which  he  faithfully  discharged  till  the  autumn  of  1850,  during  the 
most  of  the  time  also  giving  instruction  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  His  posi- 
tion in  the  college  he  resigned  with  the  view  of  devoting  himself  entirely  to  his 
duties  in  the  Seminary.  He  heard  recitations  until  within  a  week  of  his  death. 
He  died  in  the  harness,  May  30, 1867,  and  was,  like  a  shock  of  grain,  fully  ripe, 
gathered  into  the  Heavenly  Father's  garner.  His  last  utterances  were  those  of 
calmness  and  of  perfect  peace.  No  additional  testimony  of  his  faith  in  Jesus  and 
his  assurance  of  a  blessed  resurrection  is  required,  for  his  whole  life  had  been  an 
uninterrupted  course  of  devotion  to  truth  and  humanity. 

Dr.  Krauth  was  one  of  the  purest  and  best  men  that  ever  lived.  One  more 
faithful,  more  affectionate,  more  able,  better  in  the  entire  consecration  of  his 
gifts  and  graces,  has  never  been  given  to  the  church. 

"His  chief  delight 

Was  in  his  Master's  service. .  .His  zeal  involved 

No  element  of  self— nor  knew  a  tinge 

Of  bigot  bitterness." 
He  is  worthy  to  be  held  in  grateful,  faithful,  perpetual  remembrance. 

"That  noble  brow 

So  marked  with  intellect,  so  clear  with  truth"— 
"That  mind  so  rich 

With  varied  learning  and  with  classic  lore"— 

"That  feeling  heart,  instinct  with  sympathy"— 
"That  earnest  voice 

With  themes  of  import  to  the  undying  soul, 

Enforced  by  power  of  fervid  eloquence." 
He  will  be  remembered  when  some  of  us  shall  be  no  more.   He  will  be  remem- 
bered when  some  who  are  now  young  shall  have  grown  old.  His  grave  will  al- 
ways be  a  hallowed  spot.  Being  dead  he  will  continue  to  speak,  and  with  a  voice 
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that  will  be  powerful  to  restrain  from  evil,  and  encourage  in  goodness.  His  in- 
fluence in  the  lives  of  others  will  he  felt  till  the  end  of  time.  He  who  hath  a  Arm 
abode  above  the  stars  needs  not  our  mortal  praise. 

"Still  may  his  children  mourn,  may  freshly  keep 

The  transcript  of  his  life,  may  praise  their  God 

For  what  he  was  and  is,  not  wrongly  ask 

'When  shall  we  look  upon  his  like  again.'  " 
As  we  think  of  him,  of  what  he  has  been  to  us,  and  that  this  intercourse,  on 
this  side  of  the  grave,  is  ended,  the  feeling  swells  in  the  heart  and  rises  to  the 
lips— 

"Would  I  had  loved  him  more !" 

Henry  Lewis  Baugher,  D.  D.  A  year  ago  our  record  was  considered  incom- 
plete without  some  reference  to  the  death  of  the  first  President  of  Alma  Mater, 
who  had  passed  away  during  the  interval  of  our  annual  convocation.  On  this 
occasion  we  are  called  to  record  the  death  of  the  Second  President  of  the  College, 
who  filled  the  office  for  nearly  eighteen  years  and  was  connected  with  the  in- 
struction and  discipline  of  the  institution  for  almost  thirty-seven  years,  actively 
and  earnestly  identified  with  all  its  interests  from  the  beginning  and  largely  con- 
tributing to  its  success  and  usefulness.  Thus  the  links  that  bind  the  past  with 
the  present  in  the  history  of  Alma  Mater,  are  fast  breaking,  and  soon,  it  may  be 
very  soon,  the  last  in  the  chain  may  be  severed. 

Henry  Lewis  Baugher  was  the  son  of  Christian  Frederick  and  Ann  Catharine 
Motter  Baugher,  and  was  born  at  Abbottstown,  Adams  county,  Pennsylvania,  on 
the  19th  of  July,  1804.  His  preparatory  training  he  received  under  the  direction 
of  Rev.  Dr.  McConaughy,  at  the  Gettysburg  Academy,  and  subsequently  entered 
as  a  student  of  Dickinson  College,  Carlisle,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  was  gradua- 
ted, during  the  administration  of  Rev.  Dr.  Neill,  in  1826,  and  from  which,  in  1848 
he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  Having  felt  himself  called  to  the  min- 
istry of  reconciliation,  he  at  once  commenced  the  prosecution  of  his  theological 
studies  at  Princeton  Seminary  and  completed  the  course  at  our  own  Theological 
Seminary,  recently  organized  by  the  General  Synod  of  our  church,  with  Dr. 
Schmucker  as  its  Professor.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel  by  the  Synod 
of  West  Pennsylvania  in  1828,  and  soon  after  took  charge  of  our  Lutheran  inter- 
ests in  Boonsboro',  Maryland.  Here  he  labored  till  his  removal  to  Gettysburg,  in 
the  spring  of  1831,  having  been  appointed  a  teacher  in  the  Gymnasium,  in  the 
place  of  Rev.  D.  Jacobs,  deceased.  When  the  Institution  was  chartered  as  a 
college  in  1832,  he  was  chosen  Professor  of  Greek  and  Belles  Lettres,  the  duties  of 
which  he  faithfully  discharged  till  the  autumn  of  1850,  when  he  was  transferred 
to  the  Presidency,  earnestly  devoted  to  his  work  until  the  last,  hearing  his  class- 
es and  performing  official  labor,  till  within  eight  days  of  his  death.  He  died  April 
14, 1868.  Conscious  of  his  approaching  end,  resigned  to  the  Divine  will,  and  sus- 
tained in  the  last  conflict  by  the  blessed  hope  of  salvation  through  the  merits  of 
the  Redeemer  he  peacefully  entered  upon  the  rest  prepared  for  the  people  of 
God.  For  forty  years  an  earnest,  faithfal  minister  of  the  gospel,  an  experienced, 
laborious  teacher— occupying  an  important  position  in  the  church,  his  influence 
is  felt  in  this  country  and  in  distant  lands.  His  character  has  been  enstamped 
upon  thousands  who  in  turn  are  making  an  impression  upon  other  minds.  Who 
can  estimate  the  power  of  such  a  life  in  time  and  through  eternity  ?

Con- 
taming  a  list  of  College  officers,  of  all  the  societies,  secret 
or  open,  and  a  roll  of  the  members  of  each  class  and  each 
organization,  with  other  facts  and  statistics,  The  Eagout  can 
not  fail  to  be  an  acceptable  handbook  to  every  student  and  stu- 
dent's friend.  The  student  will  find  it  a  ready  helpmeet,  giving 
much  necessary  information.  To  the  families  and  friends  of 
students,  it  will  render  an  account  of  their  associations  and 
social  connections  here.  The  friends  of  our  College  will  be 
presented  in  its  pages  with  the  best  evidence  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Institution  we  all  love. 

As  the  organ  of  the  students  and  of  all  the  College  societies, 
we  would  suggest  that  our  friends  make  special  donations  and 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  College  during  this,  the  Jubilee  Year. 
Since  Pennsylvania  College,  was  founded,  thirty-six  years  ago, 
one  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-five  students  have  re- 
ceived instruction  in  its  halls ;  while  four  hundred  and  eight  of 
these  have  been  graduated.    Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of 
these  Alumni  entered  the  ministry;  and  many  other  students 
passed  to  the  Theological  Seminary  before  they  had  completed 
their  Collegiate  course.    These  encouraging  facts  should  stim- 
ulate her  patrons  to  increased  zeal  and  diligence.    Much,  it  is 
true,  has  been  done  in  the  right  direction,  but  much  more  re- 
mains to  be  done.    The  new  building  for  the  Preparatory 
School,  "Stevens  Hall,"  is  nearly  under  roof,  and  will  be  ready 
for  occupation  the  ensuing  fall.    Ground  has  been  broken, 
also,  in  the  Campus  for  the  erection  of  two  dwelling-houses  for 
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the  use  of  several  of  the  Professors.  But  with  these  very 
necessary  buildings,  we  are  yet  in  want  of  an  Observatory  and 
a  Gymnasium.  In  regard  to  the  former,  we  need  only  call  at- 
tention to  the  fact  that  our  valuable  Telescope  is  still  lying  at 
Philadelphia,  for  want  of  a  suitable  place  to  mount  it.  At  this 
time,  the  value  of  physical  training  in  connection  with  mental 
culture  is  so  generally  acknowledged,  that  to  urge  the  necessity 
of  a  Gymnasium  seems  superfluous.  It  would  be  further  con- 
ducive to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  students,  if  the  bathing 
accommodations  were  put  in  repair  and  enlarged. 

"We  know  well  that  all  these  require  money,  and  hence  we 
say,  remember  Pennsylvania  College  liberally  in  your  Jubilee 
offerings.  With  the  prayers  of  the  Church,  and  a  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  our  College  will  soon  take  its  proper  place — 
among  the  first-class  Institutions  of  learning  of  the  country. 

Hoping  that  future  numbers  will  be  issued  by  succeeding 
classes,  and  with  the  hearty  greetings  of  the  Junior  Class  to 
their  fellow-students  and  friends  everywhere,  The  Kagout  is 
sent  forth,  with  its  substantial  meats  and  choice  spices,  suited 
to  every  taste.
